OPENING  SERVICE 

(Monday   Evening,   May   2,    1966,   7:30   P.M.) 

The  Opening  Service  of  the  Fifth  Convention  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  (The  One  Hundred  and  Sixty  Second  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Synod  since  its  organization  in  1803)  was  held  in  the  Bethany 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  the  convention  church,  1632  Main  Avenue  Drive, 
N.W.,  Hickory,  North  Carolina,  the  Rev.  G.  Dwight  Conrad,  pastor,  Monday 
evening,  May  2,    1966,  at  7:30  o'clock. 

The  Order  of  Service  of  the  Service  Book  and  Hymnal  (First  Setting)  includ- 
ing the  Brief  Order  of  Public  Confesson  and  the  Service  of  Holy  Communion  was 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  J.  Wilford  Lyerly,  M.A.,  Secretary  of  Synod,  assisted  in  the 
administration   of   the    Holy   Sacrament   by   the    following:

The  Rev.   L.   Boyd   Hamm,   D.D.,  of  the  host  church

Participating  also  in  the  Service  was  Larry  Isenhour,  acolyte,  and  Glenn 
Shoaf,    lay   assistant   for    communion. 

The  convention  sermon  "Who  has  Won?",  resounding  the  Easter  note  of 
victory  and  hope,  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  George  R.  Whittecar,  D.D.,  President 
of  Synod.  The  texts  quoted  were:  "In  the  world  you  shall  have  tribulation,  but 
be  of  good  cheer,  I  have  overcome  the  world",  (St.  John  16:33),  and  "This  is 
the  victory  that  overcometh  the  world,  even  our  faith",  (1   John  5:    4b). 

In  view  of  the  growing  secularism  of  the  day,  President  Whittecar  said  that 
it  is  easy  to  concede  victory  to  the  aggressive  forces  of  evil  that  are  fighting 
for  the  dominatioon  of  man's  soul,  and  admit  that  the  battle  in  which  Christians 
are  engaged  is  lost.  However,  Christians  need  not  despair,  he  said,  because  of 
the  victory  which  Christ  has  already  won.  His  victory  becomes  our  victory 
through  faith  in  Him.  We,  as  Christians,  need  only  to  claim  and  proclaim  His 
victory  in  the  midst  of  life's  raging   battles. 
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He  cited  evidences  of  victory  in  the  lives  of  mankind  to  show  that  Christians 
are  in  a  winning  battle.      With  Christ  in  the  midst  of  the  battle,  we  cannot     lose. 

The   Holy  Communion  was  administered   to  406  communicants. 

Special  music  "Built  on  the  Rock"  was  provided  by  the  Senior  choir  of 
Bethany  Lutheran  Church,  under  the  direction  of  Kenneth  Turbyfill.  Harry 
Wells,  organist,   presided  at  the  console. 

The  offering  was  designated  as  a  special  gift  to  CAMPUS,  the  campaign  for 
funds  to  provide  a  more  effective  ministry  and  eloquent  witness  to  Lutheran 
students  on   non-Lutheran   colleges  and    university   campuses. 

The  Service  ended  with  the  recessional  number,  "Thine  is  the  Glory",  No. 
566   in  the  Service   Book  and   Hymnal. 


First  Meeting 

(Tuesday  Morning,  Moy  3,   1956-9:00  A.M.-  12:00   Noon) 
DEVOTIONS 

Devotions  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  R.  Douglas  Fritz,  pastor  of  St.  John's 
Lutheran  Church,  Salisbury,  convention  chaplain,  consisting  of  The  Matins  and 
the  first  in  a  series  of  meditations  on  the  general  theme  of  "Devotions".  He  out- 
lined three  reasons  for  devotions  at  a  synod  convention  so  crowded  with  pressing 
business,  as  follows:  "Except  the  Lord  build  the  house,  they  labor  in  vain  that 
build  it;  except  you  become  as  little  children,  you  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  heaven;  and  you  shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon 
you." 

OPENING  ORDER:  Using  the  Order  for  the  Opening  of  Synods,  President  Whitte- 
car  declared  the  Fifth  Annual  Convention  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the 
Lutheran   Church    in   America   to   be   in   session. 

CREDENTIALS  AND  ENROLLMENT:  The  Rev.  J.  L.  Peeler,  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Credentials  and  Enrollment,  reported  that  208  clerical  and  146 
lay  delegates  were  registered  at  this  hour.  President  Whittecar  announced  that 
the  reported  number  constituted  a  quorum,  and  that  the  convention  was  ready 
for  the  dispatch   of   business. 

CONVENTION  PROGRAM:  The  Rev.  Wilford  Lyerly,  secretary,  presented  the 
following  amendments  to  the  Convention  program  as  recommended  in  the  Sup- 
plement to  the   Report  of   the   Executive    Board    in    Items    IV-A   and    B: 

A.  That  Item  5-b,  amendments  to  constitutions,  scheduled  for  Tuesday 
morning,  be  stricken  as  an  item  from  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  be 
submitted  to  the  convention  through  the  Committee  on  Reports  of  Officers  and 
Staff;   and 

B.  That  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pastors'  Salary  Study  be 
made  available  to  convention  delegates  at  the  time  of  the  distribution  of  con- 
vention ballots  on  Tuesday  evening  in  the  P.  E.  Monroe  Auditorium,  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College,  and  that  the  report  be  presented  to  the  convention  on  Thursday  morn- 
ing following  the  report  on  Pensions  as  new  Item  12,  re-numbering  the  other 
items.

Tea  for  Pastors'  Wives 
In  answer  to  Pastor  Walter  Yount's  question  to  the  status  of  retired  pastors, 
President  Whittecar  clarified  the  issue  by  saying  that  all  ministers  on  the  roll  of 
synod,   including  parish  pastors,  non  parish  pastors,  and  retired  pastors  had  equal 
rights  and   privileges  at  conventions  of   synod. 

There  seemed  to  be  no  apparent  reason  for  designating  a  bar  of  the  synod 
at  this  time.  The  entire  church  nave  was  ruled  within  voting  bounds.  If  found 
necessary  later  in  the  convention,  the  president  would  reserve  a  space  for  the 
visitors.

Bachman  S.  Brown,  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board,  presented  Recom- 
mendation One  of  the  Executive   Board:

"Reports  from  insttutions  and  committees  shall  be  Imited  to  the  time 
alloted  by  the  Executive  Board  unless  the  occasion  demands  an  ex- 
tension of  time  granted  by  the  president.  Greetings  shall  be  limited  to 
five  minutes."

RECOGNITION  OF  NEW  MINISTERS:  Secretary  Lyerly  read  the  list  of  new 
ministers  received  into  the  synod  by  ordination  and  transfer  since  the  last  con- 
vention. The  new  ministers  whose  names  appeared  in  the  Report  of  the  Presi- 
dent, came  forward  as  their  names  were  read  and  were  presented  to  the  con- 
vention and  welcomed  into  the  synod  by  President  Whittecar. 

RECOGNITION  OF  SENIOR  PASTORS:  Senior  pastors  recognized  for  having 
served  fifty  years  in  the  minstry  were  the  Rev.  B.  S.  Brown,  D.D.  and  the  Rev. 
John  L.  Morgan,  D.D.,  having  been  ordained  in  1916.  The  Rev.  John  K.  Linn, 
one  of  the  new  ministers,  was  also  recognized  for  celebrating  his  fifty-first  year 
of   ordination    to   the   gospel    ministry. 

Other  senior  pastors  recognized  for  serving  more  than  fifty  years  were  as 
follows:  The  Rev.  R.  M.  Carpenter,  67  years;  The  Rev.  John  Hall,  D.D.,  65  years; 
The  Rev.  L.  P.  Boland,  65  years;  The  Rev.  A.  J.  Stirewalt,  D.D.,  61  years;  and 
the  Rev.   L.  A.  Thomas,   D.D.,   52  years.

Church  of  the   Living  Word,  were   recognzed  and   presented   to  the  convention. 

The  recommendation  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  the  two  new  congre- 
gations were  officially  received  into  the  synodical  family  and  their  delegates  were 
seated. 

OFFICIAL  GREETINGS:  Pastor  Loci  Dwight  Conrad  introduced  three  official 
greeters  to  the  convention:  Honorable  Julian  Whitener,  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Hickory,  the  Rev.  J.  Roy  Robinson,  president  of  the  Hickory  Ministerial  Associa- 
tion; and  the  Rev.  Russell  Harneck,  president  of  the  Catawba  County  Valley  Min- 
isteral  Association.  Each  of  these  speakers  brought  greetings  to  the  convention  in 
behalf  of  his  own  constituency.  A  glowing  tribute  was  paid  to  Pastor  Dwight 
Conrad  for  his  twenty  five  years  of  service  as  pastor  of  Bethany  Church  and  for 
his  contributions  to  the  civic  and  religious  life  of  the  City  of  Hickory. 


Report  of  the  President 


Fathers  and   Brethren   in  Christ  Jesus: 

It  is  with  gratitude  to  God  for  the  privilege  of  serving  in  the  Church  in 
this  office  that  I  make  this  annual  report  of  my  activities  as  President  of  the 
Synod.  The  ties  of  faith  and  love  that  bind  us  together  as  Christians,  and  in 
particuler  ways  as  ministers  and  congregations,  are  gifts  of  God  that  are  al- 
ways to  be  cherished.  The  response  that  has  been  given  to  my  leadership  and 
the  expressions  of  confidence  that  have  come  from  both  clergy  and  laity  have 
been    most   encouraging. 

This  office  requires  that  I  function  in  the  role  of  the  pastor,  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Church,  and  the  administrator  of  the  organization  of  the  Synod. 
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As  pastor  to  pastors  and  general  overseer  of  the  congregations,  I  have  rec- 
orded at  least  223  personal  and  83  group  conferences.  I  visited  38  congrega- 
tions for  worship  and  preached  31  sermons.  I  sought  to  minister  to  our  clergy  and 
their  families  in  times  of  sickness  or  distress.  I  administered  the  sacrament  of 
holy  baptism  to  one  child. 

As  chief  representative  of  the  Church  in  North  Carolina,  I  officiated  at 
the  ordination  of  ministers,  presided  at  the  organization  of  a  congregation,  ap- 
pointed vice  pastors,  conferred  with  councils  or  committees  toward  the  calling 
of  pastors,  installed  or  appointed  others  to  install  pastors,  led  in  the  dedication 
of  church  or  college  buildings,  the  blessings  of  parsonage  or  parish  houses,  and 
site   blessings   and   ground    breakings   as    listed    below. 

I  also  participated  as  a  trustee  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  the  Lutheran 
Theological  Southern  Seminary,  Lutheridge,  Inc.,  the  Lutheran  Children's  Home 
of  the  South,  Lowman  Home,  and  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes.  I  at- 
tended the  annual  conference  of  the  presidents  of  the  synods  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  and  conferred  on  common  interests  with  presidents  of  the 
Southern  Synods.  I  represented  the  synod  at  a  conference  called  by  the  Board 
of  Pensions  at  Minneapolis,  and  in  the  annual  conference  on  home  mission  plan- 
ning with  representatives  of  the  American  Lutheran  Church  and  the  Lutheran 
Church-Missouri  Synod.  On  special  invitation,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Social   Ministry  of  the  church   held   in  Atlanta. 

I  have  functioned  as  a  member  of  each  of  the  five  operational  committees 
and  the  examining  committee  and  met  with  other  committees  whenever  I  could  ar- 
range to  do  so.  I  presided  over  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board,  the  Committee 
of  Deans,  and  the  Committee  on  American  Missions.  I  represented  the  synod  as 
a  member  of  our  delegation  to  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  I  parti- 
cipated in  12  District  meetings  and  addressed  at  least  17  meetings  of  auxiliaries 
and   other  groups. 

As  administrator  of  the  synod's  organization  I  have  been  assisted  by  very 
competent  persons.  I  must  give  special  words  of  appreciation  to  Dr.  E.  L.  Misen- 
heimer,  assistant  to  the  President,  Pastor  J.  Wilford  Lyerly,  secretary  of  synod, 
Charles  S.  Heilig,  treasurer,  Pastor  Brady  Y.  Faggart,  Jr.,  secretary  of  Christian 
Educaton,  and  the  Rev.  David  F.  Johnson,  regional  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
American  Missions.  Each  of  these  men  has  contributed  richly  of  his  special 
talents,  insights,  and  judgments,  without  stint  of  time  or  energy,  so  that  the 
boards  and  committees  have  been  well  guided  and  the  congregations  have  been 
served  in  varied  ways.  My  personal  thanks  go  to  each  of  these  associates  for  their 
support  and  to  the  synod  for  making  each  of  them  available  to  us  all. 

In  addition,  I  express  appreciation  for  the  gracious  and  efficient  service 
of  the  secretarial  and  custodial  staff  at  the  Church  House,  at  Salisbury,  Mrs.  O. 
L.  Casey,  Mrs.  R.  M.  Kline,  and  Mrs.  Charles  Roberts,  office  secertaries,  Miss 
Rose  Miller  and  Mrs.  Gray  Hampton,  bookkeepers  in  the  treasurer's  office, 
and  Mrs.  Mildred  Brown,  housekeeper.  Each  of  these  devoted  persons  goes  be- 
yond the  minimal  requiremints  of  her  work  in  order  to  be  helpful  to  other  staff 
persons  and  persons  who  call  at  the  Church  House.  They  are  all  dedicated 
servants  of  the  Church. 
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The  retirement  of  Miss  Rose  Miller  as  bookkeeper  in  the  office  of  the 
treasurer  on  February  28,  1966,  was  noted  by  the  Church  House  staff  with  a 
supper  in  her  honor.  Miss  Miller  had  served  this  synod  and  its  predecessor  as 
assistant  to  Charles  S.  Heilig,  treasurer,  and  to  his  father,  James  D.  Hc-ilig, 
before  him,  for  40  years.  Mrs.  Gary  Hampton  has  been  secured  as  her  suc- 
cessor. 

This  is  the  last  call  to  congregations  to  adopt  constitutions  that  are  not  in 
conflict  with  the  constitutions  or  by-laws  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  or  the 
constitution  of  this  synod,  as  required  by  Article  Eleven,  Section  I,  1 ,  of  the 
synod's  constitution.  The  four-year  period  in  which  to  make  this  adjustment 
will  expire  at  the  close  of   1966.

Report  of  the  Assistant  to  the  President 

Dear  Brethren   in  Christ: 

It  has  been  a  privilege  and  a  joy  to  serve  the  synod  for  another  year  in 
the  office  of  Assistant  to  the  President.  Since  the  last  convention  of  synod  we 
have  had  an  eventful  and  satisfying  year  filled  with  many  achievements  and 
accomplishments   in  our  synod's  program  and   progress. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  President  of  Synod,  under  whose 
direction  I  work,  for  his  wise  counsel  and  guidance,  his  gracious  spirit  and  his 
challenging  encouragemennt.  Also  I  want  to  thank  the  other  officers  and  staff 
of  synod,  the  Executive  Board,  the  chairmen  and  members  of  the  three  Opera- 
tional Committees  which  I  serve  as  staff  worker,  and  the  pastors  and  lay  leaders 
of  the  congregations  for  the  splendid  cooperation  given  me  in  my  office,  par- 
ticularly in  our  Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  and  Stewardship  thrusts,  since  the  last 
convention  of  synod.  All  of  this  has  made  a  "mountain  of  work"  a  most  pleasant 
and  enjoyable  task. 

ACTIVITIES   SINCE  THE    LAST  CONVENTION   OF   SYNOD 

I  would  like  to  report  my  activities  in  the  office  of  Assistant  to  the  President 
of  Synod  under  the  following  six  headings: 

1.  ADMINISTRATIVE  DUTIES  AS  ASSISTANT  TO  THE  PRESIDENT:  Since 
the  1965  Convention  of  Synod  the  folowing  official  acts  have  been  perform- 
ed by  the  Assistant  to  the  President.  II  Installations,  Synodical  Representa- 
tive at  12  Congregational  Meetings,  Synodical  Representative  at  9  Campus 
Briefing  Sessions  and  Cluster  Rallies,  two  Groundbreaking  Services,  two  Par- 
sonage Dedications,  two  Anniversary  Services,  two  Services  of  Blessing  for 
Church  Appointments.  In  addition,  this  staff  worker  has  preached  60  ser- 
mons, served  as  vice-pastor  at  Calvary,  Spencer,  for  seven  months,  conduct- 
ed two  baptismal  services,  one  funeral  service,  one  wedding  service,  eight 
communion  services,  given  21  addresss,  conducted  six  Evangelism  Work- 
shops and  1  1  Stewardship  Workshops,  held  a  countless  number  of  conferences 
with  individual  pastors  and  lay  leaders,  and  reported  regularly  to  the  Execu- 
tive  Board    providing    pertinent    studies    and    information. 

It  is  the  Assistant  to  the  President's  responsibility  to  arrange  for  guest 
preachers  each  Sunday  in  vacant  parishes  as  well  as  for  parish  pastors  who 
need  a  supply.  This  is  a  service  which  seems  to  have  met  a  real  need  and 
for  which  much  appreciation  has  been  expressed.  The  Assistant  to  the 
President  serves  as  purchasing  agent  for  supplies  and  equipment  for  the 
Church  House  and  reviews  all  expense  vouchers,  bills,  and  invoices  which 
come  to  the  N.  C.  Synod  before  they  are  passed  on  to  the  treasurer  for  pay- 
ment. 

Two  special  committees  have  claimed  some  of  the  Assistant's  time  dur- 
ing the  year.  They  are  the  Central  Committee  for  Lenoir  Rhyne's  75th  An- 
niversary celebration  which  he  servs  as  chairman  of  the  sub-committee  on 
Visual  Presentations,  and  the  "Pastors'  Salaries"  Committee  which  he  serves 
as   co-ordinator. 

2.  L.  C.  A.  CONFERENCES:  The  Assistant  to  the  President  has  participated 
in  three  L.C.A.  Conferences  since  the  last  convention  of  Synod  as  follows: 
September  21-23,  1965,  LCA  Social  Ministry  Conference,  Washington,  D. 
C;  November  4-5,  1965,  Regional  Evangelism  Conference,  Salisbury,  N.  C; 
January    17-19,    1966   LCA  Evangelism  Conference. 
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3.  EVANGELSSM:  One  of  the  three  areas  of  responsibility  in  the  Assistant  to 
the  President's  job  analysis  is  Evangelism.  As  Synodical  Evangelism  Director 
this  staff  worker  has  planned  the  agenda  for  three  meetings  of  the  Opera- 
tional Committee:  directed  a  series  of  four  overnight  Missionary  Nature  and 
Structure  of  the  Congregation  Retreats  attended  by  170  parish  pastors;  pre- 
pared suggested  reports  on  Evangelism  for  District  Meetings;  presided  over 
three  meetings  of  the  planning  committee  for  another  Carolinas'  Evangelism 
Conference  projected  for  1967;  edited  and  distributed  to  pastors  the  series 
of  lectures  given  by  the  Rev.  James  R.  Stephenson  at  the  MN5C  retreats. 

The  Assistant  to  the  President  directed  two  area  "Witness  Where  You 
Are"  Evangelism  Missions  involving  69  congregations  in  the  Central  and 
Southern  Districts.  This  direction  included  securing  the  69  missioners,  con- 
ducting two  briefing  sessions  in  each  district  preparatory  to  the  mission 
week,  editing  a  guide  book  distributed  to  all  congregational  leaders,  handling 
orders  for  materials,  scheduling  movies,  "Just  A  Stranger"  and  "Born  to  Wit- 
ness" for  participating  congregations,  and  directing  overnight  retreats  for 
host  pastors  and   missioners. 

Implementation  of  the  committee  plans  for  introducing  MNSC  to  the 
congregations  has  been  a  responsibility  of  this  office.  An  outline  of  proce- 
dure and  a  listing  of  available  materials  for  MNSC  has  been  mailed  to  each 
pastor  with  the  result  that  67  are  planning  a  joint  council  and  evangelism 
committee  meeting   to  consider  his  study. 

Another  responsibility  in  Evangelism  assumed  by  the  office  of  Assistant 
to  the  President  is  the  synod's  Contact  and  Referral  Service  to  help  keep  up 
with  our  "moving   Lutherans." 

Other  activities  in  Evangelism  have  included  counseling  with  pastors  and 
congregational  committees;  preparing  and  tabulating  the  Evangelism  Progress 
Reports;  and  reporting  to  the  LCA  Commission  on  North  Carolina  plans  and 
progress. 

4.  STEWARDSHIP:  A  second  of  the  three  areas  of  responsibility  in  the  Assist- 
ant to  the  President's  portfolio  is  Stewardship.  He  directed  a  major  thrust  in 
Stewardship  promotion  in  1965  to  encourage  the  EMV  with  a  series  of  six  dis- 
trict workshops  for  councilmen  and  stewardship  committeemen.  The  new 
"Stewardship  Development  Kit"  was  introduced  and  demonstrated  at  these 
workshops  which  more  than  710  church   leaders  attended. 

The  Assistant  to  the  President  is  serving  as  chairman  of  the  committee 
appointed  last  October  to  mobilize  a  "task  force"  to  call  on  each  church 
council  in  the  May  to  September  period.  The  theme  for  these  visits  is 
"Calling  -  to  Set  the  Work  Forward"  and  the  purpose  is  to  accent  the  mission 
of  the  church  and  to  define  apportionment  as  the  extension  of  the  ministry  of 
the  congregation  throughout  the  world. 

During  the  fall  this  staff  worker  was  invited  to  assist  more  congregations 
than  usual  with  planning  stewardship  programs,  to  speak  at  congregational 
dinners,  and  to  conoduct  training  sessions  for  EMV  teams.  He  conducted  a 
30  minute  session  with  representatives  of  congregations  giving  less  than  50% 
of   their  apportionment  at   the   six   district   meetings    last   fall. 

During  the  year  many  stewardship  studies  have  been  prepared  by  this 
staff  worker  both  for  congregations  and  the  synod.  These  studies  have  been 
shared  with  the  Executive  Board,  the  Stewardship  Committee,  and  the  con- 
gregations. He  has  designed  and  distributed  Apportionment  Report  Cards, 
Stewardship  Progress  Reports  for  the  congregations,  and  special  sheets  show- 
ing  how  $100  of  apportionment   is  spent. 

He  has  served  as  chairman  of  the  Executive  Board's  Finance  and  Budget 
Committee  and  has  conducted  extensive  surveys  to  assist  in  helping  the  1967 
proposed  Synod  Budget  reflect  accurately  the  needs  of  our  ministry  together. 

His  office  has  assumed  the  task  of  comouting  the  apportionment  for  the 
congregations  of  the  Synod  and  preparing  the  tables  showing  how  the  con- 
gregations' apportionment  are  prorated  among  the  budgeted  causes. 

The  Assistant  to  the  President  gave  a  series  of  six  lectures  on  "The  Role 
of  the  Christicn  Steward"  at  Lutheridge  in  connection  with  the  Bible  Con- 
ference Week  last  August. 

5.  SOCIAL  MINISTRY:  A  third  of  the  three  major  areas  of  responsibility 
assigned  the  Assistant  to  the  President  is  Social  Ministry.  Serving  as  staff 
worker  for  this  operational  committee,  he  has  prepared  the  agenda  for  three 
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meetings;  prepared  guide  sheets  showing  Social  Ministry  concerns  which 
were  used  as  discussion  starters  and  take  home  items  in  connection  with  the 
spring  district  "Congregational  Program  Consultations";  represented  the 
President  of  Synod  at  three  meetings  of  the  Advisory  Committee  for  the  Lu- 
theran   Institutional   Chaplain,   Durham  Area. 

At  present  he  is  serving  as  convenor  and  chairman  of  an  inter-Lutheran 
Committee  to  appoint  stand-by  and  contact  pastoral  representatives  at  the 
33  state  institutions. 

While  Social  Ministry  cannot  be  structured  as  are  Evangelism  and  Stew- 
ardship, each  year  conregations  are  becoming  more  alert  to  opportunities  for 
meeting  human  needs  out  in  the  community  and  more  congregational  com- 
mittees are  at  work  providing  resources  and  leadership  to  meet  those  needs. 
6.      Joint  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  Projects: 

a.  Every  month  seven  people  in  each  congregation  receive  the  Stewardship 
Evangelism  Bulletin  edited  by  the  Assistant  to  the  President. 

b.  Each  year  this  staff  worker  directs  the  Workshop  for  New  Pastors  and 
their  Wives,  sponsored  by  the  5  operational  committees  and  the  auxili- 
aries. 

c.  The  Triennial  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  School  is  directed 
by  this  staff  worker  and  is  scheduled  for  July  29-30,  1966  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne   College. 

d.  Evangelism  and  Social  Ministry  personnel  are  cooperating  in  another 
joint  Evangelism  Conference  sponsored  by  the  North  and  South  Carolina 
Synods  scheduled  for  1967.  The  Assistant  to  the  President  is  serving  as 
chairman  of  this   16  member  planning   committee. 

CONCLUSION 

This  variety  of  concerns  makes  the  office  of  the  Assistant  to  the  President 
an  interesting  one  with  a  fresh  and  challenging  schedule  for  each  day  of  the  year. 
These  three  vital  fields,  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  place  this  staff 
worker  in  the  heart  and  center  of  parish  life  and  activities.  I  am  most  happy  for 
opportunities  to  assist  in  planning  and  implementing  parish  programs  and  to  make 
available  to  congregational  leaders  the  resources  of  synod  and  L.C.A.  experience 
in  these  three  areas  of  church  work. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  another  year  with  you  in  this  exciting  work  which 
has  no  ceiling,  no  stopping  place,  and  about  which  "it  is  finished"  can  never  be 
writen,  for  as  long  as  the  church  is  alive  and  serving  it  will  be  concerned  with 
improving  its  stewardship,  its  evangelism  and  its  social  ministry.  My  prayer  is 
that   1966  may  be  another  year  of  "team  work"   toward  this  end.      Amen

Reports  of  District  Deans 

CENTRAL   DISTRICT 

Two  meetings  of  the  district  have  been  held  since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Synod.     They  were  both  well  attended  and  well  received. 

The  Fall  Meeting  was  held  at  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  Troutman, 
North  Carolina  on  November  8,  1965.  The  meeting  began  at  10:00  A.M.  with 
the  celebration  of  Holy  Communion,  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar,  Synod 
President,  Celebrant;  the  District  Dean,  preacher;  and  the  District  Secretary, 
Liturgist. 

Following  the  service  the  Dean's  Report,  and  Operational  Committee  re- 
ports were  heard.  Reports  were  also  heard  from  the  Camp  Committee  and  the 
Committee  on   Historical   Work  of   the   Synod. 

Immediately  after  lunch,  stewordship  discussion  groups  were  led  by  Dr. 
George  R.  Whittecar,  Rev.  Clyde  A.  Misenheimer,  and  Rev.  Ernest  L.  Misen- 
heimer. 

The  afternoon  program  was  in  the  form  of  a  panel  discussion  presentation 
on  the  theme,  "Three  Years  of  Working  Together."  It  was  an  evaluation  and 
reflection  on  the  function  of  the  church  since  the  1962  organization  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America.      The  panel  members  were:      Rev.   R.   Douglas  Fritz, 
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who  presented  the  view  point  of  the  pastor;  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar,  who 
presented  the  view  point  of  the  Synod;  and  Mr.  Paul  Ritchie,  who  presented 
the  view  point  of  a   layman.      Dean,  Donald   E.   Hanberry  served  as  moderator. 

Organ  Lutheran  Church,  Salisbury,  North  Carolina,  was  the  site  of  the 
Spring  District  Meeting  held  on  February   14,    1966  from  7:30  p.m.  to  9:00  p.m. 

Operational  Committee  Representatives  were  elected  and  progrom  con- 
sultations were  held.  Dr.  James  M.  Frye,  who  had  been  appointed  to  fill  an 
unexpired  term  on  the  Evangelism  Committee  during  the  year,  was  elected  to 
serve  for  a  three  year  term  and  Mrs.  Eugene  O.  Casper  was  elected  as  district 
representative  to  the  Parish  Education  Committee  as  a  new  member.  These  were 
the  only  changes  made  in  the  District  Cabinet  during  the  year. 

Cabinet  meetings  were  held  on  August  31,  1965,  at  the  Church  House,  Salis- 
bury, North  Carolina  and  on  February  4,  1966,  at  Bethel  Lutheran  Church,  Sal- 
isbury, North  Carolina.  These  were  planning  meetings  for  the  upcoming  Fall 
and   Spring   district   meetings  and   for  the   consideration   of   other   district   affairs. 

The  operation  of  the  district  has  again  been  smooth  and  the  spirit  has 
been   one   of   enthusiasm.

EASTERN    DISTRICT 

The  Eastern  District  held  two  meetings  since  the  last  convention  of  Synod. 
The  fall  convention  was  held  at  St.  Paul's,  Wilmington,  the  Rev.  J.  Frank  Davis, 
D.D.,  pastor,  on  Tuesday,  November  9,  1965.  Holy  Communion  was  administer- 
ed at  the  morning  service.  Operational  Committees  of  the  District  made  reports 
following  the  service  of  Holy  Communion.  The  afternoon  program  consisted  of  a 
Panel,  "Three  Years  of  Working  Together",  moderated  by  the  President  of  Synod, 
Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar,  with  the  Rev.  Hoke  Ritchie  and  Mr.  C.  B.  Shulenberger 
as  panelists. 

The  spring  District  Meeting  was  held  Sunday,  February  27,  1966,  at  St. 
Philip's,  Raleigh,  the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Kepley,  pastor.  One  hundred  and  eighteen 
attended.  This  meeting  was  a  consultation  type  meeting  at  which  all  Oper- 
ational Committes  held  consultations.  Devotions  were  conducted  by  the  District 
Dean,  and  election  of  Operational  Committees,  for  the  coming  three-year  period 
were  held  as  follows:

Social  Ministry — The  Rev.   Jack  D.   Deal,  Joseph  A.  Wooten,   Jr. 
Stewardship- — The  Rev.   Harvey  Blume,  C.   B.  Shulenberger 
During    the    year   coaching    conferences   were    held    on    our   territory,    and    in 
July  a   Stewardship   Workshop    was    held   with   excellent   response   from    the    con- 
gregations.     The    above    coaching    conferences    were    on    Parish    Education.       In 
June,    Mission    Developer,    the    Rev.    Peter    Setzer,    began    work    in    the    field    at 
Laurinburg,   and   services  were  held  beginning   in  September.      Services  were  also 
held  again  this  summer  at  Atlantic  Beach.     Ground-breaking  service  for  the  new 
first  unit  at  Ascension,  Wilson,  was  held  on  January  9,    1966.      Each  of  the  dis- 
trict auxiliaries  held  regularly  scheduled  meetings  during  the  year.     Trinity,  Rocky 
Mount,  served  as  host  for  the  North  Carolina   LCM  Convention   on   November  3, 
1965 — the  first  time  such  a  convention  had  been  held   in  Eastern  District.

The  Fall  Meeting  of  the  Northern  District  was  held  November  10,  1965, 
at  Macedonia,  Burlingtor.,  the  Rev.  Hoyle  Whiteside,  pastor.  In  the  morning 
Dean  Morgan  preached  on  the  subject,  "I  Believe  in  the  Church — Do  We?" 
District  Secretary  L.  C.  Bumgarner  served  as  liturgist,  and  Synod  President 
George  Whittecar,   assisted   by  the   dean,   administered    Holy  Communion. 

The  afternoon  session  included  special  stewardship  discussion  groups  fed 
by  Dr.  Whittecar,  Dr.  Misenheimer,  and  district  stewardship  representative  Don 
Woolly.      Due   to   the   shortage    in   apportionment   receipts   over   the    L.C.A.,    con- 
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gregations    were    asked    to    make    every    effort    to    meet    and,     if    possible,    to    go 
beyond    their    minimum    apportionment    assignments. 

Also  in  the  afternoon  a  panel  discussion  was  held  on  the  topic  of  "Three 
Years  of  Working  Together  in  the  L.C.A."  President  Whittecar  represented 
synod's  point  of  view  while  the  Rev.  Frank  Perry  and  Mr.  Roy  Apple  evaluated 
the  effectiveness  of  the  new  church  body  from  the  congregation's  viewpoint.  The 
closing  devotions  were   led  by  the  Rev.   Paul   Monroe. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  District  was  held  in  the  evening  of  February  16, 
1966,  at  Pilgrim,  Lexington,  the  Rev.  Gene  Beck,  pastor.  Pastors,  lay  delegates, 
and  congregational  operational  committee  chairmen  were  in  attendance.  Dean 
Morgan  conducted  the  opening  devotions.  The  congregational  committee  rep- 
resentatives then  met  in  separate  groups  according  to  their  interest.  Synodical 
and  district  representatives  led  the  group  in  discussions  regarding  their  responsib- 
ilities. 

During  this  same  period  the  pastors  and  lay  delegates  were  assembled  for 
the  business  meeting  at  which  time  elections  were  held  for  the  District  clerical  and 
lay  representatives  for  the  five  operational  committees  of  Synod.  The  results  of 
the  elections  were  as  follows:  Evangelism — The  Rev.  Don  Woolly  and  Mr.  Amuel 
Fuqua;  Social  Ministry — The  Rev.  Harry  Robinson  and  Mr.  Norman  Zimmer- 
man; Parish  Education — The  Rev.  David  Keck  and  Mrs.  Wilford  Wolfgang; 
Stewardship — The  Rev.  Earl  McCombs  and  Dr.  M.  L.  Aderholdt;  and  American 
Missions — The  Rev.   Hoyle  Whiteside  and  Mr.   Grover  Seamon. 

Following  the  business,  Dr.  Whittecar  spoke  to  the  delegates  on  a  number  of 
pertinent  matters  and  gave  a  number  of  interesting  insights  relative  to  the 
work  of  our  church.

NORTHWESTERN    DISTRICT 

The  Northwestern  District  has  met  twice  since  the  1965  convention  of 
synod. 

On  Wednesday,  November  17,  1965,  the  District  met  at  Calvary  Lutheran 
Church,  Morganton,  the  Reverend  John  H.  Sigmon,  Jr.,  Pastor.  In  the  morning 
the  service  of  Holy  Communion  was  held,  and  Dean  Yost  preached  the  sermon. 
After  lunch,  prepared  by  the  host  church,  Dean  Yost  and  the  Operational  Com- 
mittees presented  brief  reports.  Most  of  the  afternoon  session  was  given  to  a 
presentation  by  the  Reverend  George  Keck  and  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar,  President 
of  Synod,  on  the  topic  "These  Three  Years  Together  Since  The  Merger".  Mr. 
Harry  Arndt  was  to  have  taken  part  on  the  program,  but  was  prevented  from  at- 
tending because  of  illness  in  the  family.  An  interesting  discussion  followed  the 
presentation. 

During  the  session  The  Reverend  Charlie  Hoyle  was  elected  as  secretary  of 
the  District  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  The  Reverend  David  Castor  who  had  ac- 
cepted a  call  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  District. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  District  was  held  on  Sunday,  February  20,  1966 
at  St.  Andrew's  Lutheran  Church,  Hickory,  The  Reverend  Albert  H.  Keck,  Jr., 
Pastor.  The  afternoon  meeting  gathered  together  not  only  pastors  and  delegates, 
but  operational  commiteemen  from  the  congregations.  Sharing  sessions  were 
held  for  persons  in  each  operational  area.  Delegates  and  pastors  met  with  the 
President  of  Synod.  After  introductory  remarks  on  the  state  of  the  church  given 
by  Dr.  Whittecar,  a  discussion  period  was  held.  One  definite  action  was  taken  to 
request  the  Executive  Board  to  discuss  with  college  and  seminary  officials  the 
possibility  of  having  an  extension  of  the  seminary  graduate  program  on  the 
campus  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  during  the  summer  months.

As  some  investigator  of  the  future  looks  into  the  history  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  of  1965-1966,  he  will  surely  be  impressed  by  the  spirit  and  tone  of 
the  records  he  surveys,  and  might  well  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  was 
"the   period   of   stabilization." 

Evidence  that  some  of  the  problems  attendant  to  a  new  pattern  of  policy 
had  been  settled  and  that  the  life  of  the  church  had  made  one  of  its  many  proper 
adjustments  was  manifest  in  the  sample  of  the  reports  in  a  single  district,  the 
Southern.  Facing  candidly  what  "Three  Years  of  Working  Together"  had 
meant,  a  panel  composed  of  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar,  Ray  A.  Cline,  and 
Pastor  Paul  B.  Cobb  set  the  tone  of  honest  optimism  when  the  district  convened 
on  November  12  at  St.  David's  Church,  Kannapolis.  This  discussion  followed  the 
Service  of  Holy  Communion  and  the  dealing  with  items  of  business.  The  only 
new  pastors  to  be  received  into  the  District  during  the  year  since  the  last  annual 
report  were  recognized  at  that  time:  Pastor  Robert  Yount  of  Trinity  Church, 
Concord;  and  Pastor  Richard  Dorton  of  St.  Enoch  Church,  Kannapolis.  Opera- 
tional committees  indicated  with  detailed  reports  that  they  continued  to  serve  a 
most   helpful   function. 

A  snow  storm  caused  nearly  a  month's  delay  in  the  Spring  Meeting  of  the 
Southern  District,  but  it  failed  to  freeze  the  enthusiasm  of  those  who  came  later 
to  St.  James  Church,  Concord,  on  the  evening  of  February  21.  All  five  opera- 
tional Committees  had  prepared  to  brief  their  congregational  counterparts  on 
the  latest  programs  and  information  to  keep  their  work  going  at  a  good  pace. 
Pastors  and  lay  delegates  from  the  congregations  met  simultaneously  to  elect  per- 
sonnel for  the  District  Operational  Committees  for  three  year  terms,  and  to 
discuss  the  state  of  the  Church  in  the  district  and  the  Synod.  CAMPUS  received 
a  brief  focus  at  this  meeting,  supplementing  earlier  pastors'  meeting  at  Calvary 
Church,  Concord,  and  a  Cluster  Rally  at  Center  Grove  Church,   Kannapolis. 

The  election  resulted  as  follows:  Stewardship  Committee,  The  Rev.  J.  Le- 
Grande  Mayer,  John  Reichard;  Evangelism,  The  Rev.  Fred  Ramseur,  Joe  Over- 
cash;  Parish  Education,  The  Rev.  Paul  B.  Cobb,  Mrs.  Bachman  Brown;  American 
Missions,  The  Rev.  T.  C.  Plexico,  Luther  Adams;  Social  Ministry,  The  Rev.  David 
Nelson,   Paul   B.   Beatty. 

The  spirit  of  whole-hearted  cooperation  continues  as  the  District  moves 
into  its  second  triennium.  The  apparent  stability  does  not  indicate  a  lack  of 
activity,  but  rather  shows  a  firm  foundation  as  the  basis  for  progress.

Report   Of  Secretary 
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It  has  been  a  distinct  privilege  to  serve  as  fulltime  secretary  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  for  the  term  of  three  years  to  which  he  was  elected  at  the  Con- 
stituting Convention  in  1962,  and  he  has  endeavored  to  give  himself  to  the  op- 
portunities and  responsibilities  of  his  office.  Contacts  which  have  been  made 
throughout  the  synod  have  made  a  deep  impression,  and  have  contributed  to  his 
spiritual  stature.  During  the  first  new  term  of  office  the  work  has  been  more 
than  a  mere  experiment,  but  also  a  rich  experience.  He  has  appreciated  the 
courtesy,  consideration,  and  cooperation  given  to  him  by  the  pastors  and  congrea- 
tions  of  synod   enabling   him   to   perform    his  duties. 

With  its  many  facets  of  responsibility,  the  office  has  provided  many  outlets 
for  service  as  the  report  shows.  Your  secretary  serves  as  the  recording  officer  of 
the  synod,  the  Executive  Board,  Committee  of  Deans,  and  the  Committee  on 
Historical  Work.  He  also  serves  as  statistician,  necrologist,  archivist,  director  of 
the  news  bureau,  and  assistant  to  regional  director  David  F.  Johnson  in  meeting 
assignments  in  home  missions.  The  following  is  a  catalogue  of  activities  listed 
according  to  the  organization  of  the  office,  and  an  accounting  of  the  stewardship 
of   the    trust    committed    to    him. 

I.      As    Recording    Secretary 

Minutes  of  executive  board  meetings  were  carefully  prepared  and  copies  dis- 
tributed to  board  members  following  each  meeting  of  the  board  for  review  and 
corrections.  Minutes  of  executive  board  meetings  and  synodical  conventions  have 
been  properly  indexed  by  means  of  a  card  index  system  for  easy  and  ready  ref- 
erence. Actions  of  the  Executive  Board  have  been  catalogued  and  are  reported 
to  the  synod  in  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  matters  requiring  the  ac- 
tion of  the  synod  will  be  presented  by  members  of  the  board  instead  of  a  com- 
mittee  on    executive    board's    report. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  of  Deans  were  prepared,  distributed  and  properly 
filed,  as  well  as  the  minutes  of  the  Committee  on  Historical  Work,  of  which  the 
secretary  is  exofficio  a  member.  Your  sercetary  has  assisted  the  latter  commit- 
tee in  the  preparation  of  materials,  the  selection  and  solicitation  of  pictures,  for 
the  new  volume  containing  the  biographical  sketches  of  ministers. 

An  up-to-date  roll  of  ministers  and  congregations  has  been  kept.  The  sec- 
retary maintains  a  large  wall  board  of  ministers  and  congregations  by  districts, 
including  lists  of  non  parish  and  retired  pastors,  which  has  been  a  great  value  to 
officers  and  staff,  and  other  members  of  the  synod  desiring  information.  Certif- 
icates of  transfers  were  issued  to  ministers  accepting  calls  to  other  synods,  and 
transfers  of  ministers  accepting  calls  in  the  North  Carolina  Synod  were  added  to 
the  synodical  roster,  copies  of  which  were  sent  to  the  office  issuing  the  certificate, 
to  the  transferee,  and  to  the  office  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  Monthly 
reports  of  all   ministerial  changes  were  sent  to  the   LCA  office. 

The  secretary  has  also  maintained  a  calendar  of  synodical  functions,  and 
would  urge  those  responsible  for  planning  and  scheduling  committee,  district,  and 
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auxiliary  events  to  clear  dates  through  his  office  so  as  to  avoid  conflicts  of  meet- 
ings. 

Correspondence  directed  by  the  synod  in  convention,  executive  board  and 
other  committee  actions,  was  properly  dispatched.  Elections  and  committee  ap- 
pointments were  certified.  Executive  board  actions  were  relayed  to  all  parties 
involved.  Congregations  whose  constitutions  were  approved  by  the  Executive 
Board  were  officially  notified  of  such  approval,  accompanied  by  a  registration 
form  to  be  returned  to  the  synodical  office  certifying  that  the  congregation  at  a 
legally  called  congregational  meeting  had  approved  the  constitution  as  approved 
by  the  Executive  Board.  Registration  forms  received  were  alphabetically  filed. 
Files  were  kept  of  each  congregation  submitting  a  constitution.  Communications 
were  sent  to  congregations  whose  constitutions  were  not  approved  listing  the 
unacceptable   variances   and    urging    reconsideration    at   such    strategic    points. 

Upon  authorization,  all  legal  documents  reported  in  the  Report  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  were  executed. 

Correspondence  in  connection  with  the  convention  required  letters  of  instruc- 
tion  from   the  secretary's  desk. 

Publications 

Six  thousand  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Fourth  Convention  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  (the  161st  annual  convention 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  North  Carolina,  beginning  in  1803)  were  printed  and 
distributed  to  the  congregations  of  synod,  to  officers  of  LCA  synods,  to  boards  and 
agencies  of  the  church,  to  LCA  college  and  seminary  libraries  and  other  church 
related  libraries  in  North  Carolina,  to  libraries  of  state  institutions  in  N.  C,  and 
to  the  Library  of  Congress,  according  to  a  mailing  list  supplied  by  the  LCA  office. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty  five  copies  of  the  pre-convention  bulletin  were  mail- 
ed to  pastors  and  delegates  prior  to  the  convention.  The  secretary  would  request 
your  detecting  and  discerning  eyes  for  any  grammatical  or  typographical  errors 
spotted  in  your  report  or  other  reports  which  his  own  eyes  may  miss. 

Pre-Ccnvention    Registration 

A  pre-convention  registration  was  conducted  as  specified  by  the  constitution 
of  synod.  Registration  cards  for  both  clerical  and  lay  delegates  were  forwarded  to 
the  Rev.  G.  Dwight  Conrad,  pastor  of  the  host  church,  for  use  in  the  preparation 
of  convention  packets.  Delegates  are  urged  to  report  to  their  district  registration 
table  for  an  attendance  check  and  their  convention  packets  immediately  upon 
arrival.  Invcriably,  there  are  delegates  who  are  not  counted  due  to  the  failure  to 
report  to  the  registration  table.  The  Committee  on  Credentials  and  Enrollment 
has  no  other  source  of  information  as  to  names  and  number  of  those  present. 

The  Host  Church 

We  are  privileged  to  meet  for  this  Fifth  Convention  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  (the  162nd  annual  convention  since  the  organization  of  the  synod  in 
1803)  with  Pastor  G.  Dwight  Conrad  and  his  Bethany  congregation.  We  recall 
with  vivid  memories  the  1963  ordination  service  which  was  held  in  this  church. 
The  formal  opening  and  consecration  service  of  the  new  Bethany  church  was  held 
November  4,  1962.  We  congratulate  Pastor  Conrad  and  the  Bethany  congrega- 
tion upon  their  new  and  handsome  facilities,  and  we  extend  to  them  our  heart- 
felt appreciation  for  the  use  of  these  fine  facilities  for  and  by  this  convention. 

The  secretary  is  most  grateful  to  the  host  church  and  pastor,  and  to  the 
sub-committee  on  conventions  for  their  gracious  assistance  in  the  preparation  of 
this  convention. 

II.      Statistically  Speaking 

Parochial  and  parish  directory  forms  with  accompanying  copies  of  directions 
and  directives  were  sent  to  all  congregations  of  synod  January  1,  1966.  The 
statistical  season  of  the  church  year,  extending  from  January  1  to  February  15, 
1966,  was  fruitfully  observed.  It  is  good  and  gratifying  to  report  that  a  parochial 
report  was  again  received  from  every  congregation  of  the  synod,  but  not  without 
persistent  praying,  pleading,  and  prodding.  A  BIG  thank-you  to  all  of  our  pastors 
and  vice  pastors,  to  church  secretaries  and  vice  chairmen,  and  to  all  responsible 
persons  of  vacant  congregations   for   a    100%    response   to   such   an   urgent   call, 
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thus  enabling  our  office  to  file  a  composite  report  with  the  LCA  office  by  Feb- 
ruary  15,  the  deadline  date. 

The  parochial  report  undergoes  change  each  year.  The  financial  section  of 
the  report  was  revised  again.  The  whole  report  has  been  simplified  since  the 
LCA  merger,  lumping  together  receipts  and  expenditures  which  were  once  re- 
ported  in  detailed  categories. 

The  secretary  would  like  to  quote  three  paragraphs  from  last  year's  report 
Jor  contiuning  motivation   for  this   important  annual   task: 

"While  statistics  do  not  tell  the  whole  story,  they  do  tell  an  important  part 
of  the  story  of  what  is  happening  in  the  life  of  our  church.  Statistics  penetrate 
the  official  records  of  the  church  at  so  many  strategic  points.  They  provide 
the  raw  material  to  the  boards  and  agencies  of  the  church  as  they  engage  in 
studies  relating  to  their  own  interests  and  problems.  Every  office  in  the  synodical 
church  house  uses  them   for  one   purpose  or  another. 

"The  parochial  report  is  not  only  a  good  discipline,  but  an  excellent  devise 
for  measuring  the  life  and  growth  of  the  congregation  reporting.  The  parochial 
report  need  not  be  an  end  in  itself,  but  a  means  to  a  greater  end.  The  congre- 
gation can  use  its  set  of  statistics  to  a  good  advantage.  The  parochial  report 
summarizes  the  work  of  the  congregation  for  a  whole  year,  and  who  has  not 
found  a  summary  helpful  and  necessary?  It  reflects  much  of  the  parish  life  in 
all  areas  of  its  ministry.  Through  the  parochial  report  one  can  put  his  finger  on 
the  pulse  of  parish  life  and  determine  how  rapidly  or  slowly  the  heart  of  the  con- 
gregation is  beating  in  all  areas  of  activity.  It  shows  where  certain  strengths  and 
weaknesses  lie.  For  example,  if  a  congregation  has  gained  little  or  nothing  in 
membership  during  the  year,  this  should  be  a  cause  of  concern.  What  is  the 
reason  for  it?  It  may  and  should  lead  to  an  entirely  new  evaluation  of  the  con- 
gregation's program  of  evangelism  and  a  study  of  community  trends.  If  a  con- 
gregation has  failed  to  meet  its  apportionment,  that  too,  should  be  a  cause  for 
concern.  It  may  and  should  lead  to  new  studies  of  the  stewardship  program  and 
potential  of  the  congregation. 

"A  study  of  the  parochial  report  by  the  congregation  itself  may  well  be  the 
beginning  of  a  more  effective  work  and  witness  in  the  community  and  church 
at  large  of  which  it  is  so  vitally  a  part." 

Your  statistician  would   like  to  make  a   few  observations. 

First,  a  word  about  correction  sheets. 

The  common  error  is  still  the  simple  problem  of  adding  and  subtracting. 
However,  the  parochial  reports  this  year  showed  a  considerable  improvement  over 
previous  years.  Less  errors  were  discovered.  Fewer  correction  sheets  were  sent. 
All  reports  must  be  carefully  reviewed  and  checked  before  assembling  statistics  on 
the  assembly  sheets.  Whenever  an  error  is  discovered,  it  is  noted  on  an  official 
correction  sheet  and  mailed  back  to  the  congregation  reporting  so  that  synodical 
and  congregational   records  will   agree. 

Secondly,  the  number  on  active  rol!  of  confirmed  members. 

Congratulations!  A  dramatic  improvement  was  noted  in  this  area  of  statis- 
tics. In  not  a  single  case  after  attention  was  called  to  this  matter  was  Item  26, 
"Number  on  Active  Roll  of  Confirmed  Members"  less  than  Item  25,  "Com- 
muning Members  this  year".  Item  26  cannot  be  less  than  Item  25.  Rather 
Item  26  begins  with  the  number  reported  in  Item  25.  Confirmed  members  who 
have  either  communed  or  made  a  contribution  of  record  within  the  preceding  two 
years  must  be  counted  in  Item  26,  regardless  of  the  definition  of  an  active  con- 
firmed member  in  the  constitution.  For  statistical  purposes,  we  must  use  the 
same  rule  in  reporting  statistics,  or  else  the  whole  statistical  arrangement  of  the 
church  will  be  thrown  out  of  order.  However,  twenty-one  of  the  congregations 
reported  the  same  number  in  each  of  the  two  above  items.  Your  statistician  would 
call  your  attention  to  a  more  careful  checking  of  the  communing  and  contributing 
records  for  these   two  vital   statistics. 

It  is  a  trend  in  the  synod  to  bring  Item  23,  "Confirmed  members  this  year" 
more  in  line  with  Item  26,  "Members  on  the  active  roll  of  confirmed  members". 
Twenty-two  congregations  reported  the  same  number  of  members  in  each  of  these 
items.  As  the  pendulum  is  swinging  from  padding  to  pruning  church  rolls,  we 
are  reminded  of  the  second  half  of  Article  IV,  Section  5  of  the  "Approved  Con- 
stitution for  Congregations": 
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"Those  confirmed  members  who  no  longer  qualify  for  that  roll  because  they 
have  neither  received  Holy  Communion  nor  made  a  contribution  of  record  to  the 
congregation  within  the  preceding  two  years  shall  be  classified  as  inactive.  As 
such  shall  remain  within  the  continuing  concern  of  the  congregation  and 
shall  be  restored  by  the  church  council  to  the  active  roll  of  confirmed  members 
when  they  again  receive  the  Lord's  Supper  and  make  contributions  of  record  to 
the  congregation." 

Thirdly,  benevolences,  apportioned  end  unapportioned,  are  to  be  reported  on 
the  income  as  well  as  the  expenditure  side  of  the  ledger. 

Even  though  the  congregation  operates  on  a  unified  budget,  the  amount  dis- 
bursed for  benevolences  is  to  be  reported  on  the  income  side  of  the  ledger.  The 
LCA  office  bases  its  statistics  on  income  rather  than  expenditures.  Last  year, 
the  North  Carolina  Synod  was  not  given  credit  due  to  this  discrepancy  in  report- 
ing. The  current  report  will  show  $226,336  reported  as  income  for  "other 
benevolences"  and  $239,310  as  disbursed  for  the  same,  a  difference  of  $12,964, 
that  will  not  be  reported  by  the  LCA  office.  However,  the  estimate  on  clothing 
sent  for  Lutheran  World  Relief  may  have  accounted  for  some  of  this  when  actual 
monies  were  not  involved. 

Fourthly,  a  suggestion  for  the  re-appraisal  of  church   properties. 

It  was  noted  in  a  number  of  cases  that  the  church  properties  of  con- 
gregations were  very  conservatively  valued.  Church  properties  should  be  ap- 
praised at  frequent  intervals,  both  in  buildings  and  contents.  A  church  building 
costing  $100,000  a  few  years  ago  would  cost  much  more  to  build  in  these  days  of 
inflation. 

The  present  market  price  of  the  church  building,  parsonage,  educational 
unit(s)  should  be  reported.  Since  no  tax  increase  is  involved  here,  there  should 
be  no  fear  of  having  your  church  buildings  re-appraised.  Perhaps,  it  would  be 
wise  to  do  so  for  insurance  purposes  too. 

Now  for  the  Statistical   Report  Itself 

Reports  from  the  199  congregations  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  show  a  baptized  membership  of  73,732.  The 
synod's  5,574  gains  were  offset  by  its  5,129  losses  for  a  net  gain  of  445.  In- 
cluded in  the  synod's  baptized  membership  are  19,389  child  members,  a  loss  of 
55   over  the   previous  year. 

While  the  congregatons  reported  an  increase  of  3,348  confirmed  members 
by  baptism,  confirmation,  transfer  and  restoration,  they  also  reported  2,848  losses 
by  death,  transfer,  and  revision  of  membership  rolls  for  a  net  gain  of  500,  an  in- 
crease of  .9%   for  1965.     The  confirmed  membership  was  reported  to  be  54,343. 

Of  the  total  losses  reported  in  baptized  and  confirmed  members,  1,341  were 
reported  as  "other  losses",  as  compared  with  1,062  for  1964,  and  1,154  for 
1963.  Most  of  these  losses  were  due  to  revisions  of  membership  rolls  which  has 
been  the  trend  since  the  merger  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  in  1962. 
More  and  more  of  the  congregations  are  bringing  their  memberships  in  line  with 
their  actual  and  active  memberships.  The  congregations  reported  45,017  on  the 
active  roll  of  confirmed  members,  an   increase  of  458   (1.03%)  for  the  year. 

Communing  members  totaled  40,900,  an  increase  of  443  (1.09%)  over  the 
previous  year. 

The  congregations  also  reported  928  in  active  military  service.  The  total 
number  of  Sunday  church  schools  was  reported  to  be  196,  and  having  an  enroll- 
ment of  43,202.     This  was  a  loss  of  799  over  the  previous  year. 

The  synod's  177  weekday  church  schools  reported  6,964  pupils,  a  marked 
increase  of  2,071  over  1964.  There  were  175  vacation  schools  conducted  with 
a  pupil   enrollment  of    14,097. 

There  were  248  ministers  on  the  roll  of  synod  as  of  December  31,  con- 
sisting of  172  parish  pastors,  5  mission  developers,  5  chaplains  (militiary  and 
institutional),  21  general  workers,  including  college  and  seminary  professors,  5 
missionaries,  37  retired,  and  3  awaiting  calls. 

Two  new  mission  congregations  were  added  to  the  synodical  roll  last  year, 
St.  Michael,  High  Point,  and  Christ  the  King,  Cary.  The  synod's  200th  congrega- 
tion, Resurrection,  Guilford  College,  was  organized  in  December,  and  will  be  re- 
ceived officially  at  the    1966   Hickory  convention  of  synod. 
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Total  giving  for  all  causes,  current  and  benevolences,  during  1965  was  $5,- 
296,2/3,  wnich  was  $39,z53  less  than  that  given  in  19o4.  However,  all  previous 
records  were  broken  in  apportioned  benevolence  of  $977,693,  which  was  $36,893 
(4%)  above  that  given  in  1964,  thus  placing  the  N.  C.  Synod  in  seventh  place 
among  tne  3  I  LCa  synods  witn  y3  %  of  its  apportionment  paid.  The  Synod  gave 
92.6%  of  its  apportionment  in   1964. 

Total  assets  were  reported  at  an  alltime  high  of  $32,913,752,  an  increase  of 
over  two  million  dollars.  Indebtednees  rose  shgthly  to  over  a  halt  million  dollars 
from  $3,4o  1,931    in    1964  to  $4,uz7,101    in    iyo5. 

Losses   And    Gains 

Sixty-five  congregations  reported  losses  in  confirmed  membership  last  year, 
1  1    congregations  neid  tneir  own,  and  six  reported   less  than    1  %    gain. 

Of  course,  there  are  a  numDer  of  factors  which  enter  into  the  interpretation 
of  each  congregation's  statistics.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  many  of  the  congrega- 
tions which  reported  losses  in  membership  last  year  were  fulfilling  their  mission 
as  significantly  as  those  which  reported  substantial  gains.  In  this  fast  moving 
space  age  in  which  some  congregations  report  almost  a  complete  turnover  in 
membersnip  in  the  course  of  a  tew  years,  they,  like  Alice  in  Wonderland,  have  to 
run  with  all   their  might   to  stay   ngnt  where   they  are. 

However,  it  is  of  interest,  statistically  at  least,  to  note  the  congregations 
which  reported  a  net  gain  in  confirmed  membership  of  10%  or  more.  You  will 
observe  that  more  than  half  of  this  number  are  mission  churches  which  indicate 
our  wise  investment  in  mission  development.  The  names  of  the  congregations  are 
listed  with  their  net  percentages  of  growth:

III.      In   Memoriam 


"Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die   in  the   Lord."   Revelation    14:13 

Your  necrologist  reports  that  during  the  interim  the  death  angel  invaded  our 
ministeral  camp  and  claimed  the  life  of  the  Rev.  B.  E.  Petrea,  D.D.  A  memorial 
servce  for  Dr.  Petrea  has  been  arranged  for  Wednesday  afternoon,  May  4,  at 
1:45  o'clock,  and  will  be  conducted  by  the  Rev.  R.  Douglas  Fritz,  convention 
chaplain. 

We  take  note  of  the  deaths  of  Mrs.  Corrie  Ella  Wessinger  Bickley,  widow  cf 
the  Rev.  J.  J.  Bickley,  June  19,  1965;  Mrs.  Leah  Blackwelder  Fisher,  widow  of 
the  Rev.  J.  H.  C.  Fisher,  October  17,  1965;  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Armstrong  Nelson, 
wife  of  the  Rev.  John  E.  Nelson,  Ed.  M. 

Your  necrologist  reports  also  that  a  number  of  prominent  lay  people  were 
called  from  the  earthly  scene  to  their  heavenly  home. 

The  synod's  hand  of  sympathy  is  extended  to  each  of  these  bereaved  fami- 
lies. May  the  gracious  Father  in  Heaven  comfort  them  in  their  sorrow,  remem- 
bering that  earth  has  no  sorrow  that  heaven  cannot  heal. 

IV.      When  the  last  State  is  Better  Than  the   First 

Your  archivist  reports  that  the  house  of  the  archives  has  been  put  in  good 
order.  It  has  been  a  long  and  laborious  process,  but  the  end  of  the  immediate 
task  is  in  sight.  About  95%  of  the  cataloguing  has  been  completed.  Thou- 
sands of  cards  have  been  placed  in  alphabetical  order  for  easy  and  ready  refer- 
ence. When  the  cataloguing  has  been  completed,  the  archivist  plans  to  publish 
a  listing  of  materials  which  are  available  in  the  archives  for  the  information  of 
everyone  concerned  and  with  the  hope  of  filling  in  some  of  the  gaps  in  certain 
areas  which  are  sure  to  exist.  We,  who  are  working  in  the  archives,  are  now 
better  able  to  serve  those  who  request  our  services.  Truly,  the  valley  of  dry  bones 
has  come  to   life  again. 

There  are  a  number  of  files  of  particular  and  historical  significance.  Two 
congregational  files  have  been  established  and  are  being  maintained:  first,  an 
historical  data  file  for  each  congregation  of  synod,  consisting  of  bulletins,  clip- 
pings, and  documents  of  special  events;  and  secondly,  a  correspondence  file,  con- 
sisting of  communications,  letters,  petitions,  and  the  like.  These  files  have  been 
alphabetically  arranged  for  quick  reference.  There  is  also  a  biographical  data 
file  of  ministers  which  has  proved  invaluable  to  the  Committee  on  Historical  Work 
in  its  compilation  of  biographical  sketches  for  the  forthcoming  volume,  Lutheran 
Ministers  in   North  Carolina. 

During  the  year,  your  archivist  answered  an  increasing  number  of  requests 
for  biographical  data.  Letters  were  written  to  LCA  college  and  seminary  li- 
brarians offering  available  copies  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  minutes  to  fill 
missing  gaps,  and  a  number  of  requests  were  met.  There  are  still  extra  copies 
of  synodical  minutes  not  needed  which  will  be  made  available  to  the  ministers 
of  the  synod  and  to  those  desiring  them.  Upon  action  of  the  Committee  on 
Historical  Work,  complimentary  copies  of  the  History  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
North  Carolina — Supplement  were  sent  to  the  following:  the  office  of  the  Lu- 
theran Church  in  America;  LCA  synodical  offices;  libraries  of  LCA  colleges  and 
church;  the  libraries  of  colleges  and  universities  in  North  Carolina;  and  the 
Library  of  Congress. 

Additions  to  the  Archives 

The  following   materials  were  added   to  the  archives  during   the  year: 

1.  The  usual  additions  of  our  own  synodical  publications,,  including  History  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  North  Carolina,  Supplement,  minutes,  and  issues 
of  the  North  Carolina   Lutheran; 

2.  Anniversary  booklets,  year  books,  and  bulletins  of  historical  value  for  main- 
tenance of  congregational  files; 
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3.  Minutes  of  LCA  synods; 

4.  Newspaper  articles  of  historical  significance  received  from  the  Clipping 
Service; 

5.  The  Journals  of  Henry  Meichiar  Muhlenberg,  Volumes   II   and   III; 

6.  Again,  we  report  a  large  collection  from  the  library  of  the  late  Dr.  J.  L. 
Morgan.  An  itemized  iisting  of  every  document,  book,  and  piece  of  literature 
from  Dr.  Morgan's  library  has  been  placed  in  the  archives,  and  a  copy  has 
been  sent  to  the  family  acknowledging  these  valuable  additions.  We  are 
most  grateful  to  Mrs.  Arthur  Kirkman  and  the  Morgan  family  for  remem- 
bering tne  archives  so  generously.  We  now  have  in  addition  to  the  above 
a  complete  file  of  Dr.  Morgan's  personal  and  official  correspondence,  com- 
munications, petitions,  papers  dating  from  1921  to  1957,  including  a  period 
of  Mrs.   Morgan's   letters  and  personal   data. 

7.  Upon  the  interest  and  initiative  of  Mr.  Bernard  Cruse,  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Historical  Works,  the  following  translations  were  done  by 
Dietrich  Leipolz,  a  German  exchange  student  at  the  Lutheran  Theological 
Southern   Seminary,    1964-65: 

a.  The   ledger  of  the   Rev.   Johann  Gottfried   Arends; 

b.  The  diary  of  the  Rev.  Carl  Augustus  Storch; 

c.  Miscellaneous  documents,  including  birth  and  baptism  certificates,  and 
also  license  of  Daniel  Moser  to  preach; 

d.  A  photostatic  copy  of  a  statement  from  the  baptism  report  of  the 
Catholic  parochial  church,  Munster,  Westphalia,  Germany,  of  the  birth 
and  baptism  of  Adolph   Nussmann. 

8.  A  collection  of  pictures  of  ministers  for  biographical  data  files  and  for  use 
in  the  new  volume  of  Lutheran  Ministers  in  North  Carolina. 

The  house  of  the  archives  was  further  put  in  order  with  the  following  items 
of  furniture  and  equipment,  desk  and  matching  chair,  work  table  and  chairs,  filing 
cabinets,  and  steel  shelves. 

Suggestions 

The  report  of  the  archivist  carries  no  recommendations,  but  he  would  like 
to  make  a  few  suggestions. 

First,  he  would  encourage  congregations  to  send  copies  of  bulletins  of  special 
occasions,  such  as  groundbreaking,  cornerstone  layings,  dedications,  anniversary 
booklets,  and  church  histories  to  keep  the  congregational  historical  data  file  up 
to  date.  Annual  reports  listing  membership  rolls  are  of  historical  value.  Ordinary 
bulletins  which  have  no  historical  value  are  not  needed  and  would  only  clutter 
the  files. 

Secondly,  he  would  encourage  congregations  to  consider  seriously  the  matter 
of  depositing  their  old  church  records  in  the  archives  for  safety  and  synodical 
purposes.  There  are  records  of  some  25  churches  in  the  archives.  It  is  a  great 
loss  when  valuable  church  records  are  destroyed  by  fire  when  they  could  be  pre- 
served in  the  fire  proof  archives  at  the  Church  House. 

The  archivist  takes  this  opportunity  to  express  his  appreciation  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Historical  Work,  Miss  Edith  Clark,  Director  of  the  Rowan  Public  Li- 
brary, and  Mrs.  Charles  Roberts,  secretary  to  Archivist  Lyerly,  for  their  kind  and 
able  assistance. 

V.      The    Synod    in    the    News 

Your  director  of  the  News  Bureau  has  attempted  to  keep  the  synod  in  the 
news  with  releases  of  significant  happenings  in  the  life  of  the  synod.  Articles 
featuring  the  synodical  conventions,  conventions  of  the  auxiliary  units,  installa- 
tion of  the  Rev.  J.  White  Iddings,  D.D.,  as  Lutheran  Institutional  Chaplain,  Dur- 
ham   area,    resignation    of    the    Rev.    L.    C.    Bumgarner    from    the    Committee    on 
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Parish  Education  and  recognition  for  twenty  one  years  of  faithful  services,  synodic- 
al  statistics,  death  and  memorial  service  of  the  Rev.  B.  E.  Petrea,  D.D.,  were  re- 
leased to  pastors  and  news  media  during   the  year. 

Lines  of  communication  have  been  opened  with  at  least  75  news  media  in 
strategic  areas  throughout  the  synod  and  state.  Personal  contacts  are  made  from 
time  to  time  in  the  interests  of  promoting  good  coverage.  At  the  present,  the 
Committee  on  Publications  and  Publicity  is  sponsoring  subscriptions  of 
The  Lutheran  and  the  North  Carolna  Lutheran  to  the  55  news  media  requesting 
them.  Also  releases  from  the  Commission  on  Press,  Radio,  and  Television  are 
sent  to  some  fifteen  of  the   leading  newspapers   in  the  state. 

Last  year,  55  radio  stations  covered  the  Protestant  Hour,  and  a  goodly  num- 
ber of  TV  stations  presented  the  special  Christmas  program  of  Davey  and  Goliath. 

Monthly  reports  of  ministerial  changes  were  sent  to  the  LCA  office  and  to 
Editor  G.  Elson  Ruff  for  publication  in  The  Lutheran. 

Releases  on  executive  board  actions,  coming  events,  and  other  articles  of 
interest  were  sent  to  Editor  Jeff  Norris  for  publication  in  the  North  Carolina  Lu- 
theran. 

Your  director  maintains  a  file  of  biographical  sketches  and  mats  of  synodical 
officers  and  staff  to  meet  the  requests  of  pastors  and  congregations  requesting 
them. 

Your  director  is  impressed  with  and  is  profoundly  grateful  for  the  effective 
manner  in  which  pastors  and  congregations  keep  their  respective  churches  in  the 
news.  This,  of  course,  is  the  responsibility  of  the  pastor  and  congregation  along 
with  the  local  committee  on  publicity.  Only  news  of  synodical  functions  is  re- 
leased from  the  News  Bureau.  We  should  not  hesitate  in  the  least  to  publicize 
the  news  and  views  of  the  church. 

A  number  of  our  pastors  have  regular  news  programs  in  their  communities. 
This  is  most  commendable  and  is  a  dramatic  contribution  to  the  religious  life  of 
the  community.  It  is  also  an  effective  and  eloquent  witness  of  the  Lutheran 
church. 

Your  director  of  the  News  Bureau  works  in  consultation  with  the  Committee 
on  Publication  and  Publicity,  of  which  he  is  exofficio  a  member,  and  is  most  ap- 
preciative to  the  committee  and  its  chairman,  Pastor  Charles  W.  Easley,  for  their 
alertness  and  effectiveness  in  sharing  the  good  news  of  the  gospel.  The  com- 
mittee has  again  made  plans  to  maintain  a  press  room  for  extensive  coverage  of 
the  Hickory  convention. 

A  word  of  appreciation  also  goes  to  the  pastors  throughout  the  synod  who 
have  widened  the  avenues  of  communication  with  their  personal  contacts  and 
good   public   relations. 

VI.      As  Assistant  in    Home   Missions 

Constitutionally,  the  secretary,  upon  approval  of  the  Executive  Board,  shall 
serve  the  Committee  on  American  Missions  in  carrying  out  its  duties  and  shall 
assist  the  regional  secretary  in  the  area  of  American  Missions  assigned  to  him. 
The  secretary  has  been  authorized  by  the  Executive  Board  to  give  staff  assistance 
to  the  sub-committee  on  survey  and  development  in  studying  prospective  fields 
for  preemption  and  development. 

The  following  assignments  were  met  in   home  missions: 

1.  Participated   in  Town  and  Country  Seminar  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  held  May  1  1,   1965,  at  N.  C.  State  University,  Raleigh; 

2.  Made  field   survey  of   two  areas   in   Gastonia   upon    request   of   Regional   Sec- 
retary  David    F.   Johnson; 

3.  Also  made  field  survey  of  Research  Triangle  area,   Durham,  upon   request  of 
Secretary  Johnson; 
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4.  Participated  in  launching  of  capital  funding  effort  June  22,  1965,  Ascension, 
Wilson; 

5.  Special  attention  given  to  Prince  of  Peace,  Kinston,  including  4  field  trips, 
conferences  and  visitations,  field  survey  to  determine  prospects  for  growth, 
and  a  study  of  the  internal   life  of  the  congregation; 

6.  Attended  four  meetings  of  the  Committee  on  American  Missions. 

VII.      As    Personnel    Officer 

The  personnel  practices  as  adopted  by  the  Executive  Board  were  properly 
administered. 

A  recognition  dinner  in  honor  of  Miss  Rose  Miller,  retiring  secretary-book- 
keeper to  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  synod,  was  held  at  the  Lutheran  Church 
House,  Salisbury,  Friday  evening,  March  4,  at  6:30  p.m.,  by  the  synodical  officers 
and  staff  and  their  families.  Tributes  of  appreciation  were  given  by  Dr.  George 
R.  Whittecar,  president  of  synod,  and  synodical  treasurer  Charles  S.  Heilig. 

Mrs.  Gray  Hampton,  a  member  of  St.  John's  Lutheran  Church,  Salisbury,  is 
the   new   bookkeeper  to  Treasurer   Heilig. 

Recognition  is  here  made  of  the  efficient  services  of  our  Church  House 
secretarial  staff,  the  names  of  whom  are  given  in  the  president's  report.  There 
is  here  at  the  Church  House  a  true  sense  of  partnership  in   Kingdom  service. 

VIII.      Not    Merely    a    Desk    Job 

The  office  with  its  flurry  of  activities  is  not  merely  a  desk  job.  It  provides 
multiple  outlets  for  field  services,  a  number  of  which  have  been  reported  under 
assignments  in  home  missions.  Your  secretary  reports  the  followig  number  of 
official  and  pastoral  services  during  the  interim:  three  installations;  two  ground- 
breakings;  one  anniversary;  one  homecoming;  six  congregational  meetings  for  the 
calling  of  pastors;  three  memorial  services;  24  preaching  appointments;  three 
conferences;  six  adresses;  and  two  preaching  missions,  St.  Luke,  Lexington,  and 
Gloria  Dei,  Salisbury.  He  also  participated  in  the  workshop  for  new  ministers  and 
their  wives,  and  the  CAMPUS  rally  program. 

In  addition,  your  secretary  has  served  as  vice  pastor  of  Grace  Church, 
Thomasville,  since  July  1,  1965,  and  has  devoted  much  of  his  time  to  serving 
this  congregation  during  the  closing  stages  of  its  building  program.  He  reports 
the  following  activities:  50  sermons;  135  conferences;  145  meetings;  300  pas- 
toral calls;  five  communions;  55  private  communions;  three  baptisms,  and  assist- 
ed in  the  total  work  of  the  church. 

In    Conclusion 

Thus  ends  a  rare  combination  of  activities  by  your  secretary.  Whatever  has 
been  accomplished  in  these  significant  and  strategic  areas  on  Kingdom  service  has 
been  done  by  the  Grace  of  Him  who  is  the  head  of  the  church,  and  by  the 
gracious  assistance  and  cooperation  of  the  Church  House  staff  to  whom  he  will  be 
forever  grateful.     For  such  co-laborers  as  they,  he  thanks  God  and  takes  courage. 

Recommendations

PROPOSED   AMENDMENTS  TO   CONSTITUTION 

Prior  notice  was  given  at  the   1965  convention  of  the  following  amendments 
to  the  constitution  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod: 
1.      Committee  on  Executive  Board's  Report 

That  Article  Two,  Section  V.   Item   1,  be  amended  by  striking  sub-item  b, 
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"On  Executive  Board's  Report",  and  by  relettering  the  remaining  sub- 
items.      (See   1965  Proceedings,  P.   58). 

This  eliminates  a  committee  on  executive  board's  report,  and  follows  the 
procedures  of  the  previous  convention  of  recognizing  board  members  for 
presentation  to  the  synod  of  executive  board  matters. 

II.      Committee  on  Church  Vocations 

That  Article  Seven,  Section   IV  be  amended  by  inserting  a   new  No.    1    as 

follows: 

1 .      Membership  of  the  Committee 

This   committee    shall    consist    of    the    President    of   Synod,    and    nine 
additional   members,  four  ministers  and  five   laymen, 
b.      Regular  appointments  shall  be  for  a  three  year  term,  but  shall  be  so 
arranged   that  the   terms  of  one-third   of   the   committee   expire   each 
year.     That  the  present  No.   1   become  No.  2. 
(See    1965   Proceedings,   P.    122). 

III.      Actions  of  the  1964   LCA  Pittsburgh  Convention   involving  amendments  to 
the  synodical  constitution.      (See   1965   Proceedings,   Page  237-239.) 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS 

Attention   is  called  herewith   to  actions  of  the    1964   LCA  convention  which 

involve  amendments  to  the  synodical  constitution: 

Article  Two,  Conventions,   Section  VI— Nominations  and   Elections: 

1 — A  Nominating  Committee  of  12  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president 
with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Board  to  serve  for  each  regular  convention. 
Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  for  all  elections  except 
those  just  enumerated. 

The    amendment    reads: 

"A  Nominating  Committee  of  12  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president 
with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Board  to  serve  for  each  regular  convention. 
It  shall  nominate  two  persons  for  each  vacancy  to  be  filled  by  election,  in- 
cluding delegates  to  conventions  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  except 
in  the  case  of  a)  Trustee  of  the  Lutheran  Theological  Southern  Seminary  nom- 
inated by  the  Board  of  Theological  Education  of  the  church,  and  b)  the  of- 
ficers of  the  synod.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor  for 
all  elections  except  those  just  enumerated." 

4 — The  election  of  this  synod  shall  proceed  without  oral  nominations.   If  the  first 

ballot  does  not  result  in  election,   it  shall   be  considered  a   nominating   ballot. 

The  amendment  reads: 

"The  election  of  president  and  secretary  of  this  synod  shall   proceed  without 
oral   nominations.      If  the  first  ballot  does   not   result   in  election,    it  shall   be 
considered  a  nominating  ballot." 
Amendment  by  adding   new   item   5: 

5 — "The  nomination  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  made  by  the  Executive  Board. 
Additional  nominations  may  be  made  from  the  floor." 

Then  Item  5  in  present  constitution  becomes  Item  6,  Item  6  becomes  Item  7, 
and  Item  7  becomes  Item  8. 

Articles  Three,  Officers,  Section    IV — The  Treasurer: 

7 — He  shall  give  corporate  surety  in  the  amount  determined  by  the  Executive 
Board,  which  bond  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  secretary,  and  the  premium 
therefor  shall  be  paid  by  the  Synod. 

The  amendment  reads: 

"He  shall  give  corporate  surety  in  the  amount  determined  by  the  Executive 
Board,  which  bond  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  secretary,  and  the  premium 
therefor  shall  be  paid  by  the  synod.  Fidelity  coverage  provided  by  the  Lu- 
theran Church  in  America  shall  be  deemed  a  fulfillment  of  this  requirement." 

Article  Five,   Executive  Board,  Section   II,   Functions: 

The   amendment   reads: 

"Issue  letters  of  call  to  full-time  ministerial  officers  and  ministerial  staff  of- 
ficials of  the  synod  and  for  special  service." 
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Amendment   by   adding   new    Item    5,    which    reads: 

5 — -"No  elected  member  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  receive  emolument  there- 
from   or    shall    simultaneously    be    a    member    of    an    operational    committee. 

Then   Item  5  becomes  Item  6. 

6 — If  c  member  of  the  Executive  Board  or  one  of  its  appointees  ceases  to  be  a 
member  in  good  standing  of  the  synod,  if  a  minister,  or  of  a  congregation  of 
the  synod,   if  a   layman.    .    . 

The    amendment    reads: 

"It  a  member  of  the  Executive  Board  or  one  of  its  appointees  ceases  to  be  a 
member  in  good  standing  of  the  synod,  if  a  minister,  or  to  be  counted  on  the 
active  roil  ot  confirmed  members  of  a  congregation  of  the  synod,  if  a  lay- 
man  ..." 

Article   Six,    Operational    Committees,    Section    I — In    General 

4 — No  person,  except  the  president  of  the  synod,  shall  be  a  member  of  more  then 
one  operational  committee  at  the  same  time.  To  this  end,  no  district  shall 
elect  a  person  to  a  position  in  its  cabinet  which  would  constitute  him  a  mem- 
ber of  such  a  committee   in   violation   of  this  provision. 

The  amendment  is  by  adding  an  additional  sentence:  "No  member  of  such 
a  committee  shall  receive  emolument  therefrom." 

Article    Eleven,    Congregations,    Section    1,    Organization    and    participation: 

3 — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  congregation  belonging  to  the  synod  to  choose 
annually  from  among  its  members  or  those  who  are  of  legal  age  a  delegate 
to  represent  it  at  conventions  of  the  synod  and  at  meetings  of  the  destrict  to 
which  the  congregation  is  assigned  .    .    . 

The  amendment   reads: 

"It  shall  be  the  uuty  of  every  congregation  belonging  to  the  synod  to  choose 
annually  from  among  those  on  its  active  roll  of  confirmed  members  who  are 
of   legal   age  a   delegate   ..." 

Article   Twelve,    Ministers,    Section    I,   Ordination   and    Duties: 

2 — Every  pastor  shall  preach  the  Word,  administer  the  Sacraments  .  .  .  marry 
in   accordance   with   the   .    .    . 

The  cmendment  reads:  .  .  .  "in  accordance  with  the  teachings  of  the  church 
and  with  the   taws  of  the  state." 

Article  Twelve,  Section   II,   Relations  to  Congregations: 

7 — During  his  service  to  a  vacant  congregation,  a  vice-pastor  shall  have  the 
rights  and  duties  of  a  regularly  called  pastor  .  .  .  The  vice-pastor  and  any 
ministers  who  may  assist  him  shall  refrain  from  exerting  influence  in  the 
selection   of   a    pastor. 

The  amendment  adds  the  following  sentence:  "Upon  completion  of  service 
he  shall  certify  to  the  president  of  the  synod  that  the  parochial  records,  for 
the  period  for  which  he  was  responsible,  are  in  order." 

Article  Thirteen,  Financial  Matters: 

4 — The  total  sum  of  the  budget,  minus  income  expected  from  other  sources,  shall 
be  apportioned  by  the   Executive   Board  to  the  congregations  on   the   basis   of 
two  factors;   confirmed  members   in  good  standing  and  congregational  current 
expenses   .    .    . 
The  amendment  reads: 

"The  total  sum  of  the  budget,  minus  income  expected  from  other  sources, 
shall  be  apportioned  by  the  Executive  Board  to  the  Congregations  on  the 
besis  of  two  factors:  the  active  roll  of  confirmed  members  and  congrega- 
tional current  expenses   .    .    ." 

7 — Budget  receipts  for  synodical  causes  shall  first  be  assigned  proportionately  to 
the  terms  of  the  synodical   section   of  the  budget   .    .    . 
The   amendment  deletes  the   word    "proportionately". 

8 — No  special  appeal  for  the  raising  of  funds  shall  be  conducted  by  agencies  re- 
lated to  or  recognized  by  the  synod  without  the  consent  of  the  convention  or 
the   Executive   Board. 

The  amendment  reads: 

"Ho  appeal  to  congregations  or  other  special  appeal  for  the  raising  of 
funds  ..." 

Article    Fourteen,    By-Laws   and   Amendments: 

4 — Other  amendments  to  this  constitution  may  be  adopted  by  the  synod  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  at  a    regular  convention   after  having   been   moved   and    presented 
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in  writing  over  the  signatures  or  at  least  six  members  of  the  voting  body  at  the 
regular  convention.  Such  amendments  shall  go  into  effect  upon  ratification  by 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  in  convention  or  by  its  Executive  Council. 
"Other  amendments  to  this  constitution  may  be  adopted  by  the  synod  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  at  a  regular  convention  after  having  been  moved  and  pre- 
sented in  writing  at  the  previous  regular  convention  over  the  signatures  of  at 
least  six  members  of  its  voting  body.  Such  amendments  shall  go  into  effect 
upon  ratification  by  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  in  convention  or  by  its 
Executive  Council."

Report  of  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Education 

The  following  report  of  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  in  no  way  in- 
dicates the  results  of  individual  activity.  At  each  step  in  gathering  informaion, 
figures  and  conclusions,  it  became  increasingly  evident  that  the  work  of  countless 
persons,  a  number  of  committees,  even  boards  and  commissions  of  the  church, 
appear  in  these  paragraphs.  This  is  necessarily  true  for  the  staff  worker  whose 
assignment  is  to  bring  ideas,  implement  programs,  and  engage  in  field  work  for 
several  committees.  "Teamwork"  becomes  more  than  an  empty  word;  it  be- 
comes a  vital  part  of  each  activity:  In  this  past  year  I  have  experienced  team- 
work of  the  finest  quality. 

I.      CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION 

In  terms  of  time  the  major  task  of  my  office  is  with  Christian  Education. 
The  continuing  introduction  of  the  Parish  Education  Curriculum  into  our  congrega- 
tions was  the  focus  of  most  activity  here.  Coaching  Conferences  were  held  in 
twenty-eight  areas  to  help  teachers  prepare  to  use  new  materials.  Laboratory 
schools  were  held  at  Lutheridge  in  four  age-groups,  with  leadership  provided  by 
the  Board  of  Parish  Education.  Persons  trained  in  the  laboratory  experiences 
served  as  demonstration  teachers  in  their  own  classes  for  visiting  teachers.  One 
pilot  project  in  audio-visual  training  was  held. 

Such  activities  point  toward  future  developments  concentrated  upon  leader- 
ship training.  The  primary  task  of  Christian  education  is  the  equipment  of  the 
individual  for  the  vocation  to  which  God  has  called  him.  This  is  equally  true 
in  the  congregation  or  the  synod.  And  it  seems  evident  at  this  point  that  de- 
velopment of  such  leadership  training  must  come  soon,   in  a  variety  of  ways. 

Laboratory  classes  will  be  held  at  Lutheridge  again  this  summer  to  help 
train  those  who  can  become  teachers-of-teachers.  Similar  classes  on  the  local 
level,  along  with  demonstration  sessions,  probably  offer  the  most  effective  help 
for  the  teacher   in   the  church   schools. 

Help  for  the  teacher  is  a  high-priority  need  in  the  synod,  according  to  re- 
sults of  the  Christian  education  survey  completed  late  in  the  year.  Less  than 
half  of  our  congregations  (42%)  offer  leadership  courses  or  "in  service  train- 
ing." Standards  of  training  for  teachers  are  either  low  or  non-existent.  The 
survey  indicated  that  we  have  many  dedicated  and  capable  teachers,  and  that  we 
are  failing  them   in  not  offering  assistance. 

A  decrease  in  Sunday  Church  School  enrollment  during  the  year  of  2  J/2% 
came  partly  through  adjustment  to  the  curriculum  and  partly  through  changing 
patterns  of  weekend  activity.  It  seems  evident  that  many  pupils,  esDecially 
adults,  have  not  grasped  the  basic  purposes  of  Christian  education.  Many  at- 
tend classes  from  loyalty  and  habit  but  steadfastly  resist  attempts  at  learning 
because   learning   involves  change. 

We  must  communicate  the  "why"  of  Christian  education  as  well  as  the 
"how",  the  purpose  and  the  method.  With  the  development  beginning  this  year 
of  a  synod-centered  program  guided  by  our  committee  rather  than  the  Board  of 
Parish  Education,  the  work  of  the  Parish  Education  Committee  can  be  more 
responsive  to  our  particular  needs,  more  flexible  in  approach. 

This  work  will  include  additional  laboratory  schools,  demonstration  classes 
and  workshops  in  a  wider  range  of  tooics.  CooDerative  efforts  with  the  college 
and    seminary    faculties    will    be    increased,    including    summer    schools,,    weekend 
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conferences,  and  congregational  staff  training.  Basic  to  these  developments 
will  be  an  emphasis  on  human  relationships,  the  ministry  cf  one  to  another 
in  service  and  witness  as  faith  transforms  lives.  Such  ministry  comes  as  persons 
become  more  aware  of  basic  needs,  as  we  come  to  understand  ourselves  and  are 
freed  to   live  for  others  through   Christ  Jesus. 

During  the  year  your  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  was  involved  in  46 
synodical  projects  or  meetings  in  Christian  education  and  18  congregational 
activities. 

Upon  the  retirement  as  Parish  Education  Committee  chairman  of  the  Rev- 
erend Lethco  C.  Bumgarner,  may  I  be  permitted  this  expression  of  my  personal 
appreciation   for   his    leadership   and    service. 

li.      YOUTH    MINISTRY 

Responsibilities  in  youth  work  during  the  year  involved  me  in  56  projects 
or  meetings  during  the  year  on  the  congregational  and  synodical  levels.  Those 
within  congregations,  in  most  instances,  were  attempts  to  help  the  youth  and 
advisors  define  youth  ministry  in  each  congregation.  Again  we  must  determine 
our  central  objectives  before  we  CGn  set  a  program  of  study  or  activity.  Nothing 
seems  less  attractive  to  youth  than  an  organization  with  no  vital  purpose. 

Determining  purpose  and  objectives  is  a  central  concern  of  the  Leadership 
Schools  sponsored,  by  the  Youth  Committee  of  synod  and  the  Luther  League  Unit. 
Two  "Basic  Schools  and  one  Seminar"  involved  more  than  200  Leaguers  and  adult 
counselors   in   an   experience   of   faith   and   fellowship. 

These  leadership  programs  will  explore  the  emerging  directions  of  youth 
ministry  during  the  coming  summer.  Changes  will  be  more  extensive  than  the 
change  of  name  to  "Youth  Ministry  Institute"  and  "Youth  Ministry  Seminar". 
Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Commission  on  Evangelism,  the  Rev.  James 
Stephenson  will  serve  as  resource  leader  as  youth  and  advisors  study  the  mean- 
ing of  the  congregation's  nature  and  ministry  for  the  youth  group.  This  effort 
of  the  Youth  Committee  with  the  Evangelism  Commission  may  be  significant,  not 
only  for  youth  work,  but  as  an  indication  of  the  value  of  cooperative  programs  in 
other   areas. 

The  fuller  meaning  of  "Youth  Ministry"  is  taking  shape  rapidly.  The  series 
of  conferences  involving  pastors,  youth  and  adult  workers  with  youth  is  the  first 
definite  step  in  communicating  this  program  to  the  synod  and  implementing  it  in 
the  youth  group.  The  solid  support  of  the  president  of  synod  and  the  executive 
board  has  been  of   key   importance   in   this  effort. 

Additional  steps  will  include,  along  with  the  Institutes  and  Seminar,  train- 
ing programs  for  advisors.  The  workshops  held  during  the  past  year  were  helpful 
in  various  parts  of  the  synod.  While  limited  in  scope  and  number,  they  indicated 
the  need  for  more  extensive  training   programs. 

The  first  Youth  Conference  of  the  LCA  attracted  more  than  170  youth 
and  adults  to  Miami  Beach  in  August  for  a  crowded  program  with  outstanding 
speakers.  Through  this  office  travel  arrangements  were  completed  on  chartered 
railroad  coaches. 

The  Luther  League  Unit  continued  to  serve  as  a  link  between  the  churchwide 
auxiliary  and  the  congregational  unit.  Details  of  the  unit's  activities  are  re- 
ported through  the  Committee  on  Auxiliaries.  As  staff  worker  for  the  unit's 
executive  committee,  it  was  my  privilege  to  share  in  the  planning  and  execution 
of  these  functions.  Year  after  year  this  synod  has  been  served  by  outstanding 
youth,  as  indicated  by  the  number  chosen  for  leadership  in  the  international  Lu- 
ther League.  The  unit  itself  continues  to  lead  the  Luther  League-LCA  in  fi- 
nancial contributions  although  not  the  largest  numerically.  It  also  supplies  a 
significant  number  of  caravaners  and  work  campers. 

III.      CHURCH    CAMPING 

Plans  for  camping  and  related  activities  within  the  synod  are  based  on 
projections  showing  that  Lutheridge  facilities  cannot  fulfill  future  needs.  As 
the  number  of  conferences,  schools,  and  retreats  at  Lutheridge  increases  and  as 
the  number  of  camp  age  youth  increases,  development  of  additional  camping  con- 
ference and  retreat  facilities  becomes  more  urgent.  ExDerts  in  the  field  advise 
that  acreage  for  camp  development  in  North  Carolina  will  be  more  expensive  and 
more  difficult  to  locate  within  a  very  few  years.  The  synod  must  look  ahead, 
taking    adequate   steps    immediately. 
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With  the  action  of  the  executive  Board  to  secure  the  services  of  a  camp 
Planner,  these  steps  may  become  a  reality.  The  "may"  will  be  determined  by  the 
synod's  future  action  on  specific  proposals  and  by  the  response  of  congregations 
and  individuals  in  financial  support. 

Again  the  youth  of  the  synod  have  moved  ahead  by  providing  more  than 
$2,500.00  from  Penny  Parade  funds  as  a  start  toward  conference  and  retreat 
facilities.  As  with  the  development  of  Lutheridge,  we  can  look  to  the  Luther 
League  for  leadership. 

Among  our  congregations  there  has  been  a  significant  increase  in  con- 
ference and  retreat  programs,  many  held  at  Lutheridge.  It  is  evident  that  this 
camp  will  become  a  center  for  year-round  activities  and  that  additional  sites  in 
other  sections  of  the  synod  will  be  needed. 

IV.      CHURCH  VOCATIONS 

A  new  assignment  for  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  is  secretary  to 
the  Church  Vocations  Committee.  Responsibilities  include  record-keeping  and 
correspondence,  with  special  projects  as  assigned.  In  1965  this  included  super- 
vision of  the  work  of  the  committee's  field  worker,  Seminarian   Larry  Yoder. 

As  the  report  of  the  committee  indicates,  additional  guidance  v/ill  be  offered 
to  individual  church  vocations  students.  Cooperative  projects  will  be  developed 
with  congregations  and  auxiliaries  to  communicate  the  needs  and  opportunities 
in  church  vocations  to  the  youth  of  the  synod. 

V.      FILM  LIBRARY 

Use  of  the  film  library  by  congregations  of  the  synod  increased  during  the 
year  to  an  average  of  50  bookings  per  week.  Growth  comes  as  new  titles  are 
added  to  the  library  and  equipment  is  secured  by  congregations.  Certain  prob- 
lems increase  also.  Popular  series  of  filmstrips  create  scheduling  difficulties. 
Users  decide  to  keep  materials  an  extra  week  without  realizing  that  it  is 
scheduled  elsewhere.  Inexperienced  operators  of  equipment  damage  films,  some 
beyond   repair. 

Workshops  in  audio-visuals  across  the  synod  will  ease  some  of  these  pro- 
blems. In  addition  it  is  desirable  that  each  congregation  have  one  person  re- 
sponsible for  the  use  of  audio-visuals  and  equipment. 

New  materials  are  added  to  the  library  to  meet  needs  expressed  by  our 
members.      We  always  apprciate  suggestions  on   new  titles  and   improved  service. 

VI.      OTHER    DUTIES 

In  addition  to  designated  assignments  with  committees,  the  Secretary  of 
Christian  Education  has  other  duties  under  the  direction  of  the  president  of  synod 
and  the  executive  board.  Included  in  these  are  representing  the  president  at 
official  actions  such  as  ground-breakings,  dedications,  congregational  meetings; 
pastoral  supply  in  congregations;  and  service  on  other  committees. 

During  the  past  year  I  participated  in  four  official  actions  and  53  other 
meetings  and   conferences. 

The  continued  fine  relationship  with  President  Whittecar,  Secretary  Lyerly, 
Dr.  Misenheimer,  the  executive  board  and  committees,  makes  my  work  very  re- 
warding.

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Report  Of  The  Committee  On  Reports  Of 
Officers  And  Staff 

The  president  recognzed  the  Rev.  K.  Y.  Huddle,  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  Reports  of  Officers  and  Staff  for  this  committee's  report.  The   report  follows: 

Your  Committee  on  Reports  of  Officers  and  Staff  has  read  the  reports  of  the 
Pesident,  Assistant  to  the  President,  District  Deans,  Secretay,  Treasurer,  and  the 
Secretary  of  Christian  Education  and  find  they  have  fully  recorded  the  many 
duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

We  commend  these  brethren  for  the  diligence  with  which  they  have  execut- 
ed the  duties  of  their  offices  and  thank  God  for  their  strength,  abilities,  and  con- 
secration to  the  services  of  His  Kingdom  in  the  Church. 

We  note  only  two  recommendations  carried  in  these  reports.  They  are  in  that 
of  the  Secretary  on  Page  34   of  the   Bulletin. 

We  recommend  that: 

1.  Attention  be  given  to  the  statement  of  the  president  on  Page  7  of  the 
convention  Bulletin  of  his  report  concerning  the  adoption  of  the  constitutions 
by  congregations;  and  if  there  are  questions  for  clarifications  that  congregations 
meet  this  deadline  that  opportunity  be  given  for  the  president  to  receive  them  in 
connection  with   his  report. 

2.  Any  mistakes  found  in  these  reports  should  be  reported  to  the  secre- 
tary with  proper  corrections,  and  that  the  secretary  be  directed  to  make  such 
corrections. 

3.  Note  be  made  of  the  fact,  in  the  secretary's  report  bottom  Page  25  the 
Bulletin, -that  the  secretary  maintains  a  calendar  of  synodical  functions,  and 
we  urge  all  those  planning  meetings  on  a  district  or  synodical  level  to  clear  the 
date  with  the  secretary  to  avoid  conflicts,  and  so  that  such  meetings  can  appear 
in  the  N.  C.   Lutheran's  calendar  of  Coming   Events. 

4.  Recommendations  1  and  2,  on  Page  34  of  secretary's  report  be  adopted. 

5.  The  proposed  amendments  to  the  synodical  constitution,  Pages  35  and 
36,   be  given  due   consideration. 

6.  Each  officer  and  staff  member  be  recognized  in  connection  with  this  re- 
port and  that  the  treasurer  be  given  what  time  he  desires  of  the  alloted  time  left 
for  this  report  to  make  comments. 

7.  The  report  of  the  Officers  and  Staff  included  in  Pages  6-57  of  the 
convention  bulletin  be  received  as  information  and  printed  in  the  minutes  with 
the  corrections  given  to  the  secretary. 

8.  This  report  be  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  of  the  convention  as  an  ex- 
pression of  our  appreciation  of  the  work  carried  to  completion  and  the  leader- 
ship given  to  the  Church  by  the  Officers  and  Staff  during  the  past  year.

In  connection  with  this  recommendation  President  Whittecar  made  a  state- 
ment expressing  the  hope  that  all  congregations  would  adopt  constitutions  in 
harmony  with  the  constitutions  of  the  synod  and  the  Lutheran  Church  in  Amer- 
ica in  America  by  December  31,  1966,  the  deadline  date.  The  reversionary 
clause,  Section  8  of  Article  III  of  the  Approved  Constitutions  for  Congregations 
is  written  into  the  Constitution  of  the  Synod  and  the  By-Laws  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,  and  congregations  were  urged  to  bring  their  constitutions 
in   line  with  corresponding   provisions   in   these  two  named   documents. 
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Recommendation  2  was  adopted. 

Recommendation   3   was  adopted. 

Recommendation    4    was   adopted. 

In  connection  with  this  recommendation,  Secretary  Lyerly  presented  the 
official  protocol  of  the  1965  Proceedings  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America,  held  in  Macedonia  Lutheran  Church,  Burlington, 
N.   C,   May  3-6,    1965,    listing   corrections  which   had   been   made. 

Recommendation  5  was  adopted,  with  the  understanding  that  the  amend- 
ments would  be  considered  at  a   later  time   in  the  convention. 

Recommendation   6  was  adopted. 

Officers  and  staff  made  brief  statements  concerning  their  reports.  Secretary 
of  Christian  Education  Brady  Faggart  was  to  be  heard  later  regarding  his  re- 
port as  time  was  running  out  for  the  Special  Order  at   11:00  o'clock. 

Treasurer  Charles  Heilig  made  reference  to  the  change  of  personnel  in  his 
office  in  the  retirement  of  Miss  Rose  Miller  and  the  employment  of  Mrs.  Gray 
Hampton  as  new  secretary-bookkeeper  in  the  treasurer's  office.  Mr.  Heilig  asked 
for  permission  to  present  the  miscellaneous  section  of  his  report  in  a  revised  form 
for  the  minutes. 

Recommendation  7  was  adopted. 

Recommendation  8  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

President  Whittecar  expressed  a  word  of  appreciation  for  the  gratitude  vote 
in  behalf  of  all   officers  and   staff.

Report  of  the  Examining  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Examining  Committee,  presented  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  L. 
Sox,   D.D.,   chairman,   follows: 

The  Examining  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  met  in  the  Church  House  in  Salisbury,  North  Carolina,  on 
Monday,  March  14,  1966.  The  following  members  were  in  attendance:  the 
Rev.  Samuel  L.  Sox,  D.D.,  chairman;  Synod  President  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar, 
the  Rev.  Wade  F.  Hook,  Ph.D.,  the  Rev.  Ray  R.  Fisher,  D.D.,  R.  Brown  Mc- 
Allister, LL.D.,  the  Rev.  M.  R.  Farris,  the  Rev.  Marshall  Mauney,  the  Rev. 
J.  Lewis  Thornburg,  D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  Marion  Starr.  The  Rev.  Voigt  R.  Cromer, 
D.D.,  was  absent  due  to  illness.  No  replacement  has  been  made  for  the  Rev. 
Rudolph  G.  Schultz,  D.D.,  LCA  appointee,  but  his  successor  will  be  named  by 
the  Executive  Council  at  its  April    1966   meeting. 

It  was  agreed  by  the  committee  that  the  seven  men  making  application  for 
ordination  by  the  North  Carolina  Synod  be  examined  individually.  It  was  further 
agreed  that  the  examination  should  cover  theological  knowledge,  personal  Chris- 
tian convictions,  attitudes,  motivations,  devotional  life,  concept  of  the  ministry, 
aptness  to  teach,   and   loyalty  to  the  church. 

The  following  candidates  for  ordination  were  presented  individually  to  the 
committee,  having  placed  on  file  applications  for  ordination,  statements  from 
the  college  of  graduation  and  from  the  seminary  of  proposed  graduation  and 
biographical   sketches: 

(1)  Floyd  Eugene  Sides,  from  St.  Peter's  Church,  Salisbury,  N.  C,  called 
by  the  Board  of  American  Missions  for  service  as  a  Mission  Developer;  call 
accepted. 

(2)  Maurice  E.  Staley,  from  Alamance  Church,  Alamance,  N.  C,  called 
to  Richfield   Parish   (New   Bethel   and  Mt.   Zion);   call  accepted. 
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(3)  Billy  Ray  Hoffner,  from  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Salisbury,  N.  C,  called 
to  Our  Saviour,  Johnson  City,  Tennessee;   call  accepted. 

(4)  Carroll  L.  Robinson,  from  Lutheran  Chapel  Church,  Gastonia,  N.  C; 
call  pending. 

(5)  David  Keller  Huddle,  from  Christ  Church,  Stanley,  N.  C,  called  to 
Philadelphia,  Granite  Falls;  call  accepted. 

(6)  Edwin  W.  McKinley,  from  Trinity  Church,  Concord,  N.  C,  called  to 
Incarnation,   Columbia,   S.  C,   as  assistant  pastor;   call   accepted. 

(7)  George  G.  Kinney,  from  St.  Paul's  Church,  Burlington,  N.  C;  call 
pending. 

When  the  individual  examinations  had  been  completed,  the  following  mo- 
tion was  offered  by  Pastor  Farris,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thornburg:  "Upon  completion 
of  their  academic  work  and  upon  acceptance  of  regular  calls  of  the  church  that 
we  recommend  for  ordination  by  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  America  Floyd  Eugene  Sides,  Maurice  E.  Staley,  Billy  Ray  Hoffner,  Carroll  L. 
Robinson,  David  Keller  Huddle,  Edwin  W.  McKinley  and  George  G.  Kinney."  The 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

The  candidates  were  brought  back  to  the  meeting  in  a  body,  and  the  chair- 
man informed  them  that  they  had  passed  satisfactorily  their  examinations. 
President  Whittecar  added  that  they  would  be  greeted  by  the  synod  in  conven- 
tion at  Bethany  Church,  Hickory,  May  3,  1  1:00  a.m.  as  a  part  of  the  report  of 
this  committee;  and  that  the  Service  for  Ordination  is  set  for  June  5,  1966,  at 
Lutheran  Chapel,   Gastonia. 

The  Examining  Committee  now  presents  to  the  synod  Floyd  Eugene  Sides, 
Maurice  E.  Staley,  Billy  Ray  Hoffner,  Carroll  L.  Robinson,  David  Keller  Huddle, 
Edwin  W.  McKinley  and  George  G.  Kinney  for  ordination  by  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  upon  the  completion  of  their  academic 
work  at  the  seminary  and  upon  the  completion  of  their  academic  work  at  the 
seminary  and  upon  their  fulfillment  of  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  or- 
dinands  for  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

"Guidelines  for  Examining  Committees"  from  the  Executive  Council,  Lu- 
theran Church  in  America,  were,  on  December  3,  considered  and  studied  by  the 
Examining  Committee  of  synod  at  the  request  of  the  Conference  of  Synodical 
Presidents.  Recognizing  the  many  variations  of  procedure  among  the  examining 
committees  over  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  and  believing  that  the  guide- 
lines approved  by  the  Executive  Council,  LCA,  cover  the  responsibilities  placed 
upon  synodical  examinining  committees,  your  Examining  Committee  unanimous- 
ly passed   the   following    motions: 

(1)  "That  the  committee  accept  the  recommended  "Guidelines  For  Exam- 
ining Committees"  as  proper  procedure  in  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the 
ministry. 

(2)  "That  these  guidelines  be  reported  to  the  synod  as  an  item  of  informa- 
tion." 

This  has  been  done  as  the  "Bulletin  for  the  5th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
North   Carolina   Synod  of  the   Lutheran  Church    in   America"   testifies. 

In  connection  with  the  report,  and  as  a  part  of  the  report,  the  candidates 
for  ordination  whose  names  appear  in  the  report  were  recognized  and  presented 
to  the  convention. 

The   recommendation   was  adopted   by  a    rising   vote. 

On  motion  of  Chairman  Sox,  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  guidelines  for  examining  committees  were  presented  by  the  committee 
as  information.  Chairman  Sox  said  that  the  guidelines  were  procedures  for  the 
committee  to  follow  in  its  future  examination  of  students,  and  that  there  was 
need  for  uniformity  throughout  the  church. 

Kecommended  Guidelines  for 
Examining  Committees 

1 .      Written   examination 

As  normal  practice,  the  Examining  Committee  will  arrange  for  each  candi- 
date to  take  a  written  examination  of  two  to  three  hours  duration  in  the 
autumn  prior  to  the  year  in  which  he  hopes  to  be  ordained.  The  intent  and 
character  of  this  examination  will  be  to  inquire   into  the  candidate's   theological 
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learning  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  his  personal  Christian  convictions.  The 
questions  are  to  De  tormulated  Dy  tne  board  ot  Tneoiogical  tducation  for  use 
tnrougnout  the   Lutheran   Cnurcn    in    America    in   that   year. 

2.  Preliminary  colloquium  with  Examining  Committee 

Again  as  normal  practice,  the  txamimng  Committee  will  have  a  preliminary 
colloquium  with  eacn  cana.dute  ciose  to  tne  beginning  of  the  caienaar  year  of 
his  prospective  oramation  berore  he   receives  ana   responds  to  a   call. 

In  aavance  ot  tnis  conoquium  and  in  preparation  tor  it,  each  member  of 
the  Examining  Committee  will  be  furnished  tnese  documents  regarding  each 
candidate: 

1)  a   copy  of   his  written   examination; 

2)  a  report  and  evaluation  from  each  of  the  following: 

a)  tne    Committee    on    Church    Vocations    which    has    had    him    under 

its  care; 

b)  the    theological    seminary   or    seminaries   at   which    he    has    studied; 

c)  the  pastor  or  other  supervisor  to  whom  he  was  assigned  during  his 

year  of  internship. 

The  preliminary  colloquium  will  be  in  the  form  of  an  oral  interview  with 
each  candidate  separately,  carried  on  preferably  by  the  Examining  Committee 
as  a  whole  or,  alternately,  by  a  subcommittee  consisting  of  from  three  to  five 
members  appointed  to  act  in  its  stead.  Preparatory  individual  conversations 
with  a  candidate  by  a  designated  single  member  of  the  committee  are  not  pre- 
cluded,  if  desired  by  the  committee. 

The  purpose  of  the  preliminary  colloquium  will  be  to  enable  the  Examining 
Committee  to  inquire  in  depth  into  the  candidate's  theological  knowledge,  per- 
sonal Christian  convictions,  attitudes,  motivations,  devotional  life,  concept  of 
the  ministry,  aptness  to  teach,  and  loyalty  to  the  church.  It  shall  ascertain  that, 
if  called  to  serve  an  LCA  congregation,  he  will  carry  out  fully  the  functions  of 
the  pastoral  office  as  defined  in  Section  II  of  the  by-laws  of  the  church  (1964 
LCA  convention  minutes,   pp.    106  and   631,   paragraph   "h"). 

Such  an  interview  should  typically  last  from  thirty  minutes  to  one  hour. 
Once  the  committee  is  satisfied  on  these  scores,  it  will  indicate  to  the  president 
of  the  synod  its  provisional  approval  of  the  candidate  as  one  whom  he  may  pro- 
ceed with  confidence  to  recommend   for  a   call. 

3.  Final    colloquium    with    Examining    Committee 

Final  action  on  each  candidate,  leading  to  a  recommendation  that  he  be 
ordained,  will  normally  be  taken  by  the  Examining  Committee  at  a  second 
colloquium  with  him  shortly  before  ordination.  At  that  time  the  committee  will 
review  with  the  candidate  the  substance  of  the  preliminary  colloquium  for  as  long 
as  is  desirable,  normally  no  less  than  fifteen  minutes  in  each  case.  The  Com- 
mittee  will   also 

1)  ascertain,  or  authorize  the  president  of  the  synod  to  ascertain  in  its 
behalf,  that  he  has  fulfilled  the  required  theological  education  prior  to 
ordination  (1964  LCA  convention  minutes,  pp.  105-106  and  631, 
paragraphs    "a"    and    "h"); 

2)  establish  that  he  is  eligible  to  serve  in  the  ministry  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  under  the  terms  of  Article  VII,  Section  4  of  the 
constitution  of  the  church  (see  1964  LCA  convention  minutes,  pp.  107 
and    631,    paragraph    "m");    and 

3)  examine  the  call,  if  any,  that  he  has  received  in  order  to  be  able  to 
certify  to  the  synod  that  the  call  is  in  proper  order  in  all  respects  (1964 
LCA  convention  minutes,   pp.    106  and   631,   paragraph   "h"). 

If  a  candidate  does  not  yet  have  a  call,  it  may  authorize  the  president 
of  the  synod  or  one  or  more  of  its  other  members  to  scrutinize  the  call  docu- 
ment in  its  stead.  The  committee  may,  at  its  discretion,  recommend  to  the 
synodical  convention  that  a  candidate  be  ordained  at  a  later  date  after  a  valid 
call    has  been    received   and   accepted. 

The  Examining  Committee  may  deputize  certain  of  its  members  or  the 
president  of  the  synod  or  the  Examining  Committee  of  another  synod  to  act  for  it 
in    lieu   of  the   normal   procedures  described    in    this   section. 

4.  Single    appearance    before     Examining     Committee 

In  exceptional  cases  in  which  for  good  reasons  the  procedure  so  far  out- 
lined does  not  apply  (as,  for  example,  in  the  case  of  a  candidate  who  decides 
belatedly   to   apply    for    ordination    in    a    given    year)    the    written    examination    is 
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to  be  administered  on  a  date  set  by  the  Examining  Committee  which  is  convenient 
for  the  candidate.  The  whole  remaining  procedure  may  be  combined  in  a  single 
colloquium,  with  a  correspondingly  longer  time  devoted  to  it  in  order  to  make 
possible  a  more  thorough  examination.  Either  or  both  (the  written  examination 
and  the  colloquium)  may  take  place  at  the  meeting  of  the  Examining  Committee 
at  which  the  final  colloquium  with  other  candidates  is  held. 

If  a  candidate  is  recommended  for  a  call  by  the  president  of  the  synod 
prior  to  such  a  single  appearance  before  the  Examining  Committee,  it  should 
always  be  with  a  clear  understanding  by  all  concerned  that  the  candidate  has 
not  yet  been   given   provisional   approval    by   the    Examining   Committee. 

Section  II,  Item  3  of  the  by-laws  of  the  church  provide,  with  proper  safe- 
guards, for  the  rare  contingencies  in  which  a  personal  appearance  before  an 
Examining    Committee   can    be   waived. 

5.  Re-examination   and    renewed    recommendations 

Since  all  actions  of  a  synodical  convention  authorizing  ordination  ad  in- 
terim expire  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  following  regular  convention,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Examining  Committee  to  have  a  new  colloquium  with  the  previously 
approved  candidates  who  seek  to  be  ordained  at  that  time  or  desire  to  have  the 
authorizations  in  regard  to  them  extended  for  another  year.  The  new  colloquium 
will  be  thorough  enough  to  satisfy  the  committee  that  the  facts  which  led  tc 
its  previous  favorable  action  have  not  materially  changed.  A  new  recommenda- 
tion by  the  committee  to  the  synod  in  convention  is  needed  in  each  instance. 

6.  Restoration    to    ministry    of    LCA 

(LCA  By-laws,  Section   II,    Item    10:    LCAM,   pp.   631,   633-634) 
The  president  of  the  synod  shall  take  the  initiative  in  regard  to  all'  applica- 
tions  for   restoration    to   the    ministry   of   the    LCA.       Prior    to    giving    approval    to 
each  such  applicant,  the  Examining  Ccmmittee  shall  have  a   thorough  colloquium 
with    him. 

7.  Examination  of  a  minister  coming   from  another   Lutheran   church 

(1964   LCA  convention   minutes,   pp.    613,    633,    paragraphs   "b"    and    "m") 

The  colloquium  of  the  Examining  Committee  with  a  minister  applying  to 
enter  the  LCA  from  another  Lutheran  church  ought  to  center  on  the  applicant's 
understanding  of,  acceptance  of,  and  readiness  to  identify  himself  with  the  faith, 
colity  and  life  of  our  church,  inquiring  also  into  the  motives  that  have  led  him  to 
seek  to  become  a  minister  of  the  LCA.  The  committee  will  ascertain,  by  in- 
spection, that  the  certificate  of  transfer  and/or  standing  which  the  applicant 
brings  from  the  church  to  which  he  has  hitherto  belonged  is  in  order. 

If  the  Examining  Committee  find  affirmatively  on  all  points,  it  shall  in- 
dicate that  fact  to  the  president  of  the  synod  who  may  declare  the  applicant 
eligible  to  receive  a  call.  Once  a  valid  call  has  been  received  and  accepted, 
the  committee  will  either  examine  it  or  provide  for  proper  examination  of  it  in 
the  manner  described   in  section   3   above. 

Formal  report  and  recommendation  are  to  be  made  to  the  synodical  con- 
vention for  its  action  on  each  applicant  approved  by  the  Examining  Committee. 

8.  Examination  of  a  minister  coming  from  another  denomination 

(1964  LCA  convention  minutes,   pp.   631,   paragraphs  "c"  and   "m") 
In  the  case  of  the   minister  coming   from   another  denomination,    the   Exam- 
ining Committee,  at  its  first  formal  colloquium  with  him,  will 

1)  verify  that  he  is  submitting  "documents  witnessing  to  his  past  service 
in  the  Christian  ministry,  together  with  evidence  of  his  previous  good 
standing  in  the  eccelesiastical  body  from  which  he  has  severed  con- 
nection"; 

2)  inquire  in  depth  into  his  personal  Christian  beliefs,  attitudes,  motiva- 
tions, devotional  life,  concept  of  the  ministry,  and  aptness  to  teach; 

3)  explore  the  extent  of  his  understanding  of  the  faith,  polity  and  life 
of  our  church,  and  make  sure  of  his  acceptance  of  and  readiness  to 
identify  with  it,  giving  special  attention  a)  to  the  motives  that  have  led 
him  to  seek  to  enter  the  ministry  of  the  LCA,  and  b)  his  eligibility  for 
it   in  terms  of  Article  VII,   Section   4   of  the  constitution   of  the  church; 

4)  when  all  the  foregoing  steps  have  been  taken  with  a  favorable  result, 
question  him  sufficiently  as  to  his  theological  comprehension  and  con- 
victions to  enable  the  committee  to  decide  if  he  should  be  "required 
to  undertake  additional  theological  preparation  in  a  seminary"  of  the 
LCA  or  in   lieu  thereof  to  take  "a  comprehensive  examination  adminis- 
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terec!  by  an  LCA  seminary  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Theological 
Education." 

After  the  satisfactory  completion  of  such  "additional  theological  prepara- 
tion in  the  seminary"  or  upon  report  by  the  Board  of  Theological  Education  that 
the  applicant  has  passed  such  a  "comprehensive  examination",  the  Examining 
Committee  will  meet  with  him  again  to  determine,  on  the  basis  of  his  theological 
knowledge  and  personal  faith  as  of  that  later  date,  if  the  way  should  be  opened 
for  him  to  become  a  minister  of  the  Lutheran  Church   in  America. 

If  its  findings  are  affirmative,  the  committee  will  then  decide  whether  to 
require  him  "to  serve  an  internship  in  a  parish  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Theological  Education"  or  to  indicate  its  judgement  that  he  is  ready  to  be  de- 
clared  eligible   to   receive   a    call. 

In  the  former  case,  a  third  colloquium,  similar  in  type  to  the  second,  will 
be   held   following   the   prescribed    internship    period. 

The  committee  will  proceed  in  respect  to  examining  calls  to  such  applicants 
as  it  does  for  all  other  candidates.  The  proper  recommendation  to  the  synodical 
convention  concerning  each  such  approved  applicant  is  that  he  should  be  ordained. 
9.       Relation    to   Committees    on    Church    Vocations,    etc. 

(LCA  Executive  Council  minutes,  April   1965,  p.  344) 

A  study  that  may  lead  to  revised  arrangements  for  carrying  out  the  func- 
tions now  assigned  to  Examining  Committees  and  Committees  on  Church  Vo- 
cations is  in  progress  under  the  aegis  of  the  Conference  of  Synodical  Presidents. 
These  guidelines  do  not  attempt  to  anticipate  or  prejudge  its  outcome.  They 
are  constructed,  as  they  must  be,  on  the  premise  which  is  accepted  at  present, 
that  it  is  beneficial  to  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  to  have  an  impartial 
agency  of  high  stature  in  each  of  the  thirty-one  synods,  jointly  appointed  by  the 
synod  and  the  Executive  Council  of  the  whole  LCA,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  safe- 
guarding the  quality  of  spirit  and  mind  of  those  admitted  to  minister  the  Word 
and  the  Sacraments  within  our  church. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Investments 

One  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  during  the  year  on  August  4,    1965. 
Glenn   Ketner  was  elected  chairman  and   presided   over  the   meeting. 

The  committee  authorized  surplus  funds  not  immediately  needed  invested  in 
short  term  certificates  of  deposit  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  synod.  Decisions 
such  as  amounts,  length  of  time,  and  place  of  deposit  were  left  to  the  discretion 
of  a  sub-committee  composed  of  Glenn  Ketner,  chairman,  the  president  and 
treasurer  of  synod. 

In   a   general    discussion    it  was    agreed    to    keen   the    committee    members    in- 
formed  quarterly  or  whenever  any   unusual   activity   took   place.

Our  campus   ministry    is   conducted    through    three   agencies   which    are: 

Chapel  Hill,  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  the  Reverend  Frank  C.  Perry, 
Pastor.  This  congregation  and  pastor  conduct  the  ministry  to  students  attending 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel   Hill. 

Durham-Greensboro  Area,  the  Reverend  William  R.  Patton,  Pastor  to  Students. 
The  scope  of  this  agency  necessitated  the  formation  of  "The  Lutheran  Student 
Foundation  of  Durham."  This  foundation  is  sponsored  and  supported  by  the 
Division  of  College  and  University  Work,  the  N.  C.  Synod  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,  and  the  Eastern  District  of  the  American  Lutheran  Church. 
All  three  groups  are  concerned  with  the  direction  of  the  student  ministry  in  this 
area.  The  organizational  meeting  was  held  on  April  29,  1965,  and  members  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  elected  the  following  officers:  The  Reverend  Harry  H. 
Robinson,  Chairman;  Dr.  Paul  E.  Lutz,  Vice-Chairman;  and  Dr.  Otto  Meier,  Jr., 
Secretary-Treasurer.  At  the  same  meeting,  the  foundation  elected  the  Reverend 
William  R.  Patton  to  a  full-time  position  as  Pastor  to  Students  in  the  Durham- 
Greensboro  area.  Pastor  Patton  is  based  in  Durham  and  has  as  his  primary  re- 
sponsibilities the  ministry  to  students  at  Duke  University  and  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Greensboro.  In  addition,  he  is  serving  as  a  Contact  Pastor  for 
students  at  other  institutions  from  Durham  to  Greensboro  (N.  C.  College,  Elon 
College,  Greensboro  College,  Guilford  College,  A  &  T  College). 

Raleigh,  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  the  Reverend  John  W.   Cobb,   Pastor. 

This  congregation  and  pastor  conduct  a  ministry  to  students  at  North  Carolina 
State  University  as  well  as  to  those  atending  neighboring  institutions  (St.  Mary's, 
Peace,  Meredith,  Shaw,  St.  Augustine's) 

Financial  support  for  these  three  agencies  is  provided  by  the  Division  of 
College  and  University  Work,  the  N.  C.  Synod,  and  the  American  Lutheran 
Church,  and  some  local  sources.

One  of  the  major  areas  of  responsibility  for  the  Committee  on  College  and 
University  Work  is  to  plan  for  the  wise  and  careful  expenditures  of  the  funds 
solicited  by  CAMPUS.  Already  a  tentative  site  for  the  student  center  at  Duke 
University  has  been  selected.  At  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Greensboro, 
a  choice  and  strategically  located  lot  was  purchased  in  1965  on  which  the  center 
at  that  institution  will  be  erected. 

The  committee  is  now  in  the  process  of  authorizing  the  establishment  of 
foundations  composed  of  pastors  and  laymen  to  proceed  with  the  plans  for  the 
centers.  We  anticipate  setting  up  seven  local  groups  who  wili  act  under  the 
committee's  supervision  to  select  sites,  employ  architects,  and  prepare  plans 
for  the  centers.  At  those  four  institutions  where  enlargement  of  existing  facilities 
is  planned,  the  pastors  and  church  councils  will  oversee  the  planning  and  con- 
struction. 

This  committee  now  faces  many  challenging  and  difficult  moments  ahead  as 
we  sincerely  attempt  to  facilitate  our  Christian  witness  on  the  campuses  of  non- 
Lutheran  colleges  and  universities  in  this  state.  We  welcome  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  all  as  we  proceed  to  strengthen  the  student  ministry.  But  most  of 
all,  we  actively  solicit  the  prayers  of  all  friends  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  and  of  the 
campus  ministry.  Such  prayerful  support  is  necessary  as  we  embark  upon  a  bold, 
extensive   plan   to   relate  Christian   doctrines  to  the   academic   communities.

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Chairman  Paul  Lutz  spoke  in  connection  with  the  CAMPUS  appeal,  and 
presented  the  report  of  the  committee  on  College  and  University  Work.  Dr.  Lutz 
spoke  of  the  growing  needs  of  the  Campus  Ministry  and  the  effects  of  the 
CAMPUS  program.

We  sincerely  hope  the  success  of  CAMPUS 
can  now  be  turned  into  physical  campus  facilities  that  will  be  used  solely  for 
glorifying  God  and  for  furthering   His  work. 

The  Committee  on  College  and  University  Work  would  like  to  make  it  clear 
that  we  believe  CAMPUS  has  had  two  significant   impacts  on   this  synod: 

1.  The  drive  has  provided  enough  money  to  construct  some  of  the  projected 
facilities  for  our  campus  ministry.  The  impact  these  materialistic  campus 
centers  will  have  on  the  synod's  work  will  be  greater  and  more  significant 
in  a  few  years  when  you  will  see  positive,  tangible  benefits  from  CAMPUS. 

2.  This  drive  has  instilled  into  many  Lutherans  a  deeper  understanding  of 
what  it  is  like  to  be  Christ-like  stewards  with  our  time,  our  efforts,  and 
our  money.  Thousands  of  Lutherans  in  this  synod  have  experienced  a 
tremendous  step    in   our  stewardship   growth   and    maturity. 

Thousands  of  Lutheran  students  present  and  future,  in  this  state,  even 
hundreds    of   thousands    cf    future    students   will    benefit    directly    from    CAMPUS. 

He  also  expressed  his  appreciation  to  Director  Eastland  and  to  the  entire 
leadership  staff  for  the  work  done  and   the  witness  borne. 

The  Rev.  Donald  Herb,  regional  secretary  of  the  Division  of  College  and 
University  Work,  National  Lutheran  Council,  was  given  the  convention  floor. 
Dr.  Lutz  gave  tribute  to  Secretary  Herb  for  coordinating  the  activities  of  the 
committee  with  the  wide  area  in  which  the  ministry  to  Lutheran  students  is  being 
conducted,  with  the  pastors  involved,  and  with  the  plans  for  the  projected  stu- 
dent centers.  He  made  mention  of  the  fact  that  Secretary  Herb  has  accepted  a 
position  with  Gettysburg  College,  and  will  soon  be  leaving  this  synod,  and  rec- 
ognized  his  dramatic  contributions  to  the  CAMPUS  Ministry. 

Secretary  Herb  addressed  the  convention.  He  began  by  saying  that  the 
North  Carolina  Synod  is  the  best  informed  synod  on  the  CAMPUS  ministry.  He 
paid  tribute  to  Campus  and  Contact  Pastors  for  their  dedicated  services.  He 
expressed  high  hope  of  a  coordinated  ministry  with  all  Lutheran  bodies  in  the 
new  Lutheran  Council  soon  to  be  formed  replacing  the  National  Lutheran  Coun- 
cil. 

In  closing  the  report,  Dr.  Lutz  said  that  one  tremendous  task  still  confronts 
this  committee  and  that  deals  with  the  wise,  careful  expenditures  of  monies 
raised  by  CAMPUS.  This  committee  and  the  Executive  Board  of  Synod  have  spent 
several  years  in  outlining  and  studying  the  campus  ministry  program.  We  are 
now  in  complete  agreement  as  to  where  the  campus  facilities  should  be  built  and 
the  genercl  nature  of  these  centers.  Even  so,  the  committee  plans  to  visit  all 
eleven  campuses  in  May  and  June  and  make  certain  of  the  scope  of  our  work 
and  the  kinds  of  facilities  that  would   serve  these   instructions   more   effectively. 

We  will  soon  be  in  the  process  of  establishing  foundations  of  local  laymen 
and  pastors  to  oversee  the  details  of  planning  and  erecting  the  campus  facilities. 

Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad  was  recoognized  and  said  that  while  the  Lutheran  Church 
began  in  a  university  it  was  now  returning  to  the  university,  and  urged  the  synod 
to  meet  the  challenge  by  continuing   to  press  the  appeal   until   success   is  sure. 

On  motion  of  Pastor  David  Keck,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  approved 
by  a  standing  vote  expressing  appreciation  to  Paul  Lutz  for  his  untiring  efforts  in 
the  campaign. 

Report  of  Board  of  Trustees,  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 

This  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  covers  the  audited  financial  affairs 
of  Lenoir  Rhyne  Colege  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1965,  academic 
and  related  information  for  the  year  1965-1966,  and  general  information  about 
the  College  for  the   period  since  the    last  annual    report  to   synod. 

BOARD   OF   TRUSTEES 

The    officers    of    the    Board    are:  Harry    E.     Isenhour,     LL.D.,    Chairman, 

Robert  R.  Rhyne,  Sr.,  Vice-Chairman,  the  Reverend  Albert  H.  Keck,  Jr.,  D.D., 
Secretary;  and  O.  Leonard  Moretz,  Treasurer.  Miss  Gladys  Barger  is  Treasurer 
of  the  College. 
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Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  were  held  March  26,  1965,  and  October  22, 
1965.  A  called  meeting  was  conducted  January  28,  1966  Much  of  the 
essential  work  of  the  Board  is  performed  between  meetings  through  its  com- 
mittees. While  all  standing  committees  perform  duties  which  require  periodic 
meetings,  more  frequent  sessions  are  necessary  for  the  Buildings  and  Grounds, 
the    Finance    and    Investment,    and    the    Executive    Committees. 

Revised  by-laws  of  the  College  were  adopted  by  the  Board  March  26,  1965, 
following  a  thorough  study.  The  purpose  of  the  revision  was  to  bring  the  By- 
laws into  harmony  with  the  Charter  as  amended  following  the  constitution  of 
the  Synod  under  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  and  to  improve  various  or- 
ganizational  relationships  and  procedures  in  the  operation  of  the   Board. 

The  last  meeting  of  Synod  elected  the  Reverend  Hoyle  L.  Whiteside,  S.T.M., 
and  Hubert  V.  Pork,  Ph.D.,  to  membership  on  the  Board;  and  the  following 
were  re-elected:  the  Reverend  J.  Frank  Davis,  D.D.;  the  Reverend  R.  Douglas 
Fritz;  Ray  W.  Cline;  Glenn  R.  Frye,  M.D.,  L.L.D.;  Glenn  E.  Ketner,  D.C.S;  and 
O.   Leonard   Moretz 

The  terms  of  the  following  Board  members  expire  with  the  1966  meeting 
of  Synod:  the  Reverend  Dwight  Conrad;  the  Reverend  Samuel  L.  Sox,  D.D.; 
the  Reverend  Walter  N.  Yount;  Harry  M.  Arndt;  Luther  G.  Boliek;  H.  E.  Isen- 
hour,    LL.D.;   Wallace   Jorgenson;   and    Paul    Lutz,    Ph.D. 

CURRENT  OPERATION 

The  student  enrollment  for  the  first  semester  of  this  academic  year  was 
1238,  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the  College.  The  enrollment  for  the  second 
semester  is  1197.  The  1965  Summer  Session  had  an  enrollment  of  848  in  the 
first  term  and  571  in  the  second  term,  giving  a  combined  total  of  962  exclusive 
of  duplicates.  This  represents  an  increase  of  84  over  the  combined  total  of  878 
for  the  two  summer  sessions  of  1964.  The  number  graduating  with  the  bachelor's 
degree  during   1965  was  290. 

Evening  classes  started  in  January,  1965,  are  continuing  this  semester.  En- 
rollment for  the  second  semester  lest  year  was  109;  the  first  semester  this  year, 
82.      The  enrollment  for  the  current  semester  is  68. 

The  operating  statement  for  the  fiscal  year-ended  June  30,  1965,  shows 
an  income  of  $1,931,204.11,  and  total  expenditures  of  $1,912,685.28,  resulting 
in  a  net  gain  of  $18,518.83  in  the  Current  Fund  for  the  year.  Operating  in- 
come included  $67,880.32  from  General  Endowment,  $10,948.18  from  Ford 
Foundation  Fund,  $9,000.00  from  the  Martin  Luther  Stevens  Fund,  and  $27,- 
516.48   from   the   North   Carolina    Foundation    of   Church-Related    Colleges. 

FACULTY   AMD   STAFF 

The  College  added  twelve  new  faculty  members  for  the  year  1965-1966. 
Six  replace  instructors  who  have  retired  from  teaching,  moved  elsewhere,  or 
have  died.  One  is  serving  while  the  regular  faculty  member  is  on  leave  for 
additional  graduate  work.  Five,  including  two  part-time  instructors  in  even- 
ing classes,  have  been  added  for  the  enrichment  of  the  college  program.  The 
faculty    now    numbers    72    full-time    and    eight    part-time    teachers. 

Two  additional  persons  have  been  added  to  the  library  staff,  one  to  that 
of  the    registrar's  office,   and   one   to   the   staff    in    the    public    relations   office. 

Increasing  enrollments  during  the  next  few  years  will  necessitate  the  addition 
of  faculty  members.  As  this  trend  is  universal,  the  College  is  confronted  now, 
and  will  be  confronted  more  seriously  in  the  future,  with  the  problem  of  securing 
a  competent  faculty  in  a  highly  competitive  market.  An  adequate  budget  is 
essential  if  this  crisis  is  to  be  met. 

ENDOWMENT  FUND 

The  Board  has  continued  the  services  of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Catawba  County,  under  the  advisory  counsel  of  Standard  &  Poor,  as  managing 
agent  for  the  Regular  Endowment  and  the  Ford  Foundation  Funds.  The 
auditor's  statement  included  in  this  report  shows  the  value  of  the  funds  as  of 
June  30,  1965.  The  Standard  &  Poor  evaluation  as  of  December  31,  1965, 
shows  the  following:  Regular  Endowment  (market  value)  $1,105,218.00;  Ford 
Foundation  Fund,  $286,102.00.  In  addition,  the  audit  of  June  30,  1965, 
shows    other    endowment    assets    of    $389,964.84    which    are     under    the    direct 
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management  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Investment  of  the  Board.  The 
Martin  Luther  Stevens  Trust  Fund,  which  is  under  the  exclusive  management  of 
the  Wachovia  Bank  and  Trust  Co.,  Asheville,  has  a  value  of  $224,534.03,  the 
income  of  which  is  an  endowment  for  the  Martin  Luther  Stevens  Professorship. 

Additions  to  the  Endowment  are  being  made  as  funds  become  available. 
Every  effort  should  be  made  to  increase  the  endowment  to  the  point  that  it  is 
commensurate  with  the  enrollment. 

FUND    FOR    PROGRESS 

The  1963  Campaign  is  providing  funds  which  are  helping  to  meet  some  of 
the  capital  needs  of  the  College.  The  total  pledged  in  the  appeal  reached 
$1,806,361.86.  Receipts  amounted  to  $1,394,184.56  on  February  18,  1966. 
Although  the  campaign  date  for  pledges  is  rapidly  expiring,  the  importance  of 
receiving  the  balance  due  of  every  pledge  cannot  be  overemphasized.  The 
pledge  for  $150,000.00  from  the  Carl  A.  Rudisill  Foundation  included  in  the 
balance  due  will  be  secured  when  the   library  project  gets  under  way. 

EXPANSION   OF   FACILITIES 

During  the  past  year  renovations  and  improvements  have  been  made  in 
several  areas:  (1)  Four  tennis  courts  and  a  paved  parking  area  have  been 
constructed  adjacent  to  Shuford  Gymnasium  at  a  cost  of  $24,300.00.  These 
courts  have  been  built  to  tournament  specifications  complete  with  fencing  and 
landscaping.  The  small  parking  area  is  a  beginning  in  the  attempt  to  solve 
the  problem  of  where  to  park  vehicles  on  campus.  (2)  After  the  administrative 
offices  were  moved  from  the  Rhyne  Building,  the  space  occupied  by  administra- 
tive offices  was  renovated  into  three  classrooms  and  office  space  for  twelve 
faculty   members. 

CARL    A.    RUDISILL    LIBRARY 

On  January  28,  1966,  the  Board  of  Trustees  awarded  a  contract  for  the 
expansion  and  renovation  of  the  Carl  A.  Rudisill  Library.  The  contract  will 
provide  reader  space  for  375  students,  and  shelving  for  a  collection  of  120,000 
volumes.  It  will  make  provision  for  technical  resources  for  a  library  program 
to  serve  a  possible  enrollment  of  1,500  students.  The  entire  building  will  be 
air  conditioned,  and  the  old  portion  will  be  re-lighted.  Work  will  get  underway 
this  spring,  and  will  be  completed  by  September,    1967. 

The  same  contract  covers  work  to  complete  unfinished  basement  areas  of 
Minges  Science  Building.  This  expansion  will  provide  a  faculty  office,  two  lecture- 
laboratories,  and  a  preparation  -  research  room.  An  observatory  dome  and  a 
telescope  will  be  placed  on  the  roof.  The  work  on  Minges  Science  Building 
will   be  completed  during  the   coming   summer. 

The  cost,  estimated  at  $760,000.00,  including  furniture  and  equipment, 
will  be  financed  by  a  Federal  grant  of  $218,000.00,  contributions  from  the 
1963  Fund  for  Progress  campaign,  and  the  General  Building  Fund  of  the  College. 
Two  significant  contributions  toward  the  library  building  have  been  received: 
cne  in  the  amount  of  $150,000.00  from  the  Carl  A.  Rudisill  Foundation,  and  the 
ether  from  the  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock  Foundation  for  $30,000.00.  The 
original  library  building  was  constructed  in  1943  and  was  a  gift  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Carl  A.  Rudisill,  of  Cherryville,  and  their  children,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  W. 
Borland  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.   Ben  Rudisill. 

TRIBUTE   TO    DR.   W.    K.   MAUNEY 

Dr.  W.  K.  Mauney,  Kings  Mountain,  N.  C,  resigned  from  his  unexpired 
term  in  1965  because  of  failing  health  which  prevented  him  from  participating 
as  fully  as  he  desired  in  board  activities.  Dr.  Mauney  became  a  member  of  the 
board  in  1925  and  rendered  continuous  service  in  this  capacity  for  forty  years. 
In  addition  to  his  personal  service,  his  financial  support  was  extraordinary  in 
regularity  and  generousity.  He  was  elected  by  the  board  as  member  Emeritus 
for  life. 

SEVENTY-FIFTH  ANNIVERSARY 

September  1,  1966,  marks  the  Seventy-fifth  Anniversary  of  the  opening  of 
Lenoir   Rhyne  College. 

In  observance,  the  College  is  engaged  in  a  twelve-month  celebration.  The 
President  spoke  at  the  opening  convocation  of  the  seventy-fifth  academic  session 
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on  September  9,  1965,  to  launch  the  commemoration.  One  year  later,  a  birthday 
celebration  and  special  convocation  on  September  11,  1966,  will  climax  the  ob- 
servance. Principal  speaker  for  the  event  will  be  Dr.  Werner  von  Braun,  director 
of  the  George  E.  Marshall  Space  Flight   Center,   Huntsville,   Alabama. 

Between  the  two  dates,  varied  events  are  taking  place  to  recall  past 
achievements  and  to  chart  future  improvements.  The  anniversary  sets  the 
theme  for  Homecoming  and  Spring  Festival  weekend,  and  will  provide  the  motif 
for  the  college's  entertainment  of  delegates  and  visitors  attending  this  convention 
of  the  synod.  Events  of  Alumni  Day  on  May  28  will  center  on  the  events  and 
personalities  in  the  history  of  the  college.  The  seventy-fifth  commencement, 
May  29-30,  will  feature  two  distinguished  speakers:  Dr.  Franklin  Clark  Fry, 
president  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  will  deliver  the  baccalaureate 
sermon  on  May  29;  Dr.  D.  Elton  Trueblood,  professor  of  philosophy  at  Earlham 
College,  Richmond,  Indiana,  will  present  the  commencement  address  on  May  30. 
The  anniversary  is  also  being  noted  during  the  year  with  wide  distribution  of  two 
special  Lenoir  Rhyne  audio-visuals:  a  sound  film  produced  by  the  Jefferson 
Standard  Foundation  of  Charlotte,  and  a  sound  filmstrip  produced  by  the  College. 

Not  all  is  festive.  "Project  75th:  Dialogues/Directions"  is  introspective. 
This  series  of  eight  symposia  is  helping  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  community  explore 
ways  the  church-related  college  can  improve  its  service  to  the  church,  education, 
the  arts,  the  realm  of  the  intellect,  science,  the  business  community,  and  public 
affairs.  An  authority  in  the  related  field  leads  each  discussion.  The  guest 
speakers  have  included  Dr.  Francis  Gamelin,  executive  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
College  Education  and  Church  Vocations  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America;  Dr. 
Vittorio  Giannini,  president  of  the  North  Carolina  School  of  the  Arts,  Winston- 
Salem;  Terry  Sanford,  former  governor  of  North  Carolina;  Dr.  William  F.  Little, 
chairman  of  the  DeDartment  of  Chemistry,  University  of  North  Carolina  ar  Chapel 
Hill;  Dr.  Lois  Edinger,  immediate  past  president  of  the  National  Education 
Association;  and  Luther  Hodges,  former  governor  of  North  Carolina,  former 
U.  S.  Secretary  of  Commerce,  and  now  chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Research 
Triangle  Foundation  of  North  Carolina.  The  project  is  scheduled  to  climax  this 
month  when  national  leaders  come  to  the  campus  to  form  a  symposium  review 
panel  and  help  summarize  the  total  effort.  It  is  hoped  that  published  proceed- 
ings of  all  the  discussions  will  not  only  lay  the  foundation  for  additional  self- 
study  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  but  make  a  worthy  contribution  to  the  field  of  Christian 
higher   education    in    America. 

We  regard  the  followinq  item  in  last  year's  report  to  be  of  such  importance 
thct  we  are  repeating  it  verbatim. 

The  Board  requests  the  Synod  to  approve  the  increased  item  for  the  College 
in  the  proposed  synodical  budget.  The  growth  of  the  Institution,  both  in  number 
of  students  and  in  physical  plant,  requires  a  Icrger  faculty  and  administrative 
staff,  as  well  as  higher  expenditures  for  plant  operation.  These  items  are 
normal  to  a  growing  institution.  It  is  essential  that  the  synod  and  the  congre- 
gation provide  the  additional  support  so  urgently  needed. 

A  consolidated  balance  sheet  with  auditor's  certificate  is  attached  for  your 
consideration.

Report  on  Examination  or  Accounts 

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  statement  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College, 
Hickory,  North  Carolina,  as  of  June  30,  1965,  and  the  related  operating  state- 
ment of  income  and  expenditures,  and  changes  in  fund  balances  for  the  year  then 
ended.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such 
auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances.  We  made 
a  similar  examination  for  the  year  ended  June  30,    1964. 

In  accordance  with  practices  followed  by  nonprofit  educational  institutions, 
no  provision  has  been  made  for  depreciation  of  educational  plant  nor  has 
accrued  interest  receivable  on  investments  or  prepaid  expenses  been  given  effect 
in  the  accounts. 

In   our  opinion,   the  accompanying   comparative   balance   sheet   and   operating 
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statements,  and  related  notes,  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College  at  June  30,  1965  and  1964,  and  the  results  of  its  operations 
for  the  years  ended  those  dates,  and  were  prepared  in  conformity  with  accounting 
practice  generally  followed  by  educational  institutions  applied  on  a  consistent 
basis  for  the  two  years.

The  report  was  presented  by  H.  E.  Isenhour,  LL.D.,  chairman  of  the  Board, 
who  expressed  profound  regrets  for  the  absence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer, 
president  of  the  college,  due  to  illness,  but  conveyed  to  the  convention  a  mes- 
sage from  Dr.  Cromer  that  his  heart  and  spirit  were  in  the  convention. 

Chairman  Isenhour  reviewed  the  items  of  the  report  accenting  the  seventy- 
fifth  anniversary  year  of  the   founding  of  the  college. 

Dr.  Isenhour  recognized  the  contributions  of  W.  K.  Mauney,  LL.D.  for  his 
forty  years  of  continuous  service  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  following 
testimonial   is  to  be   inserted   in  the  Report  of  the   Board  of  Trustees. 

"Dr.  W.  K.  Mauney,  Kings  Mountain,  N.  O,  resigned  from  his  un- 
expired term  in  1965  because  of  failing  health  which  prevented  him 
from  participating  as  fully  as  he  desired  in  board  activities.  Dr. 
Mauney  became  a  member  of  the  board  in  1925  and  rendered  con- 
tinuous service  in  this  capacity  for  forty  years.  In  addition  to  his 
personal  service,  his  financial  support  was  extraordinary  in  regularity 
and  generosity.  He  was  elected  by  the  board  as  member  Emeritus  for 
life. 

Others  recognized  for  their  outstanding  contributions  were  Prof.  E.  L. 
Setzler,  Prof.  G.  R.  Patterson,  and  Miss  Gladys  Barger,  representing  a  total  of 
125  years  of  service  to  the  college. 

Mr.  Jeff  Norris  was  recognized  for  announcements  regarding  the  entertain- 
ment of  convention  delegates  and  guests  at  the  college. 

He  announced  that  a  film  and  tape  had  been  produced  and  financed  by  the 
Jefferson  Standard  Foundation  on  the  college  motto  "The  Truth  Shall  Make 
You  Free"  as  a  service  to  the  college  during  its  anniversary  celebration,  and 
acknowledged  the  contribution  of  Mr.  Wallace  Jorgenson,  a  member  of  the 
College   Board   of  Trustees,   in    its  production. 

Mr.  Harry  Livingood,  Business  Manager  of  the  college,  was  also  recognized 
and  gcve  a  listing  of  college  activities  planned  for  late  Tuesday  afternoon  and 
evening  for  convention  delegates  and   guests. 

On  motion  of  Pastor  Dwight  Conrad,  Sec.  Lyerly  was  instructed  to  pen 
an  appropriate  letter  to  Dr.  Cromer  conveying  the  synod's  regrets  for  his  absence 
and  hopes  for  his  speedy  recovery. 

The  report  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  as  a  gesture  of  appreciation  for 
the  relentless  leadership  of  Dr.   Isenhour  as  chairman  of  the  board.

Lutheran  Theological  Southern  Seminary 

Controlling  thought  as  we  begin  the  review  of  a  Seminary  year  is  the 
thankfulness  we  owe  to  Christ  and  His  Church  for  the  unnumbered  blessings  we 
have  had  at  their  hands.  Gratitude  becomes  a  kind  of  rhapsody,  because  the 
evidence  of  goodness  and  mercy  following  our  school  day  by  day  are  so  bountiful. 

This  is  clearly  apparent,  for  example,  in  the  increcsed  number  of  students 
who  have  come  to  Southern  Seminary  to  prepare  for  ordination.  The  current 
school  year's  entering  group,  numbering  50,  was  the  largest  in  our  135  year 
history.

These  students  come  from  16  states  and  Japan.  There  are  graduates  of 
50  colleges  and  universities;  43  among  undergraduates;  7  additional  schools  are 
represented  by  graduate  students;  42  come  from  Lenoir  Rhyne  College;  32 
from  Newberry  College  and  1  from  Roanoke  College.  Five  non-Lutherans  are 
among  the  undergraduates,  viz,  Baptist,  Episcopal,  Methodist  and  Presbyterian. 
One  undergraduate  is  from  the  American  Lutheran  Church  and  one  from  the 
Lutheran  Church-Missouri  Synod. 

Of  the  regular  and  special  students  63  are  married.  They  have  50  chil- 
dren. The  wives  of  45  students  work  outside  their  home.  Twenty  married  and 
9  single  students,  7  of  them  are  girls,  live  in  Columbia  off-campus.  (This  points 
the  need  for  additional  student  housing.)  The  entire  Seminary  community,  ex- 
cepting   graduate    students,    numbers    294    persons. 

In  the  aggregate  81  students  enrolled  in  the  three  Graduate  School  terms: 
Spring  26,  Summer  31,  Fall  24.  Twenty  ministers  of  non-Lutheran  church 
bodies  were  enrolled   in  the   1965  Graduate  School  sessions. 

BUDGET:    IN    BALANCE 

The  goodwill  expressed  in  the  financial  support  given  us  by  more  than 
700  congregations  in  the  five  synods  of  the  southeastern  U.S.A.  sustains  our 
thankfulness.  A  discerning  study  of  the  report  of  our  Treasurer,  Mr.  N.  E.  Der- 
rick, and  of  the  Appeal  Fund  as  presented  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  S.  Keller  at  the  end 
of  this  record  will  show  that  our  receipts  continue  to  be  encouraging,  and  enable 
us  practically  to   balance   our  carefully  controlled   budget. 


FACULTY    FACTS 

Faculty  expansion  helped  to  make  1965  a  notable  year.  With  the  coming 
of  Associate  Professor,  the  Rev.  Austin  Focht  Shell,  M.A.,  to  develop  the  De- 
partment of  Pastoral  Care,  and  of  Mr.  Gordon  Alexander  Beaver,  M.M.S.,  both 
to  offer  courses  in  Church  Music  and  give  pipe  organ  and  piano  instruction,  im- 
portant new  strengths  have  been  added  to  the  Seminary's  teaching  staff.  Field 
work,  clinical  training  and  preaching  assignments  are  also  in  Associate  Professor 
Shell's  portfolio. 
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Three  members  of  the  faculty  have  finished  course  work  in  their  Doctor  of 
Philosophy  programs.  They  are  now  in  the  process  of  completing  their  doctoral 
theses,  viz.  the  Rev.  John  Benjamin  Bedenbaugh,  the  Rev.  Harold  Franklin  Park 
and   the   Rev.   Austin   Focht  Shell. 

"DEAN-ELECT    BOST" 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Raymond  Morris  Bost,  since  1960  a  Professor  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Church  History,  and  Professor  of  Missions,  has  received  and  accepted 
a  call  to  become  Academic  Dean  at  our  sister  institution,  Lenoir  Rhyne  College, 
in  Hickory,  North  Carolina.  Dr.  Bost  will  begin  his  new  ministry  in  mid-summer 
of  1966.  Besides  the  highly  effective  teaching  done  by  him  at  the  Seminary,  he 
has  made  outstanding  contributions  to  the  development  of  the  Seminary's  field 
work,  clinical  training  and  internship  programs.  Dr.  Bost's  vigorous  and  crea- 
tive interest  in  the  history  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  the  southeast  is  proven 
by  the  fact  that  his  Yale  University  doctoral  thesis  was  focused  on  John  Bach- 
man,  an  ecclesiastical  and  educational  pioneer  of  this  area.  In  the  departure 
of  the  Bosts  the  Seminary  will  have  an  additional  serious  loss  in  that  Mrs.  Bost 
has  for  two  years  been  the  capable  and  wise  Secretary  to  the  Faculty.  Dr.  Bost 
will  bring  to  his  new  post  a  blend  of  professional  and  personal  gifts  fitting  exactly 
its  requirements.  His  erstwhile  colleagues  commend  him  to  his  new  ones  with 
admiration   and   affection. 

DR.    CREAGER    "SCORES" 

We  co^ratulate  the  "Senoir"  of  our  faculty,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Harold  Luther 
Creager,  who  is  in  the  twentieth  year  of  his  scholarly  tenure.  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Creager  continue  vigorously  with  their  solicitude  and  thoughtfulness  for  the 
Seminary's   entire   personnel. 

LABORATORY    EXPERIMENTS 

Assistant  Professor  James  Obert  Kempson  is  in  consultation  with  the  South 
Carolina  Educational  Television  authorities  on  a  plan  for  the  possible  develop- 
ment, in  consultation  with  the  Department  of  the  ministry  of  the  National  Coun- 
cil of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  the  U.S.A.,  of  an  educational  TV  program  for 
ministers    in   the   area    of    Pastoral    Care. 

Professor  George  Frederick  Schott,  Secretary  of  the  Faculty,  and  Chairman 
of  its  Committee  on  Curriculum,  is  guiding  the  completion  of  the  new  curriculum 
which  will  go  into  effect  in  September,  1967.  That  curriculum  will:  reduce  the 
number  of  class  lecture  hours;  proviOe  a  significant  increase  in  seminars;  cor- 
relate off-campus  instruction  and  practice  with  academic  instruction;  make 
available  a  choice  between  thesis  writing  and  six  credit  hours  of  electives;  and 
will  markedly  increase  the  number  of  elective  courses.  An  experiment  in  applying 
two  phases  of  the  new  curriculum,  i.e.,  reduction  in  the  number  of  lecture  hours, 
and  more  extensive  use  of  guided  reading  and  seminars,  is  being  conducted  with 
the  1966  Senior  class  in  its  final  quarter  year.  Prof.  Hugh  George  Anderson 
provided  the  basic  structure  for  this  experiment. 

Beginning  in  1967  applicants  for  admission  to  LTSS  will  be  required  to  have 
had  two  years  of  college  Greek  (or  its  equivalent)  for  admission.  To  aid  those 
deficient  in  their  preparation  in  Greek,  Assistant  Professor  James  Stroud  Aull  will 
again  conduct  at  the  Seminary  a  "cram  course"  in  Beginner's  Greek,  July  18 
to  August  27,  Mondays  through  Saturday.  In  that  period  the  equivalent  of  one 
academic  year's  work   is  covered. 

POST-ORDINATION  LEARNING 

Southern  Seminary's  continuing  education  program  for  ordained  ministers  is 
expanding  and  intensifying.  June  6-16,  1966  will  find  an  Institute  of  thirty 
pastors  and  six  staff  persons  conducting  this  project  according  to  the  new 
format,  worked  out  by  the  Board  of  Theological  Education  in  conference  with 
the  directors  of  these  Institutes  throughout  the  LCA — Professors  Schott  and 
Kempson    are    injecting    new    procedures    into    the    ten    day   Southern    Seminar    on 
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Theology  in  Life  conducted  annually  at  Lutheridge,  Arden,  North  Carolina,  for 
twelve  pastors  who  are  in  the  early  years  of  their  ministry. — Under  the  direction 
of  Prof.  Anderson  and  Assistant  Professor  Park  the  "Southern  Scholars"  program 
has  fully  justified  in  the  second  year  of  this  experiment  the  hopes  that  launched 
it.  The  Board  of  Theological  Education  is  the  joint  sponsor.  In  three  groups  of 
six,  four  and  five  ministers  respectively,  eight  to  ten  days  were  spent  literally 
"living"  in  the  Seminary's  library,  in  a  few  group  consultations  and  in  colloquia 
with  faculty  members.  The  "Scholars",  recognized  in  advance  as  academic 
"self  starters,"  have  found  these  to  be  exhilerating  days. 

The  mainstays  of  our  continuing  education  for  ministers  are  the  sessions  of 
our  Graduate  School  at  the  Seminary  itself  and  at  Roanoke  College,  Salem, 
Virginia.  Through  a  $7,500  grant  successfully  solicited  from  the  LCa  Bocrd  of 
College  Education  and  Church  Vocations  by  Roanoke  College's  President,  Perry 
F.  Kendig,  Ph.D.,  the  college  Librarian,  Mrs.  Lucile  D.  Snow,  in  consultation  with 
LTSS  Librarian  Wiliam  Richard  Fritz,  has  established  at  its  new  library  a  section 
containing  a  basic  theological  library  intended  in  large  part  for  use  by  our 
Graduate  School  extension.  The  1966  Roanoke  dates  are  July  5  to  July  23. 
Lecturers  will  be:  Professor  John  Benjamin  Bedenbaugh,  "Christ  and  His  Church: 
Studies  in  New  Testament  Theology";  Assistant  Professor  Harold  Franklin  Park, 
"Problems  in  Parish  Education";  Guest  Lecturer,  Eric  W.  Gritsch,  Ph.D.,  Pro- 
fessor of  Church  History,  Lutheran  Theological  Seminary,  Gettysburg,  Penn- 
sylvania,  "Martin   Luther's  Early  Theological   Development." 

The  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  dates  are  May  30  to  June  17  with  the  follow- 
ing professors  participating:  Richard  Carl  Hoefler,  D.D.,  "The  Gospel  and  the 
Church  Year";  Raymond  Morris  Bost,  Ph.D.,  "Theology  and  Cultural  Change"; 
Guest  Lecturer,  the  Rev.  Paul  Wiliam  Ozias  Heist,  D.D.,  Pastor,  St.  John  Lu- 
theran Church,  Martins  Ferry,  Ohio,   "Study  of  the  Johnnine  Literature." 

PURCHASE   OF    PROPERTIES 

In  the  year  under  review  the  seminary  has  purchased  two  houses  and  lots 
in  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  one,  at  930  Brantley  Street,  as  a  residence  for 
Associate  Professor  Austin  Focht  Shell  and  his  family;  the  other  at  909  Hillcrest 
Avenue  (three  lots  west  of  the  Seminary  Library)  to  be  used  as  a  duplex  for 
married  students.  (Over  thirty  students  must  now  live  in  off-campus  housing). 
The  latter  lot  will,  we  trust,  eventually  be  combined  with  adjacent  properties  for 
expansion   of   seminary  housing. 

CHANGE   OF   PILOT 

At  the  May  19,  1965  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  Rev.  Dr.  Luther 
Boyd  Hamrn,  the  then  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  submitted  his  resigna- 
tion inasmuch  as  he  was  moving  to  Hickory,  North  Carolina,  to  serve  as  Assistant 
Pastor  of  Bethany  Lutheran  Church  and  could  therefore  not  continue  as  an  electee 
of  the  South  Carolina  Synod.  The  board  paid  glowing  tribute  to  Dr.  Hamm  for 
his  four  years  of  skillful  and  high-hearted  leadership.  It  then  elected  the  Rev. 
J.  Luther  Mauney,  D.D.,  L.H.D.,  President  of  the  Board,  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  Dr.  Mauney,  an  alumnus  of  the  Seminary,  is  the  President  of  the  Vir- 
ginia   Synod. 

WOMEN'S    AUXILIARY:    A    WINNING    TEAM 

Year  after  year  the  Seminary's  Women's  Auxiliary  makes  possible  our  pur- 
chase of  new  facilities  and  devices  that  modernize  and  maintain  our  property. 
Beautification  of  the  campus  is  aiso  a  prominent  interest  of  these  open-handed 
ladies.  A  recently  prepared  film  strip  picturing  numerous  projects  completed  by 
them  reveals  the  variety  and  volume  of  help  that  comes  from  this  corps  of  co- 
operators.  Mrs.  Aubrey  Mauney  and  Mrs.  Deems  Haltiwanger  are,  respectively; 
President  and   Chairman   of   the    Projects   Committee. 

THAT    EXALTING    CHAPEL 

As  this  report  is  written  the  builders  are  about  to  pour  the  concrete  which 
will    complete    the    last    "deck"    of    the    Seminary's    new    chapel.       Several    serious 
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delays  have  been  experienced  in  the  first  eleven  months  of  the  building  process, 
but  these  have  not  been  without  their  contribution  to  the  basic  solidity  of  the 
structure. A  sub-contractor,  who  will  have  to  do  with  auxiliary  rather  than  essential 
structure,  says  of  the  new  chapel:  "It  is  Columbia's  most  substantially  built 
building."  The  mass  and  "lift"  of  the  edifice  are  already  apparent  and  the 
completion  of  a  building  matching  our  great  expectations  is  probably  not  more 
than  ten  or  twelve  months  away.  The  Rev.  Herman  W.  Cauble,  Chairman  of 
the  Chapel  Planning  and  Building  Committee,  the  Rev.  Dr.  A.  Kenneth  Hewitt, 
Chairman  of  the  Chapel  Memorials  Committee,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Richard  C. 
Hoefler  continue  to  give  this  exciting  project  their  informed  and  dedicated  lead- 
ership. 

COMMENCEMENT    UPLIFT 

Our  hope  is  that  hundreds  of  alumni  and  friends  will  be  with  us  at  Com- 
me  ncement,  May  26,  1966,  to  see  the  chapel's  towering  arches  in  their  unfinish- 
ed form.  This  will  heighten  joy  in  the  granduer  to  be  seen  later  on  Dedication 
Day.  Also  adorning  Commencement  this  year  will  be  two  distinguished  speak- 
ers, viz:  The  Rev.  Hagen  A.  K.  Staack,  Ph.D.,  of  Muhlenberg  College,  the  Com- 
mencement Week  lecturer;  and  Chaplain  John  D.  Keister  of  Roanoke  College,  who 
will  bring  the  message  at  the  Commencement  service.

In  a  moving  report  of  seminary  activities  and  functions,  Dr.  F.  Eppling 
Reintartz,  president,  paid  tribute  to  the  synod  for  its  support  in  finances  and  per- 
sonnel.

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE   BY-LAWS 

Buchman  S.   Brown  submitted   the  following   by-law  amendments. 
That  Section    l-D-2  of  the  by-laws  be  amended   by  striking  the  present  sec- 
tion  and    inserting    in    its   place   the    following: 

2.  "The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be  published  in  the  bulletin. 
Only  those  items  of  the  report  requiring  approval  of  the  convention  shall  be 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  convention  for  action.  Other  items  may  be  called 
to  the  attention  of  the  convention,  but  shall  be  received  as  information  without 
action  by  virtue  of  their  being  published  in  the  bulletin.  The  president  may 
designate  various  members  of  the  Executive  Board  to  present  parts  of  the  report 
to  the  convention." 

That  Section  1 -D-7  of  the  by-laws  be  amended  by  striking  all  of  sub-item 
b.  and  relettering  the  remaining  subsections  in  proper  order. 

That  Section  l-E-2  of  the  by-laws  be  amended  by  designating  the  present 
Section  2  as  Section  2  a.  and  adding  the  following  as  Section  b: 

b.  "When  is  becomes  evident  that  a  ministerial  or  lay  delegate  elected 
by  this  synod  is  unable  to  be  in  attendance  prior  to  the  afternoon  session  on  the 
third  day  of  the  convention  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  and  no  elected 
alternate  is  available,  the  president  of  the  synod  may  appoint  a  substitute." 

The  afternoon  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:00  o'clock  to  permit  convention 
delegates  to  participate  in  the  events  planned  by  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  host  for 
the  evening. 

Chaplain   Fritz  dismissed  the  convention   with   prayer.

Tuesday    evening,    May    3,    1966-7:30-9:30    o'clock 
P.    E.    Monroe    Auditorium,    Lenoir    Rhyne    College 

Earlier  in  the  afternoon  convention  delegates  were  given  guided  tours  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College  and  were  dinner  guests  in  the  college  cafeteria. 

The  program  began  at  7:30  p.m.  The  Convention  shared  with  the  students, 
faculty,  and  administration  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  one  of  the  events  in  the 
celebration  of  Lenoir  Rhyne's  75th  Anniversary  year. 
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Music  from  "The  Sound  of  Music"  by  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  Voice  Ensemble 
brought  a  standing  ovation  from  the  convention.  The  colorful  costumes,  ex- 
cellent instrumental,  musical  background,  and  lovely  lilting  voices  brought  joy 
to  the  hearts  of  the    listening   audience. 

The  voice  of  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer  was  heard  from  a  recording  made  at  his 
home.  A  hush  fell  on  the  group  in  respect  and  admiration  as  he  welcomed  the 
convention  and  commended  the  N.  C.  Synod  for  its  nurture  and  support  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College.  He  expressed  his  disappointment  that  he  could  not  be 
present. 

At  8  p.m.  the  Anniversary  Program,  "Lenoir  Rhyne  College:  Reflections  of 
The  Times,"  by  Glenn  and  Jackie  Sumpter,  presented  by  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  Play- 
makers  and  Department  of  Music,  took  the  Convention  back  seventy-five  years 
to  hardships,   growth,   personal   criticism,   humor,   downfalls  and   mountain   peaks.

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President  Whittecar  declared  those  receiving  the  necessary  majority  of  votes 
cast  duly  elected  as  so  designated  in  the  report,  and  instructed  delegates  to  be 
prepared  to  cast  their  second  ballots  during  the  lunch  hour. 

Pastor  Dwight  Conrad  of  the  host  church  directed  delegates  to  the  table 
which  had  been  set  up   in  the  plaza   for  voting   purposes. 

Secretary  Lyeriy,  recognized  for  remarks  regarding  his  re-election,  thanked 
the  delegates  for  their  vote  of  confidence  as  expressed  by  their  voting,  but  said 
that  he  had  mixed  emotions  over  his  re-election.  He  said  that  while  it  had  been 
a  joy  to  serve  cs  synod's  secretary  in  the  varied  areas  of  responsibility  assigned 
him,  he  expressed  preference  for  parish  work  and  especially  mission  development 
as  being  his  first  love.  He  referred  to  the  many  opportunities  for  field  services  in 
the  office  which  kept  him  in  close  touch  with  parish  life  and  the  multiple  con- 
tacts with  the  constituency  of  the  synod  which  had  increased  his  spiritual  stature. 
He  said  that  he  would  continue  to  serve  in  this  office  until  the  Lord  called  him 
to  another  field  of  service. 

President  Whittecar  greeted  and  congratulated  Secretary  Lyerly  upon  his 
re-election,   and   expressed    gratification    upon    his   acceptance. 

Amendment'  cf  By-Laws:  Secretary  Lyerly  presented  Recommendation  2  of 
the  Executive  Board  and  moved  that  By-Law  Section  1  -D-3  be  amended  by 
striking  the  words,  "thirty  minutes"  and  inserting  the  words,  "the  time  alloted 
by  the  Executive  Board,  which  would  cause  the  By-Law  to  read: 

"Reports   from    institutions   and   committees   shall    be    limited    to    the    time 

alloted  by  the  Executive  Board  unless  the  occasion  demands  an  extension 

of    time    granted    by    the    president.    Greetings    shall    be    limited    to    five 

minutes." 

Due   notice  had  been   served  of  this  by-law  amendment  on   the   previous  day. 

Recommendation    2  was  adopted   and    By-Law    l-D-3   was  amended. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Social  Ministry 

The  Committee  has  held  three  meetings  since  the  Burlington  Convention  of 
Synod,  May  3-6,  1965.  These  meetings  were  held  at  the  Church  House,  Salis- 
bury, on  June  21,    1965,  October   12,    1965,  and  March  22,    1966. 

This  was  a  year  of  changing  personnel  for  the  Social  Ministry  Committee. 
Four  new  clerical  members  were  welcomed  to  the  committee  replacing  men  who 
had  moved  to  other  districts,  and  four  new  members,  three  lay  and  one  clerical, 
were  welcomed  to  the  committee  as  a  result  of  new  district  elections. 

The  work  of  the  committee  is  organized  with  the  following  sub-committees: 
Human  Relations,  Ministry  to  Aged,  Ministry  to  Children,  Program  and  Projects, 
and  Chaplaincy  Service.  At  least  two  members  of  the  Committee  serve  on  each 
sub-committee.  The  committee's  report  to  the  synod  is  submitted  under  the  fol- 
lowing headings: 

!.  PROGRAM  AND  ACTIVITIES 
A.  Committee  Workshop  with  BSM  Representatives  October  12,  1965:  A  team 
visit  from  the  LCA  Board  of  Social  Ministry  with  the  N.  C.  Synod  committee 
was  a  feature  of  the  year  to  better  prepare  the  Synod's  Social  Ministry  Com- 
mittee for  its  responsibilities.  On  October  12,  1965,  Dr.  Harold  Haas,  Ex- 
ecutive Secretary  of  the  BSM;  Dr.  Cedric  Tilberg,  Secretary,  Program  and 
Leadership;  and  the  Rev.  Carl  Thomas,  Secretary  Agencies  and  Institutions, 
met  with  the  committee  in  an  all  day  session.  They  stated  the  role  of  the 
Social  Ministry  Committee  of  the  synod  is  that  of  an  enabler  and  stimulator 
and  defined  Social  Ministry  as  the  involvement  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  in  the  v/orld  as  it  serves  persons  with  special  needs  and  participates 
responsibly   in   the   Social   Order. 
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B.  School  for  New  Pastors  and  Their  Wives  on   November   16,   1965:      A  two- 

hour  Social  Ministry  Workshop  for  the  new  pastors  and  their  wives  was  con- 
ducted in  connection  with  the  annual  workshop  sponsored  by  the  Synodical 
Operational   Committee. 

C.  District    Meeting    Workshop:      At    the    Spring    meeting    of    the    six    Districts 

February  6  to  27,  1966,  the  District  representatives  of  the  Social  Ministry 
Committee,  assisted  by  the  Reverend  Ernest  L.  Misenheimer,  D.D.,  staff 
worker  in  Social  Ministry,  conducted  a  workshop  with  the  congregational 
Social   Ministry  chairmen. 

D.  Annual   Social   Ministry   Progress    Reports:      The   congregations    reported    the 
following  interesting  information  on  the  progress  report  sheets: 

1.  Sponsor  English  Class  for  Cuban  Refugees  and  foreign  immigrants. 

2.  Sponsor  Senior  Citizen's  group. 

3.  Visit  and   remember  shut-ins  in  special  way,  birthday  occasions,   etc. 

4.  Contributions  of  money  and  time  to  ministry  to  Migrant  workers. 

5.  Help  poor  and  needy  in  the  community. 

6.  Help   with   rehabilitation   of   people   re-entering   society. 

7.  Take   in  meals  in  the  event  of  a  death. 

8.  Regular  visits  to  patients   in   Institutions,   rest  homes,   etc. 

9.  Provide  transportation   to  church   services. 

10.  Assistance   with   medical   bills.

18.  Sponsor  study   programs   in   mental    health,    race   relations,   community 
needs,  etc. 

19.  Offer  employment  help  where  needed. 

20.  Help  recruit  blood  donors  for  bloodmobile. 

21.  Visit  penal   institutions. 

22.  Used  clothing  corner,    Kitchen  corner  for  transients. 

23.  Found  home  and  provided  for  unwed  mother. 

24.  Helped   poor  Negro  families. 

25.  Built   a    Nursery   School    in    a    slum    area 

26.  Provided  clothing   for   Lutheran  World   Relief 

27.  Providing  "Message  for  the  Day"  for  all   patients  in  hospital. 

28.  Special  ministeries  by  church  groups  to  patients  in  wards  of  mental 
hospital. 

E.  Lutheran  Institutional  Chaplaincy,  Durham  Area — A  Ministry  to  Lutherans  in 

the  institutions  in  the  Durham-Raleigh-Chapel  Hill  area  was  established  and 
supervised  under  the  direction  of  the  Social  Ministry  Committee  in  accord 
with  Synod  action  in  Burlington.  The  Reverend  J.  White  Iddings,  D.D., 
began  his  work  as  Chaplain  July  1,  1965,  and  was  installed  at  a  special 
service  at  St.  Paul's  Lutheran  Church  on  August  29,  1965.  According  to  the 
Job  Analysis,  a  Lutheran  Institution  Chaplaincy  Advisory  Committee  was 
established  and  has  held  regular  meetings  in  assisting  Chaplain  Iddings  as 
he  began  this  ministry.  From  July  through  December,  1965,  Dr.  Iddings 
served  402  Lutheran  patients  and  183  non-Lutheran  patients.  This  ministry 
includes  counseling  sessions  for  patients  and  their  families,  the  Sacrament 
of  Holy  Communioon  on  request,  regular  visitation,  etc.  Through  our 
Chaplain,  we  are  providing  a  most  worthwhile  ministry.  The  financial  ar- 
rangement for  this  Chaplaincy  program    is  as   follows: 

1.  The  program  is  financed  by  the  N.  C.  Synod  and  the  Board  of  Social 
Ministry  of  the  LCA.  In  1965  funds  from  the  Board  amounted  to  $5,- 
250.00  and  funds  from  the  Michael  Peeler  income  for  this  ministry 
were   $3,081.87. 

2.  The  total  budget  for  this  ministry  is  $10,500.00  including  salary,  hous- 
ing,  travel,   pension   payments,   materials,    printing,   contingencies. 
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3.  Each  year  the  Board  of  Social  Ministry's  contribution  will  decrease 
$1,000  for  this  program.  On  this  basis  the  synod  will  be  totaliy  sup- 
porting the  Chaplaincy  program  by  1970.  The  1966  Synod  Budget 
included  $5,250  for  this  ministry. 

F.  Washington   Conference   of  the    Board    of   Social   Ministry   Sept.    21-23 — The 

Reverend  Harry  H.  Robinson,  Jr.,  Social  Ministry  Chairman,  and  Reverend 
Ernest  L.  Misenheimer,  D.D.,  staff  worker  in  Social  Ministry,  attended  the 
LCA  Board  of  Social  Ministry  Washington  Conference  held  at  the  Dodge 
House   in  Washington,   D.   C. 

G.  Other  Meetings  Attended: 

1.  Mrs.  E.  W.  Ridenhour,  Social  Ministry  Committee  Secretary,  and  the 
Reverend  George  R.  Whittecar,  D.D.,  Synodical  President,  attended  the 
State-wide  Churchmen's  Conference  on  Civil  Rights  September  21-22, 
1965,   in   Raleigh,   N.   C. 

2.  The  Reverend  Harry  H.  Robinson,  Jr.,  Social  Ministry  Chairman,  attend- 
ed the  School  of  Alocholic  Studies  June  20-25,    1965,  at  the   University 

of  North   Carolina,    Chapel    Hill. 

RECOMMENDATION 

The  Committee  commends  Dr.  J.  White  Iddings,  institutional  Chaplain,  for 
the  excellent  beginnings  of  an  Institutional  Ministry  in  the  Durham  Area  and  rec- 
ommends that  he  be  given  five  minutes  to  speak  of  this  Ministry  to  the  Conven- 
tion. 


II      PLANS   FOR   FUTURE 

A.  Stewardship-Evangelism-Social  Ministry  School  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  July 
29-30,  1966.  Pastors  and  congregational  Social  Ministry  chairmen  wil  meet 
together  for  all  sessions  of  the  school  and  consider  a  program  built  around 
a  Race  Relations  Symposium. 

B.  The  Committee  will  participate  in  the  workshop  for  new  Pastors  in   1966. 

C.  The   Chairman    and    the    Staff   Worker   will    attend    the    LCA    Social    Ministry 

Conference  in  the  Detroit  Area  September  27-29. 

D.  A  Social  Ministry  Workshop  for  congregational  chairman  is  being  planned 
for   1967   in  connection  with   the  Spring    District  meetings. 

E.  The  Committee   will   continue   to   assist   the    Lutheran    Institutional    Chaplain, 

Durham  Area,   program  during    1966-67. 

F.  Members  of  the  Committee  will   be  available  to  assist  congregational   Social 

Ministry  chairmen  and  committees  as  consultants. 

G.  The  Committee  will  have  a  representative  at  the  meetings  of  the  Long  Range 

Planning  Committee  of  the  N.  C.  Lutheran  Homes  in   1966. 
H.      The  Committee  will   participate    in   the   planning   of   the   Carolina    Evangeism 
Conference  planned  for  1967. 

RECOMMENDATION 

1.  The  Committee  recommends  that  Parish  Pastor-and  Congregational  Social 
Ministry  Chairmen  attend  the  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  and  Social  Ministry 
School  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  July  29-30,  1966. 

III.      SOCIAL  MINISTRY   INSTITUTIONS 

A —  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
Of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes 

The  report  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes  Board  of  Trustees  covers 
the  actions  of  the  Board  since  its  report  to  the  1965  convention  of  Synod  and, 
during  this  same  period,  reports  on  the  operation  of  the  Hickory  Unit,  activities 
of  the  Executive  Director  and  the  promotion  of  the  Albemarle  Unit.  The 
financial  statements  are  for  the  fiscal  year,  January   1    to  December  31,    1965. 
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1.  THE  BOARD  AND  ORGANIZATION.  The  Board  of  Trustees  held  three 
meetings  since  the  last  report:  May  26,  1965,  September  17,  1965;  and 
February   22,    1966. 

At  the  Annual  meeting,  May  26,  1965,  the  Board  elected  the  following 
officers:  President,  Rev.  John  A.  Pless;  Vice-President,  Rev.  Robert  N.  Peery; 
Treasurer,  Mr.  Wallace  W.  Gee;  and  Secretary,  Mr.  Ray  A.  Cline.  Other  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  are  Rev.  Harry  H.  Robinson,  Rev.  Olin  W.  Sink,  Rev.  John  K. 
Lasley,  D.D.,  Mr.  Dewey  F.  Beam,  Mr  Joe  A.  Moretz  and  Mrs.  Ernest  W.  Riden- 
hour,  whose  terms  expire  in  1966,  Rev.  C.  R.  Patterson,  Mrs.  G.  R.  Patterson, 
Miss  Annie  Glass  Roediger,  Rev.  Jacob  L.  Lackey,  Rev.  John  H.  Sigman,  Mr. 
H.    D.   Frye,  Jr.,  and  Mr.   Aubrey  Mauney. 

2.  FINANCIAL  SUPPORT  for  the  Lutheran  Homes  program  has  been  both 
substantial  and  encouraging.  Support  through  apportionment  payments  in- 
creased over  1964  and  contributions  by  churches,  organizations  and  individuals 
were  also  larger.  The  total  amount  received  in  1965  for  all  purposes  was 
$102,092.43.  Of  this  amount,  $96,582.37  went  into  the  general  fund  and 
$5,510.06  was  designed  for  the  Albemarle  Unit,  (Audit,  Treasurer's  Fund  State- 
ment, page  4).  Most  of  the  contributions  by  individuals  and  groups  were 
designated  memorial  gifts,  a  method  of  honoring  the  memories  of  loved  ones 
and   friends  which    is  deeply  appreciated   and   enthusiastically    recommended. 

3.  THE  INDEBTEDNESS  ON  THE  HICKORY  UNIT,  reported  January  1, 
1965,  as  being  $95,000.00,  has  been  reduced  to  $20,000,  as  of  April  1,  1966. 
The  balance  would  be  smaller  if  quarterly  payments  had  not  been  suspended  July 
1st  in  anticipation  of  the  need  of  funds  for  extensive  improvements  at  the 
Hickory  Unit.  Special  efforts  are  being  made  to  reduce  the  balance  and,  if 
possible,  to  retire  the  remaining  obligation  by  the  time  Synod  convenes. 

4.  PROGRESS  REPORT  ON  THE  ALBEMARLE  PROJECT.  Solicitation  of 
support  for  the  Albemarle  Unit  by  the  Executive  Director,  as  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  was  begun  in  July,  1965.  As  of  February  15,  1966,  a  total 
of  $48,889.00  had  been  committed  to  this  cause.  Of  the  total  commitment, 
$12,454.00  has  been  paid.  Solicitation  is  continuing  in  the  hope  that  this 
second  unit  of  N.  C.  Lutheran  Homes  can  be  erected  before  the  synod-wide 
capital  funds  campaign,  scheduled  for   1969,   is  conducted. 

5.  LONG  RANGE  PLANNING — The  Board  of  Trustees  is  seeking  a  plan 
to  guide  in  the  selection  of  sites  for  additional  units  of  Lutheran  Homes.  A 
special  committee  of  the  Board  on  long  range  planning,  after  making  a  study, 
recommended  that  the  third  unit  be  located  in  the  Salisbury  area  and  reported 
that  consideration  had  been  given  also  to  other  locations  for  future  units  in 
Guilford  County  or  some  area  near  the  large  and  growing  cities  of  Greensboro, 
High  Point  and  Winston-Salem,  in  the  Gaston-Cleveland  County  area  and  in 
Orange  or  Durham  County.  The  Board  approved  the  committee's  recommendation 
by  the  following  motion:  "That  we  approve  item  #3  which  designates  the  Rowan 
County  unit  as  the  unit  to  consider  following  Albemarle,  subject  to  further  study 
and    report   of   the    Long    Range    Planning    Committee." 

6.  THE   HICKORY   UNIT — Isaac   F.    Kuhn,   Superintendent. 

a.  THE  HOME  FAMILY — through  the  grace  of  God,  care  was  extended  to 
68  people  during  1965.  This  consisted  of  8,512  days  of  ambulatory  care  and  1  1,- 
067  days  of  infirmary  care.  There  were  1  1  deaths  and  one  withdrawal  during  the 
year.  Fourteen  individuals  were  received  into  the  Home  as  new  members.  As  of 
January  1,  1966,  56  residents  were  in  the  Hickory  Unit.  There  are  approximately 
75  applicants  waiting  for  admission.  Of  these,  40  have  been  approved  by  the 
Administrations  Committee  for  immediate  admittance.  The  remainder  are  non- 
members  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  who  hope  to  enter  at  a   later  date. 

b.  STAFF — It  has  been  necessary  to  make  many  changes  in  the  staff  during 
1965.  With  the  beginning  of  1966  the  situation  has  stabilized  and  the  staff  is 
working  as  a  team  to  serve  the  residents.  The  following  personnel  is  now  serving: 
Miss  Martha  Ann  Trexler,  R.N.,  B.S.,  Nursing  supervisor;  Miss  Ronda  Rudisill, 
Mrs.  Margie  P.  Teague,  Mrs.  Fern  Penley,  and  Mrs.  Betty  Shell,  Licensed  Prac- 
tical Nurses;  Miss  Helen  Townsend,  bookkeeper  and  secretary;  Mrs.  Thelma 
Smith,  dietician;  Mrs.  Frieda  Cline,  Director  of  activities  and  Mr.  Harold  Smith, 
custodian.     Working  under  these  are  24  aids,  cooks,  and  orderlies. 
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c.  IMPROVEMENTS  AND  ADDITIONS — Many  improvements  have  been 
made  at  the  Hickory  Unit  during  the  year,  1965.  Among  these  are  improve- 
ment of  the  sewer  system  which  makes  it  acceptable  until  the  Hickory  Unit  is 
incorporated  into  the  city  of  Hickory  and  connection  with  the  city  sewer  system  is 
possible,  re-seeding  parts  of  the  lawn  where  most  needed,  a  new  chute  for  he 
storage  of  soiled   linen  and  installation  of  an  awning  above  the   kitchen  windows. 

During  the  year,  a  new  station  wagon,  a  new  color  television  and  a  deep 
freezer  were  received  as  generous  gifts  from  friends  of  the  Home. 

d.  PROGRAMS  AND  ACTIVITIES — Each  Sunday  morning  worship  services 
are  conducted  by  the  Rev.  J.  Arthur  Linn,  chaplain.  Mrs.  Linn  teaches  Sunday 
School  and  is  pianist  for  the  Service.  Daily  devotions  are  conducted  at  noon  by 
members  of  the  staff  and  evening  devotions,  once  each  week,  are  led  by  invited 
guests.  Other  activities  are  crafts  directed  by  Lutheran  Church  Women  from 
churches  of  the  area,  games,  puzzles,  television,  reading,  etc.  Groups  in 
churches  throughout  the  Synod  have  adopted  all  the  residents  and  remember 
them  on  their  birthdays  and  on  other  special  occasions.  This  special  personal 
attention  and  expression  of  Christian  concern  means  much  to  each   resident. 

e.  COST  OF  CARE — Analysis  of  the  operating  cost  of  the  Hickory  Unit 
for  the  year  1965  indicates  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  care  for  residents.  The 
cost  for  ambulant  residents  advanced  from  $160  per  month  in  1964  to  $175 
per  month  in  1965  and,  for  infirmary  care,  the  cost  increased  from  $242  in 
1964  to  $270  per  month  in  1965.  The  main  factors  responsible  for  the  in- 
crease in  cost  were  necessary  additions  to  the  Hickory  Unit  budget  which  includ- 
ed the  Superintendent's  salary  and  expenses,  increase  in  staff  wages  and  added 
insurance  coverage.  (Neither  debt  retirement  and  interest,  the  Executive  Di- 
rector's salary  and  expenses  nor  cost  of  promotional  materials  are  included  in  the 
Hickory  Unit  budget.)  The  increase  was  effective  March  1,  1966  and  efforts 
are  being  made  to  adjust  the  contracts  of  those  already  in  the  Home  and  those 
to  be  admitted  to  conform  to  the  increased  cost.  Those  financially  unable  to 
pay  the  full  cost  of  care  will  be  provided  care  either  for  the  amount  they  can  pay 
or  whctever  can  be  arranged  for  them.  The  deficit  caused  by  inability 
of  residents  to  pay  full  cost  of  care  will  be  met  by  funds  from  the  churches 
through  the  apportionment  to  Synod. 

7.  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS  AND  AUDITOR'S  CERTIFICATES  are 
submitted  herewith  as  part  of  the   report. 

RECOMMENDATION:  The  Board  recommends  that  the  auditor's  certificates 
be   adopted.

RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  SOCIAL  MINISTRY  COMMITTEE 

1.  The  Committee  commends  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Home,  the  Director, 
the  Superintendent  and  all  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Hickory  Unit  on 
their  splendid  service  in  the  Ministry  to  the  Aged,  and  recommends  that  the 
President  of  the  Board,  the  Reverend  John  A.  Pless,  the  executive  director, 
Dr.  J.  L.  Norris,  and  Superintendent  of  the  Hickory  Unit,  Mr.  Isaac  Kuhn  be 
given  a  total  of  ten  minutes  to  bring  greetings  from  the  Home. 

2.  The  Committee  recommends  that  North  Carolina  Lutherans  respond  to  the 
effort  to  liquidate  the  indebtedness  of  approximately  $20,000  remaining  on 
the   Hickory   Unit. 

3.  The  Committee  commends  the  people  of  the  Albemarle  Area  for  the  solendid 
resoonse  of  financial  support  for  the  Albemarle  Unit  and  recommends  that 
Lutherans  throughout  the  Synod  be  encouraged  to  make  special  gifts  toward 
this  second  project  of  our  Synod  to  provide  a  greater  ministry  to  the  aged. 

4.  The  Committee  recommends  that  recommendation  in  item  7  of  the  Board's 
Report  be  adopted. 

B  — Report  of  Lotvman  Home 
for  the  Aged  and  Helpless 

"Not  a  Year  of  Spectacular  Strides,  But  .  .  .  !  " 
Oftentimes  an  addition  to  the  family  necessitates  tremendous  adjustments 
by  the  other  members.  Such  was  truly  the  case  during  1965,  the  first  full  year 
of  operation  of  the  fifty-six  bed  Wynne  C.  Boliek  Infirmary.  When  an  in- 
stitution expands  by  one-third  its  size,  no  few  changes  are  required  in  every 
phase  of  its  program.  This  was  learned  the  hard  way  in  some  instances,  but 
it  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  this  hurdle  has  been  mounted  in  fine  style. 

A.  Staff.  After  considerable  turnover  among  our  employees,  we  are 
happy  to  report  that  we  are  now  operating  fully  manned  with  sufficient  Nurses' 
Aids  and  Male  Orderlies:  a  critical  shortage  of  these  important  helpers  was  ex- 
perienced over  the  summer  and  early  fall.  Throughout  all  of  1965  we  were  unable 
to  secure  a  sufficient  complement  (six)  of  Registered  Nurses  in  order  to  qualify 
for  a  Class  I  License  by  the  S.  C.  State  Board  of  Health.  Prospects  are  good  for 
this  achievement  during  1966,  as  the  time  approaches  for  the  annual  inspection. 
It  has  been  necessary  to  add  additional  personnel  in  all  departments,  bringing  our 
total  number  of  employees  to  93. 

B.  Budget.  Despite  extensive  study  devoted  to  an  estimate  of  personnel 
and  money  needed  for  such  a  unit  one  invariably  sticks  to  a  minimum.  Resulting- 
ly,  the  Home's  budget  for  1965  turned  out  to  be  the  expected  cost  of  operation 
for  1966.  Registered  Nurses,  for  instance,  had  to  be  offered  the  same  pay 
scale  as  the  hospitals  in  the  Columbia  area.  The  change  to  an  eight-hour  shift- 
in  the  Infirmary  and  a  twelve-hour  shift  in  the  custodial  care  building  called  for 
considerably    more    employees    than     had     been     anticipated.        Even     with     such 
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escalation,  we  feel  that  the  year  was  completed  on  a  sound  financial  basis,  and 
we  owe  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  all  the  congregations  of  the  supporting  synods 
who  have  supported  this  ministry  to  our  aging  and  infirm  in  such  a  wonderful 
manner.  We  would  like  to  mention  also  the  generous  friends  of  the  Home  who 
share  by  sending  their  gifts  directly  toward  the  program  of  this  institution. 

A  TRUE   SUPPORTING  ARM 

The  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  through  its  Board  of  Social  Ministry, 
assisted  the  Home  with  a  grant-in-aid  of  $4,000.  This  significant  help  was 
offered  for  the  transitional  period  following  the  merger.  Lowman  Home  was 
affected  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  Florida  Synod  as  one  of  its  constituent  sup- 
porting groups.  The  Board  of  Social  Ministry  has  graciously  decided  to  grant 
as  a  terminal  gift  this  same  amount  in  1966.  For  this  generous  undergirding,  we 
are  genuinely  appreciative   to  the  Mother  Church. 

WOMEN    AND    MERCY! 

Contact'  Women.  Again  we  called  for  the  assistance  of  these  ladies,  one 
in  each  congregation  who  may  keep  the  congregations  informed  about  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Home.  These  keenly  interested  persons  were  written  last  spring 
and  informed  that  our  project  for  1965  was  the  refurnishing  of  our  dining 
areas,  four  areas  in  all.  A  total  cost  of  $5,000  was  estimated.  When  the  gifts 
were  totalled,  coming  from  LCW  groups,  congregations,  and  individuals,  we  re- 
ceived more  than  the  needed  amount — $5,436.02.  A  completely  new  color 
scheme  offers  most  pleasant  surroundings   in  which   to  dine. 

Volunteers.  The  Volunteer  Service  Program  has  involved  a  total  of  804 
ladies  from  the  Newberry,  Western  and  Central  Districts  of  the  South  Carolina 
Synod.  During  1965,  groups  of  ladies  from  six  congregations  came  regularly 
each  month  to  offer  their  services  to  the  program  of  the  Home.  There  were 
110  ladies  who  gave  a  total  of  273  days  of  eight  hours  in  sewing,  mending, 
recreation,  letter  writing,  and  light  nursing  in  the  infirmary.  Mrs.  John  B.  /Moose 
continues  to  co-ordinate  the   significant   program   of  assistance   to   the    Home. 

The  South  Carolina  Unit  of  the  Luther  League  of  America  conducted  a 
Work  Camp  at  the  Home  last  spring,  during  which  seventeen  teenagers  gave 
three  days  toward  the  repainting  of  the  Recreation  Room  and  assisting  with  the 
work  in  the  Infirmary  and  providing  a  very  pleasant  break  into  an  often  monoton- 
ous routine  for  a  number  of  our  folks.  Presently,  a  Program  of  Involvement 
has  brought  52  Leaguers  who  gave  102  hours  of  service  to  the  Home  and  its 
guests. 

To  all  of  these  who  give  of  themselves  and  their  gifts  in  such  an  unselfish 
manner,  we  say  our  heartfelt  thanks  and  appreciation. 

LONG  RANGE  PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

A  special  committee  of  the  Board  and  other  key  persons  are  giving  study  to 
the  Home's  present  program  and  facilities.  A  detailed  consideration  and  survey 
of  the  Home's  structure  and  operational  policies  is  being  made  this  spring  by 
the  LCA  Board  of  Social  Ministry.  A  priority  rating  will  be  given  to  needed 
improvements  in  the  physical  plant,  and  the  Home's  future  program  will  receive 
considerable  perusal.  According  to  the  present  schedule,  a  full  report  by  this 
committee  will  be  ready  for  the   Board  meeting   in   June. 

SYNODICAL   REALLIGNMENT 

In  line  with  actions  taken  by  their  conventions  during  1965,  and  by  com- 
mon consent  of  the  Southern  Synodical  Presidents,  December  31,  1967  is  the  date 
set  for  the  final  withdrawal  of  both  the  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  Synods  as 
constituent  supporting  groups  of  Lowman   Home. 

The  precedure  for  withdrawal,  approved  by  synodical  conventions  during 
1962,  provides  for  securing  an  agreement  with  remaining  synods  to  assume  the 
duties  and  responsibilities,  securing  approval  by  a  "competent  court  in  South 
Carolina",  and  the  conveying  of  all  rights,  title  and  interest  in  Lowman  Home, 
and   ceasing   to   elect   trustees. 

The  formula  of  withdrawal  provides  also  that  the  ownership  shall  be  retained 
by  the  remaining  supporting  synods;  that  the  withdrawing  synod  shall  continue  for 
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two  years  to  provide  a  support  equivalent  to  the  average  of  its  last  three  years 
of  participation,  during  which  time  the  Home  will  be  permitted  its  customary 
mail  contacts  but  that  there  be  no  additional  promotion  by  either  the  Home  or  the 
synod,  and  that  such  changed  relationship  does  not  at  anytime  deny  the  privilege 
of  making  contributions  or  bequests  to  the  institution.  It  also  specifies  that  the 
withdrawing  synod  shall  make  satisfactory  arrangements  for  guests  without  life 
tenure  or  arrange  for  a  suitable  purchase-of-care  plan,  and  that  members  of 
withdrawing  synods  shall  have  priority  in  the  filling  of  vcccncies  not  filled  by 
the  supporting  synods.  It  is  understood  also  that  "a  withdrawing  synod  shall 
waive  all  claims  or  rights  to  ownership  and  equity  in  the  Home"  except  in  the 
event  of  total  dissolution  of  the  Home,  then  the  withdrawing  synod  shall  be  en- 
titled to  its  proportionate  share  of  equity  less  five  per  cent  for  each  year  that 
elcpses  after  it  ceases  to  support  the  Home.  (Paraphrased  and  quoted  from  S.  C. 
Synod  Minutes,   1962,  pages   105  and   106.) 

While  it  is  with  sincere  regret  that  this  official  relationship  will  be  concluded 
at  the  end  of  next  year,  we  extend  to  the  Synods  of  North  Carolina  and  Virginia 
all  good  wishes  as  they  develop  further  and  expand  their  own  respective  pro- 
grams in  their  care  for  the  aging  and  infirm.  We  would  assure  you  of  our 
heartfelt  gratitude  for  your  assistance  over  the  years,  and  we  offer  our  pledge  of 
continued  cooperation  when  the  need  arises  for  care  offered  by  Lov/man  Home. 
On  the  other  hand,  ours  is  an  overwhelming  confidence  in  the  determination  of 
the  South  Carolina  and  Southeastern  Synods  to  continue  the  program  of  this 
mother  Lutheran  institution  providing  care  and  concern  for  the  aging  and  infirm 
in   the   Southland. 

WHAT  A  FAMILY! 

Every  year  we  find  ourselves  making  minor  changes  which  provide  room 
space  for  several  more  guests.  Resultingly,  the  Home  can  provide  for  a  max- 
imum of  166  persons.  We  ere  happy  to  report  that  every  bed  is  filled,  and  it  is 
with  sincere  regret  that  female  applicants  are  now  being  quoted  a  waiting  period 
of  approximately  one  year.  This  is  especially  true  of  ambulatory  ladies,  while 
we  are  in  position  to  offer  better  encouragement  to  ladies  needing  extended 
nursing  care.  A  short  waiting  period  must  also  be  expected  by  male  applicants. 
Among  the  members  of  our  varied  family,  there  are  30  from  North  Carolina,  102 
from  South  Carolina,  19  from  the  Southeastern,  12  Virginians,  end  one  each 
from  Florida  end  Illinois.  In  addition  to  these  regular  guests,  there  are  five  who 
live  in  their  own  or  specially  arranged  housing;  these  are  self  sustaining.  When 
one  remembers  that  these  guests  are  not  only  from  varying  backgrounds,  but 
that  they  differ  in  many  other  aspects  of  life,  he  will  find  here  much  that  will 
keep  life  from  becoming  monotonous  and  even  more  that  is  heart-rending  and 
rewarding  as  he  expends  himself  in  this  ministry  of  mercy. 

"ABOUNDING  WITH  THANKSGIVING" 

We  who  have  been  privileged  to  guide  and  direct  the  program  of  Lowman 
Home  owe  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  ever  so  many  people  throughout  the 
supporting  synods.  Those  who  share  toward  the  benevolent  quotas  of  their  con- 
gregations undergird  the  merciful  work  of  this  institution,  as  do  those  who  mail 
their  gifts  directly  to  the  Home,  and  others  who  provide  for  the  Home's  program 
in  their  wills.  Last  May  proved  to  be  a  wonderful  month  for  the  receipt  of 
bequests  made  available  through  the  gracious  thoughtfulness  of  those  who 
planned   a   gift   through   their  wills:

The  statement 
of  fund  balances  and  changes  has  been  adjusted  to  exclude  all  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  period  January  1-21,  1965  which  were  included  in  the 
prior  year's  statement.  As  of  December  31,  1965  the  Home  elected  to  present 
its  financial  statements  on  the  accrual  basis  thereby  eliminating  the  necessity 
of  holding  open  the  records  after  a  year  end  to  collect  accounts  receivable  and 
refit  for  accounts  payable.  These  statements  are  presented  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  institutional  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  con- 
sistent (except  for  the  foregoing  change  -  which  we  approve)  with  that  of 
the    preceding    year. 

Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such 
other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances  except 
that  the  scope  of  verification  of  contributions  only  included  confirmation  with 
the  Synod  Treasurers  -  other  contributions  were  accepted  and  are  reflected  in 
the  accompanying  statements  as  recorded.

LOWMAN  HOME  FOR  THE  AGED  

Year    Ended    December   31,    1965 


Prior  to  1955,  contributions  and  settlements  for  life-time  care  were  taken 
up  as  income  when  received  with  no  liability  for  future  care  being  recorded; 
also  no  income  was  recognized  when  contracts  were  made  for  life-time  care 
of  a  member  in  consideration  of  bequests  to  be  received  at  the  member's 
death.  In  accord  with  the  action  of  the  Board,  effective  after  December  31, 
1954,  such,  advance  lump-sum  settlements  received  for  life-time  care  are 
set  aside  in  trust  funds  to  be  taken  into  income  on  the  basis  of  the  member's 
life  expectancy. 

In  accord  with  generally  accepted  institutional  accounting  practice,  no  pro- 
vision has  been  made  for  depreciation.  Replacements  and  maintenance  costs 
are  being  charged  to  expense  and  only  rv"'jor  improvements  and  additions 
are  being  capitalized  in  the  plant  fund.  Additions  made  from  the  Home's 
current  funds  are  expensed    in   the  year  acquired. 

Because  of  inadequate  early  plant  records,  the  carrying  value  of  all  plant 
assets  was  set  at  the  appraised  value  as  of  December  31,  1954  as  determined 
by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Board.  Subsequent  additions  have  been  at 
cost. 

Livestock  and  crops  raised  by  the  Home  and  grain  and  feed  are  carried  at 
nominal  values  in  these  statements  as  in  prior  years.  Also,  food  inventories 
are  not  reflected  in  the  records  and  we  did  not  make  any  physical  tests  of 
such  inventory  quantities. 

Stocks  and  bonds  acquired  are  carried  in  the  records  at  original  cost  to  the 
Home  except  that  certain  securities  now  carried  in  the  Endowment  Fund  were 
written  up  $1,530.56  to  market  value  in  1952  when  transferred  from  the 
Current  Fund.  Donated  securities  are  carried  at  market  value  as  of  the  date 
of  receipt. 

5.  The  Emergency  Reserve  Endowment  Fund  represents  assets  transferred  from 
unrestricted  funds  to  the  Endowment  Fund  subject  to  the  proviso  that  they 
can  be  withdrawn  and  used  if  needed. 

6.  These  financial  statements  exclude  the  cosh  surrender  value  on  the  following 
policies  which  have  been  given  to  the  Home:

This  report  is  being  written  at  a  crucial  time  in  the  Home's  history.  Just  a 
week  from  this  writing  the  Home's  Planning  and  Development  Committee  is  to 
meet  with  the  Southern  Presidents,  the  Synodical  Social  Ministry  Committee  Chair- 
men, and  a  consultant  from  the  Board  of  Social  Ministry,  L.C.A.  This  meeting 
was  requested  by  our  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  evaluation 
of  the  Home  in  light  of  developments  to  date,  to  offer  recommendations  concern- 
ing the  operation  and  organization  of  the  Home,  and  to  assist  in  preparing  a  fi- 
nancial projection  for  the  next  ten  years.  Synodical  representatives  were  invited 
to   attend    because    the    Home's    planning    is   contingent    upon    synodical    planning

with  regard  to  social  missions  developments  and  especially  upon  synodical  financ- 
ing. 

The  Home's  Board  and  staff  have  followed  very  closely,  through  1965,  its 
Planning  and  Development  Report,  based  on  a  study  made  in  1960  by  Mr.  A.  M. 
Broten  under  the  auspices  of  the  Group  Child  Care  Project  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  and  with  the  cooperation  of  our  Lutheran  pastors  throughout  the 
southeast.  This  progress  has  been  reported  to  you  annually:  renovation  of  cot- 
tages and  other  facilities,  improvement  of  food  service,  upgrading  of  cottage  staff 
(staffing  cottages  primarily  with  young  couples),  increased  use  of  professional  serv- 
ices, both  on  and  off  campus  (social  workers,  psychologists,  guidance  centers, 
etc.),  and  increased  use  of  foster  homes.  The  long  planned  for  'Recreation  and 
Manual  Arts'  or  'Activities  Building',  as  we  now  call  it,  is  under  construction  and 
is  scheduled  for  completion  about  September  of  this  year.  We  hope  that  some  of 
you  will  be  present  to  celebrate  the  dedication  and  opening  of  this  building. 

All  such  improvements  in  quality  of  care  mean  increased  cost  (in  four  years 
the  budget  has  increased  70%),  and  the  Home  has  now  passed  the  point  where 
expenses  exceed  income.  In  1965  the  Home  was  forced  to  use  $7,500  of  reserve 
funds  for  current  operations  (funds  intended  for  capital  improvement  and  in- 
vestments). In  1966,  after  curtailing  the  proposed  budget  by  $10,000,  we  face 
a  deficit  of  $25,000  to  $40,000.  The  four  supporting  synods  (Florida  excluded) 
have  pledged  $120,000  for  1967,  which  in  effect  is  a  $20,000  increase  since  we 
will  no  longer  have  the  Florida  program  in  our  budget,  and  we  are  deeply  grateful 
for  this  support.  However,  this  still  leaves  us  with  a  deficit  in  1967  of  approxi- 
mately $15,000. 

It  is  evident  that  new  developments  in  our  program  must  cease  until  new 
sources  of  income  are  found.  This  means  that  the  hoped-for  extension  of  case- 
work services  to  key  synodical  areas  must  be  shelved  or  eliminated  so  far  as  the 
Home's  assuming  responsibility  for  them  goes.  Should  the  synods  themselves 
assume  the  initiative  for  instituing  social  missions  services?  If  so,  when  and  how 
should  this  be  done?  What  should  be  the  relationship  to  the  Home  during  the 
growth  years?  What  alternatives  are  there?  These  are  some  of  the  questions 
that  must  be  considered  at  next  week's  meeting  and  for  the  next  few  years. 
The  thoughts,  prayers,  and  support  of  pastors  and  lay  leaders  will  be  needed 
throughout  this  tedious,  difficult  and   vital   process. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  expenditures  in  1965  were  well  within  the 
budget,  and  that  we  have  no  indebtedness.  We  extend  heartfelt  thanks  to  the 
synod,  its  congregations,  and  organizations,  especially  to  the  Lutheran  Church 
Women,  whose  gifts  have  meant  so  much  to  us. 

During  1965  we  cared  for  84  children  for  a  total  of  24,108  child  care  days.

We  feel  this  withdrawal  and  this  request  for  waiver  to  be  appropriate  since 
at  the  present  time,  as  the  resolution  indicates,  the  budget  and  actual  cash 
receipts  from  the  Florida  Synod  to  the  Home  approximates  the  monies  being 
expended  on  the  territory  of  the  Synod.  We  also  hope  that  this  severance  in 
relationship  without  any  contingent  strings  would  aid  us  in  our  negotiations  for 
an   inter-Lutheran  Welfare  Program   in  Florida.

Chairman  Robinson  expressed  appreciation  to  committee  members  with  a 
special  tribute  to  staff  member  Ernest  Misenheimer  and  Mrs.  Ernest  Ridenhour, 
committee  secretary,  and  defined  social  ministry  as  involvement  of  the  church  in 
the  world  as  it  serves  persons  with  special  needs  and  participates  responsibly  in 
the  social  order.  He  gave  special  recognition  to  the  institutional  chaplaincy  serv- 
ice in  the  Durham-Raleigh-Chapel-Hill  area  rendered  by  Chaplain  J.  White 
Iddings. 

Chaplain  Iddings  was  given  the  privilege  of  the  convention  floor  to  speak  of 
his  initial  work.  He  said  that  while  the  transition  from  the  parish  ministry  to  an 
institutional  ministry  is  not  easy,  he  saw  in  every  sick  room  a  pulpit  to  minister 
to  the  needs  of  people.  He  cited  cases  and  statistics  testifying  to  the  wisdom  of 
beginning  this  type  of  ministry  in  the  synod.  He  said  that  patients  are  not  afraid 
of  dying,  but  only  afraid  of  dying  alone.  He  commended  Pastor  Henry  Shroeder, 
the  advisory  committee,  and  pastors  in  the  Durham  area  for  their  gracious  assist- 
ance. He  urged  pastors  to  submit  names  of  patients  entering  the  institutions  in  the 
Durham  area.  He  informed  the  convention  of  the  opportunity  for  clinical  train- 
ing now  available  to  pastors  and  seminary  students  at  the  Duke  Medical  School 
and  the  North  Carolina  Memorial  Chaplaincy  School. 

Chairman  Robinson  again  took  the  floor,  and  after  highlighting  the  plans  and 
programs  for  the  future,  as  set  forth  in  the  committee's  report,  he  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  committee's  recommendation  that  parish  pastors  and  congrega- 
tional social  ministry  chairmen  attend  the  Stewardship-Evangelism  -  Social  Min- 
istry School  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  July  29-30,    1966. 

The  recommendation  was  adopted. 

The  second  part  of  the  committee's  report  was  the  presesntation  of  reports 
from  synod's  social  ministry  institutions  through  their  respective  representatives 
and  were  heard  in  the  following  order: 

A.      NORTH  CAROLINA  LUTHERAN  HOMES 

The  Rev.  John  A.  Pless,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  North  Caro- 
lina Lutheran  Homes,  was  recognized.  Chairman  Pless  expressed  in  behalf  of  the 
board  appreciation  to  the  synod  for  its  support,  and  then  presented  to  the 
convention  the  Rev.   Dr.   J.   L.   Norris,   Executive   Director  of  the   Homes. 

Dr.  Norris  cited  cases  of  appreciation  for  the  work  being  done  by  N.  C. 
Lutheran  Homes  as  evidenced  by  continued  support  and  an  increasing  number  of 
supporters.  In  view  of  forthcoming  gifts,  he  predicted  an  early  retirement  of  the 
Home's  remaining   indebtedness  of  $20,000. 

Dr.  Norris  reported  that  contributions  toward  the  Albemarle  Unit  were  en- 
couraging, and  spoke  of  the  needs  of  this  unit  to  catch  up  with  the  growing  needs 
of  the  synod  in  its  ministry  to  the  aging. 

Isaac  Kuhn,  superintendent  of  the  Hickory  Unit,  was  recognized  and  brought 
greetings  from  the  residents  of  the  Home,  and  spoke  in  a  spirit  of  optimism  and 
hope  of  a  growing  ministry  in  the  days  ahead. 

Chairman  Robinson  then  moved  the  adoption  of  the  committee's  recommenda- 
tions in  connection  with  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes  with  an  amendment 
to  Recommendation  1,  "The  committee  recommends  that  the  synod  in  conven- 
tion express  its  appreciation  to"   .    .    .    instead  of  "the  committee  commends".    . 
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Recommendation    1    was  adopted  as  amended. 
Recommendation  2  was  adopted. 
Recommendation  3  was  adopted. 

In  connection  with  this  recommendation,  Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad  made  a  brief 
historical  statement  of  the  original  cost  in  amount  of  $367,000,  and  urged  an 
early  liquidation  of  the  remaining  indebtedness.  He  cited  this  case  as  an  example 
of  what  N.  C.   Lutherans  can  do  when  they  are  so  challenged. 

Recommendation  4  was  automatically  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Audit. 

B.      LOWMAN   HOME 

The  superintendent  of  the  Lowman  Home,  the  Rev.  J.  Kenneth  Webb,  was 
recognized  for  a  report  from  the  Home.  Superintendent  Webb  described  the  min- 
istry of  the  Home  in  terms  of  romance.  He  spoke  of  the  rapid  changes  being 
made  in  this  area  of  service,  and  of  the  evaluation  study  being  made  by  the 
board  of  trustees.  He  paid  tribute  to  the  contact  women  as  playing  a  significant 
role  in  the  life  of  the  Home.  He  praised  the  N.  C.  Synod  for  its  support  and  bade 
Godspeed    upon    its   own    program    for   the   aging. 

Clarification  was  made  of  the  effective  date  of  synod's  withdrawal  from  the 
Lowman  Home  as  it  pertains  to  financial  support.  According  to  the  rules  of 
procedure,  the  synod's  support  of  Lowman  Home  ends  December  31,  1967,  while 
the  termination  date  for  the   synod's  trustees   is    1966. 

On  motion  of  Chairman  Harry  Robinson  of  the  Committee  on  Social  Ministry, 
Recommendation    1    was  adopted. 
Recommendation  2  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Audit. 

C.      LUTHERAN  CHILDREN'S  HOME  OF  THE  SOUTH 

Mr.  Roy  Hendrickson,  assistant  superintendent,  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  Lu- 
theran Children's  Home.  He  described  the  plight  of  today's  emotionally  disturbed 
children  due  to  problem  parents  and  broken  homes,  and  said  that  the  ministry 
of  the  Home  is  geared  toward  the  salvation  of  children  who  would  otherwise 
be  lost  both  to  God  and  society.  Through  the  ministry  of  the  Home  they  become 
productive  citizens  of  society.  Referring  to  the  activities  building  now  under  con- 
struction as  a  must,  he  encouraged  continued  interest,  prayers,  and  gifts,  as  we 
are  "building  on  faith". 

Chairman  Robinson  moved  the  adoption  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Social 
Ministry  Committee  relating  to  this  institution. 

Recommendation    1    was  adopted. 
Recommendation    2   was   adopted. 
Recommendation   3   was  adopted. 

Recommendation  4  was  deleted  as  not  being  necessary  as  the  financial  sec- 
tion  had   already  been   referred   to   the   Committee   on   Audit. 

D.      SIPES'   ORCHARD    HOME 

Mr.  John  Odom,  superintendent  of  Sipes'  Orchard  Home,  was  recognized 
end  brought  greetings  from  the  Home.  Summarizing  the  activities  of  the  Home 
including  the  rising  costs  of  operation,  Mr.  Odom  thanked  the  N.  C.  Synod  for  its 
contributions  through  the  synod's  elected  directors  during  the  21  years  of  the 
Home's  existence.  He  made  note  of  the  termination  of  synod's  formal  relation- 
ship   with    this    institution    according    to    prior   action    of    the    convention. 

President  Whittecar  assured  Superintendent  Odom  of  the  synod's  con- 
tinued interest  in  the  Home  even  though  the  formal  relationship  had  come  to  an 
end. 

On  motion  of  Chairman  Robinson,   Recommendations   1    and  2  were  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Social  Ministry  through  its  chairman  requested  that  the 
Rev.  Floyd  Trexler  be  granted  the  privilege  to  speak  sometime  later  in  con- 
nection with  his  work  with  military  personnel  at  Jacksonville.  The  request  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel. 

President  Whittecar  thanked  the  Committee  on  Social  Ministry  for  its 
thorough  report  and  the  representatives  of  the  institutions  for  their  informing 
reports. 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Auxiliaries 

The  Committee  on  Auxiliaries  provides  the  link  between  the  synod  and  the 
synodical  units  of  the  three  auxiliaries  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  We 
are  most  appreciative  of  the  splendid  spirit  of  cooperation  that  we  continually 
have  demonstrated  by  the  officers  and  members  of  the  auxiliaries  of  the  church. 
Your  committee  has  made  itself  available  to  the  Presidents  of  the  Auxiliaries  by 
suggesting  that  committee  members  serve  as  representatives  of  the  synod  as 
follows: 

LUTHERAN   CHURCH   WOMEN:      The  Rev.   C.    Lee   Shipton   and   Mrs. 
Aubrey  Mauney 

LUTHERAN    CHURCH    MEN:      The    Rev.    Robert    N.    Peery    and    Mr. 
Paul   Ritchie 

LUTHER  LEAGUE:      The  Rev.  Terry  Agner  and  Miss  Ruth  Whittecar 

The  members  of  the  committee  have  accepted  invitations  that  have  come  to 
them  to  meet  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  auxiliaries  and  to  attend  their 
synodical  conventions.  They  have  endeavored  to  provide  counsel  and  assistance 
on  behalf  of  the  synod  wherever  possible. 

We  note  that  there  are  some  congregations  of  the  synod  that  do  not  have 
active  working  units  of  our  auxiliaries.  The  committee  would  urge  every  congre- 
gation in  the  synod  to  organize  congregational  units,  where  they  are  lacking,  and 
to  vigorously  promote  a  full  program  of  fellowship  and  service  as  the  auxiliaries 
provide.  Surely  every  congregation  of  the  synod  should  have  a  local  unit  of  each, 
auxiliary   of    the    church. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  North  Carolina  Luther  League  maintains  a  re- 
lationship with  the  Youth  Committee  of  the  synod.  The  Youth  Committee  serves 
as  the  official  advisory  group  to  the  synodical  Luther  League.  This  committee 
provides  another  contact  with  the  Luther  League,  primarily  to  be  the  channel 
through  which  the  Luther  League  reports  to  the  convention  of  synod. 

The  presidents  of  the  synodical  auxiliaries  have  presented  the  following 
reports.      We  present  them,  herewith,  to  the  synod  as  information. 

REPORT  OF  LUTHERAN  CHURCH  WOMEN 

The  year  of  1965  has  been  one  of  study  and  activities  for  Lutheran  Church 
Women  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  Our  objectives  for  the  year  have  been 
(a)  to  interpret  the  purpose  of  Lutheran  Church  Women,  (b)  interpret  the  struc- 
ture of  the  organization  in  all  of  its  relationships  and  (c)  to  develop  spiritually 
through  study  and  fellowship,    in   the  Church  and   in   the  community. 

We  have  attempted  to  meet  these  objectives  through  Convention  and  Dis- 
trict Assembly  Meetings,  "Help-Shops",  and  Study  Groups.  The  1965  Conven- 
tion Theme  "Fill  Me  With  Life  Anew"  indicates  that  our  membership  realized  the 
need  for  re-dedicated  Christian  women  if  we  are  to  witness  effectively  for  Jesus 
Christ,  not  only  as  we  meet  together,  but  also  as  we  live  in  the  home  and  com- 
munity,  and    in   all    relationships  of    life. 

Thirteen  delegates  from  the  N.  C.  Unit  attended  the  Triennial  Conven- 
tion in  August,  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  This  Convention  was  reported  to  more  than 
15  hundred  women  at  the  six  District  Fall  Fellowship  meetings. 
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As  a  result  of  Auxiliary  Workshops  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  in  February  and  in 
Richmond,  Virginia,  in  April,  members  of  the  Unit's  Executive  Board  were  train- 
ed and  encouraged  to  participate  in  training  others.  On  September  10th  and 
11th  the  Executive  Board  conducted  a  Retreat-Workshop  in  Linville,  N.  C,  and 
since  that  time  a  portion  of  the  day  on  which  the  Board  meets  is  used  for  study 
and  discussion  of  leadership  training  and  planning  to  meet  the  needs  of  our 
membership. 

I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  offerings  have  been  enough  that 
we  have  more  than  paid  our  budget  to  Lutheran  Church  Women.  N.  C.  is  one 
of  only  six  units  that  has  gone  beyond  her  anticipated  goal  in  giving.  This  per- 
haps is  at  least  one  measure  of  a  spiritual  growth  in  our  membership.  We  thank- 
fully report  also  a  great  increase  in  Bible  Studies  in  our  groups  on  the  congre- 
gational   level. 

We  have  within  our  Unit  191  congregational  organizations.  188  of  these 
are  full  fledged  members  of  the  Auxilicry — it  is  simply  a  matter  of  not  submitting 

a  Constitution   for  approval  to  the  Office   in   Philadelphia. 

Again  may  I  express  for  Lutheran  Church  Women  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  our  great  pride  in  being  a  part  of  the  Synod,  for  the  very  fine  relation- 
ship we  experience  and  enjoy  from  the  President  of  Synod,  from  the  Committee 
on  Auxiliaries  and  from  the  Synod's  representatives  in  the  person  of  The  Rev. 
C.  Lee  Shipton.  He  attends  all  Executive  Board  Meetings  and  Conventions. 
He  is  always  cooperative  and  helpful.  We  hope  for  your  continued  support  and 
prayers  as  we  continue  to  work  in  the  Master's  Kingdom.

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REPORT  OF   LUTHERAN  CHURCH   MEN 
Officers 

The  following  officers  of  the  North  Carolina  LCM  were  elected  at  the 
state  convention  in  Rocky  Mount  on  November  3,  1965,  for  the  year  1966. 
President:  W.  A.  Kluttz,  Vice  President:  Harry  B.  Fesperrnan,  Secretary:  Ray  A. 
Cline,  Treasurer:  Elmer  Barnhardt.  J.J.  Lentz  and  The  Rev.  Paul  L.  Morgan  were 
elected  to  three  year  terms  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

Program 

A  workshop  was  held  for  the  District  Presidents  for  1966  on  December  5, 
1965.  One  was  held  on  January  9,  1966  at  the  district  level,  in  each  district 
for  all  the  officers  of  each  congregational  unit,  presided  over  by  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

At  these  workshop  meetings  we  pledged:  That  there  would  be  increased 
communication  between  the  state,  district  and  local  units,  that  there  would  be 
a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  at  each  quarterly  district  meeting,  and 
that  the  President  of  N.  C.  LCM  would  attend  one  meeting  in  each  district  during 
the  year,  if  possible. 

At  these  workshop  meetings  a  four  page  outline  of  the  program  for  the 
year  was  furnished  and  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  disrict  presi- 
dents and  the  president  of  each  congregational  unit,  which  included  a  recom- 
mended list  of  committees  at  each   level. 

APPORTIONMENT   &   CONTRIBUTOR    PROGRAM 

The  apportionment  to  the  LCM  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  has 
declined  in  recent  years.  Of  the  141  congregational  LCM  units  in  North  Caro- 
lina, 71%  paid  in  1963,  75%  paid  in  1964,  and  in  1965  only  60%  paid.  We 
recommend  that  there  be  a  committee  appointed  in  each  congregational  unit  for 
the  purpose  of  soliciting  contributor  members. 

Both  of  these  programs  are  for  the   National   LCM  budget. 

The  State  LCM  obtains  its  revenue  from  the  offerings  at  the  district  meet- 
ings, less  expenses,  plus  $1.00  from  $5.00  contributor  membership  returned  to 
the  State  LCM. 

LOAN  &  GIFT  FUND 

An  elaborate  Loan  &  Gift  Fund  program  has  been  prepared  and  organized 
by  our  new  Director,  Leonard  Moretz.  If  you  were  at  the  Convention  at  Rocky 
Mount  on  November  3,  1965,  you  had  an  opportunity  to  see  it.  He  has  sufficient 
slides  prepared,  so  that  each  of  the  six  districts  will  have  two  sets.  This  will 
afford  an  opportunity  for  a  showing  to  each  congregation   LCM  unit. 

Contributions  have  not  met  the  needs  for  loans  to  our  new  mission  churches 
in  recent  years,  but  with  the  new  program  and  the  organization  our  new  Director 
has  set  up,  we  look  forward  to  a  year  of  renewed  interest. 

EXTENSION    PROGRAM 

The  extension  program  is  in  charge  of  our  Vice  President,  Brother  Harry 
B.  Fesperrnan,  19  Forsyth  St.,  Thomasville.  There  are  some  57  congregations  out 
of  200  in  the  North  Carolina  Synod  that  are  without  an  LCM  unit.  We  are  em- 
barking on  a  program,  which,  we  are  hopeful,  will  improve  this  condition. 

IN   GENERAL 

The  district  presidents  were  reminded  at  the  workshop  held  for  them,  that 
although  they  had  heard  and  read  such  statements  as  "The  LCM  is  sick",  "The 
LCM  is  dying"  and  "The  LCM  is  dead",  that  they  were  not  elected  to  preside 
over  the  last  rites,  but  to  give  an  injection  that  will  insure  continued  growth. 
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We  have  been  handed  a  burning  torch  and  we  will  not  let  it  go  out. 

It  was  announced  to  the  Press,  Radio  and  Television  in  New  York  on  Jan- 
uary 31,  1966,  that  the  Convention  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  at  Kansas 
City,  June  21-29,  will  be  asked  to  drop  the  LCM  Auxiliary  as  a  National  Unit 
with  the  suggestion  "That,  at  the  option  of  each  synod,  synodical  organization 
for  men  may  be  constituted.

REPORT   OF  THE    NORTH   CAROLINA    LUTHER    LEAGUE    UNIT 

The  North  Carolina  Luther  League  Unit  has  been  engulfed  this  year  in  trying 
to  minister  more  effectively  to  the  youth  of  the  synod.  The  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Unit  has  endeavored  to  maintain  closer  contact  with  the  congregational 
leagues  and  individuals  and  has  projected  much  throughout  the  purpose  of  youth 
ministry. 

The  Fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  NCLLU  convened  on  the  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College  campus  on  June  23,  1965.  The  Reverend  Lee  H.  Wesley,  of  the 
Board  of  Parish  Education  of  the  LCA,  delivered  the  keynote  addresses  on  the 
thfime.  "Follow  Me".  In  addition  to  the  225  convention  deleaates,  77  visitors 
and  49  staff  and  adults  were  present,  giving  a  total  of  351  conventioneers.  The 
following  were  elected  to  serve  the  Unit  as  officers:  David  Misenheimer,  Presi- 
dent; Pam  Volkert,  Secretary;  Bob  Shoffner,  Treasurer;  A.Aembers-at-large,  Faith 
Anderson,  Jane  Arndt,  Beth  Kirk,  Kay  Krimminger,  John  Misenheimer,  Ron 
Moser,  Clyde  Overcash,  John  Rowling,  David  Shulenburger,  Elizabeth  Whittecar, 
Jerry  Cobb,  and  Tommy  Ford.  The  Convention  elected  the  Rev.  Claude  Deal, 
Jr.  as  the  post  Luther  League  age  member-at-large.  A  budget  of  $9,400.00  was 
adopted  for    1966. 

Financially,  the  NCLLU  has  terrific  support  from  its  near  160  registered 
leagues.  Having  met  in  full  its  pledae  to  the  LL-LCA  each  year,  the  Unit 
over-subscribed  the  1964  pledge  of  $6,250.00  by  $500.00  and  the  1965  pledge 
of  the  same  amount  was  overpaid  by  $750.00.  Even  though  the  NCLLU  is 
smaller  than  many  other  units,  it  leads  the  LL-LCA  in  prooortional  and  over- 
all giving.  The  Penny  Parade,  an  annual  project  of  the  NCLLU,  amounted  to 
over  $2,600.00  for  1965,  with  some  money  still  coming  in.  This  generous 
response  by  the  North  Carolina  leaguers  will  support  camping  areas  and  retreat 
centers  throughout  the  state. 

North  Carolina  was  well  represented  at  the  Luther  League — LCA  Conven- 
tion at  Miami  Beach,  Florida,  August  21-23,  1965.  Robert  N.  Peery,  Jr.  was 
again  elected  President  of  the  LL-LCA.  The  Rev.  Brady  Faggart,  Jr.  was  elected 
as  Post  Luther  League  age  member-at-large.  Perry  Beaver  is  currently  serving 
as  a   member-at-large. 

In  addition  to  contributing  officers  to  the  LL-LCA,  the  NCLLU  also  has 
other  leaders  who  participate  in  projects  of  the  international  organization.  Those 
who  were  LL-LCA  Caravaners  last  summer  were:  Sylvia  Blair  of  Hickory, 
James  Fleming  of  Greenville,  and  Michael  Frye  of  Kannapolis.  Four  of  our 
youth  took  part  in  the  Work  Camping  program.  They  were:  Mary  Yount  of 
Hickory,  Karen  Green  of  Charlotte,  Linda  Kay  Kcelke  of  Charlotte,  and  Marilyn 
Tolen  of  Asheboro.  John  Bovd  of  StatesvHie  is  participating  in  a  one  year 
volunteer  program    in   Hawaii   this  current  year. 

An  LL-LCA  Work  Camp  was  held  at  Franklinton  Center,  Bricks,  N.  C,  Au- 
gust 3-13,  1965.  This  proved  to  be  a  successful  operation.  The  NCLLU  also 
sponsored  a  work  camD  on  the  Unit  level  at  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes 
in   Hickory,  June    13-19,    1965. 

Other  summer  activities  for  North  Carolina  leaguers  included  three  Lead- 
ership schools  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College.  A  Seminar  was  conducted  on  the 
campus  June  13-19.  Two  Basic  Schools  were  held  on  successive  weeks,  July 
18-24  and  July  25-31,  1965.  Each  of  these  schools  was  well  attended  and  bene- 
ficial.     Over   175  youth  from  our  state  attended  the  LCA  Youth  Conference  at 
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Miami  Beach,  Florida,  August  24-29,  1965.  This  opportunity  for  fellowship 
and  inspiration  was  a  great  experience  for  those  who  attended.

The  committee's  chairman,  the  Rev.  John  D.  Mauney,  Jr.,  was  recognized 
and  presented  the  report  of  the  committee.  Chairman  Mauney  expressed  ap- 
preciation to  committee  members  and  presidents  of  the  three  auxiliary  units. 
He  called  particular  attention  to  the  Patterson  Memorial  Fund  printed  in  the 
report,  and  recognized  its  strategic  role  in  the  Christian  education  of  young 
people. 

In  connection  with  his  report  and  as  a  vital  part  of  the  report,  he  pre- 
sented respectively  the  representatives  of  the  three  synodical  auxiliary  units 
as   follows: 

LUTHERAN  CHURCH  WOMEN,  N.  C.  UN3T 

Mrs.  Ray  Fisher  of  Winston-Salem,  president  of  the  synodical  unit  of  Lu- 
theran Church  Women,  was  recognized  and  brought  greetings  in  the  name  of 
that  auxiliary.  Mrs.  Fisher  referred  to  a  page  of  materials  in  the  program  packet 
prepared  by  Mrs.  Donald  Perryman  presenting  plans  and  functions  of  L.C.W. 
in  N.  C.  in  short  order.  Attention  was  called  to  the  forthcoming  convention  of 
the  synodical  unit  and   pastors  were   invited   to  attend. 

LUTHERAN  CHURCH   MEN,  N.  C.   UNIT 

Mr.  W.  A.  Kluttz  of  Greensboro,  president  of  the  synodical  unit  of  Lu- 
theran Church  M^en,  was  heard  in  connection  with  men's  work  in  North  Carolina. 
His  greetings  were  saturated  with  feelings  of  optimism  regarding  the  future  of 
men's  work  in  N.  C,  regardless  of  the  status  of  men's  work  on  a  church  wide 
level.  He  cited  the  progress  of  the  L.C.M.  in  North  Carolina  and  said  that  the 
lighted  torch  of  men's  work  is  expected  to  continue  to  glow  regardless  of  the 
actions  taken  at  Kansas  City  on  the  future  of  men's  work  as  an  auxiliary  of 
the  church.  He  substantiated  his  remarks  by  referring  to  actions  already  taken 
by    the    LCM    Executive    Committee    to    perpetuate    the    organization     in    North 
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Carolina.  He  stated  that  the  present  constitution  will  suffice  to  bridge  the  gap 
until  a  new  constitution  is  adopted  in  case  the  auxiliary  is  dropped  as  an  auxiliary 
of  the  church. 

Dr.  H.  E.  Isenhour  supported  President  Kluttz  in  his  remarks,  and  said 
that  the  men's  organization  in  North  Carolina  has  too  glodious  a  past  to  cause 
it  to  cease. 

LUTHER    LEAGUE,    N.    C.    UNIT 

David  Misenheimer  was  recognized  as  the  president  of  the  North  Carolina 
Unit  of  the  Luther  League,  and  greeted  the  convention  by  saying  that  the  youth 
of  today  are  searching  for  truth,  meaning,  and  relevancy,  and  appealed  for  the 
interest,  guidance,  and  example  of  adult  leadership.  He  accented  the  new  ap- 
proach to  youth  ministry  as  the  old  patterns  and  programs  are  not  sufficent  to 
meet  the  needs  of  youth  in  a  changing  world.  He  expressed  gratitude  to  the 
synod,  LL  executive  committee,  secretary  of  Christian  education,  and  youth 
committee  for  their  continued  guidance  and  support. 

President  Misenheimer  presented  to  synod  President  Whittecar  a  check 
in  amount  of  $2,735.37  realized  from  the  1965  penny  parade  designated  for 
camp  and  retreat  centers. 

President  Whittecar  accepted  the  check  with  profound  gratitude  for  such 
a  tangible  witness  to  the  North  Carolina  youths'  interest  in  and  support  of  the 
camping  program  of  the  synod,  and  replied  further  that  the  Camp  Committee 
is  ready  to  make  good  use  of  it. 

On  motion  of  Chairman  Mauney,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Auxiliaries 
was  received  as  information. 

REFERENCE   AND   COUNSEL 

Chairman  Marion  Starr  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel  pre- 
sented to  the  convention  the  Right  Reverend  George  Henry,  Bishop  of  the  Western 
Diocese  of  the  Episcopal  Church  and  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches.  Bishop  Henry  sounded  an  appropriate  note  of  greeting  by  saying  that 
the  N.  C.  Council  is  moving  in  the  ecumenical  spirit.  The  Council,  he  said,  is 
the  one  agency  in  and  through  which  Christians,  regardless  of  denominational 
labels,  can  work  and  witness  together  in  certain  strategic  areas  of  responsibility.

The  Executive  Board  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  held  regular  quarterly 
meetings  at  the  Church  House  since  the  last  convention  of  Synod  on  the  following 
dates:  June  3,  1965;  September  2,  1965;  December  2,  1965;  and  March  10, 
1966. 

A  Joint  consultation  of  the  Executive  Board,  Stewardship  Committee,  and 
District  Deans,  along  with  the  Rev.  Dr.  Thorsten  A.  Gustafson,  director  of  the 
Commission  on  Stewardship,  Mr.  George  Innes,  regional  stewardship  counselor, 
and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Lu- 
theran Church  in  America,  was  held  at  the  Church  House,  October  13,  1965,  to 
study  and  probe  the  stewardship  life  of  the  church.  Actions  of  the  joint  con- 
sultation led  to  an  accented  stewardship  emphasis  during  the  closing  months, 
of  1965,  and  to  the  creation  of  a  synodical  task  force  which  is  currently  being 
mobilized.  Further  information  is  included  in  the  report  of  the  Stewardship  Com- 
mittee. 

The  annual  joint  meeting  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Coralina 
Unit  of  Lutheran  Crurch  Men  was  held  at  the  Holiday  Inn,  Salisbury,  January  2, 
1966.  The  purpose  of  which  was  to  elect  a  director  to  the  Home  Mission  Founda- 
tion. A  called  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  was  held  immediately  following 
the  joint  meeting.

A  resolution  on  the  dissolution  of  the  Bethany-Holy  Trinity  Parish,  Boone, 
was  submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  at  its  September  2,  1965  meeting  by  the 
Cabinet  of  the  Northwestern  District  through  the  sub-committee  on  Ministers  and 
Congregations,    as   follows: 

WHEREAS,  (1)  the  greater  part  of  the  members  of  Holy  Trinity  Church, 
Boone,  have  transferred  their  membership  to  Grace  Lutheran  Church,  Boone,  thus 
leaving  Holy  Trinity  without  enough  members  to  maintain  congregational  life, 
and 

(2)   the    remaining    members   of   Holy   Trinity   are   considering    the    possibility 
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of  merging  the  congregation,  including  its  membership  and  its  material  assets, 
with  Grace  Church,   Boone,   and 

(3)  Holy  Trinity  is  now  a  part  of  a  parish  with  Bethany  Church,  sharing  in 
the  ownership  of  a  parsonage   located  on  ground  owned  by  Bethany  Church,   and 

(4)  Bethany  Church  has  indicated  by  action  of  its  church  council  its  willing- 
ness to  be  separated  from  Holy  Trinity  and  to  buy  the  equity  of  Holy  Trinity  in 
their  jointly  owned  parsonage, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Cabinet  of  the  Northwestern  District  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  acting  on  behalf  of  the  dis- 
trict, that  we  approve  the  separation  of  Holy  Trinity  Church  from  Bethany 
Church  and  the  dissolution  of  the  joint  parish  and  encourage  Holy  Trinity  to 
continue  to  move  toward  merger  with  Grace  Church  and  Grace  Church  to  be  re- 
ceptive  to  this   plan. 

Further,  we  recommend  that,  should  such  a  merger  be  effected,  Grace 
Church  then  assume  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  the  church  property 
of  Holy  Trinity  at  Deep  Gap  keeping  the  same  in  reasonably  good  repair  and 
available  for  worship  services  in  the  faith  and  practice  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
whenever  the  same  shall  be  desired  and  practicable,  or  for  possible  future  use 
by  the  synod  in  reestablishing  a  congregation  at  Deep  Gap; 

And,  further,  should  Grace  Church  ever  find  itself  unable  to  maintain 
such  property  of  the  present  Holy  Trinity  Church  at  Deep  Gap  so  as  to  keep  it 
from  falling  into  disrepair  and  misuse,  Grace  Church  shall  forthwith  transfer  title 
to  such  property  to  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America 
for  maintenance  and  oversight. 

The  resolution  was  ADOPTED. 
3.      Seminary  graduate  school,  extension  in  Synod,  study  of 

At  its  meeting  held  March  10,  1966,  the  board  authorized  the  appointment 
of  a  study  committee  to  consult  with  college  and  seminary  officials  regarding  the 
extension  of  the  seminary  graduate  school  on  the  campus  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  Col- 
lege, and  went  on  record  as  favoring  such  a  move  by  its  willingness  to  make  an 
initial  investment  of  $1,000  from  the  Michael  Peeler  income. 
B.      On  Conventions 

1.  1967  convention,  invitation   for,  acceptance  of 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  sub-committee  on  Conventions,  the  invita- 
tion from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  St.  James,  Concord,  was  accepted 
as  the  scene  for  the  1967  convention  of  synod.  It  was  reported  that  the  synod 
had  last  met  at  St.  James  in  1944,  and  the  congregation  has  plans  to  complete 
a  building   program  by    1967. 

2.  1967  convention,  invitation  for,  acknowledgement  of 
Acknowledgement   was   made   of   the    invitation    from    St.    Paul,    Wilmington, 

for  the  1967  convention,  and  appreciation  was  expressed  to  both  Pastor  J. 
Frank  Davis,  D.D.  and  congregation  with  regrets  for  not  being  able  to  accept 
their  gracious   invitation. 

3.  Convention  agenda,  approval  of 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  sub-committee  on  Conventions,  the  convention 
agenda  as  printed  in  the  convention  bulletin  was  APPROVED. 

4.  Convention  procedures,  approval  of 

The  sub-committee  on  Conventions  reported  a  general  approval  of  the  pre- 
cedures  followed  at  the  1965  convention,  and  that  a  running  record  of  the  time 
spent  on  items  and  reports  of  the  convention  proceedings  would  be  useful  in 
making  time  allotments  for  future  conventions.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
procedure  followed  at  the  1965  convention  was  for  that  convention  only,  the 
Executive  Board  APPROVED  the  following  recommendations  of  the  sub-committee 
on  Conventions: 

*(a) — That  the  Executive  Board  recommend  to  synod  that  it  suspend  for  the 
1966  convention  the  operation  of  By-Law  Section  l-D-3:  "Reports  from  institu- 
tions and  committees  shall  be  limited  to  30  minutes  unless  the  occasion  demands 
an  extension  of  time  granted  by  the  president.  Greetings  shall  be  limited  to  five 
minutes",  and  that  reports  of  institutions  and  committees,  and  greetings  be 
limited  to  the  time  alloted  to  them  by  the  Executive  Board. 
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*(b) — That  the  Executive  Board  recommend  that  the  convention  of  synod 
amend  By-Law  Section  l-D-3  by  striking  the  words  "thirty  minutes"  and  in- 
serting the  words  "the  time  alloted  by  the  Executive  Board,"  which  would  cause 
the   By-Law   to   read: 

"Reports  from  institutions  and  committees  shall  be  limited  to  the  time 
allotted  by  the  Executive  Board  unless  the  occasion  demands  an  extension  of 
time  granted  by  the  president.      Greetings  shall  be   limited  to  five  minutes." 

C.  On   Committees  and   Auxiliaries 

1.  Committees  and  Auxiliaries,  minutes  and   reports,  request  for 

Since  it  is  the  duty  of  the  sub-committee  on  Committees  and  Auxiliaries  to 
review  actions  and  activities  of  committees  and  auxiliaries,  the  sub-committee 
requested  that  committees  and  auxiliaries  submit  copies  of  their  minutes  and 
reports  of  activities  to  this  sub-committe  by  placing  it  on  their  mailing  list  so 
that  said  sub-committee  might  be  more  conversant  with  the  activities  of  com- 
mittees   and    auxiliaries. 

President  Whittecar  referred  to  the  constitutional  provision  requiring 
committees  to  report  annually  to  the  convention  of  synod  and  semi-annually  to 
the  Executive  Board  (See  By-Laws,  Section  VII-A-4,  P.  27). 

Items  of  information  and  interest  lifted  from  copies  of  committee  and 
auxiliary  minutes  and  reports  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  board  during 
the  convention  year. 

2.  North   Carolina    Lutheran,   matters   pertaining    to 

Upon  proper  motion  of  the  sub-committee  on  Committees  and  Auxiliaries, 
the  following   recommendations  were  APPROVED: 

(a)  That  beginning  January  1,  1966,  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  is  to  be 
published  semi-monthly  (24  copies  per  year)  instead  of  bi-weekly  (26  copies)  per 
year.  The  economy  factor  was  cited  as  the  reason  for  the  reduction  in  number 
of  copies; 

(b)  That  salaries  of  the  Editor,  Assistant  Editor,  and  Business-Circulation 
Manager  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  be  increased  as  follows:  Editor,  from 
$600  to  $864;  Assistant  Editor,  from  $250  to  $432;  Business  -  Circulation 
Manager,  from  $600  to  $864. 

D.  On   Budget  and   Finance 

1 .  Budget  study  sheets,  use  of 

At  beard  meetings,  the  sub-committee  on  Budget  and  Finance  kept  board 
members  well  informed  as  to  the  status  of  the  synodical  finances,  along  with 
the  quarterly  reports  of  Treasurer  Charles  S.  Heilig,  by  means  of  comparative 
study  sheets  showing  disbursements  compared  with  budgeted  amounts. 

2.  Michael  Peeler  Fund   Income,  appropriations  from 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  sub-committee  on  Budget  and  Finance,  the 
following  appropriations  from  the  Michael  Pesler  Fund  earnings  were  approved 
for   1965: 

(a)  Supplement  to  Synodical   Budget 

for  Ministerial    Education    $10,000 

(b)  Summer  Church  Vocations   Program   2,000 

(c)  Michael     Peeler     Professorship     15,000 

(d)  North   Carolina    Lutheran    Homes    5,000

Note  (a) — The  supplement  was  occasioned  by  the  needs  caused  by  an  in- 
creasing number  of  students  applying  for  aid  and  requests  for  extra  funds  for 
special  needs  which  present  a  more  realistic  picture  of  what  was  actually  needed 
for   beneficiary   aid; 

Note  (b) — Mr.  Larry  Yoder  was  employed  as  the  field  representative  of  the 
Committee  on  Church  Vocations  during  the  summer  of  1965  to  implement  the 
program  which  was  inaugurated  the  previous  summer.  The  field  work  included 
contacts  with  young  people  reached  the  previous  summer  who  expressed  an 
interest  in  either  the  ministry  or  full  time  church  vocations,  conferences  with 
pastors   in   guidance   programs,   and   chairmen   of   Christian    education   committees 
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in  assisting  them  to  fulfill  their  obligations  in  "bringing  the  call  to  the  ministry  of 
the  Gospel  and  to  other  full  time  church  vocations  to  the  attention  of  qualified 
youth   of   the   congregation". 

Note  (c) — The  first  payment  of  $15,000  toward  the  Michael  Peeler  Pro- 
fessorship established  by  action  of  the  1965  convention  (See  1965  Proceedings, 
Pages  138,  159)  was  remitted  to  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  for 
immediate  investment; 

Note  (d) — -The  grant  of  $5,000  was  applied  toward  the  Homes'  indebtedness. 

3.  Mission  Congregations,  first  units,  grants   for 

Realizing  the  rising  costs  of  financing  first  unit  building  programs  of  mis- 
sion congregations,  and  in  order  to  assure  mission  congregations  of  a  sense  of 
synodical  partnership,  the  board  approved  the  following  action  in  regard  to  its 
home  mission   program: 

That  in  1966,  the  synod  give,  from  the  Michael  Peeler  Fund  income,  to  each 
mission  congregation  in  the  synod  that  enters  into  the  first  unit  building 
program  the  sum  of  $5,000,  as  the  money  becomes  available,  for  application 
to  the  cost  of  such  building,  and  that  the  Board  of  American  Missions  be 
so  notified  so  that  such  gifts  may  be  included  in  the  church  building  pro- 
gram for  each  congregation  affected,  and  that  this  action  be  reviewed  year 
by  year. 

President  Whittecar  informed  the  board  that  the  recommendation  is  in 
harmony  with  the  rules  of  the  church  as  expressed  through  the  Board  of  Ameri- 
can Missions  or  the  procedures  of  the  board  in  financing  building  programs  which 
permit  this  kind  of  assistance.  It  is  necessary  to  report  any  grant  designated  for 
a  mission  congregation  to  the  board  for  inclusion  in  the  mission's  first  unit  build- 
ing program. 

4.  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  contributions  to 

The  board  APPROVED  an  additional  contribution  of  $300  for  the  operating 
budget  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  as  the  synod's  pro  rata  share 
due  to  the  fact  that  previous  assignments  for  1  965  had  been  based  on  the  1  964 
budget,  and  a  grant  of  $500  for  the  Council's  social  action  program  as  previous- 
ly done  during  the  years  1963  and  1964.  The  above  contributions  in  amount  of 
$800  were  drawn  from  the  contingency  item  of  the  synodical   budget. 

5.  Church    House,   roofing   repairs,   costs  of 

Repairs  were  made  to  the  roofing  vents  which  had  resulted  in  leakage  in 
several  rooms  at  the  Church  House,  at  a  cost  to  the  synod  of  $275.  The  total 
costs  in  amount  of  $743.23  were  shared  by  the  Architect  and  the  Roofing  Com- 
pany.

NOTE   1 . — The  Emergency  and  Advance  item  in  the  budget  is  required  by  Article 
Thirteen,    Items   3   and   7,   Constitution  of  Synod. 
2.- — Provision    in   budget   for   these    items  would    reduce   or   eliminate    need 

for  solicitation  of  special  gifts  or  capital   fund  campaigns. 
3. — Our   present   apportionment   achievement    provides    no    funds    for    Part 
D  -  EMERGENCY  AND  ADVANCE.  Consequently  the  present  function 
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of  Part  D  is  to  help  make  up  the  difference  for  congregations  not 
giving  their  apportionment  100%.  If  it  were  not  for  this  $100,000 
Budget  Item,  with  our  present  apportionment  giving  pattern  we  could 
provide  only  83%  of  our  LCA  and  Institutional  Apportionments,, 
whereas  we  are  able  to  reach  93%.

1.      Legal  Documents,  execution  of 

Upon  proper  recommendation  of  the  sub-committee  on  Legal  Work  legal 
matters  for  the  following  congregations  were  Ratified: 

(a)  Ascension,  Wilson 

Approved  church  building  program,  and  application  of  the  congregation 
for  $45,000   loan   from  Board  of  American   Missions. 

(b)  Bethany,   Boone 

The  officers  of  synod  were  authorized  to  execute  a  quitclaim  deed  to  a 
portion  of  the  parsonage  property  so  that  the  title  to  the  property  might  be 
cleared. 

(c)  Christ,    Durham 

The  officers  of  synod  were  authorized  to  execute  quitclaim  deed  to  release 
synod's  intesest  in  parsonage  to  permit  sale  of  said  parsonage  so  that  congrega- 
tion  may  buy  more   adequate   house   for   pastor. 

(d)  Gloria  Dei,  Salisbury 

The  request  that  synod  release  its  reverter  interest  in  the  property  of 
Gloria  Dei,  Salisbury,  was  granted,  so  that  the  congregation  could  execute  the 
sale  of  its  property  in  view  of  its  relocation  program,  and  the  officers  of  the 
synod  were  authorized  to  release  the  synod's  interest  and  execute  deed  show- 
ing the  correct  name  of  the  synod. 

(e)  Holy  Trinity,  Chapel  Hill 

The  officers  of  synod  were  authorized  to  execute  a  mortgage  on  the  Chapel 
Hill  church   property  for  the   purchase  of  adjoining   property. 

(f)  Incarnation,  Charlotte 

The  officers  of  synod  were  authorized  to  execute  necessary  instruments 
subordinating  reverter  interest  of  synod  in  title  to  church  property  in  favor  of 
instruments  securing  loans  of  $45,000  and  $33,000  from  Home  Mission  Founda- 
tion and  Board  of  American  Missions   respectively. 

(g)  Our  Savior,  Jacksonville 

The  officers  of  synod  were  authorized  to  join  in  the  execution  of  deed  of 
trust  subordinating  synod's  reverter  interest  to  the  interests  of  Board  of  American 
Missions  securing   mortgage   of   $22,900. 

(h)      Redeemer,  Charlotte 

The  officers  of  synod  were  authorized  to  execute  necessary  instruments 
subordinating  reverter  interest  of  synod  in  title  to  church  property  in  favor  of 
instrument  securing  $150,000  loan  from  Security  Life  and  Trust  Company,  Char- 
lotte. 

(i)      Resurrection,  Guilford  College 

Approved  application  for  $23,000  loan  from  Board  of  American  Missions  for 
church  site,  and  $5,000  for  parsonage. 

(j)      Shiloh,   Lewisville 

Approved  church  building  program,  and  application  for  $22,600  loan  from 
Board   of  American   Missions. 

(k)      St.   Mark,   Lumberton 

The  officers  of  synod  were  authorized  to  convey  deed  to  lot  adjoining  church 
property  of  St.  Mark,  Lumberton,  to  the  trustees  of  the  said  church,  including 
the  usual  reverter  clause  in  favor  of  the  synod,  for  the  construction  of  a  parson- 
age; and  upon  the  request  of  the  congregation,  the  officers  of  synod  were 
further  authorized  to  execute  the  necessary  instruments  subordinating  the  re- 
verter interest  of  the  synod  in  the  said  lot  in  favor  of  the  instrument  securing  a 
$14,250   loan  from  the  First  Union   National   Bank,   Lumberton. 
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1 .  Church  House,  Salisbury 

The  officers  of  synod  were  authorized  to  sign  deeds  of  adjoining  property 
line  of  Church  House  property  with  adjoining  properties  of  J.  M.  Hall  and  Oak 
Grove,  Inc.,  to  remove  right-of-way  for  public  road  from  close  proximity  to 
Church   House. 

2.  Legal   Matters,   Campus   Ministry,   pertaining   to 

(a)  Greensboro,  Campus   Ministry,   property    for,    investigation    of  title 
Legal   services    in   amount  of   $175    for  checking    title    of   the    lot    purchased 

at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Greensboro,  and  that  the  synod  be  reim- 
bursed this  amount  from  the  allocation  for  campus  ministry  facilities  at  this 
student  center,  were  ratified.  It  was  voted  to  make  it  a  matter  of  policy  to  pur- 
chase title  insurance  for  synod's  properties,  and  that  this  action  apply  to  the 
Greensboro  property. 

(b)  Student  Center  Lot,  Duke  University,  negotiations  with 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Legal  Committee,  the  board  approved  negotia- 
tions with  Duke  University  regarding  option  for  release  of  student  center  lot, 
located  in  center  complex,  which  Duke  University  has  designated  for  Lutheran 
student  center,  and  that  necessary  funds  for  such  lease  be  advanced  by  the  synod 
to  be  reimbursed  from  Campus  ministry  campaign   receipts. 

3.  Legal  Proceedings,  pertaining  to,  other  matters 

(a)  Lowman  Home,  Virginia  Synod,  Withdrawal  Proceedings 

Board  members  were  informed  that  the  Virginia  Synod,  LCA,  had  taken 
action  to  begin  withdrawal  proceedings  from  the  Lowman  Home,  as  outlined  in  a 
document  from  the  Committee  of  Southern  Presidents  outlining  withdrawal  pro- 
cedures, dated  January  23,  1962,  and  already  adopted  by  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  upon  recommendation  of  the  Legal  Committee.  The  officers  of  synod 
were  authorized  to  execute  the  necessary  instrument  of  agreement  to  release 
the  Virginia  Synod  from  the  Lowman  Heme,  as  preliminary  for  securing  release 
by  court  action. 

(b)  Lutheran  Laymen's  Movement,  Capita!  Funds  Campaign,  Contracts  for 
Upon   authorization    by   synod,    officers   of   synod   signed    contracts   with    the 

Lutheran  Laymen's  Movement  Fund  Raising  Service  for  conducting  Campus 
Ministry  campaign.    (See    1965    Proceedings,    P.    14) 

4.  ^Ministerial  Confidences,  statutory  protection,   resolution   for 

At  the  1 965  Convention,  Pastor  George  Shuford  presented  a  resolution  re- 
garding statutory  protection  of  ministerial  confidences  as  provided  by  the  LCA 
Constitution,  By-Laws,  Section  II  -  Ministers,  Item  2.  (See  1965  Proceedings, 
Page   236-237) 

By  action  of  the  convention,  the  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Executive 
Board  for  further  study  and  with  power  to  act.  The  Executive  Board  referred  the 
Shuford  resolution  to  its  Legal  committee  for  study  and  report  of  its  findings. 
At  the  board  meeting  held  March  10,  1966,  the  Legal  committee  submitted  its 
report  and  recommendation. 

Instead  of  drafting  a  document  for  legislature  approval,  the  Legal  com- 
mittee deemed  it  advisable  to  speak  to  the  problem  and  encourage  the  N.  C. 
Legislature  to  draft  an   appropriate   piece   of   legislation   by  convention   vote. 

The  Executive  Board  recommends  the  following  resolution  to  the  synod  for 
adoption: 

WHEREAS,  the  Constitution  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  provides: 
"In  keeping  with  the  historic  discipline  and  practice  of  the  Lutheran  church 
and  to  be  true  to  a  sacred  trust  inherent  in  the  nature  of  the  pastoral  office,  no 
minister  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  shall  divulge  any  confidential  dis- 
closure given  to  him  in  the  course  of  his  care  of  souls  or  otherwise  in  his  pro- 
fessional capacity,  except  with  the  express  permission  of  the  person  who  has 
confided   in   him  or  in  order  to  prevent  a   crime." 

AND  WHEREAS,  the  General  Statutes  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  do  not 
provide  for  the  absolute  protection  of  this  privilige  to  the  minister,  but  rather 
provide  that  it  is  in  the  discretion  of  the  trial  judge  as  to  whether  or  not  a 
minister  may  be  required  to  divulge  a  confidential  communication; 
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AND  WHEREAS,  in  the  event  a  Lutheran  minister  is  required  by  the  trial 
judge  to  divulge  such  confidential  communication,  he  is  then  required  to  either 
violate  the  laws  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  or  be  subject  to  punishment 
for  contempt  of  court; 

AND  WHEREAS,  it  is  the  consensus  of  this  Convention  that  the  General 
Statutes  of  North  Carolina  should  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  absolute  pro- 
tection to  a  minister  in  regard  to  the  revealing  of  confidential  communications 
wherein  the  laws  of  his  particular  church  require  that  he  shall  not  reveal  such 
communication; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Convention  of  the  North 
Carolina   Synod   of   the    Lutheran   Church    in   America: 

1.  That  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  is  respectfully 
requested  at  its  next  regular  session  to  enact  legislation  so  as  to  provide  that  no 
ordained  minister,  the  laws  of  whose  church  prohibit  the  disclosure  of  con- 
fidential communications  between  a  minister  and  a  communicant,  shall  be  re- 
quired to  testify  in  any  action,  suit  or  proceeding  concerning  any  information 
which  may  have  been  confidentially  communicated  to  him  in  his  professional 
capacity  under  such  circumstances  that  to  disclose  the  information  would  violate 
a  sacred  or  moral  trust,  when  the  giving  of  such  testimony  is  objected  to  by  the 
communicant. 
5.      LCA  Conventions,  delegates  to,  appointment  of 

A  communication  was  read  from  Dr.  Martin  E.  Carlson  of  the  LCA  office 
relative  to  provision  for  the  appointment  of  delegates  to  the  LCA  convention  by 
the  synod  president  when  that  synod's  delegation  was  not  complete.  The  follow- 
ing by  low  or  standing  resolution  authorizing  such  appointment  was  suggested 
by  Dr.  Carlson  and  was  received  as  information: 

"When   it  becomes  evident  that  a  ministerial  or  lay  delegate  elected  by  this 
synod   is  unable  to  be   in  attendance   prior  to  the  afternoon   session   on   the   third 
day  of  a  convention  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  and  no  elected  alternate 
delegate   is  available,  the  president  of  the  synod   may  appoint  a   substitute." 
F.      On    Property 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Property  committee,  the  following  actions  were 
taken: 

1.  Church    House    Equipment,    pieces   of 

Three  pieces  of  church  house  equipment  were  purchased;  a  16  mm  Graflex 
movie  projector,  with  screen,  and  a  collator  for  assembling   purposes. 

2.  Synod's  Cars,  trading  of,  policy  on 

The  Executive  Board  adopted  as  its  policy  to  trade  synod's  cars  at  the  end 
of  two  years  of  service,  or  at  50,000  miles,  whichever  comes  first,  and  that 
the  trading  of  the  two  synod's  cars  be  staggered  (one  each  year);  that  the  first 
trade  under  this  policy  be  a  1966  model,  in  the  line  of  Buick,  Pontiac,  Oldsmo- 
bile,  or  equivalent,  and  that  specifications  be  prepared  for  competitive  bids. 

Mr.  Craig  Barnhardt,  chairman  of  the  committee,  prepared  a  set  of  specifica- 
tions and  sent  copies  to  a  number  of  automotive  dealers  for  trade-in-allowances 
and  bids  on  two  new  cars  Later,  he  submitted  bids  from  three  dealers  in 
Salisbury  and  one  in  Newton.  Low  bids  were  reported  from  the  Salisbury 
Motor  Company  (Buick),  and  the  Eller  Motor  Company  of  Newton  (Buick).  Bids 
were  approved  from  the  Salisbury  Motor  Company  on  synod's  1963  car  in 
amount  of  $1,987.32,  and  from  Eller  Motor  Company  of  Newton  on  synod's 
1961    ccr,    in   amount  of   $2,561.16. 

The  costs  for  the  above  two  cars  were  drawn  from  the  contigency  funds  of 
the    1965   and    1966    budgets. 

3.  Church   House  Property,  right  of  way,  change  of 

It  was  reported  that  a  twelve  acre  tract  of  land  lying  back  of  the  Church 
House  in  a  northwesterly  direction  had  been  purchased  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Tucker, 
Salisbury  building  developer,  and  that  the  original  right  of  way  affording  road 
privileges  into  the  property  came  within  an  objectionable  twenty  feet  of  the 
synodical  building.  Several  conferences  were  also  reported  with  the  owners  of 
the  adjoining  properties  with  the  idea  of  exchanging  a  front  triangle  owned  by 
the  synod  for  a  back  triange  owned  by  J.  M.   Hall,  and  sisters  of  Granite  Quarry 
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in  order  to  re-route  the  right  of  way.  A  composite  sketch  of  the  three  adjoining 
properties  with  the  re-routing  of  the  access  road  was  shown  to  board  members. 
Upon  proper  recommendation,  the  following  action  was  taken: 
That  an  exchange  of  two  triangles  of  properties  owned  by  synod  and  J.  M. 
Hall  and  sisters,  for  the  purpose  of  re-routing  the  right  of  way,  be  consum- 
mated; that  the  officers  and  staff,  along  with  Dr.  H.  E.  Isenhour,  a  member  of 
the  Property  committee,  be  charged  with  the  final  details  of  the  exchange;  and 
that  the  officers  of  synod  be  authorized  to  execute  the  necessary  documents  for 
releases  and   deeds. 

The  exchange  has  been  consummated,   and  all   releases  and   new  deeds  have 
been  properly  executed. 
G.      On    Personnel 

1.  Church    House,    Personnel,    treasurer's   office,    bookkeeper   to 

In  view  of  the  full  retirement  of  Miss  Rose  Miller,  long  time  secretary  and 
bookkeeper  to  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  synod,  the  following  recommendations 
were   APROVED: 

a.  That  Mrs.  Gray  Hampton  of  Salisbury,  a  member  of  St.  John's  Lutheran 
Church,  be  employed  as  secretary-bookkeeper  to  the  office  of  the 
treasurer    of    synod; 

b.  That  Mrs.  Hampton  receive  salary  according  to  schedule  approved  in 
the   budget  of  synod; 

c.  That  out  of  appreciation  to  Miss  Miller  for  her  untiring  efforts  and  out- 
standing services  and  contributions  as  secretary-bookkeeper  to  the  office 
of  treasurer  of  synod,  a  retirement  gift  of  $500,  to  be  drawn  from  the 
contingency  fund  of  the  budget,  be  presented  to  her  upon  her  full  retire- 
ment in  a  manner  most  satisfactory  with  her. 

2.  Biographical  Sketches  of  Ministers,   compilation   of 

In  view  of  the  long  and  laborious  work  of  the  compiler  of  the  biographical 
sketches  of  ministers,  the  following   recommendations  were  APPROVED: 

a.  Pastor  C.   E.   Norman,   honorarium   for 

That  an  honorarium  of  $500  be  granted  to  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Norman  for  his 
diligent  work  of  compiling  some  eight  hundred  biographical  sketches  of  min- 
isters, the  honorarium  to  be  charged  against  the  allocation  of  $15,000  from 
the  Michael  Peeler  income  for  publication  of  the  proposed  volume  containing 
biographical    sketches  of   ministers. 

b.  Secretarial  Services,   provision   for 

That  Pastor  C.  E.  Norman  be  authorized  to  employ  secretarial  assistance  in 
Raleigh  as  needed  in  the  compilation  of  biographical  sketches  of  ministers,  and 
that  the  expenses  be  charged  against  the  allocation  of  $15,000  mentioned 
above. 

VII.      Recommendations  of  Camp  Committee  to  Executive  Board 
1.      Camping    Program,    studies   and    reports   of 

The  Camp  Committee  has  been  active  during  the  year  and  appeared  before 
the  Executive  Board  at  each  of  its  quarterly  meetings  with  certain  recommenda- 
tions of  its  proposals  and  reports  of  studies  as  authorized  by  the  Executive  Board 
in   connection  with   the   committee's   recommendations. 

The  committee  has  given  diligent  study  to  the  camping  potential  of  the  synod, 
and  made  it  quite  clear  from  the  outset  that  the  camping  program  as  envisioned 
by  the  committee  is  not  in  conflict  or  competition  with  the  program  now  being 
offered  at  Lutheridge  but  sought  only  to  complement   it. 

In  pursuit  of  camping  objectives,  the  committee  has  in  mind  the  development 
of  conference  and  retreat  centers  in  strategic  areas.  A  map  was  displayed  show- 
ing possible  locations  of  conference  and  retreat  centers  beginning  with  the 
Piedmont  area  and  working  eastward,  as  Lutheridge  accommodates  the  western 
part  of  the  synod. 

Reports  of  the  committee  included  descriptions  of  types  of  facilities  needed 
for  conference  and  retreat  areas  with  special  emphasis  on  the  small  group  ap- 
proach.  The  pilot   project  as   recommended   by  the  committee  would   include    12 
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campers  camping  two  weeks  with  three  advisers  in  a  rustic  setting  to  be  used  as 
a  basis  for  determining  the  value  and  potential  of  such  a  program.  It  was 
later  reported  that  this  project  had  been  dropped  due  to  infeasibility  at  this 
time. 

As  early  as  its  June  3,  1965  meeting,  the  committee  made  the  above  re- 
port,  and   the   board   approved   the   following    recommendations: 

1.  That  the  board  give  general  approval  of  the  Camp  committee's  program 
with  the  understanding  that  no  undertaking  of  the  committee  will  be 
begun  involving  synodical  money  without  prior  approval  of  the  board. 

2.  That  the  committee  be  given  permission  to  investigate  available  property 
and  develop  a  master  plan  initiating  a  program  of  church  camping, 
conferences  and  retreats  for  our  synod. 

3.  That  the  committee  be  given  permission  to  develop  a  pilot  camping 
program  of  one  or  two  weeks  duration  for  the  summer  of  1966,  if  feas- 
ible, and  that  the  committee  present  estimated  cost  of  such  a  project  to 
the  Executive  Board  at  its  Fall  Meeting  for  approval. 

4.  Inasmuch  as  the  committee  had  already  spent  its  budgeted  amount  for 
1965,  the  board  approved  an  additional  allocation  of  $300,  to  be  taken 
from  the  contingency  fund,  to  the  Camp  committee  to  coninue  its 
studies  of  camping   potential,   program,   and   properties. 

At  the  September  2,  1965  board  meeting,  the  committee  submitted  recom- 
mendations that  the  synod  begin  to  develop  a  program  of  securing  property  to 
meet  camping  needs  of  the  synod  as  outlined  by  the  committee.  The  committee 
also  recommended  the  appointment  of  a  sub-committee  to  act  with  the  Camp 
committee   in  evaluating  suggested  sites. 

The  committee  was  instructed  to  pursue  further  its  investigation  and  studies 
of  prospective  sites  subject  to  final  action  taken  by  the  synod.  The  board  ap- 
proved the  appointment  of  the  sub-committee  as  recommended  by  the  com- 
mittee.    The  following  sub-committee  was  appointed  by  the  president  of  synod:

2.      Professional  Services,   request  for 

At  the  December  2,  1 965  board  meting,  the  committee  requested  the  au- 
thorization to  engage  the  services  of  a  professional  guidance  consultant  in  the 
study  and  selection  of  camp  sites,  and  recommended  that  Professor  Charles  C. 
Stott,  of  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  N.  C.  State  University,  Ra- 
leigh, be  employed  as  consultant. 

Authorization  was  given  to  the  Camp  commitee  to  negotiate  with  Professor 
Stott  as  to  costs  involved  and  to  report  back  to  the  board. 

The  proposal  of  Professor  Stott  to  the  Camp  committee  was  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Board  at  its  March   10,   1965  meeting. 

The  presentation  of  the  proposal  was  prefaced  by  an  introductory  statement 
that  the  proposal  to  the  satisfaction  of  Professor  Stott  had  been  reviewed  and 
revised  by  Mr.  Paul  Cornell  of  the  LCA  Board  of  Parish  Education,  who  had 
been  brought  into  consultations  with  the  committee  earlier,  and  who,  himself, 
recommended   a   camp   consultant. 

The  proposal  of  Professor  Stott  outlining  his  plannning  and  consulting  serv- 
ices are  stated   in  Phases  I   &   II. 

Phase  l-Sire  Selection — Investigation  of  each  site,  at  $100  plus  10^  per 
mile.  (It  is  entirely  posible  that  more  than  one  trip  may  be  necessary  before  a 
report  could  be  prepared.  Mileage  would  only  be  charged  on  one  round  trip.) 
The  Camp  Commitee  will  determine  the  number  of  trips  to  be  made  to  each 
site. 

Phase  ll-Master  Plan — An  exhaustive  site  study,  and  preparation  master 
plan  to  met  the  synod's  requirements.  This  phase  to  include  locating  and  iden- 
tifying administration  and  service  areas,  living  units,  outpost  camping,  family 
camping   (if   included),   power   lines,   major   roads,   etc. 

Included  also  rough  cost  estimates,  development  phases  and  priorities,  consul- 
tation with  committee's  architect,  conservation  plans  for  vegetation  and  fire  pro- 
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teclion,  and  supplying  six  copies  of  master  plan.  The  planner  would  be  available 
for  other  services  such  as,  color  slide  presentations,  (promotion  dinners,  etc.),  re- 
viewing architectural  plans  and  further  collaborations  with  committee  or  architect. 

Fee:  Phase  II — $2,200 — Payment  schedule:  One-half  due  upon  completion 
of  preliminary  plan  and  balance  upon  completion  of  final  plan  and  services  de- 
scribed  above. 

The  Executive  Board  authorized  the  Camp  commitee  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract with  Professor  Charles  C.  Stott  of  Raleigh,  according  to  above  proposal,  the 
said  costs  to  be  charged  against  the  contingency  item  of  the  budget. 

Vlil.      Recommendation   of   Committee   on   Church   Vocations   to    Executive    Board 
Church  Vocations,  psychological  testing,  clinical  psychologist,  employment  of 

Referring  to  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Voca- 
tions held  November  22,  1965,  the  sub-committee  on  Committees  and  Auxiliaries 
reported  on  action  by  that  Committee  approving  a  recommendation  that  Dr. 
Kenneth  Nickerson  of  Asheville-Biltmore  College  be  employed  as  clinical  psy- 
chologist for  the  Church  Vocations  Commitee  on  a  fee  basis  of  $10.00  (ten 
dollars)  per  hour  portal  to  portal,  with  an  additional  10^  per  mile  for  travel, 
and  that  a  report  of  this  action  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  for  clarifica- 
tion  and   implementation. 

President  Whittecar  clarified  the  matter  by  saying  that  such  a  procedure  as 
psychological  testing  is  a  part  of  the  overall  plan  for  guidance  of  ministerial  stu- 
dents under  the  supervision  of  the  Boards  of  College  Education  and  Theological 
Education.  He  said  that  the  services  of  the  clinical  psychologist  consisted  of  a 
battery  of  tests  given  to  those  registered  as  ministerial  candidates  and  full  time 
church  vocations  candidates,  an  interpretation  of  the  results  of  such  tests,  and 
counseling  with  those  with  particular  problems.  He  said  further  that  one  of 
the  responsibilities  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Vocations  is  to  ferret  out  and 
guide  away  from  the  ministry  those  who  obviously  would  be  misfits,  and  en- 
courage those  who  hove  special  aptitudes  for  ministerial  services.  He  described 
the  psychological  testing  as  "an  additional  resource"  to  assist  the  Church  Vo- 
cations Committee  to  measure  the  abilities  and  potentialities  of  ministerial  can- 
didates. He  stated  further  that  the  Board  of  Theological  Education  is  offering 
to  each  synod  up  to  $1,000  to  make  available  this  type  of  testing  and  guidance. 

The  Executive  Board  ADOPTED  the  following  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Church  Vocations: 

"That  Dr.  Kenneth  Nickerson  of  Asheville-Biltmore  College  be  employed  as 
clinical  psychologist  for  the  Church  Vocations  Committee  on  a  fee  basis  of 
$10.00  (ten  dollars)  per  hour  portal-to-portal,  with  an  additional  10$  per  mile 
for   travel." 

IX.    Progress    Reports   on    Campus    Ministry   Campaign    to    Executive    Board 

Progress  reports  on  the  Campus  Ministry  Campaign  were  presented  to  the 
Executive    Board    at    its    September,     December,    and    March    meetings. 

The  first  report  was  presented  by  President  George  R.  Whittecar  at  the 
September  meeting.  It  was  announced  that  Mr.  Paul  Eastland  of  the  Lutheran 
Laymen's  Movement  Fund  Raising  Service  would  direct  the  appeal,  and  that 
he  would  begin  the  survey  phase  of  the  campaign  September  29  for  one  month 
to  October  29,  1965.  President  Whittecar  read  from  the  contract  signed  by 
parties  of  both  parts,  outlining  the  agreements  by  both  parties  as  set  forth  in 
the   document  for  the   survey   phase. 

The  following   replacements  were   made   to   the   Campus  Advisory   Committee: 

V/ade  Coffey,   Grace,    Boone,    replacing    Glenn    Ketner; 

John  W.   Foust,  M.D.,  St.  Mark,  Charlotte,   replacing  Joe  C.   Ridenhour. 

At  the  December  meeting,  the  director,  Mr.  Paul  Eastland,  reported  on  the 
pre-campaign  study  and  survey.  He  reported  that  the  official  name  of  the 
campaign  was  CAMPUS  (The  Church  Advances  its  Ministry  and  Program  for 
University  Students).  He  stated  that  the  purpose  of  the  pre-campaign  study 
was  to  test  understanding  of  the  proposed  program  among  laymen  and  pastors, 
to  ascertain  their  evaluation  of  probable  attitudes  of  members  of  their  congrega- 
tions toward   the   proposal   and   whether   the   general    membership   was   adequately 
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informed  concerning  the  program  Gnd  campaign.  An  effort  was  made  to  evaluate 
the  interest  of  laymen  in  the  program  and  their  willingness  to  support  the  pro- 
gram on  congregational,  district,  and  synodical  levels.  He  reported  that  during 
the  preliminary  period  from  September  29  through  October  30,  55  interviews 
were  held  with  key  laymen  and  pastors  throughout  the  synod,  and  that  a  dis- 
tance of  some  3,000  miles  had  been  covered. 

According  to  his  findings,  he  expressed  his  conviction  that  a  capital  funds 
campaign  for  Campus  ministry  facilities  could  be  successfully  prosecuted  in  the 
synod. 

Mr.  Eastland  outlined  steps  in  the  intensive  phase  of  preparation,  consisting  of 
briefing  sessions  for  pastors  in  early  January,  a  synod  wide  rally  featuring  LCA 
President  Franklin  Clark  Fry,  January  23,  1966,  at  the  Keppel  Auditorium,  Ca- 
tawba College,  Salisbury,  cluster  rallies  for  key  laymen  and  pastors  throughout 
the  synod  in  February,  advanced  solicitations  with  the  assistance  of  district 
deans,  and  every  member  visitations  in  March,  culminating  in  Victory  Sunday 
April   3. 

Mr.  Eastland  also  presented  a  progress  report  to  the  board  at  its  March 
10,    1966  meeting,  and  expressed  high  hopes  for  a   fruitful  campaign. 

Mr.  Eastland  was  assisted  in  the  campaign  by  Mr.  Clinton  Schraeder  during 
the    intensive   phase   of   the   campaign. 

X.      Recommendation  of  Youth  Committee  to  Executive  Board 

The  Executive  Board  at  its  December  meeting  expressed  a  deep  concern  over 
the  youth  program  of  the  church,  and  described  it  as  "critical  and  disturbing". 
The  board  took  action  to  commend  the  Youth  Committee  of  the  synod  upon  the 
work  that  it  is  doing  and  to  encourage  the  committee  to  continue  its  study  and 
work  in  this  strategic  area  of  Kingdom  service.  A  consultation  on  youth  min- 
istry under  the  leadership  of  the  Youth  Committee  was  approved  to  prepare  a  re- 
port based  on   its  study  of  needs  and  directions. 

In  response  to  the  discussion  and  action  of  the  Executive  Board  concerning 
youth  ministry  in  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  the  Youth  Committee  submitted  to 
the  board  at  its  March  meeting  the  following  proposal  for  consideration  and 
adoption: 

I.  That  the  president  of  synod  call  a  series  of  "President's  Conferences  on 
Youth   Ministry",    in   cooperation   with    the   Youth   Committee,    to — 

a)  gather  from  each  congregation  three  representatives,  the  pastor,  one 
adult  worker  with  youth,  and  one  young   person 

b)  for  communication  from  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Commission  on 
Youth  Activities  of  the  Church  concerning  the  emerging  of  Youth  Min- 
istry  in   the   LCA. 

c)  and  communication  to  this  staff  member  of  the  needs  and  concerns  of 
our  pastors,   congregations  and   people 

d)  bcsed  upon  a  pre-conference  mailing  of  background  materials  to  persons 
attending 

e)  and  involving  the  three  congregational  representatives  in  discussion  of 
the  implications  of  Youth  Ministry  for  their  congregation  as  the  first 
step   in   continuing   discussion    "at   home." 

II.  That  the  Executive  Board  allocate  necessary  funds  as  outlined  below  to 
cover  costs  of  meals  and  lodging  for  three  congregational  representatives  from 
each  congregation. 

a)  For  the  Central,  Northern  and  Southern  Districts,  Friday  evening,  April 
15  through  Saturday  afternoon,  April  16,  at  the  Sheraton  Motel,  Win- 
ston-Salem. 

b)  For  the  Eastern  District,  Friday  evening  and  Saturday,  April  22-23  at 
Wayne  Motel,   Goldsboro 

c)  For  the  Northwestern  and  Southwestern  Districts,  Friday  evening  and 
Saturday,   April   29-30   at    Lutheridge 

Total  costs,   $4,469.70. 

The  Executive  Board  APPROVED  the  above  proposal  of  the  Youth  committee. 
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XI.      Recommendation  of  Trustees  of  Michael  Peeler  Fund  to  Executive   Board 
Michael    Peeler   Fund,   professional   counsel,   employment   of 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  board,  H.  E.  Isenhour,  LL.D.,  reported  the 
last  installment  of  stocks  received  from  the  Michael  Peeler  Estate. 

Dr.  Isenhour  stated  that  a  fund  of  this  size  required  professional  guidance  for 
the  best  possible  stewardship  of  the  fund.  He  outlined  the  services  of  the 
Babson's  Investment  Service,  Wesley  Hills,  Mass.,  an  advisory  service,  with 
representatives  in  Charlotte  and  Winston-Salem,  consisting  of  a  comprehensive 
analysis  of  the  assets  of  the  Fund,  an  appraisal  at  90-day  intervals,  consultation 
privileges  and  advice  at  any  time,  at  a  cost  of  $384  per  year. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  trustees  of  the  Fund,  the  Executive  Board 
authorized  the  trustees  of  the  Michael  Peeler  Fund  to  employ  professional  ad- 
visory guidance  service  at  their  disrcetion. 

The  cost  for  the  service  was  considered  legitimate  expense  to  be  paid  from 
the  income  of  the  Fund. 

Dr.  Isenhour  solicited  suggestions  from  the  Executive  Board  regarding  the 
management  of  the   Fund. 

XII.      Recommendations  from   Committee  on   Social   Ministry  to   Executive   Board 

1.  Lutheran    Institutional   Chaplaincy   Program,    LCA   grants-in-aid,   approval   of 

The  Committee  on  Social  Ministry  submitted  the  following  recommendations: 
That  the  schedule  of  requests  over  a  five  year  period  for  the  grants-in-aid  from 
the  LCA  Board  of  Social  Ministry  to  help  finance  the  Lutheran  Institutional 
Chaplaincy  Program,   Durham  area,   be  as  follows: 

1965 -$4,250  1968-2,250 

1966-  4,250  1969-  1,250 

1967-  3,250  1970-  0 
The  Executive  Board  ADOPTED  the  recommendation. 

It  was  noted  that  the  total  expenses  of  this  office  would  increase,  and  that 
the  synod  would  be  expected  to  assume  the  differences  between  the  LCA  Board 
of  Social  Ministry  grants  and  the  actual  operating  costs  of  the  office. 

Board  members  were  also  informed  that  plans  are  under  way  to  work  with 
the  NLC-LC-MS  to  appoint  pastoral  representatives  to  all  state  institutions.  Stand- 
by and  contact  pastoral  representatives  in  North  Carolina  will  be  named  for 
chaplaincy   service    to    Lutherans    at    all    state    institutions. 

2.  Lutheran  Institutional  Chaplain,  moving  expenses,  provision  for 

The  Lutheran  Institutional  Chaplaincy  Advisory  Committee  submitted  the 
following  recommendation: 

That  moving  expenses  of  Lutheran  Institutional  Chaplain  Iddings  in  amount 
of  $470.25  be  paid  from  the  Michael  Peeler  Fund  income,  this  amount  to  be 
over  and  above  the  $2,625  already  allocated  from  that  Fund  to  this  work,  mak- 
ing a  total  from  the  Michael  Peeler  Fund  income  for  the  Lutheran  Institutional 
Chaplaincy  Program  of   $3,095.25,    instead   of   $2,625   previously  allocated. 

The  Executive  Board  ADOPTED  the  recommendation. 

XII      Miscellaneous   Items 

A.  Examining  Committee,  guides  for 

President  Whittecar  presented  a  code  of  practices  for  examining  committees 
approved  by  the  Executive  Council  for  adoption  by  the  synods.  The  document 
had  been  requested  by  the  Council  of  Synodical  Presidents  for  the  sake  of  uni- 
formity. The  document  was  ordered  transmitted  to  the  Examining  Committee  for 
study  and  use  at  the  discretion  of  the  committee,  and  if  it  deems  wise,  to  recom- 
mond  the  guidelines  to  the  synod  for  adoption. 

B.  Discretionary   Fund,  establishment  of 

President  Whittecar  called  attention  to  the  Insurance  Reserve  Fund  in  amount 
of  $4,231.31  which  resulted  from  dividends  from  the  life  and  health  insurance 
program  of  the  antecedent  synod,  now  invested  in  the  Building  and  Loan.  He 
said  that  there  is  no  established  policy  for  drawing  from  this  fund  to  meet 
emergency  needs  of  pastors  when  such  needs  arise. 
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By  action  of  the  Executive  Board,  the  Insurance  Reserve  Fund  in  amount  of 
$4,231.31  was  placed  in  the  president's  discretionary  fund  to  be  used  at  the 
discretion  of  the  president  of  synod   in  consultation   with  the   Pension  Committee. 

C.  LCA  Kansas  City  Convention,  staff  member,  designation  of 

The  Rev.  Ernest  L.  Misenheimer,  D.D.,  Assistant  to  the  President,  was 
designated  staff  member  to  attend  LCA  Kansas  City  Convention  with  expenses 
paid  by  the  synod  at  the  rate  allowed  LCA  delegates  (See  1965  Proceedings,  P. 
220). 

D.  1966   Ordination   Service,   invitation  to,  acceptance  of 

The  invitation  to  the  Executive  Board  from  Lutheran  Chapel,  Gastonia,  as  the 
scene  for  the  1966  Ordination  Service,  was  ACCEPTED.  The  date  set  for  the 
service   is  June   5,    1966,   at  4:00  o'clock. 

Appreciation  was  expressed  to  Macedonia,  Burlington,  for  the  invitation  to 
have  the    1966  Ordination  Service  in   its  church. 

E.  Synod's   Books,   auditor  for,   designation   of 

Sherrill    and   Smith,    Salisbury   auditing    firm,    was   designated    to   audit    the 
synod's   books. 

F.  Executive  Board  Meetings,  new  dates  for 

Dates  for  the  Executive  Board  meetings  were  re-scheduled  from  the  first 
Thursday  to  the  second  Thursday  of  the  third  month  of  the  calendar  quarters, 
namely,   March,  June,  September,  and  December. 

G.  1966  Minutes,  bid  on,  acceptance  of 

Secretary  Lyerly  informed  board  members  that  the  Rowan  Printing  Company 
of  Salisbury  had  printed  the  1965  pre-convention  bulletins  and  proceedings  at  a 
cost  of  $7,980.87,  which  was  under  the  actual  bid  of  $8,188.36.  The  new  bid 
called  for  a  possible  5%  increase  for  1966,  bringing  the  printing  costs  of  both 
bulletins  and  proceedings  to  $8,379.89.  The  bid  was  supported  by  an  assur- 
ance  of   earlier   delivery   services   for    1966. 

XIV.      Joint   Meeting   with    LCM    Executive   Committee 

The  annual  joint  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  Lutheran  Church  Men  was  held  at  the 
Holiday  Inn,  Salisbury,  N.  C,  on  Sunday  Evening,  January  2,  1966,  at  6:00 
o'clock. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  elect  a  director  to  the  Home  Mission  Foundation 
in  compliance  with  a  directive  from  the  Articles  of  Incorporation.  (See  1953 
Minutes  of  Synod,   P.   92). 

The  Articles  require  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Synod  and 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Lutheran  Church  Men.  Directors  are  elected 
for  twelve  year  terms  with  one  term  expiring  each  year.  The  president  of  synod 
and  the  president  of  the  LCM  are  exofficio  members.  The  majority  of  votes 
cast  by  the  joint  membership  is  necessary  for  election.  A  director  must  be  a 
member  in  good  standing  of  a  Lutheran  Church   in   North  Carolina. 

The  Rev.  John  W.  Cobb,  pastor  of  Holy  Trinity,  Raleigh,  gave  the  Invocation. 

Following  the  dinner,  the  Rev.  George  R.  Whittecar,  D.D.,  President  of  Synod, 
called  the  meeting  to  order  and  presided  at  the  meeting.

Report   of    Home    Mission    Foundation 

Mr.  Leonard  Moretz  presented  a  report  of  the  Home  Mission  Foundation,  and 
reported  applications  for  loans  in  amount  of  $315,000.  He  announced  plans  for 
presenting  the  challenge  of  home  missions  in  every  congregation  of  the  synod 
through    a    pictorial    procession    of    mission    churches    assisted    by    the     Founda- 
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tion  since  its  inception  in    1923.  He  predicted  a  renewed  interest  in  the  Loan  and 
Gift  Fund. 

The  Onward  March  of  Missions 

The  program  for  the  evening  was  the  visual  presentation  prepared  for  use  by 
the  congregations  of  synod  during  the  current  year,  showing  the  growth  of  the 
Loan  and  Gift  Fund,  the  procession  of  churches  aided  by  the  Fund,  and  the 
continuing  needs  of  the  Fund.  Mr.  Moretz  served  as  narrator  and  Dr.  Ernest 
Misenheimer  as   projectionist. 

Recommendations  of  the   Executive   Board

The  Rev.  Wilford  Lyerly,  necrologist  and  secretary  of  the  synod,  delivered 
the  memorial  tribute  and  message  based  on  the  text:  "You  will  be  sorrowful,  but 
your  sorrow  shall  be  turned  into  joy  .  .  .  and  your  joy  no  man  taketh  from 
you",   St.   John    16:20   and   22(b). 

Secretary  Lyerly  paid  tribute  to  Dr.  Petrea  as  a  beloved  pastor,  an  accurate 
statistician,  a  fair  editor,  and  a  faithful  servant  of  Christ.  He  also  referred  to  a 
number  of  lay  leaders  who  were  translated  from  the  church  militant  to  the 
church  triumphant  since  the  lost  convention  whose  names  are  not  written  in  the 
records  of  synod,  but  are  written   indelibly  in  the  Lamb's  Book  of  Life. 

Speaking  of  immortality,  Secretary  Lyerly  said  that  it  is  not  enough  to  know 
that  we  shall  live  on  in  the  minds  and  memories  of  mankind,  even  in  the  lives  of 
unborn  generations  through  one's  influence  that  never  ends,  or  to  live  on  in 
the  annals  and  records  of  history.  Neither  social  nor  historical  immortality  can 
satisfy  the  desires  of  life  to  live.  Easter,  he  said,  assures  us  of  personal  im- 
mortality. 
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The   Rev.  Brunner  Eugene   Petree,   D.   D. 

The  Rev.  Brunner  Eugene  Petrea,  D.D.,  81,  retired  minister  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  since  1955,  died  in  the  Lowman  Home,  Saturday  evening,  Oc- 
tober 2,   1965,  at  6:30  o'clock,  following  several  years  of  declining  health. 

Dr.  Petrea  was  born  September  22,  1 884,  in  Cabarrus  County.  He  was 
educated  at  the  Mt.  Plecsant  Collegiate  Institute,  Newberry  College,  and  the  Lu- 
theran Theological  Southern  Seminary.  He  was  ordained  by  the  Evangelical  Lu- 
theran Synod  and  Ministerium  of  North  Carolina  in  St.  John  Lutheran  Church, 
Cabarrus  County,  in  1913.  He  received  on  honorary  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree 
from  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  in   1951. 

He  was  married  to  Anna  Umberger  of  Wytheville,  Virginia,  October  1,  1919. 
He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Herman  W.  Cauble  of  Co- 
lumbia, South  Carolina,  and  Mrs.  Lloyd  M.  Guenther  of  Berkeley,  California. 

Dr.  Petrea  served  the  following  parishes:  St.  John  -  Lebanon,  Wytheville, 
Va.,  1913-1919;  St.  Paul  -  Immanuel  -  Mt.  Union  -  St.  Luke,  Uniontown,  Mary- 
land, 1919-1921;  St.  Matthew,  Wilmington,  1921-1928;  St.  Paul  -  Antioch- 
Philedelphia,  Dallas,  1928-1932;  Union,  Salisbury,  1932-1949;  and  Nazareth- 
Shiloh,  Rural  Hall,   1949-1954. 

Dr.  Petrea  was  active  in  synodical  affairs,  serving  as  editor  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Lutheran  for  twelve  years,  1937-1949,  and  as  statistical  secretary  for  twenty 
five  years,  1934-1959.  He  served  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  synod,  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Southern  Seminary,  and  six  times  as  a  delegate  to  the  United 
Lutheran  Church  Conventions. 

The  burial  service  was  held  Monday  afternoon,  October  4,  at  3:00  o'clock, 
in  St.  John's  Lutheran  Church,  Cabarrus  County,  with  the  Rev.  C.  Lee  Shipton, 
pastor,  and  the  Rev.  George  R.  Whittecar,  D.D.,  president  of  synod,  in  charge 
of  the  service.      Interment  followed    in   the   church   cemeetry. 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   REFERENCE  AND  COUNSEL 

Chairman  Marion  Starr  reported  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Reference 
and   Counsel   as   follows: 

The  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel  would  suggest  the  following 
changes   in   Wednesday   afternoon's   agenda: 

1.  That  following  the  report  of  the  L.C.A.  representative  we  resume 
business  with  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board  where  it  left  off  before 
the  noon  recess. 

2.  That  the  Report  of  the  Youth  Committee,  numbered  6  for  Tuesday 
afternoon,  be  moved  to  the  Thursday  morning  schedule  to  follow  No. 
6,  the  report  of  the  Camp  Committee. 

3.  That  in  place  of  this  Youth  Committee  report,  we  put  the  Executive 
Board  report  which  includes  the  motion  on  legal  matters  on  privileged 
communication. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Presentation  of  LCA  Representative 

Mrs.  Ruth  Grigg  Horting,  L.H.D.,  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  and  prominent  in  political  and  public  life,  was 
presented  to  the  convention  as  the  official  representative  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  and  was  received  by  a  rising  ovation.  Dr.  Horting  gave  the 
first  part  of  her  presentation  regarding  the  state  of  the  church,  describing  trends 
in  the  church,  informing  the  convention  of  certain  recommendations  of  the 
Executive  Council  to  be  submitted  to  the  LCA  Kansas  City  Convention,  and  re- 
ferring to  position  statements  from  the  Board  of  Social  Ministry  on  Church  and 
State,  Capital  Punishment,  Religious  Liberty,  and  Poverty  also  to  be  acted  upon 
at  the  biennial   convention. 

Dr.  Horting  outlined  the  trends  in  the  church  with  four  classic  words,  name- 
ly, adaptation,  specialization,  preparation,  and  cooperation,  as  they  relate  to  the 
agencies,  boards  and  commissions  of  the  church. 

The  chief  characteristic  of  the  soaring  '60's  is  the  change,  she  said,  and 
then  proceeded  to  review  the  activities  of  the  boards  of  the  church  against  the 
background  of  change.  She  listed  the  dramatic  changes  as  follows:  growth  and 
mobility  of  population,  the  technological  revolution,  an  affluent  society,  and  the 
new  morality.  Against  this  backdrop  of  change,  she  continued,  the  LCA  takes 
shape  as  the  sixth  denomination  in  size  with  3,265,000  members,  and  gears 
its  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  changing  world. 

Deploring  the  failure  of  the  church  to  meet  its  budget,  she  said  that  the 
Executive  Council  spent  many  heart-breaking  hours  denying  requests  and  re- 
ducing allotments  to  the  boards  to  a  point  of  10%  lower  than  that  authorized 
by  the  1964  Pittsburgh  Convention,  and  that  eleven  of  fifteen  operating  units 
will  have  their  budgets  reduced  in  1967  on  the  basis  of  the  budget  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Kansas  City  Convention. 

In  regard  to  parish  education,  Dr.  Horting  said  that  92  96  of  the  con- 
gregations are  using  the  new  curriculum,  and  that  in  1967  the  board's  work  of 
introducing  materials  will  be  complete,  and  that  the  board  will  then  concentrate 
on   assistance  with   special   problems. 

Mrs.  Horting  concluded  her  presentation  at  this  time  by  pointing  to  the 
two  way  traffic  in  that  the  congregation  finds  its  fulfillment  in  the  universal 
church,    and    that   the    universal    church    finds   fulfillment    in    the    congregation. 

President  Whittecar  thanked  Dr.  Horting  for  the  first  part  of  her  informative 
and  provocative  presentation. 

REPORT  OF   THE   EXECUTIVE   BOARD   (continued) 

Board  member  Paul  Morgcn  was  recognized  to  resume  his  review  of  execu- 
tive board  matters  appearing  in  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board,  beginning 
with  Item  Vl-D,  and  extending  through  Item  VI-D-5,  to  the  budget  which  was 
a  special  assignment. 
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President  Whittecar  opened  that  portion  of  the  report  which  had  been 
reviewed  by  board  member  Morgan  for  questions  and  pertinent  remarks.  That 
portion   up  to  the   budget  was  then   closed. 

In  connection  with  Recommendation  3  of  the  Executive  Board  which  recom- 
mended the  adoption  of  the  1967  budget  as  printed  in  the  convention  bulletin, 
Charles  Heilig,  treasurer  and  board  member,  was  recognized  for  the  presentation 
of  the  budget. 

Treasurer  Heilig  presented  Parts  A,  B,  and  C  of  the  budget,  explaining  it 
part  by  part,  and  item  by  item,  and  denoting  the  increases  and  decreases  in  the 
items  so  affected,  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  decrease  in  synod's  apportionment 
to  N.  C.  Lutheran  Homes  was  due  to  its  reduction  in  indebtedness.  It  was 
explained  that  apportionments  to  jointly-owned  institutions  are  agreed  upon  by 
the   presidents  of   the  Southern   synods. 

Dr.  Ernest  Misenheimer  presented  Part  D  of  the  budget,  and  spoke  of  the 
need  for  developing  a  new  image  in  this  phase  of  the  synod's  budget  as  he 
projected  additional  needs  not  included  in  Parts  A,  B,  and  C  of  the  budget,  as 
listed   in  the  printed  addendum   to  Part   D. 

Treasurer  Charles  Heilig   then   moved  the  adoption  of  the   budget. 

Mr.  Tom  Kern,  delegate  from  St.  John,  Salisbury,  offered  an  amendment  to 
Part  C-l    and  2,  as  follows: 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  salaries  and  housing  allowance  of  the  synodical 
officers  for  the    1967   budget  be  changed   to  read   cs  follows:

Pastor  Paul  Conrad  introduced  a  motion  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a 
special  committee  to  make  a  comparative  study  of  salaries  of  other  LCA  officers 
and  staff  and  that  the  study  committee  report  its  findings  to  the  1967  convention 
of  Synod. 

President  Whittecar  ruled  the  motion  as  an  amendment  to  Mr.  Kern's 
amendment  and   not   as  a   substitute  motion. 

Pastor   Conrad's   amendment   was    put    to   the    convention    and    was    lost. 
Mr.    Kern's  amendment   was   then    put   to   the   convention    and    was    lost. 
Mr.   Kern  submitted  to  the  convention   the  following   resolution: 
Be    it    resolved,    that   a    committee,    appointed    by   the    President    of    the 
Synod,    consisting    of   one    layman    from    each    district    of    synod    and    a 
general   chairman   to: 

a.  Study  and  make  a  definite  proposal  to  the  next  convention  of  synod, 
of  a   long  range  plcn  of  compensation  for  the  officers  of  the  synod. 

b.  Study  and  make  recommendation  at  the  next  convention  of  synod  of 
guidelines    for    congregations    in    the    matter    of    pastors'    compensation. 

c.  And  that  this  committee  submit  to  the  next  convention  of  synod  a  pro- 
posed meaningful  and  substantial  program  of  grants-in-and  which  would 
assist  in  the  church's  recruitment  of  highly  qualified  young  men  for 
the   Gospel    Ministry. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

It  was  understood  that  this  resolution  included  a  comparative  study  of  the 
salaries  of  other  LCA  officers  and  staff,  the  idea  that  Pastor  Conrad  projected 
in  his  amendment. 

In  view  of  the  resolution  adopted,  Mr.  Kenneth  Cruse,  a  delegate  from 
Calvary,  Concord,  moved  an  amendment  to  Part  C-l,  that  compensation  to  per- 
sonnel be  maintained  at  the    1966   level    in  amount  of  $52,095. 
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The  amendment  was   lost. 

Dr.  Albert  H.  Keck,  Jr.  spoke  in  behalf  of  an  increase  to  the  North  Caro- 
lina Council  of  Churches  to  be  more  in  line  with  the  synod's  pro  rata  share 
based  on  the  Council's  new  basis  of  apportionment,  and  offered  an  amendment 
to  C-8,  Miscellaneous,  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches,  revising  upward  the  amount 
from  $2,500  to  $2,700,  making  the  total  for  C-8  to  read  $12,950  instead  of 
$12,750,  and  making  the  total  budget  of  the  synod  to  read  $1,246,138  in- 
stead of  $1,245,938. 

An  amendment  made  by  Pastor  Everette  Horn  that  Item  D-l  of  the  Adden- 
dum be  added  to  Part  B,  thus  increasing  the  apportionment  to  the  Southern 
Seminary  in  amount  of  $4,000,  was  lost. 

The   budget  as  amended   was  adopted.

N.  Yount,  who  made  the  following  deletions  from  the  list  of  students,  namely, 
Joseph  Anderson  Motley,  Michael  Tysinger  (Lenoir  Rhyne,  seniors),  and  Terry 
Sifford  (Lenoir  Rhyne,  junior).

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Pastor  Horace  Lindler  also  spoke  of  seeking  out  men  for  the  ministry  and 
asked  for  the  cooperation  of  congregations  in  their  Christian  attitudes  towards 
ministers  and  their  ministries  as  an  added  encouragement  for  young  men  to  enter 
the    ministry. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

Board  member  Jack  E.  Smith  was  recognized  to  continue  the  review  of  the 
Executive  Board's  report,  and  gave  a  running  summary  of  the  report,  beginning 
with    Item   Vl-E. 

Bachman  Brown,  Jr.,  executive  board  member,  and  a  member  of  the  sub- 
committee on  legal  matters,  was  recognized  in  connection  with  Item  VI-E-4,  on 
Ministerial  Confidences  in  connection  with  Recommendation  4  of  the  Executive 
Board. 

Prefacing  the  presentation  of  the  resolution,  Mr.  Brown  stated  that  the 
resolution  introduced  at  the  last  convention  had  been  prompted  by  a  bill  killed 
by  the  state  legislature  to  guarantee  ministerial  confidences  held  inviolate  by 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  as  so  stated  in  its  constitution.  He  said  that 
one  of  the  difficulties  had  to  do  with  the  definition  of  a  minister.  Mr.  Brown 
also  said  that  his  sub-committee  and  the  Executive  Board  hesitated  to  speak  to 
a  specific  piece  of  legislation,  but  judged  it  advisable  to  express  the  desires 
of  the  convention  and  appeal  to  the  legislature  on  grounds  of  a  general  principle 
involved   in  guarding  ministerial  confidences. 

Mr.  Brown  then  read  the  resolution  as  printed  in  the  convention  bulletin, 
and  then  moved   Recommendation  4  of  the   Executive   Board. 

Discussion  centered  in  the  word  "communicant".  Attorney  Kenneth  Cruse 
clarified  the  issue  by  saying  that  "communicant"  means  "communicator"  and 
expressed  his  belief  that  the  burden  should  rest  upon  the  minister  instead  of  the 
communicator  in  the  last  sentence. 

Pastor  George  Shuford,  instigator  of  the  resolution,  offered  an  amendment 
to  substitute  the  word  "communicant"  for  "communicator"  in  the  fourth  line 
of  the  resolution  section,  and  to  substitute  the  word  "minister"  for  "com- 
municant"  in  the   last  sentence  before  the   period. 

The  amendment  was  adopted.

Mr.  Walter  A.  Jensen,  LLM  staff  member,  featured  the  work  of  the  Lu- 
theran  Laymen's  Movement   in   his   presentation. 

Testimonials  of  the  Lutheran  Laymen's  Movement  were  given  by  the  Rev. 
Carroll  L.  Robinson  on  what  the  LLM  meant  to  his  congregation,  Ascension, 
Wilson,  in  its  capital  funds  appeal  in  behalf  of  the  first  unit  building  program, 
and  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar,  president  of  synod,  on  what  the  LLM 
had   meant  to  the   synod   wide   campaign   for  CAMPUS. 

The   meeting   was   then   adjourned. 

Sixth  Meeting

Devotions  were  conducted  by  the  convention  chaplain,  the  Rev.  R.  Douglas 
Fritz.  The  Evening  Suffrages  were  used,  including  Psalm  124  and  the  Lesson 
from    1    Corinthians    1:    4-10. 

Reference  and  Counsel:  The  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel  recom- 
mended through  its  chairman,  Marion  Starr,  that  the  convention  proceed  with 
the  scheduled  agenda  without  variation,  returning  to  items  of  unfinished  business 
hopefully  before  the  end  of  the  meeting. 

The   recommendation   was  adopted. 

PRESENTATION  OF   LCA  REPRESENTATIVE  -  PART   II 

M\rs.  Ruth  Grigg  Horting  was  recognized  for  Part  II  of  her  presentation 
on  the  state  of  the  church  and  the  work  of  its  commissions  and  auxiliaries,  and 
their  emphasis  to  Set  the  Work  Forward. 

Mrs.  Horting  catalogued  briefly  the  commissions  of  the  church  and  their 
chief  concerns,  as  follows:  Architecture  -  outstanding  consultative  services; 
Evangelism  -  witnessing  where  we  are;  Stewardship  -  synodical  conferences  in 
interests  of  reaching  apportionment  goals;  Worship  -  holding  of  institutes,  one 
being  at  Lutheridge;  Press,  Radio,  and  Television  -  preparation  of  new  color 
Christmas  special  of  Davey  and  Goliath;  Church  Papers  -  549,000  circulation  of 
The  Lutheran;   Youth    -    nothing   short  of  success  story  of  Miami   Convention. 

The  chief  concern  of  the  LCA  Foundation  lies  in  making  of  wills  and 
stressing  Christian   responsibility. 

Mrs.  Horting  reported  285,000  Lutheran  Church  Women  members  in 
5,217  local  units,  and  commended  the  North  Carolina  women  for  their  1  1  1.32% 
apportionment   response. 

Referring  to  a  study  of  men's  work  authorized  by  the  1964  Pittsburgh  Con- 
vention, she  said  that  the  Executive  Council  would  recommend  the  discontinu- 
ance of  Lutheran  Church  Men  on  a  church  wide  level. 

Speaking  of  inter-Lutheran  cooperation,  Mrs.  Horting  informed  the  con- 
vention delegates  that  the  proposed  Lutheran  Council,  successor  to  the  National 
Lutheran  Council,  and  representing  95%  of  the  Lutherans  in  the  USA,  would 
come  into  being  in  1967.  She  said  that  the  president  of  the  church,  Dr.  Franklin 
Clark  Fry,  described  this  new  Council  to  be  more  of  a  "talkshop"  than  an  action 
group. 

Mrs.   Horting   mentioned  a   few  miscellaneous   items  as  follows:

(6)  "Life    -    New    Life"    theme    for    450th    anniversary    of    Reformation    on 
Oct.  29. 
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(7)       Retirement   of    Dr.    Edmund    Wagoner    to    be    presented    with    medallion 

at  Kansas  City. 
Following  a  question  and  answer  period,  this  ended  the  presentations  of  the 
official   representative  of  the  Lutheran  Church   in  America. 

REPORT  OF  OPERATIONAL  COMMITTEES 

With  the  exception  of  the  report  of  the  Operational  Committee  on  Social 
Ministry  having  already  been  heard,  it  was  operational  committee  night,  as 
operational  committees,  namely,  American  missions,  parish  education,  evangelism, 
and  stewardship,   reported  on   their  plans,   programs,   and   procedures. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  American  Missions 

The  Committee  on  American  Missions  had  held  four  meetings  since  the  last 
report,  April  22,  1965,  and  September  14,  1965,  at  Salisbury  and  December 
14,    1965,  at  Chape!   Hill,  and  March   31,    1966,   at  High   Point. 

President  George  R.  Whittecar  is  the  chairman  and  the  Rev.  John  D. 
Mauney,   Jr.    is  secretary  of  the   Committee. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Baumgartner,  Jr.,  resigned  from 
the  committee  and  the  Rev.  Albert  H.  Keck,  Jr.,  D.D.  was  named  by  the  North- 
western District  to  take  his  place.  In  the  district  elections  in  February  and 
March  Mr.  Grover  Seamon  of  Grace  Church,  Thomasville,  was  elected  to  replace 
Mr.  Herbert  Thomas  from  the  Northern  District,  and  Mr.  Luther  Adams  of  Albe- 
marle was  elected  to  replace  Mr.  Earl  Propst  of  the  Southern  District.  Other 
members  were  re-elected. 

During  the  year  the  sub-commitee  membership  was  comprised  as  follows:  Fi- 
nance &  Business,  the  Rev.  T.  C.  Plexico,  chairman,  Mr.  Earl  Propst,  Mr.  D.  R. 
Mauney;  Survey  and  Development,  the  Rev.  Hoyle  Whiteside,  chairman,  Mr.  J.J. 
Lentz,  Rev.  J.  D.  Mauney,  Jr.;  Sustentation,  the  Rev.  R.  Douglas  Fritz,  chairman, 
Mr.  Herbert  Thomcs,  the  Rev.  Jerry  L.  Hollar;  Special  projects,  Mr.  Authur 
Lackey,  chairman,  Mr.  James  Lingle,  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Baumgartner,  Jr.,  replaced  by 
the  Rev.  Albert  H.   Keck,  Jr.,   D.D. 

The  committee  works  closely  with  the  Rev.  David  F.  Johnson,  Regional  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  American  Missions,  who  is  an  advisory  member.  Rev. 
J.  Wilford  Lyerly,  Secretary  of  Synod,  has  assisted  Secretary  Johnson  in  making 
preliminary  surveys  of  several  fields  and  has  taken  special  assignments  on  behalf 
of   mission   congregations  and   projects. 

CONGREGATIONS  ORGANIZED 

Guilford  College,  Resurrection,  the  Rev.  John  Merck,  developer.  This  con- 
gregation was  formally  organized  November  14,  1965,  with  60  confirmed  and 
40  child  members.  The  field  had  been  entered  in  June,  1964,  by  Pastor  Merck. 
The  congregation  worships  in  a  Grange  Hall  near  a  public  school  about  one  mile 
southwest  of  Guilford  College.  It  has  a  desirable  site  for  building  a  church 
on  Friendly  Road  one  mile  west  of  Guilford  College.  A  small  building  on  this 
property  is  used  as  a  church  office  and  meeting  place  for  small  groups.  The 
congregation  has  called  Pastor  Merck  as  its  pastor  and  is  making  application 
for  membership  in  the  synod  at  this  convention.  First  Church  and  Our 
Father's  Church  in  Greensboro  have  supported  this  mission  project  in  a  most 
helpful  fashion. 
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Laurinburg,  Living  Word,  the  Rev.  Setzer  entered  this  field  cs  mission  de- 
veloper immediately  following  his  ordination  in  June,  1965.  Worship  services  were 
scon  started  and  are  being  held  regularly  in  the  Community  Building  in  the 
central  part  of  Laurinburg.  A  site  for  building  a  church  has  been  secured  by  the 
Board  of  American  Missions  opposite  the  main  gate  of  St.  Andrew's  College  in 
the  southwest  area  of  Laurinburg.  The  congregation  was  organized  April  24, 
1966. 

FIELDS    ENTERED 

Welcome.  This  field  was  entered  by  the  Rev.  Paul  M.  Sorensen  following 
his  ordination  and  transfer  from  the  Upper  Michigan-Wisconsin  Synod  in  July, 
1965.  A  personage  was  purchased  by  the  Board  of  American  Missions  on  Valley 
View  Drive.  A  store  building  on  the  main  street  in  Welcome  has  been  rented 
and  is  being  used  for  worship  services.  Negotiations  are  under  way  for  a  site 
facing  on  highway  52  between  Welcome  and  Midway.  This  group  has  applied  to 
the  Board  of  American  Missions  for  permission  to  organize.  Congregations  in 
the  Lexington  area   have  been  very  cooperative  with   this  mission   enterprise. 

ESkin.  The  Rev.  Gilbert  Goodman,  mission  developer.  This  mission  con- 
tinues to  carry  on  c  whole  congregational  program  even  though  it  has  not  been 
organized.  The  place  of  meeting  has  been  moved  to  a  store  building  facing 
highway  67  in  Jonesville  near  the  building  site.  Although  in  small  numbers, 
this  group  manifests  a  strong  spirit  which  needs  to  be  nurtured  and  maintained. 
The  future  of  this  development  is  under  special  study  by  the  committee  and  the 
Board  of  American   Missions. 

Mf.  Airy.  The  Rev.  Gerald  Wise,  mission  developer.  This  field  was  enter- 
ed in  1964  and  an  interested  group  of  persons  has  been  holding  worship  services 
since  that  time.  Difficulty  has  been  had  in  finding  adequate  temporary  quar- 
ters. Presently  they  are  meeting  on  Sunday  evenings  at  the  Episcopal  Church. 
Efforts  to  secure  an  adequate  site  have  not  been  successful  to  this  date.  Never- 
theless, the  mission  shows  promise  of  developing   into  a  strong  congregation. 

Atlantic  Beach.  The  Rev.  James  Mansfield  serves  this  mission  development 
as  an  outreach  of  St.  Timothy  Church,  Havelock.  An  attractive  site  is  available 
to  the  mission  in  the  center  of  the  Atantic  Beach  community.  Most  of  the 
members  of  this  group,  which  worships  in  a  store  building,  come  from  nearby 
Morehead  City.  It  is  anticipated  that  as  this  mission  grows  it  can  be  organized 
as  a    second   congregation    in   a    parish    with    St.    Timothy,    Havelock. 

PARISH    DEVELOPMENT    PROJECTS 

Catawba,  Ebenezer.  This  congregation  has  built  a  parsonage,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Board  of  American  Missions,  and  is  extending  a  call  to  a  pastor. 

A   strong    rural    church    should    develop    here. 

Matthews,  Morning  Star,  the  Rev.  Geogre  W.  Shuford,  Pastor.  This  con- 
gregation occupies  a  strategic  mission  area  in  the  eastern  part  of  Mecklenberg 
County. 

Lewisville,  Shiloh,  the  Rev.  William  Wood,  Pastor.  With  the  assistance  of 
the  Board  of  American  Missions  this  congregation  is  renovating  its  church  and 
building   an    education    building    adjacent. 

Advent,  Spindale,  the  Rev.  Phillip  Deese,  Pastor.  Plans  are  underway  for 
renovation  of  the  present  church  and  development  of  educational  space. 

Lexington,  Lebanon,  this  congregation  is  being  served  by  the  Rev.  Paul  M. 
Sorenson,  mission  developer  at  Welcome.  Early  in  1965  an  addition  consisting 
of  several  classrooms  was  made  to  the  church  building  and  a  narthex  was  added 
at   the   front. 

New  Bern,  St.  Andrews.  This  congregation  has  been  given  parish  develop- 
ment status  with  the  Board  of  American  Missions  with  a  view  toward  assisting  it 
;n  the  development  of  its  program  and  facilities. 
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NEW    FIELDS    TO    BE    ENTERED 

The  Board  of  American  Missions  has  extended  calls  to  ministers  to  develop 
congregations  in  two  fields:  The  Research  Triangle  area  south  of  Durham  and 
east  of  Chapel  Hill,  and  the  east  side  of  Gastonia.  If  such  calls  are  accepted, 
these   fields   can   be   entered   soon. 

Calls  hove  been  accepted  by  Seminarian  Floyd  Eugene  Sides  to  develop  the 
Research  Triangle  Area,  Durham,  and  the  Rev.  G.  Dwight  Conrad,  long  time 
pastor  of  Bethany,    Hickory,  to  develop  the   East  Gastonia   area. 

There  are  other  opportunities  in  a  number  of  communities  in  North  Caro- 
lina that  have  been  assigned  by  the  National  Lutheran  Council,  Division  of 
American  Missions,  to  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  for  development.  Sever- 
al of  these  have  been  approved  by  our  Board  of  American  Missions.  Entrance 
will  depend  on  the  available  resources  of  the  board  and   available   men.

The  committee  has  continued  to  provide   items  of  equipment  needed   in   the 
beginning  of  mission  developments  such  as  hymnals,  chairs,  typewriter,  duplicator, 
funds  for  printing,  etc,  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $800  per  congregation. 

SPECIAL  GIFTS 

Holy  Trinity  Church,  Hickory,  made  available  $2,500  for  special  gifts  to 
mission    congregations. 

The  Executive  Board  has  agreed  to  make  a  special  gift  to  each  mission 
congregation  entering  into  a  building  program  for  a  first  unit  structure  in  1966 
in  the  amount  of  $5,000  from  the  Michael  Peeler  Fund  income.  Each  such  gift 
will  be  a  part  of  the  church  building  program  approved  by  the  Bocrd  of  American 
Missions  and   the   synodical    missions  committee. 

The  Home  Missions  Foundation  continues  to  provide  first  mortgage  loans  for 
mission  congregations  at  low  interest  rates.  Such  loans  prove  to  be  a  blessing 
to  congregations  that  receive  them  in  the  reduction  of  financing  costs  for  their 
church   structures. 

The  committee  encouraged  the  attendance  of  several  pastors  at  the  Town 
and  Country  Conference  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
and  North  Carolina  State  University,  Raleigh,  last  May  and  will  do  the  same 
for  a   similar  program  April   25-26,    1966. 

The  committee  nominated  the  Rev.  William  Wood  to  attend  the  Town  and 
Country  Conference  at  Michigan  State  University  in  June,    1965. 

The  committee  nominated  and  assisted  Rev.  Ronald  Weinelt  and  the  Rev. 
Carroll  Wessinger  to  attend  the  Appalachian  Conference  on  Leisure  and  Recrea- 
tion sponsored  by  the  National  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  as  Morgantown, 
West  Virginia,    in   November,    1965. 

The  Rev.  Claude  Deal,  Jr.,  attended  the  School  for  Urban  Pastors  sponsored 
by  the  Board  of  American  Missions  at  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  as  a  nominee 
of  our  committee   May  24-31,    1965. 

A  school  for  Mission  Pastors  will  be  held  under  the  Board  of  American 
Missions  auspices  at   Lenoir   Rhyne  College,   July    11-15,    1966.

The  Rev.  John  D.  Mauney,  Jr.,  member  and  secretary  of  the  committee,  pre- 
sented the  report,  and  paid  tribute  to  the  mission  pastors  and  co-workers  who 
are  serving  as  evangelists  in  mission   fields. 

The  following  corrections  were  made  updating   the   report  as   follows: 

(1)  The  transfer  of  material  concerning  the  Laurinburg  field  from  "Fields 
Entered"  to  "Congregations  Organized",  namely,  The  Lutheran  Church  of  the 
Living  Word." 

(2)  The  section  "New  Fields  to  be  Entered"  was  amended  by  striking  the 
last  sentence  in  paragraph  one,  "If  such  calls  are  accepted,  these  fields  can 
be  entered  soon,"  and  substituting  a  new  sentence,  "Calls  have  been  accepted 
by  Seminarian  Floyd  Eugene  Sides  to  develop  the  Research  Triangle  Area,  and  the 
Rev.  G.  Dwight  Conrad,  long  time  pastor  of  Bethany,  Hickory,  to  develop  the 
East  Gastonia    area." 

(3)  Under  section  "Special  Gifts"  an  amendment  was  made  deleting  the 
words  in  second  line  of  paragraph  one,  "of  low  interest  rate.  Such  loans  prove 
to  be  a  blessing",  and  putting  a  period  after  the  words  "mission  congregations." 

(4)  Under  "Fields  Entered",  the  name  of  mission  developer  Paul  M.  Soren- 
sen  was  corrected,  and  also  the  name  of  the  transfering  synod  was  changed  from 
Nebraska  Synod  to  the   Upper   Michigan-Wisconsin   Synod. 
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Following  these  corrections,  Secretary  Mauney  touched  the  highlights  of 
the  report,  recognizing  the  special  gifts  through  congregations  and  the  Home 
Mission  Foundation  to  the  mission  progrcm  of  the  synod,  and  said  by  way  of  ex- 
planation that  a  slightly  reduced  budget  does  not  reflect  curtailment  of  the 
synod's  mission  program  but  favorable  results  in  the  synod's  sustentation  pro- 
gram. 

In  connection  with  the  report,  Secretary  Mauney  presented  the  regional  sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  American  Missions,  the  Rev.  David  F.  Johnson,  for  further 
remarks  concerning  the  mission  program  of  the  board,  synod,  and  the  church  at 
large. 

Referring  to  the  slogan  of  the  board,  "People  is  our  mission",  regional  sec- 
retary Johnson  said  that  this  is  the  board's  primary  business.  He  said  that  we 
often  see  signs  instead  of  souls  in  reports  which,  of  necessity,  are  factual,  but 
which  do  not  include  the  dynamics  behind  the  report,  namely  the  dedication  and 
sacrifices  of  both  pastor  and  people. 

He  spoke  of  the  partnership  of  board  and  synod  in  the  ongoing  mission  pro- 
gram of  the  church.  He  outlined  the  changing  trends  in  North  Carolina  as  fol- 
lows, first,  slowdown  in  immigration,  secondly,  shifting  of  population  from  rural 
to  urban  centers,  and  thirdly,  the  expansion  of  leisure  activities,  and  said  further 
that  the  board  is  gearing  its  program  in  ministering  to  people  where  they  are  and 
in  meeting   the  changing   trends  of  the  day. 

He  socke  of  other  missionary  opportunities  by  presenting  certain  statistics 
that  by  1980  between  one-third  and  one-half  of  the  American  families  would 
have  two  homes,  and  that  8  %  of  the  counties  of  Appalachia  are  in  North  Caro- 
lina. 

On  motion  of  Secretary  Mauney,   the   report  of  the   committee  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Parish  Education 

With  this  report  your  chairman  is  making  his  last  one  to  the  synod,  having 
resigned  as  chcirman  on  Januory  14.  It  has  been  a  wonderful  and  rewarding 
experience  to  be  privileged  to  serve  my  church  and  synod  in  this  capacity  for 
so  long  a  period.  I  am  grateful  to  the  synod  and  my  fellow  ministers  for  their 
fine  cooperation  as  well  as  their  patience  and  kindness. 

With  this  report  I  relinquish  my  duties  to  my  good  friend  and  fellow  work- 
er, the  Rev.  Robert  !_.  Troutman.  He  knows  the  work  and  is  most  capable  to 
lead  the  committee  and  its  program  to  new  and  greater  heights. 

The  year  1965  has  been  another  busy  one  for  your  committee  and  your  sec- 
retary of  Christian  Education.  With  the  continued  projection  of  the  New  Cur- 
riculum   and    solving    problems   connected    with    it    the    committee    has    been    busy. 

As  we  look  back  on  the  first  year  v/ith  our  new  materials  we  have  much 
for  which  to  be  thankful.  These  materials  have  proved  to  be  educationally 
sound  and  we  believe  they  are  opening  a  new  era  in  Christian  Education  for  our 
church  and  our  people.  Some  churches  still  have  some  problems  to  work  out  but 
we  are  sure  they  will. 

Workshops,  Institutes,  Coaching  Conferences,  Laboratory  Schools,  and  Lead- 
ership programs,  continue  to  take  up  most  of  the  work  of  the  committee.  Plan- 
ning, getting  leaders  from  throughout  the  synod  is  no  small  task.  We  are  now 
working  on  a  plan  to  build  up  a  list  of  teachers  and  leaders  in  the  synod  who 
would   like  to  serve  their  church    in   such   capacities. 

In  1966  we  will  have  coaching  conferences  for  the  last  of  our  materials. 
This  will  involve  teachers  of  Kindergarten,  Grades  One  and  Two,  Supervisors  and 
Administrators.  Plan  to  have  your  leaders  and  teachers  attend  one  of  these 
which  will  be  announced  later.  Select  your  teachers  for  these  divisions  early 
and  order  material  early  so  that  they  will  have  them  for  the  conference  in  your 
area. 
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The  Laboratory  School  at  Lutheridge  last  summer  proved  to  be  very  suc- 
cessful. We  now  have  a  number  of  demonstration  teachers  in  our  synod  who 
have  been  trained  to  help  you  with  leadership  development.  Contact  your  new 
chairman  or  the  synodical  secretary  of  Christian  Education  for  information  on 
how  to  use  these  people  in  your  work.  There  will  be  other  Laboratory  Schools 
held  at  Lutheridge  in   1966,  so  plan  to  send  some  of  your  teachers  and   leaders. 

The  VCS  Institutes  and  Workshops  continue  to  be  effective  in  our  synod. 
The  congregations  have  supported  this  work  and  attendance  has  always  been 
excellent.  Plans  have  been  made  for  the  1966  workshops  so  we  ask  you  to  plan 
early  to  get  your  leaders  and  teachers  to  attend  the  workshops  in  your  district. 
These  will  be  announced  later. 

We  again  urge  all  congregations  to  continue  their  leadership  programs. 
Continue  to  offer  courses  for  your  present  teachers  and  also  new  and  prospective 
teachers.      This  is  vital  to  a  good  parish  education  program   in  your  congregation. 

Promote  Lutheridge  early  in  the  year.  You  have  the  1966  program  in  which 
you  see  that  a  fine  program  has  again  been  planned  for  every  member  of  the 
family.  Urge  your  people  to  take  advantage  of  Lutheridge  and  send  applications 
in  early. 

Let  me  say  for  the  last  time  in  this  capacity  that  the  synodical  program  of 
parish  education  is  vital  in  the  life  of  the  church.  Your  committee  endeavors 
to  keep  abreast  with  all  new  materials  and  methods  of  Christian  Education.  It  is 
the  purpose  of  the  committee  to  bring  more  efficiency  into  the  program  of  our 
synod  and  all  of  its  congregations.  The  chairman,  the  district  members  on  the 
operational  committee,  and  the  secretary  of  Christian  Education  are  eager  to 
help  you  with  your  program.      Call  upon  them. 

We  recommend  that  the  Rev.  Brady  Y.  Faggart,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  Christian 
Education,   be   heard    in   connection   with   this   report.

MRS.  BACHMAN  S.  BROWN,  JR.,  Sec. 

The  committee's  new  chairman,  the  Rev.  Robert  L.  Troutman,  presented 
the  report,  and  recognized  new  members  on  the  committee.  He  described  the 
synodical  program  as  being  tailored  to  congregational  and  district  needs,  and 
reported  the  last  series  of  coaching  conferences  scheduled  for  May.  He  solicited 
for  the  committee  a  knowledge  of  synod's  needs  and  the  names  of  capable  per- 
sonnel for  workshops  and  laboratory  schools. 

The  Rev.  Brady  Faggart,  Jr.,  secretary  of  Christian  Education,  was  recogniz- 
ed in  connection  with  the  report.  He  accented  the  fact  that  the  determining 
factor  in  the  choice  and  use  of  materials  is  the  direction  in  which  a  congrega- 
tion is  moving.  It  is  necessary,  he  said,  to  know  what  Christian  education  is, 
and  what  is  to  be  accomplished.  He  reported  that  for  the  second  year  laboratory 
schools  had  been  planned  for  the  training  of  dedicated   leadership. 

Resolution    of    Appreciation 

Chairman  Troutman  presented  a  resolution  of  appreciation  to  the  former 
chairman  of  the  committee,  the  Rev.  L.  C.  Bumgarner,  upon  his  resignation  from 
the  committee  and  in  recognition  of  his  twenty  one  years  of  service  to  the  com- 
mittee.  The   resolution   reads   as   follows: 

"On  January  14,  1966,  the  Reverend  Lethco  C.  Bumgarner  resigned 
from  the  Committee  on  Parish  Education.  By  this  action  he  terminated 
twenty-one  years  of  continuous  service  to  the  synod  on  that  committee 
as  a  member  and  its  chairmon.  During  that  time  his  genuine  interest 
in  the  cause  of  Christian  education,  his  creative  leadership,  and  his 
faithful  labors  have  guided  one  of  the  most  important  committees  of 
synod  to  function  effectively  in  planning,  implementing,  and  cultivat- 
ing a  total  program  of  Christian  education  in  the  congregations  of 
the  synod. 
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THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  that  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  express  its  appreciation  and  esteem  to 
Pastor  Bumgarner  for  his  contribution  to  the  life  of  the  church  and 
the  synod  through  his  service  as  a  member  and  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Parish  Education;  and  that  this  convention  of  synod  recognize 
and  acknowledge  Pastor  Bumgarner's  extended  and  valued  service  by 
adopting  this  resoultion  by  a  standing  vote." 

On  motion  of  Pastor  Walter  Yount,  the  resolution  was  so  adopted. 
On  motion  of  Chairman  Troutman,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Evangelism 

BSE;'-- 

Evangelism  activities  during  the  past  year  have  been  built  around  the 
current  LCA  Evangelism  theme,  "Frontiers  for  Witness",  with  particular  em- 
phasis on  the  Missionary  Nature  and  Structure  of  the  Congregation  Study.  Area 
Missions,  Overnight  Retreats  for  Pastors,  LCA  Conferences,  District  meetings  have 
all  accented  the  overall  theme. 

The  committee's  report  to  the  1  966  Convention  of  Synod  is  presented  under 
the  following   headings: 

1.      PROGRAM 

A.  Study  Opportunities  for  Committeemen,  Pastors,  and  Congregational  Chairmen 

1.  Sept.  28-29,  30 — Oct.  1,  Oct.  19-20,  and  21-22: — A  series  of  four 
overnight  MNSC  retreats  were  held  for  pastors  featuring  lectures  by  the 
Rev.  James  R.  Stephenson  on  the  topics,  "The  World — God's  Creation," 
"The  World — Ae  We  Know  and  Experience  It,"  "The  World — Place  of 
Witness."  80%  of  the  parish  pastors  in  the  Synod  attended  the  re- 
treats. Their  reaction  was,  "The  retreats  were  the  best  meetings 
pastors  have  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  ...  A  good  investment 
of  time  and  money."  The  purpose  of  the  retreats  was,  "to  help  pastors 
conduct  MNSC  studies  in  their  own  congregations."  Tapes  and  manu- 
scripts of  the  three  lectures  have  been  made  available  for  use  by  con- 
gregational   study   groups. 

2.  January  17-19,  1966 — Seven  members  of  the  Operational  Committee 
on  Evangelism  attended  the  LCA  Evangelism  Conference  at  the  Sherman 
House  in  Chicago.  The  conference  theme  was  "Lively  Congregations 
in   God's  Changing   World." 

3.  January  and  February  1966 — District  Evangelism  leaders  met  with 
congregational  chairmen  at  the  six  district  meetings  to  discuss  "Fron- 
tiers for  Witness — Handbook  for  Lay  Leaders."  Also,  the  congrega- 
tional chairmen  were  given  a  listing  of  procedures  for  implementing 
MNSC  on  the  congregational  level. 

4.  November  15-16,  1965 — The  Evangelism  Committee,  in  cooperation 
with  other  operational  committees  and  the  auxiliaries,  conducted  the 
1  1th  Annual  Workshop  for  New  Pastors  and  their  Wives. 

B.  Area   Missions 

1.  The  "Witness  Where  You  Are  Area  Evangelism  Mission"  was  con- 
ducted in  the  Central  and  Southern  Districts  of  the  synod  in  the  fall 
of  1965.  The  Central  District  dates  were  September  29  -  October  3, 
and  the  Southern   District  dates  October  20-24. 

2.  Some  of  the  evaluations  given  by  pastors  and  laymen  are  as  follow: 
"This  was  by  far  the  best  mission  we  have  ever  experienced  ...  A 
great  help  toward  developing  year  round  evangelism  .  .  .  dialogue 
with  the  missioner  was  a  real  learning  situation  ...  we  have  already 
decided  to  follow  this  same  patern  in  our  individual  mission  next  fall 
.  .  .  this  is  the  best  idea  in  evangelism  that  we  have  used  in  all  the 
years  I've  been  in  the  synod  .  .  .  this  new  pattern  mission  is  something 
the   church    has   needed    for   a    long    time." 
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3.  The  Area  Missions  were  a  financial  success  with  a  balance  of  $619.60, 
which  was  contributed  to  the  Evangelism  Surplus  for  use  in  underwrit- 
ing future   Evangelism   Missions  and   ventures   in   the  synod. 

4.  The  Southwestern  and  Eastern  Districts  will  have  area  missions  in 
1966.  September  28  -  October  2  are  the  Southwestern  District  dates 
and  October  26-30  are  the  Eastern  District  dates.  When  these  mis- 
sions are  completed  the  new  patern  mission  will  have  been  conducted 
in   every  district  of   the   synod.

The   Parochial    Reports 

1  .  Reports  from  the  congregations  on  membership  rolls  indicate  a  458 
or  1.03%  gain  in  active  confirmed  members  and  a  443  or  1.09% 
gain   in  communing  members. 

2.  While  congregations  gained  187  by  adult  baptism,  1130  by  confirma- 
tion,   1879   by  letter  of  tranfer,    152  by  restoration,    for  total   accessions 

of  3348,  losses  of  2848  reduced  the  net  gain  in  confirmed  members 
to  458.  Losses  were  accounted  for  as  follow:  death  504,  transfer 
1515,   and  otherwise  829.

The  Annua!  Evongeiism  Peogress  Report  requested  of  the  pastors  in  connec- 
tion with  the  report  to  the  President  of  Synod  has  been  returned  by  164 
pastors.      The    following    interesting    facts   are    noted: 

Reporting  on  Congregational  "Missionary  Nature  and  Structure  of  the  Con- 
gregational Study":  67  congregations  plan  a  joint  meeting  of  the  council 
and  evangelism  committee  to  discuss  MNSC.  42  plan  to  use  the  skit, 
"Where  In  The  World  is  Your  Congregation?"  24  expect  to  appoint  a 
"task  force"  for  MNSC  study.  29  will  use  "Discovery  for  Mission  Ques- 
tions;" 37  will  use  manuscripts  and  recordings  of  Pastor  Stephenson's  three 
lectures;  34  hope  to  involve  the  entire  congregation  in  MNSC  through 
-"Discovery  for  Mission"  small  study  groups;  81  reported  no  definite  plans 
to   date. 

Fifty-seven  churches  are  using  the  small  discussion  group  idea  on  a  year 
round    basis. 

In  addition  to  the  69  congregations  participating  in  area  missions,  21 
reported  an  individual  evangelism  mission. 

Concerning  the  Responsibility  List:  117  congregations  maintain  an  up-to- 
date  list  of  names  and  addresses,  totaling  10,515.  Of  this  number  4,041 
are  inactive  members.  The  164  congregations  have  1579  people  on  their 
evangelism  visitation  teams  for  an  average  of  10  persons  on  5  teams  per 
congregation.  These  1579  people  made  6,562  visits  during  1965  for  an 
average  of  8  visits  a  year  per  team.  22  churches  send  out  visitation  teams 
once  a  month,  14  once  a  quarter,  1  1  weekly,  72  at  special  seasons,  and  27 
follow   other   schedules. 

Evangelism  Committees  in  the  164  churches  met  728  times  during  1965 
for  an  average  of  5  meetings  a  year  per  congregation.  26  of  the  164 
churches  sent  to  the  synod's  contact  and  referral  service  a  list  of  inactive 
non-resident  members  and  1  1  9  promised  to  send  names  of  non-residents  who 
become  inactive  during    1966. 
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Overnight   retreats  for  pastors  were   rated   excellent  by  69    postors,   good    by 
52,  and  poor  by   1.      Only  two  thought  they  should  be  discontinued. 
The  area   mission  three  year  cycle   plan   was   rated   excellent   by   39   pastors, 
good   by   84,    poor   by   5.    Only    4    said    "discontinue". 

The   monthly  Stewardship    Evangelism    Bulletin    was   rated    excellent    by    56 
pastors,  good  by  66,   poor  by  4.    Only  3   said,   "discontinue". 

98  congregations  are  making  use  of  audio  visual  aids  in  the  evangelism  pro- 
gram.

A.  "Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  School"  is  scheduled  for  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College   July   29-30,    1966. 

1.  The    Evangelism    Section    of    the   School    will    be   conducted    by   the    Rev. 
James  R.   Stephenson. 

2.  The   Evangelism   chairman   of   each   congregation's    Evangelism   Commit- 
tee, or  his  representative   is   invited  to  attend. 

3.       Expenses   for    lodging    and    meals    for    the    School    will    be    paid    by    the 
three   Operational   Committees. 

B.  Another  joint  thrust  in  Evangelism  is  being  planned  for  the  North  and 
South  Carolina  Synods   in    1967. 

1.  Purpose  of  the   1967  Conference:     "To  define  and  stimulate  the  witness 
and  worship  of  the  congregation  required  in  God's  Changing  World." 

2.  Theme:     "The  Church's  Witness  to  this  Present  Age". 

3.  Dates  and  place  for  the    1967   Conference  have   not  yet  been   selected. 

4.  The  Church's  Witness   to   this   Present   Age   will    probably   be   developed 
under   three    sub-divisions: 

a.  In   the   midst   of  an    industrialized   society. 

b.  In   the   midst  of    increasing    leisure   time. 

c.  In  the   midst  of  youth. 

C.  "Congregational  Program  Consultations"  in  connection  with  District  Meet- 
ings, Workshop  for  New  Pastors  and  their  Wives,  and  Overnight  Retreats  for 
pastors  will  continue  to  be  conducted  by  the  Evangelism  Committee  in 
1966-67. 

D.  A  new  pattern  area  mission  is  being  projected  for  use  in  the  synod  in  1967- 
68-69. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  congregations  needing  assistance  with  evangelism  programs  and  plans 
request  this  help  from  the  Operational  Committee  on  Evangelism.  The 
commitee  desires  to  make  its  resources  available  to  every  congregation  in 
the  Synod. 

2.  That  all  congregations  in  the  Southwestern  and  Eastern  Districts,  if  at  all 
possible,  arrange  their  schedules  so  as  to  participate  in  the  "Witness  Where 
You  Are  Area   Evangelism   Mission." 
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3.  That  congregational  evangelism  committees  schedule  some  of  the  many  fine 
fiimstrips  and  tape  recordings  on  evangelism  available  from  the  Synod  Film 
Library,  for  congregational   use. 

4.  That  each  congregation's  evangelism  commitee  meet  with  the  church  council 
to  discuss  the  possibility  of  the  appointment  of  a  "task  force'  to  begin  the 
MNSC  study. 

5.  That  each  congregation  have  its  evangelism  chairman  or  his  representative 
in  attendance  at  the  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  School  at 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College  July  29-30.

Dr.   Misenheimer  gave   a    preview   of   the   forthcoming    Carolinas'    Evangelism 
Conference,   which,    he   said,    is  designed    to   give    individual    life   meaning    and    to 
make  persons  out  of  people.      He  announced   that  the  conference   would   be   held 
in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Charlotte,   January   30-31,    1967.

Report  of  Stewardship  Committee 

The  Operational  Committee  on  Stewardship  is  endeavoring  through  its  ac- 
tivities to  make  the  current  LCA  Stewardship  theme  "Set  the  Work  Forward", 
a  reality  on  congregational,  district  and  synod  levels.  To  this  end  the  following 
program  has  been  developed,  progress  made,  and  plans  projected. 

I.      PROGRAM 

A.  1966  District  Meeting  Workshops:  The  new  "HANDBOOK"  for  the  Con- 
gregation's Committee  on  Stewardship  produced  by  the   LCA  Commission  on 

Stewardship  was  introduced  to  congregational  stewardship  chairmen  at  the 
district  meetings  held  in  January  and  February.  Each  chairman  was  provided 
with  a  copy  of  the  "HANDBOOK"  and  urged  to  make  use  of  it  with  his 
committee   in   an   effort   to   plan   year-round    stewardship. 

B.  Monthly  Bulletin:      To  keep  congregational   leaders  informed,  a  Stewardship- 

Evangelism  Bulletin  was  mailed  each  month  during  1965  to  seven  persons  in 
each   congregation. 

C.  Workshop   for   New   Pastors   and   Their  Wives:      The   Committee,    along    with 

other  Operational  Committees  and  the  Auxiliaries,  sponsored  the  Synod's  1  1th 
annual  two  day  workshop  for  new  pastors  and  their  wives  November  15  and 
16,    1965. 

D.  Materials:  "How  $100  of  apportionment  is  spent"  was  a  popular  informa- 
tion sheet  prepared  for  general  congregational  distribution  during   1965.    The 
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1966  Apportionment  Report  Card  showing  the  congregation's  apportionment 
giving  record  since   1960  was  distributed  as  a  Bulletin  Board   item. 

E.  E.M.V.  Workshops:  During  July  and  August  710  councilmen,  stewardship 
committeemen,  and  pastors  attended  six  district  workshops  designed  to  help 
congregations   strenghten    their   year-round    stewardship    program.      The    new 

"STEWARDSHIP  DEVELOPMENT  KIT"  was  demonstrated  at  these  work- 
shops. The  workshop  programs  were  presented  by  the  Assistant  to  the 
President. 

F.  Consultations:       In   connection    with    the    Fall    District    Meetings,    the    congre- 

gations were  divided  into  three  categories  according  to  percentage  of  ap- 
portionment given.  The  three  groups  were  presided  over  by  the  President 
of  Synod,  the  Assistant  to  the  President,  and  the  District  Clerical  Represen- 
tative for  Stewardship.  These  meetings  proved  most  helpful  in  "taking 
each  congregation  where  it  was"  and  urging  a  maximum  effort  to  do  its  best 
in    the    1965   apportionment    response. 

II.      PROGRESS 
A.      Congregational   Level 

1.  In  1965  congregations  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  gave  8.7%  more  than  in 
1964  for  current  expenses;  4.2%  more  for  apportioned  benevolence; 
but  49.3%  less  for  other  benevolences  and  13.87%  less  for  total 
benevolences.  The  minuses  continue  with  .4%  less  for  other  expenses 
and  .07%  less  for  total  expenditures.  In  1965  the  per  capita  per 
communing  member  reached  an  all-time  high  at  $65.95  for  current 
expenses.  The  per  capita  per  communing  member  for  total  expendi- 
tures was  $129.49  in  1965,  $131.89  in  1964,  $141.76  in  1963,  and 
$138.68  in  1962.  N.  C.  Lutherans  provided  $12.27  less  per  communing 
member  last  year  than  in  the  peak  of  1963.  Less  was  asked  of  N.  C. 
Lutherans  last  year  for  building  programs  and  synod  wide  capital  funds 
appeals. 

2.  With  Synod's  200  congregations  providing  total  expenditures  for  all 
causes  of  $5,296,273  in  1965,  50.93%  of  that  amount  went  for 
current  expenses,  26.09%  for  other  expenses,  and  22.98%  for  total 
benevolences. 

3.  Congregational  Stewardship  Progress  Reports  from  166  churches  reveal 
the  following   interesting   facts: 

Stewardship  Promotion:  Fifty-five  congregations  conducted  a  full  Every 
Member  Visit;  57  had  a  Budget  Pledge  Sunday;  41  had  a  Steward- 
ship Dinner;  13  conducted  neighborhood  group  meetings  for  Steward- 
ship;  28  used  other   ideas. 

Stewardship  Practices:  One  hundred  and  thirty  congregations  use 
single  packet  offering  envelopes;  41  Duplex;  in  119  unconfirmed  chil- 
dren use  offering  envelopes;  in  105  congregations  members  make  a 
single  pledge  to  include  current  expenses  and  benevolences;  127  con- 
gregations encourage  their  members  to  make  a  pledge  in  dollars  and 
cents  for  a  weekly  offering;  only  20  do  not  ask  for  dollar  and 
cent  pledges;  149  congregations  instruct  the  treasurer  to  make  monthly 
remittances  for  apDOrtionment;  16  congregations  report  a  problem  with 
commercialism,  136  have  no  such  problem;  49  church  councils  have 
a  Stewardship  Studv  Course;  122  promote  Christian  Tithing.  The  166 
churches  report   1,605  tithers. 

Year  Round  Activities:  One  hundred  and  thirty-six  churches  use  materials 
from  the  Year  Round  Stewardship  Packet;  131  believe  the  new  "Handbook" 
will  be  of  help  to  the  committee;  124  follow  the  LCA  Calendar  of  Emphasis; 
130  send  out  financial  statements,  3  monthly,  127  quarterly;  89  compare 
offerings  with  budget  needs  in  Sunday  Bulletin;  106  use  items  from  the 
Stewardship  Development  Kit;  105  ordered  and  used  LLM's  EMR  materials 
last  year. 

Achievement:  Twenty-four  congregations  had  offerings  amounting  to  over 
100%  of  their  budget  in  1965;  33  reached  their  budgets  100%,  2-93%, 
13-95%,  30-90%,  1-87%,  15-85%,  2-80%,  14-75%;  20  less  than  75%. 
Reporting  Apportionment  Receipts:    One  hundred  and  seven  said  the  monthly 
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sheet    showing    apportionment    remittances    by    congregations    was    helpful. 
Many  said    it  was   posted   on   the   bulletin    board.      Only   6    thought    it   should 
be   discontinued. 
B.      Synod   Level 

1.  Ninteen  hundred  and  sixty-five  was  the  best  year  yet  for  apportioned 
benevolences  in  the  N.  C.  Synod.  Receipts  from  the  congregations 
provided  $980,015.69,  or  92.7  °o  of  the  minimum  needs  for  the  LCA, 
the  six  institutions,  and  the  N.  C.  Synod.  Helping  to  compile  the  rec- 
ord, 40  congregations  gave  SI  5, 100. 14  more  than  they  were  appor- 
tioned; 48  gave  100%  of  their  aportionment;  and  many  others  gave 
a  larger  percentage  of  their  apportionments  than  they  did  in  1964. 
It  was  a  team  effort  that  made   1965  c  record  apportionment  year. 

2.  The  North  Carolina  Synod  was  in  7th  piece  in  1965  among  the  31 
synods  in  percentage  of  LCA  apportionment  given.  South  Carolina  ied 
with  101%.  Others  followed  in  this  order:  Rocky  Mountain  97.31%, 
Illinois  95.81%,  Iowa  95.39%,  Michigan  95.07%,  New  Jersey 
94.18%,    North    Carolina    93%,    Texas-Louisiana    90.46^. 

II!.      PLANS 

A.  Stewardship  School:  The  third  triennial  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social 
Ministry  School  will  be  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  July  29-30,  1966.  Mr. 
Sam  Edwins  and  Mr.  George  Innes  of  the  LCA  Stewardship  Commission  will 
conduct  the  Stewardship  Section  of  the  School.  Each  congregation  is  urged 
to  have  its  stewardship  chairmen  or  his  representative  in  attendance.  Ex- 
penses for  meals  and   lodging  will  be  paid  by  the  synod. 

B.  Stewardship  Task  Force:      Growing  out  of  a  joint  meeting  of  the  StewardshiD 

Committee  with  the  Executive  Board  and  Representatives  from  the  LCA, 
which  was  for  the  purpose  of  studving  the  effectiveness  of  our  Synod's 
Stewardship  Program,  a  group  of  40  pastors  and  40  laymen  are  being 
selected  to  compose  a  Stewardship  "Task  Force"  to  visit  each  church  council 
this  summer. 

1.  Briefing  sessions  will  be  held  May  15,  16,  17,  and  18  at  Good  Shep- 
herd, Goldsboro;  Calvary,  Concord;  Holy  Trinity,  Hickory;  First  Church, 
Greensboro. 

2.  Purpose  of  the  visits  is  to  discuss  apportionment  as  the  "extension  of 
the  ministry  of  the  congregation  throughout  the  world"  and  to  accent 
the  mission  and  minstry  of  the  church. 

C.  New  Pastors'  Workshop:  The  Stewardship  Committee  will  coooerate  with 
other  Operational  Committees  in  conducting  the  12th  annua!  workshop  for 
new  pastors  and  their  wives  in  the  fall  of   1966. 

D.  LCA  Stewardship  Conference:  The  Stewardship  Chairman  and  Staff  Worker 
will  cttend  the  annual  LCA  Stewardship  Conference  at  Pocono  Manor  in 
October   1966. 

E.  Materials:       Promotional  Pieces  will  be  provided  congregations  to  help  church 

members  see  how  apportionment  money  is  used  to  proclaim  Christ. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  congregations  desiring  help  with  stewardshio  problems  and  plans  call  on 
the    operational   committee   for   counsel   and    assistance. 

2.  That  congregations  do  their  best  in  1966  apportionment  giving  to  enable  the 
LCA,  the  Institutions,  and  the  Synod  to  receive  100%  of  their  budget 
amounts. 

3.  That  each  congregation  send  its  stewardship  chairman  or  his  representative 
to  the   Stewardship   School    at   Lenoir    Rhyne   College    July   29-30,    1966. 

4.  That  each  church  council  coonerate  in  the  Every  Council  Visitation  being 
projected  for  the  Stewardshin  Task  Force  for  the  Easter  to  September  period 
of  1966   in  an   effort  to  SET  THE  WORK   FORWARD. 

5.  That  every  congregation  implement  in  the  most  effective  way,  the  1966- 
1967  Wills  Emphasis  Program  promoted  by  the  LCA  Foundation,  and  that 
materials  and  counsel  provided  by  the  Foundation  be  employed  continuously 
to  inform  and  motivate  a   response  from   our  people.

On  motion  of  Chairman  Mayer,  the  report,  including  recommendations,  was 
adopted  as  a  whole.

Each  audit  and  financial  record  was  carefully  examined  by  the  proper  sub- 
committee. The  Committee  on  Audit  in  making  its  reports  adopts  the  findings 
of   the   sub-committees. 

Sub-Committee  A  examined  the  auditor's  reports  and  the  balance  sheets 
of  synod  and  of  the  North  Carolina   Lutheran  and  find  them  to  be  adequate. 

We   recommend: 

a.  That  the  said  auditors'  opinions  be  approved  and  printed  in  the  minutes 
of  synod.

Sub-Committee  C.  —  On  Audits  and  Financial  Records  of  Special  Trust  Funds 
The  audit  report  and  financial  records  of  the  Michael  Peeler  Trust  Fund 
were  studied  by  the  committee;  all  necessary  financial  information  is  included 
in  the  financial  records  of  said  fund.  We  find  that  this  fund  has  been  adequate- 
ly audited.

Chaplain  Fritz  was  recognized  for  the  closing   prayer. 

Seventh  Meeting 

(Thursday    morning.    May    5,     1966    -    9:00    A.M.    -    2:00     P.M.) 

Devotions  were  conducted  by  the  convention  chaplain,  the  Rev.  R.  Douglas 
Fritz.  The  meditation  theme  was  "Devotions  on  Hard  Pews".  Chaplain  Fritz 
pointed  out  the  symbolism  of  hard  pews  with  the  restlessness  which  the  gospel 
produces  in  urging  us  on  to  higher  things.  Pews  are  not  meant,  he  said,  to  take 
refuge  from  the  realities  of  life,  but  are  for  renewal  and  encounter  with  the 
gospel.  "Come"  and  "go"  he  said,  are  verbs  and  voices  of  invitation  and  com- 
mission. In  his  final  meditation,  he  challenged  convention  delegates  to  rise  from 
sitting  by  evaluating  the  synodical  program  and  translating   it  into  action. 

Reference  and  Counsel — Committee  chairman  Marion  Starr  reported  that  the 
position  of  the  committee  has  been  that  items  on  the  adopted  agenda  have 
priority,  and  that  following  unfinished  business  in  the  morning  schedule,  the 
committee  will  offer  motions  and  items  that  have  been  presented  to  it. 

The   report  was  adopted. 

Minures  and  Unfinished  Business — Committee  Chairman  Karl  U.  Dunn  re- 
ported that  approximately  425  copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  second  meeting,  held 
Tuesday  afternoon,  May  3,  and  the  third  meeting,  held  Tuesday  evening  at 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  had  been  printed  and  distributed  to  the  convention  dele- 
gates. He  also  reported  that  a  few  typographical  errors  had  been  reported  to 
the    secretary   for   correction. 

Minutes  of  the   second   and   third   meetings  were   approved   as  corrected. 

Report  of  Representatives  To  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  Assembly 

Delegates  to  the  annual  Assembly  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
were  appointed  by  the  President  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Board.  This 
synod  is  allowed  21  such  representatives.  During  1965  there  were  four  Lutherans 
on  the  Executive  Board,  Miss  Mary  Stamy,  Winston-Salem,  secretary;  the  Rev. 
Albert  H.  Keck,  Jr.,  DD.,  Hickory,  the  Rev.  Robert  N.  Peery,  Newton,  and  Presi- 
dent Whittecar,  immediate  past  president  of  the  Council.  Others  were  appointed 
fo    various   posts. 

The  main  business  session  of  the  Assembly  at  Raleigh  January  26  was  can- 
celled by  reason  of  a  heavy  snow  storm  and  the  business  was  referred  to  the 
Executive  Board.  Following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  matters  reported  to  the 
Assembly  and  the  Executive  Beard   by  the  officers  and  committees  of  the   Coun- 
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Migrant  Workers  Project — Inasmuch  as  the  Council  was  the  only  respon- 
sible agency  in  North  Carolina  directly  serving  the  needs  of  the  thousands  of 
migrant  workers  in  the  state,  it  became,  by  authority  of  the  action  of  the  1965 
Assembly,  the  contracting  agency  to  set  up  a  program  in  cooperation  with  the 
office  of  Economic  Opportunity.  A  federal  grant  of  $270,444  for  programs  in 
housing,  sanitation,  day  care  for  children,  and  education  was  secured.  The  Rev. 
Charles  L.  Herron  became  director.  One  hundred  sixty-three  persons  were  em- 
ployed through  the  harvest  season  as  teachers,  day  care  attendants,  sanitarians 
and  home  makers.  The  Council  is  taking  steps  to  see  that  a  separate  organiza- 
tion is  created  to  which  it  can  turn  responsibility  for  continuation  of  this  pro- 
gram. 

The  enlargement  of  this  program  to  include  migrant  workers  in  counties 
not  previously  served  by  the  Council  made  it  necessary  that  the  regular  program 
of  chaplaincy  service  to  migrant  workers  be  enlarged. 

Under  the  heading  of  Christain  education  the  Council  has  provided  service 
and  helped  coordinate  efforts  of  various  church  bodies  in  field  of  audio-visual 
aids,  camping,  college  work,  family  life  education,  scouting,  weekday  religious 
education,   and   youth   work. 

Under  Christain  social  action,  conferences  were  held  on  state  and  federal 
legislation  and  alcoholism;  also  a  "State-wide  Churchmen's  Conference  on  Civil 
Rights",  and  a  "United  Nations-Washington  Study  Tour."  The  Rev.  Jack 
Crum,  director  of  social  action,  is  available  to  assist  in  conducting  study  groups, 
seminars,  and  conferences,  in  areas  of  social  concern. 

In  the  field  of  Christian  social  ministry,  the  Council  sponsors  chaplaincies 
in  state  and  national  parks  in  the  state,  makes  arrangements  for  chaplaincies  in 
state  institutions  and  gives  support  to  those  that  have  been  established,  conducts 
the  ministry  to  migrant  workers  referred  to  above,  and  promotes  ingatherings  of 
clothing  and  food  for  overseas  relief  through  Church  World  Service. 

In  addition  to  the  annual  assembly,  the  Council  arranges  a  one-day  confer- 
ence for  ministers  of  the  churches  in  the  state. 

The  Town  and  Country  Church  committee  of  the  Commission  on  inter- 
church  cooperation  conducted  a  conference  on  the  Town  and  County  church 
in  cooperation  with  North  Carolina  State  University  at  Raleigh,  May   10  and    11. 

The  Public  Relations  committee  was  instrumental  in  initiating  a  15-minute 
weekly  television  program  entitled  "News  of  the  Church"  with  state-wide  cover- 
age. 

The  United  Church  Women  of  North  Carolina,  the  women's  department  of 
the  Council,  serves  to  bring  church  women  together  for  the  World  Day  of  Pray- 
er, World  Community  Day  and  World   Fellowship  Day. 

The  Council  is  directed  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  S.  Wiley,  D.D.,  along  with  Rev. 
Jack  Crum,  social  action  director.  The  Right  Rev.  George  Henry,  Bishop  of  the 
Western  North  Carolina   Diocese  of  the  Episcopal  Church,   is  president. 

The  Council  operated  its  program  in  1965  on  $45,601.25,  although  its 
budget  called  for  $55,581.  It  has  been  agreed  n  the  Council  Executive  Board 
that  a  budget  of  $60,000  a  year  is  necessary  if  the  program  and  work  that  the 
churches  have  asked  the  council  to  do  are  to  be  carried-out. 

A  new  financing  plan  is  being  initiated  and  should  be  in  operation  fully  in 
1967.  This  is  known  as  the  "Proportionate  Percentage  Plan."  It  apportions 
each  denomination  a  share  of  that  part  of  the  annual  budget  to  be  contributed 
by  the  member  bodies  that  its  expenditures  for  current  expenses  and  benevolences 
(exclusive  of  building  funds)  bears  to  the  total  such  expenditures  by  all  member 
bodies. 

The  amount  asked  of  this  synod  on  this  basis  for   1967   is   $2,700.

The  Rev.  Albert  H.  Keck,  Jr.,  D.D.,  a  member  of  the  Council's  executive 
board,  reported  in  behalf  of  the  representatives  to  the  annual  assembly  of  the 
North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  He  announced  that  due  to  the  can- 
cellation of  the  business  session  due  to  the  unusually  heavy  snow  in  January 
the  date  of  meeting  had  been  changed  to  April,  the  time  of  meeting  to  be 
designated  each  year. 

Dr.  Keck  then  presented  the  Council's  executive  director,  the  Rev.  Samuel 
S.  Wiley,  D.D.,  who  brought  greetings  from  the  N.  C.  Council  and  thanked 
the  synod  for  being  the  first  to  rise  to  meet  the  challenge  of  an  increased 
apportionment  to  the  Council.  Dr.  Wiley  welcomed  opportunities  to  answer  ques- 
tions concerning  the  Council's  work. 

Reference  was  made  to  the  leadership  of  the  immediate  past  president,  Dr. 
George  R.  Whittecar. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Keck,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Church 
Music  and  Worship 

This  committee  has  had  an  interesting,  exciting,  and  challenging  year.  We 
have  been  given  the  opportunity  to  be  of  service  to  a  large  number  of  churches 
and   individuals  in  the  synod. 

The  committee  met  twice  during  the  year  at  the  Synod  House  in  Salisbury. 
President  Whittecar  met  with   us  and  shared   helpful    information   with   the   com- 
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mittee  and  advised  us  of  several  opportunities  for  service  to  the  synod. 

Of  special  interest  of  our  churches  is  the  second  session  of  the  Church 
Music  Institute  to  be  held  at  Lutheridge,  July  10-16,  1966.  This  institute  is 
sponsored  jointly  by  the  Commissions  on  Worship  of  the  American  Lutheran 
Church,  Lutheran  Church-Missouri  Synod,  and  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 
Nine  such  conferences  will  be  sponsored  by  the  LCA. 

Total  combined  attendance  at  the  1965  LCA  institute  exceeded  1,090.  This 
is  an  impressive  beginning  for  a  program  which  is  certain  to  contribute  many 
good  things  toward  the  upgrading  of  the  standards  of  music  and  worship  in  the 
Lutheran  Church  for  years  to  come. 

The  largest  LCA  institute  was  held  at  Muhlenberg  College,  Allentown,  Penn., 
with  162  in  attendance.  The  second  largest  was  the  institute  in  our  own  area 
with    1  1  9  enrolled. 

Adequate  information  has  been  forwarded  to  each  pastor  of  the  synod  by 
the  chairman  of  the  committee. 

The  LCA  Commission  on  Worship  has  appointed  the  Rev.  T.  C.  Plexico  to 
serve  as  the  Dean  of  the  1966  Institute.  He  has  asked  Mr.  Raymond  Hollifield, 
former  organist-choirmaster  at  Saint  Luke's  Church,  Charlotte,  and  now  a  student 
at  our  Southern  Seminary,   to  serve  as  his  assistant. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Junior  Choir  School  will  be  simultaneously  with 
the  institute.  Youth  can  attend  this  camp  in  addition  to  their  regular  stay  at 
Lutheridge.  The  school  will  continue  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Gordon 
Beaver,    M.S.M.,    of   Columbia,    S.    C. 

The  committee  conducted  two  courses  for  area  schools  during  the  year. 
The  course  on  the  meaning  of  Lutheran  Worship  and  Music  was  given  at  the 
Lay  School  of  Theology  in  the  Landis  -  China  Grove  area  and  at  the  Leader- 
ship Training  School  for  the  Kannapolis  area.  The  four  lectures  were  Pastors 
T.  C.  Plexico,  C.  Edgar  Lindler,  and  David  P.  Nelson,  and  Professor  Harry  Wells 
from   the  faculty  of   Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  other  areas  where  such  courses  can  be 
offered.    Pastors  who  are  interested  should  contact  the  committee  chairman. 

The  committee  is  studying  the  possible  design  for  a  pectoral  cross  for  the 
President  of  the  N.  C.  Synod.  Many  of  the  synods  have  already  made  this 
provision  for  its  chief  pastor.  It  is  hoped  that  a  recommendation  on  the  matter 
can  be  presented  as  an  addendum  to  this  report. 

The  chairman  has  been  in  contact  with  a  number  of  churches  in  regard  to 
the  purchase  of  pipe  organs.  This  has  been  in  the  form  of  meetings  with  com- 
mittees and   pastors  and   by  correspondence. 

The  Worship  Corner  is  published  regularly  in  the  pages  of  the  N.  C.  Luther- 
an. Your  chairman  is  encouraged  with  the  response  of  readers  throughout  the 
synod.  Members  and  pastors  are  urged  to  use  this  to  bring  to  the  attention  of 
others  matters  which  may  seem  to  be  of  importance  only  to  them.  It  is  not  sur- 
prising that  problems  in  v/orship  and  music  are  pretty  much  the  same  every- 
where. 

Your  chairman  attended  the  meeting  of  Worship  Committee  chairmen  from 
throughout  the  LCA  held  at  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  in  November  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Commission  on  Worship.  The  presentations  and  discussions  were 
extremely  helpful.  The  lectures  by  one  of  the  leading  Roman  Catholic  liturgical 
scholars  were  stimulating  and   heart-warming. 

As  always,  we  encourage  congregations  to  subscribe  to  the  Journal  of  Church 

Music  for  the  organists  and  choir  directors.  Membership  for  these  people  in  the 
Lutheran  Society  for  Worship,  Music,  and  the  Arts  is  a  splendid  investment  of 
money  by  a  congregation  or  individual.  The  $7.00  per  year  membership  includes 
a  subscription  to  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  stimulating  magazines  published 
in  America   today,   Response.

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The  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  T.  C.  Plexico,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. Chairman  Plexico  called  attention  to  the  Institute  to  be  held  at  Lu- 
theridge  and  listed  the  faculty  for  the  school.  He  commended  the  school  to 
pastors  and  music  directors.  He  informed  convention  delegates  that  the  com- 
mittee has  under  consideration  a  pectoral  cross  for  the  office  of  the  president 
of  synod,  and  that  the  final  design  and  purchase  would  be  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  Executive  Board.  He  reported  considerable  work  on  building  a  basic 
music  library  and  the  compilation  of  a  bibliography  of  materials  relating  to  church 
music.  In  closing  the  report,  he  said  that  the  committee  desires  to  be  of  the  ut- 
most service  to  the  synod,  and  all  the  more,  since  the  chief  task  of  the  com- 
mittee   is   to   praise   God. 

Upon    request,    the    last  paragraph   concerning   Questionnaire   was   deleted. 

In  connection  with  the  report,  Pastor  Walter  Yount  made  the  following 
motion: 

That  the  Committee  on  Music  and  Worship  take  into  consideration  the 
length  of  the  communion  service  at  the  opening  of  synodical  conventions  and 
discuss  with  the  officers  of  synod  means  by  which  the  service  may  be  kept  within 
a   reasonable   length  of  time. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The   report  of  the  committee   was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Camp  Committee 

The  committee  is  indeed  happy  to  report  to  the  synod  that  we  have  made 
considerable  progress  in  our  thinking  during  the  year  1965.  Up  until  the  time 
that  the  synod  gives  us  an  indication  that  it  intends  for  us  to  perform  specific 
acts  our  commission  is  just  that:  to  think,  to  re-think,  to  evaluate,  to  study, 
and  to  recommend.  We  met  seven  times  during  the  year,  and  at  each  meeting 
moved  a  little  further  into  an  understanding  of  our  work,  and  a  little  closer 
to  the  development  of  specific  recommendations.  The  following  is  a  list  of 
thoughts  that  reflect  the  study  and  opinions  of  the  committee.  Plecse  note  they 
are   not   recommendations. 

1.  We  believe  that  the  synod  is  in  need  of  developing  a  church  camping 
program  of  its  own  on  a  campsite  owned  and  operated  by  the  synod. 

2.  While  the  fundamental  goal  is  church  camping  for  the  continuing 
Christian  education  of  our  youth,  the  camp-site  and  the  program  ought  to  include 
and  coordinate  a  year  round  retreat  and  conference  facility  capable  of  serving  our 
congregations,   districts,   auxiliaries,    and   other   church    organizations. 

3.  We  believe  that  the  best  possible  location  for  a  camp-site  and  conference 
center  to  be  generally  in  the  area  of  Sanford,  North  Carolina,  and  that  it  should 
have  a  bare  minimum  of  200  acres. 

4.  Along  with  our  committee,  and  the  guidance  of  the  special  sub-commit- 
tee of  Executive  Board  members,  and  the  help  of  the  Board  of  Parish  Education, 
we  will  need  local  professional  help  in  camp-site  selection  and  planning. 

5.  In  the  light  of  increasing  demands  upon  land  in  North  Carolina  for 
expanding  urban,  industrial,  conservation,  and  recreational  needs  it  is  important 
that  we  enter  this  field  of  a  camp  program  for  the  synod  in  the  proximate  future. 

6.  In  the  light  of  increasing  need  for  conference  and  retreat  facilities  in 
the  synod  we  feel  that  we  ought  to  give  continued  consideration  for  the  develop- 
ment of  additional  centers  other  than  that  which  would  be  on  the  initial  camp- 
site. 

Much  more  thought  and  study  is  demanded  of  us.  But  we  believe  we  are 
at  a  point  now  where  we  can  begin  and  carry  through  these  ideas  in  the 
development  of  a  concrete  camp  and  conference  program  along  these 
lines  should  the  synod  authorize  us  to  do  so.  Such  authorization  would  naturally 
entail  adequate  provision  of  funds  to  secure  property,  develop  the  facilities,  in- 
augurate and  then  continue  a  camping  and  conference  program.

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The  Rev.  Ronald  H.  Weinelt,  chairman  of  the  committee,  introduced  the 
report  by  referring  to  the  living  demonstration  of  the  camping  scene  which 
had  been  erected  on  the  lawn  of  Bethany  Church  and  the  interesting  reactions 
of  convention  delegates  and  visitors  which  the  scene  had  invited.  He  expressed 
the  committee's  gratitude  to  the  synod  for  its  support,  and  also  to  the  Luther 
League  for  its  visible  witness  to  the  camping  program  in  the  form  of  a  gift  prev- 
iously presented  to  the  synod  in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  Luther  League 
by  David  Misenheimer,   president. 

Chairman  Weinelt  reported  that  the  committee  had  been  working  con- 
sistently for  three  years  to  develop  a  practical  program  of  camping  expressing 
the  objective  of  Christian  Education,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the  committee 
might  be  able  to  give  a  clear  perspective  and  picture  of  what  will  be  involved  in 
the  camping  program  by  the  next  convention  of  synod. 

Pastor  K.  Y.  Huddle  referred  to  a  piece  of  property  in  the  Morehead  City 
area  which  he  understood  was  offered  to  the  synod  some  years  back.  In  reply, 
Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad  said  that  there  were  certain  conditions  in  conveying  the 
property  to  synod,   and   suggested   further    investigation   of   the   matter. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted.

— LCA  which  met  in  Miami  prior  to  Youth  Conference 
— provided  half  of  cost  for  adult  attending  Youth  Counseling  Seminar 
The  work  of  this  committee,  and  of  Synod  Youth  Secretary  Pastor  Brady 
Faggart,  that  is  immediately  apparent  and  fresh  in  the  minds  of  pastors,  youth 
and  congregational  Youth  leaders  is  the  "President's  Conference  on  Youth  Min- 
istry", held  in  Winston-Salem,  Goldsboro  and  Lutheridge,  April  15-16,  22-23  and 
29-30   respectively.   The  objectives  of  these  conferences  were  as  follows: 

1.  to  expose  pastors,  youth  and  congregational  advisors  with  the  emerging 
concept   of   "Youth   Ministry"    and 

2.  to   give   opportunity   for   the    LCA   Youth    Ministry   Staff    to   engage    in 
dialogue  with   youth   and    leaders  on    the   congregational    level. 

Both  objectives  were  attained  with  a  high  degree  of  success  the  committee 
feels,  with  more  than  four  hundred  persons  engaging  in  the  discussion  of  the  three 
conferences.  Prior  to  the  conference,  and  in  connection  with  it,  the  "white  pa- 
per" entitled  "Clues  to  Youth  Ministry"  by  the  Rev.  Larry  Nelson,  LCA  Youth 
Commission  Staff  Secretary,  was  distributed  to  the  pastor  of  every  congregation 
for  consideration   by  him  and   congregational   workers  with   youth. 
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Looking  ahead,  the  committee  commends  the  following: 

July  20 — Youth  Rally-Banquet,  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 

July  20-23 — NCLLU  Convention  —  Congregational  Advisor  training  avail- 
able with  LCA  Youth  Commission  Associate  Secretary  Clair  Hoifjeld  conducting 
the  sessions.    A   real   opportunity! 

Looking  farther  ahead,  we  report  that  the  North  Carolina  Synod  is  one  of 
twelve  in  the  LCA  selected  for  experimental  youth  ministry  concepts.  This  will 
mean  more  direct  communication  with  the  Youth  Commission  Staff  inasmuch  as 
one  of  its  six  staff  personnel  will  be  assigned  to  field  duties  in  an  area  including 
the  North  Carolina   Synod  and  surrounding  synods. 

Recommendation:  We  recommend  that  Pastor  Brady  Faggart  be  heard  in 
connection  with  the  presentation  of  this  report.

Copies  of  the  report  which  did  not  appear  in  the  convention  bulletin  were 
distributed.  Chairman  Terry  Agner  presented  the  report  and  commented  on  the 
youth  conferences  authorized  by  the  Executive  Board  as  being  highly  successful. 
He  referred  to  the  definitive  statement  by  the  Rev.  Larry  Nelson  of  the  LCA 
Youth  Commission  staff  of  the  basic  philosphy  underlying  the  new  approach  of 
youth  work,  and  encouraged  pastors  and  leaders  of  youth  to  use  it  as  a  guideline 
to  youth  ministry  in  their  congregations.  He  reiterated  the  plans  and  programs 
for  youth  during  the  summer  with  the  Youth  Ministry  Seminar  scheduled  for 
August  7-13.  Dates  for  the  North  Carolina  Luther  League  Unit  Convention 
were  corrected  in  the  report  of  the  NCLLU  (Bulletin,  P.  125)  as  July  20-23. 
Reference  was  also  made  to  the  fact  that  North  Carolina  has  been  selected  as 
one  of  the   12  LCA  synods  for  pilot  projects  in  youth  ministry. 

Chairman  Agner  recognized  the  presence  of  the  Rev.  John  J.  Ziegler,  Jr., 
LCA  Youth  staff  member,  and  presented  him  as  being  available  for  conferences 
with  pastors  and  other  interest  parties  concerning   experiments   in  youth   ministry. 

The  Rev.  Brady  Faggart,  Jr.  was  recognized  and  spoke  in  connection  with  the 
committee's  report,  urging  the  convention  delegates  to  stop  and  think  of  what 
is  being  done  in  youth  work.  He  described  the  planned  Youth  Ministry  Institute 
as  a  pioneer  project  to  relate  youth  to  the  congregation,  and  the  congregation 
more  closely  to   its  youth. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 


Report  of  Committee  on  World  Missions 

The  Committee  on  World  Missions  has  endeavored  to  present  the  cause  of 
World  Missions  to  the  people  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  In  keeping  with  the 
Calendar  of  Causes  in  January  missionary  itineraries  were  arranged  in  two  dis- 
tricts of  the  synod.  Miss  Alice  Turnbladh  was  assigned  to  the  Southwestern 
District  and  Pastor  Dean  Swenson  was  assigned  to  the  Northwestern  District. 
Arrangements  for  the  respective  districts  were  made  by  Pastor  John  Hawn  and 
Pastor  John   Yost. 

Planning  for  the  above  schedules  was  accomplished  at  the  1965  meeting 
of  the  committee  at  the  Church  House  on  October  19,  1965.  The  Secretary  for 
Interpretation,  Pastor  Arthur  Bauer,  represented  the  LCA  and  gave  highlights  of 
the   Board's   planning   and    programing.

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Report  of  Lutheran  World  Relief 

1965  THANKSGIVING  CLOTHING  APPEAL 

Upon  the  direction  of  the  newly  formed  Committee  on  Lutheran  World 
Relief,  a  Thanksgiving  clothing  appeal  was  again  conducted  throughout  the 
synod.  Eight  collecting  centers  were  set  up.  Carolina  Freight  Carriers  Corpora- 
tion of  Cherryville  provided  for  the  pickups  from  the  collecting  centers  and 
transportation  to  the  main  warehouse  in  Easton,  Pennsylvania.  North  Carolina 
congregations  of  the  American  Lutheran  Church  and  the  Lutheran  Church  - 
Missouri  Synod  were  invited  to  share  this  transportation  arrangement  as  they 
have  in  past  years.  The  places  where  congregations  could  deposit  their  packaged 
collections  of  clothing  were:  the  home  garage  of  Mr.  C.  Burton  Starr,  Hickory; 
Augsburg  Lutheran  Church,  Winston-Salem;  St.  John's  Lutheran  Church,  Salis- 
bury; Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  Raleigh;  St.  Paul's  Lutheran  Church,  Wilm- 
ington; Builders  Hardware  Company,  Charlotte;  Dixie  Lumber  Company,  Cherry- 
ville  and    St.    Mark's    Lutheran    Church,    Asheville. 

RESULTS — Carolina  Freight  Carriers  transported  35,725  pounds  of  clothing 
to  Easton,  Pennsylvania.  In  terms  we  can  better  visualize,  that  was  two  large 
trailer   loads. 

Thank  you,  Lutherans  in  North  Carolina,  for  your  continued  support  of  this 
work  of  love  and  mercy.  A  special  thank  you  to  all  individuals  and  congre- 
gations   who    served    in    collecting    center    capacities.

Two  meetings  of  the  committee  were  held  since  the  last  convention,  June  28

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Constitutionally,  the  function  of  the  committee  is  to  advise  and  assist  the 
President  of  Synod  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  and  to  confer  with  him  as  to 
the  needs  of  the  church  on  the  territory  of  the  several  districts;  to  review  the 
ministerial  roll  annually  and  make  appropriate  recommendations  to  the  Synod 
regarding  those  ministers  whose  status  is  subject  to  reconsideration  and  action 
under  the  terms  of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  church;  and  to  determine 
the  dates  and  programs  for  the  meetings  of  the  districts. 

At  each  of  the  meetings,  President  Whittecar  reviewed  the  ministerial  changes 
and  submitted  a   listing  of  vacant  congregations  and  vice   pastors.

NORTH   CAROLINA   LUTHERAN 

We  wish  to  commend  the  staff  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  for  their  work 
during  the  year:  Mr.  Jeff  Norris,  Editor;  The  Rev.  B.  D.  Castor,  Business-Circula- 
tion Manager;  and  the  Rev.  Paul  Conrad,  Assistant  Editor.  We  are  most  grateful 
to  Mrs.  B.  D.  Castor  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  Business-Circulation  Manager 
during    the    illness   of    Pastor   Castor. 

To  facilitate  printing  schedules  and  to  slightly  lower  costs  of  printing  the 
North  Carolina  Lutheran  is  now  being  published  semi-monthly  (24  copies  a 
year)  instead  of  the  former  bi-weekly  schedule  (26  copies  a  year).  The 
change  from  a  monthly  publication  was  tried  experimentally  in  1965  and  has  been 
continued   for    1  966.

The  Lutheran  has  been  made  available 
to  the  News  Media  of  synod,  as  newspapers,  Radio  and  TV.,  through  the  News 
Bureau  of  synod.  Information  about  the  various  other  publications  of  the  church 
has  been  mailed  periodically  to  pastors  as  well  as  seasonal  offers  of  Book  Corners 
for  their  churches.  Members  of  this  committee  along  with  synodically  designat- 
ed district  representatives  have  made  themselves  available  to  assist  pastors  in 
getting  The  Lutheran  into  their  parishes,  and  have  served  as  called  upon.  Because 
of  the  large  number  of  subscriptions  that  now  are  renewed  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year  the  promotion  of  The  Lutheran  has  suggested  it  would  be  helpful  if 
congregations  would  consider  having  their  renewal  date  come  at  other  times  during 
the  year.

Business-circulation  manager  Castor  thanked  the  synod  for  its  prayerful 
support  during  his  extended  illness,  and  expressed  gratification  upon  being  able 
to  serve  again.   He  urged  pastors  to  keep  addresses  of  subscribers  current. 

Mrs.  B.  D.  Castor  was  recognized  for  her  services  in  connection  with  the 
circulation  of  the  North  Coralina  Lutheran,  especially  during  Pastor  Castor's  ill- 
ness.

The  Rev.  K.  Y.  Huddle  referred  to  the  material  on  The  Lutheran  included 
in  the  convention  packets.  He  reported  101  congregations  of  the  synod,  or 
51%,  as  being  under  the  Every  Home  Plan,  43  congregations,  or  22%,  as  re- 
ceiving individual  subscriptions,  and  53  congregations,  or  27%,  as  having  no  rec- 
ord of  any  subscriptions.

The  Rev.  Charles  Easley  recognized  the  Rev.  Paul  Conrad  as  the  compiler 
of  the  Convention  Summary,  and  informed  the  convention  that  copies  of  the 
summary  would  be  mailed  to  all  clerical  and  lay  delegates.  He  also  paid 
tribute  to  Jeff  Norris  for  his  services   in   releasing  convention   news. 

On  motion  of  Chairman  Easley,  the  report  of  the  committee  as  a  whole  was 
adopted.

REPORT  CF  THE   SPECIAL  COMMITTEE   ON    PASTORS'   SALARY    STUDY 

Copies  of  the  complete  report  of  the  study  committee  consisting  of  a  fourteen 
page  document  had  been  distributed  earlier  in  the  convention  by  convention 
action  to  give  delegates  time  to  look  at  it  prior  to  the  presentation  of  the 
report. 

Mr.  Frank  A.  Jenkins,  a  member  of  the  committee,  and  delegate  from  St. 
Luke,  Charlotte,  presented  the  report  in  behalf  of  the  committee.  His  full  com- 
ments are  printed  verbatim  for  the  information  of  the  synod,  as  follows: 

"The  most  affluent  society  the  world  has  even  known — yet  many  of  our 
parish  pastors  can  qualify  for  the  poverty  program.  We  have  let  our  parish 
pastor  down  by  failing   in  our  stewardship  support  of   him. 

Recognizing  the  need  for  a  guide  in  establishing  pastors'  salaries,  this 
synod,  at  its  convention  in  1964,  directed  the  establishment  of  a  committee  to 
study  this  question  and  to  prepare  a   realistic  guide  for  use   in   the  synod. 

The  committee  was  named  by  President  Whittecar,  as  follows:  Paul  Ritchie, 
Chairman,  the  Rev.  M.  R.  Farris,  the  Rev.  Albert  H.  Keck,  Jr.,  D.D.,  the  Rev. 
Ernest  Misenheimer,  D.D.,  and  Dr.  Whittecar  of  the  staff,  Herman  Weaver  and 
Frank  Jenkins.  The  committee  met  at  intervals,  gathered  information  from 
many  sources  and  attempted  to  put  together  information  that  will  serve  as  a 
useful  guide  for  all  of  us.  Let  me  assure  you  that  no  professional  confidence  has 
been  broken.  The  committee  did  have  access  to  pastors'  salaries  in  the  synod — 
but  not  by  name. 

In  order  to  maintain  a  respectable  standard  of  living,  pastors  are  having 
to  occupy  much  of  their  time  in  second  jobs — moonlighting —  to  provide  the 
necessities  of  life  for  their  families.  Pastors'  wives  are  working  as  nurses,  teach- 
ers and  at  many  other  occupations  to  assist  their  pastor  husbands  in  providing 
for  their  family.  This  puts  the  pastor  in  the  position  of  baby  sitter,  taking  his 
time  and  energy  away  from  his  pastoral  duties. 

Pastors  do  a  disservice  to  themselves,  their  families,  their  congregations  and 
to  those  pastors  that  follow  them,  when  they: 

(1)  Fail    to    encourage    finance    committees    to    review    yearly    the    pastor's 
compensation. 

(2)  Ask  that  increased  compensation  be   in  fringe  benefits. 

(3)  Refuse  to  accept  an  increase  in  salary. 

Church  councils  and  finance  committees  fail  in  their  responsibilities  when 
they: 

(1)  Fail   to  adequately  compensate   their  pastor. 

(2)  Fail  to  relate  the  pastor  to  the  society  of  which  he  is  a  part. 

(3)  Do  not  review  his  compensation  yearly. 

(4)  Do    not    provide    regular    increases    in    salary    to    keep    abreast    of    our 
changing  economy.

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The  Pastors'  Salary  Study — which  has  been  made  available  to  you  at  this 
convention — tells  you  where  we  stand  within  the  synod,  relates  our  synod  to 
other  church  bodies,  to  other  synods  within  the  LCA,  to  other  occupations  and 
shows  what  progress — which  is  very  little — has  been  made  in  the  last  few  years. 
The  figures  used  are  average  salaries  in  some  cases  and  median  salaries  in  other 
places  but  this  difference  won't  bother  you. 

Now  just  a  few  figures: 

Average    Pastor's    salary — $5,369 
Median      Pastor's    Salary — $5,050 

With  54,343  confirmed  members,  our  stewardship  in  support  of  our  pastors 
amounts  to  $16.50  per  year  per  confirmed  member  or  4]/2  cents  per  day  per 
confirmed  member. 

For  several  weeks  Ads  in  the  Charlotte  Observer  have  been  pleading  for 
brick  masons.  The  Ad  guarantees  40  hours  work  per  week  at  $4.50  per 
hour.  This  amounts  to  $180  per  week  or  $780  per  month — $9,360  per  year. 
By  way  of  comparison  may  I  add  a  personal  note  here.  I  am  a  professional  en- 
gineer, employed  in  a  management  position  and  competing  with  industry  for  1966 
graduates  from  our  engineering  schools.  We  are  offering  $620  per  manth — 
$7,440  per  year  with  many  fine  liberal  fringe  benefits,  and  other  companies  are 
offering  more  and  getting  the  men. 

I  am  not  suggesting  that  pastors'  compensation  should  be  approached  on 
a  competitive  basis  but  we  must  be  realistic  and  do  a  Christian  job  of  caring  for 
our  pastors. 

We  have  heard  in  this  convention — "Let  George  do  it."  In  our  nation  we 
have  seen  creeping  socialism  suddenly  engulf  us  and  become  galloping  socialism. 
Surely  we  won't  let  Uncle  Sam  do  our  job — he  will  if  we  don't  act  as  dedicated 
laymen  and  pastors  and  do  what  must  de  done." 

A  round  of  discussion  followed.  Among  those  participating  in  the  discussion 
were  the  Reverends  Roy  B.  Setzer,  J.  LeGrande  Mayer,  John  Hall,  D.D.,  Albert 
H.  Keck,  Jr.,  D.D.,  Harry  Robinson,  Mr.  G.  H.  Kirkpatrick,  Sr.,  and  Paul  C.  Rhyne 
Jr.,  and  were  of  like  mind  in  urging  that  this  study  be  more  than  a  mere  study 
and  commended  it  as  a  challenge  to  congregations  for  serious  consideration  and 
subsequent  action. 

A  motion  that  a  copy  of  the  full  report  be  sent  to  lay  chairmen  of  church 
councils  of  every  congregation  not  having  a  lay  delegate  present  at  the  con- 
vention made  by  Pastor  John  Yost,  Jr.,  and  amendments  that  comments  by 
Mr.  Jenkins  accompany  the  study  reports  and  that  copies  of  the  study  report 
including  introductory  reports  be  sent  to  vice  chairmen,  treasurers,  and  pastors  of 
every  congregation  offered  by  Pastors  LeGrande  Mayer  and  Harry  Robinson 
respectively,  were  taken  care  of  in  an  announcement  by  Dr.  Ernest  Misenheimer 
informing  the  convention  that  provision  had  already  been  made  to  send  copies 
of  the  report  to  pastors,  vice-chairmen  and  treasurers  of  all  congregations  of  the 
synod,  and  that  these  reports  would  be  accompanied  by  comments  by  Mr. 
Jenkins. 

The  motion  of  Dr.  Albert  Keck,  Jr.  that  the  introductory  statement  by 
Mr.  Jenkins  be  printed  in  the  North  Carolina   Lutheran  prevailed.

The   report  was  presented  by  Secretary  Lyerly,   who  moved   adoption   of  the 
report.  The   report  was  adopted. 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Historical  Work 

The  Committee  on  Historical  Work  comes  to  the  convention  of  the  Synod 
annually  with  a  brief  report  of  its  services  during  the  year.  The  last  two  words 
in  the  name  of  the  committee  could  have  different  interpretations,  but  however 
they  are  used  it  is  natural  to  conclude  that  some  work  is  expected  from  the  com- 
mittee. In  giving  an  account  of  its  services  there  is  always  a  feeling  much  has 
been    left  undone   that  should   have   been   done    in    the   course   of   the   year. 

The  work  of  your  committee  is  closely  interlinked  with  the  duties  of  the 
Archivist  in  many  respects,  especially  in  the  efforts  to  secure  and  store  historical 
materials  of  value  in  the  life  of  the  Synod,  its  Institutions,  and  its  Congregations. 
In  this  report  little  can  be  credited  in  that  area  to  the  efforts  of  the  Committee 
on  Historical  Work.  The  Archivist  has  had  the  greater  part  of  responsibility  in 
keeping  materials  and  files  in  order.  His  report  will  give  full  account  of  his 
services    in    that    matter. 

The  duties  of  the  committee  did  not  require  the  usual  number  of  meetings 
during  the  year.  Only  two  meetings  of  the  entire  committee  were  held,  the 
first  on  March  23,  the  second  on  May  28,  1965.  But  a  number  of  sub-com- 
mittee meetings  were  held  as  occasions  arose,  and  even  many  days  were  spent  in 
working  on  materials  that  came  into  the  hands  of  the  committee  in  preparation 
for  the  publication  of  the  book  of  biographies  of  ministers.  At  this  time  the  great- 
er portion  of  the  biographical  sketches  are  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  and  are 
being  processed  as  rapidly  as  possible.  If  all  goes  well,  we  will  have  some  of 
the  finished  product  on  display  at  the  convention  of  the  Synod  in  May,  and 
later  in  the  yecr  the  book  will  make  its  appearance.  With  a  roll  of  around 
eight  hundred  and  fifty  ministers  the  task  has  required  more  time  than  was 
anticipated  in  the  earlier  stages,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  check  many 
details  in  the  life  and  service  of  a  large  number  of  the  ministers,  especially  those 
who  were   in  active  service  one  hundred  or  more  years  ago. 

All  who  are  working  on  the  copy  and  proof  reading  are  making  every  effort 
to  get  the  facts  that  have  been  made  available  arranged  in  the  proper  order 
and  just  as  near  accurate  as  possible.  The  way  has  been  cleared  by  the  Executive 
Board  of  Synod  for  the  printing  of  the  book  by  the  State  Printing  Company  in 
Columbia,  S.  C,  the  number  of  volumes  also  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive 
Board. 

The  Supplement  to  the  History  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  North  Carolina 
was  presented  at  the  convention  of  the  Synod  in  Burlington  last  year.  At  that 
convention  a  large  number  of  pastors  and  lay  delegates  in  attendance  purchased 
copies  for  their  own  use  and  took  home  with  them  additional  copies  to  be  sold  in 
their  home  congregations.  The  result  of  this  initial  effort  in  distribution  was  en- 
couraging, and  it  is  to  be  expected  that  all  who  took  the  books  home  with  them 
will  make  complete  payment  to  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Synod,  if  they 
have  not  done  so  already.  The  remaining  portion  of  the  Supplement  is  stored  in 
the  Synod  Headquarters  Building  in  Salisbury  and  may  be  obtained  in  any 
number  desired  by  ordering  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Synod  or  calling  in  person. 
The  price  of  one  dollar  per  volume  barely  covers  the  cost  of  printing  and  other 
incidental  expenses.  Will  you,  pastors  and  delegates,  lend  your  assistance  in 
getting  this  valuable  little  book  into  the  homes  of  the  membership  of  our  con- 
gregations? 

We  wish  to  say  further  that  approximately  four  hundred  copies  of  the 
History  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  North  Carolina  are  also  stored  at  the  Synod 
Headquarters,  and  can  be  obtained  by  order  or  personal  call.  The  price  on  this 
larger  book  remains  the  same,  three  dollars  each.  It  would  be  well  to  dispose  of 
at  least  two  hundred  of  those  in  store,  which  would  leave  about  the  same  number 
for  future  uses   in  the  Synod. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  continue  on  with  its  unfinished  business  until  the 
work  now  in  progress  is  satisfactorily  completed,  and  your  cooperation  is  most 
earnestly  solicited. 

The  Committee  offers  the  following  recommendations  for  your  consideration. 

1.      That  the  number  of  copies  of  the  book  on  biographies  be  printed  as  authoriz- 
ed by  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Synod. 
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2.  That  the  selling  price  of  the  book  be  set  as  near  as  possible  at  the  amount 
of  the  cost  cf  printing  and  other  incidental  expenses,  which  will  be  around 
$5.00   a   copy,  according   to   preliminary   estimates. 

3.  That  each  congregation  in  the  Synod,  or  some  auxiliary  organization,  make 
a  special  effort  to  distribute  the  T  0-year  Supplement,  printed  last  year,  so 
that  the  money  used  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Synod  might  be  rep!aced 
for  other  uses.

The  report  wcs  presented  by  the  Rev.  C.  N.  Yount,  chairman,  who  gave 
an  up-to-date  report  on  the  financing  of  the  1953  History  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  North  Carolina,  and  of  the  sales  of  the  1963  Supplement.  He  re- 
ported that  the  total  received  from  Supplements  sold  prcir  to  the  convention  was 
$567.73,  and  that  according  to  records,  a  number  of  copies  which  were  taken 
from  the  convention  last  year  were  still  on  the  credit  side  of  the   ledger. 

Chairman  Yount  made  a  progress  report  on  the  new  volume  to  contain 
some  850  biographical  sketches  of  Lutheran  ministers  in  North  Carolina,  in- 
cluding more  than  150  pictures,  and  said  that  this  volume  had  called  for  the 
committee's  concentration  and  energies  during  the  year.  He  informed  conven- 
tion dedegates  that  most  of  the  sketches  are  now  in  the  printer's  hands,  and  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  the  new  volume  would  be  off  the  press  in  the  early  fall. 
He  made  mention  of  two  special  assignments,  the  life  cf  Adolph  Nussmann,  by 
Miss  Ruth  Blackv/elder,  and  that  of  Johann  Gottfried  Arndt  by  the  Rev.  George 
Shuford,  He  also  recognized  the  services  of  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Norman  as  compiler 
of  the  sketches. 

Upon  request,  the  series  of  recommendations  appearing  at  the  end  of  the 
report  were  deleted  as  there  were  no  formal  recommendations  to  offer  at  this 
time. 

On    motion   of   Chairman   Yount,    the    report   was   adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE   EXECUTIVE  BOARD   (continued) 

Board  member  Jack  E.  Smith  was  again  recognized  to  continue  a  review  of 
the  remaining  portions  of  the  Executive  Board's  report,  beginning  with  Item 
Vl-F,   On    Property. 

Following  the  running  commentary  by  board  member  Smith,  the  report  as 
a  whole  was  opened  for  further  discussion  and  questions.  The  report  was  then 
brought  to  a  close. 

A  correction  was  made  on  P.  96  of  the  Bulletin,  showing  St.  Mark,  instead 
of   St.    Luke,   Charlotte,    for  John   W.    Foust,   M.D. 

On  motion  of  Pastor  Marion  Starr,  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Board  as 
printed    in  the  convention   bulletin   was  adopted. 

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    OF    REFERENCE    AND    COUNSEL 

Committee  chairman  Marion  Starr  submitted  the  following  items  for  special 
consideration  and  disposition: 

1.  That  the  Rev.  Floyd  Trexler  be  granted  three  minutes  to  bring  to  the 
convention  a   matter  related   to  Social   Ministry. 

2.  That  the  Rev.  William  Hall  be  allowed  time  to  present  a  motion  rela- 
tive to  the  addition  of  a  statement  on  the  Official  Call   Blank. 

3.  That  a  resolution  of  the  Church  Council  of  Trinity  Congregation, 
Rocky  Mount,  N.  C.  be  heard,  and  that  the  convention  determine  how 
it  shall  be  received. 

4.  That  the  convention  hear  a  motion  of  the  Rev.  Paul  Conrad.  With  ref- 
erence to  this  motion  the  committee  feels  that,  while  the  intent  may 
be  commendable,  the  practical  procedures  to  put  it  into  action  would 
be  difficult  to  carry  through   in  time  for  the   Kansas  City  Convention. 

5.  That  a  motion,  duly  signed  by  a  number  of  delegates  to  this  con- 
vention, and  having  to  do  with  reports  to  the  secretary  for  the  con- 
vention bulletin,  be  read  and  then  given  to  the  Executive  Board  of 
synod  for  study  and  possible   implementation. 
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6.  That  a  motion  by  the  Rev.  Gene  Beck  on  fuller  information  for 
nominees  to  the  boards  of  synod  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Board  for 
study. 

1 .  Jacksonville,  Military   Personnel,   ministry  to 

Recommendation    1    was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Floyd  Trexler  was  given  the  privilege  of  the  convention  floor  and 
spoke  of  the  ministry  to  military  personnel  in  Jacksonville.  He  informed  con- 
vention delegates  that  the  Lutheran  Service  Center  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and 
he  solicited  the  prayers  of  the  delegates  for  peace  in  the  world  as  so  many 
families   in   Jacksonville   are   personally    involved    in    the    present   military   crisis. 

2.  Official  Call  Blanks,  Amendments  to 

Recommendation  2  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  William  Hall  was  heard  and  moved  that  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  take  whatever 
steps  are  necessary  to  have  inserted  in  the  "Official  Call"  blank,  following  the 
paragraph  on  salary  and  benefits,   the  following: 

"We  agree  to  release  our  pastor  week/s  every  years 

with  salary  in  order  that  he  may  continue  his  study  and  show  himself  approved 
unto  God." 

Pastor  Karl  Park  moved  an  amendment  by  putting  a  comma  after  the  words 
"unto  God",  and  adding  "and  that  this  not  be  considered  vacation  time". 

The   amendment   was   adopted. 

The  motion  as  amended  was  adopted. 

The  motion  was  further  amended  by  an  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  R.  L. 
Lineberry  "that  there  be  additional  space  on   the  call   blank  for  fringe  benefits". 

The  motion  as  amended  was  adopted. 

A  motion  of  reference  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Board 
for  study  and   report  back  to  the  next  convention  was   lost. 

3.  Trinity,   Rocky  Mount,   resolution   from 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  that  the  resolution  from  Trinity, 
Rocky  Mount,  be  heard,  and  that  the  convention  determine  the  manner  in 
which   it  be   received,   was  adopted. 

The    resolution   was   presented   as   follows: 

Adopted  by  the  Church  Council,  Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  Rocky  Mount, 
N.  C.  May  2,    1966 

WHEREAS,  the  National  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  the  United  States 
of  America  (hereafter  referred  to  as  the  National  Council  of  Churches)  and/or  its 
agents,  purports  to  represent  40  million  Protestant  and  Orthodox  church  mem- 
bers, yet,   in  fact,   it  is  not  specifically  authorized  to  do  so,   and 

WHEREAS,  the  National  Council  of  Churches  in  our  opinion  has  far  ex- 
ceeded its  ecclesiastical  role  in  speaking  out  as  the  official  voice  of  Protestant- 
ism in  America  on  such  secular  and  political  matters  as  federal  aid  to  education, 
right  to  work  laws,  ethical  considerations  of  the  1965  steel  dispute,  the  seat- 
ing of  Red  China  in  the  United  Nations,  the  war  in  Viet  Nam,  and 

WHEREAS,  one  or  more  individuals,  vested  with  leadership  responsibili- 
ties in  the  National  Council  of  Churches,  has  been  identified  as  having  Com- 
munist-front  affiliations   and/or   sympathies,   and 

WHEREAS,  the  National  Council  of  Churches  hes  been  e  divisive  influence, 
alienating  many  of  the  faithful  parishioners  and  being  a  deterrent  to  the  at- 
tracting   of    new    church    members,    and 

WHEREAS,  we,  the  members  of  Trinity  Lutheran  Church  Council  of  Rocky 
Mount,  N.  C.  deem  it  unwise  and  unfair  for  the  national  and  state  church 
leaders  to  pledge  our  support  to  the  National  Council  of  Churches  as  it  is  now 
constituted. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  that  the  Council  of  Trinity  Lutheran 
Church  of  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C.  does  hereby  voice  these  objections  to  this  con- 
vention of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  and  ask 
that  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  to  either  withdraw  completely  from  the  Na- 
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tional    Council    of   Churches   or   to   withdraw    temporarily    until    such    time    as    the 
National  Council  of  Churches  corrects  these  objectional   practices. 

The  above  resolution  has  been  approved  by  the  necessary  majority  of  the 
Church  Council. 

Leroy  McMahan,   Secretary 

President  Whittecar  outlined  possible  procedures  from  the  constitution  of 
the  church  in  receiving  and  disposing  of  communications  addressed  to  the  synod 
from  any  of  its  congregations.  He  said  that  if  it  were  forwarded  to  the  conven- 
tion of  the  church  through  the  synod  it  would  take  the  form  of  a  memorial,  which 
would  call  for  its  defense  by  the  synod's  delegation.  Another  procedure  would  be 
for  the  resolution  to  be  referred  back  to  the  congregation  to  appeal  directly  to 
the  church   through    its   Executive  Council. 

Participating  in  the  discussion  were  pastors  Roy  Setzer,  K.  Y.  Huddle,  Floyd 
Trexler,  John  Cobb,   Robert  Dasher,   Hoyle  Whiteside,  and   LeGrande  Mayer. 

Pastor  Robert  Dasher  moved  that  the  resolution  be  returned  to  the  con- 
gregation for  direct  referral  to  the  Executive  Council  under  the  provisions  as  set 
forth  in  Article  Six,  Section  4,  of  the  LCA  constitution.  The  motion  was  sec- 
onded by  Pastor  John  Cobb,  who  added  that  Dr.  George  Harkins  has  a  wealth 
of   information    to   share   with    congregations   confronted    with    such    problems. 

At  this  point,  Pastor  Hoyle  Whiteside  requested  clarification  as  to  whether 
the  motion  meant  returning  the  resolutioon  to  the  congregation  without  either 
the  approval   or  disapproval   of  the  convention. 

Mr.  Julian  W.  Johnson,  delegate  from  Trinity,  Rocky  Mount,  was  given  the 
privilege  of  the  floor,  and  preferred  referring  the  resolution  to  the  Executive 
Board   and/or  the    representatives   to   the    LCA   convention. 

Pastor  LeGrande  Mayer  moved  a  substitute  motion  that  the  Rocky  Mount 
resolution  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  synod  for  action  and  answer. 

Speaking  in  favor  of  the  substitute  motion,  Pastor  Floyd  Trexler  advocated 
looking  at  all  the  facts  in  the  case,  saying  that  it  is  easy  to  make  charges,  but 
more  difficult  to  substantiate  them.  He  suggested  launching  an  educational  pro- 
gram to  get  a  clear  perspective  and  picture  of  what  the  National  Council  is 
doing  and  the  areas  in  which   it  is  serving. 

The  substitute  motion  prevailed. 

4.  Position  Statements,  Church  Councils,  presentation  to 

The    recommendation   of   the    committee    was    given    consideration,    and    the 
Rev.   Paul  Conrad   was  given   the   privilege   of   presenting   his   motion,   as   follows: 
"That    this    convention    direct    the    secretary    of    synod    to    compose    a 
questionnaire  consisting   of  all   position  statements  which   the   delegates 
to  the  forthcoming  LCA  convention  will  be  asked  to  approve,  and  mail 
this  questionnairs  to  all  pastors  of  the  synod  as  soon  as  possible; 
That  the  pastors  review  the  questionnaire   with   their  respective  church 
councils,    record   their  sentiments,   and    return   the   questionnaire   to   the 
secretary;  and 

That  the  secretary   tabulate  the   results  of  the    returned   questionnaires 
and    inform    our   synodical    delegates   to    the    LCA    convention,    and    the 
congregations  of  the  congregations'   sentiments  on   all   views." 
Pastor   Conrad    supported    his    motion    by    referring    to    the    gap    existing    be- 
tween  the   delegation    and    congregations   and    felt    that    this    motion    was    a    way 
of  bridging   the  gap,  and    letting   the  delegates   know  at   least   how   the   congrega- 
tions feel   about  these   matters. 

Pastors  T.  C.  Plexico  and  Olin  Swicegood  spoke  against  the  motion  as  in- 
fluencing the  delegation,  and  expressing  their  confidence  in  the  leadership  rep- 
resenting the  synod. 

Pastor  Gaither  Blackwelder  and  Attorney  Kenneth  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  motion  as  being  desirable  to  inform  the  delegation  of  the  constituency's 
views. 

The  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  and   prevailed. 

5.  Pre-conventeon    bulletin,    earlier    publication    of,    motion    for 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  considered,  and  the  motion 
with   the  necessary  signatures  was   introduced   as  follows   by  Chairman   Starr: 
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"INASMUCH  as  the  pastors  and  lay  delegates  are  expected  to  have 
read  the  bulletin  of  synod  before  the  opening  of  the  convention  of 
synod,  and  as  the  lay  delegates  are  expected  to  intellingently  represent 
their  congregations,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  reports  and  statistics  be 
made  available  to  the  secretary  of  synod  early  enough  to  allow  the 
bulletin  of  synod  to  be  in  the  hands  of  pastors  and  lay  delegates  one 
month    prior    to   convention." 

Speaking  to  the  motion  and  commenting  on  its  merits,  Pastor  Everett 
Home  described  it  as  a  move  toward  bridging  the  gap  between  congregations 
and  conventions  which  exists  due  to  the  inability  of  congregations  to  have  know- 
ledge of  and  express  their  views  regarding  issues  facing  synodical  conventions, 
and  thus  through  their  delegates  be  able  to  vote  more  intellingently  on  items 
presented  for  action. 

On  motion  of  the  committee  and  by  vote  of  the  convention,  the  motion 
was  referred  to  the  Executive   Board   for  possible   implementation. 

6.  Nominees   to   boards,   odditionai    information    for 

Acting  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  committee,  the  motion  by  the  Rev. 
Gene  Beck  was  presented,  as  follows: 

"That   the    Executive    Board    appoint    a    committee    to    conduct    a    study 
with  the  purpose  of  determining  if  a  more  suitable  means  of  presenting 
the  qualifications  of  nominees  for  boards  might  be  found,  and  if  found, 
that  such   means  be   put  into   practice   at  the    1967   convention." 
The   motion   prevailed. 

7.  Lutheran  Church  Men,  strengthening  of,  resolution  for 

A  resolution  favoring  the  continuation  and  strengthening  of  Lutheran 
Church  Men  as  an  axuiliary,  was  read  by  the  committee  chairman  Marion  Starr, 
as  follows: 

"Whereas  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  at  the  Kansas  City  Conven- 
tion will  be  faced  with  a  decision  as  to  whether  or  not  the  auxiliary 
of  Lutheran  Church  men  should  be  continued  on  a  national  basis, 
Be  it  resolved,  as  an  expression  of  the  consensus  of  the  congregations 
of  the  N.  C.  Synod  and  as  guidance  to  this  synod's  delegates  to  the 
LCA  convention,  that  we  favor  the  continuation  and  the  strengthening 
of  the  men's  auxiliary  of  the  church  believing  that  the  witness  to  the 
church's  mission,  the  sponsorship  of  the  scouting  program  throughout 
the  nation,  and  the  common  concerns  and  challenges  before  the  man- 
power of  the  LCA  in  these  vital  days  can  best  be  served  not  by  the 
abandonment  of  the  LCM,  but  by  its  rejuvination  and  church  wide  sup- 
port." 

Pastor  C.  Lee  Shipton  requested  that  the  resolution  be  acted  upon  by  the 
convention. 

Speaking  in  favor  of  the  resolution  were  Mr.  Frank  Jenkins  and  Mr.  Hunter 
Rudisili. 

The   resolution   was  adopted. 

President  Whittecar  recognized  committee  chairman  Marion  Starr  for  the 
final   report  of  the  Committee  on   Reference  and  Counsel. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  REFERENCE  AND  COUNSEL 

The  Committee   on    Reference   and   Counsel   offers   the   following    resolutions: 

1 .  That  we  express  our  deep  appreciation  to  the  Rev.  G.  Dwight  Conrad, 
pastor,  the  Rev.  Dr.  L.  Boyd  Hamm,  assistant  to  the  pastor,  and  the 
members  of  Bethany  Lutheran  Church,  Hickory,  for  their  loving  labors 
in  preparation  for  and  in  their  ministrations  to  the  needs  of  the  dele- 
gates,  visitors  and   staff   to   this   convention   of   synod.

their  devoted   service   both   during    the    past   synodical    year  and    during 
this    convention. 

6.  That  we  express  our  appreciation  to  the  chaplain,  the  Rev.  R.  Douglas 
Fritz,  for  his  inspiring  leadership  in  the  devotional  services;  and 
to  Prof.  Harry  Wells  and  the  choir  of  Bethany  Church  for  their  in- 
valuable  assistance    in   the   music   of   the   services.

OPENING  SERVICE 

(Monday  Morning,  May  1,  1967,  10:00  A.M.) 

The  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  opened  its 
Sixth  Annual  Convention  (the  One  Hundred  and  Sixty  Third  annual  convention  of 
the  North  Carolina  Synod  and  its  predecessor  bodies  since  1803)  in  the  Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran  Church  of  St.  James,  Concord,  N.  C,  the  Rev.  Thurmond  C. 
Plexicj,   pastor,  Monday  Morning,  May   1,   at    10  a.   m. 

The  Service  (First  Setting),  including  the  Brief  Order  of  Public  Confession 
and  the  service  of  Holy  Communion,  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Wilford  Lyerly, 
secretary  of  synod. 

Participating  in  the  service  were  the  Rev.  George  R.  Whittecar,  D.D.,  presi- 
dent of  synod;  the  Rev.  Ernest  L.  Misenheimer,  D.  D.,  assistant  to  the  president; 
the  Rev.  Thurmond  C.  Plexico,  pastor  of  the  convention  church  and  Arthur 
Honeychurch,    M.    S.    M.,    organist. 

The  sermon,  delivered  by  President  Whittecar,  was  based  on  the  text  from 
John  1:14;  "The  Word  became  flesh  and  dwelt  among  us  .  .  .  We  beheld  His 
Glory".  A  clear  reference  to  the  act  of  Incarnation,  the  president  pointed  out  that 
the  Christian's  calling  is  to  take  the  invisible  and  make  it  visible  to  the  con- 
temporary world.  This  we  can  do,  he  said,  by  dedicated  Christian  living  and  by 
adapting  our  programs  and  ministries  in  such  a  way  that  the  gospel  and  our 
faith  become  flesh  and  blood.  This  is  the  kind  of  incarnation  that  Christians 
and  the  church  as  the  body  of  Christ  are  to  become  actively  involved,  the  presi- 
dent  concluded.

The  synod  began  its  business  session  immediately  following  the  opening 
service.

The  Rev.  Lonnie  W.  Karriker,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
end  Enrollment,  reported  that  139  clerical  and  144  lay  delegates  were  present, 
and  since  this  number  constituted  a  quorum,  the  president  announced  that  the 
convention  was  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business.

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Report   of   the  President 

Brethren  in  Christ  Jesus: 

I  am  grateful  to  God  for  the  privilege  of  making  this  report  to  the  synod 
of  my  stewardship  as  President.  I  am  continually  grateful  for  the  honor  of  the 
office  and  the  confidence  of  my  brethren  in  the  ministry  and  the  representatives 
of  the  congregations  for  entrusting  this  responsibility  to  me.  I  am  increasingly 
aware  of  my  own  shortcomings  as  the  demands  of  the  office  continue  to  be  with 
me  from  month  to  month  and  year  to  year.  At  the  same  time,  I  appreciate  the 
support  that  has  been  given  me  by  the  ministers  and  congregations  of  the  synod 
and  those  who  have  been  associated  with  me  in  boards  and  committees  and  on 
the  staff  of  the  synod. 

I  have  tried  from  day  to  day  and  week  to  week  to  represent  the  synod  as 
required  by  the  constitution  in  the  various  relationships  that  we  have.  I  have 
attended  and  participated  in  meetings  of  the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  the  Lutheran 
Theological  Southern  Seminary,  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  Lutheran  Children's  Home 
of  the  South,  Lutheridae,  Inc.,  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes,  and  Lowman 
Home.  I  have  participated  in  two  meetings  in  each  district  of  the  synod  and  was 
a  member  of  the  delegation  of  the  synod  to  the  Biennial  Convention  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  at  Kansas  City,  June  21  -  29,  and  also  to  the  North 
Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  I  have  participated  in  the  dedication  of  churches, 
the  blessings  of  parsonages,  site  blessings  and  groundbreakings  for  churches  and 
parsonages  and  in  miscellaneous  services  of  blessings  or  dedications  as  I  have  been 
able  to  arrange  my  time,  or,  if  not  cble  to  do  so  myself,  have  arranged  for  other 
representation  by  members  of  the  staff  or  officers  of  the  synod. 

I  have  tried  to  give  oversight  to  the  congregations  in  their  particular  needs. 
I  have  appointed  vice  pastors  when  necessary  and  have  counseled  with  church 
councils  and  representatives  of  the  congregations  in  the  process  of  calling  pastors 
to  serve  them.  I  have  installed  pastors  when  they  have  accepted  calls  to  con- 
gregations or  have  arranged  for  others  to  do  so.  I  have  ordained,  on  the  authoriza- 
tion of  the  synod,  candidates  for  the  ministry.  I  have  tried  to  fulfill  in  every  way 
the  responsibilities  laid  upon  me  by  the  constitution  of  the  synod  and  the  con- 
stitution and  by-laws  of  the  church. 

I  rejoice  in  the  manifestations  of  strength  in  the  church  as  we  see  it  in 
North  Carolina.  V/e  are  engaged  in  a  steady  advance  on  the  Home  Mission  front. 
In  the  last  four  years  we  have  welcomed  into  our  fellowship  ten  new  congrega- 
tions established  by  the  Board  of  American  Missions  with  synodical  cooperation. 
We  have  seen  15  first  unit  mission  churches  built  or  in  process  of  being  built. 
The  Home  Mission  Foundation  continues  to  serve  a  useful  and  blessed  purpose 
as  an  agency  to  assist  in  financing  such  buildings. 

In  spite  of  hesitation  on  the  part  of  some,  cur  people  responded  in  1966  with 
their  largest  contributions  in  their  history  for  the  program  of  the  church.  We 
reached  the  highest  percentage  figure  in  apportionment  payments  since  the 
orgcn:zation  of  The  Lutheran  Church  in  America  in  1962.  For  this  firm  witness 
to  our  faith  and  continuing  loyalty,  I  am  most  grateful. 

A  consistently  strong  devotion  to  the  church  and  its  program  prevails  among 
our  ministry.  Our  men  are  faithful  to  their  callings.  Our  lay  people  as  a  whole 
are  firm  in  their  faith  and  manifest  a  strong  loyalty  to  the  church. 

THE   MANIFESTO 

This  is  the  year  of  the  Manifesto  on  "God's  Call  to  the  Church  in  Each 
Place."  We  shall  be  giving  particular  attention  to  a  study  of  the  ways   in  which 
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our  congregational  life  can  be  renewed  and  strengthened  as  we  respond  to  the 
call  which  has  been  issued  by  the  1966  convention  of  the  church.  I  trust  that 
each  congregation  will  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  engage  in  this  study 
under  the  leadership  of  its  pastor  and  church  council  and  that  each  may  gain 
new  insights  as  to  ways  in  wh.ch  it  can  make  its  witness  in  its  own  community, 
and  in  its  relationships  to  other  congregations  of  the  church,  more  effective. 

450th   REFORMATION   ANNIVERSARY 

This  is  the  year  of  the  450th  anniversary  of  the  Reformation.  We  shall  find 
opportunity  during  the  course  of  the  next  few  months  to  recall  our  heritage  from 
the  past  and  to  relate  it  to  our  present  day  world.  Working  in  cooperation  with 
other  Lutheran  Church  bodies,  and  indeed  with  other  Christians  of  various  tradi- 
tions, we  should  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  that  this  anniversary  will 
present  to  bear  witness  to  our  faith  among  ourselves  and  throughout  our  com- 
munities, our  state,  and  our  nation. 

THE   KANSAS  CITY  CONVENTION 

The  synod  was  represented  at  the  1966  convention  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  America  at  Kansas  City,  June  21-29,  by  its  full  allotment  of  1  1  clergymen  and 
1  1  laymen.  The  delegation  was  comprised  of  those  elected  at  the  1965  convention 
of  synod  with  the  following  adjustments:  The  Rev.  Clyde  Misenheimer  in  place  of 
Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  the  Rev.  G.  Cwight  Conrad  in  place  of  the  Rev.  Hugh  E. 
Bumgartner,  Professor  G.  R.  Patterson  in  place  of  Conrad  B.  Wessell,  Jr.,  Miss 
Mary  Stamy  in  place  of  Mr.  Wallace  Jorgenson,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Kluttz  in  place 
of  Mrs.  Wilford  Wolfgang.  The  latter  two  were  appointed  by  the  President  after 
it  had  been  determined  that  no  elected  alternate  was  available  to  replace  the 
designated  persons  who  could  not  attend.  Full  report  of  the  actions  of  the  con- 
vention have  been  made  in  the  church  periodicals  and  will  be  available  in  detail 
in  the  minutes  of  the  convention.

Report  of  The  Assistant  to  The  President 

Dear  Brethren  in  Christ: 

It  has  been  a  joy  to  serve  with  pastors  and  laymen,  with  officers  and  staff 
of  the  synod,  and  with  members  of  operational  committees  as  together  we  have 
tried  to  extend  the  ministry  of  each  congregation  at  home  and  abroad.  As  I  re- 
view the  work  in  my  office  since  the  last  convention  of  synod,   I  must  say  that  it 
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has  been  "our  busiest  year  yet".  It  has  also  been  a  year  of  progress  and  ac- 
complishments for  which  we  can  all  be  grateful  to  God  in  whose  name  we  witness 
and  for  whose  sake  we  serve.  Many,  many  thanks  to  each  busy  pastor  who  has 
rescheduled  his  work  in  order  to  serve  as  a  missioner  in  an  area  evangelism  mis- 
sion and  to  pastors  and  laymen  alike  who  have  served  so  well  on  the  special 
Stewardship  Task  Force,  on  synod  committees,  and  on  special  assignments  in  be- 
half of  us  all.  It  has  been  a  joy  to  be  on  the  team  with  you  in  the  capacity  of 
Assistant  to  the  President  with  a  portfolio  including  such  areas  of  concern  as 
stewardship,  evangelism  and  social  ministry. 

Since  many  of  the  activities  in  which  I  have  engaged  are  reported  by  the 
Stewardship  Committee,  the  Evangelism  Committee,  the  Social  Ministry  Com- 
mittee, and  the  President  of  Synod,  I  will  be  brief  in  this  report  to  avoid  duplica- 
tion and  overlapping. 

ACTIVITIES   SINCE   THE    LAST  CONVENTION    OF   SYNOD 

My  activities  as  Assistant  to  the  President  can  be  enumerated  under  the 
following  seven  headings. 

1.  ADMINISTRATIVE  DUTIES  AS  ASSISTANT  TO  THE  PRESIDENT:  Since  the 
last  convention  of  synod,  I  have  participated  in  the  following  official  acts: 
ten  installations;  one  Corner-Stone  Laying,  one  Parsonage  Dedication;  six 
Anniversary  Services;  two  Ground-breaking  Services;  synodical  representative 
at  six  congregational  meetings;  represented  the  President  of  Synod  at  14 
meetings  and  conferences.  In  addition,  I  have  had  the  opportunity  to  preach 
56  sermons  and  to  deliver  12  addresses.  I  have  met  regularly  with  the  three 
operational  committees  to  which  I  am  assigned  as  staff  worker.  I  have  also 
met  with  many  other  committees  during  the  year  on  the  assignment  of  the 
President  of  Synod,  and  have  held  a  countless  number  of  conferences  with 
individual  pastors  and  lay  leaders.  I  have  reported  regularly  to  the  Executive 
Board  providing  pertinent  studies  and  information.  I  serve  on  two  Executive 
Sub-Committees;   Budget  and   Finance,  and  Conventions. 

My  office  is  assigned  the  responsibility  of  arranging  for  guest  preachers 
each  Sunday  in  vacant  parishes  as  well  as  for  parish  pastors  who  need  a 
supply.  This  service,  while  time  consuming,  seems  to  meet  a  real  need.  Con- 
gregational vice  chairmen  and  others  have  expressed  appreciation  for  it.  In 
my  office,  I  serve  as  purchasing  agent  for  supplies  and  equipment  for  the 
synod.  I  review  all  expense  vouchers,  bills,  and  invoices  which  come  to  the 
Church  House  and  approve  them  for  payment  by  the  treasurer  of  synod. 

I  attended  the  LCA  Kansas  City  Convention  June  21-29,  1966  as  a 
visitor  with  expenses  paid  by  the  synod.  Many  thanks  for  making  this  ex- 
perience possible  for  me. 

I  have  served  with  Dr.  Whittecar  as  co-director  of  the  Campus  follow- 
up.  I  have  edited  the  campus  News  Letter  and  distributed  it  with  the  monthly 
issue  of  the  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  Bulletin;  distributed  a 
sheet  showing  the  remittances  of  the  congregations  to  Campus;  designed, 
printed,  and  distributed  30,000  copies  of  a  four  page,  three-color  brochure 
to  tell  the  Campus  story;  handled  assignments  for  speakers  in  the  interest 
of  campus  in  the  congregations;  attended  numerous  meetings  to  formulate 
"Campus"  plans  and  to  review  "Campus"  progress. 

My  office  has  been  responsible  for  taking  copy  on  Questions  and  Answ- 
ers on  NCCCUSA  provided  by  the  President  of  Synod,  arranging  it  in  booklet 
form,  printing  and  distributing  3500  copies  as  requested  by  the  congrega- 
tions. Also  copies  of  the  Salary  Aid  Study  distributed  at  the  1  966  Conven- 
tion of  Synod  were  supplied  to  each  congregation. 

The  District  Deans  have  named  the  Assistant  to  the  President  to  serve 
as  co-worker  with  the  President  of  Svnod  to  arrange  retreats  for  introducing 
the  "Manifesto"  materials  to  pastors  and  lay-leaders. 

My  office  assisted  representatives  of  LLM  to  plan  a  series  of  LLM  en- 
listment meetings  in  the  synod  during  November,   1966. 

2.  L.C.A.  CONFERENCES:  Because  of  duties  here  in  the  synod  directing  evange- 
lism missions  and  overnight  retreats  for  host  pastors  and  missioners,  I  was 
unable  to  attend  the  LCA  Social  Ministry  Conference  at  Dearborn,  Michigan, 
September   27-29,    1966,    and    the    LCA   Stewardship    Conference    at    Pocano 
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Manor,  Pa.  October  24-27,  1966.  However,  I  attended  the  LCA  Evangelism 
Conference  at  Dearborn,  Michigan,  January  10-12,  1967,  and  participated 
in   it  as  one  of  the  group   leaders. 

3.  EVANGELISM:  My  activities  in  the  area  of  evangelism  include  the  follow- 
ing: planned  the  agenda  for  two  meetings  of  the  Operational  Committee  on 
Evangelism;  presided  over  three  meetings  of  the  Carolinas'  Evangelism  Con- 
ference Planning  Committee;  directed  two  area  "Witness  Where  You  Are" 
Evangelism  Missions  in  the  Southwestern  and  Eastern  Districts  which  included 
arranging  for  52  missioners,  directing  four  area  briefing  sessions  and  two 
overnight  retreats  for  pastors  and  missioners;  prepared  suggested  agenda  and 
program  for  presentation  at  the  congregational  program  consultations  in 
connection  with  the  district  meetings. 

The  "Contact  and  Referral  Service"  to  help  keep  up  with  our  moving 
Lutherans  is  under  my  supervision.  We  send  out  an  average  of  50  names 
and  addresses  each  month  to  pastors  advising  them  of  Lutherans  who  have 
moved  into  their  area.  Our  sources  for  names  and  addresses  are  (1)  The 
Lutheran  (2)  Other  Synods'  Referral  Services  (3)  The  LCA  Referral  Service 
(4)  Lists  of  non-resident  inactive  members  received  from  our  N.  C.  Synod 
pastors. 

During  the  year  I  have  had  the  opportunity  to  counsel  with  pastors  and 
committees  regarding  congregational  programs  in  evangelism.  I  have  pre- 
pared, tabulated,  and  evaluated  the  Evangelism  Progress  Reports  and  have 
provided  the  LCA  Evangelism  Commission  with  a  full  report  on  the  N.  C. 
Synod's  plans  and  progress  in  evangelism. 

4.  STEWARDSHIP:  One  of  the  most  satisfying  experiences  in  Stewardship  the 
past  year  was  the  Stewardship  Task  Force  visits  in  the  congregatoins  of  the 
synod.  It  was  my  opportunity  to  mobilize  the  task  force  consisting  of  43 
pastors  and  43  laymen,  assign  each  pastor-layman  team  five  church  councils 
and  stewardship  committees  to  visit;  develop  the  suggested  presentation  for 
the  meetings;  and  direct  four  briefing  sessions  preparatory  to  this  "Calling 
to  set  the  work  forward". 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  direct  the  Every  Member  Response  in  two 
congregations;  Pilgrim,  Lexington,  and  Our  Saviour,  Southern  Pines.  I  made 
four  visits  to  each  of  these  congregations  meeting  with  the  council,  the  EMR 
General  Committee,  and  the  Every  Member  Visit  Teams.  I  also  assisted  six 
other  congregations  with  their  EMR  program  making  one  visit  to  each  church. 

In  other  stewardship  activities  I  designed,  printed,  and  distributed  30 
thousand  copies  of  the  brochure  showinq  how  each  $100  of  1967  apportion- 
ment is  spent;  designed,  printed,  and  distributed  apportionment  report  cards 
picturing  each  congregation's  apportionment  giving  record  over  a  six  year 
period;  prepared  stewardship  studies  for  congregations  and  for  the  synod, 
for  use  by  the  stewardship  committee,  the  Executive  Board,  and  new  pastors 
in  the  synod. 

My  office  has  had  the  responsibility  for  computing  the  1967  apportion- 
ments for  the  congregations  of  synod  and  of  preparing  the  tables  for  the 
minutes  of  synod  showing  how  each  congregation's  apportionment  is  divided 
among  the  budgeted  causes. 

I  am  serving  as  co-ordinator  for  the  Southeastern  Regional  Stewardship 
Conference  at  Lutheridge  October  17-19,   1967. 

5.  SOCIAL  MINISTRY:  Serving  as  staff  worker  for  the  Social  Ministry  Com- 
mittee, I  have  prepared  the  agenda  for  and  attended  three  meetings  of  the 
committee;  prepared  guide  sheets,  showing  social  ministry  concerns  which 
were  used  as  discussion  starters  and  take  home  items  in  connection  with  the 
spring  district  "Congregational  Program  Consultations";  represented  the  Pres- 
ident of  Synod  at  four  meetings  of  the  Advisory  Committee  for  the  Lutheran 
Institutional  Chaplain,  Durham  Area;  presided  over  meeting  with  Missouri 
Synod  and  American  Lutheran  Church  representatives  to  appoint  stand-by 
and  contact  pastoral  representatives  at  the  33  state  supported  social  ministry 
institutions  and  notified  pastors  and  institutions  of  these  appointments;  at- 
tended the  Church  Conference  on  Peace  in  Charlotte,  and  the  N.  C.  Good 
Neighbor  Council's  Conference  on  the  "Unmet  Needs  of  the  Tar  Heel  Negro" 
in  Durham;  answered  numerous  inquiries  from  congregational  chairmen  con- 
cerning social  ministry  opportunities  in  the  congregation;   prepared  report  on

Lutheran  Institutional  Chaplaincy  Program  in  Durham  for  the  Board  of  Social 
Ministry  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America;  supervised  printing  and  dis- 
tribution of  David  Coltrane's  address,  "On  Future  of  Race  Relations  in 
N.  C."  to  all  pastors  in  synod. 

6.  JOINT  STEWARDSHIP,  EVANGELISM,  SOCIAL  MINISTRY  PROJECTS: 

a.  The  triennial  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  School  held  at 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  July  29-30  with  an  enrollment  of  over  400  was 
under  the  direction  of  my  office.  Program,  participants,  publicity,  pre- 
registration,  and  room  assignments  were  under  my  supervision. 

b.  Every  month  seven  people  in  each  congregation  receive  the  Stewardship, 
Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  Bulletin  which  I  edit. 

c.  The  annual  Workshop  for  New  Pastors  and  their  Wives,  sponsored  by 
Operational  Committees  and  Auxiliaries,  held  last  year  on  October  31  and 
November  1,  is  planned  and  directed  through  my  office. 

d.  Annual  Progress  Reports  in  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  and  Social  Ministry 
are  designed,  printed,  distributed,  tabulated,  and  evaluated  in  my  office. 

e.  Evangelism  and  Social  Ministry  personnel  are  cooperating  in  another 
join  Evangelism  Conference  sponsored  by  the  North  and  South  Carolina 
Synods  and  scheduled  for  January  29-30,  1968  at  St.  Mark's,  Char- 
lotte.    I   serve  as  chairman  of  the   16   member  planning   committee. 

7.  VICE-PASTOR:  It  has  been  my  opportunity  to  serve  as  vice-pastor  of  Salem, 
Salisbury,  for  the  last  ten  months.  The  four  vice  pastor  appointments  which 
I  have  had  over  a  four  year  period  enable  me  to  keep  abreast  of  parish 
activities  and  problems  and  to  better  plan  for  stewardship,  evangelism,  and 
social  ministry  activities  in  the  congregations  of  synod.  As  vice-pastor  of 
Salem,  I  have  preached  18  sermons  at  Sunday  morning  services,  conducted 
eight  Lenten  and  Holy  Week  services,  administered  Holy  Communion  at 
seven  services;  taught  the  confirmation  class  each  week  for  seven  months; 
attended  council  meetings  and  LCM  meetings;  conducted  five  funerals,  three 
baptismal  services  and  performed  two  marriages;  made  a  countless  number 
of  sick  calls  at  hospitals  and  in  homes;  and  conducted  counselling  sessions. 

CONCLUSION 

All  in  all,  it  has  been  an  interesting  and  fruitful  year  in  the  office  of  the 
Assistant  to  the  President.  The  variety  of  assignments,  the  contacts  with  church 
leaders  throughout  North  Carolina  and  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  and  the 
splendid  response  of  our  people  to  the  challenges  of  the  day  have  given  me  a 
spiritually  satisfying  year.  I  only  hope  that  the  work  through  my  office  as  I  have 
endeavored  to  make  the  resources  of  synod  and  the  LCA  available  to  church 
workers  in  our  200  congregations  has  been  of  help  and  encouragement.  Sug- 
gestions for  improvements  are  always  welcome  at  my  desk  as  we  want  to  be  of 
all  possible  service  to  our  conaregations. 

A  snecial  word  of  aoDreciation  aoes  to  the  Executive  Board  and  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  Synod,  Dr|  George  R.  Whittecar,  under  whose  direction  I  work  for  their 
helD  and  encouraaement  as  I  have  endeavored  to  carry  forward  the  responsibilities 
of  this  office.  I  want  to  thank  also  the  Secretary  of  Synod,  the  Treasurer  of  Synod, 
the  Secretary  of  Christian  Education,  and  the  secretaries  and  bookkeeper  at  the 
Church  House  for  all  they've  done  to  help  in  this  work  which  I  have  described. 
It's  aood  to  be  a  Dart  of  this  team  whose  goal  is  to  "set  the  work  forward".  Let's 
pray  for  one  another  that  even  more  can  be  accomplished  in  our  work  together 
for  the  Lord  and  for  His  Church  during  1967.  Amen.

Report  of  District  Deans 

CENTRAL   DISTRICT 

The  Central  District  has  held  two  meetings  since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
synod.  Attendance  at  both  was  excellent.  The  fall  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Mark, 
Salisbury,  October  17,  1966.  The  day's  activities  were  begun  with  the  Administra- 
tion of  Holy  Communion  to  pastors  and  delegates.  The  preacher  for  the  occasion 
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was  the  Reverend  Howard  A.  Alsdorf,  missionary  to  Japan,  who  came  as  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Board  of  World  Missions. 

The  District  Dean,  the  Reverend  Donald  E.  Hanberry,  served  as  Liturgist; 
the  District  Secretary,  the  Reverend  Robert  L.  Troutman,  served  as  Lector,  and 
the  Synod  President,  the  Reverend  George  R.  Whittecar,  D.D.  served  as  Celebrant. 

Immediately  following  the  communion  service,  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  and  the  reports  of  the  various  operational  committees  along  with  the  State 
of  the  Church  Report  by  the  Synod  President  were  received.  Following  a  refreshing 
noontime  meal  served  by  the  ladies  of  St.  Mark's,  the  afternoon  session  was 
begun.  The  program  was  presented  by  the  Reverend  Joseph  D.  Glass,  Ph.D.,  of 
the  Lenoir  Rhyne  college  faculty.  Dr.  Glass  presented  a  paper  on  confirmation  in 
the  Lutheran  Church  and  led  a  discussion.  The  meeting  was  closed  with  prayer 
by  the  Chaplain,  the  Reverend  Roy  L.  Trexler,  host  pastor. 

The  Spring  Meeting  was  held  at  Wittenberg,  Granite  Quarry,  January  24 
1967,  7:30-9:30  P.M.  A  District  Dean  and  Secretary  were  elected  for  four  yea: 
terms.  After  spirited  balloting,  the  Reverend  Donald  E.  Hanberry  was  re-elected 
Dean,  and  the  Reverend  Robert  L.  Troutman  was  re-elected  Secretary.  Program 
consultations  were  held  in  the  five  operational  committee  areas.  One  of  the  high- 
lights was  the  showing  of  the  film  "A  Time  For  Burning"  which  was  seen  by 
the  Social  Ministry  Section  and  pastors  and  delegates. 

Cabinet  meetings  were  held  October  3,  1966  at  St.  John's,  Salisbury,  and 
on  January  4,   1967  at  Haven,  Salisbury. 

These  were  planning  sessions  for  the  upcoming  fall  and  spring  meetings 
of  the  district  and  for  the  consideration  of  other  district  affairs.

EASTERN    DISTRICT 

Two  meetings  of  the  Eastern  District  have  been  held  since  last  convention 
of  synod.  With  the  reception  of  Living  Word,  Laurinburg,  into  membership  of 
synod  the  Eastern  District  new  claims  twenty  congregations  in  its  membership.  Of 
these,  fourteen  are  involved  as  part  of  our  mission  program  in  some  way. 

The  Fall  meeting  of  1966  was  held  October  1  1 ,  at  Christus  Victor,  Fayette- 
ville,  and  was  well  attended.  The  Service  with  Holy  Communion  was  held  in  the 
morning.  Guest  preacher  for  the  Communion  Service  was  the  Reverend  Howard  A. 
Alsdorf,  Missionary  to  Japan.  Reports  of  operational  committees  were  heard  in 
the  afternoon  and  the  session  also  heard  a  paper  on  "Confirmation"  by  the 
Reverend  Dr.  Joseph  Glass  of  the  Department  of  Religion  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 
At  this  meeting  Mr.  J.  A.  Rhyne  was  elected  to  the  operational  committee  on 
Stewardship  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  C.  B.  Shulenberger,  deceased.  Rev. 
Charles  McCombs  had  previously  been  oppcinted  to  the  operational  committee 
on  Social  Ministry. 

The  Spring  meeting  of  1967  was  held  at  Good  Shepherd,  Goldsboro,  January 
22  as  a  consultation  type  meeting.  A  large  attendance  was  registered  and  high 
interest  and  enthusiasm  marked  this  meeting.  Church  councils  and  committees 
of  congregations  are  finding  a  great  amount  of  help  and  stimulating  material  to 
be  had  at  this  type  of  meeting.

NORTHERN    DISTRICT 

The  Fall  meeting  of  the  Northern  District  was  held  October  12,  1966,  at 
Grace,  Thomasville,  at  which  time  the  Rev.  J.  Wilford  Lyerly  was  serving  as 
vice-pastor.  The  meeting  opened  with  the  celebration  of  Holy  Communion  at 
which  service  the  Rev.  Howard  A.  Alsdorf,  representing  the  Board  of  World 
Missions,  delivered  the  sermon. 

Following  The  Service,  operational  committee  reports  were  presented.  Dr. 
George  R.  Whittecar,  president  of  synod,  brought  greetings  and  his  State  of  the 
Church    report.

In  the  afternoon,  Dr.  Joseph  D.  Glass,  a  member  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  Col- 
lege faculty,  presented  a  provocative  address  on  the  history  and  purpose  of  con- 
firmation. Closing  devotions  were  led  by  the  Rev.  William  C.  Wood. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  January  25,  1967,  at  St.  John,  Asheboro,  the 
Rev.  Donald  E.  Woolly,  pastor.  Following  devotions  by  the  District  Dean,  the 
congregational  operational  committee  representatives  gathered  in  separate  groups 
for  the  program  consultations  led  by  synodical  and  district  representatives. 

Pastors  and  delegates  met  for  business.  Dr.  Whittecar  presided  over  the 
elections  of  a  dean  and  secretary.

In  the  morning  the 
service  of  Holy  Communion  was  held.  The  Rev.  Howard  A.  Alsdorf,  Missionary 
to  Japan,  was  the  preacher.  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar  and  Dean  Yost  were 
administrants.  These  attending  enjoyed  a  delicious  meal  prepared  and  served  out- 
doors on  the  grounds  of  the  historic  church.  The  afternoon  session  consisted  of 
reports  from  President  Whittecar  and  the  operational  committees,  and  a  provoc- 
ative paper  "Confirmation  In  The  Lutheran  Church"  prepared  and  presented  by 
Dr.  Joseph  Glass  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  faculty.  A  lively  discussion  followed. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  district  was  held  Sunday,  January  29,  1967  at 
Holy  Trinity,  Hickory,  beginning  at  3  o'clock.  Devotions  were  conducted  by  The 
Rev.  John  L.  Yost,  Jr.,  dean  and  host  pastor.  Elections,  conducted  by  President 
of  Synod,  George  R.  Whittecar,  resulted  in  the  re-election  of  Dean  Yost  and  Secre- 
tary Charlie  Hoyle  to  four  year  terms.  President  Whittecar  reported  to  the 
delegates  and  pastors  on  the  state  of  the  church  while  workshops  were  held  in 
separate  rooms  for  congregational  representatives  on  the  various  operational  com- 
mittees. During  the  final  hour  of  the  two  hour  meeting,  pastors  and  delegates 
joined  the  Social  Ministry  Committee  workshop  in  viewing  the  film  "A  Time  For 
Burning".

SOUTHERN    DISTRICT 

Significant  events  to  be  reported  from  the  Southern  District  are  confined 
largely  to  the  two  meetings  held  since  the  last  convention  of  synod. 

Meeting  October  10  at  First  Church,  Albemarle,  delegates  of  the  district 
were  privileged  to  hear  the  witness  of  Pastor  Howard  Alsdorf,  missionary  on  fur- 
lough from  Japan,  as  he  delivered  the  sermon  at  the  service.  Other  participants 
in  the  service  were  Synod  President  George  R.  Whittecar,  Dean  Marion  Starr,  and 
Secretary  Jacob  Lackey.  The  afternoon  of  the  same  day  gave  a  second  unique  op- 
portunity, this  time  to  hear  a  thoughtfully  prepared  paper  on  "Confirmation  in 
the  Lutheran  Church"  by  Dr.  Joseph  Glass  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  faculty. 
Dr.  Whittecar  provoked  meaningful  exchanges  of  points  of  view  by  the  delegates 
through  his  state  of  the  church  report. 

A  large  attendance  of  enthusiastic  representatives  came  together  on  January 
23  at  Kimball  Memorial  Church,  Kannapolis  for  the  annual  program  consultation 
type  of  presentation.  All  five  operational  committee  groups  had  unusually  good 
attendance.  At  their  session,  the  pastors  and  lay  delegates  heard  a  brief  review 
of  the  affairs  of  the  church  in  the  synod,  and  then  turned  to  the  business  of 
election   of  officers.    Re-elected   in   the  capacities  they  had  served  for  four  years

SOUTHWESTERN    DISTRICT 

The  Fall  meeting  of  the  Southwestern  District  was  held  October  14,  1966  at 
Holy  Trinity,  Gastonia,  the  Rev.  Joseph  L.  Griffin,  D.D.,  pastor.  Liturgist  for  the 
10:30  a.m.  service  of  Holy  Communion  was  the  Rev.  Cyrus  F.  Frazier,  secretary, 
and  administrants  were  the  Rev.  George  R.  Whittecar,  D.D.,  synod  president,  and 
the  Rev.  Robert  F.  Shelby  Jr.,  dean.  The  sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Howard 
A.  Alsdorf,  missionary  to  Japan. 

The  dean's  report  followed  the  service.  Operational  committee  reports  were 
given  by:  the  Rev.  Charles  Bernhardt  and  A.  Leonard  Rhyne,  Evangelism;  the 
Rev.  Jerry  L.  Hollar  and  D.  R.  Mauney  Jr.,  American  Missions;  The  Rev.  K.  Y. 
Huddle  and  Mrs.  W.  E.  Houser,  Parish  Education;  the  Rev.  L.  Aaron  Lippard  and 
Andrew  C.  Stapf,  Stewardship. 

The  afternoon  session,  following  a  12:30-1:45  p.m.  luncheon,  included  the 
presentation,  "Confirmation  in  the  Luthern  Church,"  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  D.  Glass, 
Ph.D.,  assistant  professor  of  Religious  Studies,  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  and  Dr. 
Whittecar's  "The  State  of  the  Church." 

During  the  business  session,  the  Rev.  James  A.  Harbinson  made  the  follow- 
ing recommendation  and  memorial,  which  passed: 

"That,  inasmuch  as  a  'Team  Ministry'  would:  A)  Provide  for  a  less  lonely 
and  less  frustrating  ministry  on  the  part  of  the  individual  pastor;  B)  Provide  for 
a  more  diversified  ministry  within  any  given  situation;  C)  Provide  for  a  better  use 
of  stewardshrp;  D)  Provide  for  less  'competition'  among  congregations;  E)  Provide 
for  better  and  areoter  use  of  talents  and  manpower;  therefore  the  Southwestern 
District  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  instructs  its  members  of  the  Missions  Com- 
mittee of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  to  study 
and  give  real  and  serious  cons:deratien  to  a  'Team  Ministry'  as  they,  while  mem- 
bers of  the  synod's  committee  on  missions,  study  and  make  plans  for  the  estab- 
lishing of  new  congregations;  and  that  t^e  members  of  the  Missions  Committee 
from  t^e  Soutuwestern  District,  while  oiving  consideration  to  a  'Team  M'nistry' 
approach  themselves,  request  the  remainder  of  the  synod's  Committee  on  Missions 
also  to  study  and  give  serious  consideration  to  such  an  approach  relative  to  the 
establishing  of  new  conaregat'ons  anywhere  within  the  bounds  of  the  North 
Carolrn«  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America." 

"That  the  Southwestern  District  present  a  memorial  to  the  1967  Convention 
of  the  North  Carolina  cvnod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  through  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  to  this  effect  and  in  this  regard: 
That  the  synod  authorize  funds,  which  are  made  available  to  the  synod's  treasury, 
through  contributions  from  the  various  congregations,  and  appropriate  these  funds 
as  supplementary  income  to  the  pastors  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  who  are  not 
receiving  an  annu-l  income  commensurate  with  their  experience  and  needs;  and 
that  the  Executive  Board  be  requested  to  study  and  recommend  ways  and  means 
by  which  this  memorial  sl*all  be  implemented." 

The  Rev.  J.  Schoneberg  Setzer,  Ph.D.,  of  Emmanuel,  Lincolnton,  gave  the 
closina  devotions. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  district  was  held  February  5,  1967  at  Emmanuel, 
Lincolnton. 

After  opening  devotions,  operational  committee  representatives  from  the 
local  conareqations  attended  consultations  conducted  by  the  following:  Pastor 
Charles  Bernhardt,  A.  Leonard  Rhyne,  Evangelism;  Pastor  K.  Y.  Huddle,  Mrs. 
W.    E.    Houser,    Parish    Education;    Pastor    Robert    F.    Sims,    Bill    Williams,    Social 
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Ministry;   Pastor  J.   A.    Harbinson,   D.    R.   Mauney,   American   Missions;    Pastor  L. 
Aaron  Lippard,  Andrew  C.  Stapf,  Stewardship. 

The  business  meeting  for  pastors  and  lay  delegates  included  the  re-election 
of  the  Rev.  Robert  F.  Shelby  Jr.  of  Belmont  as  district  dean  and  the  Rev.  Cyrus 
F.  Frazier  of  Mt.  Holly,  secretary. 

The  Rev.  Wade  Norman  submitted  a  resolution  to  dissolve  the  Crouse 
Parish — Bethel  and  St.  Paul's,  each  to  become  self  supporting.  The  district  unani- 
mously approved  the  resolution  and  recommends  to  the  Executive  Board  of  Synod 
that  the  parish  be  dissolved  and  that  each  congregation  become  self  supporting. 

Dr.  Whittecar  was  present  to  give  his  report. 

Refreshments  were  served  by  the  Lutheran  Church  Women  of  the  host 
church.

Report   of  Secretary 


It  is  a  high  honor  and  distinct  privilege  to  serve  the  synod  as  its  secretary, 
especially  in  view  of  the  high  caliber  of  ministers  and  lay  people  with  whom  he  is 
privileged  to  work,  and  also  in  view  of  the  diversified  opportunities  for  service 
which  this  full  time  office  provides.  He  appreciates  the  courtesy,  consideration, 
and  cooperation  given  to  him  by  the  pastors  and  congregations  of  synod  enabling 
him  to  perform  his  duties. 

Your  secretary  serves  as  the  recording  officer  of  the  synod,  the  Executive 
Board,  Committee  of  Deans,  and  the  Committee  on  Historical  Work.  He  also 
serves  as  statistician,  necrologist,  archivist,  director  of  the  news  bureau,  and 
assistant  to  regional  director  David  F.  Johnson  in  meeting  assignments  in  home 
missions.  The  following  is  a  catalogue  of  activities  listed  according  to  the  organi- 
zation of  the  office,  and  an  accounting  of  the  stewardship  of  the  trust  com- 
mitted to  him. 

I.      AS  RECORDING  SECRETARY 

Minutes  of  executive  board  meetings  were  carefully  prepared  and  copies  dis- 
tributed to  board  members  following  each  meeting  of  the  board  for  review  and 
corrections.  Minutes  of  executive  board  meetings  and  synodical  conventions  have 
been  properly  indexed  by  means  of  a  card  index  system  for  easy  and  ready  refer- 
ence. The  activities  of  the  Executive  Board  have  been  catalogued  and  are  re- 
ported to  the  synod  in  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  matters  requiring 
the  action  of  the  synod  are  starred  items  and  will  be  presented  by  members  of 
the  board. 

Minutes  of  the  Committee  of  Deans  were  prepared,  distributed  and  properly 
filed,  as  well  as  the  minutes  of  the  Committee  on  Historical  Work  of  which  the 
secretary  is  ex-officio  a  member.  Your  secretary  assisted  the  latter  committee  in 
the  publication  of  synod's  newest  volume,   "Life  Sketches  of  Lutheran  Ministers". 

An  up-to-date  roll  of  ministers  and  congregations  was  kept.  The  secretary 
maintains  a  large  wall  board  of  ministers  and  congregations  by  districts,  includ- 
ing lists  of  non-parish  and  retired  pastors,  which  has  been  a  great  value  to 
officers  and  staff,  and  other  members  of  the  synod  desiring  information.  Certifi- 
cates of  transfers  were  issued  to  ministers  accepting  calls  to  other  synods,  and 
transfers  of  ministers  accepting  calls  in  the  North  Carolina  Synod  were  added 
to  the  roster,  copies  of  which  were  sent  to  the  office  issuing  the  certificate,  to 
the  transferee,  and  to  the  office  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  Monthly 
reports  of  all  ministerial  changes  were  sent  to  the  LCA  office. 

The  secretary  also  maintained  a  calendar  of  synodical  functions,  and  would 
urge  those  responsible  for  planning  and  scheduling  committee,  district,  and  auxil- 
iary events  to  clear  dates  through  his  office  so  as  to  avoid  conflicts  of  meetings. 

Correspondence  directed  by  the  synod  in  convention,  Executive  Board  and 
other  committee  actions,  was  properly  dispatched.  Elections  and  committee  ap- 
pointments were  certified.  Executive  Board  actions  were  relayed  to  all  parties 
involved.  Congregations  whose  constitutions  were  approved  by  the  Executive 
Board  were  officially  notified  of  such  approval,  accompanied  by  a  registration 
form  to  be  returned  to  the  synodical  office  certifying  that  the  congregation  at  a 
legally  called  congregational  meeting  had  approved  the  constitution  as  approved 
by   the    Executive    Board.    Registration    forms    received    were   alphabetically   filed. 
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Files  were  kept  of  each  congregation  submitting  a  constitution.  Communications 
were  sent  to  congregations  whose  constitutions  were  not  approved  listing  the  un- 
acceptable  variances   and   urging    reconsideration   at    such    strategic    points. 

Upon  authorization,  all  legal  documents  reported  in  the  Report  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board  were  executed. 

Correspondence  in  connection  with  ihe  convention  required  letters  of  instruc- 
tion from  the  secretary's  desk. 

Publications 

Six  thousand  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Fifth  Convention  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  (the  162nd  annual  convention 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  North  Carolina,  beginning  in  1803)  were  printed  and 
distributed  to  the  congregations  of  synod,  to  officers  of  LCA  synods,  to  boards 
and  agencies  of  the  church,  to  LCA  college  and  seminary  libraries  and  other 
church  related  libraries  in  North  Carolina,  to  libraries  of  state  institutions  in 
N.  C,  and  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  according  to  a  mailing  list  supplied  by 
rhe  LCA  office. 

Five  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  pre-convention  bulletin  were  mailed 
to  pastors  and  delegates  prior  to  this  convention.  The  secretary  would  request 
your  discerning  eyes  for  any  grammatical  or  typographical  errors  spotted  in  your 
report  or  other  reports  which  his  own  eyes  may  miss. 

Pre-Convention  Registration 

A  pre-convention  registration  was  conducted  as  specified  by  the  constitution 
of  Synod.  Registration  cards  for  both  clerical  and  lay  delegates  were  forwarded  to 
the  Rev.  Thurmond  C.  Plexico,  pastor  of  the  host  church,  for  use  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  convention  packets.  Delegates  are  urged  to  report  to  their  district  registra- 
tion table  for  an  attendance  check  and  their  convention  packets  immediately  upon 
arrival.  The  Committee  on  Credentials  and  Enrollment  has  no  other  source  of  in- 
formation as  to  names  and  number  of  those  present. 

The  Host  Church 

We  are  privileged  to  meet  for  this  Sixth  Convention  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  (the  163rd  annual  convention  since  the  organization  of  the  synod  in  1803) 
with  Pastor  T.  C.  Plexico  and  his  St.  James  congregation.  We  recall  with  vivid 
memories  the  installation  of  officers  and  staff  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  held  in  this 
church  January  19,  1963.  Synod  conventions  were  held  at  St.  James  a  number  of 
times  in  the  history  of  this  congregation,  the  years  listed  as  follows:  1844,  1859, 
1882,   1888,   1896,   1916,   1929,  and  the  last  being  in   1944. 

It  is  good  to  be  here  for  this  convention  since  it  was  here  that  our  president 
was  serving  as  pastor  when  he  was  called  to  become  president  of  the  synod,  and 
in  view  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  congregation  to  facilitate  the  business  of 
this  convention.  We  congratulate  Pastor  Plexico  and  the  St.  James  congregation 
upon  these  additional  units  for  a  more  effective  ministry  and  a  more  eloquent 
witness.  Truly,  they  are  an  asset  to  the  congregation  and  city  of  Concord  as  well 
as  a  credit  to  the  synod. 

II.      STATISTICALLY   SPEAKING 

Parochial  and  parish  directory  forms  with  accompanying  copies  of  directions 
and  directives  were  sent  to  all  congregations  of  synod  January  1,  1967.  It  is 
with  gratification  and  gratitude  to  report  that  a  parochial  report  was  again  re- 
ceived from  every  congregation  of  the  synod,  thus  enabling  our  office  to  file  a 
composite  report  with  the  LCA  office  by  February  15,  the  deadline  date. 

The  parochial  report  undergoes  change  each  year.  The  financial  section  of 
the  report  was  revised  again.  The  whole  report  has  been  simplified  since  the 
LCA  merger,  lumping  together  receipts  and  expenditures  which  were  once  re- 
ported in  detailed  categories. 

Now  for  the  Statistical  Report  Itself 

The  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  reports 
74,448  baptized  members  according  to  statistics  just  released  from  its  200  con- 
gregations. The  synod's  5,798  gains  were  offset  by  5,082  losses  for  a  net  gain 
of  716,  or  a  little  less  than  one  (.97)  percent.  Included  in  the  baptized  member- 
ship are  19,479  child  members,  a  net  gain  of  90  over  the  previous  year. 
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While  the  congregations  reported  an  increase  of  3,395  confirmed  members  by 
baptism,  confirmation,  transfer  and  restoration,  they  also  reported  2,769  losses  by 
death,  transfer,  and  other  losses  including  revision  of  church  rolls  for  a  net  gain 
of  636,  an  increase  of  1 . 1  percent  during  1966.  The  confirmed  membersnip  was 
reported  to  be  54,969. 

The  congregations  reported  45,427  on  the  active  roll  of  confirmed  members, 
an  increase  of  4 1 0  (.09%)  for  the  year.  Communing  members  totaled  41,056, 
an  increase  of  156  (.38%)  over  the  previous  year.  There  were  1,105  reported 
in  the  active  military  service. 

The  total  Sunday  church  school  enrollment  was  reported  at  42,254,  a  de- 
crease of  945  over  the  previous  year.  The  synod's  1 82  weekday  church  schools 
reported  6,918  pupils,  a  loss  of  46  during  the  year.  There  were  168  vacation 
church  schools  conducted  with  a  pupil  enrollment  of  12,721,  a  decrease  of  1,376. 

There  were  248  ministers  on  the  roll  of  synod  as  of  December  31,  consisting 
of  177  parish  pastors;  4  mission  developers;  5  chaplains  (military  and  institu- 
tional); 19  general  workers,  including  synodical  officers  and  staff,  college  and 
seminary  professors;  5  missionaries;  35  retired;  and  3  awaiting  calls. 

Two  new  mission  congregations  were  added  to  the  synodical  roll  during  the 
year,  Resurrection,  Guilford  College,  the  Rev.  John  Merck,  pastor;  and  the  Luth- 
eran Church  of  the  Living  Word,  Laurinburg,  the  Rev.  C.  Peter  Setzer,  pastor. 

Of  the  synod's  200  congregations,  there  were  194  pastoral  charges,  a 
pastoral  charge  being  defined  as  one  congregation  or  more  served  by  the  same 
pastor.  As  the  year  ended,  there  were  only  seven  dual  parishes  in  the  synod. 

Total  giving  for  all  causes,  current  and  benevolent,  was  $5,847,020,  an 
increase  of  $550,747  or  10.3  percent  for  the  year  which  broke  all  previous 
records.  The  synod  gave  $612,655  or  94.43  percent  to  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  and  took  third  place  among  the  31    LCA  synods  in  apportionment  giving. 

The  synod  reported  total  assets  of  $35,052,254.  Indebtedness  increased  from 
$4,027,101   in  1965  to  $4,475,214  in  1966. 

The  synod's  200  congregations  are  listed  in  the  following  categories  of  popu- 
lation:

Losses  and  Gains 

Seventy  seven  congregations  reported  losses  in  confirmed  membership  last 
year,  12  congregations  held  their  own,  and  six  reported  less  than  1  %  gain. 

While  1966  was  an  average  year  in  membership  gains,  small  as  they  were, 
and  yet  we  are  grateful  for  any  gain,  perhaps  they  are  not  too  alarming  due  to 
the  revision  of  membership  rolls  which  has  been  characteristic  of  our  congre- 
gations since  the  LCA  merger  in  1962. 

However,  the  small  number  of  communing  members  reported  is  quite  dis- 
turbing and  distressing.  There  was  only  a  gain  of  156  last  year.  The  net  gain  in 
confirmed  membership  of  636  would  be  expected  to  be  reflected  in  the  com- 
muning membership  during  the  same  period.  We,  the  office,  checked  and  double 
checked  the  communing  statistics,  and  found  them  to  be  accurate  provided  the 
congregations  reported  accurately.  Could  it  be  that  while  we  were  bringing  the 
new  members  through  the  front  door  of  our  evangelism  efforts,  we  were  losing 
our  own  members  through  the  back  door  of  inactivity?  It  stands  to  reason  that 
if  the  new  members  gained  communed  at  least  once  during  the  year,  then  we 
had  less  of  our  members  communing  last  year  who  communed  the  previous  year. 
Or  could  it  be  in  view  of  the  number  of  pastoral  changes  which  were  made 
last  year  statistics  in  the  communing  membership  category  were  irreconcilable 
with  the  number  of  communing  members  reported  the  previous  year.  According 
to  constitutional  provision,  parish  registers  are  to  be  in  good  order  when  a  pastor 
leaves  for  another  field  of  service. 

At  any  rate,  it  behooves  us  to  be  very  careful  in  reporting  statistics  in  this 
and  other  categories.  We  want  our  statistics  to  be  as  accurate  as  possible. 
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Below  is  a  comparative  table  by  districts  showing  the  gains  or  losses  in 
communing  and  confirmed  members:

Of  course,  there  are  a  number  of  factors  which  enter  into  the  interpretation 
of  each  congregation's  statistics.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  many  of  the  congrega- 
tions which  reported  losses  in  membership  last  year  were  fulfilling  their  mission 
as  significantly  as  those  which  reported  substantial  gains.  In  this  fast  moving 
space  age  in  which  some  congregations  report  almost  a  complete  turnover  in 
membership  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  they  like  Alice  in  Wonderland,  have 
to  run  with  all  their  might  to  stay  right  where  they  are. 

However,  it  is  of  interest,  statistically  at  least,  to  note  the  congregations 
which  reported  a  net  gain  in  confirmed  membership  of  10%  or  more.  You  will 
observe  that  more  than  half  of  this  number  are  mission  churches  which  indicate 
our  wise  investment  in  mission  development.  The  names  of  the  congregations  are 
listed  with  their  net  percentages  of  growth:

III.      In  Memoriam 

"Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord."  Revelation  14:13 

Ycur  necrologist  reports  that  during  the  interim  the  death  angel  invaded  our 
ministerial  camp  and  claimed  the  lives  of  the  Reverends  Charles  F.  Steck,  Jr., 
Lawson  P.  Boland,  and  Robertus  M.  Carpenter.  A  memorial  service  has  been  ar- 
ranged Tuesday  afternoon  for  these  honored  dead  and  will  be  conducted  by  the 
convention  chaplain. 

Your  necrologist  reports  also  that  a  number  of  prominent  lay  people  were 
called  from  the  earthly  scene  to  their  heavenly  home. 

The  synod's  hand  of  sympathy  is  extended  to  each  of  these  bereaved  families. 
May  the  gracious  Father  in  Heaven  comfort  them  in  their  sorrow,  remembering 
that  earth  has  no  sorrow  that  heaven  cannot  heal. 

IV.      The  Voice  of  the  Past  speaks  again 

Truly,  it  does  through  the  records  in  the  synodical  archives  which  have  been 
properly  arranged  and  catalogued  for  synod's  use.  It  has  been  a  long  and  laborious 
process,  but  worth  the  effort  to  have  the  materials  in  good  order.  Thousands  of 
cards  have  been  placed  in  alphabetical  order  for  easy  and  ready  reference.  At  an 
early  date,  we  hope  to  publish  a  listing  of  materials  which  are  available  in  order 
to  acquaint  our  constituency  with  the  contents  of  the  archives.  We,  who  are 
working  in  the  archives,  are  now  better  able  to  serve  those  who  request  our 
services. 

There  are  a  number  of  files  of  particular  and  historical  value.  Two  congre- 
gational files  have  been  established  and  are  beinq  maintained:  first,  an  historical 
data  file  for  each  congregation  of  synod,  consisting  of  bulletins,  clippings,  and 
documents  of  special  events;  and  secondly,  a  correspondence  file,  consisting  of 
communications,  letters,  petitions,  and  the  like.  These  files  have  been  alpha- 
betically arranged  for  quick  reference.  Congregations  are  urged  to  keep  their 
files  current  by  forwarding  to  the  synod  office  materials  of  historical  significance. 
There  is  also  a  biographical  data  file  of  ministers  which  has  proved  invaluable  to 
the  Committee  on  Historical  Work  in  the  publication  of  "Life  Sketches  of  Lutheran 
Ministers". 

During  the  year,  your  archivist  answered  an  increasing  number  of  requests 
for  biographical  data.  There  are  still  extra  copies  of  synodical  minutes  not  needed 
wh:ch  will  be  made  available  to  the  ministers  of  the  synod  and  to  those  desiring 
them. 

Additions  to  the  Archives 

The  following  materials  were  added  to  the  archives  during  the  year: 

1.  The  usual  additions  of  our  own  synodical  publications,  including  "Life 
Sketches  of  Lutheran  Ministers",  minutes,  and  issues  of  the  North  Carolina 
Lutheran; 

2.  Anniversary  booklets,  year  books,  and  bulletins  of  historical  value  for 
maintenance  of  congreqational  files; 

3.  Minutes  of  LCA  synods; 

4.  Newpaper  articles  of  historical  significance  received  from  the  Clipping 
Service. 

V.      The  Synod  in  the  News 

Your  director  of  the  News  Bureau  has  attempted  to  keep  the  synod  in  the 
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news  with  releases  of  significant  happenings  in  the  life  of  the  synod.  Articles 
featuring  the  synodical  convention,  conventions  of  the  auxiliary  units,  and  news- 
worthy items  were  released  to  pastors  and  news  media  through  the  year. 

Lines  of  communication  have  been  opened  with  at  least  75  news  media  in 
strategic  areas  throughout  the  synod  and  state.  Personal  contacts  are  made  from 
time  to  time  in  the  interests  of  promoting  good  coverage.  At  the  present,  the 
Committee  on  Publications  and  Publicity  is  sponsoring  subscriptions  of  The 
Lutheran  and  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  to  the  55  news  media  requesting 
them.  Also  releases  from  the  Commission  on  Press,  Radio,  and  Television  are 
sent  to  some  fifteen  of  the  leading  newspapers  in  the  state. 

Monthly  reports  of  ministerial  changes  were  sent  to  the  LCA  office  and  to 
Editor  G.  Elson  Ruff  for  publication  in  The  Lutheran. 

Releases  on  executive  board  actions,  coming  events,  and  other  articles  of 
interest  were  sent  to  Editor  Jeff  Norn's  for  publication  in  the  North  Carolina 
Lutheran. 

Your  director  maintains  a  file  of  biographical  sketches  and  mats  of  synodical 
officers  and  staff  to  meet  the  requests  of  pastors  and  congregations  requesting 
them. 

Your  director  is  impressed  with  and  is  profoundly  grateful  for  the  effective 
manner  in  which  pastors  and  congreqations  keep  their  respective  churches  in  the 
news.  This,  of  course,  is  the  responsibility  of  the  pastor  and  congregation  along 
with  the  local  committee  on  publicity.  Only  news  of  synodical  functions  is  released 
from  the  News  Bureau.  We  should  not  hesitate  in  the  least  to  publicize  the  news 
and  views  of  the  church. 

A  number  of  our  pastors  have  regular  religion  news  programs  in  their 
communities.  This  is  most  commendable  and  is  a  dramatic  contribution  to  the 
religious  life  of  the  community.  It  is  also  an  effective  and  eloquent  witness  of 
the  Lutheran  church. 

Your  news  director  would  urge  pastors  to  use  their  influence  to  encourage 
local  television  and  radio  stations  to  present  the  Protestant  Hour,  Church  World 
News,  Davey  and  Goliath  Specials,  the  Antkeeper,  Frontiers  of  Faith,  and  other 
LCA  produced  television  and  radio  programs. 

Your  director  of  the  News  Bureau  works  in  consultation  with  the  Committee 
on  Publications  and  Publicity,  of  which  he  is  ex-officio  a  member,  and  is  most 
appreciative  to  the  committee  and  its  chairman,  Pastor  Jack  Davis,  for  their 
alertness  and  effectiveness  in  sharing  the  good  news  of  the  gospel.  The  com- 
mittee has  again  made  plans  to  maintain  a  press  room  for  extensive  coverage 
of  the  Concord  convention. 

A  word  of  appreciation  also  goes  to  the  pastors  throughout  the  synod  who 
have  widened  the  avenues  of  communication  with  their  personal  contacts  and  good 
public  relations. 

VI.      As  Assistant  in  Home  Missions 

Constitutionally,  the  secretary,  upon  approval  of  the  Executive  Board,  serves 
the  Committee  on  American  Missions  in  carrying  out  its  duties  and  assists  the 
regional  secretary  in  meetina  home  mission  assignments.  The  secretary  has  been 
authorized  by  the  Executive  Board  to  give  staff  assistance  to  the  sub-committee  on 
survey  and  development  in  studying  prospective  fields  for  preemption  and  develop- 
ment. He  attended  meetings  of  the  Committee  on  American  Missions. 

The  major  responsibility  has  been  with  the  Elkin  Mission  since  September, 
1966,  at  which  time  your  secretary  was  asked  to  give  special  assistance  to  this 
mission.  Long  week-ends  have  been  spent  in  this  field  conducting  services,  making 
and  multiplying  contacts,  and  working  toward  organization. 

VII.      As  Personnel  Officer 

The  personnel  practices  as  adopted  by  the  Executive  Board  were  properly 
administered. 

A  recognition  dinner  in  honor  of  the  Rev.  Brady  Faggart,  Jr.,  was  held  at 
the  Lutheran  Church  House,  Salisbury,  December  29,  1966,  by  the  synodical 
officers  and  staff  and  their  families  nnd  the  chairmen  of  the  Parish  Education 
and  Youth  Committees  and  their  families. 

A  tribute  of  appreciation  was  given  by  synod  president  George  R.  Whittecar 
in  recognition  of  the  leadership  provided  by  Pastor  Faggart  during  the  four  years 
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as  secretary  of  Christian   Education  and  of  his  call  to  become   Executive  Director 
of  Lutheridge. 

Recognition  is  here  made  of  the  efficient  services  of  our  secretarial  staff  and 
our  efficient  housekeeper,  whose  names  are  given  in  the  president's  report.  There 
is  here  at  the  Church  House  a  true  sense  of  partnership  in  Kingdom  service. 

VIII.      Not  Merely  a  Desk  Job 

The  office  with  its  flurry  of  activities  is  not  merely  a  desk  job.  It  provides 
multiple  outlets  for  field  service.  The  official  acts,  including  dedications,  bless- 
ings, installations,  and  special  services  are  reported  in  the  president's  report.  He 
reports  other  activities  as  follows: 

(1)  Represented  President  Whittecar  at  meeting  of  Lutheran  Student  Foun- 
dation in  Durham; 

(2)  Attended  LCA  Kansas  City  Convention  as  one  of  synod's  delegates, 
and  served  on  the  Committee  of  Minutes  at  the  convention; 

(3)  Consultations  with  two  congregations  regarding  constitution; 

(4)  Delivered  memorial  address  at  Haven  and  Messiah,  Salisbury; 

(5)  Conducted  preaching  missions  at  St.  John,  Cherryville,  and  St.  James, 
Fayetteville; 

(6)  Served  as  vice  pastor  of  Grace,  Thomasville,  including  35  sermons; 
326  pastoral  calls;  259  conferences;  139  meetings;  5  communion 
services  and  42  private  communions;  and  assisted  in  the  total  work 
of  the  congregation. 

(7)  Attended  Conference  of  LCA  synodical  secretaries,  New  York,  Novem- 
ber 2-3,  1966. 

In  Conclusion 

Whatever  has  been  accomplished  in  these  significant  and  strategic  areas  of 
Kingdom  service  has  been  done  by  the  Grace  of  Him  who  is  the  head  of  the 
church,  and  by  the  gracious  assistance  of  the  Church  House  staff  and  synodical 
leaders  to  whom  he  will  be  forever  grateful.  For  such  co-laborers  he  thanks  God 
and  takes  courage. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  a  copy  of  the  1966  Proceedings  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  held  in  Bethany  Lutheran  Church,  Hickory,

be  approved  as  the  official  protocol  of  the  said  convention.

PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  SYNOD 

A.  Constitution,  Amendment  to 

Notice  has  been  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  that  item  3  of  Article  Fourteen  of  the  synod's  constitution  should  be 
amended  to  include  references  to  amendments  made  by  the  Executive  Council 
of  the  LCA  to  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Synods  and  the  Approved  Constitu- 
tion for  Congregations  and  therefore  recommends  that  the  constitution  of  this 
synod,  Article  Fourteen,  item  3,  be  amended  to  insert  the  following  words  after 
"Lutheran  Church  in  America  in  line  2,  "or  amendments  of  the  Approved 
Constitution  for  Synods,  or  amendments  of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Con- 
gregations," so  that  item  3  reads: 

"If  in  the  judgment  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  church  other  amendments 
of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  or  amend- 
ments of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Synods,  or  amendments  of  the  Approved 
Constitution  for  Congregations  ought  to  entail  related  amendments  of  this 
constitution,  receipt  of  an  official  communication  to  that  effect  from  the 
secretary  of  the  church  enclosing  a  draft  of  the  amendment  recommended 
by  the   Executive  Council   shall   constitute   proper  notice  thereof." 

B.  By-Laws,  Amendments  to 

North  Carolina   Lutheran,  editor  and   business  manager,   nominations  for 

No   provision    is    made    in    the    Constitution    or    By-Laws    of    the    synod    for 
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election  of  an  editor  and  a  business  manager  for  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran. 
The  only  reference  made  to  these  offices  is  in  Section  VII — Other  Committees, 
E.  Committee  on  Publications  and  Publicity.  Under  E,  paragraph  T  a,  the  sub- 
committee is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  nominating  an  editor  and  a 
business  manager,    but  no  further  provisions  are   made. 

It  is  proposed  to  amend  this  sub-section  "a"  to  read  as  follows: 
There  shall  be  a  sub  committee  to  supervise  the  publication  and  circulation 
of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran.  It  shall  submit  nominations  for  an  editor  and 
a  business  manager  to  the  annual  convention  of  synod  for  approval,  the  same 
to  serve  for  terms  of  one  year,  eligible  to  re-election.  The  editor  and  business 
manager  may  name  assistants  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  sub  committee. 

2.      Ministers,  resignation  of 

Section   IX — Ministers  presently  reads: 
A.      The  procedure  to  be  followed  when  a  pastor  resigns  shall  be: 

1.  A   pastor  desiring   to   resign   shall: 

a.  Consult  with  the  president  of  synod. 

b.  Send  his  letter  of  resignation  to  the  church  council  and  a  copy 
to  the  president  of  synod. 

2.  The  church  council  receiving  the  letter  of  resignation  shall  refer 
it  to  the  congregation. 

3.  When  the  congregation  accepts  the  resignation,  the  church  council 
shall  report  this  action  to  the  president  of  synod  and  seek  his 
advice  and  counsel  until  the  vacancy  is  filled. 

It  is  proposed  that  Section  IX-Ministers  be  amended  by  changing  line  A-2 
to  read: 

2.  The  church  council  receiving  the  letter  of  resignation  shall  report  it 
to  the  congregation,  the  president  of  synod,  and  the  dean  of  the  district. 
Also  change   line  A-3   to   read: 

3.  The  church  council  shall  seek  the  advice  and  counsel  of  the  president 
of  synod   until   the  vacancy   is  filled. 

Note:- — The  proposed  change  would  eliminate  the  requirement  that 
the  congregation  take  formal  action  to  accept  or  reject  the  resignation 
and  thus  remove  a  conflict  with  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Con- 
gregations which  states: 

"When  a  pastor  of  this  congregation  desires  to  terminate  his  period 
of  service,  he  shall  submit  his  resignation  to  the  church  council  for 
report  to  the  congregation.  Unless  otherwise  agreed,  the  resignation 
shall  normally  become  effective  two  months  after  the  date  on  which 
it   is  submitted."     (Article   V,   Section    8). 

Report   of  Secretary   of  Christian  Education 

The  North  Carolina  Synod  exists  for  the  sake  of  its  congregations.  It  is 
equally  true  that  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  is  called  to  serve  the  con- 
gregations of  our  synod.  For  this  reason  the  following  interpretation  of  my  work 
during  1966  will  be  set  in  terms  of  the  life  and  work  of  our  congregations.  What 
contribution  was  made?  What  guidelines  for  the  future  appear  in  tasks  unfinished 
or  not  even  begun? 

I.      CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION 

The  church  has  outlined  the  congregation's  task  in  Christian  education  in  its 
"central  objective". 

Inasmuch  as  the  church,  as  the  Body  of  Christ,  seeks  to  become  more 
effectively  that  community  of  believers  in  which  the  Holy  Spirit  calls, 
gathers,  enlightens,  and  sanctifies  individuals  in  their  relationships  with 
God  and  their  fellow  men,  the  church's  central  educational  objective, 
therefore,  shall  be — ■ 

To  assist  the  individual  in  his  response  and  witness  to  the  eternal 
and  incarnate  Word  of  God  as  he  grows  within  this  community  of  the 
church  toward  greater  maturity  in  his  Christian  life  through  ever-deep- 
ing   understandings,    more   wholesome   attitudes,    and    more    responsible 
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patterns  of  action. 

The  work  of  the  Secretary  of  Christian  education  should  assist  the  congrega- 
tion in  reaching  toward  this  objective  in  its  total  program  of  Christian  education. 
During  1966  the  focus  was  on  leadership  development.  Conferences  for  Vacation 
Church  School  superintendents  were  held  in  each  district  to  help  prepare  them  for 
their  work.  During  May,  teachers  in  the  V.  C.  S.  attended  workshops  led  by 
district  teams  of  capable  instructors.  Four  sections  of  Laboratory  School  involved 
twenty-two  of  our  leaders  of  Lutheridge  in  July.  Teachers  in  Kindergarten  and 
Grades  One  and  Two  of  Sunday  Church  School  received  special  help  in  the  final 
series  of  coaching  conferences. 

In  a  different  way,  each  of  these  efforts  was  aimed  at  implementation  of 
this  central  objective  in  the  congregation.  Teacher  training  is  more  for  teaching 
than  the  mechanics  of  using  a  new  textbook.  At  its  best,  it  attempts  to  lead  the 
teacher  into  a  deeper  understanding  of  the  WHY  of  Christian  Education.  We  want 
teachers  in  our  congregations  who  feel  their  calling  as  agents  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
in  the  ministry  of  teaching.  We  want  teachers  who  are  dedicated  to  the  individ- 
ual's response  and  witness  to  Jesus  the  Christ. 

How  far  did  we  come  during  1966?  It  is  impossible  to  measure  this  kind  of 
human  growth.  In  more  pessimistic  moments  it  often  seemed  that  we  scarcely 
moved  forward.  Many  of  our  congregations  have  not  grasped  the  truth  and  power 
contained  in  the  central  objectives  of  our  Parish  Education  Curriculum.  This  is 
obvious  from  the  questions  they  ask  and  the  issues  they  raise. 

Yet  other  times  the  mood  was  lightened  by  evidences  of  real  growth  on  the 
part  of  individuals  and  congregations.  People  change  slowly  in  the  deeper  mat- 
ters, and  congregations  change  slowly  because  they  are  composed  of  people.  And 
people  are  changing,  growing  in  their  understanding  of  the  purposes  of  Christian 
education,  growing  in  their  effectiveness  as  leaders  and  teachers. 

The  most  significant  work  of  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  will  con- 
tinue to  be  in  the  development  of  leadership  for  our  congregations.  This  means 
that  his  efforts  will  be  aimed  at  a  smaller  number  of  people  to  provide  concen- 
tration and  depth  in  these  efforts.  These  people,  in  turn,  will  become  leaders  of 
leaders  who  help  the  secretary  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  congregations. 

Laboratory  classes,  such  as  those  held  each  summer  at  Lutheridge,  are  the 
most  effective  means  we  have  now  for  such  development.  The  necessary  ingredi- 
ents are  excellent  leadership,  adequate  time-  from  thirty-six  hours  to  two  weeks, 
learning  by  doing,  and  personal  Christian  growth.  It  is  likely  that  the  develop- 
ment of  leaders  will  be  related  closely  to  the  numbers  of  persons  involved  in  such 
experiences.  And  wise  conaregational  leaders  will  support  and  encourage  their 
members  in  these  opportunities. 

I!.     YOUTH  WORK 

Development  of  leadership  applies  equally  to  the  Youth  Work  responsibilities 
of  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Education.  It  is  impossible  for  one  person  to  serve 
as  the  congregation's  resource  in  youth  ministry,  when  more  than  two  hundred 
congregations  are  involved.  Thus  the  synod  staff  worker  must  again  aim  his  time 
and  energy  toward  those  leaders  who  are  able  to  serve  the  congregations  of  the 
synod. 

During  the  past  year  these  efforts  included  the  following:  planning  Youth 
Ministry  Institutes  and  a  Seminar  to  involve  some  140  youth  in  a  week  of  con- 
centrated study  and  involvement  in  youth  ministry;  coordination  of  the  three 
President's  Conferences  on  Youth  Ministry;  teaching  in  area  schools;  and  numer- 
ous visits  with  congregational  groups. 

The  Youth  Ministry  Institutes  illustrate  the  pattern  of  leadership  develop- 
ment. While  it  is  impossible  to  involve  a  large  number  of  the  synod's  youth  in  a 
week-long  experience,  it  is  possible  to  bring  together  60  to  80  of  these  youth 
in  a  single  program,  provide  high  quality  leadership  among  adult  counselors 
and  resource  persons,  keep  the  groups  small  enough  for  personal  relationships  to 
develop,  and  allow  at  least  six  days  for  something  to  happen.  It  will  happen,  so 
that  youth  who  are  involved  take  home  a  unique  experience.  In  varied  ways  they 
will  contribute  to  the  congregation's  life  and  work  because  of  that  experience. 

The  major  item  of  unfinished  business  in  youth  work  was  leadership  de- 
velopment among  adult  workers  with  youth.  Here  our  congregations  need  help 
and  are  asking  for  help;  yet  here  so  little  has  been  done.   Especially  in  this  area 
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we  must  have  within  the  synod  a  growing  number  of  leaders  of  leaders  who  can 
bring  such  training  into  the  districts  and  congregations.  One  important  step  for- 
ward during  the  year  was  the  training  of  eight  resource  persons  through  the 
Youth  Counseling  Seminar;  five  of  these  were  able  to  attend  through  a  grant 
from  the  Michael  Peeler  Fund. 

The  pattern  offered  by  the  Counseling  Seminar  is  full  of  promise  for  our 
congregations.  We  must  make  available  money  to  provide  training  experiences 
for  our  pastors,  staff  workers,  and  volunteer  leaders.  A  wide  range  of  such 
experiences  are  being  offered,  events  of  proven  value.  The  congregation  that  is 
willing  to  invest  thousands  of  dollars  in  facilities  must  be  ready  to  invest  hundreds 
of  dollars  in  leadership  training  to  make  best  use  of  these  facilities.  In  addition 
to  paying  fees  and  travel  costs,  we  should  reimburse  volunteer  leaders  for  time 
lost  from  their  regular  work.  We  will,  if  we  feel  their  contribution  is  important. 

The  REGIONAL  LUTHERAN  YOUTH  CONFERENCE  planned  for  Myrtle 
Beech,  August  21-24,  will  offer  youth  of  our  congregations  an  excellent  oppor- 
tunity to  grow  in  their  faith  and  response  to  Christ.  By  offering  such  experiences 
youth — the  conference,  the  Institute  and  Seminar,  the  unit  convention — we 
are  offering  help  to  congregations  in  the  development  of  Christian  leaders. 

III.     CHURCH   CAMPING 

Several  important  steps  were  taken  during  1966  in  church  camping  within 
the  synod.  These  are  reported  in  detail  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Camp- 
ing. These  steps,  again,  are  designed  to  assist  the  congregations  of  our  synod  in 
their  life  and  work. 

It  is  unlikely  that  individual  congregations  can  provide  camp  or  retreat  sites 
for  their  people.  Yet  such  sites  are  becoming  more  important  in  the  congregation's 
in  depth  programs,  not  only  in  Christian  education  and  youth  work  but  also  for 
committees  and  adult  groups  in  general.  So  the  logical  answer  is  cooperative 
planning,  financing,  and  building  of  the  necessary  sites. 

Lutheridge  will  continue  to  serve  as  the  nucleus  of  camping,  retreat,  and  con- 
ference programs  in  the  synod.  As  we  reported  earlier,  it  is  necessary  to  under- 
stand the  limitations  of  Lutheridge  in  long  range  potential.  The  location  is  too  far 
from  many  of  our  congregations  for  one  day  events.  The  site  is  too  limited  to  pro- 
vide facilities  we  will  need  for  small  group  camping.  Our  planning  will  continue 
to  make  use  of  the  tremendous  potential  of  Lutheridge,  and  will  seek  to  supple- 
ment this  with  additional  facilities  such  as  the  retreat  center  at  Kure  Beach. 

IV.      CHURCH   VOCATIONS 

As  the  number  of  church  vocations  candidates  increase,  the  work  of  the 
Secretary  of  Christian  Education  will  increase  correspondingly.  In  addition  to 
record-keeping,  serving  as  secretary  to  the  committee,  and  general  correspond- 
ence, the  staff  worker  was  trained  to  conduct  structured  interviews  with  candi- 
dates for  the  committee.  Such  interviews  help  the  committee  guide  the  vocations 
candidate  more  effectively. 

In  personal  contact  and  pastoral  guidance,  the  staff  worker  will  become  a 
more  effective  part  of  the  synod's  program  of  guidance  for  youth  in  church  voca- 
tions. These  youth  become  the  pastors  and  staff  workers  for  our  congregations, 
professional  leaders  so  vital  to  our  work.  In  this  way,  also,  the  Secretary  of  Chris- 
tian Education  serves  the  congregations  of  the  synod. 

V.      FILM   LIBRARY 

Analysis  of  the  week's  mail  at  the  Church  House  during  any  typical  week 
would  indicate  how  the  Film  Library  serves  the  needs  of  our  congregations.  Dozens 
of  films  and  filmstrips  from  the  library  are  used  by  schools,  auxiliaries,  and  other 
groups  within  the  synod.  Yet  it  is  very  easy  to  lose  sight  of  staff  time,  postage, 
and  funds  for  purchase  within  the  synod's  budget.  Perhaps  it  would  be  enlighten- 
ing for  persons  in  each  congregation  to  record  the  rental  value-from  $2  to  $25-of 
each  item  used.  From  the  Film  Library  they  come  without  charge. 
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VI.      LOOKING   BACK 

On  December  31,  I  resigned  the  office  which  I  held  for  nearly  four  years. 
As  I  write  the  interpretation  given  above,  it  becomes  more  clear  that  so  much 
work  was  left  undone.  I  suppose  that  it  always  must  be  so.  Yet  these  have  been 
good  years  in  my  ministry,  blessed  with  warm  friendships  and  rewarding  coopera- 
tion. They  have  brought  more  in  personal  growth  than  I  could  return  in  service  to 
the  synod  and  its  people.  I  can  only  say  "Thank  you"  to  all  of  you — the  synod's 
officers  and  staff,  the  church  house  family,  the  committee  members,  the  pastors 
and  congregational  leaders. 

The  work  of  the  office  will  be  continued;  it  must  be  continued.  The  needs 
of  our  congregations  demand  it,  and  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  is  called 
to  serve  these  needs.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Reports  of 
Officers  and  Staff 

The  Rev.  Vernon  A.  Frick,  committee  chairman,  was  recognized  for  the  re- 
port,   which    follows: 

Your  committee  on  reports  of  Officers  and  Staff  has  read  carefully  the 
reports  of  the  President,  Assistant  to  the  President,  District  Deans,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  and  find  that  they  have 
carefully  and  fully  recorded  the  many  duties  of  their   respective  offices. 

We  see  evidence  of  strength  and  renewal  of  the  whole  church  reflected  in 
the  fulfillment  of  the  many  varied  duties  assigned  to  these  men  in  the  structure 
and  activity  of  their  offices.  We  commend  these  brethren  for  the  diligence  with 
which  they  have  executed  the  duties  of  their  offices  and  thank  God  for  their 
strength,  abilities  and  consecration  to  the  service  of  His  Kingdom  in  the  church. 
Their  reports  reflect  a   fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  fellowship. 

We   note   with   gratitude: 

1.  In  1966  the  highest  percentage  was  paid  on  apportionment  since  the 
formation  of  the   Lutheran   Church    in   America. 

2.  For  the  first  time  we  passed  the  million  dollar  mark  in  our  contributions 
to  others. 

3.  The  organization   of   3    new   congregations: 

a.  Our    Saviour,    Welcome 

b.  Redeemer,     Gastonia 

c.  Christ,    Elkin. 

We  note  with  concern  that  the  statistical  report  of  the  secretary  reveals 
small  net  gains  in  membership  and,  in  seme  instances,  decreases.  This  leaves 
much  to  be  desired   in  the  growth  of  the  church. 

We  question  the  value  of  carrying  in  the  president's  report  the  extended 
list  of  congregational  developments.  The  synod  may  wish  to  present  this  informa- 
tion  elsewhere. 

We  note  that  the  secretary  maintains  a  calendar  of  synodical  functions.  We 
urge  all  those  planning  meetings  on  district  and  synodical  levels  to  clear  the 
date    with    the    secretary    to    avoid    conflicts. 

We  urge  our  pastors  and  congregations  to  use  available  avenues  for  in- 
creased   good    public    relations. 

We  call  the  attention  of  the  synod  to  the  450th  anniversary  of  the  Refor- 
mation and  urge  individual  congregations  or  area  churches  to  plan  appropriate 
observances. 

We  feel  that  we  cannot  overemphasize  the  tremendous  importance  and 
unlimited  possibilities  of  the  Manifesto  (God's  Call  to  the  Church  in  each  place). 
We  would  strongly  urge  each  congregation  to  direct  its  best  efforts  and  witness 
in    behalf    of   this    Manifesto. 

We  recommend  that: 

1.  The  recommendations  of  the  secretary  on  page  30  of  the  convention 
bulletin  be  adopted.   (See  Report  of  the  Secretary,   page — ) 

2.  Each  officer  and  staff  member  be  recognized  in  connection  with  this 
report  and  that  the  treasurer  be  given  what  time  he  desires  of  the 
allotted    time    left    for    this    report    to    make    comments. 

3.  The  report  of  the  officers  and  staff  included  in  page  6-50  and  the 
Supplementary  report  pages  2  and  3  of  the  convention  bulletin  be 
received  as  information  and  printed  in  the  minutes  with  the  corrections 
given  to  the  secretary.    (See  page  — ). 

4.  This  report  be  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  of  the  convention  as  an  ex- 
pression of  our  appreciation  of  the  work  carried  to  completion  and  the 
leadership  given  to  the  church  by  the  officers  and  staff  during  the  past 
year.

Recommendation  4  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

Report  of  Trustees  of  Michael  Peeler  Fund 

This  report  covers  the  calendar  year  1966. 

The  asset  value  of  the  Fund  changed  almost  daily  due  to  the  unsettled 
market  that  prevailed  throughout  the  year.  This  had  very  little  practical  effect 
on  the  Fund  as  the  Trustees  only  changed  investments  in  instances  where  long 
range  benefits  would  result.  The  increased  income  reflects  the  additional  assets 
reported  in  our  1965  report.  It  will  be  noted  that  $40,000.00  was  paid  to  the 
synod  during  the  year  and  authorized  reserves  increased. 

The  Trustees  have  found  the  advisory  services  of  Babson's  Investment 
Services  helpful.  This  service  has  been  continued  for  another  year. 

A  certificate  of  the  Auditor,  a  balance  sheet  and  statement  of  cash  receipts 
and  disbursements  are  submitted  herewith  as  a  Dart  of  this  report.

Harry  E.  Isenhour,  LL.D.  chairman,  presented  the  report.  Dr.  Isenhour  com- 
mented on  the  usefulness  of  the  fund,  and  the  asset  which  the  synod  has  in 
this  fund. 

The  president  recognized  the  services  of  the  trustees  of  this  fund.  The  re- 
port was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Committee   on   Audit 

The  Committee  on  Audit  as  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  synod  was  divided 
into  three  two  member  sub-committees;  Sub-Committee  A.  on  the  audit  and 
other  financial  records  of  synod:  Messrs.  George  L.  Plott  and  J.  W.  McGee,  Jr.;

Report   of   the  Committee   of  Deans 

The   Committee   of   Deans  consists  of  the   president  and   secretary  of  synod 
who  are  its  chairman  and  secretary  respectively,  and  the  following  district  deans: 
The  Rev.  Donald  E.  Hanberry,  Central  District 
The  Rev.  John  D.  Mauney,  Jr.,  Eastern  District 
The  Rev.  Paul  L.  Morgan,  Northern  District 
The  Rev.  John  L.  Yost,  Jr.,  D.D.  Northwestern  District 
The  Rev.  C.  Marion  Starr,  Southern  District 
The  Rev.  Robert  F.  Shelby,  Southwestern  District 

Constitutionally,  the  function  of  the  committee  is  to  advise  and  assist  the 
president  of  synod  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  and  to  confer  with  him  as  to 
the  needs  of  the  church  on  the  territory  of  the  several  districts;  to  review  the 
ministerial  roll  annually  and  make  appropriate  recommendations  to  the  synod 
regarding  those  ministers  whose  status  is  subject  to  reconsideration  and  cction 
under  the  terms  of  the  constitution  and  by  laws  of  the  church;  and  to  determine 
the  dates  and  programs  of  the  meetings  of  the  districts. 

Two  meetings  of  the  committee  were  held  since  the  last  report  to  the  synod: 
the  first,  in  connection  with  the  synod  convention  of  last  May;  and  the  second 
meeting  was  held  February  21,   1967,  St.  Mark,  Charlotte. 

At  the  Charlotte  meetinq,  the  committee  reviewed  the  number  of  vacant 
parishes  and  the  ministerial  roll  relative  to  the  status  of  certain  ministers  awaiting 
calls  in  compliance  with  the  rule  of  the  church  which  reads: 

"Continuance  on  the  ministerial  roll  of  a  minister  awaiting  a  call  shall  be 
reviewed  by  the  synod  at  each  regular  convention  up  to  the  permitted  limit  of 
three  years.  Extension  of  one  year  at  a  time  shall  require  a  majority  vote."  (See 
LCA  By  Laws,  Section  II,  item  12). 

Regarding  ministers  awaiting  calls,  the  committee  is  ready  with  its  recom- 
mendation if  necessary. 

Dates,  places,  and  programs  of  the  district  meetings  as  planned  by  the  com- 
mittee are  listed  in  the  resDective  reports  of  the  district  deans. 

At  the  Charlotte  meeting,  a  motion  prevailed  that  the  fall  district  meetings 
be  planned  to  include  participation  of  representatives  of  the  American  Lutheran 
Church  and  the  Lutheran  Church — Missouri  Synod,  or  other  Lutheran  groups,  and 
that  pastors  end  laymen  of  these  bodies  be  invited  to  attend  the  district  meeting 
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within  the  area  in  which  they  live,  which  will  give  both  implementation  and  im- 
petus to  the  450th  Reformation  Anniversary.  Details  of  the  program  will  be  an- 
nounced later. 

In  view  of  further  implementation  of  the  anniversary  observance,  the  follow- 
ing motions  prevailed: 

That  the   Lenoir   Rhyne  College  playmakers  be   requested  to  prepare  a 

play  relative  to  the   Reformation  theme  and  observance  for  presentation   in 

key  cities  of  the  synod;  and 

That   the   president  of  synod   appoint   key  pastors   to   prepare   editorials 

relating  to  the  Reformation   in  a  contemporary  vein  for  the  press  during  the 

month  of  October. 

Upon  request  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Graf,  Jr.,  whose  resignation  from  Grace, 
Boone,  became  effective  April  16,  to  continue  graduate  studies  on  a  full  time 
basis, 

The  Committee  of  District  Deans  recommends  that  he  be  continued  on  the 
ministerial    roll   of  synod   as  awaiting   a   call.

Pursuant  to  a  directive  of  the  1966  Convention,  six  young  men  were 
ordained  to  the  Holy  Office  of  the  Gospel  Ministry  on  Sunday  afternoon,  June  5, 
1966,  in  Lutheran  Chapel,  Gastonia,  the  Rev.  Jerry  L.  Hollar,  pastor,  as  listed 
under  "ordinations"  in  the  president's  report.  The  Rev.  K.  Y.  Huddle,  father  of 
ordinand  David  Keller  Huddle,  preached  the  sermon,  and  the  Rev.  Wilford  Lyerly, 
secretary,  was  the  liturgist  and  presented  the  candidates  for  ordination.  The  Rev. 
George  R.  Whittecar,  D.D.  president,  conducted  the  service  of  Ordination.  Pastor 
Hollar  assisted  in  the  service. 

VII.      Matters  Referred  fro  the  Executive  Boord  by  Synod 

A.  Trinity,  Rocky  Mount,  resolution  from 

1966  Proceedings,  pp.  242-243;  Ex.  Bd.  Min.  June  9,  1966,  pp.  3-4;  16; 
September  8,   1966,  p.   14. 

The  resolution  was  reviewed  in  all  of  its  aspects  touching  the  life  of  the 
church.  Three  representatives  from  the  Rocky  Mount  congregation  were  invited 
to  the  June  meeting  of  the  board,  and  were  given  the  privilege  to  speak,  to  the 
resolution. 

The  attention  of  the  representatives  was  directed  to  a  similar  case  of  a 
sister  synod  petitioning  the  Executive  Council  regarding  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  and  the  action  taken  by  the  council  as  referred  to  in  the  1966  LCA 
Bulletin  of  Reports,  pp.  272-273. 

The  board  adopted  the  following  resolution: 
That  we: 

a.  Extend  our  gratitude  to  the  delegation  from  Rocky  Mount  for  coming  and 
sharing  their  concern  with  the  Executive  Board; 

b.  Commend  to  them  for  their  consideration  a  resolution  contained  in  the 
Bulletin  of  Reports  to  the  1966  L.C.A.  Convention  which  expresses  a  similar 
concern,  but  is  much  more  completely  detailed  than  that  of  the  Rocky  Mount 
Council; 

c.  Promise  to  convey  to  them  the  response  and/or  action  of  the  Executive  Council 
and/or  L.C.A.  Convention  to  the  above  resolution  to  see  if  this  will  help  in 
their  situation  and  discuss  it  with  them  if  they  wish; 

d.  Invite  them  to  continue  to  share  their  concern  with  us  in  this  or  any  other 
area  of  the  church's  life,  and  assure  them  of  our  willingness  to  work  with  them 
in  the  best  interest  of  the  church. 

At  the  September  meeting,  President  Whittecar  reported  a  communication  to 
the  church  council  of  Trinity  including  the  actions  of  the  LCA  Kansas  City  Con- 
vention in  answer  to  similar  cases  from  other  LCA  synods. 

The  board  authorized  a  further  communication  outlining  the  avenues  that 
are  still  open  to  congregations  as  provided  in  the  LCA  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
Article  VI,  Section  4,  and  the  board's  willingness  to  appoint  one  or  more  repre- 
sentative^) of  this  congregation  as  accredited  visitor(s)  to  the  Seventh  Triennial 
Assembly  of  the  National  Council  of  Churches  meeting  at  Miami  Beach,  Decem- 
be  4-10,   1966. 

B.  Synod  Conventions,  programs  and  procedures  of 

1 .     Opening  Communion  Service,  study  of 

1966  Proceedings,  p.  225;  Ex.  Bd.  Min.  June  9,   1966,  p.  5. 
Ex.  Bd.  Min.,  January  26,   1967,  p.    15-16. 

The  board  referred  the  above  study  to  the  sub-committee  on  conventions 
in  consultation  with  the  Committee  on  Music  and  Worship. 

Chairman  Thurmond  C.  Plexico  of  the  Committee  on  Music  and  Worship 
met  with  the  Executive  Board's  sub  committee  on  conventions  January  20,  at 
which  time  a  study  of  the  place  of  the  communion  service  at  synod  conventions 
was  begun.  While  the  synod's  constitution  provides  for  a  Service  of  Holy  Com- 
munion at  synod  conventions,  it  dees  not  specify  when  this  service  shall  be  held. 
The   committee   looked  with   favor   upon   dispensing   with   an   opening   communion 
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service  and  providing  for  two  communions  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  mornings  prior 
to  the  business  meetings  of  the  convention  as  is  the  practice  at  LCA  conventions, 
and  a  more  general  communion  at  the  memorial  service. 

The  Committee  on  Music  and  Worship  met  January  24  and  took  this  matter 
under  further  advisement.  The  committee  recommended  to  the  Executive  Board  at 
its  spec  al  colled  meeting  January  26,  1967,  that  the  Service  of  Holy  Communion 
not  be  held  at  the  opening  of  the  convention,  but  instead,  Tuesday  and  Wednes- 
day mornings  at  7:45;  and  that  both  the  First  and  Second  Settings  be  used  with 
the  suggestion  that  one  of  the  Settings  be  intoned,  preferably  the  Second  Setting. 

This  recommendation  was  considered  in  connection  with  the  convention 
agenda.  The  board's  discussion  then  moved  in  the  direction  of  convening  the 
convention  Monday,  May  1,  at  10  a.m.,  instead  of  Monday  at  7:30  p.m.  as  in 
previous  years.  In  this  event,  the  Executive  Board  favored  an  opening  Service  of 
Holy  Communion  due  to  the  feet  that  a  number  of  delegates  would  be  commuting 
and  in  view  of  the  inspiration  from  an  openinq  communion  service.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  Music  and  Worship  presented  possibilities  for 
subsequent  conventions.

The  board  referred  the  matter  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations. 
The  committee  studied  the  above  matter  and  took  the  following  action: 
"The   Committee   on    Nomination    in    its   pre-convention   bulletin    report  shall, 
in   accordance   with    By-law   Section    VII-B-4,    make    known    that   each    nomination 
made  by  the  committee  or  from  the  floor  must  provide  the  following   information 
on  the  official   ballot:   The  name  and  address  of  the  nominee,   the  synodical   dis- 
trict, positions  of  service  in  the  church  both  local  and  at  large,  and  the  occupation, 
if  a   layman;   and  that  several   nomination   blanks  be  provided   in   the  convention 
packets."

The  board  referred  the  motion  to  the  committee  on  conventions  for  study 
and  reoort  of  its  find'ngs. 

The  sub  committee  on  conventions  at  its  meeting  January  20  gave  attention 
to  this  matter. 

Secretary  Lyerly  reported  suggestions  from  the  Executive  Board  which  would 
implement  the  motion  of  the  convention  for  an  earlier  publication  of  the  pre- 
convention  bulletin  The  board  suaaested  a  resume  of  recommendations  in  the 
North  Carolina  Lutheran  for  the  sake  of  convention  delegates.  He  also  reported 
a  contract  cgreement  with  the  printer  for  an  earlier  delivery  provided  the  reports 
were  delivered  according  to  the  contract  date  of  February  15.  All  materials,  he 
said,  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  at  leost  six  weeks  in  advance.  He  stated 
that  convention  planning  was  at  least  two  weeks  ahead  of  previous  schedules.  In 
view  of  serious  efforts  being  made  to  encourage  an  earlier  delivery,  the  com- 
mittee felt  that  this  was  as  much  as  could  be  expected.

B.      Unapproved   Constitutions,   Procedure   for,   Resolution    Regarding 

The  Executive  Board  adopted  the  following  resolution  for  recommenda- 
tion  to  synod: 

Inasmuch  as  the  Constitution  of  the  synod,  Article  Eleven,  Section  1,  states 
that:  "Within  four  years  after  the  organization  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
American,  every  congregation  which  is  a  member  of  this  synod  must  have  a 
constitution  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Executive  Board,  is  not  in  conflict 
with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  church  or  with  the  constitution  of  this 
synod,"  and 

more  than  four  years  have  now  passed  since  the  organization  of  the  Luth- 
eran Church  in  America  and  in  spite  of  repeated  counsel  and  admonition  on 
the  part  of  officers  of  the  synod,  several  congregations  still  do  not  have  con- 
stitutions approved  by  the  Executive  Board  as  being  not  in  conflict  with  the 
constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  church  or  the  synod. 
Be    it    resolved    that 

Each    congregation    that    has    not    complied    with    this    requirement    by    the 
time    of    the    1968    connvention    of    synod    is    hereby    requested    to    show    to    the 
synod   at   that   convention   why   on    exception    should    be    made    in    its   case. 
C.  Parish  Alignments,  division  of,  request  for 

(a)  St.  John-St.  Mark,  Lenoir 

In  consideration  of  the  request  from  the  St.  John-St.  Mark  parish  for  separa- 
tion, President  Whittecar  informed  board  members  of  the  recent  developments 
in  this  parish,  and  said  that  plans  were  in  the  making  to  call  a  pastor  for  St. 
Mark,  who  would  serve  as  vice-pastor  of  St.  John. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  sub-committee  on  Congregations  and  Ministers, 
the  board  APROVED  separation  as  a  temporary  expedient,  contingent  upon  ap- 
proval of  the  Northwestern   District  and   subject  to  subsequent   review. 

Dr.  John  Yost,  dean  of  the  Northwestern  District,  reported  on  April  5,  1967, 
that  the  Cabinet  of  the  Northwestern  District  had  voted  unanimously  to  approve 
the  separation  of  St.  John-St.   Mark  parish,    Lenoir. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  sub-committee  on  Budget  and  Finance,  the 
board  concurred  in  the  action  of  the  Committee  on  American  Missions  approv- 
ing  a  grant  of   $2,000   to   St.   Mark. 

(b)  St.  Paul-Bethel,  Crouse 

The  sub-committee  presented  the  request  of  the  St.  Paul-Bethel,  Crouse 
parish,  for  separation  and  informed  board  members  that  the  Southwestern  Dis- 
trict  has  approved   the   separation. 

The  committee  recommended  that  the  separation  of  these  two  congrega- 
tions be  held  in  abeyance  pending  further  information  from  these  congregations 
concerning  future  plans. 

The    recommendation    was   ADOPTED.

The  board  authorized  the  purchase  of  two  lots  at  Kure  Beach,  including 
building  29'  x  86',  for  a  conference  and  retreat  center,  accommodating  30-35 
attendants,  at  a  cost  of  $15,000,  financed  by  funds  from  the  Michael  Peeler  Fund 
income  and  the  Luther  League  penny  parades. 

The  original  motion  to  buy  option  on  the  above  property  was  contingent  upon 
favorable  action  by  the  Luther  Leaguers  at  their  1966  convention.  By  action  of 
that  convention,  the  purchase  of  the  property  was  consummated. 

The  Board  also  approved  plans  to  renovate  the  building  for  more  usable  con- 
ference and  retreat  purposes,  and  also  approved  the  appointment  of  the  following 
committee: 

Ronald  H.  Weinelt,  Jack  Rhyne,  Paul  Rimmer,  Messrs.  C.  R.  Staley,  Jr.  and 
Conrad   Wessell,    Jr.,    architect. 

Chairman  Weinelt  of  the  Camp  Committee  was  authorized  to  receive  rentals 
and  disburse  funds  through  the  First  National  Bank,  at  Carolina  Beach.

Pastor  David  Castor,  a  member  of  the  Camp  Committee,  presented  the 
proposals  of  the  committee,  submitting  the  findings  of  the  committee  on  a  long 
range  program  of  church  camping  as  authorized  previously  by  the  Executive 
Board.  He  presented  an  informative  and  illuminating  map  study  showing  cen- 
ters of  population  in  the  state,  location  of  churches  in  relation  to  population  cen- 
ters, and  the  relation  of  the  proposed  camping  program  to  population  centers 
and   location  of  churches. 

The  report  listed  the  number  of  present  and  potential  campers  in  the  synod 
as  a   result  of  a  study  made  by  the  Camp  Committee  concerning   Lutheridge. 

He  then  submitted  the  following  proposals  for  the  North  Carolina  Synod's 
projected  plans  for  church  camping: 

1 .  Lutheridge  Assembly 

2.  Kure  Beach  Conference  and  Retreat  Center 

3.  Sanford  Area  Camping  Facility 

4.  Lake  Norman  Conference  and   Retreat  Center. 

treat  facilities;  to  maintain  an  adequate  camping  program;  and  to  provide  funds 
To  advance  the  plans  of  the  N.   C.   Synod  for  camps,   conferences,   and   re- 
for  this  work,  it  was  therefore  remommended: 

1.  That  the  formal   opening  of  Kure  Beach  Conference  and   Retreat  Center 
be   held   in   May,    1967. 

2.  That  stronger  ties  and  expanded  programs  be  encouraged  at   Lutheridge 
with    greater   emphasis   being    placed    on   winterizing    facilities    for    retreat 

and   conference  camping. 

3.  That  the  synod  develop  in  the  Sanford  area  a  camping  facility  following 
the  philosophies  and  objectives  as  adopted  by  the  Camp  Committee  for 

small  group  camping   in  a   rustic  setting.  This  unit  will  also   include  con- 
ference and  retreat  facilities. 

4.  That  the  synod  develop  a   retreat-coference  center   in   the   Lake   Norman 
area  west  of  Mooresville.

Phase  V,    1970 

a.  Begin  the  construction  of  the  Sanford  Camp  with  gradual  expanding 
year  after  year. 
Recommendations  5b  and  c  were  amended  to  read  "and  additional  amounts 
of  $15,000  for  1969,  and  $20,000  for  1970"  be  considered  not  a  definite  com- 
mitment at  this  time,  but  that  these  items  be  suggested  for  consideration  in  the 
preparation  and  adoption  of  the  budgets  for  these  years  (it  is  understood  that 
this  is  only  a  beginning  as  more  and  more  funds  will  be  needed  to  continue  and 
consummate  this  program.) 

Recommendations    5b    and    c    were    ADOPTED    as    amended. 
The  sub-committee  on  Budget  and  Finance  concurred  in  recommendation   5a 
that  $10,000   be   included   in   the    1968   budget  for  church   camping. 

The  proposals  and  recommendations  of  the  Camp  Committee  were  approved 
for  submission  to  the  synod. 

C.     Youth,  proposals  of 

1 .  Youth  Counseling  Seminar,  leaders  for 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  June  9,   1966,  p.  7. 

The  board  approved  the  request  of  the  Youth  Committee  for  seven  leaders 
in  the  area  of  youth  work  to  attend  the  Youth  Counseling  Seminar  at  Morris, 
Minnesota,  September  12-16,  1966,  at  a  cost  of  $100  per  person,  plus  trans- 
portation, in  addition  to  four  leaders  from  the  synod  invited  by  the  Youth  Com- 
mission with  one  half  of  expenses  to  be  paid  by  the  commission  and  one  half  by 
the  synod. 

Funds  in  an  estimated  amount  of  $1,050  were  allocated  from  a  previous  un- 
used balance  originally  designated  for  President's  conferences  on  youth  ministry. 

2.  Experimental  ministry,  proposal  of 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  December  8,  1966,  pp.  11-12. 
By  way  of  introduction,  it  was  stated  that  the  purpose  of  the  proposal  of 
the  Youth  Committee  is  to  continue  that  which  was  begun  in  the  president's  con- 
ference in  1966  in  the  further  development  of  the  emerging  concept  of  youth 
ministry.  Board  members  were  informed  that  the  Commission  on  Youth  Activities 
is  establishing  a  program  of  grants-in-aid  to  synods  for  creative  and  experimental 
youth  programs,  and  that  it  was  likely  the  North  Carolina  Synod  could  qualify 
for  such  aid. 

The  board  approved  the  following  proposal  as  submitted  by  the  committee: 
That  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Synod  employ  for  the  summer  of  1  967  an  "Asso- 
ciate in  Youth  Ministry",  requesting  that  the  Commission  on  Youth  Activities, 
LCA,  enter  into  joint  sponsorship  — 

To  continue  synodical   introduction   of  Youth   Ministry  as  the  emerging   phi- 
losophy of  youth  work  in  the  LCA,  and 
To  provide  direct  assistance  to  congregations  in  youth  work,  by 

(a)  Assisting  the  Youth  Committee  and  League  Unit  Executive  Committee  in 
the  development  of  the  Youth  Ministry  Institute  and  Seminar  on  the  synodical 
level; 

(b)  Helping  to  adapt  the  Institute  plan  for  use  in  congregations  and  groups 
of  congregations,  especially  serving  as  the  administrator  for  pilot  projects  in  this 
plan; 
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(c)  Providing    personal     leadership    for    workshops,     retreats,     and    conferences 
among  congregations  and  other  groups  within  the  synod. 

(d)  Assisting    the    Youth    Committee    in    training    resource    persons    in    Youth 
Ministry; 

(e)  Stimulating    the   study,    thought,    and   action    within   and   among    congrega- 
tions, of  specific  possible  developments  in  Youth  Ministry. 

That  the  Associate  be  selected  by  the  Youth  Committee  in  consultation  with 
the  president  of  the  synod  and  the  executive  committee  of  the  League  Unit;  with 
oversight  and  guidance  provided  by  the  Youth  Committee  and  synod  staff  worker. 

That  the  Associate  be  paid  $50  per  week  salary  for  ten  (10)  weeks;  in  addi- 
tion to  actual  costs  of  necessary  lodging,  meals,  travel  and  incidental  expenses, 
these  not  to  exceed  $500  for  the  term  of  employment. 

That  the  Youth  Committee  be  authorized  to  enter  into  negotiations  with  the 
Commission  on  Youth  Activities  for  joint  sponsorship  including  one-half  of  the 
necessary  funds. 

The  approval  of  the  proposal  was  contingent  upon  the  participation  of  the 
Commission  on  Youth  Activities.  Funds  for  the  program  in  amount  of  $500  were 
authorized  from  the  contingency  item  of  the  1  967  budget. 

C-3.    Locale   Institutions,   Youth   Committee,    request   of 

(Ex.  Bd.  Min.,  December  8,   1966,  pp.   1  1-12) 

The  board  approved  the  proposals  of  the  Youth  Committee  relative  to  the 
youth  ministry  program  for  the  summer  of  1967  focusing  attention  upon  the 
three  locale  institutes  planned  to  be  held  at  Dallas,  Winston-Salem,  and  Wilm- 
ington. Board  members  were  told  that  the  institutes  are  designed  to  bring  the 
youth  ministry  institutes  previously  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  to  the  local 
community  and  to  involve  more  youth  and  adults  from  the   local   congregations. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Youth  Committee,  the  board  approved  the 
employment  of  Mr.  Robert  Shoffner,  president  of  the  N.  C.  Luther  League  Unit, 
as  a  youth  ministry  associate  during  the  summer  months,  the  duties  of  which 
are   submitted   below: 

(1)  In  conjunction  with  the  Youth  Committee  of  synod,  the  Dean  of  Youth 
Ministry  Institutes  and  local  pastors  to  plan  meaningful  program  of  involve- 
ment for  congregations  in  the  summer  of  1967.  (2)  To  aid  in  the  establishment 
of  Locale  Institutes  which  would  involve  both  youth  and  adults.  (3)  To  be  involved 
in  area  research  within  the  community  in  preparation  for  the  Locale  Institutes. 
A)  To  serve  as  director  of  the  three   proposed    Institutes. 

The  objectives  of  the  locale  institutes  are  listed  as  follows: 
(1)  To  assist  the  local  congregations  with  their  evaluation  of  Christian  Min- 
istry and  in  particular  Youth  Ministry.  (2)  To  develop  a  deeper  understand- 
ing on  the  part  of  the  participants  of  what  it  means  to  give  of  one's  self  to 
others  in  the  name  of  Christ.  (3)  To  expose  to  the  youth  and  adult  leaders  areas 
of  effective  ministry  in  need  and  their  particular  location.  (4)  To  offer  an  op- 
portunity for  the  participants  to  become  involved  now  in  a  ministry  to  their 
community.

D.  Church  Vocations,  beneficiary  aid,  revolving  fund,  loan  repayments  of 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  December  8,  1966,  p.  13. 
Upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Vocations,  the  board 
approved  the  creation  of  a  revolving  fund  from  the  return  of  emergency  loans  for 
beneficiary  aid  from  which  future  emergency  loans  for  beneficiary  aid  could  be 
made,  and  that  checks  received  in  repayments  of  such  loans  in  amount  of  $700 
be  used  to  initiate  this  fund. 

E.  Social  Ministry,  N.  C.  Lutheran  Homes,  expansion  of  facilities 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  December  8,   1966,  pp.   14-15. 
At   its    December   meeting,    the   board   heard   a    request   for  an    expansion    of 
facilities   of   N.   C.    Lutheran    Homes   through   the  Committee   on   Social   Ministry, 
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presented  by  the  Rev.  Harry  H.  Robinson,  chairman.  The  board  granted  the  re- 
quest. The  full  request  follows: 

The  Board  of  N.  C.  Lutheran  Homes  requests  permission  to  make  an  addition 
at  the  Hickory  Unit  of  24  beds  —  8  ambulatory  and  16  infirmary.  This  would 
bring  the  resident  capacity  to  80  beds  instead  of  the  present  56. 

This  proposal  would  be  in  keeping  with  the  recommended  size  (75)  for  such 
institutions  by  the  Board  of  Social  Ministry  of  the  L.C.A.  Our  experience  at  the 
Hickory  Unit  has  proved  that  our  first  building  was  too  small  for  maximum 
economy  of  operation.  It  takes  almost  the  same  personnel  to  meet  the  needs 
of  46  residents  (the  original  capacity  of  the  Hickory  Unit),  as  it  does  for  80 
residents.  By  adding  3  to  4  nurses  aides,  the  present  personnel  of  the  Hickory 
Unit  can  care  for  the  additional  24  residents  to  be  provided  for  in  the  addition. 

The  Property  Committee  has  investigated  the  cost  of  this  addition.  Committee 
members  have  consulted  with  the  architectural  firm  who  designed  the  original 
unit  and  the  construction  company  who  built  the  unit  and  have  an  estimate.  They 
have  determined  that  this  addition  can  be  built  and  furnished  for  $90,000  to 
$100,000.  The  finance  committee  has  investigated  the  possibility  of  borrowing 
the  necessary  funds  and  reported  they  are  available  through  the  same  bank 
that  helped  finance  our  original  building.  The  admissions  committee  reports  that 
we  have  56  persons  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission  to  the  home.  Some  of  these 
are  urgent  cases.  We  are  always  concerned  that  death  comes  to  many  on  our 
waiting  list  before  they  can  be  accommodated  at  the  Home. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  the  entire  board  that  this  addition  is  mandatory,  not 
only  because  of  the  pressing  need,  but  also  because  of  the  economy  in  providing 
24  beds  to  bring  the  size  of  the  Home  to  that  recommended  by  LCA  Board  of 
Social  Ministry,  and  because  of  economy  in  care  to  be  provided  since  few  addi- 
tions in  personnel  will  be  required. 

The  two  concerns  facing  the  board  is  the  commitment  to  the  Albemarle  Unit 
and  the  provision  limiting  the  board  to  having  one-half  of  the  cost  before  it  can 
undertake  another  unit. 

The  Board  in  no  way  wishes  to  discourage  interest  in  the  Albemarle  Unit 
and  desires  to  proceed  in  both  areas  with  equal  haste.  But  our  experience  in 
Hickory  makes  us  aware  that  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  duplicate  the  building  at 
Hickory  in  Albemarle.  If  an  80  bed  unit  is  more  economical  in  Hickory,  the  same 
will  be  true  in  Albemarle.  Thus,  it  is  aoing  to  require  more  funds  than  originally 
anticipated  in  Albemarle,  which  means  that  if  we  are  to  have  one-half  of  the  cost 
in  hand  by  the  time  we  begin  the  Albemarle  Unit,  we  are  talking  about  $225,000 
rather  than  $150,000.  Thus,  the  $53,669.33  reported  pledged  toward  the  Albe- 
marle project  becomes  smaller  in  relation  to  total  need,  and  it  is  evident  that 
no  additional  beds  can  be  provided  by  the  N.C.  Synod  until  after  the  1969  appeal 
if  our  present  situation  remains. 

We  also  call  to  your  attention  that  during  the  past  years  the  requests  of 
N.  C.  Lutheran  Home,  Inc.,  upon  the  synod  have  decreased  instead  of  increased. 
This  is  due  primarily  to  the  fact  that  individual  contributions  were  able  to  take 
care  of  a  great  portion  of  the  $5,000  quarterly  payments  en  the  indebtedness 
and  to  the  addition  of  the  10  beds  in  the  infirmary  wing.  Since  the  indebtedness 
has  been  cleared,  we  have  noticed  a  drop  in  individual  contributions  although  we 
have  continued  to  stress  the  efforts  to  begin  work  on  the  Albemarle  project.  We 
feel  the  increased  revenue  from  the  24  additional  beds  plus  renewed  interest  of 
people  in  the  Hickory  Unit  will  enable  the  Board  to  eliminate  the  indebtedness  in- 
curred by  this  addition  without  jeopardizing  our  efforts  on  the  Albemarle  project. 

We  would  also  like  to  dispel  any  fears  that  a  continued  request  to  keep 
making  additions  at  the  Hickory  Unit  would  be  forthcoming  from  the  Board.  Our 
intention  is  to  bring  this  Unit  up  to  the  size  where  experience  has  proved  to 
be  the  maximum  for  efficient  and  economical  operation. 

F.      Social  Ministry,  Lutheran  institutional  Ministry,  working  paper,  approval  of 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Social  Ministry,  a  working  paper 
regarding  Triangle  Lutheran  Institutional  Ministry  in  view  of  the  Missouri  Synod 
moving  into  this  same  geographical  area  of  institutional  service  in  order  to  avoid 
overlapping  of  services,  was  approved.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  matter  was 
first  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Advisory  Committee  and  then  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Social  Ministry  which  submitted  and  recommended  the  adoption  of  the 
following  working  paper:

WORKING  PAPER  REGARDING  TRIANGLE  AREA  LUTHERAN  INSTITUTIONAL 

MINISTRY 

From  the  beginrvng  of  the  present  Lutheran  institutional  ministry  in  the 
Research  Triangle  area,  it  has  been  obvious  that  one  chaplain  cannot  effectively 
serve  the  entire  area  alone.  This  is  especially  true  if  penal  institutions  as  well  as 
hospitals  are  included.  This  working  paper  is  offered  as  general  guidelines  for 
a  coordinated  ministry  should  a  chaplain  from  another  Lutheran  body  become 
available  for  ministry  in  this  area.  Since  the  hospital  ministry  consumes  by  far 
the  largest  part  of  a  chaplain's  time,  this  paper  deals  primarily  with  the  hospital 
phase  of  an  institutional  chcplain's  work. 

The  purpose  of  an  institutional  ministry  is  to  serve  individuals  in  those 
institutions.  This  is  primarily  a  ministry  to  non-resident  persons  and  to  their 
families  when  they  are  present  or  are  directly  involved  in  some  way.  It  is  expected 
that  residents  of  local  communities  will  be  served  by  their  own  local  pastors.  Many 
hospital  patients  in  this  area  are  miles  from  home  and  are  cut  off  from  the  normal 
contacts  of  church  and  family.  Furthermore,  most  of  the  hospital  patients  have 
been  referred  from  their  own  local  hospitals  and  are  often  gravely  ill,  or  are  ill 
over  an  extended  period  of  time.  The  number  of  such  patients  makes  it  imprac- 
ticable and  impossible  to  expect  local  Lutheran  pastors  to  serve  these  people  in 
addition  to  their  own 

Any  ministry  in  a  hospital  or  other  institution,  but  particularly  a  regular, 
professional  ministry  not  directly  tied  to  a  local  congregation,  is  limited  in  at 
least  three  ways: 

1.  The  rules  and  operating  procedures  of  the  institutions. 

2.  The  generally  accepted  methods  of  the  profession. 

3.  The  policy  and  guidelines  of  the  church  bodies. 

Institutional  ministries  must  be  geared  to  individual  persons  and  tailored  to 
each  individual's  particular  needs.  The  chaplain  is  the  Church  reaching  out 
through  its  representative  to  express  the  compassion  and  concern  of  the  family 
of  God.  Hopefully,  such  compassion  and  concern  in  Christ's  Name  will  win 
disciples  for  Him.  But  the  traditional  evangelistic  concern  of  building  or  extend- 
ing the  Church  is  not  and  cannot  be  the  primary  concern  in  an  effective  hospital 
or  pena!  ministry.  Jesus  did  not  use  moments  of  crisis,  such  as  the  hours  on  the 
cross,  to  press  his  religion  upon  others.  Rather,  he  stood  ready  to  meet  individual 
needs  as  they  arose,  for  the  sake  of  the  person's  well  being  alone.  He  met  spiritual 
as  well  as  physical  need  for  the  sake  of  the  person. 

Such  a  ministry  to  individuals  means  that  formal  Sunday  School  classes  or 
worship  services  for  groups  of  people  will  not  be  considered  a  primary  goal.  (This 
would  probably  not  hold  true  always  in  penal  institutions.)  The  best  interests  of 
patients  in  hospitals  are  generally  not  served  most  effectively  in  this  way.  Further- 
more, some  hospitals  will  not  permit  such  activities  on  their  premises  nor  do  they 
have  facilities  for  such.  This  is  particularly  true  of  publicly  supported  institutions 
which  could  receive  considerable  embarrassment  should  they  permit  themselves  to 
be  considered  in  any  way  an  adjunct  of  any  church  or  denomination. 

Lutheran  chaplains  should  be  fully  qualified  in  every  way  —  both  as  min- 
isters of  Word  and  Sacrament  and  as  trained  and  accredited  hospital  chaplains. 
They  should  be  able  to  merit  the  confidence  and  respect  of  their  associates  in  the 
field  so  that  they  may  take  their  places  as  capable  members  of  the  healing  team. 

It  is  more  obvious  each  day  that  one  Lutheran  chaplain  cannot  serve  the 
entire  Triangle  Area  effectively.  Should  another  Lutheran  chaplain  become  avail- 
able for  service  in  this  area,  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned  for  the 
area  to  be  divided  geographically  with  each  chaplain  responsible  for  all  the 
Lutherans  in  his  area.  This  is  logical  from  the  geographical  point  of  view.  The 
Triangle  Area,  while  not  large  in  square  mileage,  contains  a  large  number  of 
institutions.  These  institutions  tend  to  be  clustered  in  the  Durham-Chapel  Hill 
area  and  in  the  Raleigh-Butner  area.  To  have  a  Lutheran  chaplain  in  each  area 
would  practically  mean  having  a  local  chaplain  available  in  both  places. 

Such  a  division  is  logical  from  the  type  of  institution  point  of  view.  Hospitals 
in  the   Durham-Chapel   Hill   area   are  predominately  of  the   large  general   and/or 
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teaching  type.  An  effective  ministry  in  these  calls  for  a  general  type  of  hospital 
ministry.  Hospitals  in  the  Raleigh-Butner  area  are  predominately  of  the  mental 
type.  An  effective  ministry  in  these  calls  for  a  specialized  type  of  mental  hospital 
ministry.  These  fields  are  so  broad  that  one  person  can  hardly  be  expert  in  both. 

This  type  of  division  would  mean  that  there  would  be  only  one  professional 
Lutheran  chaplain  in  each  hospital.  The  advantage  of  this  to  a  patient  is  obvious. 
It  would  be  confusing  to  the  patient  to  have  two  different  Lutheran  chaplains 
calling  on  him.  A  geographical  division  would  also  mean  that  the  hospital  and 
its  resident  staff  chaplain  would  have  only  one  Lutheran  chaplain  with  which  to 
deal.  It  would  be  most  impractical  if  not  impossible  to  separate  patients  by 
Lutheran  church  bodies.  The  administrative  load  in  hospitals  would  almost  cer- 
tainly preclude  such  a  luxury. 

This  does  not  mean  that  a  local  pastor  of  the  out-of-town  patient's  own 
church  body  could  not  be  called  in  if  this  were  the  definite  wish  of  the  patient. 
In  such  a  case,  the  effectiveness  of  the  ministry  might  depend  on  such  a  course. 
This  would  not  be  a  standard  practice,  however,  and  would  not  be  done  except 
at  the  express  request  of  the  patient. 

Finally,  such  a  division  of  responsibility  would  be  economical  in  terms  of 
men  and  women.  It  would  avoid  extra  travel  and  the  bifurcation  of  interest  of 
the  chaplains  involved.  It  would  make  possible  much  more  intensive  work  in  the 
smaller  area  of  responsibility. 

Such  a  coordinated  ministry  across  church  body  lines  would  require  a  com- 
mon understanding  between  the  directing  agencies.  Communication,  coordination 
and  good  will  would  be  essential.  Such  a  ministry,  might,  conceivably  lead  to  a 
common  directing  agency  for  both  chaplains,  but  in  view  of  individual  admin- 
istrative policies,  this  does  not  seem  feasible  at  this  time.  More  probably,  the 
directing  agencies  would  work  cooperatively,  holding  occasional  joint  meetings, 
perhaps  providing  for  mutual  reporting  by  chaplains  to  both  agencies,  and  so  on. 

A  coordinated  ministry  such  as  this  would  mean  that  each  body  relinguish 
some  of  its  people  to  the  care  of  a  Lutheran  pastor  of  another  body.  Since  the 
LCA  is  the  largest  Lutheran  body  in  the  area,  the  LCA  would  be  relinguishing 
more  of  its  people  to  the  ministry  of  another  body,  while  the  other  body  would 
be  providing  chaplaincy  service  to  people  not  its  own.  The  increase  in  effective- 
ness of  the  ministry,  the  economy  of  personnel  and  resources  and  the  very  set 
up  of  the  hospitals  themselves  make  such  a  coordinated  ministry  seem  the  more 
responsible  course. 

G.     Convention  Agenda,  approval  of 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  sub  committee  on  conventions,  the  agenda  as 
it  appears  in  the  pre-convention  bulletin  was  approved. 

The  Executive  Board  voted  that  the  convention  offerings  be  used  toward 
the  CAMPUS  appeal. 

H.      Evangelism,  grants-in-aid,   requests   for. 

The  board  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Operational  Committee  on 
Evangelism  requesting  grant-in-aid  of  $500  from  the  LCA  Evangelism  Commission 
for  Carolinas'  Evangelism  Conference,  the  conference,  a  joint  evangelism  thrust 
of  the  North  and  South  Carolina  Synods,  will  be  held  at  St.  Mark,  Charlotte,  Jan- 
uary 29-30,    1968. 

I   *   Publication  and  Publicity,  North  Carolina   Lutheran,  Policy  Statement  on 

(Ex.    Bd.    Min.,    December   2,    1965,    pp.    7-8) 

The  Committee  on  Publications  and  Publicity  submitted  a  policy  statement 
concerning  the  operation  and  publication  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  in 
compliance  with  a  directive  of  the  Executive  Board  authorizing  a  policy  state- 
ment. 

The  board  approved  the  statement  which  appears  in   its  amended  form: 

1.  That  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  be  authorized  as  the  publication  of 
the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

2.  That  the  paper  deal  primarily  with  news  of  interest  to  the  congregations 
of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  and  editorials  and  letters  to  the  editor  be  considered 
of  secondary  importance. 

a.  The  editor  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  is  instructed  to  exercise  dis- 
cretion in  the  publication  of  letters  to  the  editor.  Contributions  should  be  judged 
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on  the  merits  of  their  relevancy  to  the  interests  of  members  of  North  Carolina 
Synod  congregations,  their  constructive  contributions  to  the  program  of  the 
North  Carolina  Synod,  their  respect  for  individuals  who  hold  opposing  views, 
and  their  demonstration  of  logical  reasoning,  creative  thought,  and  sincere 
Christian  concern.  The  editor  is  authorized  to  place  a  limitation  on  the  length 
and  number  of  letters  to  the  editor. 

b.      That  the  length  of  any  article  is  to  be  determined  by  the  editor. 

3.  That  the  practice  of  memorials  be  discontinued,  and  that  notices  of 
deaths  of  persons   known  widely   in   the  synod   be   treated   as   news   items. 

4.  That  advertisements  not  be  a   part  of  the  publication. 

It  was  understood  that  this  policy  statement  become  effective  with  the  first 
issue  of   the   paper   in   June. 

J.  Worship  and  Music,  convention  program,  devotional  services  at 

The  board  approved  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Worship 
and  Music  that  the  devotions  on  Monday  evening  be  preceded  by  a  20  minute 
organ  recital  by  Professor  Harry  Wells,  and  that  the  devotions  on  Tuesday 
evening  be  preceded  by  a  20  minute  program  by  the  Concord  High  School 
Chorus — a  group  selected  to  represent  the  United  States  at  the  Exposition  this 
summer  in  Canada. 

*    2   President's  Office,   Pectoral  Cross,   design   for 

(1955    Proceedings,    P224) 

The  Committee  on  Worship  and  Music  reported  that  it  had  explored  the  pos- 
sibility of  a  pectoral  cross  for  the  office  of  the  president  of  synod.  After  studying 

1.  That  the  Executive  Board  give  approval  to  Design  A  as  described  below: 
Description:    A   solid   gold   cross,   amethyst   (symbol   of  vitality  and   humility) 

in    the    middle,    blue    cord. 

To  be  made  by  Hurst,   Franklin,  and  Company,  Ltd.,   English  silversmiths. 

The  design  would  be  identical  to  the  colored  drawing  except  for  the  pearl 
orbs  around    the   circle. 

2.  That  the  price  for  this  cross  not  exceed  $300.00. 

(This  cross   in   sterling   is  approximately $160.00 

This   cross    in    sterling-gold    plated  $190.00 

This  cross   in   solid   gold    $300.00 

3.  That  the  cross  be  considered  the  property  of  the  office  of  President. 

4.  That  a  duplicate  cross  be  given  to  the  president  upon  his  departure 
from   that   position. 

5.  That  the  order  be  placed  by  Chairman  T.  C.  Plexico  at  once  with  the 
hope  that  it  might  be  available  for  presentation  at  this  year's  convention. 

The   design  of  the   cross  was   disolayed   for  the   benefit   of   board   members. 

Recommendations  one,  two,  and  three  were  approved  for  recommenda- 
tion   to    synod. 

Rprommendation    four   was   amended    by   substituting    the    following: 

"That  the  committee  be  instructed  to  seek  a  donor  for  this  item  of  equip- 
ment." 

Recommendation   five  was  deleted. 

K.    1.  Office  of  Sec.  Christian   Ed.,  Job  description, 

The  Personnel  Committee,  consisting  of  Pastor  Robert  Troutman,  chairman, 
Professor  Clyde  Taylor,  and  Pastor  David  Keck  of  the  Parish  Education  Commit- 
tee; Chairman  Terry  Agner  and  Miss  Mary  Stamy  of  the  Youth  Committee,  held 
four  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  a  job  description  of  the  Office  of 
Christian  Education,  Chairman  Ttroutman  outlined  the  procedures  and  critera 
used   by   the   committee    in    compiling    the    job   descriotion. 

The  Executive  Board  approved  the  following  job  description: 

1.  THE  OFFICE-provision  for  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  is 
made  in  Section  V  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  as  follows: 

"A.  There  may  be  a  full-time  secretary  of  Christian  Education  elected  by 
the  Executive  Board  according  to  the  provisions  in  Article  Five,  Section  II,  Item 
3  (e)  and  By-Laws,  Section  IV,   Item  C. 

1 .  The  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Execu- 
tive Board  and  duties  of  the  office  shall   include  activities  in  the  gen- 
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eral   program   of   parish   education,    youth   work   and   children's   work. 
2.   The  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  shall  direct  and.  and  coordinate  the 
work  of  Christian  education  within  the  Symbol    in  cooperation  with   the 
Parish    Education   Committee,    the    Youth    Committee,    the    Camp    Com- 
mittee and  such  other  organizations  and  congregations  requiring  counsel 
and  assistance   in  this  field." 
The  job  description   that  follows  seeks  to  define  basic   relationships  and   re- 
sponsibilities  without    limiting    future   creative   developments   of   the    position    and 
the  ministry   it   involves. 

II.  GENERAL  DUTIES. 

A.  The  duties  of  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  shall  include 
activities  in  the  areas  of  parish  education,  youth  ministry,  church 
camping,  and  church  vocations.  To  this  end  the  Secretary  of  Christian 
Education   shall: 

1 .  be  an  advisory  member  of  the  Committee  on  Parish  Education,  the 
Youth  Committee,  the  Camp  Committee,  and  the  Committee  on  Church 
Vocations  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod; 

2.  provide  synod  staff  assistance  to  the  above  committees,  including 
specific  duties  as  outlined   in   III; 

3.  assist  the  committees  as  they  seek  to  fulfill  their  respective  constitu- 
tional responsibilities,  and  correlate  at  the  synodical  level  the  concerns 
of   the   committees; 

4.  seek  increased  cooperation  among  the  committees  in  program  planning, 
enrichment  and  educational  opportunities  for  committee  personnel,  re- 
lationships with  congregations  and  dissemination  of  information; 

5.  seek  to  identify  potential  leaders  within  the  synod,  assist  in  providing 
for  a  continuing  program  of  leadership  development,  and  maintain  lead- 
ership data  for  use  by  the  committees; 

6.  maintain  liasion  between  the  synod  committees  and  the  boards  and 
commissions  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  in  each  area  of 
responsibility; 

7.  keep  abreast  of  developments  within  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America 
and    inter-church   agencies   in   each   area   of   responsibility; 

8.  be  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the  church  in  each  area  of  responsibility 
at  both   the   synodical   and   the   parish    levels; 

9.  attend  conferences  and  seminars  relating  to  the  areas  of  responsibility; 

10.  participate    in   denominational    and    interdenominational    relationships    in 
each  area  of  responsibility; 

11.  take   advantage   of   continuing    study   opportunities   that    will    contribute 
to  personal  and  professional  enrichment; 

12.  initiate  periodic   reviews  of  this  job  description    in   cooperation   with   the 
respective  committees,  the  President  of  Synod,  and  the  Executive  Board. 

III.  SPECIFIC   DUTIES.    The  more  specific  duties  in  each   area   of   responsibility 
shall  be  to: 

A.  PARISH  EDUCATION 

1.  encourage  and  provide  assistance  in  the  development  of  a  total  program 
of  parish  education  including  Sunday  Church  School,  Weekday  Church 
School,  Vacation  Church  School,  School  of  Religion,  Leadership  Edu- 
cation,  and   Christian    Family   Education    Program; 

2.  work  closely  with  and  provide  leadership  for  the  Committee  on  Parish 
Education  as  it  seeks  to  promote  the  objectives  of  Christian  Education 
within  the  congregations  of  the  synod. 

3.  visit  the  congregations  and  ministers  of  the  synod  to  assist  them  in 
the  fulfilment  of  their  Christian  mission,  particularly  in  their  efforts  to 
strengthen,   further,  and  defend  Christian   education; 

4.  supervise  the  synodical  film   library; 

5.  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Lutheridge  Program  Committee  with  the 
approval   of  the   Board  of  Trustees  of    Lutheridge; 

B.  YOUTH   MINISTRY 

1.      serve  as  a  consultant  to  the  North  Carolina   Luther  League   Unit; 
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2.  assist  the  Youth  Committee  and  the  North  Carolina  Luther  League  Unit 
in  planning  and  implementing  youth  conferences,  seminars,  work  camps, 
etc. 

3.  work  closely  with  and  provide  leadership  for  the  Youth  Committee  and 
the  North  Carolina  Luther  League  Unit  in  youth  work  consistent  with 
the  Youth  Ministry  objectives  of  the   Lutheran  Church    in  America; 

4.  visit  the  congregations  and  ministers  of  the  synod  to  assist  them 
in  the  fulfillment  of  their  Christian  mission,  particularly  in  their  min- 
istry to  and  with  youth. 

C.      CAMPING 

1 .  counsel  with  and  provide   leadership  for  the  Camp  Committee; 

2.  work  closely  with  the  Camp  Committee  toward  the  continued  develop- 
ment of  a  synodical  camping  program  and  of  conference  and  retreat 
centers. 

D.      CHURCH   VOCATIONS 

1.  serve  as  secretary  to  the  Committee  on  Church  Vocations  and  be  the 
custodian   of    its   permanent   records; 

2.  conduct  initial  interviews  with  all  candidates  and  make  assignments 
for  structured   interviews; 

3.  interpret  and  promote  the  interests  of  the  committtee  in  the  congre- 
gations  and    institutions   of    the    synod.

Chairman  Robert  Troutman  of  the  Parish  Education  Committee  submitted 
the  report  of  this  committee  concerning  a  nomination  to  the  office  of  Secretary 
of  Christian  Education  (name  appears  in  the  protocol  but  withheld  pending  ac- 
ceptance of  the  election). 

Chairman  Troutman  also  outlined  the  procedures  used  in  placing  the  name 
of  the  prospective  candidate  in  nomination  before  the  Executive  Board.  Upon 
recommendation  of  the  Personnel  Committee,  the  Committee  on  Parish  Edu- 
cation approved  the  nomination  to  recommend  to  the   Executive  Board. 

Accompanying  the  nomination,  Chairman  Troutman  submitted  the  profile 
of  the  nominee  (name  and  profile  to  be  retained  in  the  protocol)  and  added  that 
the  nominee  fits  the   job  to   the  satisfaction   of  the  committee. 

President  Whittecar  added  pertinent  information  and  personal  knowledge 
following  a  conference  with  the   recommended   nominee. 

On  nomination  by  the  Committee  on  Parish  Education,  the  Executive  Board 
APPROVED  the  nomination  unanimously  for  a  five  year  term,  subject  to  re- 
election, according  to  the  provision  as  set  forth  in  Article  Six,  Section  1,  Item  6, 
p.    11    of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  N.  C.  Synod. 

L.      Historical  Work,  Committee  on,  report  of 

The  Committe  on  Historical  Work  presented  a  financial  report  of  the 
committee  regarding  the  appropriation  from  the  Michael  Peeler  Fund  income 
for  the  publications  of  the  Supplement  to  the  History  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
North  Carolina  and  "Life  Sketches  of  Lutheran  Ministers",  and  the  number  of 
each  which  had  been  sold  to  date  and  the  amount  collected  from  the  sale  of  the 
books.   The   report   was   received   as    INFORMATION. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  sub-committee  on  Budget  and  Finance,  honoria 
were  approved  for  the  following  persons  who  contributed  so  extensively  toward 
the  preparation  and   publication  of  "Life  Sketches  of   Lutheran   Ministers": 

The  Rev.  Clarence  E.  Norman,  compiler  of  sketches,  $500,  in  addition  to 
a   previous  honorarium  of   like  amount. 

The  Rev.  C.   N.   Yount,   proof  reader  and  special   assignments,   $250; 

The    Rev.    B.    S.    Brown,    proof   reader   end    special   assignments,    $250. 

The  Committee  on  Historical  Work  was  instructed  to  proceed  with  plans 
for  the  promotion  of  sales  of  the  new  volume,  as  well  as  continued  efforts  for  the 
sale  of  copies  of  the  SUPPLEMENT. 
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X.      CAMPUS  Procedures 

A.  Campus  Funds,  use  of,  procedures  for 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  June  9,   1966,  p.  9. 
The  board  approved  the  following  procedures  for  the  use  of  CAMPUS  funds: 

PROCEDURES  FOR  USE  OF  "CAMPUS"  FUNDS 

1.  All  "Campus"  funds  shall  be  received  and  accounted  for  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Synod. 

2.  All  "Campus"  funds  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  Treasurer  on  the  authority 
of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Synod  on  recommendation  by  the  Committee  on 
College  and  University  Work. 

3.  Primary  responsibility  for  the  ownership  construction,  maintenance,  and 
use  of  all  buildings  provided  by  "Campus"  shall  rest  with  the  following  congre- 
gations or  agencies: 

(a)  At  Chapel  Hill,  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church. 

(b)  At  Raleigh,  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church. 

(c)  At  Boone,  Grace  Lutheran  Church. 

(d)  At  Wilmington,  St.  Matthew's  Lutheran  Church. 

(e)  At  Durham  and/or  Greensboro,  the  Lutheran  Student  Foundation  of 
Durham. 

(f)  At  all  other  places,  local  committees  or  foundations  to  be  organized 
on  the  advice  of  the  Committee  on  College  and  University  Work  and 
approved  by  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Synod  in  cooperation  with 
the  Division  of  College  and  University  Work  of  the  National  Lutheran 
Council  (or  its  successor). 

4.  The  Executive  Board  may  authorize  the  disbursement  of  "Campus"  funds 
to  congregations  or  agencies  for  purchase  or  construction  of  facilities  for  the 
campus  ministry  as  follows: 

(a)  At  Chapel  Hill,  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church. 

(b)  At  Raleigh,  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church. 

(c)  At  Boone,  Grace  Lutheran  Church. 

(d)  At  Wilmington,  St.  Matthew's  Lutheran  Church. 

(e)  At  Durham  and/or  Greensboro,  to  the  Durham  Lutheran  Student  Foun- 
dation. 

(f)  At  places  where  there  is  not  a  congregation  or  incorporated  founda- 
tion designated  to  own,  use  and  maintain  special  facilities  for  the 
campus  ministrv,  such  properties  shall  be  owned  by  the  synod. 

5.  The  above  named  congregations,  foundations,  or  local  committees,  plan- 
ning construction,  enlargement,  renovation,  or  furnishing  of  buildings  for  use  in 
the  campus  ministry  and  anticipating  the  receipt  of  "Campus"  funds  for  that 
purpose,  shall  submit  their  preliminary  plans,  description  of  facilities  planned, 
budgets  and  plans  for  financing  to  the  Executive  Board  through  the  Committee 
on  College  and  University  Work  for  approval  before  funds  are  authorized  for 
disbursement  to  them. 

6.  Funds  contributed  by  the  National  Lutheran  Council  Division  of  College 
and  University  Work  (or  its  successor)  for  purchase,  construction  or  development 
of  campus  ministry  facilities  shall  be  used  to  supplement  "Campus"  funds  con- 
tributed by  the  congregations  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  or  by  individuals,  and 
shall  be  applied  to  Campus  projects  as  directed  by  the  D.C.U.W.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Colleqe  and  University  Work  shall  take  such  contributions  by  the 
D.C.U.W.  into  consideration  in  mcking  recommendations  for  allotment  of  "Cam- 
pus" funds  to  specific  projects. 

B.  Campus  Program,  promotional  efforts,  continuation  of 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  September  8,  1966,  pp.  4-5. 
The  board  approved  a  plan  for  the  ongoing  program  of  CAMPUS,  tempo- 
rarily under  the  direction  of  the  office  of  the  president  of  synod  and  that  of  the 
office  of  the  assistant  to  the  president  through  monthly  CAMPUS  news  letters 
attached  to  the  Stewardship-Evangelism  Bulletin,  through  the  North  Carolina 
Lutheran  and  through  occasional  special  mailings,  accenting  the  fact  that  this 
is  a  three  year  program  covering  the  years  1966-1968.  September  18,  1966  was 
designated  as  CAMPUS  Sunday  with  bulletin  inserts  for  congregational  distribu- 
tion. 
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*XI.      New  Congregations,  Reception  of,  Application  for 

Upon  formal  applications  for  membership  in  the  synod,  the  Executive  Board 
recommends  that  the  applications  of  the  following  newly  organized  congregations 
be  approved  and  that  their  delegates  be  seated:

That  the  Executive  Board  make  a  study  of  accident  insurance  to  protect 
the  synod  in  claims  rising  from  accidents  involving  persons  called  to  meetings 
of  synodical  committees,  conventions,  workshops,  retreats,  etc.,  and  that  the 
president  assemble  data  from  other  synods  for  this  study. 

C.  Assisting  personnel,  invitation  to 

That  the  Executive  Board  accept  the  offer  of  the  LCA  to  provide  assisting 
personnel  to  help  with  the  1968  budget  preparation. 

D.  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches,  supplement  to 

That  the  Executive  Board  approve  $300  from  funds  for  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches.  A  similar  change  was  made  last  year  and  a  sufficient 
amount  was  included  in  the  1967  budget  ($2,700)  to  eliminate  the  need  for  a 
supplemental  appropriation. 

E.  The  Lutheran,  subscriptions  to,  authorization  of 

That  the  sub-committee  on  The  Lutheran  be  authorized  to  send  subscrip- 
tions to  church  councilmen  of  congregations  not  now  subscribing  to  this  magazine 
for  a  period  of  three  months,  the  estimated  cost  of  $250  to  be  charged  to  the 
account  of  the  Committee  on  Publications  and  Publicity. 

The  board  later  rescinded  this  action  for  further  consideration  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Publications  and  Publicity.

That  the  policy  of  giving  each  new  mission  church  breaking  ground  a  grant 
of  $5,000  from  the   income  of  the  Michael   Peeler   Fund  be  continued  for   1967. 

G.  Duke  University,  lot  at,  lease  of 

That  the  request  of  the  Lutheran  Student  Foundation  that  the  synod  take 
up  the  lease  on  the  lot  at  Duke  University  for  a  campus  center  at  a  cost  of 
$4,700  be  granted. 
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H.   1   Chapel  Hill,  Holy  Trinity,   campus  funds,  grants  from 

That  the  request  from  Holy  Trinity,  Chapel  Hill,  for  a  grant  of  $5,000 
from  CAMPUS  funds  on  or  before  December  15,  1966,  and  a  second  grant  of 
$5,000  not  later  than  December,  1968,  for  construction  purposes  in  connection 
with  the  congregation's  building  program  to  provide  campus  ministry  facilities 
be  granted.

It  was  understood  that  this  was  not  a  synod  wide 
campaign. 

J.     Kinston,  Prince  of  Peace,  grants  to,  requests  for 

Request  for  grants  to  stabilize  the  work  at  Kinston  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  American  Missions. 

Approved  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  American  Missions  that  a 
one  time  grant  of  $3,000  be  made  to  this  congregation  from  the  Michael  Peeler 
Fund  income  during  1967  to  be  applied  on  the  congregation's  mortgaged  in- 
debtedness. It  was  understood  that  this  phase  of  financing  be  done  in  consultation 
with   regional  secretary  David   F.   Johnson. 

K.     1968  Budget,  proposal  of 

Board  member  Conrad  Wessell,  Jr.  and  chairman  of  the  sub-committee  on 
Budget  and  Finance  presented  the  proposed  budget  for  1968  with  a  running  com- 
mentary on  individual  items  and  sections  of  the  budget.  He  recognized  the  leader- 
ship of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Martin  E.  Carlson  of  the  LCA  office  in  meeting  and  con- 
sulting with  the  committee  on  January  5,    1967.

The  cost  was  estimated 
to  be  $300  for  meals  and   lodging  and  $300  for  travel. 

It  was  also  reported  that  district  retreats  are  being  planned  in  May  or 
June  for  pastors  and  selected  lay  leaders  from  each  congregation  for  introduction 
of  Manifesto  materials  and  procedure,  the  approximate  cost  of  meals  and  lodge- 
ing  was  given  at  $1,000,  with  each  person   being   responsible   for  his  own   travel.

committees.

A.     Men's  work,  continuation  of,  resolution  for 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  September  8,   1966,  p.   15. 
The   board  adopted   the   following   resolution    regarding   the   future   of   men's 
work  in  the  synod: 

WHEREAS 

The  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  acting  in  convention  at  Kansas  City, 
Mo.,  June  25,  1966,  discontinued  the  Lutheran  Church  Men  as  a  church- 
wide  auxiliary  as  of  December  31,  1966,  but  in  so  doing  gave  to  each  synod 
the  option  of  organizing  a  synodical  auxiliary  for  men,  and 

WHEREAS 

there  is  a  manifest  interest  among  the  men  of  the  congregations  of  the 
North  Carolina  Synod  for  the  continuation  and  expansion  of  an  organized 
program  for  men,  which  interest  has  been  further  expressed  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Church  Men, 

THEREFORE   BE    IT    RESOLVED 

by  the  Executive  Board  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  that  steps  be  taken 
to  organize  a  synodical  men's  auxiliary  that  shall  be  related  to  this  synod  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  resolutions  of  the  church,  and 

That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Church 
Men  as  presently  constituted  together  with  the  President  of  the  Synod  and 
one  man  from  each  district  to  be  appointed  by  him  be  requested  to  repre- 
sent the  synod  in  preparing  a  constitution  for  submission  to  representatives 
of  the  men  of  the  congregations  in  the  forthcoming  convention  of  the  North 
Carolina  Lutheran  Church  Men  at  Hickory,  November  2,  and  to  the  Execu- 
tive Board  at  its  next  meeting  December  8,  and  further 

that  if  such  constitution  is  approved  by  the  men  in  convention  and  by 
the  Executive  Board  such  auxiliary  be  organized  to  become  effective  January 
1,   1967,  subject  to  final  approval  of  the  synod  at  its  next  convention. 

B.       Lutheran   Men,  constitution   for,   ratification   of,   submission   for 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  December  8,   1966,  pp.  7-10. 
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The  new  constitution  of  Lutheran  Men,  adopted  at  the  constituting  con- 
vention held  in  Holy  Trinity,  Hickory,  November  2,  1966,  was  approved  for  sub- 
mission to  the  synod  for  its  ratification,  as  follows: 

Article  I.  Name  and  Affiliation 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  Lutheran  Men.  This  organization  is 
established  pursuant  to  authorization  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  and  is  the  official  men's  auxiliary  of  the  synod. 

Article  I!.  Powers  and  Duties 

This  organization  exists  to  support  the  program  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  and  to  carry  forward  its  life  in  the  congrega- 
tions  and   districts.    To   fulfill    this   purpose,    its   duties   and    powers   shall    include: 

a.  Promoting   the  establishment  of  an  auxiliary  of  men   in  congregations 
of  the  synod. 

b.  Helping  and  guiding  congregational  auxiliaries. 

c.  Promoting    such    projects   on    a    synodical    and   congregational    level    as 
are  not  in  conflict  with  the  policy  of  synod. 

d.  Organizing  and  overseeing  Lutheran  Men  districts. 

e.  Providing  leadership  training. 

f.  Arranging  for  retreats  and  convocations. 

g.  Holding  conventions, 
h.     Adopting  budgets. 

i.     Reporting  to  the  Synod. 

Article  III.  Membership 

The  membership  shall  consist  of  the  men  of  the  congregations  of  the  Synod. 

Article  IV.  Conventions 

Section  1.  A  convention  shall  be  held  annually  at  a  time  and  place  deter- 
mined by  the  Executive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  prepare  the 
program  and  tentative  order  of  business  of  the  convention. 

Section  2.  The  men  of  each  congregation  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  at  least 
one  delegate  to  the  convention  and  in  addition  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  other 
delegates  as  set  forth  in  the  By-Laws.  The  officers  of  this  organization  shall  be 
delegates  ex-officio. 

Section  3.  The  president  of  the  synod  or  his  representative  shall  be  given 
seat  and  voice. 

Section  4.    One  half  of  the  registered  delegates  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  5.  Nominations  for  the  officers  and  executive  committee  members 
shall  be  presented  by  a  nominating  committee  appointed  by  the  president  and 
consisting  of  one  man  from  each  district  and  a  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. The  committee  shall  nominate  one  candidate  for  each  elective  position 
at  the  constituting  convention  and  at  subsequent  conventions  it  shall  nominate 
two  candidates  for  each  elective  position.  Additional  nominations  may  be  made 
from  the  floor. 

Section  6.  A  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  any  ballot  shall  elect.  The  names 
of  the  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  but  not  elected  shall  be 
entered  on  the  next  ballot  to  the  number  of  two  for  each  unfilled  vacancy. 

Article  V.  Officers 

The  officers  of  Lutheran  Men  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice  president,  a  secre- 
tary and  a  treasurer,  elected  by  the  convention  for  one-year  terms,  and  shall  be 
eligible  to  serve  no  more  than  two  terms  consecutively.  They  shall  carry  out  the 
responsibilities  which  normally  pertain  to  their  respective  offices. 

Article  VI.  Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  four  officers  (who 
shall  also  be  its  officers),  the  six  district  presidents,  six  members  at  large,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  a  minister,  the  immediate  past  president,  and  a  statistical  secretary. 

Section  2.  The  president  of  the  synod  or  his  representative  shall  be  given 
seat  and  voice. 
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Section  3.  Each  officer  and  Executive  Committee  member  shall  be  on  the 
active  roll  of  confirmed  members  of  a  congregation  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod. 
If  he  ceases  to  so  qualify,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  immediately  declare  the 
office  vacant  and  shall  appoint  a  successor.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  also 
fill  all  other  vacancies  which  occur  during  the  interim  between  conventions.  Such 
appointments  shall  be  until  the  next  convention. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  any  committees  that  are 
necessary  to  effectively  carry  out  the  program  of  Lutheran  Men. 

Section  5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  carry  forward  the  work  and 
policies  of  Lutheran  Men  and  act  for  it,  subject  in  all  matters  to  review  of  its 
actions  by  the  subsequent  convention. 

Article  VII.  District  Meetings 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  see  that  at  least  two  meetings 
of  Lutheran  Men  are  held  in  each  district  of  the  synod  each  year. 

Section  2.  The  program  of  the  district  shall  be  arranged  by  the  officers  of 
the  district  in  consultation  with  the  president  of  the  men's  auxiliary  of  the  host 
church.  The  Lutheran  Men  Executive  Commitlee  shall  see  that  the  program  of 
Lutheran  Men  is  presented  at  the  district  meetings. 

Section  3.  (a)  The  district  officers  shall  be  a  president,  vice  president(s), 
a  secretary,  a  treasurer,  and  an  extension  secretary.  All  officers  shall  be  elected 
annually.  The  officers  shall  serve  for  no  more  than  two  consecutive  one-year  terms. 

(b)  Nominations  for  officers  shall  be  presented  by  a  nominating  committee 
appointed  by  the  district  president.  The  nominating  committee  shall  report  not 
later  than  the  last  meeting  of  the  year,  at  which  time  election  of  officers  shall 
be  held. 

(c)  A  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  any  ballot  shall  elect.  The  names  of 
the  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  but  not  elected  shall  be  entered 
on  the  next  ballot  to  the  number  of  two  for  each  unfilled  vacancy. 

Article  VIM.  By-Laws  and  Amendments 

Section  1.  Lutheran  Men  may  adopt  such  by-laws  as  are  in  accord  with  this 
constitution.  Such  by-laws  may  be  suspended  or  amended  at  any  convention  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  delegates  present  and  voting. 

Section  2.  Amendments  to  this  constitution  may  be  made  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  delegates  present  and  voting  at  any  convention,  provided  that  written 
notice  of  such  amendment  shall  have  been  given  at  a  previous  convention.  Such 
amendments  shall  become  effective  upon  approval  by  the  North  Carolina  Synod 
in  convention  or  by  its  Executive  Board. 

BY-LAWS 
Section  I.    Meetings 

Item  1.  The  arrangements  for  synodical  conventions  shall  be  made  by  the 
Executive  Committee  acting  in  conjunction  with  the  Pastor  loci  or  the  local  com- 
mittee. 

Item  2.  A  program  and  tentative  order  of  business  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
Executive  Committee  in  advance  of  the  convention  date.  The  program  shall  be 
planned  so  that  a  major  portion  of  the  time  is  given  to  forums,  addresses,  small 
group  discussions  and  programs  related  to  the  purposes  of  the  auxiliary.  The 
business  session  shall  be  kept  brief. 

Item  3.  Special  conventions  may  be  called  by  the  Executive  Committee  or 
upon  written  request  of  five  congregational  Lutheran  Men  organizations.  Due 
notice  of  special  conventions  shall  be  given  to  each  congregation  and  the  purpose 
of  the  meeting  clearly  stated  at  least  15  days  prior  to  the  convening  date. 

Item  4.     Meetings  of  the  districts  shall  be  held  at  least  semi-annually. 

Section  II.    Delegates 

Item  1.  Each  congregation  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate  to  the  conven- 
tion. In  addition,  each  congregation  with  an  active  organized  unit  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  delegate  for  each  fifteen  men  participating  in  the  work  of  the 
organized  unit  or  major  fraction  thereof. 

Item  2.  All  organized  units  shall  elect  their  delegates.  In  congregations 
without  organized  units,  the  delegate  shall  be  elected  by  the  Church  Council. 
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Item  3.    Pastors  may  be  elected  delegates. 

Item  4.  Only  the  duly  registered  delegates  at  a  convention  shall  have  the 
right  of  voice  and  vote,  except  the  privilege  of  voice  may  be  extended  by  the 
convention. 

Section  III.    Term  of  Office 

Item  1.  The  term  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
elected  at  large  shall  be  three  years,  and  they  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed 
themselves  in  office.  Provided,  however,  that  at  the  first  election  under  these 
by-laws,  two  members  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two 
for  three  years. 

Item  2.  The  terms  of  officers  and  Executive  Committee  members  shall  begin 
immediately  upon  their  election,  save  that  the  term  of  the  treasurer  shall  cor- 
respond with  the  fiscal  year. 

Section  IV.    Treasurer's  Bond  and  Reports 

Item  1.  The  treasurer  shall  be  bonded.  If  he  is  not  bonded  by  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  see  that  adequate  bonding  is 
obtained. 

Item  2.  The  treasurer  shall  submit  detailed  annual  reports  and  interim  re- 
ports to  the  Executive  Committee  and  c  current  report  to  the  convention.  The 
annual  report  shall  be  audited  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  and  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  the  annual  convention  minutes. 

Item  3.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  separate  accounts  for  special  projects  and 
shall  render  a  separate  report  for  each  fund. 

Item  4.    The  fiscal  year  shall  be  the  calendar  year. 

Section  V.    Executive  Committee 

Item  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  quarterly  meetings  and  such 
additional  meetings  as  may  be  necessary. 

Item  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  prepare  a  budget  and  present  the 
same  to  each  annual  convention.  It  may  recommend  to  the  convention  a  schedule 
of  contributions  for  Lutheran  Men.  Upon  adoption  by  the  convention,  this  schedule 
shall  remain  in  force  until  changed  by  the  convention.  The  Executive  Committee 
may  recommend  desirable  uses  of  district  offerings. 

Item  3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  place  any  cause 
or  project  in  harmony  with  the  program  and  policies  of  the  synod  before  the 
members  of  the  Lutheran  Men  and  shall  render  reports  of  such  matters  at  the 
next  convention. 

Item  4.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  act  upon  all  matters 
concerning  this  organization  between  conventions.  All  actions  taken  must  be  re- 
ported to  the  next  convention  and  be  subject  to  review  by  the  convention. 

Section  VI.    Rules  of  Order 

The  latest  edition  of  ROBERT'S  RULES  OF  ORDER  shall  be  the  governing 
parliamentary  law  of  this  organization  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  con- 
stitution and  by-laws. 

Section  VII.    Amendments 

Amendments  to  these  by-laws  may  be  made  at  any  convention  of  Lutheran 
Men  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  delegates  present  and  voting;  provided  such 
amendment  is  submitted  in  writing. 

XIV.    Legal  Matters

Upon  recommendation  of  the  sub-committee  on  legal  matters,  the  follow- 
ing actions  were  taken: 

A.  High  Point,  New  Covenant,  parsonage  title,  transfer  of 

Approved  transfer  of  parsonage  title  from  synod  to  congregation  with  custo- 
mary reversionary  clause. 

B.  Wilson,  Ascension,  reverter  interest,  release  of 

Approved  subordinating  reverter  interest  of  synod  in  favor  of  instruments 
securing  loan  on  parsonage,  and  authorized  officers  of  synod  to  execute  deed  of 
subordination. 
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Approved  subordinating  reverter  interest  of  synod  in  favor  of  instruments 
securing  loan  on  church  property  and  new  first  unit,  and  authorized  officers  of 
synod  to  execute  deed  of  subordination. 

C.  Wilkesboro,  Atonement,  documents  for,  execution  of 

Approved  execution  of  new  deed  replacing  old  deed  transferring  church 
property  from  synod  to  congregation,  1961,  but  not  recorded.  Also  approved 
execution  of  deed  to  release  reversionary  clauses  as  applicable  to  strip  of  1  6'  of 
land  sold  to  neighbor  by  Wilkesboro  Church. 

D.  Greensboro  Lot,  tax  assessment  on,  payment  of 

It  was  reported  that  the  tax  supervisor  had  declined  to  exempt  the  lot  at 
UNC-G  from  taxes  for  1966,  but  that  it  is  possible  to  free  this  lot  from  tax 
assessment  for  1967.  Chairman  Brown  reported  taxes  for  1966  in  amount  of  $75. 
The  board  approved  payment  of  the  tax  assessment. 

E.  Lowman  Home,  withdrawal  proceedings,  matters  pertaining  to 

1.  Lowman  Home,  withdrawal  proceedings  from,  legal  costs  of 

Approved  payment  of  legal  fees  in  amount  of  $34.32  for  withdrawal  pro- 
ceedings from  Lowman  Home.  President  Whittecar  reported  that  documents  are 
in  good  order.

Board  member  Bachman  Brown,  Jr.  reported  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  Master's 
Report  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  Richland 
County,  regarding  the  legal  withdrawal  proceedings  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  from  the 
Lowman  Home.  The  document  was  executed  by  Harry  M.  Lightsey  as  Master  in 
Eauity  for  Richland  County,  and  copies  of  the  report  were  forwarded  to  the  N.  C. 
and  Virginia  Synods  by  Messrs.  R.  K.  and  A.  Birge  Wise,  attorneys  representing 
the  withdrawing  synods. 

The  original  Master's  Report  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  Court 
for  Richland  County,  S.  C.  on  November  2,   1966. 

The  document  completes  all  legal  requirements  for  the  synod's  withdrawing 
from  the  Lowman  Home.  It  states  that  all  agreements  have  been  satisfied  accord- 
ing to  the  original  recommendations  listing  proper  procedures  to  follow  by  one 
of  the  supporting  synods  desiring  and  requesting  to  withdraw  from  the  Lowman 
Home,  drafted  from  a  study  made  by  a  Special  Intersynodical  Committee  on 
Jointly  Owned  Institutions,  such  as  the  Lowman  Home  and  the  Children's  Home 
dated,  January  23,   1962.  (See  1963  Proceedings,  pp.   191-194). 

The  agreement  provides  that  the  withdrawing  synods  shall  continue  for  two 
years  from  January  1,  1966  to  provide  support  for  the  Lowman  Home  equivalent 
to  the  average  of  their  last  three  years  of  participation  and  that  during  this 
period  the  Lowman  Home  can  continue  its  usual  mail  contacts. 

Synodical  representation  on  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Lowman  Home 
terminated  in  June,   1966. 

The  agreement  further  provides  that  after  the  two  year  period  or  after 
January  1,  1968,  the  withdrawing  synod  shall  make  satisfactory  arrangements  for 
guests  without  life  tenure  from  the  withdrawing  synod,  and  further,  the  agree- 
ment provides  that  individuals  from  the  withdrawing  synod  shall  have  first 
priority  on  a  purchase  of  care  plan  as  to  filling  vacancies  in  the  Lowman  Home 
which  the  remaining  participating  synods  do  not  fill. 

The  synod's  copy  of  the  Master's  Report  has  been  filed  in  the  synodical 
archives. 

This  report  was  received  as  INFORMATION. 

F.  Kings  Mountain,  Resurrection,  property,  transfer  of 

Approved  request  of  congregation  that  property  now  held  in  the  name  of 
the  synod  be  deeded  to  the  congregation  with  customary  reverter  clause,  and 
officers  of  synod  were  authorized  to  execute  the  proper  instruments. 
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G.     Mooresville,  St-.  Mark,  reverter  interest,  release  of 

Approved  request  of  congregation  that  synod  release  its  reverter  interest 
on  old  church  property  and  adjoining  lot  to  enable  the  congregation  to  give  clear 
title  to  new  property  owners  consummating  the  sale  of  its  old  church  and  parson- 
age properties,  and  that  officers  of  synod  were  authorized  to  execute  the  proper 
instruments. 

H.       Duke  University,  lot  at,  lease  of 

Chairman  Bachman  Brown  of  the  Legal  Committee  reported  a  draft  of  the 
50  year  lease  of  lot  at  Duke  University  for  campus  center  at  cost  of  $4,700, 
with  provision  to  sublease  the  property  upon  approval  of  the  University. 

This  was   received   as   information. 

XV.       Resolutions  Referred  to  the  Executive  Board 

A.  St.  John,  Concord,  resolution  from,  reply  to 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  December  8,   1966,  pp.  2,3,21 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  January  26,  1967,  pp.  1-3 
In  the  president's  report  to  the  Executive  Board  at  its  December  8,  1966 
meeting,  reference  was  made  to  a  resolution  received  from  St.  John,  Concord, 
quoting  certain  sections  of  the  resolution  regarding  the  congregation's  benevolence 
gifts  and  the  dissatisfaction  of  the  congregation  with  policies  of  the  church,  in- 
cluding an  open  invitation  to  the  synod  to  address  the  congregation  regarding 
its  grievances. 

President  Whittecar  reported  a  visit  to  the  congregation  and  a  13  page 
reply  to  the  resolution,  copies  of  which  were  distributed  to  the  membership  of 
the  board.  President  Whittecar  recommended  that  the  Executive  Board  recognize 
the  actions  of  St.  John's  congregation  and  make  an  appropriate  reply. 

In  compliance  with  the  president's  request,  the  Executive  Board  authorized 
a  pastoral  letter  addressed  to  the  pastor  and  congregation  in  a  spirit  of  Christian 
love  and  helpfulness,  and  expressing  hope  that  the  congregation  would  resolve  its 
difficulties. 

In  view  of  further  complications  relative  to  stipulations  regarding  distributer 
of  benevolent  contributions,  the  Executive  Board  established  a  policy  not  to  accept 
benevolence  monies  from  congregations  whose  purpose  it  is  to  by  pass  one  of  the 
established  programs  of  the  church  and  the  regular  channels  of  the  church,  and 
inasmuch  as  it  is  inconsistent  with  Article  XIII,  Item  5,  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  N.  C.  Synod.  The  Executive  Board  has  endeavored  to  maintain  open  lines  of 
communication  with  St.  John's  congregation  for  further  consultation  and  guidance, 
and  has  extended  an  invitation  to  representatives  of  the  congregation  to  meet  with 
the  board  at  any  time. 

B.  District  and  Synod  Meetings,  worship  practices  at,  study  of 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  September  8,    1966,  p.    14 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  January  26,   1967,  p.   15 
The    following    resolution    received    from    the    church    council    of    Emmanuel, 
Lincolnton,  addressed  to  the   Executive  Board  was  presented  at  the  September  8, 
1  966  meeting: 

WHEREAS  The  Holy  Scriptures  and  the  Lutheran  Service  Book  have  many 
edifying  portions  that  are  seldom  read  for  the  benefit  of  the  Church  at  worship, 
and 

WHEREAS  most  pastors  and  laymen  are  dedicated  enough,  intelligent  enough, 
and  alert  enough  to  pay  heed  to  the  pericopes  of  the  worship  service  at  the  hear- 
ing, and 

WHEREAS  many  pastors  and  laymen  unhappily  find  their  minds  wandering 
when  the  pericopes  are  repeated  on  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  or  on  the 
evening  of  the  following  day,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED  that  the  Church  Council  of  Emmanuel  Lutheran  Church,  Lincoln- 
ton,  N.  C.  memoralize  the  Executive  Board  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  to  decide  whether  it  is  really  necessary  for  the  same 
Introits,  Collects  and  Scripture  lessons  to  be  used  at  district  meetings  of  synod 
and    at    the   opening    services   of    synod    when    the    same    have   been    used    at   the 
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preceding  Sunday  morning  worship  service,  And,  if  the  opinion  of  the  Executive 
Board  shall  be  that  this  wearisome  custom  is  not  liturgical ly  essential  nor  spiritual- 
ly edifying,  that  the  District  Deans  of  synod  shall  be  informed  by  letter  of  the 
opinion  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  shall  be  advised  to  select  different  pericopes 
than  those  of  the  preceding  Sunday  except  when  unusual  circumstances  obtain. 
The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Music  and  Worship. 
The  report  of  the  committee  was  received  at  the  board's  January  26,  1967 
meeting,  as  follows: 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  consulted  with  the  Commission  of  Worship 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  and  expressed  the  opinion  that  a 
repetition  of  the  Propers  for  the  preceding  Sunday  is  not  a  necessity.  It 
seems  that  this  is  merely  a  tradition  in  the  synod  rather  than  a  matter  of 
liturgical  correctness.  Alternate  Lessons  can  be  assigned  by  the  President 
of  the  Synod. 

If  the  Executive  Board  would  desire,  the  Committee  on  Music  and  Worship 
can  notify  the  District  Deans  of  this  finding.  This  is  not  a  matter  of  con- 
sideration for  this  year's  Synod  Meeting,  since  May  1st  is  a  Red  Letter 
Day  —  The  Day  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James,  Apostles.  Therefore,  the  Propers 
listed  on  Page  106  and  Page  109  of  the  Service  Book  and  Hymnal  should  be 
used  for  that  day. 

The  report  was  ADOPTED. 

C.  Ordinations  at  Synod  Conventions,  study  of 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  September  8,   1966,  p.   15 

A  communication  from  Pastor  Paul  Conrad  addressed  to  the  Executive  Board 
requesting  consideration  of  holding  the  1 967  Ordination  Service  in  connection 
with  the  synod  convention,  and  the  participation  of  laymen  in  the  ordination 
service,  had  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Conventions. 

The  committee  presented  to  the  Executive  Board  a  reply  letter  stating  rea- 
sons why  ordinations  at  synod  are  impractical  under  the  present  arrangement. 

The  letter  states  that  since  ordination  is  contingent  upon  accepting  a  call 
and  completing  education  requirements,  the  scheduling  of  the  Ordination  Service 
in  the  agenda  of  synod  convention  would  require  one  of  three  things:  (1)  the  synod 
convention  would  have  to  be  delayed  until  after  Seminary  graduation,  or  (2) 
candidates  would  have  to  wait  a  whole  year  for  ordination  or  (3)  educational  re- 
quirements would  have  to  be  defined  independent  of  seminary  graduation.  Each  of 
these  alternatives  entails  such  difficulties  and  ramifications  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible to  make  arrangement  for  the  Ordination  Service  as  a  part  of  the  1967 
agenda  for  convention  of  synod. 

The  letter  also  refers  to  the  action  of  the  LCA  Kansas  City  Convention  to 
continue  the  "Comprehensive  Study  of  the  Doctrine  of  the  Ministry",  and  that  it 
would  not  be  advisable  to  make  changes  until  the  study  is  completed  so  that  there 
may  be  uniformity  in  ordination  practices  among  the  LCA  synods. 

Relative  to  lay  people  participating  in  the  ordination  service,  the  letter  cites 
references  to  the  participation  of  the  laity  in  issuing  calls.  It  states  further  that 
the  reason  laymen  have  not  participated  in  the  ordination  service  is  for  the  same 
reason  laymen  have  not  preached,  baptized  and  administered  communion.  It  is  to 
the  office  of  performing  these  things  that  ordination  sets  a  person  apart,  and 
performing  the  rite  of  ordination  is  considered  one  of  these  things. 

If  there  is  now  a  need  for  including  laymen  in  the  laying  on  of  hands,  to 
counteract  the  notion  of  apostolic  succession,  for  example,  then  it  would  be  best 
to  wait  for  that  development  in  the  LCA  statement  on  the  doctrine  of  the 
ministry. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  committee,  the  Executive  Board  adopted  the 
letter  stated  above  in  substance  as  its  reply  to  Pastor  Conrad's  communication, 
and  expressed  its  appreciation  to  him  for  his  interest  and  alertness  in  this  matter. 

D.  Minimum   Salaries   of   Ministers,   resolutions   regarding,   study   of 

Ex.   Bd.   Min.,   December   8,    1966,   pp.    18-19; 
Ex.   Bd.   Min.,   January   26,    1967,    pp.    5-6. 

Two  resolutions  were  received  from  Emmanuel,  Lincolnton,  and  the  South- 
western District  regarding  minimum  salaries  of  ministers. 

The    resolution    from    the   Church    Council    of    Emmanuel,    Lincolnton,    reads: 
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WHEREAS  the   salaries  of   many  pastors  of   the   North  Carolina   Synod,   who 
are   deeply    in    debt,    who   must   work   at    second    jobs,    and    who    must 
baby-sit  while   their   wives  work,   are   below   the   level   of   full    financial 
support,  and   far  below  the   level   necessary  for  performing  an  effective 
ministry,  and 
WHEREAS  a  special  committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod   has  completed 
and    presented    to   the    1966    convention    of   synod    an    excellent    study 
on  pastor's  salaries,  and 
WHEREAS  some   less-conicientious  congregations  may  not   respond   freely  to 
the    obviously    implied    recommendations    in    the     1966    Pastor's    Salary 
Study,  and 
WHEREAS  even  the  president  of  synod  may  need  the  assistance  of  synodi- 
cal  guidelines  and  directives  in  order  to  move   reluctant  congregations 
to  perform  their  duty  of   love  toward  their  pastors,   and 
WHEREAS    the    subject    of    a    minimum    base    salary    and    minimum    fringe 
benefits    is   too    larg?    for   effective    discussions    on    the    floor   of    synod, 
therefore  be   it 
RESOLVED  that  the  Church  Council  of  Emmanuel  Lutheran  Church,  Lincoln- 
ton,    memoralize    the    Executive    Board    of    the    North    Carolina    Synod 
of    the    Lutheran    Church    in    America    to    reactivate    the    special    com- 
mittee for  the  study  of  pastors'  salaries,   in  order  to   learn   the  experi- 
ence  of   other   church    bodies    in    establishing    a    minimum    base    salary 
and    minimum    fringe    benefits,    and    that    at    the     1967    Convention    of 
Synod     the     Executive     Board     either     recommend     to     the     synod     the 
adoption  of  a   minimum   salary  and   benefits,   along   with    recommenda- 
tions  for   regularly   up-dating    these    minimums,    or   else    explain    to   the 
1967    Convention    of    Synod    why    such    minimums    are    not    practicable 
and    recommend    an    alternative    or    alternatives    thereto. 
The  resolution  received  from  the  Southwestern  District  through   its  Secretary, 
the   Rev.   Cyrus   Frazier,    reads: 

"That  the  Southwestern  District  present  a  memorial  to  the  1967 
Convention  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  America  through  the  Executive  Board  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  to  this  effect  and  in  this  regard:  That  the  synod  authorize 
funds,  which  are  made  available  to  the  synod's  treasury,  through 
contributions  from  the  various  congregations,  and  appropriate  these 
funds  as  supplementary  income  to  the  pastors  of  the  North  Car- 
olina Synod  who  are  not  receiving  an  annual  income  commen- 
surate with  their  experience  and  needs;  and  that  the  Executive 
Board  be  requested  to  study  and  recommend  ways  and  means 
by  which   this  memorial    shall    be   implemented." 

In  consideration  of  the  two  above  resolutions,  the  board  moved  in  the 
direction  of  establishing  a  standing  committee  or  task  force  to  study  guidelines 
of  minimum  salaries  for  ministers  in  view  of  present  day  conditions  and  to  aid 
individual  cases. 

Reference  was  made  to  the  Special  Committee  on  Pastors'  Salary  Study 
and  its  report  to  the  synod  lest  year  (See  1966  Proceedings,  pp.  233-234).  It 
was  understood  by  the  board  that  the  work  of  this  committee  had  been  completed 
as   instructed. 

A  motion  prevailed  instructing  the  assistant  to  the  president;  Dr.  Ernest 
Misenheimer,  to  draft  a  job  description  for  such  a  committee,  and  to  propose 
the  necessary  by-law  changes.  This  action  was  taken  at  the  board's  called 
meeting  January  26,    1967. 

Dr.  Misenheimer  presented  a  job  description  for  a  committee  on  pastors' 
salary  study,  and  the  proposed  by-law  changes  at  the  board's  March  9,  1967 
meeting. 

The  Executive  Board  recommends  the  proposed  job  description  and  by-law 
changes  as  follows: 

Add   the   following    Item    K   to   Section   VII — Other   Committees; 

*  K.      Committee  on   Pastors'   Salaries 

1.      This    committee    shall    do    research    each    year    to    keep    a    pastors' 
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salary  study  current  and  available  as  a  resource  for  use  by  the  president 
of  synod,   pulpit  committees,   and   church   councils. 

2.  The  committee  shall  recommend  a  suggested  pastors'  minimum 
salary  to  each  convention  of  synod  which  on  approval  will  become  a  guide- 
line for  each  church  council   in   its  annual   review  of  the  pastors'   salary. 

3.  The  committee  shall  make  itself  available  to  counsel  with  pastors 
whose    incomes   fall    below    the   minimum   suggested    by   synod. 

4.  The  committee  shall  request  conferences  with  church  councils  of 
congregations  providing  less  than  the  minimum  income  for  pastors  and  after 
study  and  investigation  recommend  ways  and  means  for  salary  increase: 

a.  To  the  congregation 

b.  To    the    American    Missions    Committee,    if    sustentation    status    is 
involved 

c.  To  the  Executive   Board  of  Synod 

5.  The  committee  shall  regard  as  its  continuing  concern  any  congre- 
gation whose  pastor's  salary  is  below  the  minimum  adopted  by  the  synod 
convention   for  that  year. 

The  action  taken  by  the   board  was  an  answer  to  the   two   resolutions   sub- 
mitted above. 

XVI.      Miscellaneous   Matters 

A.  Michael  Peeler  Fund,  investment  service,  employment  of,  authorization  for 

(Ex.  Bd.  Min.  June  9,  1966,  pp.  4-5) 
Upon  request  of  the  trustees  of  the  Michael  Peeler  Fund,  the  board  author- 
ized employment  of  the  Babson's  Investment  Service,  and  instructed  the  trustees 
to  use  this  service  at  their  discretion.  The  board  also  expressed  its  confidence  in 
and  appreciation  to  the  trustees  for  their  efficient  and  faithful  management  of 
the  Fund. 

B.  Memorials  to  Synod,  publication  of 

(Ex.  Bd.  Min.  September  8,  1966,  p.  10) 
Because  of  the  importance  of  memorials  from  congregations  to  the  synod, 
the  Executive  Board  recommends  that  they  be  received  by  February  15  in  order 
that  they  may  be  published  in  the  pre-convention  bulletin.  The  action  was  taken 
to  insure  proper  study  of  memorials  prior  to  conventions.  Memorials  presented  on 
the  convention  floor  do  not  receive  the  attention  they  deserve  and  consequently 
are  referred  to  the  board  as  unfinished  business  of  the  convention. 

C.  Synod  Property,  possible  use  for,  study  of 

(Ex.  Bd.  Min.  December  8,   1966,  p.  3) 
The  following  procedure  was  adopted: 

Re.    Property   owned    by   synod,    given    by    Miss    Beulah    Lyerly    in     1952    for 
Homes  for  Retired  Ministers: 

That  officers  of  the  synod  be  directed  to  study  the  best  possible  use  of  this 
property,  in  consultation  with  the  donor  and  also  agencies  of  the  synod  which 
might  be  in  a  position  to  use  the  property,  and  report  to  the  Executive 
Board  with  recommendations,  taking  into  consideration  the  following  factors: 

(1)  Size  of  the  property 

(2)  Location  of  the  property 

(3)  Costs  of  making  the  property  usable  for  synodical  purposes 

(4)  The   intention  of  the  donor  and  also  considering   at   least  the  follow- 
ing possible  uses: 

(1)  As  a  home  to  be  built  for  retired  ministers  and  missionaries 

(2)  As  a  place  for  retired  ministers  to  build  their  own  home 

(3)  As  a  site  for  a  unit  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes 

(4)  As  a  site  for  a  retreat  center

The  Executive  Board  was  informed  of  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Council, 
LCA,  to  the  North  Carolina  Synod's  membership  and  participation  in  the  Lutheran 
Student  Foundation  of  Durham,  including  Articles  of  Incorporation,  as  printed  in 
the  1965  Convention  Proceedings,  pp.   141-146. 

F.  Constitution  of  Synod,  amendments  to,  notice  of 

The  Executive  Board  was  also  informed  that  due  to  the  dissolution  of  the 
National  Lutheran  Council  and  the  formation  of  the  National  Lutheran  Campus 
Ministry,  three  alterations  of  an  editorial  nature  need  to  be  made  in  Article 
Seven,  Section  VI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  as  follows: 

a.  The    title    of   the    section    should    hereafter    be    "Committee   on    Campus 
Ministry" 

b.  Its  second  numbered  paragraph  should  read: 

"2.  It  shall  represent  the  synod,  in  liaison  with  National  Lutheran 
Campus  Ministry,  in  assisting  in  and  furthering  the  church's  ministry 
in  non-Lutheran  institutions  of  higher  education  on  the  synodical  terri- 
tory." 

Stricken — "the  appropriate  unit  of  the  National   Lutheran  Council" 
C.     Paragraph  3.d.  should  become: 

"d.     Cooperating    with    parallel    committees    within    the    other    member 
churches    of    National    Lutheran    Campus    Ministry    in    coordinating    the 
Lutheran    campus   ministry   on    the    territory   of    the    synod. 
Stricken — "participating  bodies  of  the  National  Lutheran  Council". 

G.  1967  Ordination  Service,  invitation  for,  acceptance  of 

The  invitation  from  Emmanuel,  Lincolnton,  to  be  host  to  the  1967  ordina- 
tion service  was  accepted.  The  board  also  designated  Sunday,  June  4,  1967, 
4  P.M.  as  the  date  for  the  service. 

H.     National  Council  of  Churches,  questions  concerning,  revision  of 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  December  8,  1966,  p.  21 
President  Whittecar  informed  board  members  that  his  office  and  that  of  the 
Assistant  to  the  President  were  in  the  process  of  preparing  a  revision  of  the 
existing  materials  on  the  National  Council  of  Churches  answering  questions  con- 
cerning the  relationship  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  and  the  L.  C.  A.  to  the  National 
Council  of  Churches,  USA,  in  order  to  give  it  a  local  setting,  and  that  the  in- 
formation would  be  a  valuable  book  in  the  hands  of  pastors  and  congregations 
seeking  guidance  and  help  in  this  area  of  concern.  Sheets  containing  a  series  of 
leading  questions  were  distributed.  The  president  and  the  assistant  to  the  presi- 
dent were  encouraged  to  proceed  with  the  questionnaire. 

The  booklets  have  been  prepared  for  distribution  upon  request. 

National  Council  of  Churches,   revised    booklet,   presentation   of 

Dr.  Misenheimer  presented  a  revised  edition  of  the  original  booklet  prepared 
by  the  office  of  the  president  of  the  church  under  the  heading  "The  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  and  the  National  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  the 
United   States  of  America,"    in   order   to   answer   specific   questions    regarding    the 
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Council's  work.  The  revised  heading  reads:  "The  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  and  the  National  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ 
in  the  United  States  of  America."  Dr.  Misenheimer  reported  that  4,000  copies 
had    been    requested. 

I.      Film    Library,    use   of,    policy    statement    regarding 

The  board  adopted  a  statement  of  policy  on  the  use  of  the  synodical  film 
library  by  other  denominational  groups  as  follows: 

1.  Regarding   use  of  films  by  non-Lutheran   groups 

a.  Films  may  be  loaned  to  non-Lutheran  groups  when  not  scheduled  by 
congregations,  auxiliaries,  and  groups  of  the   N.   C.   Synod. 

b.  No  rental  will  be  charged  non-Lutheran  groups.  However,  each  group 
borrowing  films  must  agree  to  be  responsible  for  any  damage  to  the 
film   while    in    its  custody. 

c.  All  films  are  loaned  with  the  understanding  that  they  be  returned  to 
the  synod  film   library  the   next  day  following   their  showing. 

d.  Films  in  great  demand  by  N.  C.  Synod  groups  shall  not  be  loaned  to 
others. 

2.  Regarding    cooperation    of    Film    Library    with    similar    libraries    of    other    de- 
nominations. 

a.  The  N.  C.  Council  of  Churches  is  endeavoring  to  work  out  an  exchange 
of  audio-visual  aids  among  AV  libraries  of  the  various  communions  in 
North   Carolina. 

(1)  The  plan  would  make  our  films  and  filmstrips  available  to  people 
from  other  denominations. 

(2)  The  N.  C.  Synod  Library  would  provide  16  copies  of  its  AV  catalog 
so  that  one  could  be  placed  in  each  of  the  other  denominational  AV 
libraries  in  N.  C.  In  return  it  would  receive  copies  of  catalogues  of  all 
other  co-operating  AV  libraries. 

b.  For  the  following  reasons  I  suggest  that  the  N.  C.  Synod  not  cooperate 
in   this  plan. 

(1)  The  Operational  Committtees  have  funds  with  which  to  purchase  any 
AV  Aid  needed  by  our  congregations.  Consequently,  we  would  not  have 
to  depend  upon  other  libraries  for  our  materials. 

(2)  Because  of  the  damage  danger  involved  in  using  films,  we  could  easily 
lose  more  than  we  would  gain. 

(3)  The  added  amount  of  scheduling,  handling  of  films,  mailing  and  book- 
keeping could  become  a  burden  to  our  librarian  for  whom  the  film 
library   is  already  big   business. 

J.      Fry,    LCA    resident    Franklin    Clark,    Communication    from 

President  Whittecar  shared  with  members  of  the  Executive  Board  a  com- 
munication received  from  LCA  President  Franklin  Clark  Fry,  which  reads  as 
follows: 

"Such  a  tide  of  loyalty  to  the  church  and  of  devoted  effort  has 
flowed  into  the  North  Carolina  Synod's  achievement  of  95.43% 
of  its  LCA  apportionment  in  1966  that  this  word  of  commendation 
is  more  than  due  to  you,  to  scores  of  your  pastors  and  to  thou- 
sands of  Christ's  faithful  in  your  congregation.  I  count  it  a  priv- 
ilege to  be  able  to  speak  it  and,  as  it  were,  to  link  my  arms  with 
yours  in  appreciation." 
The  letter  was  ordered  printed  in  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran. 
K.       1968  Convention,  Invitation  for,  acceptance  of 

The  invitation  from  Holy  Trinity,  Raleigh,  for  the  1968  Convention  was 
accepted.  Tentative  dates  set  for  the    1968  convention   are   May   5-7. 

JOINT  MEETING 

The  annual  joint  dinner  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Synod  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  Luthercn  Church  Men  was  held  at  the 
Holiday  Inn,  Salisbury,  N.  C,  December  8,  1966,  at  6:45  o'clock.  The  meeting 
was  called  to  elect  a  director  to  the  Home  Mission  Foundation  in  compliance  with 
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a  directive  from  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  which  calls  for  a  joint  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Board  of  synod  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  Lutheran  Church 
Men  (Brotherhood).  Directors  are  elected  for  a  twelve  year  term  with  one  term 
expiring  each  year.  The  synod  president  and  LCM  president  are  ex-officio  mem- 
bers. The  majority  of  votes  cast  by  the  joint  membership  is  necessary  for  election. 
According  to  the  Articles,  a  director  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a 
Lutheran  church  in  North  Carolina. 

Invocation 

The  Rev.  Carveth  P.  Mitchell,  D.D.,  gave  the  invocation.  The  Rev.  George  R. 
Whittecar,  D.D.,  presided  at  the  meeting,  and  reported  on  mission  activities  in 
the  synod.  He  described  the  significant  role  of  the  Home  Mission  Foundation  in 
the  onward  march  of  missions. 

Nominations 

Mr.  Joe  C.  Ridenhour,  secretary  of  the  Foundation,  submitted  the  following 
nominations:  Fred  R.  Smyre,  Luther  G.  Boliek,  and  Arthur  Lackey. 

The  balloting  resulted  in  the  election  of  Luther  G.  Boliek  of  Hickory. 

Report  of  Home  Mission  Foundation 

Mr.  Leonard  Moretz,  treasurer  of  the  Foundation,  reported  on  the  activities 
of  the  Foundation.  He  outlined  the  procedure  in  approving  loans,  and  reiterated 
the  policy  of  the  Foundation  regarding  interest  on  loans.  He  reported  approval 
of  applications  for  seven  missions,  totaling  $195,000. 

The  full  report  submitted  by  Mr.  Leonard  Moretz  for  the  pre-convention 
bulletin  appears  as  an  addendum  to  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  American 
Missions.

Report  of  the  Examining  Commit ee 

The  report  of  the  Examining  Committee,  submitted  by  the  committee's 
chairman,  the  Rev.   Samuel   L.   Sox,    D.   D.,   follows: 

The  following  persons  have  asked  for  ordination  by  the  North  Carolina 
Synod,   LCA:   Roger  Wayne  Wood,   David   Lindsey  Lohr,    Lester  Alfred  Mullen,    II, 
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Carl  Wayne  Warren,  Sanford  Carveth  Mitchell,  and  Rufus  Larry  McCarter.  All 
of  these  candidates  for  ordination  have  been  thoroughly  examined  by  your  com- 
mittee as  directed  by  the  Guidelines  for  Examining  Committees,   LCA. 

The  Examining  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  LCA,  met  at  the 
church  house  in  Salisbury,  North  Carolina,  Monday,  March  13,  1967,  at  10:00. 
The  committee  concerned  itself  with  c  reading  of  the  written  examination  papers 
of  Lohr,  Mullen,  Warren  and  Wood.  These  persons  were  also  individually  in- 
terviewed. When  the  individual  interviews  had  been  completed,  the  committee 
members  discussed  the  oral  and  written  examinations.  Being  persuaded  that 
the  young  men  examined  were  scholastically  and  conscientiously  prepared  for 
the  gospel  ministry,  Dr.  R.  Brown  McAllister  offered  the  following  motion:  "That 
upon  completion  of  their  academic  work  and  upon  receipt  and  acceptance  of 
regular  calls  of  the  church  we  recommend  for  ordination  by  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  David  Lindsey  Lohr,  Lester  Alfred 
Mullen,  II,  Carl  Wayne  Warren  and  Roger  Wayne  Wood."  The  motion  was 
seconded    by    Dr.    J.    L.    Thornburg    and    was    carried    unanimously. 

Under  date  of  April  20,  1967,  Rev.  Charles  A.  Wallick,  chairman  of  the 
Ohio  Synod's  Examining  Committee,  gave  confirmation  of  the  fact  that  Mr. 
Sanford  Mitchell  has  been  examined  and  approved  for  ordination  by  the  Ohio 
Synod,  LCA.  Ycur  committee  has  also  been  advised  that  Mr.  Mitchell  has  re- 
ceived a  call  to  become  assistant  pastor  of  the  First  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
of  Findlay,  Ohio. 

Mr. Rufus  Larry  McCarter,  a  graduate  of  the  Lutheran  Theological  South- 
ern Seminary  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  in  1964  and  presently  a 
candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosoply  at  Drew  Seminary,  was  approved 
by  the  Examining  Committee  in  1964.  Inasmuch  as  the  Guidelines  for  Exam- 
ining Committees  under  which  we  operate  require  "reexamination  and  renewed 
recommendations"  for  a  person  in  his  situation,  Mr|  McCarter  appeared  be- 
fore the  Examining  Committee  May  1  at  St.  James  Lutheran  Church,  Concord. 
Following  a  favorable  conference  with  Mr.  McCarter,  the  committee  is  recom- 
mending him  for  ordination  upon  receipt  and  acceptance  of  a  regular  call  of  the 
church. 

The  Examining  Committee  now  presents  to  the  synod  for  ordinaton  by  the 
North  Carolina  Synod,  LCA,  upon  the  completion  of  their  academic  work  at  the 
Seminary  and  upon  their  fulfillment  of  the  rules  and  regulations  governing 
ordinands  of  the  Lutheran  Church   in  America:

The  candidates  for  ordinaton  were  called  to  the  front  and  presented  to  the 
convention.  They  were  informed  by  the  president  that  the  Ordination  Service 
had  been  scheduled  for  June  4,  at  4  p.  m.,  and  would  be  held  at  Emmanuel, 
Lincolnton,  by  action  of  synod's  Executive  Board. 

The   report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Investments  made  no  report  as  no  meeting  had  been 
held    during    the     interim. 
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The  Rev.  Walter  J.  Moretz  made  a  brief  report  for  the  Committee  on  Con- 
duct of  Elections  announcing  the  polling  places  and  instructing  convent  on  dele- 
gates to  secure  their  ballots  at  the  district  registration   tables. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Paul  Morgan,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Refer- 
ence and  Counsel,  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Board  was  moved  from  Monday 
evening     to     this     hour. 

Copies  of  Supplement  2  containing  the  latest  actions  of  the  Executive 
Board  were  distributed  at  this  time. 

President  Whittecar  explained  the  procedure  which  the  Executive  Boarc 
had    adopted    in    the    treatment   of    the    board's    report. 

Board  member  Bachman  Brown,  Jr.,  presented  proposed  amendments  to  the 
synod's  constitution   and   by-laws  as   follows: 

AMENDMENTS  TO  CONSTITUTION 

That  the  Constitution  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in   America   be   amended   as   follows: 

1 .      That    Article    Fourteen,    Item    3,    be    amended    to    insert    the    following 
words  after  Lutheran  Church   in  America   in   line  2: 
"or    amendments    of    the    Approved    Constitution     for    Synods,     or    amendments 
of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Congregations"  so  that  said   item  reads: 

"If  in  the  judgment  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  church  other 
amendments  of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America,  or  amendments  of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Synods,  or 
amendments  of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Congregations  ought  to  en- 
tail related  amendments  of  this  constitution,  receipt  of  an  official  com- 
munitation  to  that  effect  from  the  secretary  of  the  church  enclosing  a  draft 
of  the  amendment  recommended  by  the  Executive  Council  shall  constitute 
proper   notice    thereof." 

On  motion  of  Dr.  John  Yost,  the  amendment  was  accepted  as  serving  proper 
notice  to  be  voted  on  at  the  next  convention  as  it  was  presented  over  the  signa- 
tures   of    six    voting    members. 

That  the  Constitution  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  America  be  amended  as  follows: 

1.  That    Article    ten,    Auxiliaries    be    amended    as    follows: 

1.      That  the  present  item  of  Article  Ten  be  numbered  as  Item   1. 

2.  That  the   following    items  be   added: 

"2  In  ihe  event  that  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  shall  discon- 
tinue the  recognition  of  any  of  its  official  auxiliaries  and  shall 
grant  to  the  synods  the  right  to  continue  such  auxilary  within  the 
synod,  then  this  synod  organize  and  recognize  such  auxiliary. 

3.  The   President  of   the   Synod   or   his   representative   shall    have   seat 

and  voice  at  the  conventions  and  in  the  executive  bodies  of  any 
auxiliaries  organized  under  the  provisions  of  Item  2  of  this  article. 

4.  Each    auxiliary    organized    under    the    provisions    of    Item    2    herein 

shall   make   report  of   its  work   to   the   regular  conventions   of   this 
synod." 
On   motion    of    the    Rev.    Walter   Yount,    the    amendment   was    accepted    as 
serving   proper   notice   to   be   voted   on   at   the    1968    convention,    as    it   was    pre- 
sented over  the  signatures  of  six  voting  members. 

That  the  Constitution  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in   America    be   amended   as   follows: 

1.  That   the   following    be   added   as   new   Article    Fourteen: 
"Article   Fourteen — Periodical 

1.  The    North    Carolina    Synod    of   the    Lutheran    Church    in    America 

shall    publish   a    periodical,    "The    North    Carolina    Lutheran". 

2.  The  editor  and  the  business  manager  of  "The  North  Carolina  Luth- 

eran" shall  be  elected  for  one  year  terms  by  the  convention  of 
synod  on  a  nomination  submitted  by  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran 
sub-committee   of   the   Committee   on    Publications   and    Publicity." 

2.  That    Article    Fourteen    be    renumbered    as    Article    Fifteen. 

On  proper  motion,  the  amendment  presented  over  the  signatures  of  six 
voting  members  was  placed  before  the  convention  as  serving  proper  notice  to  be 
voted     next    year. 
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AMENDMENT  TO   BY-LAWS 

That  the  By-Laws  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America   be  amended  as   follows: 

1.      That  Section  XIII — Other  Matters  be  amended  by  adding  the  following 
as   a    new    Item   C. 
"C    Auxiliaries. 
1.       Lutheran  Men   is   recognized  os  the  official   men's  auxiliary  of  this 

synod. 
2.      Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of   Lutheran  Men  shall   be  submit- 
ted to  the  convention  of  the  Synod  or   its  Executive   Board  for  ap- 
proval and  shall  not  become  effective  until  such  amendment  is  ap- 
proved." 
On    motion   of   the   Rev.   Walter   Yount,    the   by-law   was   placed    before    the 
convention. 

AMENDMENT  TO   BY-LAWS 

That  the  By-Laws  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  be  amended  as  follows: 

1.      That  Section  XIII   be  amended   by  adding  a   new   Item   D  as  follows: 
"D.     Periodicals 

1.  "The    North   Carolina    Lutheran"    shall    be    a    paper   designated    to 

appeal  to,  and  hold  the  interest  of,  the  whole  constituency  of  this 
synod. 

2.  Official    notices   of   this   synod    shall    be    published    in    "The    North 
Carolina    Lutheran". 

On  motion  of  Dr.  John  Yost,  the  by-law  was  placed  before  the  convention. 

The  President  ruled  that  by-laws  as  presented  could  be  voted  on  the  follow- 
ing day. 

That  Section  IX — Ministers,  be  amended  so  that  line  A-2  shall  read: 

The  church  council  receiving  the  letter  of  resignation  shall  report  it  to  the 
congregation,  the  president  of  synod,  and  the  dean  of  the  district,  so  that  Line 
A-3  shell  read: 

The  church  council  shall  seek  the  advice  and  counsel  of  the  president  of 
synod   until   the  vacancy   is   filled. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Paul  Rimmer,  the  by-law  was  placed  before  the  con- 
vention. 

Board  member  Paul  Ritchie  presented  the  Executive  Board's  recommenda- 
tion 3. 

The    recommendation   was   adopted. 

Greetings  were  received  from  the  Virginia  Synod  and  read  to  the  conven- 
tion.  The   secretary  was    instructed    to    make   an   appropriate    reply. 

Chaplin  Carveth  Mitchell   led  the  convention  in  a  closing  prayer. 

Third  Meeting 

(Monday  Evening,  May  1,   1967,  7:30  — 10:00  P.  M.) 

The  convention  chaplain  conducted  devotions  using  the  Order  of  the  Evening 
Suffrages. 

The  president  called  the  convention  to  order  and  welcomed  visitors. 

The  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel  had  no  report  to  offer  at  this  time. 

The  president  presented  to  the  convention  the  LCA's  official  representative, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  O.  V.  Anderson  of  Milwaukee,  for  the  state  of  the  church  report, 
in  his  first  presentation,  Dr.  Anderson  spoke  in  general  terms  concerning  the 
status  and  stature  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  He  sounded  a  note  of 
hopefulness  and  optimism  at  the  outset  which  resounded  throughout  his  presenta- 
tion. This  is  no  time,  he  said,  for  either  "gleeful  boasting"  or  "a  litany  of  de- 
spair". He  described  the  revolutionary  changes  of  our  day  and  how  the  church 
through  self-examination  is  deepening  and  broadening  its  outreach  to  meet  the 
challenges  of  a  changing  society.  He  said  that  the  church  is  beginning  to  see  the 
dimension   of  discipleship   in   Christian    involvement. 
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Report   of   the  Committee   on  College 
and    University   Work 

The  responsibilities  of  the  Committee  on  College  and  University  Work  are  to 
oversee  the  N.  C.  Synod's  vital  interests  in  and  support  of  its  state-wide  campus 
ministry  program.  The  areas  of  concern  for  this  committee  are  rather  extensive 
since  the  synod  financially  supports  the  ministry  to  students  at  nine  institutions. 
In  addition,  we  have  Contact  Pastors  serving  the  needs  of  Lutheran  students  at 
twenty-five  other  institutions.  Our  responsibilities  have  been  expanded  greatly 
during  the  last  year  due  to  the  capital-funds  campaign  called  CAMPUS.  The  wise 
and  careful  expenditures  of  CAMPUS  funds  have  been  the  object  of  much  thorough 
and  careful  consideration  by  this  committee. 

Our  committee  works  very  closely  with  the  newly-formed  National  Lutheran 
Campus  Ministry  (NLCM).  This  agency,  supported  by  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  and  the  American  Lutheran  Church,  replaced  the  Division  of  College 
and  University  Work  (DCUW).  This  committee  has  benefited  greatly  from  the 
counsel,  guidance,  and  wisdom  of  Pastor  Robert  G.  Walker,  Director  of  the 
Southeastern  Region,  NLCM.  He  has  been  a  most  valuable  adviser  to  our  com- 
mittee by  coordinating  the  various  campus  ministry  programs  and  the  efforts  of 
the  pastors  responsible  for  these  programs  at  thirty-four  institutions  in  this  state. 
We  are  most  appreciative  to  him  for  aiding  us  immeasurably  in  our  areas  of  re- 
sponsibility. 

Our  committee  met  five  times  since  the  last  meeting  of  synod.  In  addition, 
the  committee  visited  the  campuses  of  ten  institutions  during  the  summer  of 
1966  to  re-evaluate  the  needs  for  a  capital-funds  expenditure  (from  CAMPUS 
funds)  at  each  of  them.  Each  meetinq  has  been  concerned  with  the  on-going  pro- 
grams of  our  campus  ministry  as  well  as  planning  for  the  disposition  of  funds  re- 
ceived from  CAMPUS.  A  discussion  of  the  on-going  problem  will  appear  initially, 
while  that  of  the  expenditure  of  CAMPUS  funds  will  be  presented  later. 

Our  on-going  program  varies  widely  from  one  institution  to  another  depend- 
ing primarily  upon  numbers  of  Lutheran  students  enrolled.  The  programs  vary 
also  due  to  the  proximity  of  established  churches  and  to  projected  student  en- 
rollments. Using  these  criteria,  we  arbitrarily  recognize  three  degrees  in  our 
campus  ministry.  They  are: 

1.     Agencies    at    Large    Institutions  —  Where    there    is    a    large    concentration    of 

Lutheran  students,  an  agency  is  established  and  financially  supported  by  the 

NLCM,  the  N.  C.  Synod,  the  American  Lutheran  Church,  and  some  local  sources. 

The  three  agencies  in  this  state  are: 

A.  Chapel  Hill,  Holy  Trinity  Church,  the  Reverend  Frank  C.  Perry,  Pastor.  This 

congregation  and  pastor  conduct  the  ministry  to  the  students  attending  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill. 

B.  Durham-Greensboro  area,  the  Rev.  William  R.  Patton,  Campus  Pastor.  The 

campus  ministry  program  in  the  Durham-Greensboro  area  is  conducted 
chiefly  at  Duke  University  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Greens- 
boro. The  program  in  this  area  is  governed  by  the  Lutheran  Student  Foun- 
dation of  Durham.  The  Foundation's  elected  Campus  Pastor,  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam R.  Patton,  conducts  the  full-time  program  of  campus  ministry  to  stu- 
dents at  Duke  and  UNC-G.  Officers  of  the  Foundation  for  1966-67  are: 
the  Rev.  Harry  H.  Robinson,  Chairman;  the  Rev.  Paul  L.  Morgan,  Vice- 
chairman;  Mr.  Wesley  Brewer,  Secretary;  and  Dr.  Otto  Meier,  Treasurer. 
In  addition  to  his  duties  at  these  two  institutions,  Pastor  Patton  serves  as 
Contact  Pastor  for  Lutheran  students  attending  North  Carolina  College, 
Elon  College,  Greensboro  College,  Guilford  College,  and  A.  &  T.  College. 

C.  Raleigh,  Holy  Trinity  Church,  the  Rev.  John  W.  Cobb,  Pastor.  This  con- 
gregation and  pastor  conduct  the  ministry  to  students  attending  North 
Carolina  State  University  as  well  as  to  students  at  nearby  colleges  (St. 
Mary,  Peace,  Meredith,  Shaw,  and  St.  Augustine).

REPORT  ON   CAMPUS 

The  current  status  of  CAMPUS,  after  eight  months  of  duration,  is  bright 
and  encouraging.  The  total  amount  acknowledged  by  149  congregations  exceeds 
$530,000.  This  is  within  sight  of  that  ambitious  goal  of  $600,000  toward  which 
we  are  all  striving  so  hard.  Contributions  from  the  remaining  51  congregations 
would  surely  bring  success  to  this  capital  funds  ccmpaign.  The  responses  from  so 
many  congregations  all  across  the  state  clearly  show  the  concern  by  N.  C. 
Lutherans  everywhere  for  our  campus  ministry  endeavors.

Efforts  are  continuing  by  this  committee  and  the  synodical  officers  to  main- 
tain an  ever-increasing  interest  in  this  synod-wide  capital-funds  campaign.  Plans 
are  now  underway  to: 

1.  Keep  the  members  informed  via  the  N.  C.  Lutheran  and  the  press  about 
the  initiation  of  new  construction,  plans  for  centers,  etc.  made  possible 
by  CAMPUS. 

2.  Solicit  interested  persons  and  businesses  in  this  state  for  special  CAMPUS 
gifts. 

3.  Present  this  vital,  urgent  message  about  witnessing  to  Christ  on  the 
college  campuses  at  the  annual  auxiliary  meetings  and  at  the  District 
meetings  of  synod  in  the  fall,  1967. 

4.  Emphasize  CAMPUS  and  our  campus  ministry  during  the  entire  month 
of  April,  appropriately  the  month  in  our  church  year  that  emphasizes 
College  Education  and  Campus  Ministry. 

Once  N.  C.  Lutherans  begin  to  support  financially  any  synodical  under- 
taking, we  usually  succeed  as  evidenced  by  the  apportionment  giving  in  1966. 
Surely  CAMPUS  deserves  your  continuing  financial  and  prayerful  support  so  that 
we  can  continue  with  academic  evangelism.  CAMPUS  is  the  only  synod  wide 
capital-funds  campaign  that  will  be  held  in  1967  and  1968.  We  encourage 
pastors,  councilmen,  and  other  lay  leaders  to  continue  to  keep  before  their  local 
members  the  message  of  CAMPUS.  We  cannot,  we  must  not  be  complacent  to 
the  students  of  today  who  will  be  our  congregational  and  synodical  leaders  of 
tomorrow. 

CAMPUS   EXPENDITURES 

This  committee  has  undertaken  extensive  discussions  and  deliberations  con- 
cerning the  expenditures  of  CAMPUS  funds.  During  May  and  June  of  1966, 
members  of  our  committee  visited  the  campuses  of  Appalachian,  Catawba,  Duke, 
East  Carolina,  N.  C.  State,  UNC-CH,  UNC-C,  UNC-G,  Wake  Forest,  and  Wilming- 
ton. Each  campus  was  visited  to  re-evaluate  its  needs  for  a  capital  funds  expendi- 
ture from  CAMPUS.  Discussions  were  held  at  each  campus  with  the  pastor  and 
lay  leaders  about  their  campus  ministry  program  and  their  proposed  plans  for  a 
student  oriented  facility. 

At  almost  every  institution  the  committee  was  apprised  of  the  acute  needs 
of  either  a  new  or  an  enlarged  facility  to  be  used  in  the  ministry  to  the  in- 
creasing number  of  students.  The  projected  rates  of  institutional  growth  and  their

ambitious  developmental  plans  were  almost  overwhelming  to  us.  It  became  evident 
that  the  needs  for  physical  facilities  could  easily  cost  far  in  excess  of  $1,000,000 
just  on  these  ten  campuses  alone  if  ideal  centers  were  to  be  constructed.  With 
projected  CAMPUS  revenues  in  mind,  our  committee  has  had  to  make  more 
realistic  decisions  as  to  the  size  of  the  grant  made  to  an  institution. 

The  initial  funds  given  to  CAMPUS  are  to  be  used  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
the  campaign  and  to  reimburse  the  synod  for  funds  advanced  on  behalf  of 
CAMPUS.  The  next  grants  of  CAMPUS  funds  were  requested  by  this  committee 
at  meetings  in  1  966.  These  requests  were: 

1.  To  acquire  lease  on  a  lot  near  Duke  University  for  $4,750.  A  future 
Lutheran  Student  Center  will  be  built  on  this  lot. 

2.  To  grant  to  Holy  Trinity,  Chapel  Hill,  $10,000  to  be  used  in  the  ex- 
pansion of  facilities.  One  half  of  this  was  to  be  granted  in  December, 
1966,  and  the  other  $5,000  by  December,   1968. 

These  initial  expenditures  have  been  made  or  will  be  made  presently. 

After  studying  the  needs  on  these  campuses,  the  committee  agreed  to  ar- 
range the  campus  needs  in  a  chronological  order  of  priority.  Thus,  the  programs 
at  those  institutions  that  require  CAMPUS  funds  first  will  be  funded  first.  On 
January  27,  1967,  the  committee  unanimously  made  the  following  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Executive  Board  of  Synod: 

1 .  That  top  chronological  priority  in  the  next  expenditure  of  CAMPUS 
funds  be  given,  in  order,  to  Holy  Trinity,  Raleigh,  (N.  C.  State)  and 
the  Lutheran  Student  Foundation  of  Durham  (UNC-G). 

2.  That  $33,000  of  CAMPUS  funds  be  granted  to  Holy  Trinity,  Raleigh,  as 
soon  as  possible.  This  is  to  assist  the  congregation  in  financing  the  erec- 
tion of  the  sanctuary  already  under  construction. 

3.  That  $50,000  of  CAMPUS  funds  be  granted  to  the  Lutheran  Student 
Foundation  of  Durham  to  be  used  to  construct  a  new  Lutheran  Student 
Center  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Greensboro.  Since  the  lot 
was  acquired  in  1965,  this  amount  will  be  used  to  construct,  equip,  and 
furnish  the  Center. 

In  subsequent  meetings  the  committee  will  make  further  recommendations 
to  the  Executive  Board.  These  decisions  will  be  based  on  1)  the  projected  facility 
and  anticipated  needs  at  each  institution  and  2)  the  amount  of  money  given  and 
the  rate  contributions  are  made  to  CAMPUS. 

This  committee  has  faced  and  will  continue  to  be  confronted  with  many 
challenging  decisions  as  we  conscientiously  attempt  to  facilitate  our  Christian 
witness  on  the  campuses  of  non-Lutheran  institutions  in  our  state.  As  we  face 
these  difficult  and  trying  problems,  we  earnestly  and  sincerely  request  from  each 
Lutheran  in  North  Carolina  1)  your  increased  fincncial  support  of  CAMPUS  and 
our  campus  ministry  program,  and  2)  your  prayers  on  behalf  of  our  campus 
ministry  program  for  college  students,  by  college  students,  and  with  college  stu- 
dents.

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Report  of  The  Lutheran  Student 
Foundation  of  Durham 

The  Lutheran  Student  Foundation  of  Durham  is  incorporated  under  the 
statutes  of  North  Carolina  with  a  board  of  nine  directors.  The  board  meets  four 
times  a  year  and  functions  as  the  administrative  body  for  the  campus  ministries 
at  Durham  and  Greensboro.  There  is  presently  one  chaplain  who  serves  both  these 
areas,  but  the  ministry  is  focused  primarily  at  Duke  University  and  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  at  Greensboro. 

Immediate  plans  include  the  erection  of  facilities  on  the  campuses  of  Duke 
University  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Greensboro  on  properties 
secured  by  the  North  Carolina  Synod.

\rt  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
Lenoir  Khyne  College 


Two  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 
have  been  conducted  since  the  writing  of  the  last  annual  report  to  synod:  one 
on  March  18,  1966,  and  the  other  en  October  26,  1966.  An  informal  meeting  of 
the  board  was  held  December  12,  1966,  to  participate  in  the  Seventy-fifth  Anni- 
versary Convocation.  Another  regular  meeting  is  scheduled  for  March  14,  1967, 
subsequent  to  the  preparation  of  this  report  and  prior  to  the  synodical  convention. 

The  officers  of  the  board  are:  Harry  E.  Isenhour,  LL.D.,  chairman;  Robert  R. 
Rhyne  Sr.,  vice  chairman;  the  Reverend  Albert  H.  Keck,  Jr.,  D.D.,  secretary;  the 
Reverend  John  D.  Mauney,  assistant  secretary;  and  0.   Leonard  Moretz,  treasurer. 

The  treasurer  of  the  board  is  custodian  of  the  Endowment  Fund.  The  treas- 
urer of  the  college,  Miss  Gladys  Barger,  is  custodian  of  operating  funds,  building 
funds,  and  various  special  funds.  Audited  financial  figures  are  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1966.  Other  information  in  this  report  pertains  chiefly  to  the 
period  since  the  preparation  of  the  report  to  the  last  convention  and  cuts  across 
two  Gcademic  years. 

The  Building  and  Grounds  Committee  held  three  formal  meetings  during  the 
year.  Members  of  this  committee  engage  in  numerous  conferences  in  connection 
with  the  building  program.  Other  standing  committees  meet  once  or  more  during 
the  year,  according  to  the  need. 

Student  Statistics:  The  enrollment  for  the  first  semester  of  this  academic  year 
was  1,262,  consisting  of  857  returning  students  and  405  new  students,  including 
entering  freshmen,  one-year  secretarial,  and  transfers.  Those  entering  were  selected 
from  a  total  of  1,247  applicants  for  September  admission.  Many  late  inquirers 
were  advised  not  to  submit  an  application  because  there  was  no  prospect  of  being 
able  to  accept  them.  The  enrollment  for  the  second  semester  is  1,252.  These 
figures  do  not  include  students  registered  for  evening  classes. 

In  the  1966  Summer  Session,  794  were  enrolled  for  the  first  term  and  546 
for  the  second  term,  giving  a  combined  total  of  879,  exclusive  of  duplicates. 
During  1966  a  total  of  289  were  graduated  with  the  bachelors'  degree,  223  de- 
grees having  been  conferred  at  the  spring  commencement  and  66  at  the  August 
graduation  exercises.  The  number  at  the  spring  commencement  was  the  largest 
graduated  at  one  time  in  the  history  of  the  college.  There  were  26  who  received 
certificates  for  secretarial  courses  completed. 

The  evening  classes  begun  in  January,  1965,  with  109  students  have  had  a 
decreasing  enrollment.  The  program  will  probably  be  discontinued  at  the  end 
of  this  semester  in  which  there  are  only  38  evening  students.  It  was  agreed  at 
the  beginning  of  the  program  that  it  would  be  discontinued  unless  it  was  self- 
sustaining  financially.  The  demand  in  the  Hickory  area  for  college  level  evening 
courses  is  limited  in  any  specific  subject.  Vocational,  technical,  and  enrichment 
courses  offered  by  technical  institutes  and  community  colleges  meet  the  needs  and 
interests  of  a  larger  number. 
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Staff:  Important  changes  have  occurred  in  administrative  positions.  The  re- 
quest of  Dr.  E.  L.  Setzler  to  withdraw  from  the  offices  of  academic  dean  and 
registrar  and  to  devote  his  full  time  to  teaching  has  been  granted.  For  a  number 
of  years  Doctor  Setzler,  who  joined  the  faculty  in  1925,  has  served  the  college 
ably  and  faithfully  in  a  threefold  capacity  which  included  the  duties  of  academic 
dean,  registrar  and  professor.  The  board  elected  the  Reverend  Raymond  M.  Bost, 
A.B.,  M.A.,  B.D.,  Ph.  D.,  to  the  position  of  academic  dean,  and  Doctor  Best  be- 
came Lenoir  Rhyne's  first  full-time  academic  administrator  v/hen  he  assumed 
office  July  1,  1966.  In  addition  to  his  strong  academic  background,  Doctor  Bost 
possesses  a  variety  of  other  qualifications  and  experience  which  equip  hirn  for 
effective  leadership  and  service  in  this  position.  To  the  position  of  registrar,  the 
board  elected  Steve  M.  Shuford,  A.B.,  M.A.,  who  assumed  office  September  1, 
1966.  Mr.  Shuford  has  been  a  member  of  the  faculty  since  1955  in  the  depart- 
ment of  Business  Administration,  holding  the  rank  of  assistant  professor.  He  con- 
tinues to  teach  one  course  in  the  department. 

Professor  G.  R.  Patterson,  a  member  of  the  faculty  since  1925,  serving  as 
head  of  the  department  of  Education  and  director  of  the  Summer  Schoci,  has  been 
granted  the  request  to  be  relieved  of  administrative  duties  and  to  devote  his  full 
time  to  teaching.  Under  his  competent  supervision  and  unstinted  service,  teacher 
education  and  summer  school  have  been  developed  to  give  Lenoir  Rhyne  an  en- 
viable reputation  in  both  programs.  Professor  W.  Clyde  Taylor,  A.B.,  M. A., Ph.D., 
a  member  of  the  faculty  in  the  department  since  1963,  has  been  appointed  heed 
of  the  department  of  Education,  effective  September  1,  1966.  The  direction  of  the 
Summer  School  has  been  transferred  to  the  office  of  the  academic  dean. 

The  position  of  chaplain  became  vacant  August  1,  1966,  as  a  result  of  the 
resignation  of  the  Reverend  Robert  G.  Walker  who  accepted  the  position  of  South- 
eastern Regional  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  College  and  University  Work  of  the 
National  Lutheran  Council.  The  position  was  filled  November  1  by  the  Reverend 
Louis  V.  Rogers,  A.B.,  B.D.  Chaplain  Rogers'  previous  ministry  was  in  Newark, 
Delaware,  as  associate  pastor  of  St.  Paul's  Lutheran  Church  and  as  Lutheran 
campus  pastor  at  the  University  of  Delaware.  Chaplain  Rogers  is  serving  under  a 
call  to  special  service  extended  by  the  Executive  Board  of  the  synod. 

Twelve  new  teachers  are  on  the  faculty  this  session  and  several  new  mem- 
bers in  the  administrative  department  in  addition  to  the  officers  named  above. 
Some  are  replacements  to  fill  vacancies,  while  others  are  additions  made  to  meet 
important  needs. 

Acadamic  Thrust:  The  strengthening  of  the  academic  program  is  receiving 
increasing  attention  now  that  many  of  the  urgent  building  objectives  of  the 
developmental  program  have  been  realized.  The  growing  number  of  applicants 
for  admission  to  Lenoir  Rhyne,  coupled  with  the  improving  quality  of  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  applicants,  results  in  a  steady  rise  in  the  level  of  performance  that 
can  be  achieved  by  our  students.  The  average  score  on  the  College  Board 
Scholastic  Aptitude  test  for  Lenoir  Rhyne  freshmen  has  risen  from  848  in  1962 
to  934  in  1966.  The  academic  standards  are  well  within  the  reach  of  students 
possessing  average  aptitude  for  college  work,  provided  such  students  are  willing 
to  study.  However,  the  fact  that  so  many  young  people  who  would  like  to  attend 
Lenoir  Rhyne  cannot  do  so  because  of  space  limitations  makes  it  mandatory  that 
students  who  are  unwilling  to  make  good  use  of  their  opportunity  be  eliminated 
until  they  achieve  greater  maturity  and  motivation.  With  the  aid  of  a  grant  of 
$25,000  from  the  Board  of  College  Education  and  Church  Vccotions,  studies  are 
under  way  that  will  lead  to  expansion  of  our  honors  program  for  unusually  gifted 
students,  and  additional  scholarships  will  be  established  for  National  Merit 
Scholars. 

Further  increases  to  the  instructional  staff  of  eighty-five  persons  are  planned 
for  1967-1968.  Of  the  four  new  faculty  members  committed  to  joining  us  in 
September,  two  are  Lutheran,  and  one  will  have  the  Ph.D.,  when  the  fall  term 
opens.  Faculty  development  is  being  promoted  with  increased  financial  assistance 
for  instructors  to  continue  graduate  study,  especially  in  the  completion  of  ad- 
vanced degree  programs. 

Improved  library  facilities  will  greatly  strengthen  the  library's  contribution 
to  the  academic  program.  Much  valuable  instructional  equipment  and  materials 
are  being  added  to  the  facilities  available  in  various  phases  of  the  academic  pro- 
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gram.    Federal    grants    have    accelerated    the    acquisition    of    some    important    and 
costly  items. 

The  greatest  need  in  the  academic  area  continues  to  be  more  adequate 
financial  resources  for  faculty  salaries.  Competition  for  properly  qualified  and 
capable  teachers  is  extremely  keen.  Without  the  resources  to  offer  potential 
faculty  members  salaries  comparable  to  those  available  at  other  institutions  of 
higher  learning  in  our  area,  we  labor  under  a  severe  handicap  in  attempting  to 
strengthen  our  academic  program. 

Finances:  The  income  for  current  operation  in  the  year  ended  June  30,  1966, 
was  $2,005,787.34,  and  the  operating  expenses  totaled  $1,981,065.95,  resulting 
in  an  addition  of  $24,721.35  for  the  year.  The  addition  consisted  of  $4,606.37 
from  the  Current  Fund,  $12,406.54  from  the  Dormitory  System  Revenue  Fund, 
and  $7,708.44  from  the  College  Center  Revenue  Fund.  Operating  income  included 
$70,992.74  from  General  Endowment,  $11,489  from  Ford  Foundation  Fund,  and 
$9,000  from  the  Martin  Luther  Stevens  Trust. 

Total  gifts  and  grants  for  current  operation  were  $313,068.97.  Of  this 
amount  $100,881.39  was  received  from  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  $25,761.41 
from  the  North  Carolina  Foundation  of  Church-Related  Colleges,  $39,540.21  from 
the  Loyalty  Fund,  and  $42,628  85  in  federal  grants.  The  amount  of  gifts  and 
grants  for  all  purposes  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $643,523.03. 

Contributions  continue  to  be  received  on  pledges  to  the  Fund  for  Progress. 
The  totals  as  of  February  10,  1967,  were  $1,812,330.61  subscribed,  $1,612,- 
244.92  received,  and  $200,085.69  balance  due.  This  indicates  receipts  of  $218,- 
060.36  in  the  year  since  the  previous  report  to  synod,  and  total  contributions  of 
89%  of  the  amount  subscribed.  The  continued  response  of  contributors  is  ap- 
preciated, and  on  the  basis  of  experience  and  stated  intentions  substantial  addi- 
tional receipts  can  be  expected  this  year. 

As  of  June  30,  1966,  the  General  Endowment  had  assets  with  a  book  value 
of  $1,409,006.06  and  a  market  value  of  $1,910,902.26;  Ford  Foundation  Fund, 
a  book  value  of  $247,607.72  and  a  market  value  of  $260,970.79.  The  Martin 
Luther  Stevens  Trust  had  an  acquisition  value  of  $231,095.25. 

Physical  PSanfr:  The  major  item  to  report  is  progress  on  the  expansion  of  the 
Carl  A.  Rudisill  Library,  supplementing  information  contained  in  the  1966  report. 
Construction  on  the  addition  to  the  building  is  proceeding  on  schedule  and  is 
nearing  completion.  The  plan  is  to  equip  the  new  section  in  early  spring  and  move 
all  library  services  into  it.  This  will  free  the  existing  structure  for  general  renova- 
tion and  required  alterations  to  adapt  it  to  its  future  use.  The  expanded  structure 
is  to  be  completed  and  ready  for  full  operation  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term 
in  September.  A  formal  opening  and  dedication  will  be  held  in  the  fall. 

An  unfinished  area  on  the  ground  floor  of  Minges  Science  Building  has  been 
completed  to  provide  a  faculty  office,  two  lecture-laboratories,  and  a  preparation- 
research  room.  An  observatory  dome  has  been  erected  on  the  top  of  the  building 
and  is  now  ready  for  the  installation  of  a  telescope  as  soon  as  delivery  is  made. 

A  residence  for  the  academic  dean  has  been  purchased  at  a  net  cost  of 
$28,000.  It  is  conveniently  located  in  a  good  residential  section  at  109  Sixth 
Avenue,  N.E.  The  house  on  the  campus  which  has  been  occupied  by  Doctor  Setzler 
is  to  be  removed  in  accord  with  the  master  campus  plan.  A  two-acre  tract  in  a 
block  onto  which  part  of  the  campus  extends  has  been  acquired  at  a  cost  of 
$8,000.  It  is  hoped  that  this  tract  can  be  adjoined  to  the  campus  by  future 
acquisitions.  The  City  of  Hickory  has  cooperated  with  the  college  and  St.  Andrew's 
Church  by  widening  a  section  of  Seventh  Avenue,  N.E.,  thereby  providing  much 
additional  parking  space  adjacent  to  the  college  and  the  church. 

Seventy-fifth  Anniversary:  The  observance  of  the  Seventy-fifth  Anniversary 
of  Lenoir  Rhyne  was  brought  to  a  climactic  conclusion  with  a  Diamond  Jubilee 
Convocation  in  Monroe  Auditorium  on  December  12,  1966.  The  address  was  given 
by  Dr.  Arthur  Larson,  Director  of  Rule  of  Law  Research  Center  and  Professor  of 
Low  at  Duke  University.  Other  major  features  of  the  convocation  were  the 
academic  procession,  the  rendition  of  the  Anniversary  Anthem  by  the  Lenoir 
Rhyne  Choir  with  organ  and  brass  ensemble,  and  the  conferring  of  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Jurisprudence  upon  the  speaker. 
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Between  September  9,  1966,  when  President  Cromer  addressed  the  opening 
convocation  of  the  anniversary  observance  on  "Lasting  Foundations  in  the  Found- 
ing of  the  College"  and  the  Diamond  Jubilee  Convocation  December  12,  1967, 
there  were  more  than  twenty-five  special  programs,  productions,  publications, 
symposiums,  and  other  major  events  featuring  or  giving  some  appropriate  recogni- 
tion to  Lenoir  Rhyne's  seventy-fifth  anniversary.  At  times  the  view  was  retro- 
spective, again  it  was  introspective,  often  it  was  prospective,  for  our  responsibility 
is  to  use  the  heritage  from  the  past  and  the  opportunities  of  the  present  to  meet 
the  unfolding  challenges  of  the  future.  A  copy  of  the  75th  Anniversary  brochure 
is  submitted  herewith  to  be  filed  with  the  minutes  of  this  convention. 

Gratitude  is  expressed  by  the  board  for  the  support  in  service  and  gifts, 
generous  and  often  sacrificial,  which  has  strengthened  Lenoir  Rhyne  during  three- 
quarters  of  a  century  for  an  expanding  contribution  in  Christian  higher  education. 
The  college  solicits  your  continued  support,  which  must  abound  more  and  more, 
in  order  that  it  may  be  a  worthy  servant  of  the  church  in  her  educational  ministry 
in  the  years  ahead.

SUPPLEMENT 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College  Development   Board 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  respectfully  submits  to  the 
North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  for  adoption  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  approved  by  the  Board   in   its  meeting  March    14,    1967: 

RESOLVED,  That  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  hereby  authorizes  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  to 
established  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  development  board  which  shall  serve  as  an 
auxiliary  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Administration  of  the  College  in  the 
achievement  of  the  purpose  and  objectives  of  Lenoir  Rhyne,  and  thereby  strength- 
en this  educational   institution  of  the  Synod    in   every  area   of   its  function. 

The  Development  Board  shall  seek  to: 

1.  Inform  its  members  of  the  program  of  the  College  in  all  departments  of 
operation  in  order  that  they  shall  be  ambassadors  representing  Lenoir 
Rhyne    in    their  communities  and   among    their   friends   and 

2.  Survey  and  judge  the  adequacy  of  the  facilities  and  assets  of  the  insti- 
tution and  explore  potential  additional  resources. 

3.  lidentify  areas  of  need  and  opportunity  for  the  College  to  strengthen  or 
extend   its  service. 

4.  Submit  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Administration  proposals  for  the 
further  development  of  the  College  and  serve  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

5.  Support  the  approved  plans  for  advancement  and  faster  the  interest  and 
participation   of  others. 

The  Development  Board  shall  consist  of  any  number  of  members  not  to  ex- 
ceed forty,  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  term  shall  be  four  years  and 
no  member  shall   serve   more  than   three   consecutive   terms. 

The  Development  Board  shall  have  an  annual  meeting  at  a  time  which  it 
shall  determine,  and  additional  meetings  as  it  deems  desirable.  Its  operation  shall 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  shall  in  no  manner  relieve 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  responsibility  delegated  to  it  by  the  North  Carolina 
Synod    of   the    Lutheran    Church    in    America. 

This  resolution  supersedes  the  action  of  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  in  its  1953  convention  authorizing  the  establishment  of 
an  Advisory  Council. 

REPORT  OF   EXAMINATION   OF  ACCOUNTS 

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  statement  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College, 
Hickory,  North  Carolina,  as  of  June  30,  1966,  and  the  related  operating  statement 
of  income  and  expenditures,  and  changes  in  fund  balances  for  the  year  then 
ended.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such 
other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances.  We 
made  a  similar  examination  for  the  year  ended  June  30,    1965.

no  provision  has  been  made  for  depreciation  of  educational  plant  nor  has  accrued 
interest  receivable  on  investments  or  prepaid  expenses  been  given  effect  in  the 
accounts. 

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying   comparative  balance  sheet  and  operating 
statements,  and  related  notes,  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  Lenoir  Rhyne 

College  at  June  30,    1966  and   1965,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  years 

ended    those    dates,    and    were    prepared    in    conformity  with    accounting    practices 

generally  followed  by  educational  institutions  applied  on  a  consistent  basis  for 
the  two  years.

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Report  of  Southern  Seminary 


It  has  been  claimed  that  "Anybody's  total  surroundings,  or  environment, 
creates  a  condition  of  non-perception."

These  undergraduates  come  from  16  states  and  Germany.  Included  are  gradu- 
ates of  40  colleges  and  universities;  40  come  from  Lenoir  Rhyne  College;  22  from 
Newberry  College;  and  1  from  Roanoke  College.  Among  the  undergraduate  and 
graduate  students  there  are  25  non-Lutherans,  viz.  Baptist,  Catholic,  Church  of 
God,  Episcopal,  Methodist  and  Presbyterian. 

Of  the  regular  and  special  students  64  are  married.  Those  couples  have  40 
children.  The  wives  of  41  students  work  outside  their  homes.  Eight  married  stu- 
dents, and  4  single  women  students  live  in  Columbia  off-campus.  This  year  the 
entire  Seminary  community,  excepting  graduate  students,  numbers  283  persons. 

SEMINARY  ON  THE  OFFERING  PLATES 

As  the  offerings  cf  our  supporting  congregations  are  received  at  some  700 
altars,  the  Seminary,  fittingly,  has  a  significant  place  there.  With  unfailing  gen- 
erosity the  almost  150,000  confirmed  members  who  uphold  this  school  have 
caused  financial  strength  to  flow  to  Southern  Seminary.  We  hear  these  numbers 
praying  for  the  health  of  the  seminaries  of  the  Church,  and  we  see  them  giving 
substance  to  their  petitions.  Exhibited  below  in  tabular  form  is  evidence  of  this 
steadily  increasing  assistance.  No  lack  of  perception  here.  We  see  clearly  the  open 
hands  prompted  by  Spiritled  hearts.  Again  they  let  Treasurer  N.  E.  Derrick  give 
you  the  report  that  the  budget  for  the  year  under  review  was  balanced.

VOCATION:  TEACHING 

The  faculty  of  the  Seminary  continues  to  extend  its  teaching  sphere  far  be- 
yond the  campus.  Institutes,  seminars,  assemblies  and  conventions  in  many  sectors 
of  the  Church,  as  well  as  congregations  served  by  vice-pastors,  are  gaining  the 
advantage  of  instruction  by  the  capable  and  committed  men  who  teach  in  the 
undergraduate  and  graduate  schools  of  LTSS.  Colleges  and  universities  also  reach 
for  our  professors  as  religious  emphasis  weeks  end  similar  activities  are  scheduled. 
The  benefits  of  these  extra-campus  teaching  assignments  flow  both  ways.  South- 
ern's pcrticipaticn  in  them  helps  to  keep  the  school  in  close  contact  with  problems 
and  solutions  in  many  areas.  The  old  caricature  of  the  seminary  professor,  de- 
picting him  as  cloistered  and  book-bound,  hos  no  application  here.  The  truer 
image  sees  the  theologian  as  a  "teacher  of  the  Church," — the  whole  Church,  who 
is  alive  to  and  inclusively  participates  in  change. 

CHRIST  CHAPEL 

On  October  18,  1966,  at  an  inspiring  service,  the  new  chapel's  datestone 
was  laid  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Luther  Mauney,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  Rev.  A.  Richard  Smith,  representative  of  the  Southeastern  Synod  on  the  Board, 
brought  the  message  on  the  theme:  "For  the  Sake  of  God's  House." 

Certainly  by  the  fourth  week  in  May,  if  not  a  month  to  five  weeks  before 
that,  Christ  Chapel  will  be  ready  for  dedication.  No  lack  of  perception  here! 
Faculty  end  students,  clumni,  neighbors  and  visitors  have  watched  with  mounting 
delight  through  25  exciting  months  as  the  mass  and  message  of  the  building  took 
form.  The  edifice  is  a  place  of  worship  primarily.  But,  as  far  as  resources  would 
allow  it,  numerous  teaching  facilities  have  been  included.  Exhibit  "A"  is  the  in- 
struction in  religious  drama  which  will  now  be  possible  in  the  spacious  ground  floor 
auditorium.  We  rejoice  in  the  widespread  interest  which  the  erection  of  Christ 
Chapel  hos  generated  and  encourage  individuals  and  groups  to  worsh;p  there  with 
the  Seminary  community  at  10:00  A.M.,  Mondays  through  Fridays.  What  a  mighty 
debt  of  gratitude  we  owe  to  the  beneficent  congreaations  and  individuals  who  let 
God  generate  in  them  the  will  to  construct  and  furnish  this  inspiring  chapel! 

HELP  WANTED  AND  FOUND 

For  several  years  the  Seminary  has  been  lookina  for  a  Director  of  Develop- 
ment,  full   or  part  time.   We  were  quick  to   perceive   that  when    retirement   made 
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some  of  the  time  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  A.  Kenneth  Hewitt  available  for  such  service 
the  search  could  end.  By  experience,  ability,  zeal  and  dedication  he  is  recognized 
as  a  "natural"  to  render  this  aid.  A  tried  and  trusted  alumnus  has  come  to  be 
our  helper.  This  is  a  happy  providence. 

SPECIAL  LECTURES 

The  1966-67  seminary  year  has  included  some  greatly  rewarding  presenta- 
tions by  visiting  lecturers.  These  discourses  have  been  arranged  by  a  faculty- 
student  committee  chaired  by  Prof.  J.  Benjamin  Bedenbaugh.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Hagen 
A.  K.  Staack,  head  of  the  Religion  Department  at  Muhlenberg  College,  appeared 
on  the  campus  twice,  lecturing  on  Vatican  II  and  on  Dietrich  Bonhoeffer.  The 
Rev.  Richard  W.  Lundin,  pastor  of  Ascension  Lutheran  Church,  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, and  formerly  a  Philadelphia  Seminary  faculty  member,  brought  us  four 
sermons  on  "The  Cross  in  the  Old  Testament."  The  Rev.  Dr.  Edmund  A.  Steimle 
of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  gave  lectures  and  led  discus- 
sions on  "The  Place  of  Preaching  in  the  Renewal  of  the  Church."  Lutheran  Lay- 
man, Mr.  Donold  Streeter  of  lona,  New  Jersey,  brought  messages  on  the  theme: 
"An  Agnostic's  Journey  into  Faith." 

Mrs.  Margaret  S.  Ermarth,  M.A.,  Professor  of  History,  Wittenberg  University, 
Springfield,  Ohio,  is  scheduled  as  the  1967  Commencement  Week  Lecturer.  The 
preacher  at  that  high  event  (May  25)  will  be  the  Rev.  Dr.  L.  David  Miller,  Dean 
of  the  College  of  Music,  Wittenberg.  This  is  the  25th  Anniversary  of  Dr.  Miller's 
graduation  from  Southern  Seminary.  Both  will  relate  their  messages  to  the  450th 
Anniversary  of  the  Reformation. 

In  connection  with  the  special  lectures  program  the  films  "Parable"  and 
"A  Time  for  Burning"  were  shown. 

THANKWORTHY  AUXILIARY  ACTIONS 

Notable  in  the  1966-67  projects  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  are  the  aid  given 
in  the  building  of  the  western  extension  to  the  Lineberger  Memorial  Library 
making  available  a  general  reference  room  of  highest  quality;  and  the  erection 
of  the  Textstone  in  Christ  Chapel,  a  shaft  of  white  Alabama  marble  behind  the 
pulpit,  bearing  the  text,  "Jesus  said  unto  them  again,  'Peace  be  with  you.  As  the 
Father  has  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you/"  John  20:21.  The  Textstone  is  intended 
to  exalt  the  position  of  the  proclaimed  Word  in  the  mind  of  preacher  and  listener. 
Besides  its  yearly  major  projects,  the  Auxiliary  is  ever  alert  to  assist  the  Seminary 
with  meeting  maintenance  needs  and  beautification  programs. 

READY  RENEWAL 

Providing  opportunities  for  pastors  to  renew  their  study  and  research  interests 
with  a  minimum  amount  of  dislocation  of  their  parish  duties  is  an  important  in- 
terest of  the  Southern  Seminary  faculty.  At  the  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  summer 
session  of  the  Graduate  School,  June  5-23,  Professors  Harold  L.  Creager  and 
Austin  F.  Shell  will  offer:  "Studies  in  the  Old  Testament  Apocrypha,"  and  "The 
Pastor  as  Counselor,"  respectively.  Guest  lecturer  will  be  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  R. 
Brokhoff,  Candler  School  of  Theology,  Emory  University,  Atlanta,  Georgia.  He 
will  present  a  course  on  "Creative  Sermon  Writing." 

The  Roanoke  College,  Salem,  Virginia,  session  of  the  Graduate  School,  June 
26  to  July  14,  will  again  be  under  the  direction  of  its  Dean,  the  Rev.  John  D. 
Keister.  Professor  H.  George  Anderson's  lecture  subject  will  be,  "The  Develop- 
ment of  Paul  Tillich's  Theology."  Assistant  Professor  James  S.  Aull  will  offer 
"Studies  in  the  Worship  of  Israel."  Guest  lecturer  is  to  be  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Virginia,  Professor  J.  A.  Ross  Mackenzie,  whose  special  field 
is  European  Church  History. 

Two  Pastors'  Institutes  are  scheduled  for  Southern  Seminary  this  summer, 
June  7-16  and  19-28.  The  "Presenters"  will  include:  Dr.  Leroy  H.  Aden,  First 
Lutheran  Church,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.;  Prof.  Robert  E.  Bornemann,  Lutheran  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  Philadelphia;  Prof.  Fred  W.  Meuser,  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Seminary,  Columbus,  Ohio;  and  Dr.  Hagen  A.  K.  Staack,  Muhlenberg  College, 
Allentown,  Pa.  A  total  of  approximately  60  pastors  will  be  enrolled  in  these 
institutes.  Presidents  of  our  five  synods  nominate  the  invitees. 

In  January  and  early  February  1967  three  groups  of  "Southern  Seminary 
Scholars"  spent  8  to  1 0  days  on  campus  pursuing  study  interests  which  they 
themselves   had   selected.    Fifteen    pastors    representing    each    of   the   five   owning 
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synods  participated.  In  evaluation  meetings  every  group  urged  the  continuation 
and  expansion  of  this  project  which  the  LCA  Board  of  Theological  Education  and 
Southern  Seminary  sponsor  jointly. 

FORWARD,  THEN! 

Of  course,  the  perception  of  others,  skilled  in  the  evaluation  of  theological 
seminaries  must  supplement  and  instruct  self-appraisals.  Understanding  this  we 
invited  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America's  Board  of 
Theological  Education,  the  Rev.  Dr.  E.  Theodore  Bachmann,  and  that  Board's 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Standards,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Henry  E.  Horn,  to  our 
campus  for  a  thorough  discussion  of  this  school,  and  its  mission.  Also  taking  part, 
besides  officers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  were  the  Presidents  of  the  five  owning 
and  directing  synods.  The  discussions  of  December  12  and  13,  1966  made  clear: 
(1)  that  the  now  small  remaining  direct  financial  support  from  the  general  church 
will  likely  be  phased  out  in   1968,  except  for  a  few  jointly  (BTE-LTSS)  sponsored 

projects;  (2)  that  the  important  ongoing  mission  which  Southern  Seminary,  situated 
at  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  has  in  the  churchwide  program  of  theological  educa- 
tion is  recognized,  and  continuingly  warrants  full  and  creative  support  by  South- 
ern's constituency;  and  (3)  that  this  mission  includes  vigorous  and  imaginative 
forward  motion  with  other  seminaries  of  the  Church. 


MEANS  AND  WAYS 

Budgets  in  balance  reflect  credit  upon  the  Budget  Committee  and  the  fiscal 
officers  of  the  institution.  They  also  honor  congregations  and  special  donors  who, 
when  the  ways  of  work  are  determined,  provided  the  means  to  do  it. 

The  financial  means  given  to  the  Seminary  for  its  Appeal  Fund  and  Cur- 
rent Funds,  and  the  ways  these  resources  have  been  expended  are  reported  below 
by  the  Appeal  Fund's  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Dorothy  S.  Keller,  and  Mr.  N.  E.  Derrick, 
Seminary  Treasurer.

The  Rev.  A.  Kenneth  Hewitt,  D.D.,  director  of  the  seminary's  program  of 
development,  and  representing  Dr.  F.  Eppling  Reinartz,  presented  the  report  of 
the   seminary. 

He  gave  impressions  of  the  seminary  relating  to  building  facilities,  dedica- 
tion of  seminary  community,  and    inter-relationships  of  faculty  and   students. 

He  described  the  role  of  the  seminary  as  the  taproot  of  the  church.  The 
need  is  still  great,  he  said,  for  more  men  for  the  ministry,  and  pleaded  for  re- 
cruitment at  an  early  age  through   pastoral  and   personal  contacts. 

Professors  Austin  Shell  and  George  F.  Schott,  Jr.,  were  recognized  in  con- 
nection   with    the    report. 
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Following  the  report,  the  president  reminded  the  convention  that  ballot 
boxes  would  close  at  10:15.  He  instructed  the  convention  delegates  to  proceed 
with   their  balloting    in   spite  of  possible   errors  on   a    few  of   the   tickets. 

The  convention  chaplain  closed  the  day's  proceedings  with  an  appropriate 
prayer  and    the   Benediction. 


Fourth  Meeting 


(Tuesday  Morning,  May  2,   1967,  9:00-12:00  o'clock) 

The  devotional  service  was  conducted  by  the  convention  chaplain.  The 
Scripture  Lesson  was  read  from  Titus  3:3-7.  The  meditation  on  the  theme: 
"Everybody,   Nobody,   Anybody"   was  based   on   the   mercy  of  God. 

The  president  called  the  convention  to  order.  The  pastor  loci  was  recognized 
for  a   few   announcements. 

Chairman  Paul  Morgan  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel  rec- 
ognized the  presence  of  Mr.  Alvin  Schaediger  of  the  LLM  staff,  and  an- 
nounced that  two  memorials,  one  from  the  Jacksonville  Church  on  continuing 
the  work  of  the  service  center  and  the  other  from  Dr.  Schoneberg  Setzer  on  pas- 
tor's   reading    period    would    be    presented    at    the    proper    time. 

The  Rev.  Gary  Safrit,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  and  Unfinish- 
ed business,  reported  that  the  committee  had  met  to  organize  its  efforts  to  as- 
sist the  secretary  of  synod  and  that  copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  opening  service 
and  the  first  meeting  had  been  distributed.  He  also  reported  that  minutes  of 
the  second  meeting  were   in  the  process  of  being  printed. 

The  Committee  on  Conduct  of  Elections  did  not  report  at  this  time. 

The  Report  of  Committee  on  Social  Ministry 

The  committee  has  held  three  meetings  since  the  last  convention  at  Bethany, 
Hickory,  May  2-5,  1966.  The  first  meeting  was  held  prior  to  the  Stewardship, 
Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  School  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  Hickory,  July  29, 
1966.  The  other  two  meetings  were  held  at  the  Church  House,  Salisbury,  on 
December  6,   1966,  and  March   16,    1967. 

Your  synodical  committee  takes  very  seriously  its  responsibilities  as  an  en- 
abler  to  help  congregations  of  the  synod  discover  and  develop  their  possibilities  in 
social  ministry.  We  are  also  engaged  in  a  constant  effort  to  disseminate  a  well 
rounded  philosophy  embracing  all  facets  of  social  ministry,  such  as  the  social 
ministry  of  the  congregation,  social  education  and  action,  service  to  persons  with 
special  needs,  chaplaincy  and  pastoral  care,  health  and  welfare  agencies  and 
institutions.  In  addition  to  this,  we  endeavor  to  carry  out  assignments  given  us 
by  the  synod,  especially  the  provisions  of  the  synodical  constitution  regarding 
social  ministry. 

It  is  our  desire  to  have  an  effective  synodical  ministry  program  which  takes 
into  consideration  the  needs  and  resources  of  the  church  and  community,  devises 
a  long  range  but  flexible  plan,  and  sets  up  criteria  for  determining  program 
priorities.  How  effectively  we  have  begun  and  carried  out  our  objectives  can  be 
seen  in  the  following  report  which  is  given  under  the  following  headings: 

I.      PROGRAM  AND  ACTIVITY 

A.      Stewardship,    Evangelism,    Social    Ministry    School    at    Lenoir    Rhyne    College, 
Hickory,  N.  C. 

A  "Race  Symposium"  was  held  as  the  Social  Ministry  Section  of  the  School 
at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  July  29-30,  1966.  Principal  speakers  were:  Mr.  David 
Coltrane,  Executive  Director  of  the  Governor's  Good  Neighbor  Council,  Dr.  Sam 
Duncan,  President  of  Livingston  College,  and  ALC  Pastor  Lawrence  E.  Hunt  of 
Abiding  Saviour  Lutheran  Church,  Durham.  Other  participants  were:  Pastors 
Ernest  Ridenhour,  Floyd  Trexler  and  Paul  Morgan  on  a  panel  moderated  by  synod 
president,  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar.  This  "Race  Symposium"  confronted  the  pastors 
and  congregational  social  ministry  chairmen  with  current  issues  on  the  matter  of 
race  relations  and  brought  the  feeling  and  attitudes  of  the  Negro  himself  for  their 
consideration.    It   brought   both    minister   and    layman    face   to    face   with   the    real 
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problem  and  prejudices  of  this  issue  and   the   response  of  both  groups  was  com- 
mendable.  A   printed  copy  of  the   address  given   by   Mr.    David   Coltrane   was  sent 
to  all  the  congregations  of  our  synod. 
B.       Schoo!  for  New  Pastors  and  their  Wives  October  31 -November  1,  1966. 

A  two  hour  social  ministry  workshop  for  new  pasters  and  their  wives  was  con- 
ducted by  the  chairman  and  Dr.  Misenheimer  in  connection  with  the  annual  work- 
shop sponsored  by  the  synodical  operational  committees. 
C        District  Meeting  Workshop. 

At  the  Spring  meeting  of  the  six  districts,  January  22-February  5,  1967,  the 
district  representatives  of  the  Social  Ministry  committee,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Ernest  L.  Misenheimer,  D.D.,  staff  adviser  in  Social  Ministry,  conducted  a  work- 
shop svith  the  congregational  social  ministry  chairmen.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
meeting  the  film,  "A  Time  for  Burning"  was  shown  for  preview  so  that  pastors 
and  social  ministry  chairmen  might  make  recommendations  for  use  in  congrega- 
tions of  this  synodically  owned  film.

Chaplain  Iddings  is  receiving  commendation  from  staff  doctors  as  follows: 
From   N.   C.   Memorial    Hospital,  Chapel   Hill,   commended  before  staff  mem- 
bers  for   ministry   to   a    surgical    patient   and    members   of   his   family.    From    Duke 
Hospital,  commended  before  staff  members,  including  other  chaplains,  for  unusual 
ministry  to  psychiatric  patient.  Other  comments  on  his  ministry  are: 

1 .  Chaplaincy  program   of  the   Lutheran   Church   has  been  well   established 
in  all  hospitals  and  institutions  of  the  area. 

2.  Excellent    ccopercticn    given    this    program    by    chaplain,    administrative 
heads  and  staff  personnel  of  hospitals  and  institutions  in  the  area. 

3.  Patients  and  families  of  patients  who  have  received  services  of  chaplain 
are  generous  in  their  appreciation  and  praise. 

4.  The  ministry  to  families  of  patients  is  taking  on  larger  proportions  with 
the  passing  of  each  month. 

Chaplain  Iddings  took  additional  training  at  N.  C.  Memorial  Hospital,  Chapel 
Hill,  consisting  of  five  hours  per  week  training  periods  beginning  December  1965 
and  continuing  through  summer  months  1966. 

F.  Migrant  Work  —  Hendersonville  Area 

Fifty-five  congregations  responded  to  an  appeal  from  Pastor  John  Hawn  of 
Grace,  Hendersonville,  for  the  migrant  ministry  in  Henderson  County  through 
their  various  organizations  and  committees.  Literally,  tens  of  items  for  distribution 

to  migrcnt  workers  were  received.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  Lutheran  Institutional  Chaplain,  Durham  Area.  The  committee  recommends 
that  the  synod  commend  Dr.  J.  White  Iddings,  Institutional  Chaplain,  Dur- 
ham Area,  for  rendering  a  fine  ministry  to  Lutheran  patients  and  their 
families  in  the  Durham  Area  on  behalf  of  the  synod  and  that  he  be  recog- 
nized to  speak  of  this  ministry  to  the  convention. 

2.  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes,  Inc.  The  committee  recommends  the  Rev. 
J.  L.  Norris,  D.  D.,  former  Executive  Director,  be  given  a  standing  vote  of 
appreciation  for  his  leadership  and  devotion  in  the  ministry  to  the  aged  and 
infirm  as  evidenced  in  the  establishment  and  growth  of  North  Carolina 
Lutheran    Homes,    Inc. 

3.  The  committee  recommends  that  the  synod  commend  the  Lutherans  of  North 
Carolina  on  the  splendid  response  which  enabled  the  $130,000  loan  on  the 
Hickory  Unit  to  be  liquidated  within  a  four  year  period;  that  it  commend 
the  Lutherans  in  the  Albemarle  Area  for  the  Special  Gifts  toward  a  second 
unit  and  that  it  encourage  the  Lutherans  of  North  Carolina  to  turn  their 
efforts   to   the   support  of   the   Albemarle   project. 

4.  The  committee  recommends  that  the  synod  commend  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes,  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  Isaac  Kuhn, 
and  all  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Hickory  Unit  on  their  splendid  serv- 
ice in  the  ministry  to  the  aged  and  that  the  new  executive  director,  the  Rev. 
John  A.  Pless,  the  chairman  of  the  board,  the  Reverend  Robert  N.  Peery, 
and  Superintendent  of  the  Hickory  Unit,  Mr.  Isaac  Kuhn,  be  recognized  to 
bring  greetings  from  the  Home. 

5.  The  Committee  recommends  that  in  the  light  of  the  extreme  need  for  fa- 
cilities to  care  for  the  aged  in  our  synod,  and  as  the  synod  in  convention  in 
1965  voted  to  limit  the  borrowing  ceiling  to  $150,000  before  any  construc- 
tion could  begin  on  the  second  unit  in  the  Albemarle  area,  and  realizing  that 
this  action  may  limit  the  church  in  fulfilling  our  commitment  to  this  min- 
istry of  mercy  by  making  it  impossible  to  act  when  "the  time  is  ripe",  be  it 
moved  that  the  synod  rescind  this  debt  limit  of  $150,000  (cf.  Proceedings  of 
Synod  1965,  page  219)  and  leave  the  judgment  to  act  upon  the  construction 
of  a  new  unit  at  Albemarle  within  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  N.  C.  Lutheran  Homes  whose  members  serve  as  our  brother  stewards 
before   the    Lord. 

6.  Lowman  Home.  The  committee  recommends  that  the  synod  acknowledge 
with   grateful  appreciation  the   ministry   of  the    Lowman    Home   to   the   Aged 
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and  Helpless  over  the  years,  thanking  God  for  the  effectual  relationship 
our  synod  has  had  with  this  Home  from  its  beginning;  that  we  look  forward 
to  a  continued  relationship  with  Lowman  Home  on  a  cost  of  care  basis;  and 
that  the  Rev.  W.  Leo  Smith,  former  secretary  of  the  board,  be  recognized 
to  speak  of  this  continuing  relationship. 
7.  Children's  Home.  The  committee  recommends  that  the  synod  commend  the 
administration  and  staff  of  the  Lutheran  Children's  Home  of  the  South  on 
the  significant  achievements  during  1966,  and  that  the  new  Executive  Di- 
rector, Mr.  Roy  Hendrickson,  be  recognized  to  bring  greetings  from  the 
Home.

Report  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes  respectfully  re- 
ports to  the  North  Carolina  Synod  its  activities  since  the  report  to  the  1966 
Convention  and  submits  financial  statements  for  the  board  treasury  and  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Hickory  Unit  for  the  calendar  year,  January  1,  to  December  31,   1966. 

PART    1 

The  board  of  trustees  is  composed  of  eighteen  members — nine  pastors  and 
nine  laymen.  The  members  are:  Terms  expiring  1967 — Rev.  Charles  R.  Patterson, 
Rev.  Robert  N.  Peery,  Rev.  Robert  F.  Shelby,  Jr.,  Mr.  Wallace  W.  Gee,  Mrs.  G.  R. 
Patterson,  and  Miss  Annie  Glass  Roediger;  Terms  expiring  in  1968 — Rev.  Jacob 
L.  Lackey,  Rev.  John  A.  Pless,  Rev.  John  H.  Sigmon,  Mr.  Ray  A.  Cline,  Mr.  Hubert 
D.  Frye,  Jr.,  and  Mr.  Aubrey  Mauney;  Terms  expiring  in  1969 — Rev.  John  K. 
Lasley,  D.D.,  Rev.  Harry  H.  Robinson,  Jr.,  Rev.  Olin  W.  Sink,  Mr.  Dewey  F.  Beam, 
Mr.  Joe  A.  Moretz,  and  Mrs.  E.  W.  Ridenhour.  Officers  elected  by  the  Board  at 
the  annual  meeting,  May  27,  1966,  were  President,  Rev.  John  A.  Pless;  Vice- 
President,  Rev.  Robert  N.  Peery;  Secretary,  Mr.  Ray  A.  Cline;  and  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Wallace  W.  Gee.  Meetings  were  held  February  22,  1966,  May  27,  1966,  Sep- 
tember 15,  1966,  November  16,  1966,  and  January  30,   1967. 

HICKORY  UNIT  DEBT  RETIRED.  The  outstanding  indebtedness  on  the 
Hickory  Unit,  $30,000  as  of  January  1,  1966,  was  retired  when  the  final  pay- 
ment of  $5,000,  plus  accrued  interest,  was  made  July  1,   1966. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod 
whose  generous  gifts  made  possible  the  payment  of  the  $130,000  loan  in  four 
years — two  and  one-half  years  ahead  of  schedule.  It  marked  the  completion  of 
a  pioneer  project  to  which  more  than  $350,000  had  been  given. 

Soon  after  the  final  payment  was  made,  Mr.  Albert  D.  Eckard,  donor  of  the 
property  for  the  Hickory  Unit  and  a  resident  of  the  Home,  finished  his  earthly 
sojourn,  July  26,  1966.  His  memory  was  honored  by  the  board  in  appropriate 
resolutions  and  by  hanging  his  portrait,  given  by  his  son,  Mr.  Neill  R.  Eckard, 
at  the  entrance  of  the  Hickory  Unit.  Many  other  generous  benefactors  whose 
names  are  listed  in  the  records  of  Lutheran  Homes  have  passed  on  to  their 
rewards.  These  are  also  gratefully  remembered. 

Note  is  made  that  the  bulletin  of  reports  carry  actic -•     taken   by  the  Social 
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Ministry  Committee  and  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Synod  concerning  permission 
for  expanding  the  Hickory  Unit  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes.  At  the  Jan- 
uary 30th  (1967)  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  motion  was  made  "that 
we  proceed  with  plans  for  the  additional  building  at  the  Hickory  unit."  Follow- 
ing much  discussion  and  many  considerations,  the  motion  was  adopted  "that 
the   (above)   motion   be  tabled   for  the   present   time." 

THE  ALBEMARLE  PROJECT.  Contributions  and  pledges  to  the  Albemarle 
Unit  of  Lutheran  Homes  amount  to  $57,500  in  addition  to  the  property  given 
for  the  new  unit  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  F.  Morgan.  Of  this  amount,  $30,000  has 
been  contributed. 

The  Architectual  firm  of  Charles  W.  Connelly  of  Charlotte  has  been  em- 
ployed to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Albemarle  Unit.  A  preliminary 
work  program  has  been  prepared,  but  it  is  being  held  pending  a  decision  as  to 
the  unit's  size  and  character.  This  decision  will  be  based  on  findings  of  a  study 
of  the  Hickory  Unit  and  the  synod's  needs  by  a  representative  of  the  L.C.A. 
Board  of  Social  Ministry. 

NEW  EXECUTIVE  DIRECTOR.  The  Rev.  John  A.  Pless  of  Lexington  was 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  the  office  of  Executive  Director  to  succeed 
Dr.  J.  L.  Norris,  whose  resignation,  after  six  years  in  this  office,  was  effective 
December  31,  1966.  Pastor  Pless  accepted  the  call  to  this  special  service,  ten- 
dered by  the  Executive  Board  of  synod,  and  assumed  the  duties  of  Executive 
Director  February  15,    1967. 

The  new  Executive  Director  was  elected  to  the  Lutheran  Homes  Board  in 
1959.  He  served  as  Vice-President  from  1960  until  elected  President  in  1964. 
He  resides  on  Route  5,   Lexington,  where  he  also  maintains  his  office. 

Following  the  resignation  of  Rev.  John  A.  Pless  from  the  board,  the  Rev. 
Robert  N.  Peery  of  Newton,  Vice-President,  was  elected  January  30,  1967,  to  fill 
the  unexpired  term  of  pastor  Pless.  Rev.  John  K.  Lasley,  D.D.  was  elected  to 
the  office  of  Vice   President  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Rev.   Robert  N.   Peery. 

PROMOTIONAL  AID  PRODUCED.  A  forty-seven-frame  filmstrip  in  color 
and  a  commentary,  recorded  and  mimegraphed,  was  authorized  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  and  has  been  prepared.  Eight  copies  of  this  audio-visual  aid  are  in 
the  synod's  film  library  in  Salisbury  and  are  available,  free  of  cost,  to  those  de- 
siring them. 

FINANCIAL  SUPPORT.  Accurate  financial  reports  for  the  board  treasurer 
and  the  Hickory  Unit  are  presented  in  the  audited  statements,  submitted  with 
this  report. 

A  total  of  $18,051.42  was  received  through  the  Executive  Director's  Office — 
$10,920.57  in  undesignated  contributions  and  $7,130.85  in  memorials — during 
1966  and  January,  1967.  This  does  not  include  approximately  $17,500  con- 
tributed for  the  Albemarle  Unit. 

BUDGET  ITEMS.  For  the  past  two  years,  the  amount  reguested  from  synod 
for  Lutheran  Homes  has  been  reduced.  Items  in  the  budget:  1965 — $39,000; 
1966 — $36,590;  1967 — $34,000.  The  increased  cost  of  operating  the  Hickory 
Unit,  caused  principally  by  necessary  wage  increases,  necessitate  a  larger  supple- 
ment for  1968.  The  amount  reguested,  therefore,  is  $36,000. 

PART  I!  —  HICKORY  UNIT  —  Isaac  F.  Kuhn,  Supt. 

The  most  important  purpose  of  any  "Home"  is  the  care  of  the  resident  who 
has  been  entrusted  to  the  "Home".  During  the  past  year,  we  have  attempted 
to  meet  the  needs  in  the  care,  comfort,  and  happiness  for  the  individual,  as 
well  as  the  needs  of  the  collective  group. 

Lutheran  Homes — Hickory  Unit  provided  8,300  days  of  Ambulatory  Care 
and  12,031  days  of  Infirmary  Care,  making  a  total  of  20,331  days  of  care.  This 
is  752  more  days  than  in  1965,  which  is  an  eguivalent  of  two  additional  residents 
for  the  year  plus  22  additional  days  of  care.  Percentage  of  occupancy  for  the 
years  was  99.41  %.  This  was  made  possible  by  keeping  our  available  facilities  in 
use  at  all  times  if  circumstances  permitted  us  to  do  so.  During  the  year,  sixty-three 
people  were  served.  There  were  six  deaths,  one  withdrawal,  and  seven  admissions 
made  during   1  966. 
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Very  few  changes  were  made  in  the  staff  during  the  year.  A  dedicated  staff 
has  extended  Christian  care  to  the  residents.  Nursing  service  is  directed  by  Miss 
Martha  Ann  Trexler,  R.  N.,  B.S.,  and  working  under  her  are:  Miss  Ronda  Rudisill, 
L.P.N. ,  Mrs.  Margie  P.  Teague,  L.P.N.,  Miss  Vivian  Curtis,  L.P.N.,  and  Miss 
Linda  Bowman,  L.P.N.,  as  well  as  aids  and  orderlies.  The  food  service  is  directed 
by  Mrs.  Thalma  Smith,  the  activities  by  Mrs.  Frieda  Cline,  and  the  office  by  Miss 
Helen  Townsend.  Duties  of  custodial  and  laundry  care  are  handled  by  Harold 
Smith. 

Installation  of  new  laundry  equipment  has  made  for  cleaner  clothes  and  con- 
venience. Towels  and  wash  cloths  can  now  be  laundered  at  the  Home.  It  is  early 
to   determine,    but   we    think    considerable    savings   will    be    realized. 

The  flags  and  flag  poles,  and  the  intercom  system,  which  were  gifts,  have 
added  much  enjoyment  and  enrichment  to  the  daily  lives  of  our  residents.  The 
activities  of  the  Home  continue  to  be  church-related.  The  Rev.  J.  Arthur  Linn  con- 
tinues to  conduct  the  worship  services  and  minister  to  the  needs  of  the  individual 
residents.  Mrs.  Linn  teaches  the  Sunday  School  lessons  ond  serves  as  pianist.  The 
L.C.W.  program  of  crafts  continues  to  add  variety  to  the  program  of  activities. 
Capable  leaders  from  nearby  churches  have  conducted  Bible  study  classes  which 
stimulated  thought  and  promoted  further  discussion  outside  of  class.  Along  with 
the  established  program,  various  other  programs  are  presented  by  different  groups, 
such  as:  local  groups  of  LCW,  LCM,  Luther  League,  Scouts,  college  groups,  choirs, 
individual  pastors  and  laymen.  While  this  program  has  been  successful,  there  is 
always  a  desire  to  enlarge  and  enrich  it  at  every  possible  opportunity. 

An  application  has  been  made  for  the  Nursing  Wing  to  be  approved  by 
Medicare  as  an  Extended  Care  facility.  However,  at  the  time  of  this  report,  the 
application  has  not  been  approved  pending  several  small  changes  in  procedure 
in  the  Home.  Upon  the  completion  of  these  changes  and  final  inspection,  the 
Nursing  Wing  will  be  licensed  by  the  U.S.  Government  as  an  Extended  Care 
Facility. 

As  superintendent,  I  have  made  the  statement  to  different  groups,  "That  I 
don't  worry  about  the  residents  at  the  Home,  because  I  feel  that  we  can  and 
do  care  for  them.  It  is  the  need  for  immediate  care  of  approved  applicants  and 
those  making  application  for  admittance  that  I  visit  that  worries  me."  At  the 
present  time,  we  have  approximately  60  approved  applicants,  and  of  these,  a 
good  number  are  in  desperate  need  for  care.  Once  again,  I  rejoice  that  we  have 
given  care  to  so  many,  but  regret  that  we  are  unable  to  provide  for  many  in  their 
time  of  need. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  the  church  at  large  for  their  support  during  the  past  year.  It  is  only  with  this 
support  that  the  program  of  Lutheran  Homes  is  able  to  continue,  and  grow. 

THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS  AND  AUDITOR'S  CERTIFICATES  are 
submitted  herewith  as  a  part  of  the  report.

Report  of  Lowman  Home 

An  Historic  Meeting 

There  was  a  note  of  nostalgic  sadness  at  the  conclusion  of  the  business 
session  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  June  8,  1966.  It  was  not  until  this  time  that 
the  full  thrust  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  Synods  was 
actually  felt.  As  that  was  the  final  opportunity  for  representatives  from  these 
synods  to  execute  their  duties  as  members  of  the  Board,  "Dean"  Deems  Halti- 
wanger  was  the  first  to  speak  with  genuine  gratitude  to  those  who  had  served 
their  synods  and  the  Home  so  well.  His  remarks  were  followed  by  comments  by 
Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar  and  Dr.  J.  Luther  Mauney  who  voiced  appreciation  for 
the  privilege  of  being  associated  with  Lowman  Home  over  the  years,  extending 
their  good  wishes  for  continued  success  of  this  mother  institution  of  the  Church's 
ministry  to  the  aging  and  infirm  in  the  Southland.  Also  heard  from  were  individ- 
ual members  from  these  Synods  who  expressed  their  sincere  joy  in  having  been 
selected  to  share  in  the  ongoing  of  Lowman  Home.  Dr.  Karl  W.  Kinard  and  Dr. 
Raymond  D.  Wood  added  words  of  deep  appreciation  to  the  withdrawing  Synods, 
asking  their  continued  prayers  for  the  Home,  and  stating  that  their  wise  counsel 
would  be  greatly  missed. 

Following  this  momentous  session,  Board  members  from  the  South  Carolina 
and  Southeastern  Synods  met  briefly  for  a  reorganizational  meeting.  The  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected:

Executive  Board  Mr.  Wm.  A.  Austin  and  Mr.  Paul  H.  Ewaldsen 
According  to  the  formula  of  withdrawal,  as  approved  in  1962  by  the  sup- 
porting synods,  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  will  continue  their  financial  support 
through  December  31,  1967.  Beginning  in  1968,  these  synods  will  participate 
with  Lowman  Home  through  a  purchase-of-care  plan  for  those  guests  from  North 
Carolina  and  Virginia  who  are  not  paying  the  full  costs  of  their  care. 

Thus,  as  the  curtain  is  drawn  on  the  active  ownership  and  support  by  these 
two  "Synods  to  the  North",  our  mutual  concern  for  each  other  will  never  diminish 
as  we  keep  in  touch  through  our  keen  interest  in  the  respective  programs  of  care 
for  the  aging  and  infirm. 

THE   FOUNDATION    IS   LAID! 

In  1965,  a  request  was  presented  to  the  LCA  Board  of  Social  Ministry  for 
a  thorough  study  and  appraisal  of  Lowman   Home's  program  and  physical  plant. 

The  Rev.  Harold  W.  Reisch,  Secretary  for  Special  Ministries,  was  selected  for  this 
job,  and  he  presented  his  findings  in  a  twenty-page  report  to  the  Long  Range 
Planning  Committee  and  the  Board  at  its  June  meeting.  It  was  felt  that  Secretary 
Reisch  presented  a  very  frank  and  fair  consideration  of  the  Home's  program  of 
care  and  its  physical  facilities.  Members  of  the  Board  gave  a  unanimous  vote  of 
gratitude  for  his  thorough  study  of  this  ministry. 

Thus,  the  stage  has  been  set  for  a  more  effective  program  of  care  for  the 
aging  and  infirm,  one  which  will  make  Lowman  Home  among  the  finest  institu- 
tions of  its  type  in  the  southeast.  Already,  the  "Wheels  are  grinding  away",  and 
some  of  Secretary  Reisch's  suggestions  have  been  incorporated  into  the  operation 
of  the  Home.  Further  study  is  being  given  other  proposals,  and  accomplishments 
regarding  these  will  be  reported  from  time  to  time. 

The  Home's  physical  plant  is  being  given  a  thorough  checking  over  by  the 
firm  of  Sewell  and  Associates,  Architects  and  Engineers,  of  Savannah.  The  pur- 
pose in  view  is  to  establish  an  appraisal  of  the  present  buildings  and  services, 
projecting  a  plan  of  expansion  with  new  construction  and  an  eventual  phasing-out 
of  older  buildings  which  no  lonaer  meet  requirements  of  the  building  code  as 
outlined  by  the  S.  C.  State  Board  of  Health.  As  Secretary  Reisch  expressed  it,  "I 
can  foresee  a  need  at  Lowman  Home  for  $3,000,000  which  would  serve  only  to 
bring  the  physical  plant  up  to  date."  Thus,  as  the  foundation  is  laid,  we  are  be- 
ginning to  "set  the  work  forward". 

Indicative  of  the  Board's  firm  desire  to  act  upon  the  urgently  needed  build- 
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ings  at  the  Home,  the  members  voted  on  January  27,  1967  to  approve  in  principle 
the  long-range  expansion  plan  suggested  by  the  firm  Sewell  and  Associates.  Priority 
rating  was  given  to  a  new  Central  Heating  and  Laundry  Plant,  also  to  a  new 
Diningroom-Kitchen  and  Food  Storage  facility.  The  desire  was  expressed  that  con- 
struction on  these  might  commence  at  an  early  date,  when  funds  would  be  ava\' 
able. 

MEANINGFUL  ASSISTANCE  TERMINATED 

As  all  good  things  eventually  come  to  an  end,  the  Grant-in-Aid  allotted 
Lowman  Home  during  1963,  1964,  1965,  and  1966  has  been  discontinued.  This 
assistance  by  the  Board  of  Social  Ministry,  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  came 
to  a  total  of  $24,000.  It  had  been  granted  the  Home  during  the  years  of  adjust- 
ment following  the  withdrawal  of  the  Florida  Synod  from  among  the  constituent 
supporting  synods.  The  Board  of  Trustees  took  official  action  expressing  heartfelt 
gratitude  for  this  evidence  of  concern  and  helpful  undergirding  by  the  Mother 
Church. 

A  STRONG  ARM   OF   MERCY! 

Assuming  a  position  of  greater  importance  each  passing  year  are  the  wonder- 
ful ladies  who  literally  open  their  hearts  and  their  pocketbooks  for  the  ongoing 
of  Lowman  Home's  program. 

The  CONTACT  WOMEN  aqain  were  given  an  opportunity  to  do  something 
specific  for  the  Home  during  1966.  They  responded  with  a  glowing  generosity. 
We  requested  assistance  with  the  project  of  refurnishing  rooms  in  three  of  our 
buildings,  estimating  a  cost  of  $6,000  for  its  accomplishment.  We  never  cease 
to  be  grateful  for  their  keen  interest  and  unselfish  spirit  of  sharing,  as  from 
throughout  the  four  synods  there  came  a  total  of  $7,347.20  for  this  purpose. 

The  VOLUNTEER  SERVICES  PROGRAM,  under  the  capable  coordination  of 
Mrs.  John  B.  Moose,  continues  to  prove  a  valuable  helping  arm  of  the  Home.  We 
feel  highly  privileged  to  list  178  ladies  who  gave  361  Va  eight-hour  working  days 
in  sewing,  mending,  visiting,  recreation,  light  nursing,  and  letter  writing  for  our 
guests.  More  and  more  we  are  becoming  dependent  upon  these  fine  ladies  who 
share  their  time  and  talent  with  members  of  the  Home  "family". 

The  LUTHER  LEAGUE  INVOLVEMENT  PROGRAM  is  proving  to  be  a  most 
helpful  venture  by  the  youna  people  within  a  fifteen  mile  radius  of  the  Home. 
During  the  year  there  were  238  Leaguers  who  came  to  the  Home  on  Sunday  after- 
noons, donating  516  hours  of  meaningful  service  to  the  Home's  program. 

GOD'S   HAND   IN   A   WILL! 

1966  could  easily  be  considered  a  turning  point  in  the  financial  history  of 
Lowman  Home,  as  we  consider  the  impressive  list  of  those  altruistic  persons  who 
included  it  among  the  legatees  of  their  residuary  estate.  It  is  with  a  profound 
sense  of  deep  and  abiding  qratitude  that  we  mention  these  special  instances  when 
generous  friends  included  Lowman  Home  in  their  wills.

At  this  writing,  accommodations  for  a  maximum  of  167  aging  and  infirm 
can  be  offered  by  this  institution  of  mercy.  Presently,  there  are  163  on  our 
roster  of  guests,  with  several  in  process  of  being  received.  In  order  to  keep  beds 
filled  in  the  Wynne  C.  Bo'iek  Infirmary,  space  has  been  accepted  by  a  larger 
number  of  non-Lutherans.  The  fact  that  Lowman  Home  is  the  only  institution  of 
its  kind  that  will  accept  retardates  above  the  age  of  18  has  also  contributed  to 
this  incease,  and  we  now  list  one  Roman  Catholic  among  the  members  of  our 
"family",  as  well  as  members  of  each  of  the  larger  denominations.  Among  our 
guests,  we  are  haopy  to  include  from  North  Carolina  26  Lutherans  and  2  non- 
Lutheran;  among  South  Carolinians  we  have  91  Lutherans  and  15  non-Lutherans; 
from  the  Southeastern  area  there  are  14  Lutherans  and  2  non-Lutherans;  Virginia 
claims  10  of  our  Luthercn  guests;  there  is  one  Lutheran  and  one  non-Lutheran 
from  Florida;  and,  we  have  one  Lutheran  from  as  far  North  as  Illinois.  Four 
others  are  self-sustaininq  in  sDecially  arranged  housing.  For  a  wonderful  study 
of  the  human  personality  and  nature,  Lowman  Home  provides  both  the  environ- 
ment and  the  case-studies.  With  each  passina  year,  we  are  moving  closer  to  the 
example  of  our  Lord  in  serving  the  people  with  tender  loving  care.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

YEAR  ENDED  DECEMBER  31,  1966 

Prior  to  1955,  cotributions  and  settlements  for  life-time  care  were  taken  up 
as  income  when  received  with  no  liability  for  further  care  being  recorded; 
also  no  income  was  recognized  when  contracts  were  made  for  life-time  care 
of  a  member  in  consideration  of  bequests  to  be  received  at  the  member's 
death.  In  accord  with  the  action  of  the  Board,  effective  after  December  31, 
1954,  such  advance  lump-sum  settlements  received  for  life-time  care  are 
set  aside  in  trust  funds  to  be  taken  into  income  on  the  basis  of  the 
member's  life  expectancy. 

In  accord  with  generally  accepted  institutional  accounting  practice,  no 
provision  has  been  made  for  depreciation.  Replacements  and  maintenance 
coats  are  being  charged  to  expense  and  only  major  improvements  and  ad- 
ditions are  being  capitalized  in  the  plant  fund.  Additions  made  from  the 
Home's  current  funds  are  expensed  in  the  year  acquired. 
Because  of  inadequate  early  plant  records,  the  carrying  value  of  all  plant 
assets  was  set  at  the  appraised  values  as  of  December  31,  1954  as  de- 
termined by  a  commitee  appointed  by  the  Board.  Subsequent  additions 
have  been  at  cost. 

Livestock  and  crops  raised  by  the  Home  and  grain  and  feed  are  carried  at 
nominal  values  in  these  statements  as  in  prior  years.  Also,  food  inven- 
tories are  not  reflected  in  the  records  and  we  did  not  make  any  physical 
tests   of   such    inventory   quantities. 

Stocks  and  bonds  acquired  are  carried  in  the  records  at  original  cost  to  the 
Home  except  that  certain  securities  now  carried  in  the  Endowment  Fund 
were  written  up  $1,530,56  to  mark  value  in  1952  when  transferred  from 
the  Current  Fund.  Donated  securities  are  carried  at  market  value  as  of  the 
date   of   receipt. 

The  Emergency  Reserve  Endowment  Fund  represents  assets  transferred 
from  unrestricted  funds  to  the  Endowment  Fund  subject  to  the  proviso  that 
they  can  be  withdrawn  and  used  if  needed  as  directed  by  the  Home's 
Board  of  Trustees.  The  officers  of  the  Home  may  withdraw  up  to  $25,000 
without  prior  approval   of   the   Board   of  Trustees. 

During  1966  certain  large  gifts  were  received  and  were  added  direct  to  the 
emergency  reserve  fund  balance — see  Exhibit  (B)  Also  the  cash  surrender 
value  on  three  life  insurance  policies  was  set  up  and  added  to  the  emer- 
gency reserve  fund  balance. 

The  Home  is  holding  a  $485.00  burial  policy  (Metropolitan  Life  Insurance 
Company  #  105286347)  on  Mary  E.  Shaefer  which  is  owned  by  the  insured 
and   not  carried    in   the   Home's   assets. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  on  June  7,  1966  that  all  money  in  the 
"Infirmary  Fund"  and  all  which  may  be  contributed  to  it  be  added  to  the 
current  Fund.  At  December  31,  1965  the  "Infirmary  Fund"  equity  bal- 
ance was  $3,387.24 — the  prior  year  statement  figures  have  been  adjusted 
to  show  this  as  part  of  the  Curret  Fund  balance.  Also  the  $13,287.58  in 
mortgages  was  added  to  the  Current  Fund's  assets  and  the  $9,900.34 
payable  by  the  Infirmary  Fund  to  the  Current  Fund  was  eliminated. 
The  annexed   accountant's   report   is  an    integral   part   of   this   statement.

1   Peter  5:6.  "Humble  yourself  therefore  under  the  mighty  hand  of  God." 

It  is  with  deep  humility  that  I  write  this,  my  first  report,  to  the  supporting  synods 
of  our  Home.  As  we  review  what  has  been  accomplished  this  past  year  it  is  with 
humble  recognition  that  it  has  been  the  "Mighty  Hand  of  God"  that  has  con- 
trolled and  guided  the  works  of  the  Home.  Let  me  then  review  our  accomplish- 
ments for  1  966. 

1.     STAFF  CHANGES: 

A.  The  major  change  in  staff  came  when  Mr.  Wilds  resigned  as  Superin- 
tendent effective  July  21,  1966.  Mr.  Wilds  left  the  Home  June  21st 
and    the    Board    of   Trustees    appointed    Ass't.    Superintendent    Roy    Hen- 

rickson  as  Acting  Superintendent  until   a   replacement  could   be   secured. 

B.  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Darr  Graham,  houseparents  for  our  Junior  Boys  Cottage,  left 
the  Home  in  July  to  work  at  the  Baptist  Children's  Home.  Mr.  &  Mrs. 
Cole  were  employed  as  houseparents  for  the  Junior  Boys  Cottage. 

C.  Mr.  Ronald  Davis,  housefather  for  Senior  Boys  Cottage,  left  the  employ 
of  the  Home  June  30th.  We  were  mighty  fortunate  in  securing  as  house- 
parents  for  this  cottage  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Reginald  Gray.  The  Grays  are  natives 
of  England  having  been  in  America  only  a  few  months  when  they  came 
to  us.  They  certainly  have  made  a  great  addition  to  our  staff. 

Securing  capable  staff  is  always  a  problem  in  our  institution  and  we  are 
always  on  the  lookout  for  dedicated  Christians  to  give  of  themselves  in 
this  type  of  work. 

D.  Mrs.  Herbert  Lilley,  our  bookkeeper  since  March  1959,  was  forced  to 
retire  due  to  illness.  Mr.  Ray  Taylor,  our  part  time  Business  Manager, 
helped  carry  the  load  of  this  office  until  the  end  of  July  at  which  time 
Miss  Gene  Vencill  became  our  bookkeeper.  She  has  now  taken  over  the 
work  that  was  handled  by  Mrs.  Lilley  and  Mr.  Taylor. 

2      CHILDREN: 

We  cared  for  a  total  of  65  children  in  1966  for  a  total  of  20,187  child  care 
days.  It  must  be  recognized  that  we  have  moved  very  rapidly  from  caring  for 
orphan  children  into  the  care  of  the  dependent  and  neglected  child,  and  al- 
most before  we  could  adjust  to  this  new  trend  in  child  care  we  found  our- 
selves caring  for  the  emotionally  disturbed  child  This,  of  course,  means  a 
more  professional  staff  is  needed  to  care  for  children  with  deep  emotional 
problems.

3.     BUILDING  &  GROUNDS: 

The  highlight  of  our  physical  plant  improvements  was  the  the  completion  of 
our  Activities  Building.  The  building  was  substantially  completed  by  October 
1st  and  "Open  House"  was  held  October  1-2.  Several  hundred  people  from 
the  Roanoke  area  visited  the  new  building  and  were  greatly  impressed  by  this 
new  facility.  This  has  been  a  long  awaited  and  a  much  needed  facility  and 
our  program  here  will  be  much  richer  and  our  children  better  adjusted  as  we 
begin  full  use  of  this  new  program.  The  building  was  dedicated  at  the  Semi- 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  November  29th. 
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We  have  removed  several  old  farm  buildings  that  have  become  rundown  and 

useless  in  our  program  and   repaired  other  farm  buildings  and  our  garage  to 

better  meet  our  present  needs. 

We  have  also  built  four  single  rooms  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Senior  Boys 

Cottage  to  give  our  Senior  Boys  more  living  space. 

A  new  covered  outdoor  fire  place  was  built  which  makes  it  possible  for  picnics 

and  cook-outs  in  the  summer  months. 

Much  of  the  above  work  was  done  by  our  own  staff  with  the  help  of  our  Senior 

Boys. 

PROGRAM: 

March  1 966  the  Executive  Committee  requested,  through  the  office  of  the 
President  of  the  Virginia  Synod,  the  Board  of  Social  Ministry  of  the  L.  C.  A. 
to  make  a  study  of  the  internal  structure  of  the  Home.  This  study  was  made 
by  the  Rev.  Carl  Thomas,  Secretary  for  Agencies  and  Institutions  of  the  Board 
of  Social  Ministry. 

The  Executive  Committee  studied  very  carefully  the  report  submitted  by  Pastor 
Thomas  and  at  the  Semi-Annual  Board  Meeting  in  November  made  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations  which  were  approved  by  the  Board: 

1 .  To  establish  the  office  of  Executive  Director  whose  responsibilities  will  in- 
clude the  overall  responsibility  for  all  children  in  care,  for  administering 
the  services  of  The  Lutheran  Children's  Home  of  the  South,  for  selecting 
and  employing  staff,  for  planning  and  coordinating  all  phases  of  the  pro- 
gram and  services  within  the  framework  of  functions  and  policies  estab- 
lished by  the  Board,  for  evaluating  continuously  the  effectiveness  of  the 
service  for  children  and  parents,  for  seeking  new  approaches  and  knowl- 
edge and  projecting  the  image  of  the  Home  in  the  community  maintaining 
a  harmonious  relationship  with  its  supporting  constituency  and  to  the  com- 
munity at  large. 

2.  That  the  office  of  Director  of  Child  Care  be  established  whose  duties  will 
include  serving  as  an  assistant  to  the  Executive  Director  and  administrative 
responsibilities  are  delegated  to  him  in  the  absence  of  the  Executive  Di- 
rector. The  Director  of  Child  Care  is  directly  responsible  to  the  Executive 
Director  for  planning,  executing  and  supervising  the  group  living  program 
and  for  supervision  of  the  child  care  staff. 

At  this  meeting  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Roy  Henrickson,  Acting  Superintended 
since  June  2 1st,  was  elected  to  the  position  of  Executive  Director  and  Mr. 
Donald  Gress,  ACSW,  was  elected  as  Director  of  Child  Care. 
A  staff  manual  has  been  prepared  and  we  are  in  the  process  of  writing  job 
descriptions  for  every  job.  When  this  is  completed  it  will  help  the  entire  staff 
to  better  understand  his  role  in  the  total  function  of  the  Home. 
Our  "Messenger"  published  bi-monthly  continues  to  be  our  chief  source  of 
communication  to  our  constituency.  We  would  like  to  tell  our  story  to  any 
group,  and  we  will  go  anywhere,  any  time  to  tell  the  story  of  the  Home. 
Our  Christmas  celebration  was  "different"  this  year  from  what  it  has  been 
in  years  past.  We  did  not  plan  to  have  our  children  visit  vacation  homes  over 
the  Christmas  holidays.  Only  a  small  number  went  to  visit  relatives.  Most  of 
the  children  remained  here  and  we  observed  Christmas  on  Christmas  Day. 
Also,  instead  of  groups  purchasing  gifts  for  our  children,  we  asked  sponsoring 
groups  to  send  them  gifts  of  money  and  our  staff  did  the  purchasing.  This 
proved  to  be  a  far  better  system  providing  a  more  beneficial  and  happier 
Christmas  for  all.  Many  of  the  children  made  the  remark,  "This  is  the  best 
Christmas  I  ever  had."  The  response  for  church  groups  was  beyond  our  ex- 
pectations. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  synods,  congregations  and  individuals  for  their 
generous  support,  not  only  to  the  general  work  of  the  Home,  but  also  for  the 
many  gifts  to  our  Activities  Building. 

When  you  write,  please  address  your  mail  The  Lutheran  Children's  Home.  The 
reason  is  that  there  is  a  Baptist  Children's  Home  in  Salem  also  and  when  your 
address  is  just  The  Children's  Home  the  post  office  doesn't  know  whether 
it  is  Baptist  or  Lutheran. 
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1966  brings  to  a  close  our  fine  relationship  with  the  Florida  Synod.  On  Jan- 
uary  1,   1967,  Florida  Synod  will  take  over  their  own  operation  of  Child  Care 
Services.  We  are  going  to  miss  the  support,  but  even   more  are  we  going  to 
miss  the  fine  services  of  the  Florida  Synod  Board  Members.

The  Rev.  Harry  Robinson,  chairman,  presented  the  report,  and  called  at- 
tention to  the  activities  of  the  committee. 

He  then  proceeded  to  present  the  committee's  recommendations,  and  moved 
their  adoption. 

Recommendation  1  was  adopted,  and  the  Rev.  J.  White  Iddings,  D.  D.,  was 
recognized  for  a  report  of  the  Lutheran  institutional  chaplaincy  service  in  the 
Durham  area.  Dr.  Iddings  described  the  particular  kind  of  ministry  that  this 
service    requires. 

Recommendation  2  was  presented  which  commends  Dr.  J.  L.  Norris  for  his 
distinctive  services  as  executive  director  of  N.  C.  Lutheran  Homes.  A  rising 
vote  of  appreciation  was  extended  to  Dr.   Norris. 

Recommendation  3  was  adopted.  The  president  expressed  appreciation  to 
the  synod  for  its  support  of  N.  C,  Lutheran  Homes  as  evidenced  in  the  liquida- 
tion of  the  Homes'   indebtedness  og   $130,000. 

Recommendation  4  was  adopted,  and  the  Rev.  John  A.  Pless,  new  executive 
director  of  the  Homes  was  recognized.  He  paid  tribute  to  Dr.  Norris,  his  predeces- 
sor, and  cited  statistics  showing  the  growing  needs  of  ministering  to  the  aging. 
He    announced    tentative    plans    for    the    Albemarle    Unit. 

As  a  further  fulfillment  of  the  recommendation,  the  Rev.  Robert  N.  Peery, 
new   president  of  the   Homes'   board   of  trustees,   was   recognized. 

President  Whittecar  called  attention  to  the  action  of  the  Executive  Board 
approving  an  expansion  program  for  the  Hickory  Unit  which  has  since  been  tabled 
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by  the   Homes'   board   of   trustees. 

Recommendation  5  was  presented. 

The  recommendation  provoked  a  round  of  discussion.  It  was  explained 
that  both  the  Hickory  Unit  expansion  and  the  Albemarle  Unit  are  needed. 

Dr.  George  Schott  sensed  the  advisability  of  dividing  the  recommenda- 
tion since  the  convention  would  be  voting  on  two  separate  matters,  that  of  lift- 
ing the  borrowing  ceiling  and  authorizing  the  board  of  trustees  to  exercise  its 
judgment  in  the  construction  of  the  Albemarle   Unit. 

The  president  ruled  a  division  of  the  recommendation,  the  first  part  to  read 
as    follows: 

"The  committee  recommends  that  in  the  light  of  the  extreme  need  for 
facilities  to  care  for  the  aged  in  our  synod,  and  as  the  synod  in  conven- 
tion in  1965  voted  to  limit  the  borrowing  ceiling  to  $150,000  before  any 
construction  could  begin  on  the  second  unit  in  the  Albemarle  area,  and 
realizing  that  this  action  may  limit  the  church  in  fulfilling  our  commitment 
to  this  ministry  of  mercy  by  making  it  impossible  to  act  when  "the  time  is 
ripe",  be  it  moved  that  the  synod  rescind  this  debt  limit  of  $150,000  (cf. 
Proceedings  of  Synod    1965,   Page  219".) 

The  recommendation  as  stated  above  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Olin  Swicegood  moved  to  amend  the  last  part  of  the  recommenda- 
tion by  adding  the  words  "and  the  Executive  Board  of  the  N.  C.  Synod"  after 
the  words  "N.  C.  Lutheran  Homes"  and  striking  ihe  words  "whose  members 
serve  as  our  brother  stewards  before  the  Lord,"  so  that  it  reads: 

"and  leave  the  judgment  to  act  upon  the  construction  of  a  new  unit  at 
Albemarle  within  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  N.  C.  Lutheran 
Homes  and  the  Executive   Board  of  the   N.   C.   Synod." 

Bachman  Brown,  Jr.,  called  attention  to  the  provision  in  the  charter  of  the 
Homes  requiring  synodical  approval  for  any  major  program  of  improvement  and 
expansion. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

The    recommendation   as   amended   was   adopted. 

Recommendation    6    was   presented.    The    Rev.    Leo    Smith,  formerly    of    the 

board    of    trustees    of    the    Lowman    Home,    was    recognized    in  connection    with 

the   recommendation.    He  called  attention   to   the  completion   of  legal   documents 
for  the  synod's  withdrawal  from   the   Lowman   Home. 

He  then  presented  the  Rev.  Kenneth  Webb,  superintendent,  who  greeted 
the  convention  in  behalf  of  the  Home.  He  spoke  of  the  development  program 
now  underway  in  light  of  the  Manifesto. 

He  announced  that  the  auditor's  statement  would  be  filed  with  the  secre- 
tary of  synod. 

Recommendation   6  was  adopted  by  a   rising   vote. 

In  connection  with  Recommendation  7,  Mr.  Ray  Hendrickson,  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Lutheran  Children's  Home,  spoke  to  the  convention  concerning  the 
Home's  concern  and  ministry  to  what  he  called  "lost  children".  He  reported  com- 
pletaion  of  the  new  activities  building,  and  expressed  appreciation  to  the  synod 
for   its   support. 

The   recommendation   was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Walter  J.  Moretz  of  the  Committee  on  Conduct  of  Elections  re- 
ported the   results  of  the   first   balloting   as   follows:

Report  of  Committee  on  Auxiliaries 

The  Committee  on  Auxiliaries  serves  as  a  channel  for  report,  counsel  and 
assistance  between  the  synod  and  the  three  synodical  auxiliaries.  We  are  most 
grateful  for  the  joint  effort  and  fine  spirit  that  has  been  continually  demon- 
strated by  both  leaders  and  members  of  the  auxiliaries  of  the  church  In  addi- 
tion to  the  chairman,  this  committee  is  composed  of  three  pastors  and  three 
laymen,  who  are  available  to  the  presidents  of  the  auxiliaries,  to  serve  as  repre- 
sentatives of  the  synod  as  follows: 

LUTHERAN    CHURCH   WOMEN:    The    Rev.    C.    Lee   Shipton   and   Mrs. 

Aubrey  Mauney 
LUTHERAN  MEN:  The  Rev.  Robert  N.  Peery  and  Mr.  Paul  Ritchie 
LUTHER  LEAGUE:  The  Rev.  Terry  Agner  and  Mrs.  L.  R.  Sarra 
We   suggest   that  these   assigned   persons   be   given    invitations   to   meet   with   the 
executive  committees  of  the  auxiliaries  and  to  attend  their  synodical  conventions. 

The  committee  would  urge  each  congregation  to  give  full  support  to  its  local 
auxiliary  units,  and  encourage  within  the  units  a  vigorous  program  of  education, 
fellowship  and  service.  Congregations  not  having  all  three  auxiliaries  of  the 
church  should  endeavor  to  organize  local  units  this  year.  The  life  of  the  congrega- 
tion is  spiritually  enriched  through  the  program  which  the  auxiliaries  provide. 

The  presidents  of  the  synodical  auxiliaries  have  presented  the  following  re- 
ports. We  present  them,  herewith,  to  the  synod  as  information. 

REPORT  OF   LUTHERAN   CHURCH   WOMEN 

During  the  year  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Church  Women  were  concerned 
with  in-depth  study  of  the  purpose  of  the  auxiliary  and  relevant  ways  of  carrying 
out  that  purpose. 

In  the  spring  all  six  district  assemblies  had  a  team  of  five  trainees  (members 
of  the  Synodical  Executive  Board)  to  lead  workshops  which  interpreted  the  revised 
LCW  GUIDE  published  by  the  auxiliary.  For  the  most  part,  all  five  trainees 
traveled  as  a  team  to  the  following  churches  in  their  respective  districts:  Salem, 
Salisbury — Central;  Trinity,  Rocky  Mount — Eastern;  Augsburg,  Winston-Salem — 
Northern;  St.  James,  Newton — Northwestern;  St.  Luke,  Charlotte — Southern;  and, 
St.  Mark,  Asheville — Southwestern.  An  approximately  one  thousand  women  at- 
tended   these   assemblies. 

The  annual  convention  was  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  June  4-6  with  492 
in  attendance.  The  convention  theme:  "For  Such  a  Time  as  This  —  God  Calls  Us" 
was  carefully  planned  with  the  following  goals  in  mind:  to  seek  a  greater  under- 
standing of  the  ways  God  calls  us;  to  seek  a  broader  perspective  of  our  responsi- 
bilities as  Christians;  and,  to  commit  ourselves  more  fully  to  being  God's  servants 
in  our  world  today.  New  insights  into  the  basic  biblical  truths  relating  to  this 
theme  and  its  goals  were  given  those  in  attendance  by  Dr.  Carveth  Mitchell,  Bible 
study  leader. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  our  offerings  more  than  exceeded  our  budget  to 
Lutheran  Church  Women.  Of  the  thirty  synodical  units,  North  Carolina  is  one  of 
the  three  who  gave  more  than  their  anticipated  goals  to  the  auxiliary.  Again,  our 
synodical  unit  is  most  appreciative  for  the  privilege  of  administering  funds  of  net 
income  from  the  Patterson  Memorial  Fund.  Students  needing  financial  assistance 
in  various  educational  fields  are  helped.  One  recipient  for  the  past  four  years 
upon  graduation  from  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  wrote  in  a  letter: 

"There  is  no  way  that  I  can  express  my  sincere  appreciation  in  words  for 
the  kind  assistance  I  have  received  from  LCW  through  the  Patterson 
Memorial  Fund,  except  saying  that  I  shall  serve  the  Lord  with  the  same 
Christian  spirit  which  your  organization  has  rendered  to  me." 

There  are  193  congregational  organizations  in  our  unit.  We  are  conscious, 
however,  that  we  are  not  reaching  our  full  potential  in  membership  among  the 
women  of  our  synod. 
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We  are  grateful  for  the  affiliation  we  have  with  the  North  Carolina  Synod. 
On  behalf  of  our  Executive  Board  I  would  like  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation 
for  the  two  advisors,  Pastor  C.  Lee  Shipton  and  Mrs.  Aubrey  Mauney,  who  are 
always  most  willing  to  offer  counsel  and  guidance  at  board  meetings  and  con- 
ventions. 

Let  us  continue  to  work  together  in  our  mutual  purpose  of  proclaiming  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.

REPORT  OF   LUTHERAN   MEN 

The  Lutheran  Church  in  America  voted  at  Kansas  City  Convention  to  dis- 
band the  national  organization  of  the  Lutheran  Church  Men.  At  the  same  time, 
the  opportunity  was  given  to  each  synod  to  form  its  own  laymen's  organization. 
The  Executive  Board  of  our  synod  gave  approval  to  our  request  to  form  a  new 
organization.  At  our  November  2  convention  held  at  Holy  Trinity,  Hickory,  the 
North  Carolina  Unit  of  Lutheran  Church  Men  was  terminated  and  a  new  organiza- 
tion to  be  called  "Lutheran  Men"  was  approved  and  a  new  constitution  aaopted. 
Theme  of  the  convention  was  "God:  Wanted  Dead  or  Alive."  The  Rev. 
Marshall  F.  Mauney,  Columbia,  S.  C,  was  devotional  leader  in  the  morning  and 
afternoon  sessions,  using  as  his  topic  "Unless  God  Dies"  and  "Unless  God  Lives." 
Dr.  H.  George  Anderson,  Professor,  Lutheran  Theological  Southern  Seminary, 
Columbia,  S.  C,  gave  the  main  address  for  the  convention,  using  the  topic 
"Today's  World-Friend  or  Foe?"  Approximately  400  delegates  and  visitors  at- 
tended the  annual  banauet  held  in  the  Cromer  Center  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 
Dr.  Anderson  gave  the  closing  address  of  the  convention  on  the  subject  "Today's 
Church:  Dead  or  Alive." 
New  officers  elected  were:

The  new  organization  voted  to  continue  its  work  in  support  of  the  causes 
of  the  church  and  re-adopted  three  projects:  Loan  &  Gift  Fund.  Scouting,  and 
help  in  recruiting  full  time  Christian  workers.  A  goal  of  $60,000  was  set  for 
the   Loan  &  Gift   Fund   for    1967,   with    10%    of  undesignated   funds  to  be  avail- 
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able  for  grants   in   aid  to  seminary  students  entering   full   time  Christian  service. 
During  1966  $14,837.58  was  raised  for  this  project. 

Our  new  constitution  recognizes  that  all  Lutheran  men  are  members  of 
Lutheran  Men  and  are  urged  to  become  active  members  so  that  we  may  all  work 
together  to  serve  Christ  and  His  church. 

We  have  witnessed  great  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  this  the  45th  year  of 
organized  men's  work  in  our  synod.  We  have  the  opportunity  to  use  the  prayers, 
time,  talents  and  gifts  of  the  men  of  our  synod.  May  we  never  let  this  enthusiasm 
die.

REPORT  OF  THE   NORTH   CAROLINA   LUTHER   LEAGUE   UNIT 

"He  Gives  Peace"  was  the  theme  of  the  1966  NCLLU  Convention,  and  dur- 
ing the  past  year  many  of  the  youth  in  the  N.  C.  Synod  have  been  seeking  this 
"peace"  in  the  church.  A  realization  that  the  present  structure  of  the  Luther 
League  is  not  serving  the  needs  of  the  youth  in  the  church  has  come,  and  is 
coming  to  some  slowly  and  to  others  more  abruptly.  Thus  within  the  NCLLU  the 
major  thrust  during  the  past  year  has  been  to  help  the  youth  become  aware  of 
themselves  and  to  develop  their  potentialities  in  the  ministry  of  the  church.  Many 
of  the  activities  which  the  NCLLU  has  offered  the  youth  have  involved  the  youth 
individually  but  have  failed  to  help  them  to  diverge  into  the  surrounding  church 
and  develop  their  ministry  there. 

June  26-July  2,  1966,  nine  young  people  gathered  at  the  North  Carolina 
Lutheran  Homes  in  Hickory  to  do  physical  labor,  as  well  as  study,  recreate  and 
grow  together  in  fellowship  of  their  concern.  This  was  the  workcamp  sponsored 
by  the  NCLLU,  and  directed  by  the  Rev.  Harry  H.  Robinson. 

The  Rev.  Clair  B.  Hoifjeld,  Philadelphia,  challenged  the  393  participants 
in  the  1966  NCLLU  Convention  with  the  theme,  "He  Gives  Peace."  The  con- 
vention was  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  July  20-23.  The  1967  budget  of 
$9,400  was  accepted;  the  1966  Penny  Parade  was  designated  to  be  used  at  the 
Kure  Beach  Retreat  Center  and  a  goal  of  $3,500  was  set;  and  the  delegates 
voted  to  support  a  1967  Reaional  Youth  Conference.  The  officers  elected  were: 
Bob  Shoffner,  president;  Beth  Kirk,  secretary;  Barbara  Bernhardt,  treasurer;  and 
members-at-large  were:  Steve  Corriher,  John  Misenheimer,  Bob  Brady,  Clyde  Over- 
cash,  Mike  Frye,  Cynthia  Yoos,  Faith  Anderson,  Emily  Ketner,  Randy  Monroe,  John 
Aderholdt,  Kathy  Johnson,  Bruce  Meisner,  and  post  Luther  League  age  member- 
at-large,  the  Rev.  Peter  Setzer.  Discussion  groups  provided  time  for  the  conven- 
tioneers to  discuss  the  business  sessions,  the  convention  theme  and  youth  ministry. 

Youth  ministry  institutes  and  a  seminar  replaced  the  traditional  leadership 
schools  and  seminars.  This  step  in  change  was  taken  so  that  the  emphasis  could 
be  shifted  from  the  "program  centered"  to  "person  centered"  involvements  for 
those  participating.  The  institutes  were  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  July  24-30 
and  July  31 -August  6.  The  youth  in  the  institutes  were  involved  in  viewing,  study- 
ing and  discussing  actual  community  problems  in  the  Hickory  area.  The  seminar, 
also  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  August  7-13,  involved  the  participants  more  with  them- 
selves than  with  the  community.  Although  the  institutes  and  the  seminars  were 
solely  directed  by  the  Youth  Committee,  these  activities  are  mentioned  here  for 
they  signify  a  movement  toward  a  closer  co-operation  of  the  Youth  Committee  with 
the  NCLLU. 

Twelve  delegates  from  the  NCLLU  attended  the  convention  in  Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin,  August  21-25,  1966.  One  of  the  NCLLU  delegates,  Bob  Shoffner,  was 
elected  to  a  two  year  term  on  the  LL-LCA  Executive  Committee.  It  was  at  this 
convention  that  many  of  the  NCLLU  youth  participating  realized  the  thrust  of 
youth  ministry.  The  NCLLU  has  continued  to  meet  its  financial  obligations  to  the 
LL-LCA  by  fulfilling  its  1966  pledge  of  $6,250.  Although  the  NCLLU  is  one  of 
the  few  units  in  the  LL-LCA  that  has  fulfilled  its  pledges  over  the  past  few  years, 
a  decline  in  the  financial  response  of  the  youth  is  being  seen.  This  may,  to  some 
extent  be  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  youth  feel  that  their  pledges  are  not 
being  used  by  the  unit  and  international  structures  in  a  way  which  is  helping  the 
youth  to  meet  their  needs.  As  of  January  6,  1967,  the  1966  Penny  Parade  re- 
ceipts totaled  $2,123.38. 
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In  order  to  work  more  closely  in  co-ordinating  youth  ministry  in  the  N.  C. 
Synod,  the  NCLLU  Executive  Committee  and  the  Youth  Committee  have  been 
studying,  the  small  groups,  certain  elements  of  youth  ministry  and  are  trying  to 
develop  ways  to  initiate  the  elements  which  contribute  to  a  more  effective  ministry 
to  and  by  the  youth.  Some  of  these  elements  are  retreats,  leadership  development 
for  youth  and  adults,  interdenominational  activites,  intra-community  activities  and 
resources. 

Future  NCLLU  involvements  include  the  1967  convention  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  June  22-24,  with  the  theme,  "Where  in  the  World  is  the  Church;"  a  two 
week  workcamp  at  the  Murdock  Center  for  Retarded  Children  and  a  one  week 
workcamp  at  N.  C.  Lutheran  Homes  at  Hickory;  Youth  ministry  Institutes  in  a 
community  situation  and  a  Seminar;  and  a  Regional  Youth  Conference  at  Myrtle 
Beach,  August  21-24. 

Some  new  steps  toward  change  have  been  taken  in  the  NCLLU  in  order  to 
help  the  youth  and  adults  come  to  realize  their  relationship  one  to  another  and 
to  the  ministry  of  the  church.  Although  some  of  these  steps  are  taken  cautiously, 
there  is  always  a  risk  involved.  It  is  those  people,  who  have  been  willing  to  take 
the  risks  with  us  that  we  wish  to  thank  —  not  to  say  that  the  job  is  done,  but  to 
say  that  we  have  welcomed  your  assistance  and  need  it  still  as  we  seek  to 
strengthen  the  church  —  youth  and  adults.

In  connection  with  the  report  and  a  vital  part  of  the  report,  the  follow- 
ing were   recognized   for  official   greetings: 

Mrs.   John  Cobb,   president  of  N.   C.    Lutheran   Church   Women; 

Mr.  Harry  B.  Fesperman,  president  of  the  Lutheran  Men,  who  presented 
seminarian  Douglas  Stowe  in  connection  with  the  Lutheran  Men's  summer  re- 
cruitment   program; 

Mr.   Robert  Shoffner,  president  of  the   N.   C.   Luther  League  Unit. 

The    report    was    adopted. 

The  president  announced  that  ticket  8b  would  stand  since  no  nomination 
blank  had  been  submitted  for  the  omission  of  one  name  from  the  ballot. 

Chairman  Paul  Morgan  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel  pre- 
sented the  resolution  from  the  committee  in  reply  to  the  request  from  Our 
Savior,  Jacksonville,  to  continue  the  operation  of  the  Jacksonville  service  cen- 
ter, and   moved   its  adoption. 

The  chairman  informed  convention  delegates  of  the  action  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  LCA,  electing  not  to  participate  in  the  stateside  Service  Centers 
Project. 

The    resolution    follows: 

WHEREAS   The    Lutheran   Church   of   Our   Savior,    Jacksonville,    N.    C,    has 
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petitioned  the  Convention  of  N.  C.  Synod  of  L.C.A.  to  ask  the  L.C.A.  to  recon- 
sider the  position  taken  by  the  Executive  Council  in  regard  to  the  withdrawal 
of    its   support  of   stateside    Lutheran   Service   Centers;    and 

WHEREAS  it  has  become  evident  to  this  Convention  that  the  Lutheran 
Service  Center  at  Jacksonville,  N.  C,  is  rendering  a  specific  and  unique  Christian 
ministry  obviously  in  harmony  with  the  attitude  and  postion  taken  by  L.C.A. 
through  the  adoption  of  "The  Manifesto"  at  its   1966  Convention;  and 

WHEREAS  the  whole  thrust  of  church  renewal  in  our  day  focuses  upon  min- 
istering to  God's  people  in  God's  world  expressing  itself  in  such  means  as  coffee 
houses,  campus  centers,   jazz   ministry,   etc., 

NOW  THEREFORE:  We,  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  L.C.A.  do  hereby 
memorialize  the  1968  Convention  of  the  L.C.A  to  respectfully  request  the  ex- 
ecutive Council  to  reexamine  the  action  taken  at  its  October  21,  1966  meeting, 
electing  not  to  participate  in  the  stateside  Service  Centers  Project,  giving  special 
attention   to  such   ministries  as   that   being   manifest  at   Jacksonville,    N.    C. 

The  hour  of  recess   labeled  the   resolution   as  unfinished   business. 

Chaplain   Carveth   Mitchell    led   the   convention    in   closing    prayer.

Memorial  Service 

A  memorial  service  was  held  for  the  following  ministers  who  were  deceased 
since  the  last  convention;  the  Reverends  Charles  F.  Steck,  Jr.,  Lawson  P.  Boland, 
and   Rubertus   M.    Carpenter. 

The  Order  for  the  Burial  of  the  Dead  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Wilford 
Lyerly,  secretary  and  necrologist  of  synod. 

The  Rev.  Carveth  Mitchell,  convention  chaplain,  delivered  the  sermon  on 
the  text:  "For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  begotton  Son,  that 
whosoever  believeth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life" — John 
3:16. 
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The  Rev.  Charles  F.  Steck,  Jr. 


The  Rev.  Charles  F.  Steck,  Jr.,  76,  died  July  29,  1966,  in  Cherryville  fol- 
lowing a  lengthy  illness. 

Pastor  Steck,  the  son  of  the  Rev.  Charles  F.  Steck,  Sr.,  and  Florence  Jones 
Steck,  was  born  September  14,  1890,  at  Muncie,  Indiana.  He  graduated  from 
Wittenberg  University  in  1915,  and  from  Hamma  School  of  Theology  in  1918. 
He  was  ordained  by  the  Ohio  Synod  in  1918. 

He  was  married  to  Marie  Hansen  May  1,  1918,  and  is  survived  by  her. 
Also  surviving  are  two  sons,  Charles  F.  Steck,  III,  and  Richard  Hansen  Steck;  one 
daughter,  Mrs.  Charles  Fuller  Hunt;  and  two  sisters,  Mrs.  C.  L.  Coyner,  and  Mrs. 
P.  H.  Sherwood. 

Pastor  Steck  became  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  at  its  con- 
stituting convention  in  1962  after  serving  parishes  in  Ohio,  West  Virginia, 
Tennessee,  Michigan  and  Florida,  and  a  term  in  the  United  States  Army 
chaplaincy.  He  served  as  superintendent  of  the  William  Hansen  School  for  Boys 
and  as  secretary  of  the  Florida  Synod.  He  retired  at  Cherryville  and  served  several 
years  as  industrial  chaplain  of  the  Carolina  Freight  Carriers  Corporation. 

The  burial  service  was  held  July  31  in  St.  John,  Cherryville,  conducted  by 
the  Rev.  Charles  E.   Bernhardt,  pastor,  and  Synod  President  George  R.  Whittecar. 

Interment  was  made  in  the  Riverview  Cemetery,  Waynesville,  Va. 
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The  Rev.  Lawson  Pettus  Boland 

The  Reverend  Lawson  Pettus  Boland  of  Barber,  91,  died  October  30,  1966 
in  the  Rowan  Memorial  Hospital,  Salisbury,  following  a  few  years  of  declining 
health. 

He  was  born  in  1  875  at  Little  Mountain,  South  Carolina.  He  received  his 
education  at  Newberry  College,  Newberry,  S.  C,  graduating  in  1897  and  at  the 
Lutheran  Theological  Sou.  Sem.  now  in  Columbia,  S.  C,  graduating  in  1901. 
He  was  ordained  in  1901  by  the  former  Mississippi  Synod,  now  a  part  of  the 
Southeastern  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church   in  America. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Margaret  Elizabeth  Powlas,  a  sister 
of  the  wives  of  two  Lutheran  ministers,  the  Reverends  0.  W.  Aderholdt,  and  John 
C.  Peery,  and  of  Misses  Maude  and  Annie  Powlas  missionaries  to  Japan.  One 
son,  Lawson  P.  Boland  of  the  home;  and  three  daughters,  Mrs.  B.  W.  Cruse  of 
Concord,  Mrs.  R.  E.  Herring  of  Hickory,  and  Miss  Barbara  Boland  of  Decatur,  Ga., 
also  survive. 

Pastor  Boland  served  parishes  in  Mississippi  and  South  Carolina  prior  to  his 
ministry  in  North  Carolina.  He  served  the  following  parishes  in  the  North  Carolina 
Svnod:  Lebanon-Providence,  Rowan  County;  St.  Matthew,  Davie  County;  St.  Enoch- 
Trinity,  Enochville;  and  St.  John-Friendship-Shiloh,  Taylorsville.  Following  his  re- 
tirement, he  supplied  Lebanon,  Cleveland,  for  two  years. 

He  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Summerland  College 
from  1910  to  1924,  and  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Children's  Home  from  1929- 
1933.  He  was  a  resource  person  in  giving  data  on  a  number  of  ministers  whose 
life  sketches  appear  in  "Life  Sketches  of  Lutheran  Ministers". 

The  memorial  service  was  held  November  1  in  Lebanon  Lutheran  Church, 
Cleveland,  conducted  by  the  Rev.  B.  D.  Castor,  pastor,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  R. 
Whittecar,  president  of  synod.    Burial  followed  in  the  church  cemetery. 
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The  Rev.  Rubertus  Melarachthon  Carpenter 

The  Rev.  Rubertus  Melanchthon  Carpenter,  89,  died  January  25,  1966  in 
the  Richard  Baker  Hospital,  Hickory,  following  three  weeks  of  critical  illness. 

He  was  born  in  Lincoln  County  in  1877,  the  son  of  the  Rev.  Michael  Luther 
and  Mary  Christine  Senter  Carpenter,  and  was  educated  at  St.  Paul's  Practical 
Seminary,  Hickory,  graduating  in  1897. 

He  was  married  to  Blanche  Viola  Thornburg  of  Gaston  County  in  1905. 

Pastor  Carpenter  served  67  years  in  the  active  ministry  following  his  ordina- 
tion by  the  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio  in  1897.  His  ministry  in  North  Carolina  began 
in  1907  after  serving  a  parish  in  West  Va.  He  served  parishes  in  both  the 
Tennessee  and  North  Carolina  Synods.  Following  the  merger  of  the  two  synods  in 
1921,  he  served  the  following  parishes  in  the  North  Carolina  Synod:  Daniels, 
Lincoln  County-Grace,  Catawba  County;  Bethany,  Hickory;  Philadelphia,  Granite 
Falls-St.  John,  Hudson-St.  Matthew,  Caldwell  County;  Mt.  Hermon-Sharon-St. 
Paul,  Iredell  County.  Retired  in  1950,  he  continued  to  serve  as  the  regular  supply 
pastor  of  St.  Matthew,  Caldwell  County,  until  1964. 

He  was  active  in  synodical  functions,  serving  as  secretary  of  the  Tennessee 
Synod,  1918-20,  and  represented  that  synod  as  one  of  the  delegates  to  the  ULCA 
merger  convention  in  1918.  He  also  served  on  the  board  of  trustees  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College,  and  secretary  of  the  board,   1928-30. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  and  children:  Mrs.  John  Chambers,  Sr.,  of  Salis- 
bury, Mrs.  R.  J.  Huggins,  of  Hickory,  Mrs.  Rex  Beach  of  Annapolis,  Md.,  and  the 
Rev.  Cecil  W.  Carpenter  of  Decatur,  Ga.  Another  son,  Elmer  Carpenter,  preceded 
him  in  death. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  January  27  in  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church, 
Hickory,  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  L.  Yost,  Jr.,  pastor,  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
George  R.  Whittecar,  president  of  synod.  Interment  was  made  in  the  Fairview 
Cemetery  in  Hickory. 
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Chairman  Paul  Morgan  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Coun- 
sel and  moved  the  following   recommendations:

2.  That  the  memorials  from  the  Jacksonville  congregation  and  Dr.  Setzer 
regarding  the  pastor's  reading  program  be  considered  immediately  after  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  World  Missions  as   Item  5   for  Tuesday  afternoon. 

The  motion  was  adopted. 

3.  That  In  the  event  the  items  of  business  as  scheduled  for  Tuesday  after- 
noon and  evening  are  not  completed  at  the  scheduled  time  that  the  evening 
meeting  be  extended  as  much  as  30  minutes. 

The    motion    was    adopted. 

Pastor  K.  Y.  Huddle  moved  that  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel 
be  instructed  to  arrange  for  an  earlier  presentation  of  the  budget  not  later  than 
8   p.    m.    Tuesday   evening. 

The  motion   was  adopted. 

In  connection  with  the  report,  Dr.  Charles  Puis,  representative  of  "The  Luth- 
eran", and  the  Rev.  Samuel  S.  Wiley,  executive  director  of  the  N.  C.  Council  of 
Churches  were   introduced. 

Presentation  of  LCA  Representation 

Dr.  O.  V.  Anderson  was  recognized  for  his  second  presentation  of  the  state 
of    the    church    report. 

Dr.  Anderson  reviewed  the  activities  of  the  boards  and  agencies  of  the 
Church  challenging  the  N.  C.  Synod  to  begin  a  procession  among  the  LCA 
synods  of  a  faster  stewardship  pace  that  would  match  the  needs  of  the 
church  as  it  seeks  to  fulfill  its  mission  to  an  ever  changing  and  challenging  world 
in  view  of  the  average  85%  stewardship  response  of  LCA  synods  and  the  con- 
sequent curtailing  of  the  church's  program  in  all  strategic  areas  of  its  world 
wide  ministry.  He  complimented  the  N.  C.  Synod  upon  its  95.42%  response  to 
the  LCA. 

He  announced  that  an  offering  for  renewal  of  life  is  being  requested  in  ob- 
servance of  the  450th   anniversary  of   the   Reformation. 

As  there  were  no  questions  asked,  resident  Whittecar  expressed  the  appre- 
ciation of  the  convention  to  Dr.  Anderson  for  his  presence  and  presentations. 

Report  of  Committee  on  World  Missions 

The  major  thrust  of  the  Committee  on  World  Missions  was  the  continued 
program  of  missionary  itineraries  to  the  congregations  of  the  synod.  This  year 
we  were  happy  to  have  in  the  bounds  of  our  synod  two  representatives  of  the 
Board  to  present  in  a  most  worthy  manner  the  cause  of  missions  in  connection 
with  the  Calendar  of  Causes.  Dr.  Viola  Fischer,  a  medical  missionary  from 
Malaysia  was  in  the  Central  district  January  8-22  and  Pastor  Werner  H.  O. 
Wedel  from  the  Mission  staff  in  New  York  visited  the  Eastern  District  January 
8-22. 

The  committee  met  September  7  at  the  Church  House  in  Salisbury  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  itineraries  and  to  hear  Pastor  Arthur  Bauer,  Secretary  for 
Interpretation.  Pastor  Bauer  gave  an  overall  view  of  the  board's  work  and  future 
plans.  Pastor  George  R.  Whittecar  announced  that  Pastor  Howard  Alsdorf  would 
present  the  cause  of  world  missions  at  the  district  meetings  during  October. 

Your  committee  would  encourage  the  congregations  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  varied  promotional  literature  available  from  the  Board  and  especially  the 
"Interpretation  Sheets"  giving  an  overall  view  of  the  work  in  various  countries. 
In  the  synod  film  library  the  congregations  can  find  a  stewardship  presentation 
given  to  the  synod  by  Pastor  Carl  M.  Fisher.  This  program  was  presented  to  the 
church  in  Malaysia.  Also  we  recommend  to  special  study  groups  the  film  "The 
Quest".

Pastor  Charles  McManus,  chairman  of  the  committee,   presented  the   report. 
He   requested   that  a   change   be   made   "Under   Missionary   Support"    by  ad- 
ding "King's  Mountain,  St.  Matthew:   Alice  Turnbladh,   R.   N." 

Chairman  McManus  announced  the  absence  of  Missionary  Carl  Fisher  in 
view  of  an  itinerary  and  then  presented  Missionary  Earl  Townsend,  who  greet- 
ed the  convention  in  behalf  of  the  Church  in  Argentina.  He  discussed  briefly 
the  work  in  Latin  America,  and  his  particular  assignment  with  literature  which 
has  enabled  the  work  to  move  forward.  He  announced  that  the  Latin  American 
Lutheran  Council  was  being  organized  in  Brazil. 
This  concluded  the  report  of  the  committee. 

President  Whittecar  read  a  telegram  from  the  South  Carolina  Synod  extend- 
ing greetings  to  the  convention,  and  instructed  the  secretary  to  reply  with  an 
appropriate   response. 
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REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE   ON    REFERENCE   AND   COUNSEL 

Chairman  Paul  Morgan  was  recognized  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  res- 
olution from  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel  regarding  stateside 
Lutheran   Service  Centers. 

He  prefaced  the  discussion  on  the  resolution  by  reporting  that  the  com- 
mittee had  studied  the  history  of  the  service  centers  and  of  their  support  by  the 
Lutheran  Service  Commission  of  the  National  Lutheran  Council,  and  the  recom- 
mendation to  discontinue  the  centers  prior  to  the  dissolution  of  the  Council.  He 
also  reported  a  conference  with  those  who  were  most  familiar  with  the  program 
at  Jacksonville. 

Mr.  Leonard  Moretz  moved  an  amendment  to  the  peamble  by  adding  a 
fourth    "whereas"    section    which    reads: 

"Whereas  the  esculation  of  the  conflict  in  Viet  Nam  and  tension  in 
other  areas  of  the  world  has  brought  about  an  increase  in  service  personnel 
on  our  military  bases  and  a  heightened  concern  on  the  part  of  our  people 
that  they  be  adequately  ministered  to." 

Dr.  O.  V.  Anderson,  LCA  representative,  replied  to  the  resolution  by  refer- 
ring to  a  lengthy  report  of  the  study  committee  on  stateside  service  centers  and 
the  reasons  which  led  the  Executive  Council,  LCA,  to  elect  not  to  participate  in 
continuing  this  service.  He  said  that  a  changing  ministry  in  these  areas;  in- 
creasing costs  of  maintaining  them,  along  with  dfficulties  in  recruiting  personnel; 
and  the  mounting  shortage  of  funds  calling  for  cut-backs  and  suspension  of  min- 
istries in  many  areas,   led  the  Executive  Board  to  its  decision. 

There  was  some  discussion  on  the  escalation  phrase  of  the  amendment  as  to 
its  meaning  and  implication.  Mr.  Ray  Klein  of  Fayetteville  and  Dr.  John  Hall 
spoke    in   favor   of   the   amendment. 

Pastor  Douglas  Fritz  moved  on  amendment  to  the  amendment  by  strik- 
ing the  words  "the  escalation  of"  which  was  adopted. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  amended  resolution  reads  as  follows: 

WHEREAS  The  Lutheran  Church  of  Our  Savior,  Jacksonville,  N.  C,  has 
petitioned  the  Convention  of  N.  C.  Synod  of  L.C.A.  to  ask  the  L.C.A.  to  re- 
consider the  position  taken  by  the  Executive  Council  in  regard  to  the  withdrawal 
of   its  support  of  stateside   Lutheran   Service  Centers;    and 

WHEREAS  it  has  become  evident  to  this  Convention  that  the  Lutheran 
Service  Center  at  Jacksonville,  N.  C,  is  rendering  a  specific  and  unique 
Christian  ministry  obviously  in  harmony  with  the  attitude  and  position  taken 
by  L.C.A  through  the  adoption  of  "The  Manifesto"  at  its   1966  Convention;   and 

WHEREAS  the  whole  thrust  of  church  renewal  in  our  day  focuses  upon 
ministering  to  God's  people  in  God's  world  expressing  itself  in  such  means  as  cof- 
fee  houses,   campus   centers,   jazz   ministry,   etc.;    and 

WHERSAS  the  conflict  in  Viet  Nam  and  tension  in  other  areas  of  the  world 
has  brought  about  an  increase  in  service  personnel  on  our  military  bases  and 
a  heightened  concern  on  the  part  of  our  people  that  they  be  adequately  min- 
istered to; 

NOW  THEREFORE:  We,  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  L.C.A.  do  hereby 
memorialize  the  1968  Convention  of  the  L.C.A  to  respectfully  request  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  to  reexamine  the  action  taken  at  its  October  21,  1966  meeting, 
electing  not  to  participate  in  the  stateside  Service  Centers  Project,  giving  special 
attention  to  such  ministries  as  that  being  manifest  at  Jacksonville,   N.  C. 

The   resolution   as   amended   was   adopted. 

Chairman  Morgan  then  presented  the  committee's  substitute  resolution  for 
the  original  resolution  of  Dr.  Schoneberg  Setzer  regarding  a  reading  program  for 
pastors,  and  moved   its  adoption,  as  follows: 

1.  WHEREAS  we  live  in  the  era  of  the  "information  explosion"  in  which 
the  totality  of  human  knowledge  is  currently  doubling  every  seven   years;   and 

2.  WHEREAS  this  increase  in  knowledge  requires  a  continual  updating  of 
professional    training;    and 

3.  WHEREAS  some  professions,  such  as  engineering,  consider  that  a  de- 
gree in  their  field  is,  by  large,  obsolete  in  twelve  years;  and 

4.  WHEREAS  the  changes  effected   in   society   by   this   increase   of   human 
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knowledge     are     wide-spread     and     profound;     and 

5.  WHEREAS  the  field  of  religion  is  no  exception,  in  that  many  signifi- 
cant advances  continue  to  be  made  in  biblical,  archeological,  historical,  the- 
ological  and    ethical    studies;    and 

6.  WHEREAS  various  new  issues,  or  old  issues  seen  in  a  new  light,  confront 
us,  for  which  our  seminaries  have  not,  and  often  could  not  have,  prepared  our 
pastors;    and 

7.  WHEREAS  an  increasing  percentage  of  our  laymen  are  being  apprized 
of  these  advances  and  issues  through  current  books,  periodicals  and  academic 
discussions,   and   are   questioning   our   pastors   about   them;    and 

8.  WHEREAS  most  pastors  are  so  fully  involved  in  the  overwhelming  de- 
mands of  the  parish  ministry  that  they  have  had  little  time  to  keep  abreast  of 
these  advances  and   issues;   and 

9.  WHEREAS  the  Churches  of  America  have  thus  far  generally  been  the 
"last  with  the  least"  in  establishing  programs  for  keeping  their  professional 
workers  up-to-date",  and 

10.  WHEREAS  many  members  of  our  congregations  do  not  yet  realize 
the  degree  to  which  pastoral  reading  is  an  important  part  of  an  effective  pastoral 
ministry, 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Luth- 
eran  Church    in   America    in   thisc    1967   Convention   assembled: 

1 .  Encourage  each  congregation  of  synod  to  arrange  for  its  pastor,  or  pas- 
tors, time  for  an  enrichment  reading  program;  and 

2.  REQUEST  each  congregation  of  synod  to  view  this  time  in  an  apprecia- 
tive spirit  as  a  time  of  serious  work  on  the  part  of  their  pastor  in  order  that  he 
may  serve  them  better,  rather  than  viewing  this  study  time  as  part  of  his  yearly 
vacation;     and 

3.  REQUEST  the  president  of  synod  to  send  out  to  each  congregation  of 
synod  before  May  15,  1967,  a  copy  of  this  resolution,  along  with  a  presidential 
letter  urging  that  this  resolution  and  the  president's  letter  be  read  in  full  by  the 
vice  president  of  the  council   to  each  church  council;   and   further 

4.  THAT  the  president  of  synod  be  asked  to  appoint  a  special  committee 
to   give   further   study   to   the    basic    ideas   presented    to   this    resolution. 

Dr.  Setzer  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  resolution  and  answered  questions  per- 
taining to  the  need  for  the  resolution  and  of  implementing  it,  and  then 
moved  that  Item  4  be  amended  by  adding  to  the  sentence  the  following  words: 
"and  that  the  committee  make  a  report  and  present  recommendations  to  the 
1968   convention    of   the   synod". 

The    amendment    was    adopted. 

The   substitute    resolution    as   amended    was    adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  was  resumed. 

Board  member  Harry  E.    Faggart,   Jr.,   presented   Recommendation    8. 

Pastor  Walter  Yount  moved  the  adoption  of  the   recommendation. 

Mr.  Faggart  prefaced  the  presentation  of  the  resolution  regarding  pro- 
cedure for  congregations  having  unapproved  constitutions  by  stating  the  pur- 
pose of  the  resolution.  He  pointed  out  that  a  small  number  of  congregations  have 
not  yet  complied  with  the  constitutional  requirement  to  adopt  constitutions  not  in 
conflict  with  that  of  the  synod  or  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  He  said 
further  that  the  resolution  imposed  no  sanctions  or  disciplinary  action  and  was 
no  attempt  to  intimidate  these  congregations,  but  only  to  encourage  congrega- 
tions  in   question   to  action. 

The  resolution  was  debated  pro  and  con.  Participating  in  the  discussion  were 
Pastors  Ernest  Ridenhour,  Brady  Faggart,  Jr.,  Charles  F.  Kyles,  Jack  E.  Smith 
and  George  Shuford,  and  lay  delegates  Mr.  Frank  A.  Jenkins  of  Charlotte  and 
Mr.    J.    I.    Wagoner   of   Gibsonville. 

Dr.  Whittecar  stated  that  officers  and  staff,  and  members  of  the  Executive 
Board  had  counseled  with  congregations  having  problems  with  their  constitutions 
in  answer  to  a  question  as  to  what  had  been  done  to  encourage  cognregations  to 
adopt  their  constitutions. 

Dr.  Anderson,  LCA  representative,  was  afforded  a  personal  privilege  to  of- 
fer a  word  of  counsel.  He  briefly  reviewed  the  history  of  drafting  the  model  con- 
stitution  for   congregations,   and    that   at   the   time   of   the    merger,    he    said,    we 
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became  a  national  church.  While  congregations  have  latitude  in  adopting  their 
constitutions,  the  relationship  with  the  larger  church  is  basic,  he  said.  Referring 
to  their  reversionary  clause,  he  added  that  it  is  for  the  sake  of  the  congrega- 
tion. 

Following  the  discussion,  the  motion  was  put  to  a  vote. 

The  recommendation  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Church  Vocations 

The  committee  en  Church  Vocations  held  four  meetings  since  the  last  report, 
August  30,  1966;  Church  House  in  Salisbury,  November  17,  Lenoir  Rhyne  Col- 
lege, December  28,  Church  House  in  Salisbury;  and  January  10-11,  1967  South- 
ern Seminary.  Sub-committees  held  a  number  of  meetings  in  an  effort  to  carry 
on  the  work  assigned  to  them.  Of  necessity,  much  of  the  work  of  the  committee 
is  carried  on  by  telephone  and  correspondence.  More  than  500  letters  were  sent 
out  by  your  chairman  in  an  effort  to  do  the  work  within  the  area  of  church 
vocations. 

Numerous  private  consultations  have  been  held  with  students,  both  by  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  and  the  chairmen  of  the  sub-committees.  By  action 
of  the  1966  convention  of  synod,  the  committee  was  increased  from  six  to  nine 
members,  and  this  has  enabled  it  to  work  with  greater  efficiency.

Synodical  grants  to  ministerial  students  for  the  academic  year   1966-67  amounted 
to  $14,450. 

There  are  quite  a  few  students  who  have  had  some  contact  with  the  com- 
mittee, or  who  are  in  the  process  of  registering,  whose  names  do  not  appear  in 
the  above  list.  We  have  listed  only  registered  students. 

The  Psychological  testing  plan  is  now  a  reality,  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Kenneth  Nickerson,  in  co-operation  with  the  sub-committee  on  Guidance,  The 
Reverend  Robert  G.  Walker,  chairman. 

During  the  year,  additional  financial  assistance  has  been  given  to  students 
upon  recommendation  of  the  committee,  by  The  Patterson  Foundation,  The  Luth- 
eran Men,  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  Hickory;  The  Council  of  Lutheran 
Brotherhoods,  Concord;  and  several  individuals  who  request  to  be  un-named. 

The  Quickel  Scholarship  Foundation,  which  is  under  a  separate  board  of 
trustees,  composed  of  The  President  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  The  President  of 
Southern  Seminary,  and  at  present  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Church 
Vocations,  supplied  one  scholarship  for  the  academic  year  of   1966-67. 

We  are  grateful  for  these  additional  sources  of  assistance  without  which  it 
would  have  been  difficult  to  take  care  of  some  emergency  needs  that  have  arisen. 
We  also  note  the  establishment  of  a  $500  scholarship  by  the  Lutheran  Church 
Women  of  North  Carolina  for  women  preparing  for  full  time  church  vocations. 
This  has  not  been  used  this  year  due  to  the  fact  that  all  of  our  additional  needs 
were  experienced  by  young  men. 

We  are  thankful  to  Almiqhty  God  for  his  guidance  during  the  year,  and  for 
what  has  been  accomplished  for  Him  and   His   Kingdom.   We  would  urge  pastors 
and  laymen  to  continue  to  encourage  young  men  and  women  of  outstanding  ability 
to  consider  full   time  church  work,   and  assist  them   in   making   contact  with   the 
Committee  on  Church  Vocations.   We  will   keep   in  touch  with   them  through  the 
sub-committee  chairmen,  and  the  chairman  of  the  committee.

The  report  was  presented  by  the  committee's  chairman,  the  Rev.  Walter  N. 
Yount,  who  called  attention  to  a   number  of  erros  to  be  corrected    in   the   report. 

In  connection  with  the  report,  Chairman  Yount  recognized  the  Rev.  Robert 
Walker,  chairman  of  the  sub-committee  on  guidance,  who  explained  the  guidance 
technique  of  the  committee,  and  the  Rev.  K.  Y.  Huddle,  chairman  of  the  sub- 
committee on  enlistment,  who  spoke  on  this  phase  of  the  committee's  work, 
and  who  in  turn,  presented  to  the  convention  Seminarian  Douglas  Stowe  who 
spoke  about  the  summer  enlistment  program   for  Lutheran  Men. 

Chairman  Yount  directed  attention  to  financial  aid  given  to  students,  and 
informed  the  convenlion  that  beginning  in  September  of  1967  ministerial  stu- 
dents will  be  covered  by  the  Board  of  Pension's  Health  Benefits  plan  provided  by 
the  budget  of  synod. 

The    report    was    adopted. 

Report  of  Youth  Committee 

Continuing  with  implementing  "Youth  Ministry"  in  extra-congregational 
functions  as  well  as  encouraging  and  assisting  congregations  in  the  development 
of  their  own  "tailor-made"  youth  ministry  programs,  the  committee  has  centered 
its  interest  in  a  few  deliberately  chosen  activities. 

1)  Provided  guidance  to  and  worked  closely  with  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  North  Carolina  Luther  League  Unit  as  it  has  investigated  areas  of  "min- 
istry" and  sought  to  implement  them  in  extra-congregational  Luther  League 
activities  —  such  as  Work  Camping,  Youth  Ministry  Institute  and  Youth 
Ministry  Seminar  —  and  within  the  congregational  Luther  Leagues. 

2)  Planned  and  conducted,  at  the  request  of  the  North  Carolina  Luther  League 
Unit  Executive  Committee,  a  Youth  Ministry  Institute  (two  sessions)  end  a 
Youth  Ministry  Seminar,  both  held  on  the  campus  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 
The  two  institutes,  with  a  combined  attendance  of  97  youth,  were  under 
the  supervision  of  the  two  Deans,  the  Rev.  Gary  Safrit  and  Miss  Mary  Stamy, 
and  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  and  Youth  Work,  the  Rev.  Brady  Fag- 
gart.  The  purpose  was  to  expose  youth  to  areas  of  need  in  a  given  community 
(in  this  case,  Hickory)  and  to  challenge  them,  as  Christians,  to  seek  ways  to 
"minister"  to  these  kinds  of  needs.  An  overnight  evaluation  of  the  effective- 
ness of  the  objectives  was  held  during  the  Thanksgiving  vecation  with  54 
students  and  advisors  in  attendance.  Overall,  the  objectives  were  achieved  to 
a  surprising  degree,  it  was  discovered.  The  chief  problem  seemed  to  be  that 
of  "re-entry"  —  how  one  may  encourage  such  a  ministry  in  his  own  con- 
gregation. 

The  Rev.  Phillip  Deese  served  as  Coordinator  of  the  Youth  Ministry  Seminar, 
the  central  objective  of  which  was  the  deepening  of  the  understanding  of 
the  participants  of  themselves  as  Christians  as  they  relate  to  others  and  to 
cause  this  to  happen  within  small  groups  of  fellow  Christian  (and  therefore 
concerned)  youth.  Fifty-seven  youth  participated. 

3)  Held  a  synodical  Youth  Rally  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  college,  Hickory.  The  prime 
purpose  of  this  rally  was  to  provide  fun  and  inspiration,  and  both  objectives 
were  adequately  achieved,  we  believe.  Approximately  900  persons,  the  capa- 
city of  the  cafeteria  in  the  Cromer  College  Center,  were  in  attendance.  Mrs. 
Don  Matkins  (Miss  Ruth  Whittecar)  was  in  charge. 

4)  Selected  eight  pastors  and  laymen  to  attend  the  Youth  Counseling  Seminar  at 
Morris,   Minnesota,  and,   from   committee   funds,    paid   their   registration   and 

travel.  Attending  this  six-day  training  laboratory  were:  the  Rev.  Earnest 
Brooks,  the  Rev.  Claude  Deal,  Jr.,  the  Rev.  Phillip  Deese,  the  Rev.  Gary 
Safrit,  Mrs.  W.  J.  Moretz,  Miss  Estelle  Walters,  Mr.  Eugene  Lapkovitch,  Mr. 
Herman  Sisk.  This  brings  the  total  to  nine  persons  in  the  synod  who  have 
received  this  particular  training,  the  Rev.  Brady  Faggart  having  attended  in 
1965.  The  committee  has  as  one  of  its  goals  the  training  of  at  least  sixteen 
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persons  through  this  Youth  Counseling  Seminar  experience  in  order  that  every 
area  of  the  synod  will  have  such  a  person  nearby  to  call  upon  as  a  resource 
person  in  the  field  of  youth  ministry.  The  committee,  cooperating  with  the 
Rev.  Brady  Faggart  and  the  Proaram  Committee  at  Lutheridge,  has  requested 
that  the  Commission  on  Youth  Activities  make  the  Youth  Counseling  Seminar 
available  somewhere  in  the  Southeast,  preferably  Lutheridge,  in  1967  and 
has  received  assurance  from  a  Commission  on  Youth  Activities  staff  person 
that  the  counseling  program  will  be  available  at  Lutheridge  in  the  Autumn 
of  1967. 

At  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  this  report  for  inclusion  in  the  pre-conven- 
tion  bulletin,  much  of  the  committee's  work  is  concentrated  on  planning  for  events 
beyond  the  date  of  the  convention  of  synod,  and  therefore  are  not  reportable  as 
having  occurred.  However,  a  useful  purpose  will  be  served  in  announcing  that 
plans  call  for: 

1)  a  complete  revision  of  the  Youth  Ministry  Institute,  with  the  location  being 
specific  communities  within  the  synod  rather  than  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 
The  Rev.  Claude  Deal,  Jr.,  will  be  Dean. 

2)  an  extension  of  time  from  six  to  ten  days  and  a  possible  change  in  location 
for  the  Youth  Ministry  Seminar.  The  Rev.  Earnest  Brooks  is  Coordinator. 

3)  the  co-sponsorship  (with  the  Youth  Committees  of  the  Virginia,  South 
Carolina,  Florida  and  Southeastern  Synods)  of  a  Regional  Youth  Rally  to 
be  held  at  the  Ocean  Forest  Hotel  at  Myrtle  Beach,  South  Carolina,  August 
21-24,  1967.  Theme:  "New  Life  For  A  New  Age".  Registration  open  to 
youth  age  15  or  above  or  who  have  finished  the  9th  grade.  Persons  over 
21  years  will  register  as  adults.  Cost  of  lodging,  food  and  registration  will 
be  $39.00.  The  Rev.  Brady  Faggart  is  Coordinator;  the  Rev.  Terry  Agner 
is  Registrar. 

4)  the  sponsorship  of  the  synodical  Youth  Rally  to  be  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College,  Hickory,  June  22,  1967.  A  sub-committee  headed  by  the  Rev. 
Gary  Safrit  is  in  charge. 

5)  the  sponsorship  of  a  "Youth  Associate"  for  ten  weeks  employment  during 
the  Summer  of  1967.  A  sub-committee  headed  by  the  Rev.  Earnest  Brooks 
will  supervise  his  work. 

We  miss  greatly  the  able  services  and  perceptive  guidance  of  the  Rev.  Brady 
Faggart,  who  until  December  31  worked  so  diligently  and  effectively  with  both 
youth  and  adults  who  work  with  youth,  and  anticipate  with  much  eagerness  the 
filling  at  an  early  date  of  the  vacancy  left  by  his  resignation.

LUTHERAN  LAYMEN'S  MOVEMENT  DINNER 
(Tuesday    Evening,    May    2,    1967 — 5:30    P.    M) 

The  annual  Lutheran  Laymen's  Movement  for  Stewardship  Dinner  was  held 
May  2  at  5:30  p.  m.,  at  Hotel  Concord.  Mr.  Clarence  A.  Ridenhour  acted  as 
.'oastmaster. 

Guests  recognized  at  the  head  table  where  Dr.  O.  V.  Anderson,  LCA  repre- 
sentative, President  of  the  Seminar,  Dr.  F.  Eppling  Reinartz,  and  Mrs.  Reinartz, 
President  and  Mrs.   Whittecar,   Pastor  Plexico  and  son. 

The  attendance  was    199. 

Mr.  Alvin  H.  Schaediger,  administrative  assistant  of  the  LLM  for  mem- 
bership development  and  former  president  of  the  Luther  League  of  America,  was 
the    featured    speaker. 

He  likened  Stewardship  to  a  river-dam  system  such  as  TVA — keeping  the 
waterline  of  giving  high  so  thct  power  for  flowing  into  the  church's  life  may  be 
greater. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  LLM  works  in  cooperation  with  the  Commission  on 
Stewardship  and  congregations  for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the  full  work 
of  the  church  at   large. 

The  work  is  supported  by  funds  contributed  by  2,009  men  in  amounts  of 
$100  up  to  $1,000  above  their  regular  budget  and  benevolence  contributions. 

Areas  of  service  are  in  direction  guidelines  for  stewardship,  capital  funds 
raising  for  churches,  instituticns,  and  causes  like  CAMPUS — over  $62  million 
in  the  past  five  years.  He  said  the  movement  will  expand,  as  resources  become 
greater,    in    conducting    retreats    and    in    data-processing. 

Reading  materials  and  application  cards  were  at  each  place.  The  speaker 
appealed  to  the    laymen   to  consider   LLM   memberships.

Report  of  Committee  on  Stetvardship 

The  Committee  on  Stewarship  met  twice  during  1966  to  plan  activities  to 
"set  the  work  forward"  in  the  congregations  of  the  N.  C.  Synod.  Many  interesting 
stewardship  headlines  were  wr'tten  by  the  response  of  our  N.  C.  Lutherans  and 
their  congregations  last  year.  Some  of  the  most  encouraging  were:

All  in  all,  1966  was  the  N.  C.  Synod's  "best  year  yet"  stewardship-wise  not 
only  for  benevolences  which  increased  12.4%  over  1965,  but  for  current  expenses 
of  the  congregations  which  increased  5.11%,  and  for  other  expenses  including 
building  programs  which  increased  18.88%. 

In  the  three  sections  of  this  report  the  program  the  stewardship  committee 
devised  will  be  presented,  the  progress  described,  and  the  projected  plans  will  be 
outlined. 

I.      PROGRAM 

The  following  items  describe  the  program  which  the  committee  endeavored 
to  implement  since  the  last  convention  of  synod. 

A.  Stewardship  Task  Force  Visits:  In  the  May-September  period  with  the  few 
exceptions  every  church  council  and  stewardship  committee  in  the  200  con- 
gregations of  the  synod  was  visited  by  a  pastor-layman  team  of  an  86  man 
stewardship  task  force  "calling  to  set  the  work  forward".  These  visits,  author- 
ized by  the  Executive  Board  as  a  part  of  an  LCA-wide  program,  were  planned 

to  discuss  apportionment  as  the  "extension  of  the  ministry  of  the  congrega- 
tion throughout  the  world"  and  to  accent  the  mission  and  ministry  of  the 
church.  They  were  well  received  and  made  a  fine  contribution  toward  creating 
better  images  of  stewardship,  synod,  LCA,  apportionment,  and  benevolences. 
One  pastor  summed  up  the  results  of  the  Task  Force  Visits  in  these  words, 
"The  men  on  my  council  were  most  complimentary  about  the  visit  and  prac- 
tically all  expressed  their  appreciation  for  this  type  of  approach  in  these 
visits  and  believe  that  they  will  bear  fruit  in  the  future." 

B.  Stewardship  School:  The  triennial  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social  Ministry 
School  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  July  29-30,  with  an  enrollment  of  over  400  was 
a  major  thrust  of  the  committee  for  training  congregational  leadership.  Ap- 
proximately 100  stewardship  committee  chairmen  attended  the  stewardship 
section  of  the  school  for  instruction  by  George  Innes,  Sam  Edwins,  and  John 
Yoe  of  the  LCA  Stewardship  Commission. 

C.  Congregational  Program  Consultations:  Meeting  with  congregational  steward- 
ship chairmen  at  the  spring  district  meetings,  January  22  through  February  5, 
1967,  district  stewardship  leaders  presented  two  color  slide  and  tape  record- 
ing stewardship  presentations  which  had  been  used  successfully  by  congrega- 
tions in  the  synod.  This  gave  the  chairmen  good  ideas  for  use  in  their  con- 
gregations in  year  round  stewardship  promotion.  The  Christian  Wills  Emphasis 
for  1966-67  was  also  stressed  at  these  meetings. 

D.  Workshop  For  New  Pastors  And  Their  Wives:  The  committee,  along  with 
other  operational  committees  and  the  auxiliaries,  sponsored  the  synod's  12th 
annual  two  day  workshop  for  new  pastors  and  their  wives  October  31  - 
November  1,   1967. 

E.  Monthly  Bulletin:  To  keep  congregational  leaders  informed,  a  Stewardship, 
Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  Bulletin  is  mailed  each  month  to  seven  persons 
in  each  congregation.  Included  is  a  sheet  showing  apportionment  remittances 
by  districts  and  congreqations.  The  committee  has  been  commended  by  the 
LCA  Stewardship  Commission  for  this  reporting  through  the  monthly  bulletin 
and  the  idea  has  been  passed  on  as  a  suggestion  to  other  synods. 

F.  Materials:  An  attractive  three-color  brochure  entitled,   "The   Extension  of  the 
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Congregation's  own  Ministry  through  Apportionment"  and  showing  how  $100 
of  1967  apportionment  will  be  divided  among  the  many  budgeted  causes  of 
the  church  was  the  major  piece  of  stewardship  material  produced  by  the  synod 
and  distributed  in  its  congregations  during  the  year.  Orders  were  received  for 
more  than  30,000  copies  of  this  interpretive  brochure. 

Apportionment  Report  Cards:  To  confront  church  councils  with  their  congre- 
gation's apportionment  giving  record  and  to  give  an  opportunity  to  indicate 
their  apportionment  anticipation  during  1967,  apportionment  report  cards 
were  sent  to  each  pastor  in  December,  1  966.  A  tabulation  of  these  cards  in- 
dicates that  approximately  90%  of  the  apportionment  assigned  the  congre- 
gations is  anticipated  during  the  year.

program.  62  congregations  concentrated  on  a  Budget  Pledge  Sunday;  40 
had  a  stewardship  dinner  to  inform  their  members,  and  10  conducted 
neighborhood  group  meetings. 

3.  Stewardship  Practices  in  the  Congregations:  With  157  congregations: 
With  157  congregations  reporting  their  stewardship  practices,  124  indi- 
cate that  they  promote  Christian  tithing  and  estimate  1 266  tithers.  In 
35  churches  members  make  seperate  pledges  tor  current  expenses  and 
benevolences.  In  102  churches  members  make  a  single  pledge  to  cover 
both  current  expenses  and  benevolences.  20  congregations  do  not  ask 
for  pledges. 

4.  Congregational  Budget  Achievement:  41  congregations  achieved  over 
100%  of  their  budget  during  1966;  33  got  100%;  14  had  95%;  7, 
90%;  16,  85%;  16,  75%  and  20  received  less  than  75%  of  their 
budgets. 

5  Year  Round  Activities:  46  pastors  thought  the  year  round  stewardship 
packet  from  LLM  was  excellent,  84  said  good,  only  seven  classified  it 
as  poor.  47  pastors  evaluated  the  LLM  "Every  Member  Response"  Kit 
as  excellent,  78  as  good,  and  five  as  poor.  It  is  evident  that  these 
materials  are  serving  a  good  purpose  for  year  round  stewardship  in  the 
congregations. 

Synod  Level 

1.  Apportionment  receipts  totaled  $1,030,242.92  during  1966  to  mark  the 
first  time  in  history  that  the  congregations  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  reached 
the  million  dollar  mark.  Helping  to  compile  this  record,  36  churches 
gave  more  than  100%  of  their  apportionment  and  59  reached  100%, 
making  a  total  of  95  churches  giving  100%  or  more.  However,  many 
congregations  not  reaching  100%  made  a  notable  increase  in  their  ap- 
portionment giving.  It  was  team  work  on  the  part  of  all  the  congrega- 
tions that  enabled  the  synod  to  outrun  all  past  performances  during 
1966.  This  record  apportionment  giving  provided  the  LCA  with  95.43% 
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of  the  synod's  apportioned  amount;  the  six  institutions  also  received 
over  95 %  of  their  budgeted  amounts  for  the  yecr.  The  synod  got 
93.16%  of  its  part  but  no  funds  were  available  for  the  Emergency 
and  Advance  section  of  the  budget. 
2.  In  evaluating  the  committee's  activities  in  stewardship  promotion,  ]  7 
pastors  said  the  Congregational  Program  Consultations  were  excellent, 
95  said  "good",  and  8  said  "poor".  Evaluating  the  Stewardship  Task 
Force  Visits,  27  pastors  said  "excellent",  62  "good",  20  "poor".  48 
thought  the  visits  should  be  continued  on  a  yearly  basis  or  at  least  every 
two  or  three  years.  The  Triennial  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social  Min- 
istry School  was  classified  as  excellent  by  48  pastors,  good  by  66,  poor 
by  6.  The  brochure  showing  how  $100  of  Apportionment  is  used  was 
called  excellent  by  61  pastors,  good  by  72,  poor  by  3.  The  Apportion- 
ment Report  Card  with  congregation's  giving  record  was  declared  excel- 
lent by  40  pastors,  good  by  82,  poor  by  6.  Only  4  thought  it  should  be 
discontinued. 

111.      PLANS 

In  general,  the  same  type  of  stewardship  promotion  will  be  continued  by  the 
committee  in  the  synod  in  1967  including:  monthly  bulletin,  brochure  on  division 
of  apportionment,  congregational  program  consultations,  apportionment  report 
cards,  promotion  of  the  Every  Member  Response,  workshops  to  train  congregational 
leadership,  workshop  for  new  pcstors  and  their  wives,  Christian  wills  emphasis, 
and  field  service  in  congregations  requesting  stewardship  help.  Committee  mem- 
bers will  have  the  opportunity  for  enrichment  and  for  equipping  themselves  to 
render  better  service  to  the  congregations  by  attending  the  LCA  sponsored  South- 
eastern  Stewardship   Conference   scheduled   for   Lutheridge   October   24-26,    1967. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  congregations  developing  successful  methods  of  stewardship  promotion 
use  the  monthly  Stewardship  Bulletin  as  a  means  of  sharing  their  ideas, 
materials,  and   progress  with   other  congregational   stewardship   chairmen. 

2.  That  congregations  needing  help  with  stewardship  programs  avail  themselves 
of  the  services  and  materials  offered  by  the  stewardship  committee,  the  synod 
staff,  the  synod  film  library,  the  LLM  and  Commission  on  Stewardship. 

3.  That  the  Wills  Emphasis  Program  promoted  by  the  LCA  Foundation  con- 
tinue to  be  used  to  inform  members  of  congregations  of  the  importance 
of  making  a  will. 

4.  That  all  congregations  endeavor  to  give  a  greater  percentage  of  their  ap- 
portionment in    1967  than  was  provided   in    1966.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Stewardship  was  introduced  by  the  Rev. 
J.  LeGrande  Mayer,  committee  chairman,  and  featured  a  new  filmstrip  under 
the  auspices  of  the  synod  prepared  by  Dr.  Ernest  Misenheimer,  synodical  stew- 
ardship director,  entitled,  "Where  have  all  the  peanuts  gone",  showing  how 
the  average  church  member  lives  in  today's  world,  his  pattern  of  giving,  and  the 
motivation    for    a    greater    stewardship    response. 

It  was  announced  that  the  filmstrip  is  available  from  the  synod's  film 
library. 

Chairman  Mayer  noted  a  few  corrections  to  be  made  in  the  report,  and 
then  proceeded  to  present  the  recommendations  of  the  committee,  and  moved 
their  adoption. 
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The  recommendations  were   treated  seriatim   and   were  adopted. 

Presentation  of  Budget 

Copies  of  the  budget  with  comparative  columns  were  distributed  to  the  con- 
vention  delegates. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  was  continued  with  Recommendation 
2  which  was  presented  by  Executive  Board  member  Conrad  B.  Wessell,  Jr.,  who 
reviewed  the  budget  part  by  part  and  item  by  item  interspersing  it  with  lucid  ex- 
planations and  convincing   statements. 

A  motion  to  adopt  the  budget  was  then  made. 

Dr.  Schoneberg  Setzer  moved  an  amendment  to  Part  C-l — "Compensa- 
tion  to   Personnel"    as   follows: 

(A)  that  the  base  salary  of  the  president  of  synod  in  the  1968  budget  of 
synod  be  increased  from  $10,000  to  $12,500  and  that  all  fringe 
benefits   be   adjusted   upwards   accordingly,   and 

B.  that  the  base  salary  of  the  assistant  to  the  president  of  synod  in  the 
1968  budget  be  increased  from  $7500  to  $8800,  and  that  all  fringe 
benefits    be    adjusted    upwards    accordingly,    and 

(C)  that  the  base  salary  of  the  secretary  of  synod  in  the  1968  budget  be 
increased  from  $6800  to  $8000,  and  that  all  fringe  benefits  be  ad- 
justed   upwards   accordingly,    and 

(D)  that  the  base  salary  of  the  secretary  of  christian  education  in  the   1968 

budget  be  increased  from  $6200  to  $8000  and  that  all  fringe  bene- 
fits  be   adjusted   upwards   accordingly. 

Dr.  Setzer  presented  his  argument  for  the  amendment.  He  said  that  since 
one  of  the  resolutions  for  increasing  pastors'  salaries  had  come  from  Emmanuel, 
Lincolnton,  the  congregation  he  is  serving,  that  it  must  be  considered  imperative 
to  begin  with  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  staff  of  the  synod. 

Dr.  John  Yost,  Jr.  presided  over  the  action  on  the  proposed  amendment 
at    the    request    of    the    president. 

Dr.  Yost  ruled  that  the  convention  begin  with  the  first  in  the  series  of 
amendments  on  the  increase  of  the  president's  salary  to  feel  out  the  convention. 

Lay  delegate  Kenneth  Cruse  of  Calvary,  Concord,  referred  to  the  action  of 
the  1966  convention  (1966  Proceedings,  P.  197)  authorizing  the  appointment  of 
a  special  committee  to  make  a  comparative  study  of  salaries  of  other  LCA  officers 
and  staff. 

Dr.  Whittecar  explained  that  in  consideration  of  resolutions  for  increases  of 
pastors'  salaries  the  matter  had  not  received  proper  attention,  but  referred  to  an 
analysis  of  salaries  and  other  compensation  of  LCA  officers  and  staff  compiled 
from  a  questionnaire  by  a  special  study  committee  of  the  Maryland  Synod,  a  copy 
of  which  had  been  forwarded  by  synod  president  Dr.  J.   Frank  File. 

Mr.  Tom  Kern,  lay  delegate  of  St.  John,  Salisbury,  the  mover  of  the  motion 
at  the  previous  convention  for  increased  salaries  for  synodical  personnel,  used 
the  above  copy  to  share  with  the  convention  delegates  the  comparative  salaries  of 
other  LCA  officers  and   staff. 

Following  a  round  of  discussion  pro  and  con,  Pastor  John  Lindler  moved 
the  previous  question. 

The  previous  question  was  put  and  ordered,  which  put  the  amendment  im- 
mediately   before    the    convention    for    vote. 

The  first  of  the  amendments  on  the  president's  salary  carried  by  132  to   112. 

In  answer  to  the  question  of  adjusting  fringe  benefits,  Dr.  Setzer  an- 
swered that  the  housing  allowances  recommended  by  the  Executive  Board  were 
not  affected  by  the  amendment  and  that  the  reference  was  only  to  pension 
amounts. 

Dr.  Setzer  then  moved  that  the  remaining  series  be  voted  on  together, 
and  the  motion  prevailed.  The  remaining  series  carried  by  176  votes  to  43 
against. 

In  answer  to  questions  regarding  balances,  both  Mr.  Wessell  and  Dr. 
Misenheimer   pointed   out   that    in    most   cases   balances   were    earmarked    for   cer- 
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tain  causes,  and  that  according  to  an  action  taken  by  the  Executive  Board,  there 
can  only  be  a  carry  over  of  $20,000  to  meet  obligations  during  the  first  few  lean 
months    of    the    year,    and    that    any    balance    in    excess    of    $20,000    is    divided 
two-thirds   to  the   LCA  and   one   third   to   the    institutions. 
The    budget    as    amended    was    adopted.

Pastor  Harry  Robinson  voiced  the  appreciation  of  the  convention  to  Mr.  Wes- 
sell   for  his  highly  acceptable  manner   in    his   treatment  of   the   budget. 

Mr.  William  Cope  of  Christ,  Stanley,  moved  that  in  future  conventions  the 
budget  be  placed  before  the  synod  on  the  first  day  of  the  convention  and 
held  in  abeyance  until  the  second  or  last  day  in  order  to  give  more  time  for 
deliberation. 

The   president   received    the    motion    as   a    matter   of    procedure. 
The   motion   was  defeated.

Report  of  Committee  on  American  Missions 

Beginning  with  the  district  elections  in  early  1966  the  committee  consisted 
of  the  following  members: 

Central  District:  The  Rev.  R.  Douglas  Fritz,  James  Lingle,  Faith;  Eastern 
District:  The  Rev.  J.  D.  Mauney,  Jr.,  J.  J.  Lentz,  Sanford;  Northern  District:  The 
Rev.  Hoyle  Whiteside,  Grover  Seaman,  Thomascville;  Northwestern  District:  The 
Rev.  Albert  H.  Keck,  Jr.,  D.D.,  Arthur  Lackey,  Newton;  Southern  District:  The 
Rev.  T.  C.  Plexico,  Luther  Adams,  Albemarle;  Southwestern  District:  The  Rev. 
Jerry  Hollar,  D.  R.  Mauney,  Jr.,  Cherryville;  Ex  Officio,  the  Rev.  George  R.  Whit- 
tecar,  D.D.,  President  of  Synod;  Advisory,  the  Rev.  David  F.  Johnson,  Regional 
Secretary,  Board  of  American  Missions,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Wilford  Lyerly,  Secretary 
of  Synod. 

During  the  year  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Harbinson  was  named  to  replace  the  Rev. 
Jerry  Hollar. 

Two  meetings  were  held,  March  31,  1966,  at  High  Point  and  September  13, 
1966,  at  Salisbury.  President  Whittecar  was  elected  chairman  and  the  Rev.  J.  D. 
Mauney,  Jr.,  Secretary.  The  Hiqh  Point  meeting  included  visits  to  several  mission 
churches  in  the  High  Point  and  Greensboro  areas  and  also  to  some  areas  under 
consideration  for  mission  development. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  committee  on  March  2,  the  Rev.  George  R.  Whittecar 
was  re-elected  chairman  and  the  Rev.  T.  C.  Plexico,  secretary.  The  Rev.  Harvey 
Blume  became   a   member  of   the  committee   representing    the   Eastern    District. 

The  committee  was  kept  informed  of  developments  in  the  various  missions 
by  Regional  Secretary  Johnson.  Among  the  actions  taken  by  the  committee  were 
the  following: 

SURVEY  AND   DEVELOPMENT 

1.  Requested  that  the  Southeastern  Regional  Home  Mission  Committee  of 
the  National  Lutheran  Council  assign  two  fields  in  North  Carolina  to  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  to  be  known  as  the  Northeast  Raleigh  and  the  South  Raleigh 
fields;  also  that  the  southeast  Greensboro  field  previously  assigned  be  divided  and 
designated  as  the  southeast  Greensboro  field  and  the  Warnersville  field.  It  is  to 
be  noted  that  with  the  Lutheran  Council  in  the  United  States  of  America  succeed- 
ing the-  National  Lutheran  Council  January  1,  1967,  new  procedures  were  adopted 
for  the  participating  bodies  in  their  occupying  fields  for  mission  development.  No 
longer  are  assignments  to  be  made  to  one  general  body  or  another,  but  each 
participating  church,  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  the  American  Lutheran 
Church,  or  the  Lutheran  Church  Missiouri  Synod,  will  consult  with  each  other 
throuah  a  reqional  committee  and  reach  understandings  that  will  avoid  undue 
duplication  of  ministries  as  new  churches  are  started.  The  Rev.  David  F.  Johnson, 
Regional  Secretary,  the  Rev.  Guy  Cruse,  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod,  and  the 
Rev.  Carl  Driscoll  of  the  Florida  Synod  represent  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America 
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in  the  Committee  that  serves  the  area  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod. 

2.  Gave  special  attention  to  the  Elkin  Mission  to  press  for  its  being  organ- 
ized as  a  congregation.  During  the  summer  of  1966  Seminary  Student  Ronald  C. 
Smith  served  the  Elkin  Mission  and  beginning  in  September,  1966,  Secretary 
Lyerly  gave  special  attention  to  that  field. 

3.  Gave  special  attention  to  the  Kinston  field.  When  the  pastorate  became 
vacant  in  early  June,  the  Rev.  F.  L.  Conrad,  D.D.,  was  assigned  to  minister  there 
and  to  make  a  reappraisal  of  the  strength  of  the  mission.  The  Rev.  J.  Lewis 
Thornburg,  D.D.,  replaced  Dr.  Conrad  February  1,   1967. 

4.  Entry  was  made  into  two  new  fields,  the  Research  Triangle  area  south 
of  Durham  and  the  eastern  portion  of  Gastonia.  The  Rev.  Floyd  Sides  became 
mission  developer  at  the  Research  Triangle  area  and  the  Rev.  G.  Dwight  Conrad 
in  the  Eastern  Gastonia  area  June  1,  1966.  A  congregation  was  organized  in  the 
Gastonia  field  December  11,  1966,  with  104  confirmed  and  40  child  members 
under  the  name  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  the  Redeemer.  The  mission  in  the 
Research  Triangle  area  should  be  organized  this  year.

Report  on  Home  Mission  Foundation  of  the 
North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  L.C.A. 

At  the  end  of  December,  1966  total  assets  of  the  Home  Mission  Foundation 
amounted  to  $598,919.21.  There  was  a  total  of  29  loans  outstanding  to  various 
mission  churches  amounting  to  $555,710.26.  There  was  a  balance  of  $1,977.19 
in  the  Gift  Fund  which  will  be  used  as  grants  in  aid  to  deserving  ministerial  stu- 
dents.

St.  Philips  of  Raleigh  has  been  notified  that  the  funds  are  available  to  com- 
plete its  loan,  and  papers  are  being  prepared  to  close  this  transaction. 

In  1964,  at  the  death  of  Mr.  James  Hillary  Frye  of  Hickory,  North  Carolina, 
the  major  portion  of  his  assets  was  turned  over  to  the  Home  Mission  Foundation 
for  use  in  helping  to  build  mission  churches.  Assets  amounting  to  a  totcl  of 
$105,492.94  have  already  been  disposed  of  and  we  still  have  three  tracts  of 
residential  property  awaiting  sale.  Mr.  Frye's  will  provided  that  certain  other  assets 
would  be  held  in  his  estate  end  the  income  turned  over  to  Mrs.  Frye  during  her 
life  time.  We  have  been  advised  that  Mrs.  Frye  died  on  December  28,  1  966,  and 
that  the  savings  and  loan  certificates  amounting  to  $88,300  will  be  turned  over 
to  the  Home  Mission  Foundation  in  the  immediate  future.  In  addition,  the  home 
place  and  an  adjoining  piece  of  property  is  also  being  turned  over  to  the  Home 
Mission  Foundation.  This  means  that  shortly  we  wiil  have  received  $193,792.94 
in  cash,  or  its  equivalent,  from  the  Frye  Estate  and,  in  addition,  will  have  five 
tracts  of  real  estate  to  dispose  of.  By  placing  a  conservative  evaluation  of 
$11,800  on  the  real  estate,  we  see  that  the  total  gift  from  Mr.  Frye  exceeds 
$200,000.  This  is  indeed  a  magnificent  gift  and  the  proceeds  are  making  it 
possible  for  us  to  hcndle  the  first  mortgage  loans  for  six  churches  than  would 
have  been  possible  otherwise.

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The  report  was  introduced  by  the  Rev.  T.  C.  Plexico,  secretary  of  the  com- 
mittee, who  then  presented  the  Rev.  David  F.  Johnson  regional  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  American  Missions.  Secretary  Johnson  paid  tribute  to  synod  President 
Whittecar  upon  his  election  to  the  LCA  Board  of  American  Missions  and  to  the 
synodical  mission  committee,  and  then  cited  a  set  of  statistics  showing  the 
board's  participation  in  mission  activities  in  the  LCA,  and  particularly  in  the  N.  C. 
Synod,  representing  a  total  involvement  and  investment  of  $1,410,000  in  the 
synodical  mission  program  with  approximately  $260,000  more  by  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Regional  Secretary  Johnson  brought  the  challenges  of  a  changing  world 
within  close  range  as  he  described  the  mission  opportunities  in  the  synod.  He 
said  that  from  now  on  the  site  selection  would  determine  the  boundaries  of  the 
field  to  be  served. 

It  was  announced  that  Resurrection,  Kings  Mountain,  had  paid  off  its  loan 
to  the  Board  of  America  Missions,  and  that  St.  Paul,  Statesville,  had  con- 
called     its    loan    to    the    Home     Mission     Foundation. 

President  Whittecar  referred  the  convention  to  the  report  of  the  Home 
Mission  Foundation  following  the  Americcn  Missions  report. 

Committee  secretary  T.  C.   Plexico  then  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report. 

The    motion    was    adopted. 

The  president  called  attention  to  the  action  of  the  convention  to  extend  the 
time  until   10:30. 

Keport  of  Committee  on  Evangelism 

In  1966  and  1967  the  Operational  Committee  on  Evangelism  has  promoted 
area  missions,  overnight  retreats  for  pastors,  congregational  program  consultations 
for  congregational  chairmen,  and  a  school  for  lay  leaders  to  accent  the  continuing 
LCA  Evangelism  Theme,  "Frontier  for  Witness".  In  each  of  these  endeavors  the 
response  has  been  good,  leadership  has  been  trained,  and  the  work  of  evangelism 
has  been  advanced. 

The  committee's  report  to  the  1967  Convention  of  Synod  is  presented  under 
the  following  headings:  — 

1.      PROGRAM 

A.      Study  Opportunities  for  Committeemen,  Pastors  and  Congregational  Chairmen: 

1.  EVANGELISM  SCHOOL,  July  29-30,  1966.  In  cooperation  with  the  Oper- 
ational Committees  on  Stewardship  and  Social  Ministry  the  Evangelism 
Committee  conducted  the  triennial  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social  Min- 
istry School  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College.  Approximately  100  congregational 
evangelism  chairmen  and  committeemen  were  in  attendance.  The  Rev. 
James  R.  Stephenson  of  the  LCA  Evangelism  Commission  led  the  group 
in  a  discussion  of  "Frontiers  for  Witness",  "Resources  en  the  Frontier", 
and  "Discovering  Your  Frontier". 

2.  OVERNIGHT  RETREATS  FOR  PASTORS,  September  27-28,  October  25- 
26.  These  retreats  were  held  at  Lutheridge  and  Camp  Kirkwood  for  host 
pastors  and  missioners  participating  in  the  Area  Missions  in  the  South- 
western and  Eastern  Districts.  The  retreats  featured  a  study  of  the  Mani- 
festo with  lectures  by  the  Rev.  James  R.  Stephenson  at  Lutheridge,  and 
Dr.  Sabin  Swenson  at  Camp  Kirkwocd. 

3.  WORKSHOP  FOR  NEW  PASTORS  AND  THEIR  WIVES:  The  Evangelism 
Committee  in  cooperation  with  the  other  operational  committees  and  the 
auxiliaries  conducted  the  12th  annual  workshop  for  new  pastors  and 
their  wives  October  31  and  November  1,  1966  at  the  Church  House  in 
Salisbury. 

4.  LCA  EVANGELISM  CONFERENCE  —  Four  members  of  the  committee 
attended  the  annual  LCA  Evangelism  Conference  at  Dearborn  Inn,  Dear- 
born, Michigan  January  10-12.  1967.  The  conference  used  as  its  theme 
the  current  LCA  Evangelism  Theme,  "Life  .  .  .  New  Life  in  and  Through 
Missionary  Congregations." 

5.      CONGREGATIONAL    PROGRAM    CONSULTATIONS    —    In    connection 
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with  the  district  meetings,  January  22-February  5,  1967,  the  District 
Evangelism  representatives  met  with  congregational  chairmen  in  a 
"listening  session"  giving  the  congregational  chairmen  the  opportunity 
to  suggest  plans  and  programs  for  the  synodical  committee. 
The  District  Evangelism  representatives  met  with  congregational  chairmen 
in  a  "listening  session"  giving  the  congregational  chairmen  the  oppor- 
tunity   to    suggest    plans    Gnd    programs    for    the    synodical    committee. 

Area  Missions 

1.  The  "Witness  Where  You  Are"  Area  Evangelism  Mission  was  conducted 
in  the  Southwestern  District,  September  28  -  October  2,  1966,  and  in 
the  Eastern  District  October  26-30,  1966  with  nearly  100%  participation 
by  congregations. 

2.  These  two  area  missions  brought  to  a  close  the  new  area  missions  pat- 
tern used  so  successfully  in  the  N.  C.  Synod  in  all  districts  the  past  three 
years. 

II.      PROGRESS 
The  Parochial  Reports 

1.  Reports  from  the  congregations  on  membership  rolls  indicate  a  716  or 
.97%  gain  in  Baptized  Members;  626  or  1.15%  in  Confirmed  Members; 
410    or    .97%     in    Active    Confirmed    Members;    and     156    or    .38%     in 

Communing  Members. 

2.  N.  C.  Synod  Congregations  gained  162  by  adult  baptism,  982  by  con- 
firmation, 1,969  by  letter  of  transfer,  282  by  restoration,  for  total  ac- 
cessions of  3,395  However,  the  net  increase  was  reduced  to  418  by  the 
2,769  losses  as  follows:  death  509;  transfer  1,775,  and  otherwise  485.

THE  ANNUAL  EVANGELISM  PROGRESS  REPORTS  requested  of  the  pastors 
in  connection  with  the  report  to  the  President  of  Synod  have  been  returned 
by  157  pastors.  The  following  interesting  facts  are  noted. 

1.  Synod's  Contact  and  Referral  Service:  29  pastors  enclosed  lists  of  names 
and  addresses  of  those  on  their  non-resident  lists  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  nearest  Lutheran  Church  through  the  synod's  Contact  and 
Referral  Service.  119  pastors  promised  to  send  names  of  any  members 
who  become  non-resident  and  inactive  in  their  congregations  during  1967 
to  aid  the  church  in  keeping  up  with  "moving  Lutherans." 

2.  Overnight,  Retreats  for  Pastors:  117  pastors  believe  that  the  overnight 
retreats  for  pastors  conducted  by  the  evangelism  committee  the  past 
three  years  have  been  good  and  served  a  real  need,  and  that  they 
should  be  continued.  Fourteen  postors  thought  the  committee  should  not 
plan  future  overnight  retreats. 

3.  March  Emphasis  on  Evangelism:  Forty-four  congregations  observed  March 
12th  as  Lutheran  Evengelism  Festival  Sunday;  70  planned  an  emphasis 
on  a  Family  Altar  and  Daily  devotions  and  used  the  Family  Altar  Kit; 
38  distributed  "The  Daily  Lutheran"  (newspaper)  to  their  families  to 
dramatize  the  Lutheran  Evangelism  Festival. 

4.  Small  Discussion  Groups:  Thirty-one  congregations  are  using  the  "small 
discussion   group"    idea    begun    by   ihe    "Witness   Where   You   Are"   Area 
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Mission  on  a  continuing  basis. 

5.  Evangelism  Visitation  Teams:  Seventy-eight  congregations  have  active 
evangelism  visitation  teams  making  calls  in  the  parish.  Of  these  78,  32 
assign  visits  monthly;  12  quarterly;  8  weekly;  2-bi-monthly;  3  yearly 
and  the  others  when  a  meeting  is  called  by  the  chairman,  since 
they  have  no  specific  meeting  time.  Approximately  6,283  visits  were 
made  in  these  78  parishes  during  1966.  These  78  parishes  report  5,513 
individuals  on  their  "responsibility  lists"  for  an  average  of  70  per  church. 

6.  New  Frontiers  for  Witnessing:  The  following  were  reported:  working  with 
poor    and    deprived,    through    community    service,    Golden    Age    Club    for 

Community,  Youth  Dances  for  Town,  used  VCS  in  a  concerted  outreach 
to  the  community,  conducted  a  door  to  door  contact  in  nearby  apart- 
ment village,  operation  head  start,  ministry  to  the  aged  and  physically 
handicapped,  Sunday  evening  meetings  of  group  of  laymen  for  dis- 
cussion of  faith  and  witnessing. 

7.  New  Pattern  area  mission  suggestions  were  made  as  follow:  a  mission  to 
help  congregation  see  the  outreach  of  the  body  of  Christ  through  Ameri- 
can Missions,  World  Missions,  local  missionary  opportunities,  etc.;  a  mis- 
sion featuring  religious  census  of  each  community;  a  mission  with  three 
services  requesting  that  each  person  in  attendance  visit  someone  im- 
mediately following  the  service  before  going  home;  retain  present  pat- 
tern with  new  theme  and  sermon  topics;  an  "Each  one  bring  one"  mis- 
sion; keep  the  group  meetings,.  1 5  minute  sermon  idea,  and  question 
and  answer  period  as  a  part  of  any  new  pattern;  include  area  rally  to 
begin  mission;  include  children  and  youth  program  for  witnessing;  a 
teaching  mission  to  stress  Lutheran  practice  and  belief;  mission  on 
theology  and  life;  Bible  Study  presentations  on  mission  of  congregation 
and  individual;  something  other  than  three  or  four  consecutive  days  and 
nights;  group  missions  by  areas  rather  than  district  lines;  an  inter- 
denominational mission;  have  smaller  congregations  in  area  come  to- 
gether for  services;  mission  to  develop  shepherding  plan  in  every  con- 
gregation; family  enrichment  mission;  follow  Carolinas'  Evangelism  Con- 
ference plan  bringing  in  man  on  the  street  for  dialogue. 

C.  Contact  and  Referral  Service:  This  service,  under  the  direction  of  the  Assistant 
to  the  President,  is  meeting  a  real  need.  Reports  on  "moving  Lutherans"  are 
received  from  "The  Lutheran"  and  from  individual  pastors.  Approximately 
40  or  50  names  are  sent  to  pastors  each  month. 

III.      LOOKING  AHEAD 

The  big  evangelism  event  between  now  and  the  next  convention  of  synod  will 
be  the  Carolinas'  Evangelism  Conference  sponsored  by  the  two  Carolina  synods 
and  the  LCA  Evangelism  Commission.  Every  effort  is  being  exerted  to  make  this 
conference  as  stimulating  and  helpful  as  was  the  1965  edition.  The  purpose  of 
the  conference  is  "to  Define  and  Stimulate  Responsible  Christian  Living  in  a 
Changing  World."  The  conference  theme  is,  "The  Church  and  Industrial  Society." 
Four  representatives  from  each  congregation  in  the  two  synods  will  be  invited  to 
attend.  The  conference  is  scheduled  for  St.  Mark's,  Charlotte,  January  29-30, 
1968. 

The  committee  is  planning  an  overnight  retreat  for  the  enrichment  and 
equipping  of  its  members  for  better  service  to  the  congregations.  It  will  continue 
to  cooperate  with  other  operational  committees  and  the  auxiliaries  in  sponsoring 
the  annual  workshop  for  new  pastors  and  their  wives.  The  possibilities  for  district 
retreats  for  congregational  evangelism  committeemen  are  being  explored. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 
That  the  synod  approve  the  following  as  elements  in  the  synodica!  evangelism  pro- 
gram for   1967  and    1968   and  encourage  each   pastor  and  each   congregation  to 
participate: 

1.  District  retreats  for  pastors  and  selected  laymen  from  each  congregation  to 
introduce  the  Manifesto  Study  and  materials  to  he  sponsored  by  District 
Deans  and  Operational  Committees.

2.  A  congregational  program  consultation  for  congregational  evangelism  chair- 
men in  connection  with  the  1968  spring  meeting  in  each  district. 

3.  The  planning  of  a  new  pattern  area  evangelism  mission  to  be  carried  out 
in  1968,  1969  and  1970. 

4.  The  Carolines'  Evangelism  Conference  at  St.  Mark's,  Charlotte,  January  29- 
30,  1968,  with  the  pastor,  evangelism  chairman,  socio!  ministry  cfiGirman, 
and  adult  worker  from  each  congregation  invited  to  attend. 

5.  Providing  assistance  to  the  congregations  in  their  evangelism  program 
through  evangelism  committeemen,  synod  staff,  audio  visuals,  and  year 
round  planning.

The    report  was   presented   by   the    Rev.    Floyd   W.    Bost,    chairman,    who   ex- 
pressed the  concern  of  the  committee  to  promote  activities,   to  better  understand 
and   fulfill   the  church's  ministry,   and   to  make   use  of  the   Manifesto  as   an    in- 
strument  in   the   life  of  the   local   congregation. 

The  report  featured  the  showing  of  a  filmstrip  prepared  by  the  Commission 
on  Evangelism,  entitled,  "Open  Those  Doors",  accenting  the  mission  of  the 
church  as  it  ministers  to  people. 

Chairman  Bost  then  moved  the  adoption  of  the  committee's  recommenda- 
tion. 

Recommendations   1,   2,   3,  4,  ad  5  were  adopted. 

REFERENCE   AND   COUNSEL 

The  president  recognized  Chairman  Paul  Morgan  of  the  Committee  on 
Reference   and   Counsel,   who   presented    the    following    recommendations: 

1.  That  the  Wednesday  morning's  meeting  be  extended  until  all   items  of 
business   have   been   completed. 

2.  That    immediately   after    Item    3    in   Wednesday   morning's   agenda    the 
following  items  be  considered  in  this  order: 

a.  Report   of   Committee   on    Parish    Education. 

b.  Report   of    the    Camp   Committee. 

c.  Report  of  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lutheridge. 

d.  Report  of  the  Executive  Board. 

3.  That  all    items  beyond   three   be   renumbered. 

On   motion   of  Chairman   Morgan,   the   recommendations   were   adopted. 

President  Whittecar  set  a  balloting  period  for  Wednesday  morning  from 
8:30-9:30,  and  indicated  that  the  election  of  alternate  delegates  would  have  to 
be  worked    into  the   morning   meeting. 

The  chaplain   led   the  convention   in   a   closing   prayer. 

Seventh  Meeting 

(Wednesday  Morning,  May  3,   1967,  9:00  A.  M.  -  1:00  P.  M.) 

The  Concord  High  School  Chorus  sang  several  selections  before  the  devo- 
tional   service   as   arranged    and    announced. 

The  devotions  were  conducted  by  the  convention  chaplain,  the  Rev. 
Corveth  P.  Mitchell.  The  meditation  theme  was  "Mystery  and  Mastery"  based  on 
the  text:  "Lord,  to  whom  shall  we  go?  Thou  hast  the  words  of  eternal  life".  St. 
John    6:68. 

The  president  voiced  the  appreciation  of  the  convention  to  Dr.  Mitchell  for 
his  services  as  chaplain. 
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On  motion  of  Pastor  William  E.  Hall,  the  convention  voted  that  the  devo- 
tional messages  and  prayers  of  Chaplain  Mitchell  be  printed  and  distributed  to 
convention   delegates. 

There  was  no  report  from  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel  as  the 
order  of  the  day  had  already  been  established  by  previous  action  of  the  con- 
vention. 

The  Rev.  Gary  Safrit,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  and  Unfin- 
ished Business,  reported  that  minutes  of  the  third  meeting  were  in  the  hands  of 
the  delegates,  and  that  minutes  of  the  fourth  meeting  would  be  distributed 
sometime  during  the  morning  meeting,  and  that  minutes  of  the  remaining  meet- 
ings would   be   mailed   to  convention   delegates. 

President  Whittecar  stated  that  minutes  of  the  remaining  meetings  would 
be   approved   by   the   Executive   Board. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Parish  Education 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  May  5,  1966,  (end  of  1966  con- 
vention) and  February  10,  1967,  (deadline  for  pre-convention  bulletin)  the  Com- 
mittee on  Parish  Education  has  held  two  meetings  at  the  Church  House  in  Salis- 
bury: November  3-4,  1966,  and  January  19-20,   1967. 

Two  new  members  have  joined  the  committee.  They  are  Mrs.  William  E. 
Houser  of  Cherryville  and  the  Rev.  K.  Y.  Huddle  of  Stanley.  Both  are  representa- 
tives of  the  Southwestern  District. 

The  introduction  of  new  materials  of  the  Parish  Education  Curriculum  is 
now  virtually  complete.  Because  of  this,  the  LCA  Board  of  Parish  Education  is  no 
longer  the  primary  agent  in  the  introduction  of  synod  programs  and  services.  This 
responsibility  now  rests  with  the  committee,  which  is  seeking  to  develop  such  pro- 
grams and  services  tailored  to  the  needs  of  the  congregations  of  the  synod. 

The  last  round  of  Coaching  Conferences  was  held  in  May  1966.  These  con- 
ferences provided  help  for  teachers  of  Kindergarten  and  Grades  1-2  and  admin- 
istrators. Excellent  films  on  the  principles  of  teaching  and  learning  were  used  in 
the  Kindergarten  and  Grades  1-2  sections.  These  films  have  been  purchased  by 
the  committee  for  use  by  churches  in  the  synod. 

Workshops  for  Vacation  Church  School  superintendents  were  conducted  in 
each  district  during  March  1966  by  the  Rev.  Brady  Y.  Faggart,  Jr.,  Secretary  of 
Christian  Education.  Similar  workshops  are  planned  for  March  4-9,  1967,  to  be 
led  by  Sister  Gertrude  Hill  of  the  LCA  Board  of  Parish  Education. 

One  of  the  most  popular  synod  programs  of  the  committee  continues  to  be 
the  Vacation  Church  School  teachers'  workshops.  These  are  planned  and  led  dur- 
ing May  by  the  district  representatives  and  leaders  trained  by  Board  of  Parish 
Education  staff  personnel. 

One  of  the  major  concerns  of  the  committee  is  the  development  of  com- 
petent resource  personnel  throughout  the  synod  who  will  provide  a  reserve  of 
people  trained  on  specific  age  levels.  These  people  are  leaders  of  leaders.  The  best 
source  and  training  of  such  leaders  in  the  Laboratory  Schools  held  each  summer 
at  Lutheridge.  The  committee  continues  its  policy  of  providing  scholarships  for  a 
limited  number  of  participants  in  the  schools.  The  1967  program  of  Lutheridge 
will  double  the  capacity  of  the  Laboratory  Schools,  having  been  expanded  to  two 
weeks  this  year. 

The  committee  projects  a  series  of  Clinics  for  Christian  Education  com- 
mittees in  the  Fall  of  1967.  This  will  be  an  effort  to  more  effectively  meet  the 
needs  of  congregational  committees  and  administrators,  and  to  assist  them  in  the 
evaluation  of  their  own  Christian  education  programs.  Emphasis  will  also  be  given 
to  initiation  and  planning  for  new  activities  in  the  area  of  Christian  education,  in 
order  that  the  congregation  might  be  able  to  meet  the  needs  of  its  members. 

Our  district  representatives  have  met  with  representatives  from  the  con- 
gregations in  the  consultation  programs  of  the  various  districts.  These  meetings 
have  been  valuable  for  orientation,  enrichment,  and  sharing  of  information  and 
concerns. 
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Some  congregations  of  our  synod  have  utilized  with  success  some  of  the 
less-used  curriculum  materials  of  the  newer  agencies  of  Christian  education  such 
as  the  School  of  Religion  and  the  Christian  Family  Education  Program.  These  fine 
materials  are  commended  to  others.  Leadership  Education  courses  continue  to  be 
essential  for  the  development  of  trained  leaders  and  teachers  on  a  parish  level. 

The  committee  notes  with  regret  the  resignation  on  December  31,  1966,  of 
the  Rev.  Brady  Y.  Faggart,  Jr.,  as  Secretary  of  Christian  Education.  We  are  most 
grateful  for  his  effective  leadership,  his  keen  insights,  his  creative  stimulation, 
his  skilled  administration,  and  his  contagious  enthusiasm — -all  in  the  field  of 
and  the  best  interests  of  Christian  education. 

This  committee  exists  to  serve.  We  are  eager  to  discover  those  areas  in  the 
life  of  our  churches  where  we  may  be  a  servant.  Our  energies  are  devoted  to  the 
objectives  of  Christian  education  as  defined  by  the  LCA  and  are  focused  on  our 
responsibilities  to  assist  congregations  in  making  these  objectives  effective  in 
their  programs  of  Christian  education. 

The  Executive  Board,  following  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Brady  Y.  Fag- 
gart, Jr.,  from  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Christian  Education,  requested  the 
Committee  on  Parish  Education  to  study  the  requirements  of  the  office,  make 
appropriate  recommendations  for  any  adjustments  in  the  office,  and  nominate  a 
person  to  fill  the  office.  The  synod's  constitution  requires  that  such  a  nomina- 
tion be  made  by  an  operational   committee. 

To  simplify  the  process,  a  smaller  work-study  committee  was  named  as 
follows:  the  Rev.  Robert  L.  Troutman,  chairman,  the  Rev.  Terry  W.  Agner,  the 
Rev.  David  R.  Keck,  Miss  Mary  Stamy,  and  Dr.  W.  Clyde  Taylor.  Dr.  George  R. 
Whittecar  provided  invaluable  advice  and  counsel.  This  Personnel  Committee, 
made  up  of  members  of  the  Committee  on  Parish  Education  and  the  Youth  Com- 
mittee, also  consulted  with  the  Camp  Committee  and  the  Committee  on  Church 
Vocations  through  their  respective  chairmen. 

The  Personnel  Committee  held  four  meetings.  First,  the  committee  considered 
the  need  for  the  office  in  the  overall  function  of  the  synod.  It  was  concluded 
that  filling  the  office  was  necessary  in  view  of  the  vital  role  of  Christian  educa- 
tion and  youth  ministry  in  the  mission  of  the  church.  Secondly,  the  committee 
sought  to  describe  the  functions  of  the  office  in  terms  of  indicated  needs  and 
areas  of  responsibility.  Finally,  the  committee  began  an  exhaustive  search  to 
find  the  person  best  qualified  to  fit  the  job  description  and  fill  the  needs  of  the 
office. 

The  Personnel  Committee  made  its  report  to  the  Committee  on  Parish  Ed- 
ucation at  a  meeting  on  March  3,  1967.  The  Committee  on  Parish  Education 
studied  the  proposed  job  description  for  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Christian 
Education  and  voted  to  recommend  it  to  the  Executive  Board  for  adoption. 
The  full  text  of  the  job  description  can  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Board.  The  committee  also  carefully  considered  the  person  proposed  by  the 
Personnel  Committee  to  fill  the  office  and  unanimously  voted  to  recommend  that 
the  Executive  Board  elect  that  person  to  the  office.  The  Committee  on  Parish  Edu- 
cation made  its  report  to  the  Executive  Board  at  its  meeting  on  March  9,   1967.

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The  Rev.  Robert  Troutman,  chairman  of  the  committee,  was  in  charge  of  the 
report,  and  presented  the  committee's  work  in  light  of  the  Manifesto.  He  stated 
that  the  purpose  of  Christian  education  is  to  bring  about  changes  in  people 
and  to  help  them  grow  in  Christian  faith  and  life.  He  announced  the  projected 
clinics  for  a  representative  group  of  the  congregation  in  addition  to  its  com- 
mittee on  Christian  education  to  implement  the  Manifesto.  He  pointed  out  the 
need  for  congregational  committees  to  gear  their  programs  to  meet  congrega- 
tional needs.  He  referred  to  the  synod's  film  library  as  a  valuable  tool,  and 
pleaded  for  a  wider  and  wiser  stewardship  of  its  use. 

Chairman  Troutman  informed  the  convention  that  an  announcement  of  a 
successor  to  fill  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  could  not  be 
made  at  this  time,  but  that  the  committee  was  working  diligently  to  fill  the 
office. 

The  president  added  that  the  person  elected  had  declined,  and  reviewed  the 
process  of  nominating  one  of  this  office  as  provided  by  the  Constitution  which 
achrges  the  Committee  on  Parish  Education  to  make  a  nomination.  He  also 
stated  that  the  committee  is  working  in  consultation  with  the  personnel  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  representatives  of  the  youth,  camp,  and  church  vocations 
committees,   as  these  areas  of  cencern   are  directly   related   to  the  office. 

A   question   and   answer   period    followed. 

On  motion  of  Chairman  Troutman,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Report  of  Committee  on  Church  Camping 

The  Committee  on  Church  Camping  has  continued  in  its  efforts  to  bring  to 
the  convention  of  synod  a  master  plan  of  church  camping.  During  the  year  the 
committee  met  six  times  and  was  increcsed  in  size  from  six  to  nine  members. 

As  the  results  of  study  the  committee  has  adopted  the  papers  entitled,  "The 
Conference  and  Retreat  Program  of  the  N.  C.  Synod"  and  "The  Camping  Program 
of  the  N.  C.  Synod"  as  the  official  philosophies  and  objectives  for  church  camping. 

In  en  effort  to  keep  our  synod  in  the  current  stream  of  thinking  on  church 
camping,  professor  Charles  C.  Stott,  camp  planner  of  Raleiqh  is  under  contract  as 
the  consultant  to  our  camping  program.  Committee  secretary,  Rev.  David  L. 
Castor,  represented  the  synod  in  attending  the  Regional  Consultation  on  Comps 
and  Conferences  in  Atlanta,  Georaia,  March  13  and  14. 

The  most  significant  development  in  the  synod's  program  of  church  camping 
during  the  past  year  was  the  securing  of  the  Conference  and  Retreat  Center  at 
Kure  Beech,  N.  C.  This  unit  has  been  renovated  for  use  by  the  congregations 
and  auxiliaries  beainning  June  1,  1967.  We  feel  that  this  is  a  needed  unit  in 
the  school  of  Christian  Education  and  will  aid  in  leadership  training  for  our 
church. 

With  interest  in  evaluating  our  present  camping  program  and  to  realize  its 
needs  for  our  future,  we  have  qiven  consideration  to  the  chanainq  structure  of 
the  church,  chanainq  patterns  in  church  work,  chonaes  in  society  effected  by 
technology,  popu'ation,  economy,  transportation  and  leisure.  We  hove  been  mind- 
ful of  the  rapidly  decreasing  supply  of  suitable  land  in  our  state  for  church 
camp'na. 

We  therefore  submit  to  the  convention  of  synod  that  the  followina  units 
serve  as  the  lonq  ranqe  proqram  for  the  N.  C.  Synod's  Projected  Plans  for  Church 
Camping:  1.  Lut^erdae  Assembly,  2.  Kure  Beach  Conference  and  Retreat  Center, 
3.  Scnford  Area  Camping  Unit,  4.   Lake  Norman  Conference  and  Retreat  Center. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

To  advance  the  plans  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  for  camps,  conferences,  and  retreat 
facilities  and  to  maintain  an  adequate  camping  program,  we  therefore  recommend: 

1 .  That  congregations  of  cur  synod  be  encouraged  to  use  the  fccilities  at 
Kure  Beach  in  their  programs  of  Christian  Education. 

2.  That  stronger  ties  and  expanded  programs  be  encouraged  at  Lutheridge 
with  greater  emphasis  on  winterizing  facilities  for  retreat  and  conference 
camping. 

3.  That  the  synod  develop  in  the  Sanford  area  a  campinq  facility  follow- 
ing the  philosophies  and  objectives  as  adopted  by  the  Camp  Committee

for  small  group  camping  in  a  rustic  setting. 

4.  That  the  synod  develop  a  retreat-conference  center  in  the  Lake  Norman 
area  west  of  Mooresville. 

5.  That   the    following    chronological    schedule    serve   as    a    guideline   in    the 
projected  plan  for  Church  Camping: 

Phrase  I,  1967  a.     Opening  of  Kure  Beach  Center 

b.     Encourage    development    of    winterized    facil- 
ities at  Lutheridge 
Phrase  II,  1967-68      a.     Select  and  secure  acreage  for  Sanford  Camp 

b.     Select  and  secure  Lake  Norman  Site 
Phrase  III,  1968-69     a.     Develop  Master  plan  for  Sanford  Camp 
Phrase  IV,  1969-70     a.     Construct  Lake  Norman  Center 
Phrase  V,  1970  a.     Begin  the  construction   of  the  Sanford  Camp 

with  gradual  expanding  year  after  year.

The  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Ronald  H.  Weinelt,  committee  chair- 
man, who  made  a  unique  song  introduction  to  the  report,  and  then  recognized 
committee  members,  along  with  Executive  Board  advisors,  and  sub-committee 
chairmen  who  presented  the  committee's  long  range  camping  program  as  out- 
lined in  the  committee's  report  and  also  the  report  of  the  Executive  Board  (See 
Page    128). 

Appearing  on  the  panel  were  sub-committee  chairman  Paul  Rimmer,  who 
spoke  of  the  retreat-conference-camping  complex  in  the  Sanford  area,  sub-com- 
mittee  chairman   Carroll   Wessinger,   who   described   the    Lake    Norman    program, 
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and  chairman  Weinelt  who  spoke  of  the  possibilities  and  programs  planned  for 
the   Kure   Beach   retreat  center. 

A  map  showing  the  proposed  camping  program  sites  in  relation  to  the 
location  and  number  of  the  churches  to  be  served  pointed  up  the  strategy  of  the 
long     range     program. 

In  connection  with  the  report,  the  Rev.  John  W.  Cobb  presented  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board's  Recommendation  4  that  synod  approve  the  longrange  camping 
program    outlined    in    Section    IX-B-2    and    moved    its    adoption. 

The    recommendation    was   adopted.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lutheridge 

The  sixteenth  season  of  Lutheridge  was  a  wonderful  experiencef  or  all  of 
us  connected  with  it.

We  were  all  thrilled  when  Pastor  Faggart  accepted  the  call  to  assume 
this  position  January  1,   1967. 

We  ask  the  continued  help  and  prayers  of  all  the  synods  in  this  great  work 
and  challenge  at  Lutheridge.

Report  of  the  Executive  Board    (Continued) 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  was  continued  with  recommendation  7 — 
that  synod  amend  by-law  Section  VII — Other  Committees — by  adding  new 
Item  K.  Committee  on  Pastors'  Salaries,  and  the  job  description  of  this  com- 
mittee as  outlined   in  Section  XV  (See  Page    149). 

The  recommendfation  was  presented  by  board  member  Roy  D.  Apple. 

Participating  in  the  discussion  were  Pastor  John  L.  Yost,  Jr.,  and  Mr. 
Frank  A.  Jenkins  of  St.  Luke,  Charlotte,  who  spoke  in  favor  of  the  recom- 
mendation and  saw  in  it  possibilities  to  increase  sub-standard  salaries.  Others 
participating  in  the  discussion  were  Pastors  Charles  F.  Kyles  and  Roy  B.  Setzer 
who  expressed  hope  that  something  would  come  of  it  as  the  matter  had  been 
before    many    conventions    without    results. 

Mr.  Jenkins  moved  that  Item  3  be  amended  by  inserting  after  "counsel 
with"   the  words   "church  councils  and",   so   that  the   amended    item   would    read: 

3.  The  committee  shall  make  itself  available  to  counsel  with  church 
councils  and  with  pastors  whose  incomes  fall  below  the  minimum  as  suggested 
by    synod. 

The   amendment  was   adopted. 
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The  recommendation  as  amended  was  adopted. 

The  president  reported  that  conferences  and  consultations  with  church 
councils  and  congregations  have  resulted  in  increases  in  some  cases,  and  judged 
the  by-law  amendment  as  a  practical  working  tool  to  be  used  toward  this  end. 

This  item  closed  the  unfinished  business  of  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Board. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Historical  Work 

During  the  past  year  the  Committee  on  Historical  Work  lost  two  of  its  mem- 
bers by  death.  Mr.  Lawrence  L.  Lohr  of  Kings  Mountain,  who  was  in  his  first 
year  as  a  member  of  the  committee,  died  November  16,  1966.  Mr.  Leon  M. 
Rivers  of  High  Point  died  January  9,  1967.  He  was  a  member  of  the  committee 
for  several  years,  and  had  rendered  valuable  service  in  the  preparation  of  ma- 
terials, especially  pictures,  for  the  book  "Life  Sketches  of  Lutheran  Ministers". 
For  more  than  a  decade  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  busily  engaged 
in  collecting  material  and  writing  a  history  of  the  Lutheran  Brotherhood  and 
Lutheran  Church  Men  in  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  The  departure  of  these  two 
laymen  leaves  a  big  open  place  on  the  committee.  They  will  be  greatly  missed 
not  only  in  this  capacity,  but  in  the  whole  program  of  synod. 

The  completion  of  the  book  containing  biographical  sketches  of  ministers  of 
the  North  Carolina  Synod  and  the  Tennessee  Synod  was  the  main  objective  of 
the  year.  All  the  material  for  this  volume  was  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  by  late 
September,  and  a  limited  number  of  copies  were  received  in  time  for  display  and 
sale  at  the  convention  of  Lutheran  Men  in  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  Hickory 
N.  C,  November  2,  1966. 

The  Executive  Beard  of  synod  authorized  that  3,000  copies  of  the  book  be 
printed,  and  that  the  sale  price  be  set  at  $3.  The  printing  was  done  by  the  State 
Printing  Company,  Columbia,  S.  C.  Delivery  of  the  full  order  was  made  at  the 
Church  House  early  in  December.  Copies  may  be  secured  either  by  personal  call 
or  by  mail  order.  Further  plans  for  distribution  and  sale  of  the  book  in  the  con- 
gregations of  synod  will  probably  be  presented  when  this  report  is  under  con- 
sideration.

The  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  B.  S.  Brown,  D.D.,  member  of  the 
committee,  in  the  absence  of  the  committee  chairman,  the  Rev.  C.  N.  Yount.  Dr. 
Brown  reported  the  completion  of  a  long  awaited  volume  on  "Life  Sketches  of 
Lutheran  Ministers"  which  required  years  of  research  and  study.  He  presented  a 
brief  historical  backgro1 'nd  of  the  book  as  it  was  conceived  by  the  late  Dr.  J.  L. 
Morgan  as  early  as  1953,  and  said  that  in  some  cases,  biographical  sketches 
had  been  obtained  from  descendents  of  ministers  generations  removed. 

Dr.  Brown  acknowledged  the  contributions  of  Pastor  C.  E.  Norman,  compiler 
of  the  sketches;  Miss  Ruth  Blackwelder,  biographer  of  Adolph  Nussman;  and 
Pastor  George   Shuford,    biographer  of  Johan    Cottfried   Arends. 

Dr.  Brown  then  presented  the  book  itself  to  the  convention  describing  its 
features,  and  encouraging  the  delegates  to  set  up  some  kind  of  local  machinery 
for  the  sale  of  the  book.  He  announced  that  books  can  be  ordered  from  the 
Lutheran  Church  House  in  Salisbury  at  $3  per  copy. 

Fliers  recommending  the  book  were  distributed,  and  the  convention  delegates 
were  requested  to  take  them  home  and  post  them  on  their  congregations'  bul- 
letin   boards. 

President  Whittecar  added  that  the  cost  of  publishing  the  book  had  been 
drown    from    the    Michael    Peeler    income    fund. 

The   report  was  adopted. 

By-Law  Amendments 

Mr.  Bachman  Brown,  Jr.,  was  recognized  for  the  presentation  of  by-law 
amendments  which  had  been  on  notice  since  the  Mcnday  afternoon  meeting,  as 
follows: 

1.      That  Section  XIII — Other  Matters  be  amended  by  adding  the  following 
as   a    new    Item    C: 
"C.      Auxiliaries. 

1.      Lutheran  Men  is  recognized  as  the  official  men's  auxiliary  of  this  synod. 
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2.       Amendments  to   the   Constitution   of    Lutheran    Men    shall    be    submitted 
to  the  convention  of  the  Synod  or  its  Executive   Board  for  approval   and 

shall  not  become  effective  until   such  amendment    is  approved." 
The    by-law   amendment    was   adopted. 
2.      That  Section  XIII   be  amended  by  adding  a   new   Item   D  as  follows: 

"D      Periodicals. 

1.  "The    North   Carolina    Lutheran"    shall    be    a    paper   designed    to    appeal 
to,    and    hold    the    interest   of,    the    whole    constituency   of    this   synod. 

2.  Official  notices  of  this  Synod  shall  be  published  in  "The  North  Carolina 
Lutheran". 

The  by-law  amendment  was  adopted. 

3.  That  Section    IX — Ministers,   be   amended   so   that   Line   A-2    shall    read: 
The  church  council   receiving  the   letter  of  resignation  shall    report  it 

to  the  congregation,   the   president  of  synod,   and   the  dean   of  the  dis- 
trict,   so    that    Line    A-3    shall    read: 

The  church  council  shall   seek  the  advice   and  counsel    of  the   president 

of  synod   until   the  vacancy   is   filled. 

The   by-law  amendment  was  adopted. 
4.      That  Section  VII   under  E  2,  sub-section   "a"   be  amended   to  read: 
There  shall  be  a  sub-committee  to  supervise  the  publicaftion  and  cir- 
culation of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran.  It  shall  submit  nominations  for 
an  editor  and  a  business  manager  to  the  annual  convention  of  synod  for 
approval,  the  same  to  serve  for  terms  of  one  year,  eligible  to  re-election. 
The  editor  and  business  manager  may  ncme  assistants  subject   to  the 
approval    of    the    sub-committee. 
The  by-law  amendment  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches   Assembly 

The  Rev.  John  W.  Cobb  was  recognized  for  the  report  of  the  N.  C.  Council 
of  Churches  Assembly  and  reported  the  highlights  of  the  thirtieth  annual  as- 
sembly with  a  special  accent  on  the  council's  migrant  ministry.  He  reported  that 
nine  delegates  represented  the  synod  at  the  assembly,  and  that  President  Whitte- 
car  and   Pastor   Karl    Park  were   elected   to   the   Council's   Executive   Board. 

The  request  for  permission  to  publish  the  full  report  in  the  1967  Pro- 
ceedings as   a   part  of  the   record   was   granted. 

The  Thirtieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
was  held  at  Winston-Salem,  the  Church  Women  United  in  North  Carolina  having 
their  Assembly  April  24-26,  the  Pastors'  Conference  taking  up  the  day  on  April 
25,  and  the  Council's  Assembly  convening  that  evening  and  concluding  the  fol- 
lowing day.  At  the  Council's  Assembly  four  new  church  bodies  were  re- 
ceived into  membership,  the  North  Carolina  and  Western  North  Carolina  An- 
nual Conferences  of  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  the  Shelton 
Church  of  the  Brethren  at  Mount  Airy,  and  the  Mars  Hill  Baptist  Church  of 
Mars  Hill.  There  are  now  thirty-nine  member  bodies,  representing  sixteen  dif- 
ferent denominations  and  having  6,723  local  congregations,  with  over  1,350,000 
communicant  members.  For  the  first  time  the  Roman  Catholic  Diocese  of  Raleigh 
had  an  official  observer  present  at  the  Council's  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Council's  organizational  structure  is  made  up  of  the  Executive  Board 
and  Administrative  Committee,  an  Advisory  Conference,  two  Departments,  two 
General  Committees,  and  five  Commissions  under  which  are  grouped  twenty-three 
program  committees.  The  Executive  Board  met  September  1  and  November  22, 
1966  and  April  25,  1967.  The  Advisory  Conference,  which  is  composed  of  the 
executives  of  the  number  bodies,  met  February  7.  The  Department  of  Church 
Women  United  (note  new  name)  had  a  splendid  year  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Ira   C.   Shelley  of  Greensboro. 

In  the  area  of  finance,  we  are  deeply  gratified  to  report  that  the  $20,000 
in  the  new  money  needed  to  meet  the  minimum  1967  budget  of  $49,168.10  was 
assured  by  noon  on  the  day  of  the  Council's  Assembly.  This  was  made 
possible  by  increased  giving  by  the  member  bodies  which  have  accepted  in  full 
or   are   moving    toward    full    acceptance   of   the    askings    based    upon    the    propor- 
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tionate  percentage  plan  of  support,  and  by  special  pledges  made  by  individuals 
and  individual  churches.  Slighly  more  than  $6,000  is  needed  to  assure  the 
minimum  budget  for  1968,  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  increased  giving 
from  the  member  bodies  will  close  that  gap,  putting  the  Council  in  the  best 
financial  condition  in  recent  years.  The  proportionate  percentage  plan  calls  for 
each  constituent  group  to  contribute  1  / 1 0th  of  1%  of  its  total  giving  to  cur- 
rent expenses  and  benevolences  (not  including  capital  building  funds).  The  1967 
Distinguished  Service  Award  went  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Harold  J.  Dudley  of  Raleigh. 
Dr.  Dudley  is  Chairman  of  the  General  Committee  on   Business  and   Finance. 

In  the  area  of  Public  Relations  note  is  token  of  the  Richard  Shelton  Com- 
munications Awards  for  1967  which  went  to  The  Raleigh  Times,  The  Jackson- 
ville Daily  News,  The  Chapel  Hill  Weekly,  Radio  station  WAYN,  Rockingham, 
and  Television  Station  WBTV,  Charlotte.  A  special  citation  was  given  to  Miss 
Virtie  Stroup  of  The  Winston-Salem  Journal  and  the  Twin  City  Sentinel.  The 
weekly  religious  TV  newscast,  "News  of  the  Church,"  sponsored  by  the  Council,  is 
now  carried  by  WTVD,  Durham,  WBTV,  Charlotte,  WGHP-TV,  High  Point,  and 
WFBC-TV,  Greenville,  S.  C.  The  radio  newscast,  "The  Week  in  Religion,"  con- 
tinues over  station  WPTF,    Raleigh. 

Commission    and    Committee    Programs 

Under  the  head  of  Christian  Social  Action,  the  customary  United  Nations- 
Washington  Study  Tour  for  Ministers  was  conducted  last  April.  The  Commission 
planned  the  Church  Conference  on  peace  which  was  held  at  the  Myers  Park  Bap 
tist  Church  in  Charlotte  Nevember  29,  and  the  Fourth  Seminar  on  State  Legis- 
lation in  Raleigh  February  28.  Many  other  activities  come  under  this  Commis- 
sion, such  as  the  Conference  on  Technology  in  Our  Community. 

Under  the  head  of  Christian  Education  the  Committee  on  College  Work 
co-sponsored  with  the  Southeastern  Regional  Committee  on  United  Ministries  a 
seminar  for  members  of  the  Campus  Ministry  Committees  of  the  participating 
denominations  in  Durham  in  November.  Last  fall  a  list  of  the  approximately 
1500  international  students  in  the  State  was  compiled  and  made  available  to 
persons  wishing  to  extend  hospitality  to  some  of  these  students  from  abroad. 
The  Council  office  has  sent  out  letters  for  the  Committee  on  Weekday  Religious 
Education  addressed  to  Presidents  of  local  councils  of  United  Church  Women  and 
ministerial  associations  in  communities  where  Bible  is  not  taught  in  the  public 
schools,    inviting    consideraton    of    such    a    program. 

The  Committee  on  Ministry  for  Overseas  Relief  reports  twenty-four  collection 
depots  for  Church  World  Service  in  the  State.  This  program  is  co-ordinated 
through  the  Councl  office  for  the  CWS  Center  in  New  Windsor,  Maryland.  Steps 
are  being  taken  to  have  organized  CWS-CROP  Committees  in  twenty-one  coun- 
ties   in    North    Carolina;    there    are    now    three    such    committees. 

The  Committee  on  Annual  Meeting  planned  the  program  for  the  1967  An- 
nual Meeting,  the  theme  of  the  Pastors'  Conference  being  "The  Pastor  and  His 
Personal    Problems." 

The  Committee  on  Evaluation  and  Long-range  Planning,  in  addition  to 
other  matters,  proposed  a  program  of  community  organizaton  and  development 
with  the  Lumbee  Indians  and  others  in  Robeson  County.  This  program  has  been 
approved  by  the  Executive  Board,   but  is  yet  to  go   into  effect. 

The  Committee  on  Town  and  Country  Church  has  been  joined  in  sponsor- 
ship of  this  year's  seminar  by  the  Committee  on  the  Urban  Church,  and  N.  C. 
State  University  itself  is  to  be  co-sponsor  rather  than  one  of  its  departments. 
This  Seminar  on  Church  and  Community,  scheduled  for  May  11  and  12  on  the 
N.  C.  State  campus,  followed  the  theme,  "Church  and  Community  Improvement 
Throuah    Better    Communication    and    Motivation." 

The  Committee  on  Ministerial  Associations  and  Councils  of  Churches  has 
written  to  the  presidents  of  105  ministerial  associations  in  the  State  urging  con- 
sideration by  their  groups  of  the  formation  of  local  councils  of  churches  which 
would   include  lay  men  and  women. 

The  Committee  on  Recreation  and  the  Committee  on  Evangelism  are  both 
proposing  conferences   in   these  two  fields  in    1967  or    1968. 

Other    Committee    Activities 

With  two  General  Committees  and  twenty-three  Program  Committees,  it  is 
difficult  to  schedule  meetings  of  all  of  them  in  the  same  year.  Some  of  the 
other  Program  Committees,  which  not  having  met  in  the  past  year,  have  yet  been 
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active.  The  Committee  on  Audio-Visuals  has  worked  out  a  scheme  for  the  ex- 
change of  catalogues  between  denominational  AV  libraries  in  the  State.  Thus  far 
four  libraries  have  agreed  to  this  plan.  The  Committee  on  Camping  co-sponsored 
a  Southeastern  Regional  Workshop  for  Church  Camps,  Conferences,  and  As- 
semblies at  Camp  Chestnutt  Ridge  in  April  1966,  along  with  the  Brotherhood 
Commission  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  the  Conference 
Boards  of  Education  of  The  Methcdist  Church  in  the  Southeast,  and  the  Division 
of  Continuing  Education  of  the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Park  Administra- 
tion of  N.  C.  State  University.  This  Committee  also  co-sponsored  the  Tri-state 
Consultation  on  Camps  and  Conferences  at  Camp  Calvin,  Georgia,  March  13-14, 
1967,  along  with  the  Georgia  and  Florida  Councils  of  Churches  and  the  De- 
partment of  Educational  Development  of  the  National  Council.  Under  the 
head  of  Children's  Work,  which  is  now  under  the  Committee  on  Family  Life 
Education,  the  Council  helped  to  promote  a  Regional  Conference  on  the  Church's 
Work  with  Children  which  was  held  at  the  FFA  Camp  near  Covington,  Georgia  in 
March  1966.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Family  Life  Education  is  serv- 
ing on  the  Steering  Committee  of  a  group  set  up  by  the  Carolina  Population  cen- 
ter of  UNC  at  Chapel  Hill  to  work  in  the  area  of  Family  Life  Education  and 
population.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Scouting  has  written  to  all  of 
the  Boy  Scout  executives  in  the  State  concerning  chaplaincy  service  in  the  sum- 
mer camps,  urging  such  a  program  where  it  does  not  exist  and  making  known 
the  provision  of  training  courses  for  such  chaplains.  Last  year  he  sent  to  all 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  pastors  in  North  Carolina  a  letter  promoting  Scout- 
ing in  the  churches.  This  message  and  its  accomoanying  literature  were  sent  out 
by  the  Council  office  to  all  official  delegates  of  our  member  bodies.  The  Dur- 
ham office  furnishes  information  on  councils  of  churches  to  Scouts  working  on  the 
God  and  Country  and   Pro  Deo  et   Patria   programs. 

The  Committee  on  Ministry  in  the  State  and  National  Parks  reported  last 
summer  the  beginning  of  a  summer  religious  ministry  in  Cape  Hatteras  National 
Seashores  in  addition  to  continuance  of  work  at  three  points  on  the  Blue  Ridge 
Parkway.  New  work  will  be  started  this  summer  at  Deep  Creek  Campground  and 
Smokemont  in  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National  Park. 

The  Committee  on  Research  and  Strategy  stands  ready  to  develop  informa- 
tion needed  by  other  committees  in  the  promotion  of  their  programs. 

The  bi-monthlyChurch  Council  Bulletin  is  published  from  the  Council's  Dur- 
ham office.  Subscriptions  are  free  to  members  of  the  constituent  bodies.  Those 
not  not  receiving  the  paner  are  invited  to  send  in  their  names  and  addresses  for 
addit:on  to  the  mailing   list. 

B'shoo  M.  George  Henry  of  the  Eoiscopal  Diocese  of  Western  North  Caro- 
lina ccme  to  the  end  of  his  term  of  office  as  President  on  April  26  and  was 
succeeded  by  Dr.  Samuel  E.  Dunccn,  President  of  Livingstone  College  at  Salisbury 
and  a  member  of  the  African  Method'st   Eoisconal   Zion  Church. 

The  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  affords  the  churches  of  this  State 
their  maior  agency  for  co-ooerative  endeavor.  ApDreciation  is  expressed  for  the 
loyal  support  given  by  the  Council's  constituents  during  the  past  year.

Report  of  Committee  on  Music  and  Worship 

The  committee  met  3  times  at  the  Synod  House.  President  Whittecar  met 
with  us  and  shared  suggestions  and  helpful  information.  We  have  seen  the  de- 
velopment of  many  opportunities  for  the  committee  to  be  of  service  to  the  con- 
gregations of  the  synod. 

MUSIC   INSTITUTE 

The  committee  chairman  was  asked  by  the  LCA  Commission  on  Worship  to 
serve  as  the  Dean-Chaplain  of  the  second  session  of  the  Church  Music  Institute. 
The  attendance  was  excellent.  We  are  grateful  to  the  synodical  publications  of 
the  southeast  for  their  cooperation  in  publicizing  the  institute. 
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These  institutes  cannot  help  but  raise  the  standards  of  music  and  worship 
in  the  Lutheran  Church  for  years  to  come. 

In  preparation  for  the  institute  a  questionnaire  was  mailed  to  all  of  our 
synodical  congregations  and  to  all  congregations  represented  at  the  institute.  A 
portion  of  the  information  received  has  already  been  published.  Other  data  will 
be  released  as  the  need  arises. 

PECTORAL  CROSS 

At  the  Hickory  convention,  the  synod  authorized  the  committee  to  proceed 
with  plans  for  the  provision  of  a  pectoral  cross  for  the  office  of  president  of  the 
synod.  It  is  still  hoped  that  the  cross  will  be  ready  for  presentation  at  the  con- 
vention in  Concord. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  has  served  as  advisor  to  several  churches 
in  the  purchase  of  musical  instruments  and  in  the  preparation  of  special  worship 
services. 

THIS   SUMMER 

Congregations  are  encouraged  to  make  it  possible  for  their  pastors  and 
church  musicians  to  attend  the  music  school  at  Lutheridge. 

Follow-up  institutes  will  be  held  this  summer  in  selected  areas  thus  offering 
musicians  the  opportunity  to  take  courses  missed  during  the  past  two  summers. 

Announcements  of  the  areas  will  be  made  during  the  committee's  report  at 
synod. 

PREPARATIONS   FOR   SYNOD 

In  keeping  with  the  suggestions  made  at  the  last  convention,  the  committee 
has  discussed  the  matter  of  the  opening  service  and  other  services  of  the  con- 
vention. Recommendations  were  given  to  the  Executive  Board.

The   report  was   presented   by  the   Rev.   T.   C.    Plexico,    committee   chairman, 
who  said  that  the  committee  has  been  constantly  sought  for  counsel   in  areas  of 
music  and  music  equipment.   He  reported  that  the  committee  has  had  under  con- 
sideration   a  special  project,  namely,  the  design  of  a  pectoral  cross  for  the  office 
of   president  of   synod.    He   then   described   the   distinctive   features   of    the    design 
which  was  on   display,    and   said   that    it   was   designed    for   the    N.    C.    Synod    and 
that  it  could  not  be  duplicated  by  any  other  synod. 

Board  member  Hoke  Ritchie  presented  the  Executive  Board's  Recom- 
mendation as  it  relates  to  this  matter — that  synod  give  its  approval  of  a  pec- 
toral cross  for  the  office  of  the  president  of  synod  as  it  appears  in  Section  J-2 
See  Page  1  34. 

It   was   announced   that   there   was  a    donar   for   the   cross. 
Recommendation   6  was  adopted. 

Chairman  Plexico  urged  lay  delegates  and  pastors  to  make  it  possible  for 
their  organists  and  choir  directors  to  attend  Music  Week  at   Lutheridge. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Lutheran 
World  Relief 

The  single  action  of  the  Committee  on  Lutheran  World  Relief  was  to  pro- 
mote the  annual  Thanksgiving  clothing  appeal.  Collecting  centers  were  provided 
at  Asheville,  Charlotte,  Cherryville,  Hickory,  Raleigh,  Salisbury,  Wilmington  and 
Winston-Salem.  Mr.  J.  L.  Boies  of  Carolina  Freight  Carriers  Corporation  arranged 
for  the  clothing  to  be  picked  up  from  these  centers  and  consolidated  at  Cherry- 
ville. Fifty-two  thousand  pounds  of  clothing  were  delivered  to  the  Lutheran  World 
Relief  warehouse  at  Easton,  Pennsylvania.  Congregations  of  the  American  Lutheran 
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Church  and  the  Lutheran  Church  —  Missouri   Synod  participated   in   this  arrange- 
ment. 

Be  assured  that  your  committee  appreciates  the  efforts  of  all  who  made  pos- 
sible this  largest  collection  of  clothing  ever  brought  together  in  our  state  for 
this  purpose.  Especially  do  we  thank  those  congregations  and  businesses  which 
allowed  their  valuable  space  to  be  used  as  collecting  depots.  We  are  most  grate- 
ful to  Carolina  Freight  Carriers  for  their  services  which  saved  us  considerable 
expense  in  addition  to  providing  a  convenient  system  of  gathering  up  the  clothing 
and  delivering  it  to  Lutheran  World  Relief. 

Something  was  missing  from  this  1966  clothing  appeal.  That  was  the  warm, 
loving  and  helpful  personality  of  Mr.  C.  Burton  Starr,  who  has  been  called  from 
this  life  since  our  last  report.  Mr.  StGrr  served  for  many  years  as  the  key  man 
in  Hickory,  providing  space  in  his  private  aarage  and  personally  looking  after  the 
collection  there.  He  was  always  eager  to  serve  in  this  capacity  and  diligent  in 
his  effort  to  see  that  the  clothing  was  packaged  and  handled  in  expert  manner. 
While  this  service  was  taken  up  by  Bethany  Church,  the  personality  of  Mr.  Burton 
Starr  was  missed  by  those  of  us  who  knew  him  and  worked  with  him,  even  in  a 
limited  manner.

The   Rev.   Donald   Deal,  chairman  of  the  committee,   was   recognized   for  the 
report,  and  thanked  the  synod  for  its   record  breaking   response  and   said   that   it 
reflects  the  synod's  concern  and  care  for  the  poverty  striken  people  of  the  world. 
Chairman   Deal  encouraged  convention  delegates  to  keep  a   file  of  special   needs 
which    he    listed    as    follows — men's    work    clothes,    children's    clothing,    blankets, 
women's  suits  and  cotton  dresses. 
The     report    was    adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Publications 
and  Publicity 

The  Committee  on  Publications  and  Publicity  held  three  meetings  during 
the  interim:  October  4,  1966;  February  21,  1967;  and  April  6,  1967,  at  the 
Lutheran  Church  House.  The  committee  is  divided  into  three  sub-committees: 
the  North  Carolina   Lutheran;  The  Lutheran;   and   Press,   Radio,   and   Television. 

The  committee  received  by  referral  from  the  Executive  Board  a  matter 
concerning  a  proposed  arrangement  between  the  synod  and  The  Lutheran  whereby 
non-subscribing  congregations  could  receive  the  magazine  for  a  3  months  trial 
period.    The  following  action  was  taken   by  the  committee: 

— That  the  congregations  of  synod  not  on  record  as  receiving  subscriptions 
to  The  Lutheran  be  offered   these  options — 

(a)  members  of  the  church  council  be  provided,  gratis,  a  3-months  sub- 
scription;   or 

(b)  the  pastor  or  designee  by  council  be  provided,  gratis,  a  3-months  sub- 
scription-bulk of  10  copies  to  be  distributed  to  key  families  in  the 
congregation. 

The  Executive  Board  was  requested  to  provide  a  supplementry  appropriation 
to  finance  the  project. 

The  committee  approved  the  radio-spot  tapes  featuring  the  Rev.  J.  A. 
Harbinson  and  produced  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Robin  Gatwood.  The  com- 
mittee authorized  the  pressing  of  200  discs  (three  spots  to  each  side — six  in 
all  per  disc)  and  the  distribution  of  the  discs  to  all  North  Carolina  radio  sta- 
tions. It  was  understood  by  the  committee  that  a  covering  letter  would  ac- 
company each  mailing,  along  with  a  self-addressed  post  card  to  seek  out  each 
station's  response   to   its  endeavor. 
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On  October  4,  1966,  a  meeting  was  held  at  which  time  four  recommenda- 
tions were  adopted  relative  to  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran.  The  recommenda- 
tions are  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Publications  and  Publicity  recommends  to  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  the  following  concerning  the  North  Carolina 
Lutheran: 

1 .  That  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  be  authorized  as  the  official  publica- 
tion of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

2.  That  the  paper  deal  primarily  with  news  of  interest  to  the  congregations 
of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  and  editorials  and  letters  to  the  editor  be  considered 
of  secondary  importance. 

a.  The  editor  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  is  instructed  to  exercise  dis- 
cretion in  the  publication  of  letters  to  the  editor.  Contributions  should  be  judged 
on  the  merits  of  their  relevancy  to  the  interests  of  members  of  North  Carolina 
Synod  congregations,  their  constructive  contributions  to  the  program  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synod,  their  respect  for  individuals  who  hold  opposing  views,  and  their 
demonstration  of  logical  reasoning,  creative  thought,  and  sincere  Christian  con- 
cern. The  editor  is  authorized  to  place  a  limitation  on  the  length  and  number  of 
letters  to  the  editor. 

b.  That  the  length  of  any  article  is  to  be  determined  by  the  editor. 

3.  That  instead  of  memorials,  obituaries  of  church  members  (including 
name,  age,  date  of  death,  congregation,  and  town)  be  substituted  as  a  regular 
feature. 

4.  That  advertisements  not  be  a  part  of  the  publication. 

Actions  on  these  recommendations  are  reported  in  the  Report  of  the  Exe- 
cutive Board.

REPORT    OF    SUB    COMMITTEE 

NORTH   CAROLINA   LUTHERAN 

The  work  of  the  sub-committtee  on  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  has  dealt 
largely  with  discussion  of  recommendations  regarding  the  operation  and  publi- 
action  of  the   North  Carolina   Lutheran. 

On  October  4,  1966,  a  meeting  was  held  at  which  time  a  policy  statement 
in  the  form  of  four  recommendations  was  adopted  and  submitted  to  the  Executive 
Board.  Action  of  the  Executive  Board  on  the  committee's  policy  statement  is 
recorded     in     the     Report    of     the     Executive     Board. 

At  its  February  21,  1967  meeting,  the  committee  accepted  with  regrets 
the  resignation  of  Mr.  Jeff  Norris  as  Editor  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran, 
and  recommended  that  the  Rev.  Paul  L.  Conrad,  Assistant  Editor,  be  nominated 
as  Editor  for  a  term  of  one  year  expiring  with  the  1968  convention,  and  that 
the  Rev.  B.  D.  Castor  be  nominated  as  Business-Circulation  Manager  for  a  term 
of  one  year. 

We    wish    to    commend    the    staff   of    the    North    Carolina    Lutheran    for    the 

work  done  during  the  past  year:     Mr.   Jeff  Norris,   Editor;    the   Rev.    B.    D.   Castor, 
Business-Circulation   Manager;   and  the   Rev.   Paul   L.   Conrad,   Assistant   Editor. 

AUDITORS  STATEMENT

The  Lutheran  is  a  partner  in  each  parish  in  the  work  of  stewardship,  evangelism 
and  adult  information  about  the  church.  The  committee  has  appointed  a  chair- 
man in  each  district  who  makes  contact  with  each  parish  before  renewal  time  to 
aid  them  and  encourage  Every  Home  Subscription  plans.  The  Lutheran  for  the 
first  time  this  year  was  available  to  college  students  for  nine  months  at  $1.00, 
with  8,300  subscriptions  the  result.  This  offer  will  be  repeated  next  year.  Don't 
miss  this  opportunity  to  keep  contact  with  your  students.  At  the  end  of  1966  ap- 
proximately 25%  of  the  congregations  in  the  synod  had  no  recorded  subscriptions 
to  The  Lutheran.  In  order  to  make  the  leadership  in  these  congregations  aware 
of  this  vital  link  in  the  church's  work,  the  Executive  Board  approved  the  com- 
mittee recommendation  that  trial  three  month  subscriptions  be  sent  to  the  council- 
men  of  these  congregations.    It  is  hoped  that  this  will   promote  a  greater  aware- 
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ness  of  and  interest  in  The  Lutheran.  We  urge  that  each  congregation  subscribe 
through  the  Every  Home  Plan  to  The  Lutheran,  and  read  it!

Pastor  J.  A.  Harbinson  of  Dallas  and  Dr.  Robin  F.  Gatwood  of  the  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College  faculty  report  that  a  master  tape  will  soon  be  forthcoming  for  the 
full  committee  to  audition.

The  report  was  signed  on  by  the  Rev.  Jack  Davis,  committee  chairman,  who 
recognized  the  services  of  those  assisting  with  the  daily  news  releases  and  the 
convention  summary. 

Reporting  for  the  chairman  of  the  N.  C.  Lutheran  upon  request,  Chairman 
Davis  expressed  with  regrets  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Jeff  Norris  as  editor  of  the 
N.  C.  Lutheran,  and  submitted  the  sub-committee's  nomination  of  Pastor  Paul 
Conrad  for  editor  and  Pastor  B.  D.  Castor  for  business  circulation  manager. 

Ballots  were  distributed  for  the  two  elections  and  when  collected,  were 
turned  over  to  the  Committee  on  Conduct  of  Elections. 

On  motion  of  Chairman  Davis,  Mr.  Jeff  Norris  was  given  a  rising  vote  of  ap- 
preciation for  services  as  editor  of  the   N.   C.   Lutheran. 

Pastor  B.  D.  Castor,  business-circulation  manager,  was  recognized  and  ex- 
pressed appreciation  for  the  cooperation  of  those  who  have  worked  with  him  in 
the  circulation  of  the  N.  C.  Lutheran  and  to  the  synod  for  its  support.  He  re- 
minded subscribing  congregations  of  the  importance  of  the  zip  code  as  an  of- 
ficial   part    of    the    address. 

Dr.  John  Yost,  Jr.,  presented  Recommendation  5  of  the  Executive  Board 
which  reads:  that  synod  approve  the  policy  statement  regarding  the  operation 
and  publication  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  as  it  appears  in  Section  IX- 1 
(See     Page     133)     and     moved     its    adoption. 

The  recommendation  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  balloting  for  editor  and  business  circulation  manager  was 
presented  by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Conduct  of  Elections,  the  Rev. 
Walter    Moretz,    Jr.,    as    follows:

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The  president  declared  the  Rev.  Mr.  Conrad  and  the  Rev.  B.  D.  Castor  elect- 
ed as  editor  and  business  circulation  manager  respectively  for  a  period  of   1    year.

The  Rev.  Robert  Kepley,  chairman  of  the  sub-committee  on  The  Lutheran 
presented  a  visual,  eye  catching  and  attention  arousing  display  for  enlistment  in 
the  Every  Home  Plan  of  The  Lutheran.  He  noted  that  there  are  570,000  sub- 
scribers  to   this    bi-weekly   magazine. 

Press,    Radio,   Television 

Sub-committee  chairman  Paul  Conrad  was  recognized  for  the  report  and 
introduced  the  convention  to  the  new  "gospel  in  rhythm"  program,  a  sampling  of 
six  radio  spots  featuring  the  voice  of  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Harbinson  under  the  di- 
rection of  Dr.  Robin  Gatwood  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College.  He  reported  that  200 
discs  are  being  processed  to  be  sent  to  188  radio  stations  in  North  Carolina. 
One  of  the  sports,  entitled,  "What  kind  of  a  fool  am  I?"  was  demonstrated  for 
the    benefit    of   the    convention. 

In  answer  to  a  question  posed  by  Pastor  Gaither  Blackwelder  as  to  what 
pastors  can  do  to  promote  the  program,  Chairman  Conrad  replied  that  the  com- 
mittee will  make  the  initial  contacts  with  the  radio  media  and  send  with  the 
discs  an  accompanying  letter  along  with  a  reply  card  for  reactions.  He  then 
added  that  pastors  can  give  their  moral  support  by  calling  the  radio  stations  and 
expressing   appreciation   for  their  cooperation   and   coverage. 

REFERENCE   AND   COUNSEL 

Chairman  Paul  Morgan  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel  sub- 
mitted a  resolution  signed  jointly  by  Dr.  J.  Schoneberg  Setzer  and  the  Committee 
on    Nominations   and    Conduct   of    Elections,    as    follows: 

Synodical    Elections,    procedures    followed    in,    re-evaluation    of 

1.  that  the  executive  Board  of  synod  shall  carry  out  a  re-evaluation  of 
the    procedures   followed    in    synodical    elections,    and 

2.  that  in  said  re-evaluation  the  Executive  Board  shall  consider  the 
feasibility  of  a  nominating  ballot  to  cover  all  synodical  positions  on 
elected     boards     and     committees,     and 

3.  that  in  said  re-evaluation  the  Executive  Board  shall  consider  limiting 
the  nominations  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  the  function  of  sup- 
plying sufficient  names  to  guarantee  a  complete  slate  of  nominees,  and 

4.  that  in  said  re-evaluation  the  Executive  Board  shall  consider  mailing 
the  nominating  ballot  to  all  pastors  and  delegates  several  months  prior 
to  the  annual  convention  of  synod,  in  order  that  they  may  mail  back 
this  nominating  ballot  so  that  the  first  elective  ballot  may  be  avail- 
able  at   convention    registration. 

The  Committee   on    Reference   and   Counsel   moved   that   this   matter   be    re- 
ferred   to    the    Executive    Board    for    further    study. 
The    motion    was    adopted. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  Pensions 

One  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  Jan.  9,    1967  at  the  Church  House 
in  Salisbury.  All  members  were  present  except  one. 

Dr.  Whittecar  brought  the  committee  up  to  date  giving  facts  relative  to  the 
Pension  Plan  and  the  Health  Benefits  Plan  of  the  church,  and  the  changes  proj- 
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acted   for  the  future.    Dr.   Whittecar  attended   the   meeting   called   by   the    Board 
of    Pensions,    along    with    other    presidents    ond     representatives    of    the    church. 

All  ministers  have  received  information  on  the  Variable  Insome  Pension 
Plan  and  the  Fixed  Income  Pension  Plan  from  the  Board  of  Pensions.  We  would 
like  to  urge  all  ministers  to  fill  out  the  blank  sent  to  them  by  the  Board  of 
Pensions  indicating  their  preference  for  the  Variable  Income  Pension  Plan  or 
the  Fixed  Income  Pension  Plan  and  send  it  in  to  the  Board  of  Pensions  im- 
mediately. 

Since  coming  to  the  convention  and  talking  with  Dr.  Paul  Jacobson,  the 
representative  from  the  Pension  Board,  and  in  view  of  present  developments  in 
the  Pension  Plan,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  certain  increases  in  pension  pay- 
ments have  been  made  within  the  past  year,  following  action  of  the  L.C.A.  Con- 
vention at  Kansas  City,  the  committee  feels  that  it  would  be  wise  to  withdraw 
the  proposed  Memorial  on  Page  142  of  the  Bulletin:  Therefore,  we  request  that 
this   Memorial    be   withdrawn   for   the   present.

Pastor  Yount  then  moved  that  the  president  of  synod  write  to  the  vice  presi- 
dent of  each  church  council  in  which  the  pastor  is  receiving  a  base  salary  of  less 
than  $5,000,  advising  in  each  case  the  minimum  salary  and  suggest  that  ar- 
rangements be  made  to  raise  the  salary  to  the  minimum  or  above,  and  that  a 
copy  of  this  letter  be  sent  to  the  pastor. 

Pastor  Roy  Setzer  spoke   in  favor  of  the  motion. 

The    motion    was    adopted. 

Since  the  Committee  en  Conduct  of  Elections  had  insufficient  time  to 
count  the  ballots  for  LCA  alternate  delegates,  and  in  view  of  the  action  taken 
by  the  convention  precluding  a  second  ballot,  Dr.  B.  S.  Brown  moved  that  in 
case  of  a  tie  vote,  the  Executive  Board  be  authorized  to  determine  what  person 
shall  attend. 

The   motion   was  adopted.

The  Rev.  Gary  Safrit,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  and  unfinished 
Business,  reported  that  copies  of  the  fourth  meeting  had  been  distributed,  and 
that  all  items  of  business  had  been  properly  transacted.  He  announced  that  copies 
of  the  minutes  of  remaining  meetings  will  be  mailed  to  all  clerical  and  lay 
delegates. 

The   report   was   adopted. 

President  Whittecar  added  that  the  responsibility  of  approving  the  minutes 
of  the  final  meetings  rests  upon  the  Executive  Board. 

Pastors  and  lay  delegates  were  instructed  to  secure  their  travel  expense 
checks  at  the  district  registration  tables  immediately  following  adjournment. 
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Before  closing  the  convention,  President  Whittecar  asked  for  a  personal 
word  in  which  he  solicited  from  the  convention  delegates  any  suggestions  as  to 
how  to  improve  future  conventions  and  any  special  interests  and  talents  which 
would  commend  themselves  to  committee  personnel.  He,  again,  expressed  ap- 
preciation to  the  synodical  staff,  delegates  committees,  and  boards  of  trustees 
for  the  time  and  energies  expended  in  convention  proceedings.  He  expressed  con- 
fidence in  both  pastors  and  lay  leaders  who  are  behind  them  in  their 
congregations,  and  asked  for  the  continued  cooperation  and  support  of  the 
synod  as  he  pledged  his  untiring   efforts  throughout  his  term   of  office. 

President  Whittecar  then  closed  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  by  using  the  Order  for  Clos- 
ing Synod.

The  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  opened  its 
Seventh  Convention  (the  One  Hundred  and  Sixty  Fourth  annual  convention  of  the 
North  Carolina  Synod  and  its  predecessor  bodies  since  the  organization  of  the 
synod  in  1803)  with  the  Service  of  Holy  Communion  in  Holy  Trinity  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  the  Rev.  John  W.  Cobb,  D.D.,  pastor,  Monday 
morning,  May  6,  at  10  a.m.

The  Rev.  J.  Wilford  Lyerly,  M.A.,  Secretary  of  Synod; 
The  Rev.  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar,  President  of  Synod; 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Ernest  L.  Misenheimer,  Assistant  to  President; 
The  Rev.  John  D.  Mauney,  Jr.,  Eastern  District  Dean; 
The  Rev.  Dr.  John  W.  Cobb,  Host  Pastor; 
Mr.  Thomas  E.  Sibley,  M.  A.,  Organist. 

The  sermon  "Prince  of  Conflict;  Prince  of  Peace,"  delivered  by  the  Rev. 
George  R.  Whittecar,  President  of  Synod,  was  based  on  the  text  from  St.  Matthew 
10:34-39.  Dr.  Whittecar  presented  Jesus  as  a  revolutionist  who  thrust  himself 
in  the  midst  of  conflict.  "Conflict"  he  said,  "dogged  the  steps  of  Jesus  across 
the  pages  of  the  gospels."  He  contrasted  the  difference  between  the  kind  of 
conflict  that  is  destructive  and  crushing  with  the  kind  that  is  constructive  and 
creative.  It  is  this  latter  kind  to  which  we  of  the  church  are  called.  Christ's 
way,  he  said,  is  the  way  of  peace  through  conflict.  "Christ,  the  Prince  of  Con- 
flict will  point  the  way;  Christ,  the  Prince  of  Peace,  will  give  the  blessing,"  he 
concluded.

Second  Meeting 

(Monday  afternoon,  May  6,  1968,  1:45-5:15  P.M.) 

Devotions  were  conducted  by  the  convention  chaplain,  the  Rev.  Ray  R. 
Fisher,  D.D.,  pastor  of  Augsburg,  Winston-Salem.  The  sermon  topic,  "Unafraid 
of  Failure"  was  based  on  the  text  from  I  Corinthians  15:58.  The  sermon 
centered  in  a  significant  prayer  "Lord,  strengthen  those  who  have  failed  and 
are  afraid  to  fail  again." 

The  President  called  the  convention  to  order.  As  there  were  no  official 
notices,  the  President  proceeded  to  the  next   item  of  business. 

Recognition  of  Visitors  and  New  Ministers 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Malvin  H.  Lundeen,  Secretary  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America,   was  recognized  as  the  official   representative   of  the   church. 

The  President  then  recognized  new  ministers  received  into  the  synod  since 
the  last  convention  through  ordination  and  transfer  as  these  names  appear  in 
the  President's  Report.

The  Reverends  Noah  D.  Yount  and  Carroll  N.  Yount  were  escorted  to  the 
front  by  Secretary  Lyerly  and  saluted  for  their  golden  anniversary  in  the  gospel 
ministry.  They  were  granted  certificates  of  recognition  for  reaching  this  sig- 
nificant milestone  in  their  ministerial  life.

Scott  were  presented  to  the  convention  and  were  given  the  floor  for  brief  remarks. 

Upon  approval  of  the  recommendation,  the  congregation  was  received  as 
the  203rd  congregation  of  the  synod,  and  its  delegate  was  seated.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Reports  of 
Officers  and  Staff 

The  Rev.  Joseph  L.  Griffin,  D.D.,  committee  chairman,  was  recognized  for 
the  report. 

The  report  follows: 

The  committee  noted  particularly  the  following  in  regard  to  the  reports  of 
officers  and  staff: 

1.  Our  President  has  brought  strong,  dedicated  leadership  to  his  office 
during  his  five-year  term  of  office.  Much  of  the  manifest  growth  in  the  synod 
during  the  past  five  years  is  directly  attributable  to  his  tireless  efforts  and  skillful 
guidance  in  leading  the  synod  through  the  difficult  period  of  transition  following 
the  merger.  The  demands  upon  the  energies  and  talents  of  the  president 
continue  to  grow  as  the  confusion  in  our  society  imposes  new,  unprecedented 
patterns  and  procedures  upon  the  church,  and  we  are  grateful  that  Dr.  Whittecar 
has  proved  egual  to  the  challenge. 

2.  The  Assistant  to  the  President  is  charged  with  a  multitude  of  administra- 
tive duties  which  he  carries  out  diligently,  and  he  has  other  significant  responsi- 
bilities in  such  areas  as  stewardship,  evangelism  and  social  ministry  which  we 
trust  will  be  explored  in  detail  in  the  convention. 

3.  The  Secretary's  report  reflects  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  many 
responsibilities  and  shows  that  total  giving  increased  over  $900,000  (nearly 
16%)  last  year  and  the  apportionment  response  exceeded  $1,000,000  for  the 
second  time;  that  gains  in  membership  continue  to  be  small;  and  that  five  years 
of  consistent  effort  have  put  the  synodical  archives  in  good  order  and  the  contents 
of  the  archives  are  set  forth  on  pages  93-94  of  these  minutes. 

4.  The  District  Deans  have  been  faithful  in  their  office,  and  the  convention 
may  wish  to  recognize  a  spokesman  for  them  at  the  appropriate  time. 
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5.  The  Treasurer's  accounts  balance,  show  we  are  "ahead",  are  very 
complete,  and  for  all  this  we  are  grateful. 

6.  The  newly-called  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  is  making  his  first 
report  to  the  convention,  stating  that  he  will  be  deeply  involved  in  leadership 
development,  one  of  the  crucial  factors  in  the  strength  and  growth  of  the  church. 

We  recommend  that: 

1 .  The   recommendations  of  the   Secretary  be   adopted    (p.    97). 

2.  The  proposed  amendments  to  the  synod's  constitution  be  voted  on.  (p. 
97). 

3.  Each  officer  and  staff  member  be  recognized  in  connection  with  this 
report  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  given  what  time  he  desires  of  the  allotted  time 
left  for  this  report  to  make  comments. 

4.  The  report  of  the  officers  and  staff  be  received  as  information  and 
printed  in  the  minutes  with  the  corrections  given  to  the  Secretary. 

5.  As  an  expression  of  our  appreciation  for  the  work  and  leadership  of  the 
officers  and  staff  during  the  past  year  and  for  their  harmonious  and  dedicated 
spirit,  which  should  be  an  example  to  all  fo  us,  this  report  be  adopted  by  a 
rising  vote  of  the  convention. 

The  report  was  considered  seriatim. 

In  connection  with  recommendation  one,  Secretary  Lyerly  presented  the 
official  protocol  of  the  1967  Proceedings  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

Recommendation  two  was  presented  which  brought  the  proposed  amend- 
ments to  synod's  constitution  to  the  attention  of  the  convention   (pp.   97-98). 

1 .  Article  Seven,  Section  VI,  was  amended  to  read: 

a.  The  title  of  the  section  shall   be.  Committee  on   Campus  Ministry. 

b.  Its  second  numbered  paragraph  reads: 

"2.     It    shall    represent    the    synod,     in     liaison    with    National    Lutheran 
Campus    Ministry,    in    assisting    in    and    furthering    the   church's    ministry 
in   non-Lutheran    institutions  of   higher  education   on   the   synodical   terri- 
tory". 
Stricken   —   "the   appropriate    unit   of   the    National    Lutheran    Council' 

c.  Paragraph  3.d.  reads: 

"d.  Cooperating  with  parallel  committees  within  the  other  member 
churches  of  National  Lutheran  Campus  Ministry  in  coordinating  the 
Lutheran  campus  ministry  on  the  territory  of  the  synod. 

2.  In  Article  Ten,  Auxiliaries,  Item  2,  the  word  "may"  was  inserted  be- 
tween the  words  "synod"  and  "organize". 

Article  Ten  was  amended  to  read: 

2.  That  the  present  item  of  Article  Ten  be  numbered  as  1 . 

"2.     In    the   event   that   the    Lutheran    Church    in    America    shall    discontinue 

the  recognition  of  any  of  its  official  auxiliaries  and  shall  grant  to  the  synods  the 
right  to  continue  such  auxiliary  within  the  synod,  then  this  synod  may  organize 
and  recognize  such  auxiliary. 

3.  The  president  of  the  synod  or  his  representative  shall  have  seat  and 
voice  at  the  conventions  and  in  the  executive  bodies  of  any  auxiliaries 
organized  under  the  provisions  of  Item  2  of  this  article. 

4.  Each  auxiliary  organized  under  the  provisions  of  Item  2  herein  shall 
make  report  of  its  work  to  the   regular  conventions  of  this  synod." 

3.  Article  Fourteen,  Item  3,  was  amended  by  inserting  the  following  words 
after  "Lutheran  Church  in  America"  in  Line  2,  "or  amendments  of  the  Approved 
Constitution  for  Synods,  or  amendments  of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Congre- 
gations" so  that  it  reads: 

"If  in  the  judgment  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  church  other  amend- 
ments of  the   constitution   and   by-laws  of   the   Lutheran   Church    in   America,    or 
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amendments  of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Synods,  or  amendments  of  the 
Approved  Constitution  for  Congregations  ought  to  entail  related  amendmenrs 
of  this  constitution,  receipt  of  an  official  communication  to  that  effect  from 
the  secretary  of  the  church  enclosing  a  draft  of  the  amendment  recommended 
by  the  Executive  Council   shall   constitute  proper  notice  thereof." 

4.  The  constitution  was  further  amended  by  adding  a  new  article  as 
Article  Fourteen — Periodical. 

1.  The  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  shall 
publish  a  periodical,  The  North  Carolina  Lutheran. 

2.  The  editor  and   the   business   manager  of   The    North    Carolina    Lutheran 

shall  be  elected  for  one  year  terms  by  the  convention  of  synod  on  a  nomination 
submitted  by  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  sub-committee  of  the  Committee  on 
Publications  and  Publicity. 

5.  The  present  Article  Fourteen  was  renumbered  as  Article  Fifteen. 

In  consideration  of  recommendation  three,  each  of  the  officers  and  staff 
was  recognized  and  spoke  briefly  of  his  report,  and  each  of  whom  expressed 
appreciation  to  the  synod  for  opportunities  to  serve  and  witness  and  for  its  con- 
tinued  cooperation   and   helpfulness   in   all   areas  of   kingdom   service. 

Treasurer  Heilig  made  the  following  corrections: 

Additional  grant:  St.  Mark,  Lenoir  instead  of  Cline  Harbinson;  Pastors' 
Salary  Fund:  Alamance  Church  instead  of  Anonymous. 

Recommendations  one  through  five  were  adopted. 

The  convention  showed  its  appreciation  by  a  rising  vote. 


Report  of  the  President 


"Grace  be  unto  you,  and  peace,  from  God  the  Father,  and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

This  is  my  fifth  annual  report  as  President  of  the  synod  ending  at  the  close 
of  the  term  of  office  which  I  began  January  1,  1963.  In  addition  to  reviewing 
the  year  that  has  just  closed,  I  feel  that  it  would  be  well  to  look  at  certain  aspects 
of  this  entire   period    in   our   life   together. 

These  have  been  the  first  five  years  of  our  experience  in  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America.  They  have  constituted  a  period  of  transition  and  adjustment 
to  new  patterns  of  church  life,  new  relationships  and  new  procedures.  In  large 
measure  our  congregational  life  has  gone  on  with  scarcely  any  recognition  that 
we  have  become  part  of  the  wider  relationship;  however,  in  some  respects  it  has 
been  a  difficult  time. 

Certainly  we  have  found  some  valuable  assets  in  the  merged  church.  Our 
fellowship  has  been  broadened  by  the  addition  to  our  immediate  circle  of  more 
than  2,000  congregations  with  their  ministers  and  institutions.  They  have  brought 
insights,  ways  of  working,  and  traditions  that  have  been  new  to  us,  and  in  various 
ways  these  have  enriched  our  lives.  New  vitality  has  come  with  the  new  educa- 
tional curriculum  (under  preparation  before  the  merger  but  introduced  about  the 
time  the  merger  became  effective).  Our  program  of  theological  education  has 
been  revised  and  renewed  with  the  Master  Plan  for  Theological  education,  the 
intern  program  for  theological  students  and  programs  of  continuing  education 
for  ministers.  We  have  sharpened  our  process  of  guiding  and  supporting  can- 
didates for  the  ministry  and  various  other  church  occupations.  We  have  a 
unified  program  for  American  Missions  which  involves  synodical  and  board 
cooperation.  Our  social  ministry  institutions  and  programs  have  been  more 
closely  identified  with  the  church.  Our  districts  have  served  to  bring  the  church's 
programs  closer   to   the   congregations. 

The  problems  that  we  have  had  have  grown  largely  out  of  slowness  on  the 
part  of  some  to  understand  the  nature  of  the  merger,  which  required  three  basic 
changes  in  our  organizational  structure.  One,  the  congregations  became  identi- 
fied  primarily  with   the   Lutheran   Church    in   America,   only  secondarily   with   the 
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synod.  Two,  the  synods  were  reorganized  as  agencies  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  America  in  given  areas  rather  than  as  independent  bodies  that  together  com- 
prise the  church.  Three,  the  ministry  became  identified  with  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  rather  than  with  particular  synods.  As  our  people  have  come 
to  recognize  and  accept  these  principles  in  our  life,  the  problems  connected  with 
merger  have  diminished. 

The  problem  that  has  appeared  most  generally  has  been  a  fear  that  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  would,  through  centralization  of  authority,  deprive 
the  local  congregations  of  their  freedom  to  determine  the  course  of  their  own 
lives.  Such  a  fear  is  understandable  in  view  of  the  mood  of  these  times.  How- 
ever, in  my  observation,  the  experience  of  the  last  five  years  has  served  to 
dispel  this  fear  in  large  measure.  As  our  people  have  come  to  recognize  the 
many  deliberate  efforts  that  have  been  made  by  the  various  boards,  commissions, 
and  agencies  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  to  support  and  assist  the  con- 
gregations in  their  various  situations,  without  interfering  with  their  basic  integrity 
as  worshipping  and  witnessing  units  of  the  church,  the  fear  of  centralized  con- 
trol  has  been  turning  to  gratitude  for  the  way  we   share   life   in   the  church. 

The  fact  that  the  North  Carolina  Synod  had  no  congregations,  institutions, 
or  ministers  of  any  of  the  other  parties  to  the  merger  to  unite  with  on  our  own 
territory,  and  was  able  to  participate  in  the  merger  only  in  the  necessity  of 
adopting  new  forms  of  church  polity  for  the  synod  and  the  congregations,  made 
the  merger  somewhat  difficult  to  understand.  However,  I  wish  to  commend  the 
congregations  of  the  synod,  our  ministers,  and  all  who  have  been  involved  in 
this  merger  process  for  the  good  spirit   in  which   all  this  has  been  accomplished. 

Now  that  the  merger  is  virtually  completed  in  our  life,  (I  trust  that  the  few 
congregations  that  still  have  to  complete  adoption  of  the  Approved  Constitution 
for  Congregations  will  do  that  soon)  we  must  give  attention  to  the  demands 
that  are  being  made  upon  us  as  the  church  in  this  day.  The  confusion  that 
exists  in  our  American  society,  and  indeed  throughout  the  world,  as  to  the 
meaning  of  life  and  relative  to  ethical  standards  of  conduct,  by  individuals, 
institutions  and  governments,  makes  demands  upon  the  Christian  church  that 
are  unprecedented.  If  ever  our  people,  members  of  our  congregations,  officers 
of  government  and  public  servants,  have  needed  clear  thinking,  and  the  support, 
counsel  and  guidance  of  those  who  know  the  Word  of  God,  it  is  in  these  times. 
Some  of  the  areas  of  our  life  in  which  we  need  to  be  concerned  are: 

(a)  The  depersonalization  of  life  in  an  increasingly  industralized  and 
urbanized  society. 

(b)  The  use  of  wealth,  as  represented  in  business  enterprizes  and  corpora- 
tions, as  well  as  in  the  general  affluence  of  society  with  increased  wages  and 
earnings  from   investments. 

(c)  Relations  with  members  of  minority  racial  groups,  sensitivity  to  injust- 
ices in  the  social  order,  and  elimination  of  barriers  that  deny  the  oneness  Chris- 
tians have  with  each  other  in  Christ. 

(d)  Recreation  and  use  of  leisure  time  in  view  of  a  shortening  work  week, 
vacations  with  pay,  old-age  retirement  progrcms,  availability  of  resort  areas  to 
the  masses  of  people  and  the  general  secularizing  of  the  week-end  as  over 
against   the   sacredness   of   the    Lord's   day. 

(e)  Youth  Ministry  to  support  our  young  people  in  their  search  for  meaning 
and  their  struggle  for  faith  in  a  confusing  world. 

(f)  Family  life  and  sex  standards.  The  church  is  in  strategic  position  to 
make   a    positive   Christian    witness    in    this    rapidly   decaying    area    of    life. 

(g)  Science  and  ethical  problems  that  grow  out  of  new  scientific  discoveries 
and   developments. 

(h)  The  effect  of  rapid  communication  on  every  man  as  the  world  shrinks 
into  a  neighborhood. 

(i)  Our  new  world  mission  opportunities  in  the  face  of  political  social 
developments    in    other    nations. 

(j)  Theological  studies  in  concert  with  scholars  across  the  world,  to  avail 
ourselves  of  learning  and  insights  related  to  the  scriptures  and  various  expressions 
of  the   Christian    faith. 
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We  need  also  to  take  an  increasingly  important  place  in  the  ecumenical 
movement  in  order  to  make  our  witness  to  the  gospel  among  our  Christian 
neighbors  as  well  as  in  the  main  stream  of  religious  life  in  our  state  and  nation. 
We  have  much  to  contribute  and  nothing  reallv  to  lose  so  long  as  we  know  where 
we  stand  on  the  gospel  and  do  not  compromise  it  for  the  sake  of  a  false  kind  of 
church    unity. 

We  need  to  welcome,  also,  new  opportunities  for  a  united  Lutheran  witness 
that  come  with  the  inclusion  of  the  Lutheran  Church  Missouri  Synod,  along  with 
the  American  Lutheran  Church,  in  the  new  Lutheran  Council  in  the  United  States 
of  America. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  review  some  of  the  developments  in  the  synod 
during  the  last  five  years.  We  have  grown  from  195  to  204  congregations, 
having  received  12  congregations  while  losing  one  by  merger  and  two  by  dis- 
bandment.  We  have  grown  from  232  ministerial  members  to  248  having  received 
44  by  ordination  and  59  by  transfer  from  other  synods,  while  losing  1  1  by  death, 
71    by  transfer  to  other  synods,  and  five  by  demittal  or  going   into  secular  work. 

I  have  assisted  in  arranging  164  calls  to  pastors  to  serve  our  congregations 
or  institutions  and  have  officiated  or  appointed  others  to  officiate  at  their 
installations   in   office. 

In  all  these  endeavors,  I  have  recognized  that  the  office  of  President  is 
primarily  a  pastoral  office,  as  over  against  an  administrative  or  public  office,  and 
I  have  earnestly  sought  to  support  our  ministers  in  their  lives  and  work.  Wherein 
I  have  been  inadequate  in  this  area  (as  I  know  that  I  have  been),  it  has  been 
due  to  no  lack  of  concern  for  the  persons  who  comprise  our  circle  of  fellowship, 
but  at  least  in  part  to  the  requirements  of  the  office  that  I  be  involved  in  other 
things  as  well.  The  President  is  required  to  be  the  chief  representative  of  the 
synod  in  the  boards  of  trustees  of  all  our  institutions,  as  well  as  a  member  of 
each  operational  and  appointive  committee  of  the  synod.  Admittedly,  I  have  not 
been  able  to  attend  all  meetings  of  all  such  committees,  but  I  have  tried  to  make 
myself  available  to  each  committee  for  counsel  and  to  attend  meetings  when 
possible. 

I  wish  to  express  appreciation  for  the  support  given  me  in  my  office  not 
only  by  the  pastors  and  congregations,  but  especially  by  the  officers  of  the 
synod,  Secretary  J.  Wilford  Lyerly,  and  Treasurer  Charles  S.  Heilig,  along  with 
Dr.  E.  L.  Misenheimer,  assistant  to  the  president.  Each  has  shared  generously 
and  richly  of  himself  and  his  time  and  has  been  a  source  of  strength  for  me. 
I  rejoice  in  the  addition  to  the  staff  of  the  Rev.  Robert  L.  Troutman  as  secretary 
of  Christian  Education  December  1,  1967,  who  has  taken  an  important  place 
on  the  staff  of  the  synod. 

In  addition  to  the  officers,  I  express  appreciation,  on  behalf  of  the  entire 
synod,  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  service  of  those  who  work  with  us  in  the 
Church  House,  Mrs.  O.  L.  Casey,  receptionist,  secretary  to  the  President  and 
manager  of  the  film  library;  Mrs.  Grace  Kline,  secretary  to  Dr.  Misenheimer; 
Mrs.  Charles  Roberts,  secretary  to  Secretaries  Lyerly  and  Troutman;  Mrs.  Gray 
Hampton,  bookkeeper  in  the  Treasurer's  office,  and  Mrs.  Mildred  Brown,  house- 
keeper. Each  does  her  part  with  efficiency  and  grace  and  is  an  important  part 
of  our  synodical   personnel.

Report  of  Assistant  to  the  President 

Dear  Brethren   in  Christ: 

The  satisfaction  of  outrunning  past  accomplishments  in  so  many  areas  of 
our  work  together  since  the  1967  convention  of  synod,  the  splendid  team  work 
of  pcstors  and  laymen  to  extend  the  ministry  of  our  congregations  through  the 
synod  and  the  LCA,  the  willingness  to  attend  meetings  on  synod  and  district 
levels  and  to  assume  responsibility  to  implement  plans,  the  fine  spirit  which 
prevails  have  more  than  compensated  for  my  labors  in  this  office  of  assistant  to 
the  president.  It  has  been  a  joy  and  privilege  to  serve  for  another  year  in  this 
capacity. 

I  want  to  express  appreciation  to  the  president  of  synod  for  the  encourage- 
ment given  me  in  my  office.  Certainly  his  devotion  to  his  task,  his  long  hours 
and  untiring  efforts  to  be  of  help  and  service,  his  care  and  concern  for  the 
church  and  its  mission,  and  his  gracious  spirit  set  the  pace  for  us  all  in  the  work 
of  the  church.  Likewise  my  appreciation  goes  to  the  secretary  of  synod,  the 
treasurer  of  synod,  the  secretary  of  Christian  education,  and  to  the  secretaries  and 
employees  at  the  church  house  for  their  fellowship  and  good  help  in  setting 
the  work  forward. 

The  members  of  the  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  and  Social  Ministry  committees 
with  whom  I  work  as  staff  member  have  been  devoted  and  enthusiastic  in  their 
assignments.  Appreciation  goes  to  them  and  especially  to  the  chairmen  of  these 
three  operational  committees  for  their  splendid  contributions.  From  my  office  to 
each  of  you,  pastors  and  laymen  in  our  202  congregations,  goes  an  expression  of 
thanks  for  your  interest  and  support  of  what  we've  tried  to  do  together  this  past 
year.     It  has  been  a   significant  year. 

My  report  to  you  on  the  activities  of  my  office  since  the  last  convention  of 
synod  is  divided   into  seven  sections. 

1.  ADMINISTRATIVE  DUTIES:  I  have  participated  in  the  following  official 
ccts:  1  1  installations,  one  corner-stone  laying,  two  church  dedications,  two 
educational  building  dedications,  one  parsonage  dedication,  one  anniversary 
service,  three  ground-breaking  services,  synodical  representative  at  10  con- 
gregational meetings,  represented  president  of  synod  at  12  meetings  and 
conferences.  In  addition,  I  preached  52  sermons,  delivered  18  addresses, 
conducted  2  funeral  services,  and  6  communion  services. 

I  have  met  regularly  with  the  operational  committees  on  stewardship, 
evangelism,  and  social  ministry  to  which  I  am  assigned  as  staff  worker, 
planned  the  agenda  for  these  meetings  and  assisted  in  the  implementation 
of  plans  and  programs  in  these  areas  of  concern.  I  have  also  met  with  many 
other  synodical  committees  during  the  year,  conducted  a  countless  number 
of  conferences  with  individual  pastors  and  lay  leaders,  and  have  met  with 
congregational  committees  to  assist   in   their  plans  and   programs. 
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Written  reports  from  my  office  have  been  prepared  for  all  meetings 
of  the  executive  board,  along  with  specific  research  to  provide  studies  and 
information  desired  by  the  board.  I  serve  on  the  sub-committee  of  the 
executive  board   on   budget  and   finance. 

My  office  has  been  given  the  responsibility  to  serve  as  clearing  house 
for  arranging  for  guest  preachers  in  vacant  parishes  as  well  as  for  pastors 
who  need  a  supply.  We  keep  up  to  date  listings  of  those  available  to  supply 
and  of  congregations  needing  supplies  and  serve  as  liaison  between  these 
two  groups.  While  this  service  is  time  consuming,  it  appears  to  meet  a 
real  need  and  seems  to  be  appreciated  by  both  the  congregations  seeking  a 
supply  and  those  available  to  supply.  This,  of  course,  makes  it  worth  the 
effort  as  this  office  exists  to  be  of  service  to  the  church. 

At  the  church  house  I  serve  as  purchasing  agent  for  supplies  and 
equipment.  It  is  my  responsibility  to  review  expense  vouchers,  bills  and 
invoices  and  to  approve  them  for  payment  by  the  treasurer  of  synod. 

In  connection  with  the  Campus  Appeal  follow-up  I  have  edited  the 
issues  of  the  Campus  Newsletter  which  is  distributed  from  time  to  time  with 
the  monthly  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  Bulletin;  prepared 
reports  showing  the  remittances  of  the  congregations  to  Campus;  supplied 
the  N.  C.  Lutheran  each  month  with  the  Campus  Box  Score;  attended 
numerous  meeting  to  formulate  Campus  plans  and  to  review  Campus  pro- 
gress. 

I  have  served  the  committee  on  pastors  salaries  as  staff  worker  and 
provided  studies  and   information   needed   by  this  committee. 

Our  office  was  given  the  responsibility  of  planning  and  directing  the 
seven  Manifesto  Retreats;  one  to  train  leadership  and  six  to  introduce 
materials  and  to  provide  motivation  for  pastors  and  laymen  for  Manifesto 
Studies  in  the  congregations.  These  retreats  were  held  in  April  and  May 
with  good  attendance  and  excellent   results. 

L.  C.  A.  Conferences: 

a.  Social  Ministry:  I  attended  the  LCA's  annual  Social  Ministry  Conference 
for  committee  chairmen  and  synod  staff  at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  June 
26-29,  1967.  The  theme  of  the  conference  was,  "The  Church  and 
Public  Policy." 

b.  Retreat  for  Retreat  Leaders:  Along  with  eight  others  from  North  Caro- 
lina, I  attended  a  retreat  for  retreat  leaders  at  Lutheridge  September 
27-29,  1967  sponsored  by  the  LCA  Evangelism  Commission  and  the 
Lutheran   Church  Women. 

c.  Stewardship:  In  lieu  of  the  annual  LCA  Stewardship  Conference  at 
Pocono,  Pa.,  regional  conferences  were  conducted  in  1967.  I  attended 
and  served  as  co-ordinator  for  the  Southeastern  Regional  Stewardship 
Conference  for  synodical  committee  members  at  Lutheridge,  October 
24-26,   1967. 

d.  Evangelism:  I  attended  the  LCA's  annual  Evangelism  Conference  for 
committee  chairmen  and  synod  staff  at  Chicago,  III.  January  9-11, 
1968.  The  theme  of  the  conference  was,  "Evangelism  —  Communicat- 
ing a  Changless  Faith  in  a  Changing  World." 

EVANGELISM:  My  chief  assignment  in  evangelism  has  been  to  help  the 
committee  project  a  new  pattern  evangelism  mission;  to  prepare  the  materials 
to  introduce  the  new  pattern,  "Christian  Living  in  a  Changing  World"  area 
evangelism  mission  for  use  in  our  synod  during  1968-1969;  and  to  plan 
and  direct  (along  with  the  chairman  of  the  synod's  evangelism  committee) 
six  area  meetings  in  January  1968  for  parish  pastors  and  congregational 
evangelism  committee  chairmen  to  unveil  the  new  pattern  evangelism  mis- 
sion. My  office  is  now  in  the  process  of  arranging  the  host-pastor  missioner 
combinations  where  each  will  serve  the  other  as  missioner;  in  developing 
the  area  mission  manual;  in  planning  the  briefing  sessions  for  congrega- 
tional leadership;  and  in  arranging  for  program  and  meeting  places  for  the 
retreats  for  host  pastors  and  missioners  to  be  scheduled  at  least  one  month 
prior  to  each  area  mission. 

The   synodical    contact   and    referral    service    to    help    keep    up    with    our 
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moving   Lutherans   is  under   my  supervision. 

I  have  assisted  in  planning  the  program  for  the  evangelism  section  of 
the  Congregational  Program  Consultations  at  the  Spring  District  Meetings 
when    the    Design    for    Creative    Committees    on    Evangelism    was    introduced. 

Through  our  office  we  prepared  a  full  report  on  the  synod's  plans  and 
progress  in  evangelism  for  the  LCA  Evangelism  Commission;  conducted  a 
survey  on  the  progress  of  the  Manifesto  in  the  congregations;  prepared 
studies  on  evangelism  trends  in  congregations  of  the  synod;  counselled  with 
pastors    and    committees    regarding    congregational    programs    in    evangelism. 

4.  STEWARDSHIP:  I  have  worked  closely  with  the  operational  committee  on 
stewardship  in  the  projecting  of  plans  for  stewardship  promotion  and  in  the 
implementation  of  these  plans. 

In  promotional  materials  one  of  the  most  popular  pieces  was  a  two 
color  bulletin  insert  showing  the  division  of  $100  of  1968  apportionment. 
Forty  thousand  copies  of  this  sheet,  designed  and  printed  by  this  office,  were 
distributed  in  the  congregations.  The  1968  apportionment  report  card  show- 
ing each  congregation's  apportionment  giving  record  over  a  six  year  period 
was  another  promotional  item  prepared  and  printed  in  our  office.  I  have  had 
opportunity  to  prepare  stewardship  studies  for  congregations  and  for  the 
synod  for  use  by  the  stewardship  committee,  the  executive  board,  and  new 
pastors  in  the  synod  and  to  develop  a  take  home  information  sheet  for  con- 
gregational stewardship  chairmen  at  the    1968  district  program  consultations. 

On  invitation  from  Atonement,  Wilkesboro  and  Mt.  Hermon,  Statesville 
I  directed  the  Every  Member  Response  Program.  In  each  case  three  visits  were 
made  to  the  congregation;  meeting  with  the  church  council  to  explain  the 
EMR  procedure;  the  EMR  leadership  to  outline  program,  define  responsibil- 
ities and  develop  time  tables  and  check  lists;  and  meeting  with  the  EMR 
visitation  teams  for  a  four  hour  training  session.  In  each  congregation  the 
results  were  outstanding  and  encouraging.  It  appears  that  this  is  a  prom- 
ising area  where  the  assistant  to  the  president  can  be  of  service  to  more 
congregations  desiring  help  with  their  stewardship  program.  I  was  also  invited 
by  ten  other  congregations  to  assist  in  their  stewardship  programs  through 
sermons,   addresses,  consultations,  etc. 

The  computing  of  the  1  968  apportionments  for  the  congregations  and 
the  breakdown  showing  how  each  congregation's  apportionment  is  divided 
among  the  institutions,  LCA,  and  synod  was  prepared  in  our  office.  The 
monthly  report  on  apportionment  and  campus  remittances  by  congregations 
is  also  a  part  of  our  responsibility.  Through  the  monthly  stewardship  bulletin, 
which  I  edit,  we  have  endeavored  to  keep  congregational  leaders  informed 
and  challenged  to  set  the  work  forward. 

5.  SOC8AL  MJNiSTRY:  As  staff  assistant  to  the  committee  on  social  ministry 
I  have  planned  the  agenda  for  three  meetings  since  the  last  convention; 
prepared  take  home  information  sheets  for  congregational  social  ministry 
chairmen  attending  the  1968  Spring  District  Congregational  Program  Con- 
sultations; represented  the  president  of  synod  at  three  meetings  of  advisory 
committee  for  the  Lutheran  Institutional  Chaplain,  Durham  Area;  worked 
closely  with  the  sub-committee  on  arranging  for  cost  of  care  for  North 
Carolina  people  at  Lowman  Home  and  in  developing  policy  statement  on 
future    admittance    of    applicants    from    North    Carolina    to    Lowman    Home. 

6.  JOINT  EFFORTS: 

a.  As  chairman  of  the  Planning  Committee  for  the  Carolinas'  Evangelism 
Conference  held  at  St.  Mark  Charlotte,  January  29-30,  1968  a  great 
deal  of  my  time  was  given  to  the  planning,  promoting,  and  directing  of 
this  joint  evangelism  thrust  of  the  N.  C.  and  S.  C.  Synods. 

b.  The  annual  workshop  for  new  pastors  and  their  wives  sponsored  by  the 
operational  committees  and  the  auxiliaries,  held  on  October  4-5  last 
year,   is  planned  and  directed  through  my  office. 

c.  Every  month  1400  people,  seven  in  each  congregation,  receive  the 
Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  Bulletin  which  is  prepared, 
printed,  and  mailed   by  our  office. 

7.  VSCE-PASTOR:     In  May  and   June    1967    I   completed   one  year  of  service  as 

vice-pastor  of  Salem,  Salisbury.  Another  vice-pastor  appointment  was  Imman- 
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uel,  Rockwell  for  about  six  weeks  in  June  and  July  1967. 

CONCLUSION 

From  these  activities  it  is  evident  that  the  office  of  Assistant  to  the  President 
is  much  more  than  a  desk  job.  It  consists  in  on  the  spot  services  in  the  parishes 
of  the  synod  in  these  three  important  areas  of  concern — stewardship,  evangelism, 
social  ministry.  For  the  many  opportunities  which  have  been  mine  to  identify 
with  congregational  plans,  programs  and  problems  I  have  been  grateful.  It  is 
this  activity  which  keeps  me  in  touch  with  the  parish  ministry  that  makes  this 
work  interesting,  excitng,  challengng  and  always  fresh  and  new.  It  is  my  prayer 
that  the  work  of  this  office  as  we  have  endeavored  to  make  available  to  pastors 
and  lay  leaders  the  resources  of  the  synod  and  the  LCA  has  proved  helpful  to 
all  concerned.  Ideas  and  suggestions  as  to  how  we  can  be  of  greater  service 
are  always  welcome  at  my  desk. 

With  gratitude  to  God  for  the  splendid  team  work  in  our  synod  and  for  the 
accomplishments  this  has  made  possible,  let  us  look  ahead  in  the  spirit  of  the 
current  LCA  stewardship  theme,  "To  Love,  Is  To  Care,  Is  To  Act."  Certainly  this 
is  the  guide  and  key  note  for  our  efforts  together  in  the  church.

Report  of  District  Deans 

CENTRAL   DISTRICT 

The  fall  meeting  of  the  Central  District  was  held  at  Sharon,  Statesville 
October  11,  1967.  The  theme  of  the  meeting  was  "Life  —  New  Life"  in 
observance  of  the  450th  anniversary  year  of  the  Reformation.  The  meeting 
also  helped  to  celebrate  the  125th  anniversary  of  Sharon  Church  and  was  one 
of  the  events  surrounding  the  opening  of  the  congregation's  new  church  building. 

The  day's  activities  included  the  administration  of  Holy  Communion  at 
10:00  a.m.  with  the  Synod  President,  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar,  Cele- 
brant; District  Dean,  the  Rev.  Donald  E.  Hanberry,  Preacher,  and  the  District 
Secretary,  the  Rev.   Robert  L.  Troutman,   Liturgist. 

Following  the  worship  service  reports  were  heard  from  the  various  opera- 
tional committees.  At  12:30  p.m.  lunch  was  served  by  the  ladies  of  the  host 
congregation. 

The  afternoon  activities  were  begun  with  a  devotional  period  conducted  by 
the  host  pastor,  Rev.  James  W.  Kinney,  who  served  as  Chaplain.  The  session 
featured  an  address  on  the  theme  of  the  meeting  by  Dr.  Roy  A.  Agner,  Jr.,  a 
Salisbury  physician.  Dr.  Agner  presented  the  layman's  view  of  what  was  needed 
for  new  life  in  the  church.  Following  the  presentation,  pastors  and  delegates 
participated  in  one  of  five  discussion  groups  led  by  district  representatives  on  the 
operational  committees  of  synod.    Aplenary  session  followed  the  discussion  groups. 

The  closing   prayer  and  benediction  were  given   by  the  Chaplain. 

The  spring  meeting  was  held  at  Calvary,  Spencer,  February  7,  1968,  7:30- 
9:30  p.m.  Program  consultations  were  held  in  the  five  operational  committee 
areas  with  committee  chairmen  and  representative  from  the  congregations  of 
the  district.  Pastors  and  delegates  met  for  a  short  business  session  during  which 
the  Rev.  George  T.  Moore,  pastor  of  Calvary,  Spencer,  was  elected  district  secre- 
tary to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  Rev.  Robert  L.  Troutman  who  had  become 
Secretary  of  Christian   Education   for  the   synod. 

The  business  session  was  followed  by  an  address  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
by  the  President  of  Synod.  Responses  to  his  address  were  given  by  the  Rev.  Terry 
W.  Agner,  Pastor  of  St.  Mark,  China  Grove,  and  Dr.  G.  A.  Palmer,  a  layman 
from  Calvary.  Dr.  Palmer  led  the  devotional  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  and 
concluded  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

Refreshments  were  then  served  by  the  ladies  of  the  host  church  in  the 
parish  building. 
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Cabinet  meetings  were  held  September  18,  1967,  at  Haven,  Salisbury,  and 
February  5,    1968   at  Calvary,  Spencer. 

These  meetings  were  held  for  the  purpose  of  making  plans  for  the  upcoming 
district  meetings  and  the  consideration   of  other  district  affairs. 

One  change  was  made  in  the  District  Cabinet  during  the  year.  The  Rev. 
Charles  McManus,  St.  James,  Rockwell  was  appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired  term 
of  the  Rev.  Robert  L.  Troutman  of  the  Parish  Education  Committee.

EASTERN    DISTRICT 

Two  regular  meetings  and  one  retreat  have  been  the  primary  activities  of 
the   Eastern   District  since   the    last  convention   of  synod. 

The  District  Manifesto  Retreat  was  held  at  Camp  Kirkwood,  Watha,  May 
12-13,  with  about  half  of  the  congregations  of  the  district  represented.  It  was 
the  feeling  of  those  present  that  it  was  a  stimulating  and  rewarding   experience. 

The  fall  meeting  of  the  district  was  held  October  17,  1967,  at  St.  James, 
Fayetteville,  beginning  at  10:30  a.m.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
John  D.  Mauney,  Jr.,  dean  and  host  pastor,  on  the  theme  for  the  day,  "Life  — 
New  Life".  Holy  Communion  was  administered  at  the  morning  service.  The 
Rev.  Robert  Dasher,  district  secretary,  was  liturgist  for  the  service,  and  Dr.  George 
R.  Whittecar  and  Dean  Mauney  served  as  Administrants.  Reports  of  the  dean 
and  of  the  operational  committee  representatives  concluded  the  morning  session. 
Following  dinner  served  by  the  ladies  of  St.  James,  the  afternoon  session  was 
held.  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar,  president  of  synod,  brought  greetings  and  made 
his  State  of  the  Church  report.  Mr.  Conrad  Wessell,  Good  Shepherd,  Goldsboro, 
delivered  a  thought  provoking  address  on  the  theme,  "Life  -  New  Life",  from 
the  viewpoint  of  a  layman.  Discussion  followed  in  small  groups  and  in  a  conclud- 
ing  plenary  session. 

On  the  afternoon  of  February  11,  1968,  the  spring  meeting  of  the  district 
was  held  at  Christ  the  King,  Cary,  the  Rev.  Henry  Sink,  pastor.  Devotions  were 
conducted  by  the  District  Dean,  and  a  special  presentation  encouraging  active 
support  of  the  Loan  and  Gift  Fund  in  1968  was  made  by  Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad, 
president  of  the  Eastern  District  Lutheran  Men.  Congregational  operational 
committee  representatives  gathered  in  separate  groups  for  the  program  con- 
sultations led  by  synodical  and  district  representatives.  At  the  meeting  for 
pastors  and  delegates,  The  Rev.  George  R.  Whittecar,  D.D.,  synod  president, 
presented  a  comprehensive  address  on  "The  Church  and  Our  Relationships  to  It". 
SGM  Paul  Redgate  and  Dr.  John  W.  Cobb  responded,  and  there  followed  an 
interesting   general   discussion. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  supper  was  served  by  the  ladies  of  Christ 
the  King.

NORTHERN   DISTRICT 

The  Northern  District  held  two  meetings  since  the  last  convention  of  synod. 

The  first  was  October  18,  1967  at  Emmanuel,  High  Point,  the  Rev.  Paul  Monroe, 
pastor.  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  with  Synod  President  George  R.  Whitte- 
car assisted  by  the  officers  of  the  district.  Dr.  Egil  Grislis  of  Duke  Divinity  School 
was  guest  preacher  using  as  his  topic,   "Life  —  New   Life". 

During  the  business  session  reports  were  heard  from  the  dean  and  repre- 
sentatives of   each   of   the   operational    committees. 

In  the  afternoon,  Dr.  Paul  Lutz  from  the  biology  department  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  at  Greensboro  presented  an  address  from  the  layman's  point 
of  view  on  the  theme  "Life  —  New  Life".  This  was  followed  by  small  group 
discussions  led  by  the  Reverends  John  F.  Merck,  Paul  M.  Sorensen,  John  Derrick 
and  Harwood  T.  Smith,  Jr.  A  panel  consisting  of  Dr.  Whittecar,  Dr.  Lutz  and 
Dr.  Grislis  entertained  questions  stimulated  by  the  morning  sermon,  afternoon 
address,  and  discussion  groups.  Closing  devotions  were  led  by  the  Rev.  Ronald 
Diegel. 
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The  spring  meeting  was  held  at  First,  Greensboro,  on  the  evening  of  Febru- 
ary 21.  Following  the  devotions  led  by  the  Rev.  Paul  M.  Sorensen,  the  opera- 
tional committee  representatives  from  each  of  the  congregations  gathered  in 
their  respective  groups  for  discussion  and  instruction  led  by  the  district  repre- 
sentatives. 

The  pcstors  and  lay  delegates  were  addressed  by  President  Whittecar  on  the 
subject,  "The  Church  and  the  North  Carolina  Synod".  The  Rev.  Frank  Perry  of 
Chapel  Hill  and  Dr.  Melvin  Braaten  of  the  Duke  University  faculty  were  asked 
to  respond  to  Dr.  Whittecar's  address  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  clergy  and 
laity  respectively.  A  general  discussion  led  by  the  dean  followed.  This  session 
proved  to  be  of  great  value  in  giving  our  ministers  and  laymen  the  opportunity 
to  evaluate  the  status  of  the  synod  in  relation  to  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.

There  have  been  two  meetings  of  the  Northwestern  District  since  the  synod 
convention   of    1  967. 

The  Fall  meeting  was  held  October  9,    1967  at  Mt.  Oiive  Church,   Hickory, 

The  Rev.  Robert  A.  Addy,  pastor.  The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  at 
the  morning  hour.

St.  Paul's  Church,  Startown,  The  Rev.  Robert  Q.  Beard,  pastor,  was  host  to 
the  district  meeting  on  February  18,  1968.  In  cddition  to  pastors  and  delegates, 
operational   committee   members   met   for   a    program    workshop. 

At  the  3  p.m.  meeting  of  pastors  and  delegates  synod  president,  George  R. 
Whitteccr,  spoke  on  the  topic  "The  Church  and  the  North  Carolina  Synod".  Re- 
sponses and  reactions  to  this  presentation  were  presented  by  0.  Leonard  Moretz 
of  Hickory  and  The  Rev.  L.  O.  Roof,  Jr.  of  Conover.  A  general  discussion  and 
questions  and   answer  period   followed. 

The  congregations  of  the  Northwestern  District  have  planned  an  area  mission 
on  the  theme  "Christian  Living  in  A  Changing  World"  for  Seotember  23-27, 
1968.

SOUTHERN   DISTRICT 

The  church  on  the  territory  of  the  Southern  District  has  shown  steady 
progress.  Indicative  of  this  fact  has  been  the  sharing  of  information  at  the  two 
district   meetings  which   were   held   since   the    last   convention   of  synod. 

Redeemer  Church,  Charlotte,  was  host  to  the  October  12,  1967  district 
meeting.  The  theme,  "Life-New  Life",  found  root  in  the  events  of  the  day, 
particularly  in  Bachman  Brown,  Jr's  challenge  to  examine  the  local  congrega- 
tional programs  to  see  whether  they  truly  manifest  the  church  of  Christ.  The 
buzz  groups  and  plenary  session  which  followed  Mr.  Brown's  address  dealt 
pointedly  with  the  implications. 

Representatives  from  the  operational  committees  of  the  congregations  joined 
lay  delegates  and  pastors  for  the  February  14,  1968  session  at  Christ  Church, 
Charlotte.  In  the  business  meeting  of  delegates,  it  was  voted  to  recommend 
to  the  Executive  Board  of  synod,  under  a  provision  of  Article  XI,  Section  3 
of  the  Constitution  of  Synod,  that  the  parish  relationship  between  St.  Stephen 
and  Mt.  Olive,  Gold  Hill;  and  Mt.  Zion  and  New  Bethel,  Richfield  be  dissolved, 
in    order   that    these    congregations    might    pursue    their    missions    independently. 

Appointments  to  vacancies  during  the  year  included  the  following:  The 
Rev.  Samuel  Goins,   Evangelism;   The  Rev.   C.   Ross  Ritchie,   Stewardship;   and   the 
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Rev.   Karl  Park,  Social  Ministry.

The  pastors 
and  lay  delegates  heard  an  informative  presentation  of  "The  Church  and  Our 
Relation  to  It"  by  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar.  Reponses  were  made  by  Odell 
McGinnis  and  the  Rev.  Charles  W.  Easley.  Refreshments  were  served  by  the 
host  congregation.

Report  of  the  Secretary 


Truly,  it  has  been  a  rich  and  rewarding  experience  to  work  and  witness  with 
members  of  the  synodicai  family  and  those  who  are  in  strategic  areas  of  respon- 
sible leadership.  It  is  this  "fellowship  in  the  gospel"  which  provides  propelling 
motivation  for  our  Kingdom  services.  Your  secretary  is  most  appreciative  of 
your  courtesy,  consideration,  and  cooperation,  thus  enabling  him  to  perform  the 
duties  which  the  synod  in  its  constitution  has  assigned  to  him.  He  is  ever  mindful 
of  and  ever  grateful  for  the  increasing  helpfulness  of  the  Church  House  staff 
and  the  team  ministries  which  prevail  at  this  vibrant  center  of  Lutheranism  in 
North  Carolina.  Your  secretary  has  endeavored  to  fulfill  his  mission  to  his  strain- 
ing ability  with  the  undergirding  of  divine  wisdom  and  strength.  Only  in  this 
fashion  does  he   attempt   to   give   an   accounting    of   his   stewardship. 

A.      As  Recording  Officer 

Your  secretary  serves  as  the  recording  officer  of  the  synod,  Executive  Board 
Committee  of  Deans,  and  the  Committee  on  Historical  Work.  He  also  serves  as 
statistician,  necrologist,  archivist,  director  of  the  news  bureau,  and  meets  assign- 
ments in  home  missions  at  the  request  of  the  regional  secretary  and  the  Commit- 
tee on  American  Missions. 

Minutes  of  executive  board  meetings  were  kept  and  distributed  to  the  board 
membership  for  review  and  record,  and  have  been  properly  indexed  for  ready 
reference.  The  activities  and  actions  of  the  executive  board  are  catalogued  in 
the  Report  of  the   Executive   Board. 

An  up-to-date  roll  of  ministers  and  congregations  appears  on  a  large  wall 
board  in  the  secretary's  office.  Names  of  ministers  transferring  to  the  synod 
were  immediately  placed  on  the  clerical  roll  and  certificates  of  transfers  were 
issued  to  ministers  accepting  calls  in  other  synods.  Monthly  reports  of  ministerial 
changes  were   reported  to  the  LCA  office. 

The  secretary  maintains  a  calendar  of  synodicai  functions,  and  would  urge 
those  responsible  for  planning  programs  to  clear  with  his  office  before  scheduling 
events. 

To  certify  appointments  and  elections,  to  communicate  actions  to  all  parties 
concerned,  and  to  attest  legal  documents  provided  additional  contacts  and 
opened  avenues  of  understanding  which  are  so  essential  in  the  ongoing  work  of 
the  synod. 
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Publications 

Five  thousand  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Sixth  Convention  of  the 
North  Carolina  Synod  (the  163rd  annual  convention  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
North  Carolina)  were  printed  and  distributed  to  the  congregations  of  the  synod 
on   the   basis  of  congregational    requests,    and    to   fill    LCA   orders. 

Six  hundred  copies  of  the  bulletin  of  reports  were  printed  to  meet  the  needs 
of  this  convention. 

Pre-Convention  Registration 

A  pre-convention  registration  was  conducted  as  specified  by  the  constitution. 
Delegates  are  urged  to  report  to  their  registration  tables  for  an  attendance  check 
and  their  convention  packets.  The  committee  on  Credentials  and  Enrollment  has 
no  other  source  of   information   as   to   the   names  and   number  of   those   present. 

The   Host  Church 

We  are  privileged  to  meet  for  this  Seventh  Convention  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Synod,  LCA,  with  the  Holy  Trinity  congregation  and  its  pastor,  the  Rev.  John 
W.  Cobb,  D.D. 

As  far  as  our  records  show,  this  is  the  first  time  in  its  history  that  synod 
has  met  in  this  capitol  city. 

We  salute  both  pastor  and  people  upon  their  effective  work  and  eloquent 
witness  in  this  most  strategic  area  of  our  state  and  synod.  We  rejoice  with  them 
upon  the  completion  and  dedication  of  their  new  church  which  will  facilitate  the 
business  of  this  convention. 

B.      As  Statistical  Recorder 

Let  there  be  a  number  of  the  people.  This  was  God's  command  to  Moses 
of  long  ago.  God's  people  were  numbered  by  families,  and  were  numbered  more 
than  once.    The  Book  of  Numbers  records  the   results. 

The  people  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  have  again  been  numbered  by 
congregations. 

It  is  gratifying  to  announce  that  every  congregation  of  the  synod  has  been 
numbered.  This  was  made  possible  by  faithful  congregational  statisticians  — 
pastors,  secretaries,  responsible  leaders  —  who  responded  to  the  call  to  number 
their  people  through  the  annual  parochial  report. 

Now  for  the  Report  itself 

North  Carolina  Synod  Lutherans  broke  all  previous  records  in  total  giving 
during  1967.  The  synod's  202  congregations  gave  $6,771,139  for  all  causes, 
current  and  benevolent,  an  increase  of  $924,119  or  15.8%  over  1966.  For  the 
second  time  in  the  164  year  history  of  the  synod  the  apportionment  response 
exceeded  the  million  dollar  mark  by  $76,224.  Total  assets  were  reported  to  be 
$38,109,779. 

Statistics  show  slight  membership  gains  as  well  as  growth  in  stewardship 
development  in  spite  of  the  trend  of  congregations  to  trim  their  membership 
rolls  since   the   merger   of   the    Lutheran    Church    in    America    in    1962. 

The  synod's  6,035  gains  in  baptized  members  were  offset  by  5,354  losses 
for  a  net  gain  of  681  or  .91  %  Included  in  the  baptized  membership  of  75,129 
are  19,225  child  members.  Of  the  5,354  losses,  1,256  were  reported  as  "other 
losses"  due  to  revision  of  membership  rolls  as  compared  with  1,041  "other  losses" 
the  previous  year. 

Although  3,781  accessions  were  reported  by  adult  baptism,  confirmation, 
transfer  and  restoration,  2,846  losses  were  also  reported  by  death,  transfer,  and 
revision  of  church  rolls  for  a  net  gain  of  935,  an  increase  of  1.7%  for  the  year, 
compared  with  1.1%  for  1966.  The  confirmed  membership  was  reported  to  be 
55,904. 

Synod's  congregations  reported  46,214  on  the  active  roll  of  confirmed  mem- 
bers, an  increase  of  716  or  1.6%  for  the  year  compared  with  1  %  for  1966.  The 
communing  membership  was  reported  to  be  41,451,  an  increase  of  395  or  .90% 
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over   the   previous   year.     There   were    1,236    reported    in   active    military   service. 

The  total  Sunday  church  school  enrollment  was  reported  at  41,233,  a 
decrease  of  1,021  over  the  previous  year.  There  were  184  vacation  church 
schools  conducted  with  a  pupil  enrollment  of  13,026,  an  increase  of  305,  and 
2,590  staff   members. 

A  total  of  77  weekday  church  schools,  not  including  catechetical  classes, 
reported  a  pupil  enrollment  of  3,544.  The  congregations  reported  that  3,989 
were  taking  catechetical  instruction  including  adults,  and  that  1,863  were  taking 
other  LCA  curriculum  courses.  There  were  173  congregations  that  had  some 
form  of  instruction  other  than  during  the  Sunday  church  school   hour. 

There  were  243  on  the  ministerial  roll  of  synod  as  of  December  31,  including 
pastors  serving  congregations,  administrative  staff,  chaplains,  professors,  mission- 
aries and   retired   pastors. 

Three  new  congregations  were  added  to  the  synodical  roll  during  the  year: 
Christ,    Elkin;    Redeemer,    Gastonia;    and    Our   Saviour,    Welcome. 

Of  the  synod's  202  congregations,  13  ere  in  cities  of  100,000  or  more; 
26  in  cities  of  25,000  -  100,000;  39  in  cities  of  10,000  to  25,000;  and  124 
are  in  towns  and   communities  of  population   up   to    10,000. 

Gains  and    Losses 

Of  synod's  202  congregations,  123  reported  gains  in  confirmed  membership 
ranging  from  1%  to  57%,  while  71  congregations  reported  losses.  Eight  con- 
gregations broke  even   in  membership. 

A  number  of  factors  enter  into  the  interpretation  of  a  congregation's  sta- 
tistics. One  cannot  always  draw  conclusions  on  the  face  value  of  a  set  of  sta- 
tistics. In  this  fast  changing  world  with  the  mobility  of  its  people  rapidly  in- 
creasing, it  is  diffcult  for  some  of  our  congregatons  to  break  even  in  membership. 
Their  losses  are  gains  reported  by  other  congregations.  It  is  quite  obvious  that 
churches  located  in  our  larger  cities  are  growing  more  significantly  than  those 
in  smaller  cities  or  towns.  Sixty  one  percent  of  our  churches  are  in  communities 
of    10,000  and    under. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  it  is  interesting  to  see  where  the  growth  lies.  Again, 
our  office  lists  the  names  of  congregations  reporting  net  gain  in  confirmed 
membership  of    10%    or  more.     They  are   as  follows:

Your  necrologist  reports  that  two  of  synod's  veteran  ministers  were  trans- 
ferred from  the  church  militant  to  the  church  triumphant  during  the  convention 
year  namely,  the  Rev.  Ernest  Robinson  Lineberger,  B.D.,  M.A.  and  the  Rev.  Roy 
Tays  Troutman,   B.D.,   S.T.M. 

A  number  of  prominent  lay  people  among  whom  were  mothers  and  fathers 
and  other  close  kin  of  our  ministers  and  their  wives,  including  Fred  Manley 
Ramseur  III,  son  of  Pastor  and  Mrs.  Fred  M.  Ramseur,  Jr.  were  called  to  their 
heavenly   reward. 

We  extend  the  synod's  hand  of  sympathy  to  each  of  these  bereaved  families 
and  pray  that  they  may  be  comforted  with  the  same  comfort  with  which  they 
have  comforted   others. 
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E.      The  Synod  in  the  News 

Your  director  of  the  News  Bureau  has  spotlighted  the  synod  in  releasing 
news  items  of  synodical  events  to  some  75  news  media  throughout  the  synod 
and   state. 

The  news  coverage  by  this  office  is  coordinated  with  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Publications  and  Publicity  of  which  your  director  is  an  ex-officio 
member,  and  specifically  with  the  sub-committee  on  press,   radio,   and  television. 

Subscriptions  to  The  Lutheran  and  the  North  Carolina   Lutheran  are  sent  to 
the  55  news  media  requesting  these  publications  and  are  sponsored  by  the  Com 
mittee  on   Publications  and   Publicity. 

Monthly  reports  of  ministerial  changes  were  sent  to  the  LCA  office  and  to 
Editor  G.  Elson  Ruff  for  publication  in  The  Lutheran.  Releases  on  executive 
board  actions,  coming  events,  and  other  articles  of  interest  were  sent  to  Editor 
Paul   Conrad   for   publication    in   the    North   Carolina    Lutheran. 

Your  director  is  grateful  to  pastors  and  congregations  who  are  making  an 
effective  witness  by  keeping  the  church  in  the  news  through  the  news  media  in 
their  own  respective  communities.  A  number  of  pastors  have  regular  religion  news 
programs  which  contribute  dramatically  to  the  impact  of  religion  in  community 
life. 

Your  news  director  would  urge  pastors  to  use  their  influence  to  encourage 
local  radio  and  television  stations  to  present  the  Protestant  Hour,  Church  World 
News,  Davey  and  Goliath  Specials,  the  Antkeeper,  and  other  programs  deserving 
of  our  support,   recommended  to  us  by  the   LCA  office. 


F.      As  Assistant  in   Home  Missions 

Constitutionally,  the  secretary,  upon  approval  of  the  Executive  Board,  serves 
the  Committee  on  American  Missions  and  assists  the  regional  secretary  in  meeting 
assignments  in  home  missions.  The  secretary  is  authorized  to  give  staff  assistance 
to  the  sub-committee  on  survey  and  development   in   studying   prospective   fields. 

He  attended  four  meetings  of  the  synodical  committee  on  American  Missions 
and  the  Synodical   Mission   Conference  held   in   Chicago,   January   3-5,    1968. 

He  gave  general  assistance  to  three  mission  congregations,  Christ,  Elkin; 
St.   Michael,   High   Point;   and    New   Covenant,    High    Point. 


G.      As  Personnel  Officer 

The  personnel  practices  as  adopted  by  the  Executive  Board  governed  the 
administrative  work  at  the  Church   House. 

A  reception  was  given  to  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Troutman  and  son, 
Robert  David,  at  the  Church   House,   December  29,    1967. 

Recognition  is  here  given  to  the  efficient  services  of  our  secretarial  staff 
and  our  good  housekeeper  referred  to  in  the  president's  report.  We  are  the 
servants  of   the   synod   and   a   true   sense   of   partnership    permeates   our   services. 


H.      Official  and   Pastoral  Acts 

The  office  with  its  many  facets  of  activities  has  provided  opportunities  for 
preaching  and  field  services.  Your  secretary  reports  five  installations;  two 
groundbreakings,  one  dedication,  and  one  blessing,  all  of  which  are  recorded  in 
the  president's  report.  Your  secretary  reports  65  sermons  preached,  250  calls 
made,  225  conferences  held,  and  50  meetings  attended,  in  connection  with  his 
official  acts  reported  above  and  vice-pastorships  during  the  synodical  year.

PROPOSED   AMENDMENTS  TO   SYNOD'S   CONSTITUTION 

The  following  amendments  were  presented  to  the  1967  convention  as  serving 
proper  notice  to  be  presented  to  the    1968  convention  for  action: 

1.  That  three  alterations  of  an  editorial  nature  be  made  in  Article  VII,  Section 
VI,  due  to  the  dissolution  of  the  National  Lutheran  Council  and  the  forma- 
tion  of  the   National    Lutheran   Campus  Ministry,   as   follows: 

a.  The   title   of    the   section    should    hereafter    be    "Committee    on    Campus 
Ministry" 

b.  Its  second  numbered  paragraph  should  read; 

"2.  It  shall  represent  the  synod,  in  liaison  with  National  Lutheran 
Campus  Ministry,  in  assisting  in  and  furthering  the  church's  ministry  in 
non-Lutheran  institutions  of  higher  education  on  the  synodical  territory". 
Stricken — "the  appropriate  unit  of  the   National   Lutheran   Council" 

c.  Paragraph  3.  d.  should  become: 

"d.      Cooperating    with    parrell    committees    within    the    other    member 
churches   of    National    Lutheran    Campus    Ministry    in    coordinating    the 
Lutheran  campus  ministry  on  the  territory  of  the  synod. 
Striken   —    "participating    bodies    of    the    National    Lutheran    Council". 

2.  That  Article  Fourteen,  Item  3,  be  amended  to  insert  the  following  words 
after  Lutheran  Church   in  America  in   line  2: 

"or  amendments  of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Synods,  or  amendments 
of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Congregations"  so  that  said  item  reads: 
"If  in  the  judgment  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  church  other  amendments 
of  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  or 
amendments  of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Synods,  or  amendments  of 
the  Approved  Constitution  for  Congregations  ought  to  entail  related  amend- 
ments of  this  constitution,  receipt  of  an  official  communication  to  that  effect 
from  the  secretary  of  the  church  enclosing  a  draft  of  the  amendment  recom- 
mended by  the  Executive  Council  shall   constitute  proper  notice  thereof." 

3.  That  Article   Ten,   Auxiliaries   be   amended   as   follows: 

1.  That  the  present  item  of  Article  Ten  be  numbered  as  Item    1. 

2.  That  the  following    items  be  added: 

"2.  In  the  event  that  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  shall  discontinue 
the  recognition  of  any  of  its  official  auxiliaries  and  shall  grant  to 
the  synods  the  right  to  continue  such  auxiliary  within  the  synod, 
then   this  synod  organize  and   recognize   such   auxiliary. 

3.  The  president  of  the  synod  or  his  representative  shall  have  seat  and 
voice  at  the  conventions  and  in  the  executive  bodies  of  any 
auxiliaries  organized  under  the  provisions  of  Item  2  of  this  article. 

4.  Each  auxiliary  organized  under  the  provisions  of  Item  2  herein 
shall  make  report  of  its  work  to  the  regular  conventions  of  this 
synod." 

4.  That  the  following  be  added  as  new  Article  Fourteen: 
"Article   Fourteen  — •  Periodical 

1.      The    North   Carolina    Synod    of   the    Lutheran    Church    in    America    shall 
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publish  a  periodical,  "The  North  Carolina  Lutheran". 
2.      The  editor  and  the  business  manager  of  "The  North  Carolina   Lutheran" 
shall   be   elected   for  one   year   terms   by   the   convention   of   synod   on   a 
nomination    submitted    by   the    North    Carolina    Lutheran    sub-committee 
of  the  Committee  on   Publications  and   Publicity". 
5.      That  Article   Fourteen   be   renumbered   as  Article   Fifteen. 

Report  of   the  Secretary   of  Christian   Education 

The  call  of  the  church  to  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  of 
the  North  Carolina  Synod  came  to  me  through  the  Executive  Board  and  was 
affirmatively  answered  effective  December  1,  1967.  The  weeks  since  that  time 
have  been  filled  with  excitement  concerning  the  unfolding  oportunities  in  the 
four  general  areas  of  responsibility  outlined  in  the  job  description  for  the  office 
(c.f.  1967  Proceedings,  pp.  134-136.)  It  has  been  a  period  of  transition,  adjust- 
ment, and  discovery.  I  should  like  to  use  portions  of  the  job  description  as 
foundations  for  my  first  report. 

"The  duties  of  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  shall  include 
activities  in  the  areas  of  parish  education,  youth  ministry,  church  camping,  and 
church  vocations.  To  this  end  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  shall  ...  be 
an  advisory  member  of  the  Committee  on  Parish  Education,  the  Youth  Committee, 
the  Camp  Committee,  and  the  Committee  on  Church  Vocations  .  .  .  provide  synod 
staff  assistance  to  the  above  committees  .  .  .  assist  the  committees  as  they  seek  to 
fulfill  their  respective  constitutional  responsibilities,  and  correlate  at  the  synodical 
level  the  concerns  of  the  committees  ..." 

In  fulfillment  of  these  responsibilities,  I  have  attended  twenty-seven  meetings 
of  committees,  sub-committees,  districts,  etc.,  which  directly  involve  the  office. 
In  addition  there  have  been  numerous  office  and  telephone  conferences  with 
individuals.  Information  concerning  activities  of  the  committees  have  been 
mailed  to  the  congregations.  My  association  with  these  committees  is  a  rewarding 
experience   because  of  their  dedication  and   service. 

"...  seek  increased  cooperation  among  the  committees  in  program 
planning,  enrichment  and  educational  opportunities  for  committee  personnel, 
relationships  with  congregations  and  dissemination  of  information  .  .  .  seek  to 
identify  potential  leaders  within  the  synod,  assist  in  providing  for  a  continuing 
program  of  leadership  development,  and  maintain  leadership  data  for  use  by  the 
committees  ..." 

Leadership  development  is  one  of  the  crucial  factors  in  the  strength  and 
growth  of  the  church.  The  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  will  quite  often  be 
involved  in  this  development — by  helping  to  plan  and  implement  events  which 
will  provide  training  for  leaders,  by  helping  to  recruit  potential  leaders,  and 
by  maintaining  contact  with  leaders  across  the  synod.  Congregations  can  be 
most  helpful  in  this  area  by  reporting  the  names  of  potential  leaders  who  other- 
wise may  never  be  discovered  at  the  synodical  level.  As  the  number  of  leader- 
ship training  events  and  trained  leaders  grows,  the  local  congregation  will  con- 
tinuously  reap   the   benefits   through   development   of    its   own    leaders. 

"...  maintain  liaison  between  the  synod  committees  and  the  boards  and 
commissions  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  and  inter-church  agencies  in 
each  area  of  responsibility  .  ,  .  attend  conferences  and  seminars  relating  to  the 
areas  of  responsibility  .  .  .  participate  in  denominational  and  interdenomi- 
national relationships  in  each  area  of  responsibilty  .  .  .  take  advantage  of 
continuing  study  opportunities  that  will  contribute  to  personal  and  professional 
enrichment   ..." 

The  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  is  limited  not  only  by  time  but  by 
abilities  and  knowledge.  Each  of  these  limitations  may  be  lessened  by  involvement 
in  this  group  of  activities.  Equipping  the  staff  worker  with  skills  and  insights  is 
an  advantage  to  the  committees  which  he  serves.  I  have  attended  the  following 
events  since  beginning  work  in  the  office: 

"LCA  Parish  Education  Conference  for  Synod  Directors  and  Committee 
Chairmen,"   November   28-December    1,    1967,    Philadelphia. 
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"Workshop  on  Planning  Conference  Learning  Experiences,"  January  5-10, 
1968,   Michigan   State    University. 

"Area  Convocation  on   Youth  Ministry,"  January  23-25,    1968,   Lutheridge. 

"Carolinas    Evangelism    Conference,"    January    29-30,    1968,    Charlotte. 
"LCA  Conference  for  Directors  of  Christian  Education,"  February  7-9,   1968, 
Cincinnati. 

"Human  Relations  Training  Laboratory,"  April  23-May  1,  1968,  Green 
Lake,  Wisconsin. 

"...  be  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the  church  in  each  area  of  responsibility 
at  both  the  synodical  and  the  parish  levels  ..." 

A  continuing  contact  with  congregations  and  parish  pastors  must  be  a 
necessity  for  ministry  in  this  office.  I  am  open  to  suggestions  and  opportunities 
as  to  how  this  can  be  done.  Congregational  visits  will  help  reveal  the  needs  and 
concerns  "where  the  action  is."  Your  invitations  for  such  visits  will  be  most 
welcomed  and  will   receive  priority   in  allotment  of  available   time. 

What  lies  ahead?  The  developing  trend  is  for  each  congregation  to  seek  to 
be  the  church  in  the  community  in  which  it  serves.  Just  as  no  two  persons  are 
identical,  so  it  is  with  congregations  and  their  communities.  This  situation  calls 
for  perception  and  sensitivity  on  the  part  of  congregations  to  the  end  that  they 
tailor  their  ministries  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  to  whom  they  minister.  It 
becomes  the  duty,  then,  of  the  committees  to  whom  I  give  staff  assistance,  to 
be  enablers  of  this  kind  of  tailoring,  lending  assistance  and  guidance  to  congre- 
gational leaders  and  committees.  As  I  view  the  office  at  this  time,  though 
admittedly  with  limited  experience,  I  see  in  this  area  the  main  thrust  of  the  office 
and  its  responsibilities. 

Thus  I  conceive  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  as  the  call 
of  the  congregations  of  the  synod  into  an  associate  ministry  with  them  in  the 
specific  areas  of  Christian  education,  youth  ministry,  church  camping,  and 
church  vocations.  Involved  with  us  in  this  ministry  are  the  dedicated  servants  of 
the  LCA  boards  and  commissions.  Joining  with  us  also  are  the  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  synodical  committees,  who  give  sacrificial ly  of  their  time  and  energies 
and  whose  support  is  hereby  gratefully  acknowledged.  All  of  us,  together  with 
our  synod  officials  and  their  valued  guidance  and  counsel,  are  committed  to  the 
tasks  assigned  to  us  by  the  Lord  of  the  Church.  God  in  Christ  is  already  at  work 
in  his  world.  Let  us  join  in  full  partnership  with  him.  "You  are  the  people  of 
God;  he  loved  you  and  chose  you  for  his  own.  Christ's  message,  in  all  its  rich- 
ness,  must   live   in  your  hearts."     (Colossians  3:12a,    16a,   TEV)

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Report  of  the  Committee  of  Deans 

The  Committee  of  Deans  consists  of  the  following  district  deans:  the  Rev. 
Donald  E.  Hanberry,  the  Rev.  John  D.  Mauney,  Jr.,  the  Rev.  Paul  Morgan,  the 
Rev.  John  L.  Yost,  Jr.,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  C.  Marion  Starr,  the  Rev  Robert  F.  Shelby, 
Jr.,  D.D.  and  the  president  and  secretary  of  synod  who  are  its  chairman  and 
secretary  respectively. 

Constitutionally,  the  function  of  the  committee  is  to  advise  and  assist  the 
president  of  synod  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  and  to  confer  with  him  as  to 
the  needs  of  the  church  on  the  territory  of  the  several  districts;  to  review  the 
ministerial  roll  annually  and  make  appropriate  recommendations  to  the  synod 
regarding  those  ministers  whose  status  is  subject  to  reconsideration  and  action 
under  the  terms  of  the  constitution  and  by  laws  of  the  church;  and  to  determine 
the  dates  and   programs  of   the   meetings  of  the   districts. 

Two  meetings  were  held  at  the  Church  House  on  May  31  and  December  1  1, 
1967. 

Items  of  business  discussed  other  than  district  meetings  and  ministers 
awaiting  calls  were  reports  of  Manifesto  retreats,  certification  that  parochial 
reports  are  current  upon  the  resignation  of  a  pastor,  and  suggestions  for  strength- 
ening the  ministers  for  a  more  effective  ministry. 

President  Whittecar  shared  with  the  deans  the  problems  and  perplexity  of 
his  office  in  the  placement  of  pastors  and  solicited  their  counsel.  He  shared  the 
process  of  calling  pastors  by  distributing  copies  of  the  procedure  to  be  followed 
by  a   congregation   in   calling   a   pastor. 

Dates,  places,  and  programs  of  district  meetings  as  planned  by  the  com- 
mittee are  given   in   the   respective   reports  of  the  district  deans. 

At  the  December  11,  1967  meeting,  the  committee  reviewed  the  roll  of 
ministers  relative  to  the  status  of  certain  ministers  provisionally  awaiting  calls 
in   complaince   with   the   rule   of   the   church   which    reads: 

"Continuance  on  the  ministerial  roll  of  a  minister  awaiting  a  call  shall  be 
reviewed  by  the  synod  at  each  regular  convention  up  to  the  permitted  limit  of 
three  years.  Extension  of  one  year  at  a  time  shall  require  a  majority  vote." 
(See  LCA  By  Laws,  Section    11,  item    12). 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  following  be  continued  on  the  roll  as 
awaiting  calls: 

The  Rev.  Jack  L.  Davis,  engaged  in  a  two  year  graduate  program  at  St. 
Andrew's  Scotland; 

The  Rev.  Claude  V.  Deal,  Jr.,  engaged  in  a  one  year  clinical  program  at 
Memorial   Hospital,  Chapel   Hill;  and 

The  Rev.  Lester  D.  Keasey,  Ph.D.,  professor  in  the  Department  of  Sociology 
□  t  Appalachian  State   University,   Boone. 

The  Rev.  Walter  J.  Moretz,  Jr.,  engaged  in  a  program  of  psychological 
counseling  at  Florida  State  University,  Tallahassee. 

The  Rev.  Wade  D.  Norman,  resigned  from  St.  Paul,  Crouse,  January  1,  1968 
when  parish  was  divided,  and  from  Bethel,  Crouse,   March  7,    1968.

Report  of  the  Committee  of  Deans 

Secretary  Lyerly  presented  the  report,  and  moved  the  committee's  recom- 
mendation that  the  following  be  continued  on  the  ministerial  roll  of  synod  as 
awaiting  calls:  Jack  L.  Davis,  Claude  V.  Deal,  Jr.,  Walter  J.  Moretz,  Jr.,  Wade 
N.  Norman,  and  Lester  D.  Keasey. 

The  recommendation  was  adopted. 

In  connection  with  the  report,  the  Rev.  Robert  F.  Shelby,  Jr.,  dean  of  the 
Southwestern  District,  offered  the  following  motion: 

"In  order  that  our  districts  may  have  a  more  effective  program  to  strengthen 
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mainly  our  congregations,  our  pastors,  and  our  members;  to  help  the  president 
of  synod  to  carry  out  his  pastoral  relationship;  to  make  the  office  of  the  deans 
a  more  useful  instrument  of  the  church,  I  move  that  the  Executive  Board  of 
synod,  with  the  Committee  of  Deans,  work  out  a  program  for  the  districts,  making 
more  effective  the  office  of  the  deans,  so  that  every  pastor  and  congregation 
may  receive  closer  pastoral  care  and  relationship." 
The  motion  was  adopted. 


Report   of   the  Examining  Committee 

The  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Samuel   L.   Sox,   chairman,   as  follows: 

In  the  Prayer  of  the  Church  we  pray:  "Send  forth  thy  light  and  thy  truth 
into  all  the  earth,  O  Lord.  Raise  up,  we  pray  thee,  faithful  servants  of  Chrisr 
to  labor  in  the  Gospel  at  home  and  in  distant  lands." 

That  our  Heavenly  Father  has  both  heard  and  abundantly  answered  this 
prayer  is  evidenced  in  our  report  to  you  today. 

The  Examining  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  Lutheran  Church 
in  America,  met  at  the  Church  House,  Salisbury,  North  Carolina,  Monday, 
March  18,  1968.  The  following  were  in  attendance:  The  Rev.  Samuel  L.  Sox, 
D.D.,  chairman;  Synod  President  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar,  The  Rev.  William  E 
Eisenberg,  D.D.,  R.  Brown  McAllister,  LL.D.,  The  Rev.  Egil  Grislis,  Ph.D.,  The 
Rev.  Charles  Easley,  The  Rev.  Joseph  L.  Griffin,  D.D.,  The  Rev.  Ray  R.  Fisher, 
D.D.  The  Rev.  Reuben  Swanson,  Ph.D.,  The  Rev.  Marshall  F.  Mauney,  The  Rev. 
C.  Marion  Starr.

Catalogue  of  Activities 

The  board  submits  a  summary  of  its  activities  and  actions,  plans  and  pro- 
grams, resolutions  and  recommendations  since  the  last  convention,  and  in  so 
doing,  gives  an  accounting  of  its  stewardship  in  all  facets  of  Kingdom  service 
entrusted  to  it  by  the  synod  in  convention,  boards  and  committees,  and  the  con- 
stitution itself.  It  acts  for  the  synod  ad  interim  within  the  bounds  of  the  consti- 
tution. Its  actions  penetrate  the  life  of  the  synod  and  church  at  so  many  strategic 
places.  The  report  includes  starred  items  that  require  convention  action  and 
items  reported  for  information  only. 

A.      Reports   of   Officers   and   Staff 

At  each  of  the  board  meetings  the  officers  and  staff  presented  reports  of 
official  acts  and  activities  in  their  respective  areas  of  concern  and  responsibility. 
The  reports  were  received  as  information,  except  those  items  which  required  board 
action.    Full   reports  are  appended  to  the  minutes  of  board   meetings. 

At  the  board  meeting  held  March  14,  1968,  President  Whittecar  presented 
a  supplement  to  his  quarterly  report  which  included  recommendations  for  action 
by  the  Executive  Board.  The  board  received  the  supplement  and  approved  the 
recommendations,   as  follows: 

Supplement  to  President's  Report- 
Ex.  Bd.  Min.  March   14,   1968,  pp.  2-3 
Retreats  for  Pastors 

I  find  it  to  be  highly  desirable  that  our  pastors  be  given  special  opportun- 
ities to  review  their  work,  communicate  with  one  another,  and  be  refreshed  in 
mind  and  spirit.  As  a  means  to  this  end,  I  propose  that  we  set  up  a  series  of 
two-or-three  day  retreats  at  convenient  places  over  the  state,  this  late  summer 
and  fall,  to  which  our  pastors  shall  be  invited.  These  might  be  arranged  in 
connection  with  the  retreats  planned  as  preparation  for  the  evangelism  missions 
this  fall.  I  believe  that  the  synod  should  pay  expenses  for  the  program  and  for 
personnel  accommodations  at  the   retreats. 
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recommendation 

Thai'  the  President  be  authorized  to  set  up  a  series  of  spiritual  retreats  for 
the  pastors  of  the  synod  in  the  late  summer  and  early  fall  of  1968,  the  expenses 
for  the  same  be  paid  from  Michael  Peeler  fund   receipts,  estimated   cost  $2,000. 

Continuing    Education   for   Ministers 

A  new  and  increasing  concern  among  us  is  Continuing  Education  for  Min- 
isters. We  have  a  new  synodical  committee  that  is  exploring  this  matter,  seeking 
to  identify  opportunities  available  to  our  ministers  for  specal  studies  to  enlarge 
their  understandings,  deepen  their  insights  and  sharpen  their  skills  in  various 
aspects  of  the  ministry.  As  our  men  move  into  such  continuing  education,  we 
receive  more  and  more,  requests  for  financial  assistance.  The  Committee  on 
Church  Vocations  is  restricted  to  assisting  candidates  for  the  ministry  through 
the  seminary  level,  but  not  in  graduate  school.  Scholarship  grants  for  persons 
going  into  church  occupations  as  laymen  are  available  through  the  Board  of 
College  Education  and  Church  Vocations.  Other  scholarships  for  graduate  studies 
and  professional  training  are  available  through  the  L.C.A.  Scholarship  fund 
managed  by  the  Board  of  Theological  Education.  But  there  is  no  place  in  our 
structures  where  one  of  our  ministers  can  legitimately  turn  for  assistance  in 
pursuing  clinical  pastoral  training  at  one  of  the  hospitals  or  medical  schools  in 
the  area   or  for  other  programs   for  self-enrichment. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  we  create  a  new  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Fund  for  Continuing 
Education  for  Ministers"  by  designating  $2,500  from  Michael  Peeler  Fund 
receipts  for  this  purpose  and  that  we  invite  special  contributions  by  individ- 
uals, congregations  and   groups   as   additions  to   ths   fund. 

2.  That  the  Committee  on  Continuing  Education  for  Ministers  be  made 
responsible  for  the   use  of  this  fund. 

(3)  That  the  Committee  on  Continuing  Education  for  Ministers  be  requested 
to  draw  up  rules  for  the  administration  of  this  fund,  submitting  the  same  to  the 
Executive   Board   for  approval. 

President  Whittecar  explained  the  reasons  which  prompted  the  recommen- 
dations. He  said  that  there  had  been  requests  for  retreats  by  pastors  who  felt 
the  need  for  strengthening  their  ministry  and  themselves  for  a  more  effective 
ministry. 

In  connection  with  the  second  concern,  that  of  continuing  education  for 
ministers,  he  cited  cases  of  requests  for  assistance  for  clinical  pastoral  training 
either  for  institutional  ministry  or  for  self  improvement.  He  differentiated  this 
kind  of  training  from  regular  graduate  studies  since  in  the  former  case  a  pastor 
takes  a  leave  of  absence  or  has  a  break  in  his  pastoral  ministry  and  is  cut  off 
from  his  source  of   income  while  he   is   in  training.

Board   for   further  study: 

1  .  that  the  Executive  Board  of  synod  shall  carry  out  a  re-evaluation  of 
the  procedures  followed   in  synodical   elections,   and 

2.  that  in  said  re-evaluation  the  Executive  Board  shall  consider  the  feasi- 
bility of  a  nominating  ballot  to  cover  all  synodical  positions  on  elected 
boards  and  committees,  and 

3.  that  in  said  re-evaluation  the  Executive  Board  shall  consider  limiting 
the  nominations  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  the  function  of 
supplying  sufficient  names  to  guarantee  a  complete  slate  of  nominees,

4.  that  in  said  re-evaluation  the  Executive  Board  shall  consider  mailing 
the  nominating  ballot  to  all  pastors  and  delegates  several  months  prior 
to  the  annual  convention  of  synod,  in  order  that  they  may  mail  back 
this  nominating  ballot  so  that  the  first  elective  ballot  may  be  available 
at  convention   registration. 

The  resolution  was  then  referred  to  the  sub-committee  on  Conventions, 
which  reported  its  findings  as  follows: 

The  committee  finds  that  the  suggestions  made  in  the  resolution  would  be 
impossible  without  amending  the  constitution  of  synod  to  eliminate  nominations 
from  the  floor,  and  furthermore,  the  committee  would  question  the  advisability  of 
making  such  a  constitutional  change,  therefore  the  committee  recommends  that 
these  suggestions  not  be  adopted. 

The  recommendation  of  the  sub-committee  was  adopted. 

2.  Official   Call    Blanks,   amendments   requested    for,    reply   to 

1966  Proceedings,  p.  242;  1967  Proceedings,  p.  124;  Ex.  Bd.  Min.  June  9, 
1966,  p.  8;  September  8,   1966,  p.    14;  June  8,    1967,  p.  4 

Secretary  Lyerly  reported  two  communications  from  LCA  Secretary  Malvin 
H.  Lundeen  in  reply  to  a  prevailing  motion  at  the  1966  convention  requesting 
amendments  to  the  official  call  blanks  to  include  space  for  the  pastor's  release 
at  periodic  intervals  for  continuing  study,  and  also  for  additional  fringe   benefits. 

In  a  communication  dated  May  9,  1967,  Secretary  Lundeen  confirmed  an 
opinion  expressed  in  Qn  earlier  communication  after  consultation  with  others  in 
the  LCA  office  that  it  is  possible  in  the  present  call  form  to  include  fringe  bene- 
fits even  beyond  those  normally  considered. 

The  Executive  Board  adopted  the  reply  of  Dr.  Lundeen  in  view  of  recent 
developments  and  subsequent  action  of  the  synod  regarding  continuing  education 
for  pastors. 

The  reference  above  is  to  the  special  resolution  adopted  by  the  synod  at  its 
Concord  Convention  regarding  a  reading  program  for  pastors  (See  1967  Pro- 
ceedings,  p.   210). 
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3.  Officers  and  Staff,  re.  salary  increases  for 

Ex.   Bd.   Min.   June   8,    1967,   pp.    11-13 

At  the  June  8,  1967  board  meeting,  President  Whittecar  read  a  statement 
addressed  to  the  Executive  Board  and  signed  by  the  officers  and  staff  regarding 
salary  increases  voted  at  the    last  synod  convention. 

While  the  officers  and  staff  expressed  their  appreciation  for  the  salary  in- 
creases, but  in  view  of  a  more  gradual  increase  in  the  level  of  salaries  for  syno- 
dical  officers  and  staff  along  with  the  general  rise  in  the  level  of  parish  pastors' 
salaries  and  in  view  of  the  wide  gap  that  would  be  created  between  that  of 
officers  and  staff  and  many  of  synod's  pastors  who  are  still  being  supported  below 
the  minimum  level  suggested  by  the  synod,  the  officers  and  staff  requested  the 
board  to  set  the  salaries  for  officers  and  staff  for  1968  at  the  level  recommended 
by  the  Executive  Board  to  the  convention  and  that  further  increases  be  considered 
in    light  of  the   findings  of   the   salary   study  committees. 

After  considerable  discussion,   the   board   voted   not  to  approve   the   request. 

Board  member  Carveth  Mitchell  was  authorized  to  draft  a  letter  in  behalf  of 
the  Executive  Board  to  be  addressed  to  all  pastors  and  lay  delegates  to  the  1967 
convention   of   synod,   containing   the  action   of   the    Executive    Board. 

The  letter  was  written  and  distributed  according  to  the  directive  given.  It 
stated  that  "when  synod  in  convention  votes  an  action  that  action  cannot  and 
should  not  be  abrogated  by  any  board  or  committee  of  the  synod"  and  urged 
the  officers  and  staff  to  accept  the  salary  increases  as  voted  by  the  synod.  The 
letter  was  printed   in   the  June  21,    1967   issue   of  the   North   Carolina    Lutheran. 

4.  Synod  Constitution,  Article  V,  Section  4,   interpretation   of 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.,  September   14,   1967,  p.    11 

An  open  letter  addressed  to  the  Executive  Board  relative  to  salary  increases 
approved  by  the  1967  convention  by  a  majority  vote  (132  to  112)  called  for  an 
interpretation   of  synod's  constitution,   Article  V,   Section    4,   which    reads: 

"The   Executive   Board   shall    recommend   the   appropriations   to   be   made   by 

the   synod.     Any   proposal    to  appropriate   funds   which    is   presented    without 

its  approved   to  a   convention  shall    require  a   two-thirds  vote   for  adoption," 

The  communication  was  referred  to  the  Legal  Committee  for  its  study  and 
interpretation. 

The  committee  reported  that  the  provision  in  Article  V,  Section  4,  does  not 
cover  amendments  to  budget  items  made  on  the  floor  of  the  convention,  but  is 
only  a  safeguard  against  any  new  proposal  not  included  in  the  budget  which  the 
Executive  Board  had  not  previously  considered,  and  that  the  convention  may 
amend  any  budget  item  by  a  simple  majority  vote,  but  an  entirely  new  item  intro- 
duced on  the  floor  of  the  convention  without  previous  consideration  by  the  Exe- 
cutive  Board    requires   a    two-thirds   vote   for   adoption. 

Therefore,  the  committee  concluded  that  the  action  of  the  convention  re- 
garding salary  increases  for  officers  and  staff  above  those  recommended  by  the 
Executive  Board  was  constitutionally  valid. 

*5.      Military   Personnel,   committee  on   service   to,   request  of 
Ex.   Bd.   Min.   March    14,    1968,   p.    7 

The  Committee  on  Service  to  Military  Personnel  at  its  meeting  held  January 
26,  at  Christus  Victor,  Fayetteville,  took  action  to  make  the  following  recommen- 
dation to  the  Executive  Board: 

That  the  Committee  on   Service   to   Military   Personnel   be   made   a   standing 

committee  of   synod   and   that   the   by-laws   of   the   synod,   Section    7,    "Other 

Committees"    be  amended   by  adding   the   following: 

L.      Committee   on    Service    to    AAilitary   Personnel. 

1.  This  committee  shall  serve  as  a  liaison  with  the  Division  of  Service 
to  Military  Personnel  of  the  Lutheran  Council  in  the  United  States 
of  America,   and; 

2.  Inform  pastors  and  congregations  of  the  synod  of  the  need  and 
opportunities  for  more  effective  ministry  to  military  personnel,  and; 

3.  Give  special  attention  to  high  military  impact  areas  within  the  synod. 
Dr.   Whittecar  commented   that  this  new   committee   was   given    two   specific 

duties  when  it  was  set  up  in  June  of  1967  (the  first  two  listed  above)  and  that 
the  committee  itself  had  added  a  third  function  as  also  listed  above.  Referring 
to  the  added  duty,  he  said  that  it  is  a  question  of  what  agency  of  the  church 
should  act   in  this  particular  case,  and  said  further  that  the   Board  of  American

Missions  gives  assistance  to  congregations  with  special  problems,  along  with  its 
liaison  committee  in  the  synod,  as  stated  in  the  synod's  constitution,  Article  Six, 
Section   III,   Item  3. 

The  Executive  Beard  took  action  to  recommend  to  synod  that  this  committee 
be   made  a   standing   committee   of   synod. 

6.      Church  House,  Portraits  for,  approval  of 
Ex.   Bd.  Min.  March    14,    1968,   p.   8 

Portraits  of  Dr.  Jacob  L.  Morgan  and  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer  were  approved 
for  hanging  in  the  Church  House  in  Salisbury  in  recognition  of  their  significant 
leadership   in   the  synod. 

H.      Congregations 

1 .  St.  John,  Concord,  special   request  of 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  June  8,  1967,  p.  16;  June  18,  1967;  September  14,  1967, 
pp.   4-7. 

The  Executive  Board  met  with  the  church  council  of  St.  John,  Concord, 
June  18,  1967,  at  the  Church  House,  regarding  a  statement  of  the  St.  John's 
Church  Council  on  the  freedom  of  the  individual  congregation  as  it  related  to 
its  benevolence  giving. 

Upon  request  of  the  church  council,  a  special  committee  was  appointed  to 
explore  the  possibility  of  making  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  to  allow  the 
congregation  to  remit  its  benevolence  offerings  directly  to  the  institutions,  and 
to  report  its  findings  to  the  Executive  Board  at  a    later  meeting. 

President  Whittecar  appointed  the  following  committee  to  study  the  request: 
John  W.  Cobb,  chairman,  Craig  L.  Barnhardt,  and  Harry  E.   Faggart,  Jr. 

At  the  September  14,  1967  board  meeting,  the  special  committee  reported 
its  findings,  as  follows: 

"After  having  diligently  examined  the  constitution  of  St.  John,  Concord, 
the  North  Carolina  Synod,  and  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  the  committee 
finds  no  means  whereby  the  request  of  June  18,  1967,  by  St.  John's  congrega- 
tion asking  for  an  amendment  to  such  constitution  which  would  permit  separate 
contributions  to  individual  items  in  synod's  budget  by  a  congregation  in  lieu  of 
apportionment  can  be  accomplished  without  violating  the  basic  polity  of  the 
church.  We  believe  that  this  would  involve  such  radical  departure  from  the 
established  procedures  for  equitable  support  of  all  elements  of  the  program  of 
the  church  as  to  make  such  a   course  of  action  unwise   and   infeasible. 

In  arriving  at  the  foregoing  decision,  let  it  be  understood  that  we  recognize 
and  honor  the  right  of  the  individual  to  give  to  the  work  of  the  church  as  his 
conscience  dictates.  The  matter  of  conscience,  however,  is  here  as  in  all  areas 
of  life,  a  matter  for  the  individual  and  not  for  the  congregation,  or  any  other 
collective  organization,  and  the  congregation  is  not  thereby  relieved  of  the  duties 
and  obligations  v/hich  it  has  assumed  and  covenanted  with  its  fellow  congre- 
gations  in   the   Lutheran   Church    in   America. 

Nineteen  references  are  made  in  the  report  to  the  constitutions  mentioned 
above  supporting  the  apportionment  system  of  giving  and  the  answer  of  the 
committee. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  as  the  reply  of  the  Executive 
Board  to  the  request  of  St.  John's  Church  Council,  and  the  secretary  was  instruct- 
ed to  send  copies  of  the   reply  to   members   of  the   church   council. 

2.  Crouse   Parish,   division   of,   request  for 

(Ex.  Bd.  Min.,  March  9,  1967,  p.  6;  June  8,  1967,  p.  3;  1967  Proceedings, 
p.    127) 

The  Executive  Board  received  the  request  of  the  St.  Paul-Bethel  Parish, 
Crouse,  for  separation  and  informed  board  members  that  the  Southwestern  Dis- 
trict  had   approved   the   separation. 

It  was  noted  that  this  parish,  originally  consisting  of  four  congregations, 
had  been  reduced  to  two,  and  that  the  remaining  two  had  been  working  toward 
self  support  as  a   realistic  goal. 

The  request  was  approved  with  instruction  that  each  of  the  separating  con- 
gregations  pay   the   minimum    salary    recommended    by   synod. 

3.  Gold  Hill,  St.  Stephen-Mt.  Olive,  parish  division,  request  for 

Ex.   Bd.  Min.,  September   14,    1967,   p.  9;   December   14,    1967,   pp.   4-6. 
The    application    of    Mt.    Olive,    Gold    Hill,    for    parish    separation    from    St. 
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Stephen,  Gold  Hill,  was  presented  by  representatives  of  Mt.  Olive  Church  at  the 
board  meeting  held  December  14,  1967.  The  board  looked  with  favor  upon  the 
parish  separation  and   referred   the  request  to  the  Southern   District. 

At  the  meeting  held  March  14,  1968,  the  recommendation  of  the  Southern 
District  adopted  at  its  February  14,  1968  meeting  relating  to  this  division  was 
presented  to  the  board  as  follows: 

That  the  Southern  District  recommend  to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  N.  C. 
Synod  the  dissolution  of  the  Gold  Hill  parish,  consisting  of  the  Mt.  Olive  and 
St.  Stephen  congregations,  each  congregation  to  become  self  supporting,  effective 
April   1,    1968. 

The  recommendation  was  adopted. 

Richfield,  Mt.  Zion  —  New   Bethel,   parish   division,   request  for 
Ex.   Bd.   Min.  March    14,    1968,  p.   7 

A  recommendation  of  the  Southern  District  adopted  at  the  February  14, 
1968  meeting  relating  to  the  Richfield  parish  was  submitted  to  the  board  at  its 
March    14  meeting,   as  follows: 

That  the  Southern  District  recommend  to  the  Executive  Board  of  the  N.  C. 
Synod  the  dissolution  of  the  Richfield  parish,  consisting  of  the  Mt.  Zion  and 
New   Bethel  congregations,   effective  January    1,    1969." 

Upon   recommendation   of  the   sub  committee,    action   was  deferred   awaiting 
further    information   on    the    feasibility   of    this    separation. 
4.       Richland,  Liberty,  resolution   regarding 

Ex.  Bd.  Min.  June  8,    1967,  p.  9 

The  following  resolution  was  approved: 

WHEREAS,  the  congregation  listed  on  the  roll  of  synod  as  Richland,  Liberty, 
is  non-functioning  as  a  congregation  of  the  church,  there  having  been  no  pastor 
in  charge  and  no  ministries  performed  for  more  than  10  years,  the  membership 
having  dwindled  until  it  is  impossible  for  the  congregation  to  function  and  to 
make  a  clear  and  strong  witness  to  the  gospel   in   its  community,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  church  property  of  Richland  Lutheran  Church  stands  idle 
in  a  state  of  deterioration,  save  for  the  cemetery  which  has  been  under  the 
maintenance  of  the  synod  since   1962,  and 

WHEREAS,,  the  North  Carolina  state  highway  commission  is  requesting 
permission  to  widen  the  highway  that  goes  through  the  Richland  Church  property 
and  there  are  no  responsible  officers  to  grant  such  permission,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Constitution  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  Article  VI, 
Section  7,  states  "A  synod  may  declare  a  member  congregation  defunct  if  such 
congregation  has  disbanded  or  ceased  to  function.  In  such  case,  or  if  a  con- 
gregation departs  from  membership  in  this  church  without  the  consent  of  a 
convention  of  the  synod,  all  property  of  the  congregation,  real,  personal  and 
mixed,   shall  vest   in   the  synod,    its   successors  or  assigns;" 

and  the  constitution  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  Article  Eleven,  Section 
III,  4,  states:  "Any  congregation  belonging  to  this  synod  which  has  disbanded, 
or  has  ceased  or  failed  to  maintain  religious  worship  or  services  according  to  the 
tenets  and  usages  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  or  whose  membership  has  so  dimin- 
ished in  numbers  or  financial  strength  as  to  render  it  impossible  or  impracticable 
for  such  congregation  to  fulfill  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  organized  or  to 
protect  its  property  from  waste  and  deterioration,  shall  be  deemed  by  the  synod 
to  be  defunct,  and  the  synod  through  its  Executive  Board  or  through  trustees 
appointed  by  that  board  shall  take  charge  and  control  of  the  property  of  said 
congregation    to    hold,    manage   and    convey    the    same    in    behalf    of    the    synod," 

Therefore  be  it  resolved,  the  the  congregation  listed  on  the  roll  of  synod 
as  Richland  Lutheran  Church,  Liberty,  North  Carolina 

is  hereby  declared  to  be  defunct,  and  the  officers  of  the  synod  are  directed 
to  take  all  steps  necessary  to  secure  the  remaining  assets  of  this  congregation  in 
the  name  of  the  synod  and  to  see  that  they  are  preserved  from  waste  and  deter- 
ioration. 

5.  Richland,  Liberty,   property  of,  agents  for 

Ex.   Bd.  Min.   December    14,   1967,   p.    14 

In  view  of  the  action  of  the  board  at  its  June  8,  1967  meeting  declaring 
the  congregation  of  Richland,  Liberty,  defunct,  the  following  were  appointed  as 
duly  constituted  agents  to  oversee  the  property  in  behalf  of  the  synod,  Pastor 
J.    A.    Seaboch    and    Mrs.    Howard    Kirkman    of    Grace,    Liberty. 

6.  Register  of  Deeds,  resolution  declaring  congregation  defunct,  certified  copy  of 
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Ex.   Bd.   Min.   December  4,    1967,   p.    14 

By  action  cf  the  board,  a  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  declaring  the  con- 
gregation of  Richland,  Liberty,  defunct,  including  fee,  was  sent  to  the  Register 
of  Deeds  of  Randolph  County  serving  notice  that  this  property  is  vested  in  the 
name  of  the  synod. 

7.      Holy   Trinity,   Chapel    Hill,    Inter-Church    Council,    relationship   to 
Ex.  Bd.  Min.  March   14,    1968,  p.  6 

The  sub  committee  on  Congregations  and  Ministers  reported  the  relationship 
of  Holy  Trinity,  Chapel   Hill,   to  the   Inter-Church  Council   for  Social  Service. 

Board  member  Frank  Perry  gave  additional  information  concerning  the 
history,  purpose,  and  activities  of  the  Inter-Church  Council  os  a  community 
organization. 

President  Whittecar  further  informed  board  members  that  this  is  in  line 
with  the  "Manifesto",  Section  8,  which  encourages  congregations  to  "work  in 
concert  with  forces  for  good,  cooperating  with  church  and  other  groups  partici- 
pating in  activities  that  promote  justice,  relieve  misery,  and  reconcile  the 
estranged". 

He  stated  that  according  to  LCA  Executive  Council  action  a  modification 
has  been  made  to  the  "Guide  to  Principles  Governing  Inter-denominational  Rela- 
tionships of  LCA  congregations  and  their  auxiliares"  which  permits  congrega- 
tions to  participate  in  community  organizations.  When  such  cooperation,  he  added, 
does  not  take  the  form  of  official  inter-church  relations  neither  the  evangelical 
nor  the   representative   principle   need   apply. 

The  matter  was  received  as  information. 
*8.      Christus  Victor,  Durham,  application  of  membership,  approval  of 
Ex.    Bd.   Min.   March    14,    1968,    p.    14 

The  Executive  Board  approved  the  application  of  Christus,  Victor,  Durham 
for  membership  in  the  synod  and  recommends  that  this  new  congregation  be 
received  and  that  its  delegate  be  seated.

1 .  Apportionment  Formula,  basis  for  restudy  of 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  members  of  mission  congregations  are  giving  a 
higher  percentage  of  their  income  to  their  own  church  programs,  and  that 
mission  congregations  are  giving  on  an  average  of  60%  of  their  apportionment, 
the  Committee  on  American  Missions  requested  the  Executive  Board  to  restudy 
the  basis  for  assigning  apportionments  in  order  to  give  some  consideration  to 
mission   congregations. 

The  request  grew  out  of  a  study  which  had  been  made  of  the  benevolence 
response  of  38  mission  congregations  which  had  been  shared  with  the  Committee 
on   American   Missions. 

The  study  revealed  that  congregations  with  fewer  than  100  members  have 
difficulty  paying   their  apportionments   in   full. 

In  view  of  the  request,  the  Committee  on  Stewardship  was  authorized  to 
re-study  the  apportionment   formula    keeping   mission   congregations    in    mind.

In  order  to  be  helpful  to  Lutheran  residents  of  North  Carolina,  or  members 
of  congregations  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America 
who  may  live  in  other  states,  making  application  for  admittance  to  the  Lowman 
Home  for  the  Aged  and  Infirm,  White  Rock,  S.  C,  the  Social  Ministry  Committee 
and  the  Executive  Board  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  submit  the  following  approved 
procedure: 

a.  All  applications  shall  be  sent  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Lowman 
Home,  White  Rock,  S.  C.  On  receipt  of  such  applications  the  Superintendent 
shall    refer  same   to   the   President   of   the   North   Carolina    Synod. 

b.  The  applications  of  those  who  are  able  to  pay  their  own  way  shall  be 
referred  to  the   President  of  the   Synod   for   information. 

c.  On  receipt  of  applications  from  those  who  cannot  pay  their  cost  of 
care  at  Lowman  Home  and  who  will  depend  upon  church  funds  to  pay  a  part  of 
it,  the  President  of  Synod  shall  refer  same  to  the  admissions  committee  of  the 
North   Carolina   Lutheran    Homes. 

d.  Following  a  careful  review  of  the  circumstances  and  needs  of  each 
applicant,  the  admissions  committee  shall  make  proper  recommendation  to  the 
President  of  the  N.  C.  Synod.  If  the  recommendation  is  for  the  synod  to  partici- 
pate with  the  applicant  in  a  cost  of  care  plan  at  Lowman  Home,  the  admissions 
committee  shall  assist  the  applicant  in  applying  for  maximum  benefits  from 
Social  Security  and  Welfare. 

e.  On  the  President  of  Synod's  approval,  the  application  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Lowman   Home. 

Dr.  Whittecar  said  that  since  the  synod  is  not  now  officially  affiliated  with 
the  Lowman  Home,  the  recommendation  is  to  make  use  of  the  Admissions  Com- 
mittee of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes  under  the  purchase  of  care 
arrangement  with    the    Lowman    Home. 

2.  N.    C.    Lowman    Home    residents,    application    for    benefits    for,    case    worker, 
employment  of 

In  order  to  assist  the  North  Carolina  residents  at  Lowman  Home  to  get  the 
maximum  benefits  from  Social  Security  and  Welfare  so  as  to   reduce  the   synod's 
cost  of   care   payments,    the   Social    Ministry   Committee    recommends   to   the    Exe- 
cutive Board   of  the   North  Carolina   Synod   of   the   Lutheran   Church    in   America: 
That  a  case  worker,   responsible   to  the  Social   Ministry  Committee,    be   em- 
ployed  to   investigate  each   North   Carolina    resident   at   Lowman    Home   and 
to    make    application    for    all    possible    funds    from    every    possible    source 
(social  security,  welfare,  and   relatives)   for  their  cost  of  care. 
It   was   reported   that   Mrs.    Ernest   W.    Ridenhour   made   a    trip    to    Lowman 
Home   and    discussed    the    financial    arrangement    for    each    of    the   approximately 
30  residents  from  N.  C.   in  the  Home.     She   is  of  the  opinion   that  Social   Security 
and   Welfare    will    provide   funds    for    many    of    these    people    if    application    were 
made.    This,   of  course,  would   result  in  considerable  savings  to   the   N.   C.   Synod. 
The  expenses  involved  in  employing  a  case  worker  could  come  from  the  $20,000 
budgeted  for  Lowman  Home  in  the   1968  synod  budget.    The  savings  to  the  synod 
resulting   from   the  efforts  of  such   a   case   worker  would   certainly   justify   the   ex- 
penditures. 

It  was  understood  that  the  employment  of  a  case  worker  would  be  only  a 
temporary  arrangement  to  be  paid  on  a   per  diem   basis. 

The   recommendation   was  adopted. 
3.       N.  C.  Lutheran  Homes,  capital  funds  campaign,  directions  for 
Ex.  Bd.  Min.   December   14,    1967,   p. 9 

At  the  board  meeting  held  December  14,  1967,  the  Committee  on  Social 
Ministry  requested  of  the  Executive  Board  directions  as  to  the  next  steps  in 
setting  up  the  authorized  capital  funds  campaign  for  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran 
Homes  for   1969. 

The  communication  stated  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  N.  C.  Lutheran 
Homes  and  the  Committee  on  Social  Ministry  are  anxious  to  begin  the  necessary 
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planning  for  this  campaign  so  that  everything  will  be   in  order  at  the  appointed 
time. 

Dr.  Whittecar  added  that  the  campaign  had  been  authorized  by  the  synod, 
and  called  attention  to  the  policy  of  the  synod  that  capital  funds  campaigns 
shall  be  limited  to  not  more  than  one  within  a  three  year  period  (See  1965 
Proceedings,  p.  138),  and  that  the  N.  C.  Lutheran  Homes  is  next  in  line.  He 
said  further  that  it  is  assumed  that  professional  assistance  will  be  needed  and 
required  in  defining  plans  and  goals.  He  said  that  it  would  be  advisable  for  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  Home  to  prepare  a  prospectus  for  presentation  to  the 
1968    synod   convention. 

In    light    of    the    request    and    discussion,    the    following    action    was    taken: 
That   the   Executive   Board    encourage    the    Board   of  Trustees   of   the    N.    C. 
Lutheran    Homes   to   proceed    at   once    in   defining    objectives    and    arranging 
counsel   with   possible   fund   raising  agencies  to  direct  the  campaign   and   to 
submit  a  preliminary  report  to  the  Executive  Board  at  its  March   14  meeting. 
At  the  board  meeting  held  March   14,   1968,  the  Rev.  John  A.  Pless,  Execu- 
tive Director  of  Lutheridge,  was  recognized  for  a   report  of  the  preliminary  plans 
of  the  capital  funds  campaign  for  North  Carolina   Lutheran   Homes  in  connection 
with  a   directive  of  the   Executive   Board   at   the   December    14,    1967   meeting   to 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  N.   C.   Lutheran   Homes. 

Executive  Director  Pless  reported  that  the  new  supplementary  unit  to  the 
Hickory  unit  is  nearing  completion.  He  informed  board  members  of  the  additional 
property  acquired  for  the  protection  and  possible  future  expansion  of  the  Hickory 
unit.  He  also  reported  that  plans  of  the  Albemarle  unit  have  developed  to  the 
point  that  further  development  is  dependent  upon  the  decision  to  use  or  not  to 
use  Hill-Burton  federal  funds  in  the  construction  of  the  nursing  or  infirmary  unit. 
He  then  proceeded  to  inform  board  members  of  the  availability  of  federal 
money  to  the  extent  of  40%  of  construction  costs  up  to  a  50  bed  unit,  and 
described  the  conditions  of  participating  in  it.  He  then  answered  questions  per- 
taining to  the  use  of  federal  funds.  In  the  question  and  answer  period,  he  cited 
a  number  of  cases  of  similar  homes  which  had  used  federal  grants. 

He  reported  that  the  board  of  trustees  had  sought  the  counsel  of  the  Luther- 
an Laymen's  movement  Fund  Raising  Service,  a  representative  of  which  had  met 
with  the  executive  committee  of  the  Homes'  board  of  trustees  at  a  special  meet- 
ing held  February  18  at  the  Church  House  in  Salisbury.  He  reported  further  that 
the  first  phase  of  this  service  is  the  feasibility  study  consisting  of  contacts  with 
responsible  and  representative  leaders  of  the  synod  to  measure  interest  and 
potential  participation  in  the  program.  This  part  of  the  report  was  received  as 
information. 

Pastor  Pless  presented  the  action  of  the  Board  of  trustees  of  N.  C.  Lutheran 
Homes,  as  follows: 

That  the  board  of  trustees  of  N.  C.  Lutheran  Homes  approved  application 
for  the  use  of  Hill-Burton  (federal)  money  in  the  construction  of  the  infirmary 
wing  of  the  Albemarle  unit,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Board 
of  synod. 

The  Executive  Board  endorsed  the  approval  of  the  N.  C.  Homes'  board  of 
trustees  to  apply  for  Hill-Burton  (federal)  funds  in  the  construction  of  the 
infirmary  unit  at  Albemarle.

Approved  official  document  ieasing  the  site  adjoining  the  campus  of  UNC-

years,  to  erect  a  center  for  Lutheran  student  activities  according  to  plans  and 
specifications  approved  by  the  synod's  committee  on  College  and  University  Work.

The   board   authorized   taxes   to   be   paid    from    campus   funds    under    protest.

Acting  on  the  request  of  the  Lutheran  Student  Foundation  of  Durham  for 
an  additional  amount  of  $300  for  salary  increase  for  the  campus  pastor,  the 
Committee  on  Campus  Ministry  approved  the  request  and  recommended  to  the 
Executive  Board  that  the  $300  in  the  1968  budget,  under  the  line  "to  be  alloted" 
for  the  campus  ministry  program  be  granted  to  the  Lutheran  Student  Foundation 
of  Durham  for  salary  increase  of  its  campus  pastor. 

Inasmuch  as  the  amount  had  already  been  included  in  the  synod's  1968 
budget,  the  request  was  received  as  information  as  an  approval  was  deemed  not 
necessary  in  this  case.

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Campus  Ministry,  the  board 
approved  an  appropriation  to  Our  Redeemer,  Greenville,  in  amount  of  $6,000 
from  Campus  funds,  for  the  campus  ministry  to  Lutheran  students  attending 
East  Carolina  University,  Greenville,  the  same  to  be  applied  to  the  reduction  of 
the  congregation's   indebtedness. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  instead  of  building  a  separate  unit  for  the  campus 
ministry  at  East  Carolina  University,  the  congregation  of  Our  Redeemer  was 
encouraged  to  build  a  larger  unit  than  otherwise  would  have  been  provided  in 
order  to  accommodate  the  student  ministry  program,  and  that  this  intention  to 
assist  the  congregation  with  its  building  had  not  yet  been  met.  It  was  also  pointed 
out  that  the  campus  is  extending  closer  to  the  church  facilities  so  that  the  con- 
gregation can  ministry  more  effectively  to  the  Lutheran   students. 

7.  CAMPUS,    re-emphasis   campaign    for,    approval    of 

(Approved  by  mail  vote  of  Ex.  Bd.  members) 
The  Executive  Board  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Campus  Ministry  for  a  re-emphasis  campaign  for  CAMPUS.  The  action  was 
prompted  by  the  rather  scattered  pledges  and  contributions  from  our  congregations 
for  CAMPUS  and  the  realization  that  we  have  only  from  now  until  the  close  of 
1968  to  get  all  that  we  probably  ever  will  get  out  of  the  CAMPUS  appeal.  This 
recommendation  has  the  commendation  of  the  Lutheran  Laymen's  Movement 
which  was  represented  at  the  meeting   March    15. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  a  re-emphasis  campaign  for  CAMPUS  be  carried  out  in  the 
synod   to: 

(a)  Press   for  the   payment  of   pledges   that   have    been    made; 

(b)  Press  for  additional  contributions  by  congregations  that  have  put 
the  campaign  off  until  later  or  that  have  given  only  limited  re- 
sponse; also  by  groups  and   individuals;

Board  members  were  alerted  to  the  acute  need  of  providing  an  adequate 
liability  insurance  program  covering  non  employed  personnel  of  the  synod  in 
transit  to  and  from  board  and  committee  meetings  or  on  business  for  the  synod, 
and  also  employed   personnel   of  the   synod. 

The  point  was  well  taken  that  in  providing  full  protection  of  those  employed 
by  the  synod  and  of  those  on  business  for  the  synod,  the  board  is  following  its 
own  cdvice  and  counsel  which  it  has  given  to  congregations  to  be  covered 
sufficiently. 

Upon  recommendation  of  the  committee,  the  officers  and  staff  were  requested 
to  investigate  all  phases  of  liability  insurance  coverage  for  non  employed  and 
employed   personnel   of  synod. 

In  this  same  connection,  the  question  of  Workmen's  Compensation  for  staff 
members  was  raised  and  discussed. 

Treasurer   Heilig   volunteered   a   study  of   this   matter. 

The  board  then  authorized  immediate  coverage  by  Workmen's  Compensation 
if  it  is  found  thct  the  synod's  staff  is  to  be  or  can  be  included  under  this  program.

Mr.  Joe  C.  Ridenhour  informed  the  group  that  $46,700  is  expected  from 
repayments  of  loans  during  the  current  year  and  that  $53,300  has  been  set  as 
the  Loan  and  Gift  Fund  goal,   rounding  out  $100,000.

In  view  of  the  expiring  term  of  Glenn  E.  Ketner,  D.C.S.  as  a  director  of  the 
Home  Mission  Foundation,  Mr.  Max  B.  Dry,  Secretary  of  the  Foundation,  sub- 
mitted nominations  from  the  Foundation  made  at  its  fifteenth  annual  meeting 
held  February  21,  1967,  as  follows:  G.  C.  Miller,  Salisbury;  Glenn  E.  Ketner, 
Salisbury;    and   W.    A.    Kluttz,    Greensboro. 

Mr.   G.  C.   Miller  was  elected  with   term   expiring    in    1979. 

President  Whittecar  expressed  appreciation  for  the  services  of  Mr.  Ketner 
.vho  had  served  the  foundation   since   its   inception    in    1953. 

4.  Tribute  of  Recognition 

Mr.  Leonard  Moretz  announced  the  adoption  of  a  tribute  to  the  late  Arthur 
Wiliam  Fisher,  D.C.S.,  recognized  as  a  guiding  influence  in  the  formation  of  the 
Heme  Mission  Foundation  and  having  served  as  its  presdent  from  the  time  of 
its  organization  in  1953  to  his  death.  The  tribute  was  adopted  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Lutheran  Men  at  its  January  7,  1968  afternoon  meeting,  as 
follows: 

The  Men  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  North  Carolina  lost  an  outstanding 
leader  when  the  death  of  Arthur  William  Fisher  occurred  in  Concord,  North  Car- 
olina on  February  28,  1967.  Dr.  Fisher's  principal  interests  throughout  his  long 
and  fruitful  life  were  his  church  and  family  and  his  business.  He  gave  liberally 
of  his  time,  talents,  and  material   resources  to  the  church. 

He  served  faithfully  as  an  officer  of  Cannon  Mills  Company  from  1928, 
end  as  a  member  of  its  Board  of  Directors  from  1933.  His  special  area  of 
business  interest  was  in  the  field  of  cotton  which  was  the  company's  principal 
raw  material.  His  influence  and  good  judgment  were  felt  throughout  the  in- 
dustry, from  the  continued  development  of  better  qualities  of  cotton  to  many 
areas  of  improvement  in  the  marketing  of  the  cotton  fiber  and  the  finished 
product  using  this  fiber. 

Dr.  Fisher's  knowledge  and  influence  as  a  Christian  laymen  was  even  more 
widespread  than  his  outstanding  success  in  business.  In  his  local  congregation 
he  served  faithfully  for  many  years  as  a  teacher  in  the  Church  School,  as  a 
member  of  the  Church  Council  and  in  other  leadership  positions.  On  the  synodi- 
cal  and  national  level  he  served  on  various  boards,  including  the  Board  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College.  During  the  last  few  years  of  his  successful  career  he  performed 
an  important  service  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  Lutheran  Theological 
Southern  Seminary.  His  great  concern  for  the  training  of  young  men  for  the 
ministry  led  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Fisher  to  give  to  the  Lutheran  Theological  Southern 
Seminary  a  magnificent  pipe  organ  for  the  new  Christ  Chapel  which  was  dedicated 
in  the  Spring  of   1967. 

As  a  layman,  Dr.  Fisher  served  for  many  years  on  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Lutheran  Men's  organization  of  North  Carolina.  He  constantly  led  and 
challenged  this  organization  to  outstanding  work.  His  greatest  single  contribution 
to  this  organization  was  his  leadership  in  building  the  Endowment  Fund  for  estab- 
lishing mission  churches.  This  fund,  known  as  "The  Loan  and  Gift  Fund",  grew 
from  a  modest  few  thousand  dollars  when  he  became  director  in  1935,  to  a 
moving  force  behind  Home  Mission  development  of  Lutheran  churches  in  North 
Carolina,  with  cssets  of  well  over-half  million  dollars.  This  important  project  of 
the  Men  of  North  Carolina  became  one  of  the  essential  elements  of  mission  devel- 
opment in  the  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Fisher  served  as  president  of  the  Home  Mission  Foundation  from  its 
organization  until  his  death.  The  Foundation  performed  the  service  of  adminis- 
tering the  Endowment  funds  designed  for  mission  development   in   North  Carolina. 

This  organization  is  deeply  grateful  for  the  life  of  Arthur  William  Fisher 
and   for  all    that   he   meant   to   those   who    knew   him. 

The  Executive  Committee  recommends  that  a  copy  of  this  tribute  be  made 
a  part  of  the  minutes  of  this  meeting  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  his  family.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  the  application  of  Christus  Victor,  Durham,  for  admission  into 
membership  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  through  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  be  approved  and  that  the  delegate  be  seated. 

2.  That  the   proposed    budget   for    1969    be   adopted. 

3.  That  the  Committee  on  Service  to  Military  Personnel  be  made  a  stand- 
ing committee  of  synod  end  that  the  by-laws  of  the  synod.  Section  7,  "Other 
Committees"   be  amended   by  adding   the   following: 

L.      Committee  on   Service   to   Military   Personnel. 

1.  This  committee  shall  serve  as  a  liaison  with  the  Division  of  Service 
to  Military  Personnel  of  the  Lutheran  Council  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  and; 

2.  inform  pastors  and  congregations  of  the  synod  of  the  need  and 
opportunities  for  more  effective  ministry  to  military  personnel,  and; 

3.  Give  special  attention  to  high   military   impact  within  the  synod. 

4.  That  the  following  by  laws  of  synod's  constitution  be  amended:  Sec- 
tion 1-E,  items  1  and  2;  Section  Vll-B,  item  2;  Section  !X-B,  items  1,  2  and  3; 
Section   SX-E.-  items  1    and  2;  Section  XM-A. 

5.  That  in  calculating  apportionments  for  1969  the  percentage  of  active 
confirmed  members  in  relation  to  synod's  total  active  confirmed  members  of 
churches  with  less  than  100  members  be  reduced  to  3.19%,  with  that  percent- 
age being  added  to  congregations  with   over  200   members. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Board 

The  Rev.  Carveth  P.  Mitchell,  a  member  of  the  board,  presented  the  report. 
Copies  of  the  Supplement  to  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Board  containing  actions 
of  the  board  at  its  pre-convention  meeting  were  distributed  to  convention  dele- 
gates. In  order  to  avoid  confusion  in  the  report,  Dr.  Mitchell  made  clear  that 
certain  recommendations  appearing  throughout  the  report  were  not  for  synod 
action  but  had  been  submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  for  action,  and  that  only 
recommendations  appearing  at  the  end  of  the  report  were  for  synod  action. 
Corrections  were  made  to  the  Executive  Board's  report. 

The  following  congregations  whose  constitutions  were  approved  by  the  board 
were  added  to  the  list  in  the  report.  Southern  District,  St.  Luke,  Charlotte;  North- 
western  District;    Reformation;    Taylorsville   and   Holy  Communion,    Banner   Elk. 

Dr.  Mitchell  presented  recommendation  three  of  the  report.  In  presenting 
the  recommendation,   Dr.  Mitchell  served  notice  of  this  by   law  amendment. 

Dr.   Whittecar  explained   that  by-law   amendments   reguire   one   day's   notice. 

Recommendation  four  was  presented.  In  presenting  this  recommendation,  Dr. 
Mitchell   served   notice  of  by-law   amendments  to  Sections   I,   VII,    IX,   and   XII. 

President  Whittecar  explained  that  Item  G-6,  and  its  related  recommenda- 
tion would   be  submitted   in  connection  with   the   presentation   of  the   budget. 

The  report  as  a  whole  was  opened  for  discussion,  and  held  open  for  further 
discussion  following  disposition  of  the  pending  recommendation. 

Report  of  the  Comiriiftee  on  Officers  and  Staff  Salaries 

The  report  was  prefaced  by  a  statement  by  the  president  giving  the  back- 
ground for  the  report.  (See  Executive  Board's  Report,  Item  G-3,  p.  127).  Dr. 
Carveth  Mitchell  was  asked  to  preside  over  this  item  of  business.  Dr.  Mitchell 
took  the  chair. 
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The  report  was  presented  by  the  committee's  chairman,  the  Rev.  M.  R. 
Farris.  Copies  of  the  full  report  of  studies  made  of  other  synods  and  denomina- 
tions of  comparative  size  were  distributed  to  convention  delegates. 

Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad  moved  that  the  action  of  the  synod  at  its  1  967  convention 
in  regard  to  the  salaries  of  officers  and  staff  be  rescinded  to  clear  the  way  for 
any  further  action. 

Pastor  C.  E.  Norman  then  moved  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel,  and  that  the  committee  set  a  time  for 
a  special  order  for  further  consideration  of  this  matter,  and  that  the  committee 
report  at  the  beginning  of  Monday  evening  meeting.  (See  p.   177). 

The  motion  was  adopted. 

Chairman  George  Moore  of  the  Committee  on  Conduct  of  Elections  made 
a  few  announcements  in  regard  to  balloting. 

The  convention  recessed  with  prayer  by  the  chaplain. 

Third  Meeting 

(Monday  evening,  May  6,  1968,  7:30-10:20) 

The  Rev.  Ray  R.  Fisher,  chaplain,  conducted  devotions  with  sermon  subject 
"The  Awful  fact  of  the  Resurrection"  based  on  Revelation  1:18.  He  said  that 
the  awful  fact  of  the  resurrection  is  that  Jesus  Christ  is  still  alive  and  is  making 
claims  upon  us. 

The  President  called  the  convention  to  order,  and  called  on  the  Rev.  Albert 
Keck,  Jr.  for  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel.  Chairman 
Keck  recognized  the  presence  of  the  following  visitors:  The  Rev.  Herman  W. 
Cauble,  secretary  of  the  S.  C.  Synod,  and  pastors  C.  P.  Fisher,  Jr.,  Guy  Cruse  and 
Charles  Bernhardt,  also  of  the  S.  C.  Synod;  George  F.  Innes,  regional  stewardship 
director;  and  Treasurer  Vilmer  N.  Nelson  of  the  Maryland  Synod. 

Chairman  Keck  presented  the  following  recommendations: 

1 .  That  the  convention  chaplain  remember  in  his  prayers  at  the  close  of 
this  session  the  Rev.  Brady  Y.  Faggart,  Jr.  whose  father  died  Saturday  and  was 
buried  today  at  4  p.m. 

2.  That  the  secretary  of  synod  send  telegrams  of  greeting  to  the  Wisconsin- 
Upper  Michigan  Synod  and  the  Central  States  Synod  which  are  now  in  session. 

3.  That  action  on  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Officers  Salaries  be  made 
a  special  order  of  business  on  Tuesday  morning  immediately  after  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Social  Ministry,  and  not  later  than  1  1  a.m.,  and  that  not  more 
than  thirty  minutes  be  devoted  to  this  item. 

4.  The  following  resolution  was  received  from  the  Church  of  Calvary 
Lutheran  Church,  Spencer: 

WHEREAS,  the  Social  Ministry  concerns  of  the  LCA  are  the  concerns  of 
both  the  individual  congregations  and  the  synods  of  the  LCA,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  social  concerns  of  the  LCA  will  be  expressed  in  proposed 
Statements  at  the  1968  LCA  Convention,  and 

WHEREAS,  our  elected  delegates  to  the  LCA  Convention  will  be  asked  to 
approve  these  Statements  as  prepared  by  the  LCA's  Board  of  Social  Ministry,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Church  Council  of  Calvary  Lutheran  Church,  Spencer,  has 
communicated  its  objection  to  the  elected  delegates  cf  the  N.  C.  Synod,  said 
objection  being  made   relative  to  the  proposal  on   "Conscientious  Objection",   and 

WHEREAS,  this  Church  Council  believes  these  matters  to  be  of  sufficient 
concern  to  warrant  wider  attention, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  be  it  resolved  that  this  matter  be  discussed  at  the  1968 
Convention  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  in  connection  with  the  Report  of  the 
Social  Ministry  committee,  in  order  that  the  delegates  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  might 
know  the  feelings  of  the  delegates  to  this  convention. 

Since  the  delegates  to  synod  end  the  Social  Ministry  committee  have  not 
had  notice  of  this  proposal  so  as  to  be  able  to  give  it  careful  study,  since  the 
proposed  Statement  to  which  there  is  objection  is  not  available  for  studied  consid- 
eration, since  the  elected  delegates  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  to  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  have  been  informed  of  the  position  of 
this  Church  Council,  and  since  our  agenda  would  mcke  it  almost  impossible  to 
give  adeguate  time  for  consideration  of  this  matter,  we  recommend  that  we 
inform  the  church  council  of  Calvary,  Spencer,  that  we  appreciate  their  concern 
in  an  important  issue  but  believe  that  it  is  inadvisable  to  have  it  discussed  at 
this  meeting  of  synod. 
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The  recommendations  were  considered  seriatim. 

Recommendation  one  was  adopted. 

Recommendation  two  was  adopted. 

Recommendation  three  was  adopted. 

Recommendation  four  drew  some  discussion. 

Pastor  Karl  Park  proposed  an  amendment  by  changing  the  period  at  the 
end  to  a  comma  and  cdding  "but  that  the  synod  officials  make  the  proposed 
position  statements  available  so  that  the  church  councils  may  express  themselves 
to  the  delegates  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  to  the  LCA  convention  concerning  them." 

The  amendment  was  approved. 

Recommendation  four  was  adopted  as  amended. 

The  President  recognized  Secretary  Herman  Cauble  of  the  S.  C.  Synod  to 
speak  in  behalf  of  the  S.  C.  group.      Secretary  Cauble  greeted  the  convention. 

Presentation  of  LCA  Representative 

The  President  presented  Dr.  Malvin  H.  Lundeen  to  the  convention  for  his 
first  presentation  on  the  state  of  the  church.  Dr.  Lundeen  brought  personal 
greetings  from  the  president  of  the  church,  and  solicited  questions  from  the 
convention  to  be  turned   in  to  the  secretary  of  synod  for  discussion   later. 

Dr.  Lundeen  highlighted  three  matters  of  particular  interest.  He  cited  a 
number  of  statistics  both  in  membership  and  finance  which  reflect  certain  trends 
in  the  life  of  the  church.  He  noted  decreases  in  child  membership  which  reflect 
a  lower  birth  rate  of  the  country.  He  was  particularly  concerned  about  "other 
losses"  of  69,171  in  baptized  members  in  1967.  This  loss  in  membership,  he 
said,  was  equivalent  to  the  entire  membership  of    1  2  of  our  synods. 

Regarding  finances  in  1967,  he  reported  an  apportionment  response  of 
84.9%   of  the  budget  and  that  the  New  Life  offerings  boosted  it  to  86.27%. 

Dr.  Lundeen  emphasized  that  the  LCA  has  commitments  and  that  its  integrity 
is  at  stake  in  meeting  them  in  pleading  for  a  larger  stewardship  response. 

Dr.  Lundeen  alerted  the  delegates  to  the  LCA  Atlanta  Convention  and  the 
Statements  of  the  Commission  on  Social  Ministry  on  "The  Church  and  Social 
Ministry",  "On  Religious  Liberty"  and  "Selective  Conscientious  Objection,"  and 
warned  against  shying  away  from  difficult  questions,  but  rather  focusing  upon 
them  as  they  involve  the  individual  conscience.  He  also  spoke  of  the  proposal 
to  reshape  youth  work  in  the  life  of  the  church.

Aderholdt;  Town  and  Country,  Pastors  Fritz  and  Harbinson  and  Mr.  Adams; 
Business  and  Finance,  Pastor  Piexico,  Mr.  Mauney  and  Mr.  Seamon;  Special 
Projects,  Pastor  Keck,  Mr.  Lingle  and  Mr.  Lackey. 

The    committee    held    four    meetings    since    the    last    convention:     June    1, 
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August  31,  December  7,  and  March  7.  The  Rev.  Martin  L.  Yonts,  assistant 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  American  Missions  , attended  the  August  31 
meeting. 

The  committee  was  kept  informed  of  developments  related  to  mission  fields 
and  congregations  by  the  Regional  Secretary  who  made  a  comprehensive  report 
at  each   meeting. 

IS.      SURVEY  AND  DEVELOPMENT 

New  Field  entered:  Charlotte,  (Northeast,  UNC-C  area).  The  Rev.  Henry 
McKay  began  work  in  the  field  September   1,    1967. 

Congregation  organized:  Durham,  Christus  Victor,  the  Rev.  Floyd  Sides, 
mission  developer.  This  congregation  was  organized  December  17th,  1967,  with 
91  baptized  members  (37  child  members,  54  confirmed).  It  is  meeting  in  the 
Parkwood  Elementary  school.  Plans  are  being  developed  for  a  first  unit  building 
on  a  site  along  Highway  54  near  the  entrance  to  the  Parkwood  housing  develop- 
ment. 

Mission  Status:  Grace,  Boone,  the  Rev.  David  R.  Keck,  pastor,  was  recom- 
mended to  the  Board  of  American  Missions  for  mission  status  for  the  purpose  of 
assistance  with  building  program. 

Fields  under  Development:  Mt.  Airy,  the  Rev.  Gerald  Wise,  developer.  This 
mission  group  occupies  a  house  chapel  provided  by  the  Board  of  American  Mis- 
sions.    Progress  toward   organization    is   slow   but   sure. 

Atlantic  Beach.  (Pastorate  vacant).  This  field,  which  has  had  a  limited 
occupancy,  continues  to  give  hope  of  developing  into  a  congregation.  The  mis- 
sion  group  meets   in   a   store-front  building   and   holds   services   the   year   around. 

New  Fields:  Several  other  fields  for  possible  development  continue  in  the 
planning  of  the  committee.  However,  all  are  subject  to  restudy  by  the  Division 
of  Church  Planning  of  the  Board  of  American  Missions. 

\\i.      SPECIAL  STUDIES 

Appalachia.  On  invitation  of  the  Board  of  American  Missions,  the  commit- 
tee was  represented  in  a  Conference  on  Appalachia  that  involved  eleven  L.C.A. 
synods.  The  Rev.  J.  A.  Harbinson  has  been  appointed  to  represent  the  committee 
on  a   continuing  Committee  on   the  Church   in   Appalachia. 

Lincoln  County.  The  committee  has  been  in  conference  with  representatives 
of  the  United  Church  of  Christ  and  of  our  congregations  'n  Lincoln  county  that 
own  properties  jointly  with  congregations  of  that  church  body  to  plan  for  possible 
adjustments  in  their  programs. 

Cabarrus  County.  All  our  congregations  in  and  on  the  immediate  periphery 
of  Cabarrus  County  (Concord,  Kannapolis,  Mt.  Pleasant,  Gold  Hill)  have  respond- 
ed affirmatively  to  the  suggestion  of  the  committee  to  make  a  self-study  of  their 
potential  and  needs  "with  a  view  to  developing  a  long  range  strategy  that  will 
strengthen   the  total   ministry  of  the  church   in   that  area." 

Havelock-Atlantic  Beach-New  Bern.  A  restudy  of  the  potential  and  needs 
of  the  congregations  and  mission  in  this  area  is  being  made  by  the  Church  Plan- 
ning Division  of  the  Board  of  American  Missions. 

Mssion  Pastors'  Conference.  Plans  are  under  way  for  a  mission  pastors' 
conference  to  be  held   jointly  with   neighboring   synods  this  summer. 

IV.      BUILDING   PROGRAMS 

Building  programs  were  approved  by  the  committee  for  the  following  con- 
gregations: Redeemer,  Gastonia;  Resurrection,  Guilford  College;  Living  Word, 
Laurinburg;    Our   Saviour,    Welcome;    Christus   Victor,    Durham. 

Ground  was  broken  and  construction  started  for:  Redeemer,  Gastonia;  Chris- 
tus Victor,  Fayetteville;  Gloria  Dei,  Salisbury;  Living  Word,  Laurinburg;  and 
Resurrection,   Guilford   College. 

First  Unit  buildings  were  completed  and  occupied  by  the  following:  A 
Mighty  Fortress,  Charlotte;  St.  Michael,  High  Point;  Christ  the  King,  Cary;  Re- 
deemer, Gastonia;   Christus  Victor,    Fayetteville. 

V.      FINANCES 

The  following  actions  were  taken  relative  to  Home  Mission  Foundation 
loans:     Moratoria    on    loan    payments    from    date    of    arrears    through    1968    were 
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recommended    for   Our   Savior,    Jacksonville;    St.    Andrew,    New    Bern,    and    Good 
Shepherd,   Brevard. 

Loans  were  approved  for:  —  Living  Word,  Laurinburg,  $10,000  in  addition 
to  previous  figure  of  $25,000,  total  $35,000;  St.  Thomas,  Charlotte,  $25,000 
in  addition  to  balance  of  present  loan  to  allow  construction  of  additional  educa- 
tional space.

Report  on  the  Home  Mission  Foundation 

As  of  December  31,  1967 

Since  1922  loans  totalling  $1,202,209.18  have  been  made  to  mission 
congregations  in  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  Outstanding  loans  at  the  present 
time  to  35  mission  congregations  total  $670,583.68.  This  means  that  $531,- 
625.50  has  been  repaid  and  loaned  over  and  over  again  to  other  mission  con- 
gregations. Of  the  35  loans  now  outstanding,  nine  are  interest  bearing  at  the 
rate  of  2%  (which  is  4%  less  than  regular  commercial  loans).  Interest  income 
on  these  loans  during  next  year  will  total  approximately  $5,700.  This  indicates 
these  nine  churches  will  be  saving  $11,400  as  compared  with  carry  commercial 
loans  at  6%  interest  rates,  and  the  other  26  churches  will  save  $21,935.  Thus, 
the  Loan  and  Gift  Fund  program  is  making  an  effective  contribution  to  mission 
churches  in   North   Carolina,  amounting   to  a   total   of   $33,335. 

Total  funds  on  hand  at  the  end  of  last  year  was  $41,408.95.  During  this 
year  we  have  received  loan  repayments  in  the  amount  of  $30,126.58;  and 
interest  income  in  the  amount  of  $6,264.42.  Loan  and  Gift  Fund  contributions 
amounted  to  $16,142.83,  and  income  from  the  J.  Hillary  Frye  Estate  during 
1967  amounted  to  $73,300,  making  a  total  of  $125,833.83  received  during 
the  year.  We  paid  $1,945.28  to  Rowan  Business  Forms  to  have  the  Loan  and 
Gift  Fund  promotional  booklets  printed,  and  the  other  expenses  totalled 
$1,556.43.  We  have  mcde  five  loans  during  the  year  totalling  $145,000.  which 
makes  a  total  of  $148,501.71  dispersed  during  this  year.  This  left  a  balance  on 
hand  of  $18,741.07   as  of  December  31,    1967. 
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We  anticipate  receiving  an  additional  $8,000  from  the  J.  H.  Frye  Estate 
shortly  after  the  first  of  the  year  -  1968.  This  will  give  us  $26,741.07  on  hand 
which  will  be  sufficient  funds  to  complete  our  next  loan  to  Nativity,  Arden  in 
the   amount   of   $25,000. 

We  have  the  following  requests  for  first  mortgage  loans  which  have  been 
approved  by  the  Mission  Committee  of  Synod  and  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Lutheran  Men.  These  loans  will  be  made  in  the  order  listed  as  soon  as  funds 
are  available.

The  Rev.  T.  C.  Plexico  introduced  the  report,  and  then  presented  Regional 
Secretary  David  F.  Johnson  for  a  special  presentation.  With  the  use  of  pictures 
with  recorded  comments  he  illustrated  the  concern  and  scope  of  the  work  of  the 
Board  of  American  Missions  in  view  of  the  changing  scenes  of  the  contemporary 
age,  which  give  it  a  sense  of  direction  as  it  seeks  to  minister  to  people  in  need. 
He  showed  the  shifting  emphasis  from  suburbia  to  the  inner-city  and  special 
missions. 

Two  additions  were  made  to  the  report  under  new  units  completed:  Re- 
deemer, Gastonia,  and  Christus  Victor,  Fayetteville. 

On  motion  of  pastor  Plexico,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Evangelism 

The  Operational  Committee  on  Evangelism  met  September  20,  1967,  Decem- 
ber 8,  1967  and  January  30,  1968  to  evaluate  evangelism  programs  and  progress 
and  to  project  plans  for  the  future. 
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The  work   in  which   the   Evangelism   Committee  has   been  engaged   since   the 
967  convention  of  synod   is  described  under  the  following  ten  items. 

1.  The  committee  took  the  lead  in  cooperation  with  the  district  deans 
and  other  operational  committees  in  sponsoring  seven  "Manifesto 
Retreats".  One  retreat  held  in  April  1967  to  which  60  members  of 
the  five  operational  committees  were  invited  was  to  train  leadership 
for  the  six  district  retreats.  The  district  retreats  to  which  the  pastor 
and  a  lay  representative  from  each  congregation  were  invited  were 
held  in  May  1967.  These  retreats  featured  lectures  and  discussion 
on  the  following  topics:  "The  Manifesto  —  Its  Origin",  The  Manifesto 
—  Its  Content",  "The  Manifesto  —  Its  Possibilities".  Attendance 
was  good  and  enthusiasm  for  doing  something  with  the  "Manifesto 
Study"    in  the   congregations  was  generated. 

2.  A  "Manifesto  Progress  Report"  compiled  by  the  Evangelism  Committee 
indicated  that  45  church  councils  had  studied  the  Manifesto  at  regular 
council  meetings;  7  had  conducted  Manifesto  studies  at  special  ses- 
sions; and  4  at  weekend  retreats  or  conferences.  Forty-seven  congre- 
gations reported  that  they  had  75  groups  using  the  Manifesto  Study 
Book.  These  groups  involved  2334  people.  1104  study  books  were 
put  in  use.  Nineteen  congregations  reported  a  Manifesto  Task  Force 
in  operation  and  twenty-nine  others  intend  to  appoint  a  task  force. 
Fifty  six  congregations  thought  the  Manifesto  Study  was  proving  very 
helpful  in  their  situations.  Fifty  three  congregations  reported  that 
they  had  not  made  the  Manifesto  Study  in  1967  but  intended  to  do 
so  in  1968.  One  hundred  and  thirty  congregations  sent  in  a  Manifesto 
report. 

3.  During  the  past  year  the  committee  has  been  busy  developing  a  new 
pattern  for  evangelism  missions  T  he  new  pattern,  "Christian  Living 
in  a  Changing  World"  Area  Evangelism  Mission  was  unveiled  at  a 
series  of  six  area  meetings  in  January  1968  and  was  enthusiastically 
received  by  pastors  and  evangelism  committee  chairmen.  It  features 
host  pastor-missioner  combinations  where  each  serves  the  other  as 
missioner;  two  evening  services,  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  with  dis- 
cussion groups  and  dialogue  with  the  missioner;  a  Friday  evening 
meeting  of  the  pastor  and  missioner  with  the  congregation's  leadership; 
a  Saturday  evening  "Youth  Program";  and  a  Sunday  morning  service 
with  a  rededication  service  based  on  the  confirmation  service  and  the 
Holy  Communion.  Interesting  steps  have  been  planned  for  the  con- 
gregation to  follow  preparatory  to  the  mission.  Twenty  four  hour 
overnight  retreats  are  planned  for  host  pastors  and  missioners  at  least 
one  month  prior  to  the  mission.  Six  months  before  mission  week 
briefing  sessions  will  be  held  in  each  district  to  train  congregational 
leadership  for  the  new  pattern  area  mission.  Detailed  manuals  are 
being  printed  as  guides  for  congregational  committees  to  follow  in 
getting   ready  for  the  mission. 

4.  The  committee  co-sponsored  with  other  operational  committees  and 
auxiliaries  the  annual  workshop  for  new  pastors  and  their  wives,  Octo- 
ber 4-5,    1967. 

5.  A  synodical  contact  and  referral  service  to  keep  up  with  our  moving 
Lutherans   is   sponsored   by   the   committee. 

6.  Pastors  and  congregational  evangelism  chairmen  are  advised  of  plans 
and  activities  through  the  monthly  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social 
Ministry   Bulletin. 

7.  The  Carolinas'  Evangelism  Conference  at  St.  Mark,  Charlotte,  January 
29-30,  1968,  in  which  600  pastors,  evangelism  chairmen,  social  min- 
istry chairmen,  and  youth  workers  from  LCA  congregations  in  North 
and  South  Carolina  participated  was  a  project  of  the  committee.  The 
conference  sponsored  by  the  two  synods  and  the  LCA  Evangelism 
Commission  had  as  its  theme,  "The  Church  and  Industrial  Society". 
The  purpose  of  the  conference  was  "to  define  and  stimulate  respon- 
sible Christian  living  in  a  changing  world."  It  was  declared  by  all 
attending  to  be  a  significant  and   helpful   meeting. 
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8.  The  committee  is  sponsoring  a  follow-up  of  the  Carolinas'  Evangelism 
Conference  which  includes:  a  printed  copy  of  Dr.  George  Anderson's 
conference  summary,  a  recording  of  the  summary,  a  sheet  listing  the 
problem,  the  Christian  position,  and  the  suggested  action  for  the 
three  areas  of  concern  of  the  conference  —  Depersonalization,  Leisure, 
Youth.  These  items  along  with  an  accompanying  letter  have  been  sent 
to  each  parish  pastor.  Also  tapes  of  all  the  lectures  given  at  the 
conference  are  available  through  the  film  libraries  of  the  two  synods. 
These  materials  will  enable  the  discussion  begun  at  the  conference  to 
continue  in  the  congregations  through  small  group  meetings,  the 
auxiliaries,  etc.  Hopefully  all  of  this  will  lead  to  congregational  action 
in  these  three  areas  of  concern. 

9.  Congregational  Program  Consultations  with  evangelism  chairmen  at 
the  1  968  spring  district  meetings  featured  the  LCA-wide,  "Design  for 
Creative  Committees  on  Evangelism".  This  design  features  objectives, 
basic  model  and  advanced  model  for  congregational  committees  and 
enumerates  34  items  for  consideration  by  the  committee.  A  sheet 
accompanying  the  design  entitled,  "Resources  for  Creative  Commit- 
tees," gives  the  resources  which  are  available  to  help  implement  the 
34  items.  Follow-up  meetings  were  held  with  congregational  evange- 
lism chairmen  not  attending  the  district  meetings  by  the  district 
evangelism    representatives. 

10.  Conferences:  Committee  Chairmen  Floyd  Bost,  Assistant  to  the  Presi- 
dent Ernest  Misenheimer,  committee  members  Amel  Fuqua  and  Pastor 
Robert  Edsell  attended  the  LCA's  Annual  Evangelism  Conference  at 
Chicago,  III.  January  9-1  1,  1968.  In  addition  pastors  Bost  and  Misen- 
heimer attended  a  workshop  on  evangelism  sponsored  by  the  N.  C. 
Council  of  Churches  at  Asheboro,   N.  C,   March  4-5,    1968. 

The  following  statistics  from  the  parochial  report  summary  indicate  that 
there  have  been  some  membership  increases  in  the  congregations  of  synod. 
However,    the   work   of   evangelism    cannot    be   measured    by   statistics    alone.

Large  gains  of  6,035  baptized  members,  3,781  confirmed  members  were 
offset  by  losses  of  5,354  baptized  and  2,846  confirmed.  This  reduced  the  net 
gains  to  the  numbers  shown  above.  Most  losses  were  attributed  to  transfer  and 
otherwise.  The  other  losses  item  gives  congregations  the  opportunity  to  revise 
their  rolls.  However,  3,781  adult  accessions  by  the  202  congregations  indicate 
that  there  has  been  a   lot  of  outreach  and  witnessing   in  our  midst. 

Between  the  1968  and  1969  conventions  of  synod  the  committee's  activities 
will  feature  the  following: 

1.  Implementation  of  the  new  pattern,  "Christian  Living  in  a  Changing 
World"  Area  Evangelism  Mission.  The  committee  will  give  special 
attention  to  the  planning  of  the  host  pastor-missioner  retreats  to  be 
scheduled  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  area  mission.  The  retreats 
will  feature  lectures  on  the  mission  theme  with  special  helps  on  the 
selected  sermon  topics  and  a  period  for  host  pastor  and  missioner  to 
confer  on  plans  for  the  mission   in  the  two  congregations. 

2.  The  committee  wll  begin  working  on  plans  for  the  triennial  Stewardship, 
Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  School  set  for  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  in  the 
summer   of    1969. 

3.  Preliminary  plans  will  be  set  in  motion  for  the  third  edition  of  the 
Carolinas'    Evangelism   Conference   scheduled    for    1971.

The  report  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Floyd  Bost,  chairman,  who  gave  a 
three  pronged  emphasis  of  the  synod's  evangelism  thrust:  the  Carolinas' 
Evangelism  Conference,  featuring  the  summary  by  Dr.  George  Anderson  of  the 
Southern  Seminary,  copies  of  which  were  distributed  to  convention  delegates; 
new  pattern  evangelism  area  mission  accenting  Christian  living  in  a  changing 
world;  and  Design  for  creative  committees  on  evangelism.  Following  a  visual 
presentation  of  the  latter,  Chairman  Bost  submitted  the  committee's  recom- 
mendations. 

The  recommendations  were  adopted  as  a  whole. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  Parish  Education 

The  Rev.  Brady  Faggart,  Jr.  resigned  as  synodical  Secretary  of  Christian 
Education  December  31,  1966.  Following  his  resignation,  the  Personnel  Commit- 
tee, consisting  of  the  Rev.  Robert  L.  Troutman,  chairman,  the  Rev.  Terry  W. 
Agner,  the  Rev.  David  R.  Keck,  Miss  Mary  Stamy,  and  Dr.  W.  Clyde  Taylor,  began 
a  study  of  the  functions  of  the  office  of  Secretary  of  Christian  Education  and  an 
exhaustive  search  to  find  the  person  best  qualified  to  fit  the  job  description.  At 
a  called  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Parish  Education  on  March  3,  1967,  the 
committee  voted  unanimously  to  recommend  thct  the  Executive  Board  elect  a 
particular  person  to  the  office.  The  Executive  Board  complied  with  the  Commit- 
tee's request,  but  the  elected  person  declined  the  call.  The  Committee  on  Parish 
Education  approved  a  second  name  on  May  10,  1967.  This  person,  having  Exe- 
cutive Board  approval  also,  likewise  declined  the  call.  In  September,  the  Personnel 
Committee  submitted  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Troutman  for  the  office  of 
Secretary  of  Christian  Education  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  The  Committee 
on  Pairsh  Education  unanimously  voted  to  present  Pastor  Troutman's  name  to 
the  Executive  Board,  which  promptly  extended  him  a  call.  Pastor  Troutman 
accepted  the  call  and  took  office  December   1,    1967. 

In  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  May  4,  1967,  and  February  15,  1968 
(deadline   for   pre-convention    bulletin)    the   Committee    on    Parish    Education    met 
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three  times:  May  10,  1967,  at  the  Church  House  in  Salisbury;  September  15-16, 
1967,  at  Lutheridge;  and  January  15-16,  1968,  at  the  Church  House.  The  next 
scheduled  meeting  is  April  20,    1968. 

Four  new  members  have  been  appointed  to  the  committee:  The  Rev.  Charles 
R.  McManus,  Central  District;  the  Rev.  Henry  R.  Sink  and  Mrs.  C.  Peter  Setzer, 
Eastern   District;   and   the   Rev.   John    Derrick,    Northern    District. 

New  in  our  synod  were  the  Christian  Education  Clinics.  These  were  five- 
hour  meetings  in  eight  locations  over  the  state  between  September  16  and  Octo- 
ber 1.  They  were  staffed  by  the  Rev.  Russell  Fink  and  Sister  Gertrude  Hill  of 
the  LCA  Board  of  Parish  Education  staff,  and  Mrs.  Eugene  O.  Casper,  synodical 
committee  member,  with  the  assistance  of  the  district  representatives.  These 
were  well  attended  (total  attendance  exceeded  five  hundred  thirty)  and  aimed 
at  bringing  together  the  entire  congregational  committee  to  view  its  task  and 
develop  specific  plans.  This  was  a  one-year  venture  and  clinics  of  this  type  are 
not  planned   for    1968. 

More  and  more  key  congregational  Christian  Education  committee  members 
are  being  reached  through  the  district  consultations.  At  these  February,  1968, 
consultations,  adult  education  was  highlighted  and  the  new  Secretary  of  Christian 
Education,  Pastor  Troutman,  attended  the  district  meetings  assisting  the  district 
representatives  in  their  presentations.  The  film  used  at  the  consultations  on 
teaching  adults  is  now  available  from  the  synodical  film  library.  One  hundred 
fifty  attended   the   district   consultations   on    Parish    Education. 

There  remains  a  demand  for  Vacation  Church  School  superintendents'  work- 
shops. Sister  Gertrude  Hill  of  the  LCA  Board  of  Parish  Education  conducted  six 
such  district  workshops,  March  4-9,  1967.  The  same  type  workshop  was  con- 
ducted by  Board  of  Parish  Education  personnel  March  2-7,  1968.  Your  North 
Carolina  synodical  committee  encourages  crossing  of  district  lines  to  attend 
workshops  of  this  nature  most  convenient  for  your  congregation. 

A  popular  and  beneficial  aid  has  been  the  Vacation  Church  School  teachers' 
workshops.  We  have  been  fortunate  to  be  able  to  recruit  from  our  own  synodical 
constituency  persons  with  experience  in  the  age  groups  of  nursery,  kindergarten, 
grades  1-2,  grades  3-4,  grades  5-6,  and  grades  7-9.  These  persons  attend  an 
institute  and   in  turn  train  the  congregational  VCS  teachers. 

Many  pastors  and  congregational  Christian  Education  Committees  are  rec- 
ognizing the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  representation  at  Laboratory  schools  at 
Lutheridge.  In  the  summer  of  1967,  our  synod  had  thirty  one  participants  in  the 
two  Laboratory  school  weeks.  During  the  two  weeks,  four  categories  were  studied: 
kindergarten,  grades  1-2,  catechetics,  and  adults.  Participants  must  be  nomi- 
nated through  the  district  representatives  and  tuition  is  paid  for  those  accepted. 
Laboratory  weeks  in  1968  are  csheduled  for  June  30-July  6  and  August  4-10. 
Sections  to  be  offered  are:  teachers  of  adults,  catechetics,  grade  5,  nursery 
(age  3),  and  Bible  and  Doctrine  for  3's  to  5's. 

A  major  project  for  the  fall  of  1968  will  be  the  Pre-school  Curriculum 
Workshops.  In  addition  to  the  regularly  presented  pre-school  ages,  plans  are 
being  formulated  to  also  highlight  the  new  work  which  has  been  done  in  the 
pre-three-year-old  field  and  to  have  available  a  recognized  authority  in  this  work. 

With  the  revised  Film  Library  Catalog,  every  congregation  has  at  its  disposal 
hundreds  of  audio  visual  aids  for  the  mere  asking.  Many  are  making  excellent 
use  of  the  film  library.  Two  recently  purchased  films  now  available  are  "The 
Holy  Swindle"  and  "Teaching  Adults".  The  filmstrip,  "As  Persons  Grow",  has 
been   purchased.    The  recording,   "The  Gospel   in   Rhythm",   is  also  available. 

The  Committee  on  Parish  Education  enjoys  a  good  working  relationship  with 
the  committees  on  youth,  camp,  and  church  vocations.  The  committee  has  grate- 
fully felt  the  support  and  cooperation  of  the  Executive  Board  and  many  of  the 
pastors  in  the  synod.  If  we  are  to  continue  to  broaden  the  scope  and  improve 
the  quality  of  a  Christ-centered  church  educational  curriculum,  the  synodical 
Committee  on  Parish  Education  must  maintain  a  repertoire  of  capable  lay  persons 
who  can  assist  in  workshops,  institutes,  leadership  schools,  and  laboratory  schools. 
The  committee  needs  your  endorsement  of  its  program — its  projects  and  schools 
— your  encouragement  of  the  proper  persons  to  attend  and  your  trained  guidance 
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in    assuring    that  your   own    congregational    program    is    being    approached    in    the 
most  positive  and  effective  way.

Houser   introduced   the   report  with   a   brief  poition   of   the    recording    "Viet    Nam, 
a    Dilemma    for   Christians",    a    part    of    the    impact   series    in    the    new    LCA    cur- 
riculum.    Mrs.  Houser  pointed  out  that  in  spite  of  Luther's  admonition  to  pare* 
of  their  duty  to  take  the   lead   in   Christian   education,    the  duty   has   been   turned 
over   almost   completely   to    the   church.      She   expressed    the    committee's    concern 
over  the  decrease    in   the   loss  of  both   pupils  and    leaders    in   the   church    sen 
She  also  urged  delegates  to  help  create  a  new  image  of  laboratory  schools  to  be 
held   at   Lutheridge.      A    short   preview    of   tha    f.im,    "The    Detached    Americans" 
followed. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Troutman,  new  secretary  of  Christian  Education,  was  recog- 
nized in  connection  with  the  report. 

On  proper  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Also  on  proper  motion,  the  convention  time  was  extended  to  include  the 
report  of  the  Stewardship  committee.  Balloting  wes  also  advanced  to  15  minutes 
beyond  closing  time. 

Report  of  the  Stewardship  Committee 

The  Operational  Committee  on  Stewardship  met  April  21,  1967  and  Decem- 
ber 5,  1967  to  review  progress  and  lay  plans  for  stewardship  emphases  and  pro- 
motion  in   the   synod. 

The  following  items  describe  the  program  which  the  committee  has  imple- 
mented since  the  May   1967  convention  of  synod: 

1 .  The  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social  Ministry  Bulletin,  including  month- 
ly statement  by  congregations  of  remittances  for  apportionment  was 
mailed  each  month  to  the  pastor  and  6  Icy  leaders  in  each  congrega- 
tion. 

2.  The  audio-visual  presentation  "Where  Have  All  The  Peanuts  Gone?" 
given  at  the  1967  synod  convention  was  placed  in  the  film  library 
and  made  available  for  congregational  use. 

3.  Color  slides  of  activities  at  the  six  institutions  and  the  Church  House 
have  been  offered  free  to  congregations  using  the  "All  One  Body" 
presentation  and  to  those  who  have  prepared  their  own  color  slide  set 
for  visualizing   the  mission  and   ministry  of  the  church. 

4.  40,000  bulletin  inserts  showing  how  $100  of  apportionment  is  spent 
were   distributed   for   use    in    the   congregations. 

5.  Apportionment  Report  Cards  showing  the  congregation's  apportionment 
giving  record  since  1960  and  giving  opportunity  for  the  reporting 
of  the  apportionment  anticipation  for  1968  with  copies  for  bulletin 
board   display  and   bulletin   inserts  were  sent  to  all   congregations. 

6.  All  congregations  were  encouraged  to  participate  in  the  LCA-wide 
New    Life    Offering. 

7.  The  committee  co-sponsored  with  other  operational  committees  the 
annual  workshop  for  new  pastors  and  their  wives  October  4-5,    1967. 

8.  The    committee    participated    with    other    synods    in    the    Southeastern 
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region  of  the  LCA  in  a  Stewardship  Conference  for  synodical  commit- 
tee members  at  Lutheridge  October  24-26,  1967.  This  was  in  lieu 
of  the  LCA  National  Stewardship  Conference  at  Pocono,   Pa. 

9.      An    all    out    effort    was    urged    for    the     1967    apportionment    response 
through  the  monthly  bulletin,  district  meeting   presentations,  and  spec- 
ial  letters. 
1  0.      On   request,   the  district   representatives  for  stewardship   and   the  synod 

staff   rendered   assistance   to  congregations   with    EMR   programs. 
1  1.      The  committee  provided  a   printed   report  for  distribution  at    1967   Fall 

District   meetings. 
12.      The   district   stewardship    representatives   conducted    program    consulta- 
tions with  congregational  stewardship  chairmen  at   1968  Spring  District 
Meetings   on    theme,    "What   Others   Are    Doing    In    Stewardship." 
The    committee    feels    that    its    efforts    through    the    twelve    items    described 
here  have  made  some  contribution  to  the  splendid  response  recorded  during    1967 
when    the   stewardship    performance    outran    all    past    achievements.     Some    of    the 
stewardship    highlights    during    the    year    were: 

1.  LCA  study  reveals  that  the  N.  C.  Synod  leads  the  entire  32  synods 
with  $1  1  1.53  per  confirmed  member  in  giving  for  all  causes  —  current, 
benevoience,  and  building.  The  church-wide  per  capita  per  confirmed 
member    is   $83.18. 

2.  Apportionment  and  New  Life  Offering  receipts  for  1967  total  $1,077,- 
941.07  for  all  time  high.  1967  apportionment  receipts  show  $47,690.15 
or  4.63%    increase  over    1966. 

3.  N.  C.  Synod  gives  95.18%  of  its  LCA  1967  apportionment  to  rank 
5th  among   the  32  synods  in  apportionment  remittances. 

4.  Approximately  95%  of  the  budgeted  amounts  is  provided  for  the  six 
institutions. 

5.  Ninety-nine  of  the  synod's  102  congregations  give  100%  or  more  of 
their  1967  apportionment.  71  of  the  99  give  $20,910.54  more  than 
apportioned.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  congregations  yet  to  provide 
100%    or  more  of  their  apportionments. 

6.  The  record  shows  that  congregations  of  the  synod  are  starting  where 
they  are  and  endeavoring  to  increase  their  apportionment  giving  per- 
centage wise  over  the  year  before.    This  is  an  encouraging  trend. 

7.      The  congregations  of  the  synod  spend  $6,771,139  for  the  total  work  of 
the  church   in    1967.    This  represents  a    15.8%    increase  over    1966.     Of 
this    amount    $3,050,798    was    for    current    expenses;    $2,406,087    for 
other   expenses;    $1,314,254    for   total    benevolences.     Of    the    total    ex- 
penditures  19.4%    went  for  benevolences.    The  average  per  communing 
member   for   total    expenditures   was   $163.35,    compared    with    $142.41 
in    1966.     This   is  an   all    time   high. 
The    1968-1969   stewardship   promotion    in    the    synod    will    feature    the    LCA 
stewardship  theme  "To  Love,    Is  To  Care,    Is  To  Act."    The  same  general   outline 
of  activities   used   so  successfully    last   year  will    be    followed    with    inovations   and 
adaptions    as    necessary    to    keep    the    program    relevant,    current    and    helpful    to 
pastors  and  stewardship   leaders. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  Thai'  ail  congregations  endeavor  to  give  a  greater  percentage  of  their  appor- 
tionment in  1968  than  was  provided  in   1967. 

2.  That  congregations  avail  themselves  of  the  services  and  materials  offered  by 
the  Stewardship  Committee,  the  Synod  Staff,  the  Synod  Film  Library,  the 
LLM  and  Commission  on  Stewardship  in  an  effort  to  strengthen  their  stew- 
ardship  educational   program. 

3.  That  the  current  LCA  Stewardship  theme  "To  Love,  Is  to  Care,  Is  to  Act" 
be  used   creatively   in   congregational  promotion.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Social  Ministry 

The  Operational  Committee  on  Social  Ministry  has  met  twice  since  the  last 
convention  of  synod  on  September  19,  1967  and  March  1  1,  1968.  Much  of  the 
work  has  been  done  through  the  sub-committees  which  met  frequently  through 
the  year. 

Due  to  pastors  moving  out  of  districts  and  to  a  resignation  from  a  lay 
member,   three   new   members  were   received   on   the  committee   during    1967. 

A  summary  of  the  work  of  the  Social  Ministry  Committee  during  the  year 
is  given   under  the   following    items: 

1.  A  working  paper  on  the  Lutheran  Institutional  Ministry,  Durham 
Area  to  be  used  in  a  meeting  with  representatives  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  ■ —  Missouri  Synod  who  plan  to  enter  this  field  with  a  chaplain 
on  a  cooperative  basis  was  prepared,  approved  by  the  Social  Ministry 
Committee  and  the  Executive  Board,  and  used  by  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee for  the  Chaplaincy  Program  in  consultation  with  the  Missouri 
Synod   group. 

2.  The  committee  met  with  Mr.  Roy  Henrickson,  Executive  Director  of 
the  Children's  Home,  to  be  brought  up  to  date  on  the  program,  prob- 
lems and  plans  for  the  future  in  our  ministry  to  children  through  this 
agency.  Possibilities  of  extending  services  of  the  Home  with  a  social 
worker  in  North  Carolina  were  also  discussed.  This  would  depend  on 
the  need  for  this  service  and  the  funds  available  to  implement  it. 

3.  The  Board  of  Social  Ministry  of  the  LCA  has  been  reorganized  so  as 
to  make  available  staff  service  to  the  synod  committees.  The  Rev. 
Rufus  Cuthbertson  has  been  assigned  as  Secretary  for  Synodical  Serv- 
ices and  is  responsible  for  six  synods  including  North  Carolina.  He 
has  attended  meetings  of  the  committee  during    1967. 

4.  The  committee  studied  the  report  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  N.  C. 
Lutheran  Homes  regarding  the  plans  for  the  new  unit  at  Albemarle, 
and  the  capital  funds  appeal  scheduled  for  1969,  1970,  1971.  It 
passed  on  to  the  Executive  Board  a  request  for  directions  as  to  the 
next  steps   in  setting   up  the  authorized   campaign. 

5.  Committee  chairman,  Harry  Robinson,  and  Assistant  to  the  President, 
Ernest  Misenheimer,  attended  the  annual  LCA  Social  Ministry  Con- 
ference at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  June  26-28.  The  theme  of  the  con- 
ference was,    "The  Church   and   Public   Policy". 

6.  The  audio  visual  aids  for  social  ministry  have  been  strengthened  by 
placing  in  the  synod  film  library  a  series  of  six  filmstrips  on  "The 
Church  and  Social  Problems".  The  six  subjects  are,  "An  Overview", 
"Alcohol",  "Leisure",  "Delinquency"  "Communism",  "Prejudice".  This 
brings  to  thirteen  the  number  of  social  ministry  audio  visual  aids  in 
the  synod's  film  library:  "A  Time  for  Burning"  a  16mm  film  on  racial 
understanding,  placed  in  the  library  last  year  by  the  Social  Ministry 
Committee  has  been  one  of  the  most  scheduled  of  all  the  films  in  the 
library. 

7.  In  cooperation  with  the  other  operational  committees  and  the  auxiliar- 
ies the  committee  through  its  chairman,  staff  worker,  and  secretary, 
pastors  Harry  Robinson  and  Ernest  Misenheimer  and  Mrs.  E.  W. 
Ridenhour,  participated  in  the  annual  workshop  for  new  pastors  and 
their  wives  held  at  the  Church  House,  October  4-5,   1967. 

8.  District    Meetings:      At    the    fall    district    meeting    in    1967    the    com- 
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mittee  distributed  a  printed  report  on  social  ministry  concerns.  The 
committee  planned  and  conducted  a  meeting  with  congregational  social 
ministry  chairmen  at  the  1968  Congregational  Program  Consultations 
held  in  connection  with  the  spring  district  meetings.  A  take  home 
piece  describing  all  our  social  ministry  concerns  was  provided  for  all 
in  attendance.  Several  filmstrips  from  "The  Church  and  Social  Prob- 
lems" series  were  previewed  by  congregational  chairmen. 
9.  A  letter  from  the  chairman  of  the  committee  was  sent  to  all  pastors 
advising  them  of  a  new  Lutheran  Institutional  Chaplain  in  the  Raleigh- 
Butner  area  sponsored  by  the  Lutheran  Church  —  Missouri  Synod. 
This  move  was  welcomed  by  our  church,  as  it  gives  Chaplain  J.  White 
Iddings  more  time  with  patients  in  the  Durham-Chapel  Hill  area  while 
the  new  chaplain,  the  Rev.  Frederick  A.  Stiemke,  assumes  responsi- 
bility for  Lutherans  in  the   Raleigh-Butner  area. 

10.  The  committee  has  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  Luthercn  Institutional 
Chaplain,  Durham  Area  Program  receiving  regular  reports  from  the 
Specicl  Advisory  Committee  which  is  chaired  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Social  Ministry  Committee.  Chaplain  J.  White  Iddings  reported  in 
August  1967  after  two  full  years  in  this  special  ministry  that  1,878 
patients  had  been  served  and  that  these  patients  have  come  from  27 
states  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  Of  the  synod's  202  congregations, 
1  14  have  had  one  or  more  patients  served  by  Chaplain  Iddings.  Within 
the  state  18  congregations  of  the  Lutheran  Church  — ■  Missouri  Synod, 
and  2  ALC  congregations  have  had  patients  in  the  hospitals  served 
by  the  Chaplain.  This  ministry  is  now  well  established  and  more  and 
more  patients  and  their  familites  are  commending  the  synod  for  pro- 
viding  this  chaplaincy   service. 

1  1 .  The  committee  developed  and  approved  a  procedure  statement  for  the 
N.  C.  residents  applying  for  admittance  to  Lowman  Home  for  rec- 
ommendation to  the  Executive  Board.  The  statement  has  become 
official  and   is  now   in   operation. 

12.  The  committee  has  received  authorization  from  the  Executive  Board 
to  employ  a  case  worker  on  a  temporary  basis  in  order  to  assist  the 
N.  C.  residents  at  Lowman  Home  to  get  the  maximum  benefits  from 
Social  Security  and  Welfare,  so  as  to  reduce  the  synod's  cost  of  care 
payments. 

13.  The  committee  has  kept  in  touch  with  the  congregational  social  minis- 
try chairmen  through  the  monthly  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social 
Ministry  Bulletin. 

14.  The  committee  participated  in  the  planning  of  the  Carolinas'  Evange- 
lism Conference  at  St.  Mark,  Charlotte,  January  29-30,  which  centered 
around  three  concerns  —  depersonalization,  leisure,  and  youth.  The 
social  ministry  chairmen  or  their  representatives  from  all  LCA  con- 
gregations in  the  two  Carolinas  were  invited  to  attend  the  conference. 

Looking  to  the  future,  the  committee  plans  to  continue  the  same  basic 
pattern  in  keeping  up  with  social  ministry  concerns  and  in  offering  assistance  to 
congregational  social  ministry  chairmen.  The  following  items  are  noted  in  plans 
for  the  future: 

1.  The  committee  will  promote  the  use  of  social  ministry  audio  visuals 
for  discussion   groups   in   the  congregations. 

2.  The  committee  will  participate  in  the  workshop  for  new  pastors  in 
1968. 

3.  Preparatory  planning  for  the  triennial  Stewardship,  Evangelism,  Social 
Ministry  School  in  the  summer  of  1969  will  be  a  major  item  for  the 
committee  this  year. 

4.  Through  the  special  advisory  committee,  the  committee  will  continue 
to  assist  the   Lutheran    Institutional   Chaplain,    Durham   Area    Program. 

5.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  assist  congregational  social  ministry  com- 
mittees through  the  Congregational  Program  Consultations  at  the 
1969  Spring  District  Meetings;  the  monthly  Stewardship,  Evangelism, 
Social  Ministry  Bulletin;  and  on  request  through  on  the  spot  services 
in  the  congregations  by  members  of  the  committee  and  synod  staff. 

6.  The  committee  is  considering  plans  for  a  social  ministry  retreat  for 
its  members  in  some  social   ministry  setting   during    1968.

7.      The  chairman  and  staff  worker  will  attend  the   1968   LCA  Social  Min- 
istry Conference.

The  Social  Ministry  Committee  serves  as  the  liaison  between  the  synod  and 
the  social  mission  agencies  and  institutions  and  is  the  channel  through  which  all 
reports  of  such  agencies  and  institutions  are  brought  to  the  synod.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  The  committee  commends  the  board  of  trustees  and  the  administration  on 
the  progress  made  at  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes  during  the  past  year; 
especially  on  the  completion  of  the  24  bed  addition  to  the  Hickory  unit; 
on  the  progress  made  on  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Albemarle 
unit;  end  on  the  over  all  plans  for  the  capital  funds  campaign  on  behalf  of 
N.  C.  Lutheran  Homes  beginning  in  1969.  The  committee  recommends  that 
Executive  Director  John  Pless  and  board  president  Robert  Peery  be  recognized 
to  speak  in  the  interest  of  the  plans  for  the  future  expansion  of  the  Homes 
and  that  Superintendent  Isaac  Kuhn  be  recognized  to  bring  greetings  from 
the    Hickory   unit. 

2.  The  committee  reports  that  25  North  Carolina  people  are  a  part  of  the 
Lowman  Home  family.  The  synod  is  participating  in  the  cost  of  care  for  16 
of  this  number.  The  committee  expresses  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
it  has  received  from  the  administration  in  caring  for  the  residents  from  N.  C. 
and  recommends  that  Superintendent  Kenneth  Webb  be  recognized  to  bring 
greetings  from  the   Lowman   Home. 

3.  The  committee  recommends  that  the  synod  commend  the  administration  and 
staff  of  the  Lutheran  Children's  Home  of  the  Soufh  on  the  ministry  to 
children  provided  by  this  institution  and  that  the  executive  director,  Mr.  Roy 
Henrickson,  be  recognized  to  bring  greetings  from  the  Home. 

4.  The  committee  recommends  that  the  synod  commend  Dr.  J.  White  Iddings, 
Institutional  Chaplain,  Durham  Area  on  his  fine  ministry  to  Lutheran  patients 
in  social  ministry  institutions  in  the  Durham  arec,  and  to  their  families,  as 
he  completes  in  June  1968  his  third  year  in  this  work  and  that  he  be  recogn- 
ized  to   speck  of  this   ministry   to   the   convention.

Child  Care  is  our  business.  These  children  have  been  placed  in  our  midst 
that  we  might  help  them.  It  is  easy  to  report  a  lot  of  statistics;  tell  how  many 
child  days  we  have  had  during  the  year  and  how  much  it  cost  per  child  per  day, 
but  the   real   statistic   is,   "How   much   have   we   helped   the   child?" 

Allow  me   to  cite   just  two  cases  from    last  years   records. 

Case  #1 

This  child  came  to  us  from  the  Southeastern  Synod;  was  behind  in  school, 
couldn't  get  along  at  home  with  mother  and  stepfather,  had  run  away  from 
home  several  times  and  was  all  mixed  up.  We  brought  this  child  to  the  Home 
and  after  13  months  of  intensive  care  and  treatment  with  both  the  child  and 
the  parents  we  were  able  to  send  this  child  back  home  well  adjusted  and  able 
to  cope  with  the  problems  of  school  and  home. 

Case  #2 

This  child  come  to  us  from  the  Virginia  Synod;  a  very  disturbed  child,  was 
dismissed  from  school  for  behavioral  problems  and  unmanageability.  This  child  is 
said  to  be  vile  mouthed  and  abusive  and  the  only  time  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
was  heard  was  in  cursing  and  swearing.  We  took  this  youngster  two  years  ago, 
and  with  a  lot  of  tender  loving  care  this  child  has  become  a  well  liked  and 
well  adjusted  child  now  able  to  attend  public  school  and  regular  Sunday  School 
and  Church  services. 

In  both  of  these  cases  we  took  children  who  were  "lost";  lost  to  society  and 
lost  to  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  through  our  efforts  both  are  now  back  in 
society  and  the  church. 

It  is  difficult  to  put  a  dollar  sign  on  a  redeemed  soul.  These  children  are 
placed  in  our  midst  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  and  His  church.  Truly  the  words 
of  scripture  ring  true.  "When  my  mother  and  father  forsake  me,  then  the  Lord 
will  take  me  in." 

During  the  year  1967  we  have  strengthened  our  staff.  Regular  weekly 
staff  meetings  are  held  and  staff  training  programs  are  conducted.  Our  staff 
has  completed  the  Standard  and  Advanced  First  Aid  Course.  Also  the  Civil  De- 
fense Course  on  emergency  living  in  a  fall  out  shelter  has  been  completed.  A 
staff  manual  has  been  written  and  we  are  continually  adding  to  it.  Job  descrip- 
tions and  salary  scales  have  been  prepared  and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

A  Personnel   Policy  Manual  has  been  completed  and  approved  by  the   Board. 

We  cared  for  a  total  of  60  children  in  1967  for  a  total  of  19,658  child 
care  days.  The  following  is  a  listing  of  the  number  of  children  cared  for  from 
their  respective  synods:

We  have  examined  the  accounts  and  records  of  the  Lutheran  Children's 
Home  of  the  South  and  prepared  the  statement  of  financial  condition  at  Decem- 
ber 31,  1  967  and  a  condensed  statement  of  income  and  expenses  of  the  General 
Fund  only  for  the  year  then  ended.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  included  such  tests  and  other 
auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances,  except  that 
outside  confirmation   of   contributions  and    board   of  children    wcs   not   attempted. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  above  exception  regarding  contributions  and 
board  of  children,  the  accompanying  statement  of  financial  condition  at  Decem- 
ber 31,  1 967  and  the  condensed  statement  of  income  and  expenses  of  the 
General  Fund  only,  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  various  funds  at 
December  31,  1967  and  the  operation  of  the  General  Fund  for  the  year  then 
ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a 
basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.  Exhibit  B  does  not  include  the 
operations  of  any  of  the  various  funds  other  than  the  General   Fund.

Keport  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes  respectfully  re- 
ports to  the  North  Carolina  Synod  it's  activities  since  the  report  to  the  1967 
Convention  and  submits  financial  statements  for  the  board  treasurer  and  the 
operation  of  the  Hickory  unit  for  the  calendar  year,  January  1,  to  December  31, 
1967. 

PART   I 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  comoosed  of  eighteen  members  —  nine  pastors  and 
nine  laymen.  The  members  are:  Terms  expiring  1968  —  Rev.  Jacob  L.  Lackey, 
Rev.  John  H.  Sigmon,  Rev.  John  M.  Hawn,  Ray  A.  Cline,  H.  D.  Fry,  Jr.  Aubrey 
Mauney;  Te:ms  expiring  in  1969  —  Rev.  John  K.  Lasley,  D.D.,  Rev.  Harry  H. 
Robinson,  Jr.,  Rev.  Olin  W.  Sink,  Dewey  F.  Beam,  Joe  A.  Moretz,  Mrs.  E.  W. 
Ridenhour;  Terms  expiring  in  1970  —  Rev.  Robert  N.  Peery,  Rev.  Robert  F. 
Shelby,  Jr.,  D.D.,  Rev.  Robert  L.  Dasher,  Mrs.  G.  Dewey  Arndt,  Mrs.  G.  R. 
Patterson  and  Frank  L.  Rhyne.  Officers  elected  by  the  board  at  the  annual 
meeting,  May  17,  1967,  were  president,  Rev  Robert  N.  Peery;  vice-president, 
Rev.  John  K.  Lasley  D.D.,  secretary,  Ray  A.  Cline;  and  treasurer,  Joe  A.  Moretz. 
Meetings  were  held  January  30,  1967,  May  17,  1967,  January  19,  1968,  and 
February   23,    1968. 

HICKORY   UNIT 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  at  the  annual  meeting  on  May  17,  1967,  decided 
to  add  the  sixteen  additional  rooms  to  the  Hickory  unit.  This  decision  had  been 
delayed,   pending   a    report   by   the    L.C.A.    Board   of  Social   Ministry   on   the   study 
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which  it  had  made  of  the  synod's  total  ministry  to  the  aged.  It  had  also  been 
delayed,  pending  the  sale  of  the  Nora  Fry  Estate  which  was  designated  for  the 
Hickory  unit.  The  study  made  by  the  Board  of  Social  Ministry  recommended  the 
expansion  of  the  Hickory  unit  for  more  economical  operation  of  that  unit.  The 
Nora  Frye  Estate  netted  the  Home  $47,500.  Thus  acting  upon  the  study  made  by 
the  Board  of  Social  Ministry,  and  with  the  Nora  Fry  Estate  money  available,  and 
to  relieve  the  critical  needs  of  a  long  waiting  list;  the  board  of  trustees  decided 
to  proceed  immediately  with  the  expansion  of  the  Hickory  unit.  It  was  the 
board's  thinking  that  with  these  additional  rooms,  we  could  provide  the  greatest 
number  of  beds,  the  quickest,  and  for  the  least  cost.  The  additional  sixteen 
rooms  will  provide  twenty  four  additional  beds,  eight  in  the  ambulatory  wing, 
and  sixteen  in  the  infirmary  wing.  The  Hickory  unit  will  be  able  to  care  for  80 
residents. 

On  June  29,  1967,  the  Building  Committee  for  the  Hickory  unit  let  the  con- 
tracts for  the  additional  rooms  at  a  total  contract  bid  of  $88,135.  The  total 
cost,  including  changes,  furnishings,  and  architectural  fees  will  be  about  $105,- 
000.  Construction  on  the  additional  rooms  began  July  17th  1967  and  will  be 
complete  in  March,  1968.  On  March  1,  1968,  the  treasurer  had  paid  $43,765.65 
on  construction  cost  and  new  beds.  He  had  paid  all  bills  that  were  due  on  this 
date. 

ALBEMARLE    UNIT 

The  board  of  trustees,  at  it's  meeting  on  May  17,  1967,  rejected  the  first 
preliminary  plans  for  the  Albemarle  unit  because  it  was  smaller  than  that  which 
was  recommended  in  the  study  made  by  the  L.C.A.  Board  of  Social  Ministry. 
The  board  ordered  a  new  set  of  preliminary  plans  drawn  so  that  the  unit  might 
be  built  in  "stages",  and  that  these  plans  be  sent  to  L.C.A.  Department  of 
Architecture  and  the  Board  of  Social  Ministry  for  study  and  recommendations. 
The  board  wanted  to  avail  itself  of  these  L.C.A.  resources  in  the  hope  of  getting 
a  more  efficient  set  of  plans  to  help  better  serve  the  needs  of  the  aged.  The 
second  set  of  preliminary  plans  was  sent  to  the  L.C.A.  Departments  the  latter 
part  of  June.  From  the  latter  part  of  June  until  December  8th,  the  plans 
shuffled  back  and  forth  between  the  building  committee,  the  architect  and  the 
review  Departments  of  L.C.A.  Many  helpful  suggestions  were  received  from 
the  L.C.A.  Department  of  Architecture  and  the  Board  of  Social  Ministry.  On 
January  15,  the  building  committee  received  a  set  of  preliminary  plans  which 
included  the  fruits  and  many  of  the  suggestions  made  by  the  L.C.A.  Departments. 
The  architect  estimated  that  it  would  cost  $750,000.  to  build  and  furnish  this 
unit  which  would  care  for  92  residents. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  asked  the  executive  director  to  explore  all  possible 
sources  for  financing  the  Albemarle  unit.  Members  of  the  board  had  been  asked 
about  the  possibility  of  using   Hill   Burton  or  government  assistance. 

Upon  investigation,  it  was  learned  that  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes 
would  be  an  acceptable  sponsor  for  a  Hill  Burton  assisted  unit.  There  is  a  limited 
amount  of  money  that  comes  to  North  Carolina  for  Hill  Burton  assisting  nursing 
facilities  and  this  money  must  be  distributed  by  request  and  where  the  need  is 
greatest  for  such  facilities.  Hill  Burton  assistance  is  available  only  for  nursing 
facilities,  and  for  lack  of  money,  it  cannot  participate  in  more  than  a  fifty  bed 
unit.  The  Hill  Burton  program  furnishes  40%  of  the  total  cost  of  the  building 
and  furnishings,  including  architect,  paving  the  driveway  and  parking  lot.  It  is 
on  the  basis  of  $12,000.  per  bed  and  pays  40%  of  this  amount.  A  sponsor  must 
conform  to  its  building  specifications.  Very  few  changes  would  have  to  be  made 
in  the  Albemarle  plans.  The  board  would  control  the  admissions  to  the  point 
that  there  could  be  no  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  or  national 
origin.     The   board   would   set  admission    policies. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  at  it's  meeting  on  February  23,  decided  to  apply  for 
Hill  Burton  assistance  for  the  Albemarle  unit,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board  of  synod.  The  plans  for  the  Albemarle  unit  are  now  awaiting  the 
outcome  of  this  action. 

Up  to  this  point  in  our  ministry  to  the  aged  we  have  provided  for  only 
long  term  nursing  care.  Peopla  enter  our  Home  to  stay  until  they  die.  Many  of 
our  older  people  are  a  part  of  the  Medicare  program.  Provision  should  be  made 
for  them  to  take  advantage  of  Medicare  help.  It  is  the  thinking  of  the  board 
that  a  part  of  the  Albemarle  unit  might  be  desiganted  for  Medicare.  A  certain 
number  of  the  beds  might  be  designated   for   Medicare   patients.     Medicare   is  a 
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ninety  day  assistance  program.  Thus  the  Medicare  part  would  provide  a  contin- 
uous turn-over  of  residents  and  would  be  of  assistance  to  many  of  our  aged 
people. 

Mr.  Neil  Eckard  gave  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes  a  vacant  lot  on  the 
east  side  of  21st  street.  The  lot  is  approximately  167  feet,  street  frontage,  by 
100  feet  in  depth.  It  is  a  nice  lot  which  is  located  across  the  street  from  the 
Hickory  unit  and   adjoining   the   corner   lot  on   Springs   Road. 

Mr.  Eckard  also  offered  to  sell  the  Eckard  home  property  to  North  Carolina 
Lutheran  Homes  for  $65,000.  on  a  ten  year  loan  without  interest.  This  property 
consists  of  three  and  a  half  acres  with  650  feet  frontage  on  12th  Avenue  (Springs 
Road).  It  has  on  it  a  brick  house,  nine  rooms  with  a  basement,  and  is  structurally 
sound.  A  new  roof  was  put  on  it  four  years  ago.  It  is  heated  with  a  Lennox  oil 
furnace.  The  property  has  another  frame  house  on  it  which  rents  for  $35.  a 
month. 

The  board  has  bought  this  property,  which  after  the  downpayment,  would 
obligate  it  for  $5,000.  a  year  for  ten  years.  The  board  took  this  action:  first, 
because  our  needs  at  this  point  in  our  ministry  to  the  aged  cannot  be  fully  deter- 
mined and  the  Home  may  need  this  property  in  years  to  come,  secondly  to  protect 
the  half  million  dollar  investment  it  now  has  at  Hickory.  It  is  a  part  of  the 
board's  stewardship  to  protect  the  Hickory  unit  from  anything  that  would  limit 
it's  future  usefulness  or  detract  from  it's  attractiveness  as  a  home  for  the  aged 
and  dependent.  The  board  thought  that  it  needed  to  be  in  a  position  to  control 
the  front  side  of  a  block  where  the  church  has  invested  a  half  million  dollars  on 
the  back  side  of  that  block.  Hickory  Realtors  advised  the  board  that  it  was  a 
good  investment  at  that  price. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes  is  planning  for 
the  1969  capital  funds  drive  which  was  authorized  at  the  1965  convention 
(See  1965  Proceedings,  pp.  177,  186,  218).  It  has  anticipated  a  minimum  need 
of  $1,500,000.  This  amount  is  necessary  for  the  synod  to  carry  on,  in  an 
effective  manner,  its  ministry  to  the  aging.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  amount 
should  provide  two  more  units,  one  at  Albemarle  and  one  in  the  Salisbury  Rowan 
area.  Since  the  synod  has  withdrawn  from  Lowman  Home  and  the  number  of 
the  aged  needing  this  ministry  is  expected  to  double  within  the  next  ten  years; 
two  more  units  are  necessary  as  soon  as  they  can  be  constructed.  The  synod  has 
made  a  good  beginning  at  Hickory  and  is  to  be  commended  for  it's  faith  and  love 
represented  by  that  unit,  but  it  must  not  stop  here.  It  must  plan  ahead  to  meet 
the   growing    needs  of  the  aged. 

FINANCIAL  SUPPORT  —  Accurate  financial  reports  for  the  board  treasurer 
and  the  Hickory  unit  are  presented  in  the  audited  statements,  submitted  with 
this  report. 

A  total  of  $18,547.19  was  received  through  the  Executive  Director's  Office 
from  February  1st,  1967  to  February  1st,  1968.  $5,833.  of  this  amount  were 
payments  on  Albemarle  pledges.  The  board  is  most  appreciative  of  the  Memorials 
and  individual  contributions  which  have  been  sent  in;  for  without  them  we  could 
not  have  operated  with  the  synod  supplement.  Deep  gratitude  is  expressed  to  the 
synod  for  it's  support  of  this  ministry  to  the  aged  and  dependent.

Report  of  the  Hickory  Unit  —  Isaac.   F.  Kuhn,  Supt. 

A  most  important  happening  at  the  Hickory  unit  for  this  year  is,  certainly, 
the  enlargement  of  our  building  facilities,  but  we  would  not  become  so  involved 
in  the  financial  and  building  programs  that  we  overlook  the  essential  purpose  of 
this  institution.  During  the  past  year,  the  Hickory  unit  extended  7,905  ambula- 
tory days  of  care  and  12,293  infirmary  days  representing  an  occupancy  rate  of 
98.8  per  cent.  This  care  has  been  extended  in  Christian  love  from  you,  the 
church. 

At  the  first  of  September,  Mrs.  Anne  Hall,  R.  N.  assumed  the  duties  of 
Nursing  Supervisor  upon  the  resignation  of  Miss  Martha  Anne  Trexler,  R.N., 
B.  S.  A  dedicated  staff,  working  under  Mrs.  Hall's  direction  includes  four  licensed 
practical  nurses,  Miss  Rhonda  Rudisill,  Miss  Vivian  Curtis,  Mrs.  Margie  Teague, 
and  Miss  Linda  Bowman,  along  with  aides  and  orderlies.  We  were  most  happy 
to  have  Sister  Sophia    Moeller,    R.N.    join   our   nursing   staff   in    December. 

Our  activity  program  has  been  strengthened  by  a  crafts  program  initiated 
by   Mrs.    John   C.    Moebius,   activities   director.     Ceramics   and    all    kinds    of    hand 
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work  have  created  much  interest  within  the  Home  and  we  plan  to  have  a  special 
crafts  room  in  the  basement  upon  the  completion  of  our  building  program.  A 
newspaper  is  published  monthly  by  the  residents  and  staff  to  exchange  ideas  and 
report  on  activities  "clubs"  also  organized  this  year.  The  Rev.  Arthur  Linn  con- 
tinues to  conduct  Sunday  Services  and  serve  as  Chaplain,  while  Mrs.  Linn  teaches 
the  Sunday  School  and  is  pianist.  Church,  civic,  and  college  groups  give  pro- 
grams and  parties  for  the  residents,  and  pastors  in  the  area  conduct  mid-week 
devotional   programs  and   Bible  studies. 

Early  in  March,  the  new  addition  should  be  completed  giving  the  Home  eight 
additional  ambulatory  beds  and  sixteen  more  infirmary  beds.  We  are  looking 
forward  to  these  beds  with  great  anticipation  hoping  that  they  will  allow  us  to 
take  care  of  those  applicants  who  are  in  great  need  and  waiting  now  to  be 
cdmitted.  We  have  approximately  ninety  applications  approved  and  waiting. 
After  making  a  preliminary  survey  of  the  qualifications  for  Medicare,  we  find 
that  we  will  be  able  to  comply  with  the  regulations.  When  the  new  infirmary 
beds  become  available,  we  shall  move  to  have  the  infirmary  approved  as  an  ex- 
tended care  facility. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  board  members,  pastors,  and  churches  of  the 
synod  have  been  most  generous  in  the  giving  of  themselves-time,  talents,  and 
means— making  the  care  of  the  Home  a  Christian-to-Christian  relationship.  North 
Carolina  Lutheran   Hemes  appreciates  your  support.

Report   Of   Loivman   Home 
For   The   Aged   And   Helpless 

"The  Threshold  of  its  Most  Exciting    Hour" 

It  was  with  the  above  words  that  board  president  Clarence  K.  Derrick,  Sr. 
appraised  the  future  of  Lowman  Home  in  his  report  at  the  Annual  Meeting  on 
May  18,  1967.  Dr.  Derrick  expressed  the  hope  even  after  referring  to  the 
demands  which  the  Wage  and  Hour  law  requirements  imposed  on  February  1st 
ana  the  ultimate  effect  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  North  Carolina  and  Virginia 
Synods  from  the  support  of  the   Home. 

With  prophetic  faith  the  board  president  conditioned  his  bright  outlook 
upon  the  following:  "if  we  .  .  .  have  the  vision,  the  faith,  the  spirit  and  the 
courage  to  launch  out  into  the  deep."  And,  he  cautioned  further,  "we  thank 
God  for  the  past,  but  we  cannot  live  in  the  past  and  at  the  same  time  serve 
the  present  needs  of  people  who  live  under  vastly  different  conditions  socially 
and  economically  than  those  who  lived  in  the  early  years  of  the  Home's  history." 

It  is  in  this  spirit  which  has  characterized  the  fifty-seven  years  of  service 
of  this  institution  to  the  southern  church  that  we  present  an  accounting  of  the 
year    1967. 

A  Reduced  Constituency 

December  31st  marked  the  official  conclusion  of  ownership  and  support  of 
the  Home  by  the  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  Synods.  An  active  relationship 
spcnning  a  period  of  fifty  years  has  been  discontinued,  leaving  South  Carolina 
and  the  Southeastern  Synods  as  the  owning  agencies  of  this  mother  institution 
established  for  the  care  of  the  aging  and  infirm.  The  withdrawing  synods  have 
entered  into  a  purchase-of-care  arrangement  with  the  Home;  this  applies  to 
those  guests  from  their  areas  who  are   unable  to  pay  the   full   costs  of  care. 

Lowman  Home  feels  deeply  indebted  for  the  wealth  of  meaning  derived 
through  the  active  participation  of  the  North  Carolina  and  Virginia  Synods.  The 
names  of  individual  benefactors  are  vividly  etcher  in  the  life  of  the  Home.  Never- 
to-be-forgotten  also  is  the  valuable  and  wise  counsel  of  capable  leaders  who 
serve  on  the  board  of  trustees  and  in  other  positions  of  responsibility  and  con- 
tributed significantly  toward  the  development  and  expansion  of  the  Home.  As 
long-cherished  ties  are  broken,  the  necessity  for  such  is  viewed  as  strides  forward 
in  offering  increased  facilities  for  the  care  of  aged  and  infirm  Lutherans.  We 
extend  our  prayers  and  good  wshes  to  our  sister  synods  to  the  north  as  they 
expand   and   plan   for   their   respective   programs. 
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When   "Long   Range"   Becomes   "Present"! 

After  studies  of  the  Home's  needs  by  the  firms  of  Sewell  and  Associates  of 
Savannah,  Georgia,  and  Lyles,  Bissett,  Carlisle  and  Wolff  of  Columbia,  it  was 
decided  to  set  up  a  budget  of  $660,000  for  a  "Service  Center"  which  will  include 
a  new  kitchen,  laundry  and  central  storage  for  all  supplies  and  maintenance 
equipment;  also  included  in  the  above  figure  is  a  forty-bed  unit  for  nursing 
home  guests.  Hill-Burton  funds  have  been  applied  for  by  way  of  assistance  in 
the  construction  of  both  these  units.  At  this  writing,  it  has  not  been  determined 
definitely  that  these  Federal  funds  will   be  available. 

Plans  are  presently  on  the  drawing  boards  for  the  above  units,  and  we  are 
hopefully  viewing  May   1st  as  a   starting  date. 

With  an  eye  to  the  future,  Lowman  Home  will  have  a  "new-look"  as  out- 
moded buildings  are  phased  out,  and  modern  facilities  are  constructed  according 
to  a  master  plan  which  will  make  this  institution  one  of  the  finest  homes  of 
this.  kind.  As  funds  are  made  available,  there  is  envisioned  an  ultimate  family 
of  five  hundred.  As  the  opportunity  is  before  us  to  meet  the  cries  of  those  asking 
for  help  in  the  care  of  their  loved  ones,  we  dare  not  be  forced  to  question 
regrettably,  "Lord,  when  did  we  see  Thee  .   .  .  and  did  not  minister  unto  Thee?" 

These  Women   Again! 

Since  the  days  of  the  early  Church,  members  of  the  "fairer  sex"  have 
figured  prominently  in  works  of  mercy.  Lowman  Home  feels  most  fortunate  in 
having  tapped  this  strong  arm  of  assistance  through  the  Volunteer  Services  Pro- 
gram under  the  coordination  of  Mrs.  John  B.  Moose.  More  and  more  ladies  are 
becoming  involved  in  the  variety  of  services  offered  for  helping  to  make  Lowman 
Home  a  better  place  in  which  to  live.  And,  it  is  often  these  fine  people  who 
add  the  "little  extras"  which  help  make  the  Home  different.  Twenty-four  con- 
gregations and  one  club  within  a  thirty  mile  radius  were  represented  among  the 
270  ladies  who  devoted  412  eight-hour  days  toward  the  Home's  merciful  work. 
These  fine  folks  rendered  523  instances  of  "light  nursing"  in  the  Wynne  C. 
Boliek  Infirmary-feeding,  filling  water  pitchers,  massaging  heels,  giving  shampoos, 
haircuts,  manicures,  pedicures,  and  setting  har.  Regular  "sewing  bees"  are  held 
in  which  there  were  more  than  2200  pieces  handled — making  such  items  as 
diapers,  rubber  and  muslin  drawsheets,  hospital  shirts,  wash  cloths,  bibs  and 
aprons;  quite  a  number  of  these  articles  were  labeled,  altered,  and  mended. 
Then,  too,  there  are  those  ladies  who  provide  recreation  for  the  various  groups 
and  buildings,  as  well  as  bring  a  word  of  cheer  through  a  visit,  writing  letters, 
cleaning  altar  brass,  and  we  can  boast  also  of  three  Registered  Nurses  who 
have  given  valuable  assistance   with   their   professional   know-how. 

And  the  Leaguers!  How  commendable  that  245  teenagers  have  been  willing 
to  become  involved  by  investing  the  hours  of  their  Sunday  afternoons  in  helpful- 
ness in  the  Infirmary.  These  young  people  come  from  13  congregations  and  have 
given  more  than  sixty  eight-hour  days  in  loving  service  to  Lowman   Home  guests. 

Those  other  ladies — the  Contact  Women!  They  are  another  real  serving 
arm  of  the  Home.  They  arrange  for  many  birthday  and  seasonal  cards  to  our 
guests,  as  well  as  occasional  letters  and  gifts.  And,  even  more!  They  were 
the  promoters  of  gifts  amounting  to  a  total  of  $3,688.36  toward  the  restoration 
of  the  original  two-story  frame  house  which  offered  a  home  to  our  first  guests. 
This  project  will  be  continued  during  1968  in  the  hope  of  converting  it  into  a 
museum   and    facilities  for  overnight  vistors. 

A  Stronger  Self-Sustaining  Residency  Program 

Appointed  by  the  board,  a  special  committee  revised  regulations  governing 
the  construction  of  the  small  four-room  cottage  for  selfsustaining  guests.  Arrang- 
ments  were  specified  as  to  those  eligible  for  such  facilities,  as  well  as  a  pro-rata 
basis  for  establishing  benefits  for  the  donors  of  such  cottages  in  the  event  they 
reach  the  stage  of  needing   Infirmary  care. 

Two  additional  units  under  this  program  were  constructed  during  the  year: 
one  by  Miss  Bertha  A.  Waller  of  Charleston,  a  registered  nurse  who  plans  to 
assist  on  our  staff;  another  by  the  Misses  Anna,  Genevieve  and  Marie  Stoesen 
also  of  Charleston. 

As  this   report   is  being    read,   two  more   self-sustaining    residences  will    have 
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been   started. 

Generous   Benefactors 

Meaningful  undergirding  of  the  Heme's  program  is  rendered  by  those  fine 
people  who  include  this  institution  in  their  wills.  Each  year  the  ministry  of  mercy 
is  fostered  and  promoted  by  those  whose  spirit  of  altruism  comes  to  life  through 
their  gifts  of  money.  The  board  of  trustees  is  extremely  grateful  to  this  growing 
list  of  friends  who  share  in  such  a  liberal  manner.

McCartha  Memorial",  the  precise  allocation  of  which  will  be  decided  at  a  later 
date.  Lowman  Home  feels  especially  fortunate  in  being  on  the  receiving  end 
of  such  a  keen  spirit  of  benevolence.  Heartfelt  assurance  can  be  given  that  we 
will  do  our  utmost  to  work  toward  the  blessed  principle  of  helping  "their  works  to 
follow  them." 

A  Varied   Family 

With  every  bed  filled,  the  Home  offers  residential  and  nursing  care  to  169 
persons.  At  this  writing,  there  are  168  guests,  with  one  in  transit.  From 
North  Carolina  there  are  28  Lutherans  and  2  non-Lutherans.  We  have  7 
Lutherans  from  Virginia.  There  are  12  Lutherans  and  2  non-Lutherans  from 
the  Southeastern  Synod.  South  Carolina  claims  103  Lutherans  and  12  non- 
Lutherans.    One  guest  hails  from  Florida,  and  one  also  from  the  state  of  Illinois. 

Lowman  Home  is  still  endeavoring  to  render  a  complete  kind  of  care  to 
both  the  cging  and  infirm.  The  Wynne  C.  Boliek  Infirmary  is  licensed  by  the 
South  Carolina  Board  of  Health  as  a  Class  I  Nursing  Home,  and  this  facility 
is  presently  applying  for  certification  as  an  Extended  Care  Facility  under  the 
Medicare  Program.  Residential  and  Nursing  care  are  offered  to  approximately 
30  who  are  mentally  retarded.  There  are  a  number  of  semi-invalids  who  are 
able  to  be  up  in  their  rooms,  but  must  receive  their  meals  in  their  rooms.  And 
there  are  approximately  90  guests  who  can  either  walk  or  be  wheeled  to  the 
dining  room.  It  is  an  interesting  family,  and  to  each  one  of  them  we  endeavor  to 
render   personal   care   of   the    tender,    loving    type. 

Independent    Certified     Public    Accountant's    Summary 

As  the  Home's  new  fiscal  year  runs  from  October  1st  through  September 
30th,  the  Auditor's  report  includes  only  the  first  nine  months  during  1967.  We 
are  happy  to  report  that,  despite  the  demands  of  the  Wage  and  Hour  law  re- 
quirements, we  experienced  a  good  year  financially  and  completed  our  operation 
"in  the  black".  This  was  made  possible  by  unrestricted  contributions  by  con- 
gregations, auxiliaries,  and  individuals.  Great  stress  must  be  laid  also  upon  the 
regularly  apportioned  quotas  of  the  supporting  synods,  and  the  Home  expresses 
its  keen  appreciation  for  such  loyalty  and  interest.  The  auditor's  report  will 
reflect  this.

In  our  opinion  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  and  the  related  statements 
of  fund  changes  and  balances  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Lowman 
Home  for  the  Aged  and  Helpless  as  of  September  30,  1967  and  the  results  of  its 
operations  and  fund  balance  changes  for  the  nine  months  then  ended.  These 
statements  are  presented  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  institutional 
accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such 
other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances  except 
that  the  scope  of  verification  of  contributions  only  included  confirmation  with 
the  Synod  Treasurers  —  other  contributions  were  accepted  and  are  reflected  in 
the  accompanying  statements  as  recorded. 

DERRICK,  STUBBS  &  STITH 

Pastor  Harry  Robinson,  chairman,  introduced  the  report  and  submitted  the 
recommendations  of  the  committee. 


A.    North    Carolina    Lutheran    Homes 

(See  Executive  Board's  report,   Item   K-3,   p.    133) 

Board  Chairman  Robert  N.  Peery  and  Executive  Director  John  A.  Pless  were 
recognized  in  connection  with  recommendation  one.  Chairman  Peery  prefaced 
the  report  of  the  Homes  with  references  to  the  completion  of  an  addition  to  the 
Hickory  unit  and  the  forthcoming  capital  funds  campaign  to  be  launched  in  1969 
for  new  units  in  Albemarle  and  the  Salisbury-Rowan  area. 

Superintendent  Isaac  Kuhn  was  also  recognized  and  brought  greetings  from 
the  Hickory  unit. 

Executive  Director  Pless  then  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  Homes.  He  recognized 
memorial  gifts  and  bequests  as  significant  contributions  to  the  Homes.  He 
spoke  of  the  prospects  for  the  Albemarle  Unit,  and  informed  the  convention 
that  the  Homes  is  an  eligible  sponsor  for  federal  funds  toward  the  construction 
of  an  infirmary  wing  to  the  extent  of  $12,000  per  bed  up  to  a  50  bed  unit.  He 
said  further  that  federal  appropriations  are  granted  on  the  basis  of  need,  and 
then  explained  the  conditions  of  receiving  federal  grants. 

Speaking  on  the  capital  funds  campaign  in  behalf  of  the  Homes,  he  said 
that  the  LLM  Counseling  service  had  been  sought  and  that  a  sense  of  direction 
had  been  given,  and  highly  recommended  the  feasibility  study,  the  first  stage  of 
capital  funds  campaign  planning,  consisting  of  field  contacts  to  determine 
interest,  potential,  and  possible  support. 

In  consideration  of  recommendation  one  on  "commending"  the  Hemes 
"on  the  progress  made  on  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Albemarle  unit, 
and  on  the  overall  plans  for  the  capital  funds  campaign  on  behalf  of  the  Homes 
beginning  in  1969",  the  convention  requested  an  interpretation  of  that  part  of 
the  recommendation,  as  to  whether  it  included  a  reference  to  the  application  and 
use  of  federal  funds.  Pastors  Robert  Peery  and  Harry  Robinson  spoke  to  the 
inquiry.  When  it  became  evident  that  there  was  a  reference  in  the  recom- 
mendation to  the  use  of  such  funds,  the   issue  was  discussed  pro  and  con. 

Those  participating  in  the  discussion  were  pastors  Charles  Kyles,  Walter 
Yount,  T.  C.  Plexico,  Elmer  Sundlie,  Robert  Halvorsen,  John  Sigmon,  Jr.,  and 
lay  delegate  J.  I.  Wagner. 
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Pastor  John  Yost,  Jr.  spoke  of  the  importance  of  a  thorough  preparation 
for  the  campaign. 

Pastor  T.  C.  Plexico  moved  an  amendment  to  recommendation  one  by 
placing  a  period  at  the  end  of  the  third  line  and  deleting  the  remaining  part  of 
the  paragraph,  since  Board  President  Peery  and  Executive  director  Pless  had 
already  appeared  before  the  convention. 

President  Whittecar  interpreted  the  amendment  as  removing  all  references 
to  the  Hill  Burton  (federal)  funds,  but  said  that  an  additional  word  from  the 
convention  would  be  needed  to  further  clarify  the  issue. 

Pastor  Walter  Yount  then  moved  the  previous  question. 

The  previous  question  was  put  to  the  convention  and  prevailed. 

The  vote  on  the  amendment  was  then  taken.  The  amendment  was 
approved. 

Recommendation  one  was  amended  to  read: 

The   committee   commends  the   board   of  trustees   and   the   admin- 
istration   on    the    progress    made    at    North    Carolina    Lutheran    Homes 

during    the    past    year;    especialiy    on    the    completion    of    the    24    bed 

addition  to  the  Hickory  unit. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Social  Ministry  was  interrupted  at  this 
time  and  carried  forward  as  unfinished  business,  in  lieu  of  a  special  order  pro- 
vided for  this  hour. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Officers  and  Staff  Salaries  (continued) 

President  Whittecar  brought  the  convention  up  to  date  on  this  item  of 
business.  He  said  that  the  motion  to  rescind  the  action  of  the  synod  at  its  1967 
convention  on  that  part  of  the  budget  pertaining  to  salaries  and  house  allowances 
of  officers  and  staff  was  before  the  convention. 

The   President  ruled  the  motion   made  previously  to  reconsider  out  of  order. 

Dr.  Carveth  Mitchell  was  called  back  to  the  chair.  Dr.  Mitchell  suggested 
a  point  of  procedure  in  that  those  of  opposing  views  speak  alternately  and  made 
clear  that  the  debate  was  on  the  motion  to  rescind. 

Pastor  Joseph  Griffin  moved  the  previous  question. 

The  previous  question  was  put  to  the  convention  and  prevailed. 

Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer  was  recognized  for  a  point  of  clarification,  and  asked 
whether  the  manner  in  which  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Reference  and  Counsel  for  a  special  order  and  the  approval  by  the  convention 
of  a  special  order  upon  recommendation  by  the  committee  made  on  a  previous 
day  was  equivalent  to  serving  proper  notice  in  which  case  it  requires  a  majority 
instead  of  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Dr.  Mitchell  ruled  this  to  be  the  case. 

Fearing  that  there  were  those  of  the  convention  who  questioned  the  chair's 
decision,  and  for  the  sake  of  further  clarification,  Pastor  Douglas  Fritz  moved 
to  challenge  the  ruling  of  the  chair  that  proper  notice  had  been  served  thus 
reducing  a  two-thirds  to  a  majority  vote  needed  in  this  case. 

The  motion  challenging  the  chair's  ruling  was  defeated. 

Pastor  Albert  Keck,  Jr.  raised  a  point  of  order.  According  to  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order,  and  reading  from  the  rules,  he  interpreted  the  motion  to  rescind 
as  out  of  order. 

Although  the  chair  recognized  the  point  of  order  as  valid,  he  said  that  out 
of  deference  to  the  feelings  of  the  officers  and  staff  the  purpose  cannot  be 
served  by  a  point  of  order. 

Dr.  Mitchell  then  put  the  motion  to  rescind. 

The  motion  was  defeated. 

Dr.  Whittecar  resumed  the  chair  and  thanked  Dr.  Mitchell  for  his  occupancy 
of  the  chair. 

Pastor  Paul  Morgan  was  recognized  for  a  point  of  clarification. 

Referring  to  the  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  as  spelled  out  in  the  synod's 
constitution,  Article  Five,  Section  II,  item  3-1,  which  reads  "set  the  salaries  of 
officers  and  staff  officials  and  the  employees  of  the  synod,"  he  called  the  con- 
vention's attention  to  this  particular  duty  of  the  synod's  Executive   Board. 

President  Whittecar  recognized  this  point  of  procedure  as  being  valid. 

Pastor  Harry  Robinson  challenged  the  chair's  interpretation  in  so  far  as 
the  actions  of  the  Executive  Board  are  subject  to  review  by  the  synod.  Dr. 
Mitchell  also  called  the  convention's  attention  to  this  constitutional  requirement 
of  the  Executive  Board  being  bound  by  the  synod. 
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Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad  called  for  a  point  of  order  by  some  disposition  of  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Officers  and  Staff  Salaries  even  though  the  conven- 
tion had  blocked  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  by  its  action  in  order 
to  set  the  records  straight. 

On  proper  motion,  the  convention  expressed  its  appreciation  to  the  com- 
mittee for  its  helpfulness  and  faithfulness. 

The  report  was  received  as  information,   but  not   to  appear  in   the   minutes. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  Lutheran 
World  Relief 

Promotion  of  the  Thanksgiving  Clothing  Appeal  was  the  main  action  of  the 
Committee   on    Lutheran    World    Relief. 

Members  of  the  committee  met  at  the  Church  House  October  6,  and  made 
the  following  decisions.  (1)  To  request  blankets,  bed  covers  and  children's 
clothing,  only.  (These  were  the  items  of  crucial  need.  Also,  Lutheran  World 
Relief  was  overstocked  with  adult  clothing  which  has  made  up  the  bulk  of  our 
collection  in  previous  years.)  (2)  To  encourage  each  family  to  give  a  blanket. 
(3)  To  suggest  thct  groups  might  make  bed  covers  from  used  clothing.  (4)  To 
arrange  collecting  centers  and  transportation  as  in  previous  years.  (5)  To  con- 
tinue to  share  these  arrangements  with  congregations  of  The  Lutheran  Church  — 
Missouri  Synod  and  The  American  Lutheran  Church  which  are  located  within  the 
bounds  of  our  synod. 

Eight  collecting  centers  were  provided:  St.  Mark,  Asheville;  Builders  Hard- 
ware Company,  Charlotte;  Dixie  Lumber  Company,  Cherryville;  Mt.  Olive,  Hick- 
ory; Holy  Trinity,  Raleigh;  Church  House,  Salisbury;  St.  Paul,  Wilmington,  and 
Augsburg,   Winston-Salem. 

The  appeal  was  publicized  through  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran.  Letters 
were  sent  to  all  congregations  of  the  synod  and  to  contact  men  of  the  American 
Lutheran  Church  and  the  Lutheran  Church  —  Missouri  Synod.  These  letters 
gave  instructions  concerning  the  needs  of  Lutheran  World  Relief,  the  suggestions 
of  the  committee,  the  locations  of  collecting  centers  and  a  list  of  responsibilities 
of  each  congregation  in  preparing  the  clothing  for  shipping. 

Eighteen  thousand  pounds  of  blankets,  bedding  and  clothing  were  gathered 
up  by  Carolina  Freight  Carriers  of  Cherryville,  and  transported  to  the  Lutheran 
World  Relief  warehouse  in  Easton,  Pennsylvania.  As  in  previous  years,  this  was 
done  without  cost  to  us. 

We  are  distressed  over  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  congregations  failed 
to  carry  out  their  responsibilities  in  preparing  the  clothing  for  shipment.  Much  of 
it  was  dumped,  loosely,  in  the  collecting  centers.  Some  was  stuffed  into  boxes, 
but  not  tied  or  strapped.  We  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  importance  of 
packaging  the  clothing  properly.  The  business  men  and  the  congregations  who 
graciously  allow  the  use  of  their  space  for  collecting  centers  are  not  expected  to 
pack  it  for  you.  We  urge  you  to  see  to  it  in  succeeding  appeals  that  your  con- 
gregation does  not  burden  others  with  the  responsibilities  of  packing  your 
clothing    for  you.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Auxiliaries 

The  Committee  on  Auxiliaries  serves  as  a  channel  for  report,  counsel  and 
assistance  between  the  synod  and  the  three  synodical  auxiliaries.  We  are  most 
grateful  for  the  joint  effort  and  fine  spirit  that  has  been  continually  demonstrated 
by  both  leaders  and  members  of  these  auxiliaries.  In  addition  to  the  chairman, 
this  committee  is  composed  of  three  pastors  and  three  laymen,  who  are  available 
to  the  presidents  of  the  auxiliaries,  to  serve  as  representatives  of  the  synod  as 
follows:

We   suggest  that   these   assigned   persons   be   given    invitations   to   meet   with 
the  executive  committees  of  the  auxiliaries  and  to  attend  their  synodical  conven- 
tions. 

The  committee  would  urge  each  congregation  to  give  full  support  to  its 
local  auxiliary  units,  and  encourage  within  the  units  a  vigorous  program  of 
education,   fellowship  and  service. 

The  presidents  of  the  synodical  auxiliaries  have  presented  the  following 
reports.     We   present  them,    herewith,    to  the   synod   as    information. 

REPORT   OF    NORTH    CAROLINA    LUTHERAN    CHURCH    WOMEN 

The  year  1967  has  been  a  real  challenge  for  the  Lutheran  Church  Women 
of  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  The  objectives  have  been  (1)  to  increase  member- 
ship by  ten  per  cent,  (2)  to  promote  Information  Visitations  to  each  congrega- 
tion of  the  unit,  (3)  to  cultivate  personal  spiritual  lives  through  prayer  and 
Bible  study,  and  (4)  to  encourage  youth  to  enter  full  time  church  vocations. 

Hopefully,  the  first  two  above  mentioned  objectives  will  be  met  by  the 
time  we  assemble  for  the  1968  Convention.  However,  the  other  two  are  on-going 
objectives  which  should  constantly  confront  us  in  our  daily  lives  as  active  members 
of  local  congregations. 

For  the  past  several  months  we  have  had  thirty  six  team  visitors  who,  upon 
invitation,  have  met  with  local  congregational  organizations.  This  has  been  an 
ambitious  undertaking  both  in  scope  of  activity  and  miles  of  travel.  The  very 
fact  that  thirty  six  dedicated  leaders  in  our  unit  are  willing  to  solicit  the  help 
of  another  active  LCW  member  and  to  participate  in  such  a  project  is  indeed 
noteworthy.  We  are  hopeful  that  these  visitations  will  help  our  LCW  members 
in  their  local  situations  and  thus  strengthen  our  Unit  and  Auxiliary. 

A  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  Sixth  Annual  Convention  held  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College  June  2-4  with  523  attending.  The  theme,  "The  Christ  in  My 
Life"  was  carried  out  very  effectively  in  reports  and  a  talent  display.  Also,  those 
attending  were  given  some  definite  aids  in  unit  objective  #3  by  participating  in 
small  group  studies  on  prayer  and  some  thought  provoking  Bible  studies  led  by 
Dr.  Ralph  W.  Loew.  Initial  copies  of  a  new  Unit  Newsletter,  CARE-O-LINES, 
was  given  to  all  delegates  and  visitors  present.  Several  copies  of  this  publication 
will   be   mailed   quarterly  to  all   congregational   organization    presidents. 

I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  offerings  were  sufficient  to  meet 
our  budget  to  the  Auxiliary.  Of  the  ten  synodical  units  who  either  paid  or  over 
paid  their  budgeted  amounts  to  Lutheran  Church  Women,  North  Carolina  ranked 
second   in  the  amount  remitted. 

Our  women  have  participated  with  the  South  Carolina  LCW  in  a  Used  Linen 
Project  for  the  new  Phebe  Hospital  in  Liberia.  The  first  in-gathering  was  held  at 
the  Fall  Fellowship  meetings.  The  response  has  been  most  gratifying.  Our  Chris- 
tian Action  Committee  has  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  full  quota  of  all  need- 
ed items  will  be  reached  by  April  1,  1968  after  all  six  district  assemblies  will 
have  met. 

We  count  it  a  privilege  to  be  a  part  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  We  are 
also  aware  of  our  responsibilities  to  aid  the  church  in  proclaiming  the  Gospel  of 
Christ;  for  the  opportunities  you  have  afforded  us  in  accomplishing  this  task,  we 
are  grateful.

REPORT  OF  LUTHERAN  MEN 

On  November  7,  1967  Lutheran  Men  of  North  Carolina  completed  its  first 
full  year  as  a  new  organization,  organized  strictly  within  the  bounds  of  the 
N.  C.  Synod.  The  convention  was  held  at  St.  Paul,  Salisbury  where  approximate- 
ly 300  laymen  and  pastors  gathered  to  plan  the  men's  work  for  the  coming  year. 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  in  the  year  in  which  the  Lutheran  Church  was 
commemorating  the  450th  year  of  the  Reformation,  Lutheran  Men  of  N.  C. 
were  celebrating  their  45th  year  as  a  men's  auxiliary.  In  keeping  with  the 
celebration  the  theme  for  the  convention  was  a  question,  "Why  Remember  the 
Reformation?"  The  Rev.  Louis  Rogers,  Chaplain  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  was 
the  devotional  leader.  We  were  fortunate  to  have  as  our  speaker,  Chauncey  G. 
Bly,  M.D.,  Ph.D.,  President  of  Thiel  College,  Greenville,  Pa.  Dr.  Bly's  first  address 
"From  Reform  to  Uniformity"  was  given  in  the  opening  afternoon  session.  This 
was  followed  by  a  panel  made  up  of  four  men  who  discussed  the  topic.  Following 
the  panel,  small  group  sessions  were  held  in  which  all  delegates  and  visitors  had 
an  opportunity  to  discuss  the  topic  after  which  there  was  a  general  group  dis- 
cussion. There  were  approximately  350  delegates  and  visitors  who  gathered  in 
the  fellowship  hall  of  St.  John,  Salisbury  for  the  annual  banquet.  Dr.  Bly  gave 
his  closing  address  of  the  convention  on  the   subject,   "Reformation    1977." 

During  the  morning  business  session  the  following  officers  were  elected:

Again,  Lutheran  Men  gave  enthusiastic  support  to  the  Loan  and  Gift  Fund, 
adopting  as  its  goal  $100,000  of  which  approximately  $54,000  is  to  be  raised 
from  new  contributions  with  the  remaining  $46,000  to  come  from  repayment  of 
loans.    Ten  percent  of  undesignated   funds  will   be  available  as  grants   in   aid   to 
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seminary  students.  The  men  reiterated  their  support  to  scouting  and  the  encour- 
agement of  young   people   to   consider  full   time   Christian   service. 

During  the  summer  of  1967  Lutheran  Men  sponsored  a  new  project  entitled, 
"A  Happening  '67."  A  seminary  student,  Douglas  Stowe,  was  employed  to  pro- 
mote this  project  in  all  districts.  The  project  was  considered  a  success  and  simi- 
lar programs  are  planned   this  year  to  be   promoted   by   men   within   the   district. 

A  most  successful  and  worthwhile  retreat  was  held  at  Lutheridge  the  last 
weekend  in  September.  Professor  Austin  F.  Shell  of  the  Southern  Seminary  faculty 
was  the  retreat  leader.  Those  attending  felt  the  retreat  was  most  worthwhile. 
It  is  hoped  that  an  earlier  retreat  might  be  held  on  a  statewide  basis  with  others 
being  held  in  the  districts  throughout  the  summer.  Such  small  group  discussions 
give  the  men  a  chance  to  come  to  grips  with  the  problems  of  today  and  find  a 
better  understanding   of  how  to  cope  with   these  problems. 

A  very  enthusiastic  executive  committee  meeting  was  held  in  Salisbury  on 
January  7.  A  program  outline  was  accepted  and  plans  were  set  forth  for  a 
very  successful  year.  New  interest  seems  to  have  been  generated  and  a  well 
organized  Loan  and  Gift  Fund  program  was  outlined  to  advance  the  cause  of 
mission  churches  in  N.  C. 

Program  topics  were  ordered  and  sent  to  each  local  congregation.  Since 
every  man  has  a  right  to  membership,  we  hope  that  all  congregations  will  see  fit 
to  organize  and  become  active.  Your  executive  committee  stands  ready  to  assist 
in  any  way  it  can. 

This  first  year  as  a  re-organized  Lutheran  Men  in  N.  C.  has  been  a  good 
one.  It  can  only  be  as  good  as  the  men  themselves  make  it.  We  seek  the  prayers 
of  all  in  the  hope  that  all  men  in  N.  C.  will  use  their  time,  talents  and  treasure 
in  making  Lutheran  Men  in  this  state  a  thriving  organization.  Through  our 
efforts  we  can  set  the  example  for  others  to  follow.  May  we  never  fail  in  our 
mission  and  may  our  mission   never  fail.

REPORT  OF  LUTHER  LEAGUE  UNIT 

The  1967  NCLLU  Convention  was  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  June  22-24. 
The  theme,  "Where  in  the  World  is  the  Church?"  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most 
interesting  ones  to  date,  and  the  convention  itself  brought  a  great  deal  of  dis- 
cussion and  controversy.  Two  of  the  most  controversial  items  were,  first  on  the 
use  of  the  convention  offering,  and  secondly,  the  designation  of  the  1967  Penny 
Parade.  During  a  discussion  concerning  the  convention  offering,  strong  voices 
arose  for  and  against  designating  it  to  the  boys  in  Vietnam.  The  final  decision 
was  to  send  the  money  through  Lutheran  World  Action  to  the  Middle  East  Relief 
Fund  to  help  in  the  rebuilding  of  the  Augusta  Victoria  Hospital  which  was  par- 
tially destroyed  during  the  Arab  Israeli  conflict.  After  long  and  serious  discussion 
it  was  the  desire  of  the  convention  to  designate  the  Penny  Parade  for  1967  to 
the  "Chaplaincy  Program  for  Migrant  Workers"  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches.  The  goal  set  was  $3,800.  As  of  February  7,  the  amount 
returned  was  approximately  $2,000.  The  keynoter  for  the  convention  was  the 
Rev.  Edgar  R.  Trexler,  Articles  Editor  for  The  Lutheran.  The  theme  proved  to  be 
so  successful  that  the  convention  elected  to  prepare  a  resolution  on  where  the 
youth  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  stand   in  their  relationship  to  the  church.

Later  in  the  year  Richard  Whittecar  was  elected  by  the  committee  to  replace 

the  vacancy  left  by  the  resignation  of  Emily  Ketner.  The  convention  also  approved 

the  budget  of  $7,135.34  for   1968. 

The  Executive  Committee  worked  jointly  with  the  Youth  committee   in   pro- 
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viding  summer  programs  for  the  youth  of  the  synod.  These  programs  were,  in 
order  of  their  occurance:  a  work  camp  at  Murdock  Center,  Butner,  July  2-15, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Harry  Robinson;  the  work  camp  at  N.  C.  Lutheran 
Homes  in  Hickory,  July  9-15;  Youth  Ministry  Seminar  at  Lutheridge,  July  16-25; 
and  three  Locale  Youth  Ministry  Institutes  at  Gastonia,  Winston-Salem  and 
Wilmington,  under  the  direction  of  Bob  Shoffner,  the  associate  in  youth  ministry 
for  the  summer  of    1967. 

The  summer  of  1968  will  be  a  busy  one  for  the  NCLLU.  The  1968  Con- 
vention will  be  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  on  June  27-29.  The  theme  this 
year  will  be  "Here  I  Stand"  to  be  in  keeping  with  the  450th  Anniversary  of  the 
Reformation.  Work  camps  are  being  planned  for  Murdock  Center  at  Butner  and 
the  Lutheran  Home  at  Hickory.  Other  work  camp  areas,  especially  in  the  migrant 
areas,  are  being  investigated.  Also,  in  the  planning  state  in  conjunction  with 
the  youth  committee  are  two  basic  leadership  schools,  a  seminar,  and  tentatively 
an  institute.  The  1968  LL-LCA  Convention  is  scheduled  for  August  18-22  at 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College.  The  convention  is  subject  to  change  pending  results  of 
the  vote  on  the  joint  LL-LCA  Executive  Committee  and  CYA  Proposal   in  Atlanta. 

The  NCLLU  failed  to  meet  its  pledges  to  the  LL-LCA  in  1967  making  it 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  LL-LCA  that  the  NCLLU  has  not  either  met 
or  exceeded  its  pledge.  Our  inability  to  meet  our  pledges  cannot  be  attributed 
to  any  one  factor;  however,  pledges  from  the  local  congregations  dropped  by  an 
average  of  35%.  While  some  equaled  or  exceeded  previous  amounts,  others 
either  cut  pledges  or  failed  to  pledge  at  all.  In  spite  of  the  lack  of  finances  the 
NCLLU  still  managed  to  pay  three  quarters  of  its  pledge,  which  is  still  the 
largest  amount  paid  by  any  synod  in  the  LCA.  What  happened?  That  question 
can  only  be  answered  by  those  congregational  leagues  who  failed  either  to  pledge 
or  meet  the  amount  they  did  pledge.  The  chief  reason  is  an  over-all  lack  of 
interest  in  the  attendance  at  the   local   league   level. 

The  inability  of  the  present  Luther  League  auxiliary  structure  to  meet  the 
needs  and  demands  of  today's  youth  in  today's  world  has  prompted  the  LL-LCA 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Commission  on  Youth  Activities  to  make  a  proposal 
to  the  LCA  Convention  in  Atlanta,  which,  when  passed,  will  provide  the  LCA 
with  a  more  realistic  youth-adult  relationship  in  ministerng  to  today's  pressing 
problems.  This  new  approach  has  forced  the  NCLLU  to  look  at  its  past  effective- 
ness and  future  usefulness  to  the  synod.  We  have  along  with  the  youth  com- 
mittee, thoroughly  examined  the  synod's  present  youth  structure  and  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  not  only  should  the  joint  LL-LCA  and  CYA  proposal  be 
accepted  at  the  Atlanta  Convention,  but  the  N.  C.  Synod  should  also  make  some 
definite  changes  in  its  approach  to  youth  ministry,  including  the  changing  of  the 
present  structure  It  is  the  feeling  of  both  the  Executive  Committee  and  the 
Youth  Committee  that  both  the  youth  and  the  adults  of  the  synod  should  work 
hand  in  hand  to  extend  the  work  of  the  church  in  North  Carolina.  In  order  to 
do  this,  the  classification  stigma  of  a  youth  auxiliary  must  be  lifted  and  replaced 
by  a  more  effective  program  in  which  the  youth  and  adult  members  of  the 
congregation   work   on   equal    terms   to    fulfill    their   mission    to   their   community. 

It  is  my  hope  that  those  who  care  for  the  church  in  the  world  today  will 
seriously  examine  their  role  in  its  mission  to  those  who  live  in  the  world.  I 
believe  we  will  find  definite  room  for  improvement.  Today,  when  the  cry  of 
"discrimination"  is  so  great,  can  we  deny  the  fact  that  youth  and  adults  also 
should  be  working  together  on  a  partnership  basis  in  ministering  to  their  com- 
munities? When  we  have  answered  that  question  in  our  own  minds,  we  must 
then   channel    it   into   direct  and   positive   ACTION! 

To  all  of  those  who  have  struggled  this  year  to  help  strengthen  the  effect- 
ness  of  youth   ministry   in   the   North   Carolina   Synod,    I    say  thank   you.

He 
said  that  youth  have  outgrown  the  Luther  League  as  such  and  are  yearning  tc 
take  their  place  in  the  total  life  of  the  church.

Memorial  Service 

A  memorial  service  was  held  for  pastors  Ernest  Robinson  Lineberger,  Sr. 
and  Roy  Tays  Troutman,  deceased  since  the  last  convention. 

The  Rev.  Wilford  Lyerly,  secretary  and  necrologist,  served  as  liturgist,  using 
the  Order  for  the  Burial  of  the  Dead. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Ray  R.  Fisher,  convention  chaplain,  delivered  the  sermon 
which  had  as  its  ^ext,  John   1  1 :25. 
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The  Rev.   Ernest  Robinson    Lineberger,   B.D.,   M.A. 

The  Reverend  Ernest  Robinson  Lineberger,  Sr.,  75  died  October  3,  1967 
at  the  Southeastern  General  Hospital  in  Lumberton  following  nine  months  of 
declining   health. 

He  was  born  January  12,  1892,  in  Gaston  County.  He  graduated  from 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  Hickory,  in  1922  and  from  the  Lutheran  Theological 
Southern  Seminary,  Columbia,  S.  C,  in  1925.  He  received  his  master  of  arts 
degree  from  the  University  of  South  Carolina.  He  was  the  field  secretary  for 
the  synodical   Luther  League  during  the  summers  of   1921-22. 

He  was  ordained  by  the  North  Carolina  Synod  in  1925,  and  was  married 
the  same  year  to   Irene  Victoria   Buckman   of   Newport  News,   Virginia. 

He  served  the  following  parishes:  St.  Mark,  Asheville,  1925-36,  also 
serving  the  mission  at  Andrews  for  one  year;  St.  James-Ebenezer,  Catawba 
County,  1936-47;  Christ,  East  Spencer,  1948-51;  organizer  and  pastor  of  St. 
Mark,  Lumberton,   1951-62.    He  retired  in   1962  at  Lumberton. 

He  served  as  president  of  the  Western  Conference  of  the  predecessor  synod, 
1939-40,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College, 
1953-56.  He  also  served  on  the  ministerial  education,  examining,  and  steward- 
ship committees  of  the  synod. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife;  a  son,  Commander  Ernest  Robinson  Lineberger, 
Jr.,  chaplain  in  the  United  States  Navy  since  1951,  now  stationed  at  Camp 
Lejeune,  Jacksonville;  and  a  daughter,   Ruth  May  Lineberger  of  New  York  City. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  October  5  at  2  p.m.  in  St.  Mark's  Lutheran 
Church,  Lumberton,  with  the  Rev.  Harvey  Blume,  pastor,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  George 
R.  Whittecar,  president  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  officiating.  Interment  was 
made  in  the  Peninsula  Memorial  Park,  Newport  News,  Va. 
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The  Rev.  Roy  Toys  Troutmon,  B.D.,  S.T.M. 

The  Rev.  Roy  Toys  Troutman,  S.T.M. ,  79,  died  December  30,  1967  in  the 
Cabarrus  Memorial  Hospital,  Concord,  following  a  period  of  declining  health. 

He  was  born  in  Iredell  County  in  1888.  He  graduated  from  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College,  Hickory,  in  1915  and  from  the  Lutheran  Theological  Southern  Seminary 
in  1918  and  later,  received  the  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree  in  1924.  He  received 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Sacred  Theology  from  the  Chicago  Theological  Seminary 
in    1924. 

He  was  first  married  to  Laura  Janet  Bradford  of  Iredell  County  in  1918, 
who  died  in  1920.  He  married  Mary  Ella  Cline  of  Concord  in  1921,  who  survives 
along  with  a  daughter  by  his  first  marriage,  Geraldine  Grey  (Mrs.  George  P. 
Killinger)  of  Jacksonville,   Fla. 

Ordained  in  1918,  Pastor  Troutman  served  the  following  parishes:  Salem- 
Grace,  Rowan  County,  1918-20;  St.  John,  Cabarrus  County,  1921-23;  Holy 
Trinity,  Charlotte,  1924-27;  College  Church,  Salem,  Va.,  1927-34;  Bethany, 
Lexington,  Va.,  1934-42;  Resurrection,  Daytona  Beach,  Fla.  1942-46;  Bedford 
County  Parish,  Tennessee,  1946-48;  Bethel  Parish,  Springfield,  Ga.,  1948-53; 
St.   James,   Lexington,   S.   C,    1953-58. 

He  served  as  president  of  the  Roanoke  Conference  of  the  Virginia  Synod, 
1930-31,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lutheran  Children's 
Home  of  the  South,  Salem,  Va.,  1943-44;  and  as  secretary  of  the  Georgia-Ala- 
bama Synod  (UCLA),   1951-53. 

Retiring  in  1958,  he  transferred  to  the  North  Carolina  Synod  in  the  same 
year.     He  and   Mrs.   Troutman   made   their   home   in   Concord. 

The  Funeral  Service  was  held  New  Year's  Day  in  St.  John,  Cabarrus  County, 
and  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  T.  C.  Plexico,  pastor  of  St.  James,  Concord,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar,  president  of  the  N.  C.  Synod;  the  Rev.  Donald 
Hanberry,  pastor  of  Trinity,  Landis;  and  the  Rev.  Ernest  Burns,  pastor  of  Summer 
Memorial,  Newberry,  the  latter  two  being  sons  of  the  congregations  he  served. 
Interment  was  made   in   St.   John's  cemetery. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON   REFERENCE  AND  COUNSEL 

Pastor  Albert  Keck,  Jr.,  chairman,  reported  as  follows: 

1 .  We  recommend  that  immediately  after  the  presentation  of  Dr.  Lundeen 
this  afternoon  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Social  Ministry  be  continued, 
including  recommendations  by  the  Board  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes,  and 
that  thirty  minutes  be  given  for  this  purpose. 

2.  Notice  is  hereby  given  of  the  following  proposed  amendment  to  the 
by-laws: 

That  the  By-Laws,  Section  1 — Conventions,  be  amended  by  the  addition 
of  Item  F.  Parliamentarian: 

F.  The  president  of  synod  shall  appoint  a  competent  parliamentarian  for 
each  convention  of  synod  to  rule  on  points  of  procedure  when  such  information 
is  requested  by  the  presiding  officer. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Presentation  by  Dr.  Lundeen 

Dr.  Lundeen  was  recognized  for  the  second  part  of  his  presentation  on  the 
state  of  the  church.  He  answered  a  number  of  questions  which  had  been  called 
to  his  attention.  He  answered  that  a  selective  conscientious  objector  is  tha> 
individual  who  may  not  have  an  absolute  objection  to  war  but  to  a  particular 
war  or  to  a  particular  phase  of  that  war.  Other  questions  discussed  were  capital 
punishment  and  social  security  for  pastors,  the  latter  of  which  he  directed  com- 
munications to  the  Board  of  Pensions. 

He  described  delegated  representation  at  church  conventions  as  a  vital  part 
of  the  democratic  process,  and  explained  the  right  and  procedure  of  congrega- 
tions to  petition  the  church  as  stated  in  Article  Six,  Section  4  of  the  LCA 
constitution. 

He  also  spoke  of  the  Manifesto  adopted  by  the  1966  convention  of  the 
church  which  has  as  its  purpose  the  renewal  of  life  in  the  church  and  urged  its 
use  in  dealing  with  many  of  our  present  day  situations.  He  saw  no  other 
course  for  the  church  than  to  be  involved  in  social  action  due  to  the  circum- 
stances and  challenges  of  the  day.  He  also  urged  our  renewal  of  confidence  in 
the  church  and  in  the  fact  that  it  has  a  special  contribution  to  make  through 
the  reconciling  power  of  the  gospel  without  which  there  can  be  no  redemptive 
work  in  our  society.  He  said  that  our  task  is  not  to  defend  buildings,  not  even 
the  gospej,  but  to  proclaim  it,  believe  it,  and  practice  it. 

Dr.   Lundeen  closed  his  presentation   bv   reading    1    Timothy  3:    4-10. 

President  Whittecar  expressed  the  appreciation  of  the  convention  to  Dr. 
Lundeen  for  his  inspiring  presence  and  his  forceful  presentations. 

On  motion  of  pastor  K.  Y.  Huddle,  the  convention  showed  its  appreciation 
by  a  rising  vote. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Social  Ministry  (Continued) 

The  report  of  this  committee  was  resumed  by  previous  action  of  the  con- 
vention. 

Board    president    Robert    Peery    presented    the    following    motion: 

That  the  synod   approve   the   feasibility   survey   by   the    LLM   Fund 

Raising   and  Counseling   Service   preparatory  to  the    1969   capital   funds 

campaign    for    North    Carolina    Lutheran    Homes    and   that   Mr.    John    I. 

Van  Iderstine  be  heard  concerning  this  feasibility  survey. 

Mr.  Van  Iderstine  was  recognized  and  spoke  of  the  value  of  the  feasibility 
study  to  determine  prospective  leadership  and  the  degree  of  willingness  to 
support  the  Campaign. 

The  above  motion  was  adopted. 

Pastor  John  Barringer  moved  the  following: 

That   the    Board   of   Trustees    of    North    Carolina    Lutheran    Homes 

be   authorized    by   the   synod    to    pursue    its   application    for   the    use   of 

Hill    Burton    (federal)    funds   in   the   construction   of  the   infirmary   wing 

of  the  Albemarle  unit. 

He  then  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion.  Those  participating  in  the  discussion 
were  pastors  John  Pless,   Elmer  Sundlie,  Voigt  Cromer,   and  Walter  Yount. 

Pastor  Roger  Wood  moved  the  previous  question,  and  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  above  motion  was  put  to  the  convention  and  prevailed. 
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Lowman  Home 

Chairman   Robinson   then  presented   recommendation  two  of  the  committee's 
report,  and  called  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Lowman  Home. 
Recommendation  two  was  adopted. 

Lutheran  Children's  Home  of  the  South 

Recommendation  three  was  presented  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Roy  Hendrickson,  executive  director,  was  recognized  and  brought 
greetings  from  the  Home.  He  said  that  the  ultimate  test  of  the  Home's  ministry 
is  how  much  do  we  help  the  child.  His  greetings  consisted  of  three  striking 
imperatives,  pray,  visit,  and  give.  In  closing,  he  solicited  help  for  personnel 
at  the  Home. 

Recommendation  four  was  presented  and  adapted. 

Pastor  J.  White  Iddings  was  heard  in  this  connection,  and  spoke  of  his 
three  years  of  service  to  Lutheran  patients  as  institutional  chaplain  in  the 
Durham  area. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Campus  Ministry 

The  responsibilities,  objectives,  and  efforts  of  our  committee  can  be  sum- 
marized  by  a   statement  from  A   Manual   for   Lutheran   Campus   Work   Agencies. 

It  reads: 

"Our  objective  in  the  field  of  higher  education  is  the  integration  of  a 
person's  total  academic  experience  in  terms  of  the  Christian  faith,  so  that 
the  Truth  of  Christ  becomes  relevant  to  each  discipline,  to  education  as  a 
whole,  and  to  every  aspect  of  life.  This  means  that  we  seek  to  communicate 
the  Gospel  in  academic  communities  so  that  men  may  be  won  for  Christ 
and  his  Church  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  may  grow  in  grace  as 
they  live  in  these  communities  and  make  their  witness  with  fellow  Christians. 
We  seek  to  bring  a  complete  ministry  to  these  communities." 
Our  constant  efforts  are  to  try  to  fulfill  these   lofty  goals. 

Our  committee  is  to  oversee  the  programs  of  ministry  conducted  on  campuses 
in  North  Carolina  exclusive  of  that  of  Lenoir  Rhyne.  Areas  of  concern  for  this 
committtee  are  rather  extensive  since  there  are  in  excess  of  5,000  Lutheran 
students  attending  more  than  70  colleges  and  universities  in  this  state  during 
the  1967-68  academic  year.  The  synod,  through  our  committee,  financially 
supports  the  ministry  to  students  at  10  institutions.  In  addition,  we  have  contact 
pastors  serving  the  spiritual  needs  of  Lutheran  students  at  23  other  institutions. 
Our  responsibilities  have  been  enlarged  greatly  during  the  last  several  years 
because  of  CAMPUS.  Prodigious  amounts  of  time,  effort,  and  consideration  have 
been  spent  by  us  to  expend  CAMPUS  funds  wisely  and  effectively. 

Our  committee  works  very  closely  with  the  National  Lutheran  Campus 
Ministry  (NLCM),  an  agency  supported  by  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  and 
the  American  Lutheran  Church.  The  Reverend  Robert  G.  Walker,  Southeastern 
Regional  Director,  NLCM,  has  been  a  most  important  friend  and  adviser  to  us.  He 
effectively  serves  to  coordinate  the  many  campus  ministry  programs  and  the 
pastors  responsible  for  these  programs.  It  is  an  honor  to  recognize  Pastor  Walker 
for  his  wise  counsel,  his  keen  perceptions,  and  his  total  dedication  to  furthering 
Christ's  kingdom   through  ministry   in   higher  educaton. 

The  Committee  on  Campus  Ministry,  formerly  called  the  Committee  on 
College  and  University  Work,  met  four  times  since  the  last  convention  of  synod, 
with  meetings  being  held  in  Charlotte,  Greenville,  Chapel  Hill,  and  Salisbury. 
Each  meeting  has  been  concerned  with  the  on-going  programs  of  campus  ministry 
as  well  as  planning  for  the  disposition  of  CAMPUS  funds.  A  discussion  of  the 
on-going  concerns  will  appear  first,  while  that  of  the  CAMPUS  campaign  and 
the  expenditure  of  CAMPUS  funds  will  follow. 

ON-GOING  PROGRAM 

Our  on-going  program  varies  widely  from  one  institution  to  another  depending 
primarily  upon  numbers  of  Lutheran  students  enrolled.  The  programs  vary  also 
due  to  the  proximity  of  established  churches  and  to  projected  student  enrollments. 
Using  these  criteria,  we  arbitrarily  recognize  three  degrees  in  our  campus  ministry. 
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They  are: 

1.  Agencies  at  Large  Institutions  —  Where  there  is  a  large  concentration  of 
Lutheran  students,  an  agency  is  established  and  financially  supported  by 
the  NLCM,  the  N.  C.  Synod,  the  American  Lutheran  Church,  and  some  local 
sources. 

The   three  agencies   in   this   state   are: 

A.  Chape!   Hill,   Holy  Trinity,  the   Rev.    Frank  C.    Perry,   Pastor. 

This  congregation  and  pastor  conduct  the  ministry  to  the  students  attending 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel   Hill. 

B.  Raleigh,  Holy  Trinity,  the  Rev.  John  W.  Cobb,  Pastor. 

This  congregation  and  pastor  conduct  the  ministry  to  students  attending 
North  Carolina  State  University  as  well  as  to  students  at  nearby  colleges 
(St.  Mary,   Peace,  Meredith,  Shaw,  and  St.  Augustine). 

C.  Durham-Greensboro  Area,  the  Rev.  William  R.  Patton,  Campus  Pastor. 
The  campus  ministry  program  in  the  Durham-Greensboro  area  is  conducted 
chiefly  at  Duke  University  and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Greens- 
boro. This  ministry  is  governed  by  the  Lutheran  Student  Foundation  of 
Durham.  The  Foundation's  elected  Campus  Pastor,  the  Rev.  William  R. 
Patton,  conducts  the  full-time  program  of  campus  ministry  to  students  at 
Duke  and  UNC-G.  In  addition  to  his  duties  at  these  two  institutions,  Pastor 
Patton  serves  as  Contact  Pastor  for  Lutheran  students  attending  North 
Carolina   College,  Greensboro  College,   Guilford   College,   and   A.   &  T.   State.

The  current  status  of  CAMPUS,  after  21  months  duration,  is  very  much  a 
paradox  to  our  committee.  On  the  one  hand,  we  are  elated  to  have  over  $160,- 
000  to  spend  on  physical  structures  for  our  campus  ministry.  This  is  far  more 
money  than  has  ever  been  available  heretofore  to  implement  the  Lutheran  wit- 
ness on  campuses  in  this  state.  A  great  many  North  Carolina  Lutherans  have 
seen  the  importance  of  CAMPUS  and  have  contributed  liberally  by  giving  of 
themselves,  their  time,  and  money  to  this  cause.  To  all  these  people,  sincere 
appreciation  is  extended.  On  the  other  hand,  this  committee  is  deeply  concerned 
over  the  apathy  and  indifference  of  many  individuals  and  some  congregations 
toward  this  vital  ministry  to  college  students.  We  are  a  long  way  from  our 
financial  goal  of  $600,000.  Many  carefully  laid  plans,  therefore,  will  now 
have  to  be  greatly  modified  proportionate  to  actual   receipts. 

This  committee  has  continued  to  promote  CAMPUS  during  the  past  year. 
We  have  publicized  CAMPUS  in  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  with  progress 
reports  and  news  articles.  Members  of  this  committee  made  presentations  to  the 
1967    NCLLU    Convention    and    to    each    of   the    LCW    Fall    District    meetings    in 
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1967.    Efforts  are  now  underway  to  solicit  interested  persons  and  foundations  for 
special  gifts. 

Our  committee  appeals  to  all  pastors  and  lay  persons  to  urge  their  congre- 
gations to  increase  their  CAMPUS  payments.  The  campaign  is  officially  over  in 
December,  1968,  and  each  congregation  is  urged  to  exert  all  possible  efforts  to 
remit  the  amounts  acknowledged  for  CAMPUS  and  more  if  possible.  It  is  through 
this  synod-wide  endeavor  that  we  can  more  effectively  implement  our  programs 
of  academic  evangelism. 

EXPENDITURES  OF  CAMPUS  FUNDS 

For  the  past  two  years,  a  large  proportion  of  each  committee  meeting  was 
devoted  to  the  wise,  careful  expenditure  of  a  number  of  CAMPUS  grants.  The 
following   is  a  brief  mention  of  the  grants  made  for  each  campus: 

1.  Holy  Trinity,  Raleigh,  $33,000.  CAMPUS  funds  were  used  to  help  finance 
the  construction  of  this  congregation's  sanctuary.  About  $3,000  of  this 
grant  was  used  to  furnish  the  student  lounge  and  the  office  of  the  Campus 
Pastor   (or   Intern). 

2.  Lutheran  Student  Foundation  of  Durham 

A.  Duke  University,  lease  on  lot,  $4,755.  A  decision  to  build  a  separate 
Lutheran  Student  Center  has  not  been  made  as  yet.  An  alternative  is 
to  acquire  part  ownership  in  an  existing  center  now  owned  by  another 
denomination. 

B.  UNC-G,  $60,000.  A  lot  was  purchased  in  1965  for  $10,000  and  the 
additional  grant  was  to  be  used  to  erect  and  furnish  a  center.  A  very 
strong    possibility   now   exists   that   a    religious   activities-chapel    building 

will  be  constructed  in  the  immediate  future.  The  ecumenical  center  idea 
has  the  support  of  the  Foundation  and  if  it  is  to  be  a  reality,  we 
will  contribute  to  the  construction  costs.  Our  share  in  this  venture  will 
probably  be  less  than  $60,000;  thus,  some  money  will  be  freed  for  use 
at  other  campuses. 

3.  Holy  Trinity,  Chapel  Hill,  $10,000.  One  half  has  been  funded,  and  the 
remaining  $5,000  is  to  be  granted  by  December,  1968.  This  money  is  to 
be  used  in  the  expansion  of  facilities. 

4.  Our  Redeemer,  Greenville,  $6,000.  This  amount  is  to  be  used  by  this  con- 
gregation in  reducing  the  indebtedness  on  its  facilities,  and  will  enable 
it  to  more  effectively  conduct  its  campus  minstry. 

Careful  considerations  will  be  given  to  future  requests  for  CAMPUS  funds 
for  a  number  of  other  campuses.  Funds  are  needed  and  will  be  requested  for: 
UNC  at  Chapel  Hill,  Duke,  Appalachian,  UNC  at  Charlotte,  Wilmington,  and 
perhaps  at  other  institutions.  The  needs  increase  and  the  requests  become  more 
urgent  for  CAMPUS  funds.  Thousands  of  Lutheran  students  in  this  state  can  be 
benefited   from  your  financial  support  of  CAMPUS.

The  report  was  presented  by  Dr.  Paul  Lutz,  chairman. 

Chairman  Lutz  introduced  the  report  by  referring  to  a  tract,  entitled,  "The 
Church  and  the  University  in  Ferment."  He  pointed  out  that  higher  education 
and  religious  faith  are  not  incompatible.  Furthermore,  he  said,  "religion  is  not 
some  contraband  which  churches  are  trying  to  smuggle  into  the  university. 
Rather,   religion   is  already  a  part  of  life  of  many  in  the  university." 

Chairman  Lutz  then  presented  pastor  Robert  Walker,  Southeastern  Re- 
gional Director  of  the  National  Lutheran  Campus  Ministry,  who  explained  the 
survey  showing  the  number  of  Lutheran  students  enrolled  and  anticipated 
enrollments  in  colleges  and  universities  in  the  state  as  copies  of  the  survey  were 
distributed  to  the  convention  delegates. 
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Campus  and  contact  pastors  were  then  recognized. 

The  report  included  testimonials  from  the  following  three  students  of  what 
the  campus  ministry  means  to  them:  Ruth  Kaemmerlen,  UNC,  Chapel  Hill; 
Bashkar  Raju,   N.  C.  State  University;   and   Pamela   Kluttz,   UNC,   Greensboro. 

Chairman  Lutz  called  attention  to  the  student  facility  at  the  host  church 
which  was  made  possible  from  Campus  funds,  and  urged  prayerful  and  financial 
support  of  the  Campus  program,  which,  he  said,  will  give  the  answer  to  what 
students  are  seeking  in  these  days  of  confusion  and  ferment. 

Copies  of  the  report  on  the  Campus  appeal  were  distributed. 

On  proper  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College 

This  account  covers  the  period  between  the  report  to  the  preceding  con- 
vention of  synod  and  December  31,  1967,  the  close  of  the  tenure  of  Dr.  Voigt  R. 
Cromer  as  president,  with  data  extending  into  1968  on  a  few  items.  Financial 
figures  are  for  the  fiscal  year  ended   June   30,    1967,   unless  otherwise    indicated. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  were  held  on  March  14  and  October  27, 
1967.  A  special  meeting  was  held  September  1,  1967.  The  Executive  Commit- 
tee met  four  times:  Mcy  11,  July  6,  September  18,  and  December  12,  1967. 
There  have  been  many  meetings  of  other  standing  committees  and  of  two  special 
committees.  The  officers  of  the  Board  are:  Harry  E.  Isenhour,  LL.D.,  chairman; 
Robert  R.  Rhyne,  Sr.,  vice  chairman;  the  Rev.  Albert  H.  Keck,  Jr.,  D.D.,  secretary; 
the  Rev.   R.   Douglas  Fritz,  assistant  secretary;    and  O.   Leonard  Moretz,   treasurer. 

Student  Statistics:  The  enrollment  for  the  first  semester  of  this  academic 
year  was  1305,  consisting  of  860  returning  students  and  445  entering  freshmen 
and  transfer  students.  Those  entering  were  selected  from  a  total  of  1216 
applicants,  and  many  late  inquirers  were  not  encouraged  to  apply  because  there 
was  no  prospect  of  being  able  to  admit  them.  Total  enrollment  was  approxi- 
mately 40  more  than  the  target  number,  due  primarily  to  the  failure  of  cancel- 
lations and  withdrawals  to  run  as  high  as  officials  had  estimated.  Even  so,  the 
student  faculty  ratio  of  15.5  to  1  was  lower  than  the  previous  year,  due  to  an 
increase  in  the  number  on  the  faculty.  The  second  semester  registration  totals 
1265. 

Evening  classes  are  not  being  conducted  during  the  1967-1968  session 
because  decreasing  attendance  no  longer  demonstrated  sufficient  need  to  justify 
the  program.  When  evening  classes  were  initiated,  it  was  with  the  understanding 
that  they  would  be  continued  only  if  the  enrollment  was  large  enough  to  make 
them    self-supporting    financially. 

The  1967  Summer  School  maintained  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  tradition  of  good 
attendance,  with  839  registered  for  the  first  term  and  572,  for  the  second.  The 
total    number   of    students,    excluding    duplicates,    was    958,    the    largest    summer 
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attendance  in  the  history  of  the  college.  There  are  benefits  in  high  utilization 
of  facilities  during  the  summer,  even  though  maintaining  this  may  require 
adjusting  to  a  scale  of  student  fees  and  faculty  remuneration  relatively  lower 
than  for  the  regular  session   in  the  years  ahead. 

During  1967  a  total  of  309  candidates  were  graduated  with  the  bachelor's 
degree — 233  on  May  29  and  76  on  August  18.  This  is  the  highest  number  for 
any  year  in  the  history  of  the  college.  Since  the  founding  in  1891,  6274  bac- 
calaureate degrees  have  been  conferred,  and  4052  of  these  have  been  during 
the  administration  of  President  Cromer.  Eight  certificates  for  the  one-year  course 
in  secretarial  science  were  awarded  May  29.  This  course  has  now  been  discon- 
tinued, as  previously  approved   by   the   Board. 

Staff:  Several  changes  of  administrative  officers  have  occurred  since  the 
last  report.    The  resignation  of  President  Cromer  became  effective  December  31, 

1967.  Dr.  Raymond  M.  Bost  was  elected  acting  president  for  the  interim  from 
January  1  until  the  date  a  new  president  is  named  and  assumes  office.  During 
this  period,  Dr.  Bost  is  serving  in  the  dual  capacity  of  ccademic  dean  and  presi- 
dent.    The    Board    elected    Dr.    Cromer    president    emeritus,    effective    January    1, 

1968,  and  also  administrative  consultant.  The  new  position  of  director  of  develop- 
ment has  been  filled  by  the  Board's  election  of  Mr.  Jeff  Norris  and  his  accep- 
tance. To  fill  the  office  vacated  by  Mr.  Norris,  the  Board  promoted  Mr.  James 
O.  Rice  from  the  role  of  assistant  to  the  position  of  director  of  alumni  affairs 
and  news  bureau.  Mr.  Robert  L.  Duncan  resigned  as  dean  of  students,  effective 
August  31,  1967,  and  the  vacancy  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the 
Rev.  L.  Adlai  Boyd  as  acting  dean  of  students  for  this  academic  year.  The 
professional  library  staff  has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  the  position  of 
acquisitions  librarian  which  was  filled  September  1,  1967,  by  Miss  Mary  Wise 
who  holds  the  M.S.  degree  in  Library  Science.  A  number  of  other  changes  and 
additions  have  been  made  on  the  administrative  staff  in  addition  to  the  officers 
listed   above. 

There  have  been  more  than  the  normal  number  of  faculty  changes  and 
additions  for  this  academic  year.  Seven  full-time  and  two  part-time  teachers 
resigned  for  various  reasons.  Four  teachers  have  been  granted  leave  of  absence 
for  the  year  to  engage  in  advanced  study.  As  replacements  and  additions  on  the 
instructional  staff,  there  are  fourteen  full-time  and  five  part-time  new  teachers. 
Two  more  full-time  and  three  part-time  teachers  were  added  for  the  second 
semester.  At  this  time  the  teaching  faculty  numbers  78  full-time  and  14  part- 
time    members. 

Academic  Program:  Increasing  effort  is  being  concentrated  upon  academic 
excellence.  One  aspect  of  this  is  the  enlargement  of  the  faculty  in  order  to  reduce 
the  teaching  load  of  many  instructors,  thus  affording  them  more  opportunity  for 
preparation  and  research  and  more  time  for  consultation  with  students.  Greater 
encouragement  and  assistance  are  offered  for  faculty  development.  In  addition 
to  the  four  professors  on  leave  for  the  year,  mentioned  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph, two  are  on  leave  during  the  second  semester  completing  their  doctoral 
programs.  Seven  faculty  members  were  engaged  in  advanced  study  at  graduate 
schools  during  the  past  summer. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  has  an  affiliate  artist  this  year,  being  one  of  several  LCA 
colleges  participating  in  a  pilot  project  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of 
College  Educaton  and  Church  Vocations  and  Affiliate  Artists,  Inc.  The  artist, 
Miss  Kathleen  Quillen,  is  an  accomplished  organist.  In  addition  to  on-campus 
service,  various  types  of  off-campus  presentations  are  arranged  in  strategic 
centers   of    the    college's    geographic    area. 

The  honors  program  is  being  extended  and  mere  provision  for  independent 
study  is  being  offered  students  demonstrating  the  necessary  ability  and  motiva- 
tion. This  is  the  first  year  that  all  candidates  for  graduation  are  required  to  take 
the  Graduate  Record  Examination  of  the  Educational  Testing  Service,  which  has 
previously  been  on  a  voluntary  basis.  Applicants  for  admission  are  now  required 
to  take  College  Board  Achievement  Tests  in  English  composition,  foreign  languages, 
and  mathematics,  in  addition  to  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests.  There  is  also 
systematic  promotion  by  the  academic  dean  of  interdepartmental  communication, 
correlation  of  departmental  programs,  innovative  ideas  for  increasing  academic 
achievement,  curriculum  revision,  and  continuous  evaluation  of  teaching  methods. 
These  are  representative  of  the  various  kinds  of  thought  and  endeavor  related  to 
the  advancement  of  the  educational   program. 
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Finances:  The  condition  of  the  various  funds  of  the  college  is  reflected  in  the 
attached  comparative  Balance  Sheet  and  Operating  Statement  certified  by  the 
auditor.  The  auditor's  detailed  report,  consisting  of  36  pages,  is  available  to  the 
convention  for  any  who  may  desire  to  examine  it. 

The  college  has  continued  to  operate  within  its  income,  as  has  been  the 
case  each  year  during  Dr.  Cromer's  presidency.  Income  for  current  operation  was 
$2,331,571.06  with  exepnditures  of  $2,291,258.19,  resulting  in  a  net  gain  of 
$40,312.87  in  the  fund  equity:  $2,564.11  of  this  is  in  the  Current  Fund;  $12,- 
488.48,  in  the  Dormitory  System  Revenue  Fund;  $23,708.12,  in  the  College  Center 
Revenue  Fund;  and  $1,552.16,  in  the  Athletic  Concession  Fund.  The  income  for 
operating  purposes  included  receipts  of  $113,433.09  from  the  North  Carolina 
Synod,  $39,964.50  from  the  Loyalty  Fund,  $31,317.83  from  the  North  Carolina 
Foundation  of  Church-Related  Colleges,  $15,734.50  from  the  Martin  Luther  Ste- 
vens Fund,  $78,667.52  from  the  General  Endowment,  and  $13,199.06  from  the 
Ford  Foundation  Fund.  Endowment  investments  produced  an  average  yield  of  5.6%. 

Grants  from  government  sources  during  the  year  included  $3,900  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation  for  laboratory  equipment,  $5,000  under  Title  II, 
Higher  Education  Act,  for  library  materials,  and  $24,881.56  under  Title  IV,  Higher 
Education  Act,  for  instructional  equipment  and  supplies. 

The  "Fund  for  Progress"  account,  as  of  February  9,  1968,  reflected  total 
receipts  of  $1,667,054.13  on  pledges  of  $1,813,795.47.  It  is  recognized  that 
many  unpaid  pledges  are  due  to  death  or  adversity.  Other  subscribers  with  balan- 
ces due  have  the  ability  and,  we  hope,  the  intention  of  fulfilling  their  commit- 
ments. The  noteworthy  response  of  payments  in  the  amount  of  $54,809.21  during 
the  past  year  is  evidence  of  this  fact. 

Of  the  many  pressures  on  privately  supported  colleges  today,  the  most  critical 
for  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  adequate  remuneration  of  staff.  A  significant  increase  in 
salaries  is  necessary  for  the  retention  and  recruitment  of  highly  qualified  faculty 
members.  Corrective  measures  are  necessary  when  our  schedule  is  far  below  the 
national  average  and  falls  considerably  short  of  the  average  for  the  colleges  in 
the  Southeast.  After  a  thorough  analysis  of  the  situation,  the  Board  voted  to 
increase  tuition  $200  for  the  academic  year  1968-1969  and  to  make  small 
adjustments  in  dormitory  rentals  and  fees.  After  these  adjustments,  the  cost  will 
still  be  lower  than  the  overage  for  similar  institutions.  To  supplement  operating 
income,  synod  is  requested  to  increase  its  budgetary  grant  $15,000.  Along  with 
these  increases,  alumni  and  development  support  must  be  a  prime  concern,  and 
every  economy  must  continue  to  be  exercised  in  the  management  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

Physical  Planf:  The  Carl  A.  Rudisill  Library  addition  and  renovation  was 
completed  during  the  summer  and  the  use  of  the  entire  building  began  at  the 
opening  of  the  academic  year  in  September.  The  enlarged  and  remodeled  facility 
was  dedicated  in  an  appropriate  ceremony  October  22,  1967,  with  Dr.  William  C. 
Archie,  executive  director  of  the  Mary  Reynolds  Babcock  Foundation,  as  the  guest 
speaker.  The  new  section  of  the  buiiding  is  a  memorial  to  Ben  Richard  Rudisill 
and  his  wife,  Dorothy  Butler  Rudisill,  the  son  and  the  daughter-in-law  of  the  late 
Carl  A.  Rudisill  and  his  widow.  The  major  gift  for  the  enlargement  was  received 
from  the  Carl  A.   Rudisill   Foundation. 

The  addition  which  doubles  the  size  of  the  library  is  functional  and  con- 
temporary in  design.  So  compatible  is  the  correlation  with  the  original  building 
that  space  and  function  blend  together  in  unbroken  harmony.  The  cost  of  the 
library  project,  including  enlargement,  alterations,  renovation,  furnishings,  and 
equipment  was  approximately  $765,051.37. 

P.  E.  Monroe  Auditorium  has  been  air-conditioned  by  the  installation  of 
cooling  equipment.  In  the  erection  of  the  building  the  air-circulation  system  was 
made  adequate  for  cooling  as  well  as  heating.  Cost  of  the  equipment  and  the 
installation,  including  the  base  and  the  wall  enclosure  for  chilling  and  water-cooling 
units,  is  approximately  $53,000.  This  improvement  has  been  urgently  needed  to 
make  the  building  comfortable  for  use  in  warm  weather. 

A  new  dormitory  for  men  is  now  under  construction  and  is  sheduled  for 
occupancy  at  the  opening  of  the  1968-1969  session.  The  building  will  have  a 
capacity  of  164  students  on  three  floors  and  will  be  air-conditioned.  Room 
arrangement  is  in  suites  of  two  with  connecting  bath  between  them.  The  dormitory 
is  being  financed  on  a  self-liquidating  plan  with  a  3%  government  loan  through 
the  College  Facilities  Administration.    The  Board  awarded  the  general  construction 
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contract  to  Guy  Frye  &  Sons  on  the  low  bid  of  $554,758.  The  anticipated  project 
cost,  including  fees  and  various  incidental  expenses,  is  $622,598.  The  primary 
purpose  and  need  of  the  building  is  to  increase  the  ratio  of  students  living  on- 
campus  and  to  serve  commuting  students  who  desire  dormitory  accommodations. 

Development  Program:  Encouraging  progress  has  been  made  in  establishing 
the  office  of  development,  compiling  information,  charting  a  systematic  plan  of 
operation,  and  establishing  important  contacts  since  Director  Jeff  Norris  assumed 
his  new  position.  A  survey-study  of  significant  scope  and  depth  by  a  competent 
consultant  produced  results  which  are  valuable  in  identifying  Lenoir  Rhyne's  needs 
and  potential   in  the  area   of  development. 

Upon  the  authorization  unanimously  voted  by  the  1967  convention  of  synod, 
progress  is  being  made  in  the  formation  of  the  Development  Board  under  the 
studied  supervision  of  a  competent  committee.  A  careful  screening  process  is 
being  used  in  the  selection  of  prospects  in  order  to  achieve  a  balanced  represen- 
tation of  highly  qualified  and  influential  persons  in  business  and  the  professions 
serving  on  the  Development  Board.  The  high  percentage  of  acceptances  from 
those  approached  is  encouraging.  Membership  of  the  Development  Board  presently 
consists  of  nineteen  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  five  ex  officio  members. 
The  first  meeting  was  held  on  December  7,  1967,  with  seventeen  members  present. 
This  session  was  devoted  to  orientation,  getting  better  acquainted  with  one  another 
and  with  the  college,  and  discussion  of  purpose,  objectives,  and  initial  steps  of 
organization.  A  steering  committee,  chaired  by  Mr.  James  D.  Barbee,  executive 
vice  president  of  Burlington  Industries,  Inc.,  is  drafting  agenda  and  proposals  for 
the  organizational  meeting  which  is  scheduled  for  April  24.  Some  additional 
members  probably  will  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  meeting  March 

29.  A  supplementary  progress   report  will   be  given   at   the   convention. 
Addenda:     The   first   Parents'    Day  was   held   at    Lenoir   Rhyne   on   September 

30,  1967.  The  initiative  in  sponsoring  the  event  was  taken  by  the  Program 
Board  of  the  College  Center,  but  the  preparation  and  program  for  the  day  in- 
volved participation  by  students,  faculty,  and  administration.  Many  of  the 
campus  organizations  provided  special  events  or  services.  Parents  had  oppor- 
tunity to  visit  in  the  dormitories,  attend  classes,  meet  the  faculty,  learn  about 
the  administration,  see  the  Bears  win  a  football  game,  enjoy  entertainment  by 
student  talent,  and  observe  various  other  aspects  of  college  life.  Only  favorable 
reactions  to  the  occasion  have  been  received  and  there  have  been  many  of  these. 
Letters  of  appreciation  have  been  written  by  a  number  of  parents.  Repeatedly, 
the  comment  has  been  heard  that  this  was  the  most  delightful  and  effective 
public    relations   event    ever   held    on    the    campus. 

Deciding  on  the  content  of  a  report  to  synod  is  a  highly  selective  process 
and  much  pertinent  material  must  be  omitted.  The  conclusion  to  this  report 
cannot  omit  an  expression  of  the  immeasurable  gratitude  of  the  retiring  president 
for  the  privilege  of  serving  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  in  this  position,  for  the  strong 
support  the  college  receives  from  synod  and  from  its  other  constituency,  and 
for  the  personal  encouragement  and  cooperation  which  he  has  experienced  in 
his  official  capacity.  The  Board  of  Trustees  likewise  expresses  appreciation  for 
the  faithful  service  of  the  members  of  the  staff  and  for  the  participation  of  the 
loyal  constituency  whose  contributions  are  essential  for  our  college  to  fulfill  her 
mission.

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  statement  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College, 
Hickory,  North  Carolina,  as  of  June  30,  1967,  and  the  related  operating  state- 
ment of  income  and  expenditures,  and  changes  in  fund  balances  for  the  year  then 
ended.

We  made  a   similar  examination   for  the  year  ended   June   30,    1966. 

In  accordance  with   practices  followed   by   nonprofit  educational    institutions, 
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no  provision  has  been  made  for  depreciation  of  educational  plant  nor  has  accrued 
interest  receivable  on  investments  or  prepaid  expenses  been  given  effect  in  the 
accounts. 

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  comparative  balance  sheet  and  operating 
statements,  and  related  notes,  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College  at  June  30,  1967  and  1966,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for 
the  years  ended  those  dates,  and  were  prepared  in  conformity  with  accounting 
practices  generally  followed  by  educational  institutions  applied  on  a  consistent 
basis  for  the  two  years.

Supplemental  Report 

of   the 

Board   of   Trustees   of  Lenoir  Rbyne   College 

May  7,    1968 

The  following  information  is  presented  to  the  synod  as  a  reflection  of 
developments  at  the  college  during  the  first  four  months  of  the  calendar  year 
1968. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  held  meetings  on  January  18, 
March  1,  and  March  29.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Bocrd  was  held  en  March  1. 
The   regular  spring   meeting   of  the   Board  was   held   on   March   29. 

Staff.  On  March  1,  1968,  the  Committee  to  Nominate  a  President  for 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College  presented  to  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
its  nomination  of  the  Rev.  Raymond  Morris  Bost,  Ph.D.,  Academic  Dean  anu 
Acting  President,  to  become  the  seventh  President  of  the  college.  Aftet 
appropriate  consideration  of  the  report,  the  Board  unanimously  elected  the 
nominee.  Dr.  Bost  submitted  to  the  Board  his  resignation  as  Academic  Dean 
and  announced  his  acceptance  of  the  Board's  election  to  the  presidency.  The 
inauguration  of  the  President-Elect  is  scheduled  for  November  16,  1968. 
Details  regarding  the  inauguration  will  be  announced  in  the  fall. 

A  permanent  replacement  for  Mr.  Robert  L.  Duncan,  former  Dean  of 
Students,  has  recently  been  secured  in  the  person  of  Mr.  William  M.  Malloy  of 
Columbus,  Ohio.  Mr.  Malloy,  whose  background  of  experience  and  professional 
training  eminently  qualify  him  for  his  new  assignment,  will  assume  his  new 
office  on  July  1  5. 

A  number  of  new  faculty  members  are  expected  to  join  our  staff  in 
September.  Some  of  these  will  be  replacements  for  persons  retiring,  leaving 
our  staff,  or  taking  leaves  of  absence.  The  majority  of  the  new  teachers  will 
be  additions  to  our  staff.  Their  presence  will  make  possible  movement  toward 
the  highly  desirable  academic  goals  noted   in  an  earlier  portion  of  this   report. 

Significant  progress  is  being  made  in  increasing  the  number  of  our  faculty 
who  have  earned  the  doctor's  degree.  Two  persons  holding  doctorates  joined 
the  staff  in  January.  Six  persons  coming  in  September  either  now  have,  or 
expect  to  have  by  the  end  of  August,  an  earned  doctorate.  There  is  also  a 
strong  likelihood  that  at  least  two  of  the  present  staff  members  will  have 
completed  their  doctoral  programs  before  the  fall  term  begins. 

Academic  Program.  The  faculty  continues  to  give  evidence  of  its  commit- 
ment to  strengthen  the  quality  of  the  academic  program.  Procedures  relative 
to  the  dropping  of  courses  have  recently  been  revised  so  as  to  discourage 
students  from  dropping  courses  simply  because  they  are  difficult.  We  have 
recently  committed  ourselves  to  participation  in  the  Advanced  Placement  Pro- 
gram of  the  College  Entrance  Examination   Board.      Under  this  program  students 
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can  earn  college  credits  by  presenting  evidence  that  they  have  achieved 
significant  levels  of  learning  in  the  Advanced  Placement  courses  that  are  in- 
creasingly being  made  available  in  our  larger  high  schools. 

Students.  In  January  the  Admissions  Office  acted  upon  the  applications 
of  students  wishing  to  enroll  in  September.  As  is  customary,  more  students 
were  accepted  than  we  could  enroll,  in  recognition  of  the  fact  that  many  students 
make  application  to  several  institutions.  Each  year  we  must  regretfully  report 
to  many  applying  after  January  15  that  their  applications  arrived  too  late  tc 
receive  appropriate  consideration. 

At  its  spring  meeting  the  Board  of  Trustees  created  new  academic  scholar- 
ships to  support  Trustees'  Scholars  in  Honors.  These  scholarships,  providing  for 
complete  remission  of  tuition  and  fees,  will  be  awarded  only  to  students  demon- 
strating unusual  academic  promise.  Four  Trustees'  Scholars  have  been  named 
for  the  1968-69  academic  year. 

Construction  on  the  new  dormitory  for  men  has  suffered  some  delays  and 
it  now  appears  doubtful  that  it  will  be  available  for  occupancy  when  the  fall 
semester  begins  on  August  26.  Should  it  not  be  completed,  temporary  housing 
will   be  arranged  in  the  community  until  the  dormitory  can  be  occupied. 

The  students'  costs  will  be  increased  this  fall.  The  dormitory  student  will 
pay  approximately  $1,650  for  the  1968-69  academic  year.  This  compares 
with  $2,350  at  Roanoke  College  and  $1,875  at  Newberry  College  for  the  1967-68 
year.  The  income  provided  by  this  increase  is  making  possible  additions  to  the 
faculty  and  improvement  in  the  remuneration  provided  for  members  of  the 
instructional    staff. 

Development.  The  Development  Board  held  its  spring  meeting  on  April 
24.  This  important  resource  of  the  college  is  now  composed  of  the  following 
persons:

Suggested  Rules  of  Procedure 

of  the 

Development  Board 

of 

Lenoir  Rhyne  College 

PREAMBLE 

In  order  to  expedite  the  progress  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  adopts  these  Rules  of  Procedure  hereby  consti- 
tuting and  activating  the  Development  Board  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  as 
recommended    by   the    Board   of   Trustees   and    authorized    by   the    North    Caroline 
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Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

Article   I.      NAME 

The  name  of  the  organization  shall  be  the  Development  Board  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College. 

Article    II.       PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  the  Development  Board  shall  be  to  assist  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  in  the  achievement  of  its  purpose  and  objectives  and  thereby  strengthen 
this  educational  institution  in  every  area  of  its  function. 

Article   III.      POWERS   AND   DUTIES 

in  furtherance  of  this  purpose,  and  without  limiting  the  foregoing 
general  authority,  the  Development  Board  shall  have  the  following  powers  and 
duties: 

Section  A.  To  identify  areas  of  need  and  opportunity  for  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  to  strengthen  or  extend  its  service. 

Section  B.  To  survey  and  appraise  the  adequacy  of  the  facilities  and 
finances  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 

Section  C.  To  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  proposals  for  the 
further  development  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 

Section  D.  To  recommend  fund-raising  policy  for  the  consideration  end 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  E.  To  plan  the  procedure  and  create  the  organization  for  ac- 
complishment of  the  fund-raising  objectives  approved  generclly  or  specifically 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Section  F.  To  coordinate,  direct  and  give  oversight  to  all  solicitation  of 
funds  for  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  and  its  subdivisions,  consistent  with  the  purposes 
and  priorities  established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Article   IV.      MEMBERS 

Section  A.  The  Development  Board  shall  consist  of  any  number  of  mem- 
bers, not  to  exceed  40,  exclusive  of  the  members  named  in  Article   IV,  Section  D. 

Section  B.  Each  member  shall  be  elected  to  membership  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  Nominations  for  membership  may  be  submitted  by  the  Develop- 
ment Board. 

Section  C.  Each  member  shall  serve  a  term  of  four  years,  except  that 
some  members  may  be  elected  to  shorter  terms  to  stagger  the  expirations  of 
terms  within  the  total  membership  and  insure  a  balanced  rotation.  No  member 
may  serve  more  than  three  consecutive  terms.  Each  term  shall  run  concurrent 
with  the  appropriate  fiscal  years  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 

Section  D.  The  following  shall  be  members  of  the  Development  Board: 
the  President  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Promotion  and  Development  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  the  President  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  Alumni  Association,  and  the 
Director  of  Development  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 

Article   V.      OFFICERS 

Section  A.  The  officers  of  the  Development  Board  shall  be  a  Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman,  and  Secretary. 

Section  B.  The  Chairman  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  appoint  the  chairman 
of  each  committee,  and  make  regular  reports  on  the  activities  of  the  Develop- 
ment Board  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  through  its  Committee  on  Promotion  and 
Development.     He  shall  serve  a  term  of  two  years. 

Section  C.  The  Vice-Chairman  shall  perform,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Chairman,   the  duties  of  the  Chairman.      He  shall   serve   a   term  of  two  years. 

Section  D.  The  Director  of  Development  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  shall  be 
Secretary  of  the  Development  Board. 

Section  E.  The  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the 
members  of  the  Development  Board. 

Article    VI.      MEETJNGS 

The  Development  Board  shall  meet  at  least  once  during  each  fiscal  year 
of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 
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Article  V!!.      EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Development  Board  shall  be  composed  of 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  Development  Board  named  in  Article  IV, 
Section   D,  and  the  chairman   of  each  committee  of  the   Development   Board. 

Article   VIII.      COMMITTEES 

Section  A.  The  Development  Board  may  have  standing  committees,  the 
number  and  function   to  be  determined   by  the   Development   Board. 

Section  B.  Other  committees  may  be  created  as  needed  by  the  Development 
Board. 

Section  C.  The  chairman  of  each  committee  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Development  Board  and  shall  serve  a  term  of  one  year.  He  shall,  in  consultation 
with   the    Executive   Committee,    appoint   the    members   of    his   committee. 

Section  D.  Each  committee  member  shall  serve  a  term  of  one  year.  An 
individual  may  serve  on  a  committee  without  holding  membership  on  the  De- 
velopment Board. 

Article   IX.      STAFF 

Section  A.  The  Director  of  Development  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  shall 
serve  as  staff  officer  of  the  Development  Board.  He  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  planning,  direction  and  execution  of  all  development  activities  under  the 
direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Development  Board  and  the 
President  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 

Section  B.  The  Director  of  Development  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  upon  nomination  by  the  President  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 

Section  C.  The  Development  Board  and  its  staff  shall  operate  upon  the 
basis  of  a  budget  prepared  in  conformity  with  the  budgetary  procedure  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College. 

Section  D.  Within  the  limitation  of  its  budget  appropriation,  the  Executive 
Committee  may  employ  such  a  staff  as  the  work  of  the  Development  Board 
requires.  The  President  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  shall  determine  the  functions, 
terms,  salaries  and  titles  of  the  members  of  the  staff. 

Article   X.      AMENDMENTS 

The  Rules  of  Procedure  may  be  amended  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  any 
meeting.  The  Development  Board  may  recommend  amendments  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Dr.  H.  E.  Isenhour,  board  chairman,  introduced  the  report  which  was  pre- 
sented in  three  stages.  Dr.  Isenhour  referred  to  Dr.  Cromer's  financial  record 
under  Finances  (p.  194)  as  an  evidence  of  and  tribute  to  the  quality  of  leadership 
which  he  provided  during  the  eighteen  years  of  his  administration.  He  spoke 
of  the  increasing  costs  of  operating  the  college. 

Dr.  Isenhour  called  attention  to  the  Supplementary  report,  consisting  of 
the  election  of  a  new  president,  a  listing  of  the  members  of  the  College 
Development  Board  and  Suggested  Rules  of  Procedure  of  the  Development  Board, 
copies  of  which  were  distributed  to  the  delegates.  He  saw  in  the  new  Develop- 
ment Board  a  valuable  instrument  to  strengthen  the  witness  and  the  work  of 
the  college. 

Dr.  Isenhour  then  presented  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  president  emeritus,  to 
the  convention.  Dr.  Cromer  referred  to  the  report  as  reflecting  the  total  span 
of  his  administation.  He  recognized  that  his  most  significant  and  singular 
contribution  was  in  the  number  of  students  served.  He  then  proceeded  to  list 
the  changes  in  emphases  or  aspects  of  transition  during  the  years  of  his  admin- 
istration. Most  noticeable  are  student  participation,  academic  standardization, 
financial  needs,  educational  methods,  and  curriculum  composition.  Dr.  Cromer 
then  added  "running  through  all  these  changes  of  emphases  is  the  same  purpose 
for  which  the  college  exists". 

Dr.  Cromer  closed  his  part  of  the  report  by  reading  the  last  paragraph  of 
the  report  (p.   195). 

As  the  third  part  of  the  report,  Dr.  Isenhour  reviewed  the  steps  taken  in 
the  choice  of  a  new  president.  He  then  presented  to  the  convention  the  Rev. 
Dr.   Raymond  Morris   Bost  as  the  new  president  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 
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The  convention  greeted  the  new  president  by  standing.  Dr.  Bost  then 
greeted  the  convention,  and  made  suggestions  as  to  the  future  stance  of  the 
college.  He  listed  three  reasons  why  the  synod's  investment  in  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College  is  good:  the  invitation  of  schools  like  Lenoir  Rhyne  by  larger  universities 
and  state  schools  in  such  matters  as  creating  residential  colleges  within  the 
larger  institutions;  the  commitment  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  college  ad- 
ministration to  a  strengthening  of  the  quality  of  the  educational  program;  and 
the  potential  of  the  college  for  further  development  as  reflected  in  such  matters 
as  its  'Good  image'  as  an  institution  of  higher  learning. 

On  proper  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel 

Chairman  Albert  Keck  of  the  committee  recommended  an  extension  of 
time  until  5:30  o'clock  in  order  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Seminary  and  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Pastors'  Salaries. 

The  recommendation  was  adopted. 


Report  of  the  Lutheran  Theological 
Southern  Seminary 

"The  blessing  of  God  is  on  Southern  Seminary."  That  is  what  our  visitors 
say.  And  that  is  what  we  thankfully  experience  day  by  blessed  day.  And  much 
of  that  benediction  comes  to  us  by  way  of  the  700  or  more  congregations  to 
which  we  now  make  report.    How  joyfully  we  acknowledge  that! 

Three  events  stand  out  clearly  in  the  twelve  months  reviewed  here:  the 
dedication  of  Christ  Chapel  on  May  14,  1967,  the  "Style  of  Life  Consultation," 
November  30  -  December  2,  1967,  and  the  inauguration  of  the  extensively 
revised  curriculum   in  September,    1967. 

Pentecost,    1967:     a    "Wonderful   Work   of   God" 

The  hoping  and  planning  of  a  decade  came  to  a  glorious  climax  in  the  ded- 
ication of  Christ  Chapel  on  Pentecost,  1967.  The  beauty  of  the  day  itself 
matched  the  mood  of  the  congregation  on  that  high  festival.  Upwards  of  500 
persons  were  in  attendance.  Many  took  the  opportunity  to  tour  the  Chapel  and 
Fellowship  Hall  before  and  after  the  exalting  dedication  service.  The  singing 
of  the  choir  and  congregation,  particularly  the  vibrancy  and  strength  of  voices 
in  "A  Mighty  Fortress  is  Our  God,"  was  soul-uplifting.  The  three  short  sermons 
had  as  their  texts  the  Scripture  sentences  cut  into  the  Alabama  marble  surfaces 
of  the  Lectern,  the  Altar  and  the  massive  Textstone  behind  the  pulpit. 

The  Service  of  Departure  from  the  former  Chapel  in  the  dormitory  —  where 
the  school's  worship  had  centered  for  56  years  —  was  conducted  by  Prof.  Harold 
F.  Park.  He  was  chosen  for  this  ministry  by  lot  cast  by  his  fellow  alumni  on 
the  faculty.  Graduates  to  whom  much  spiritual  blessing  had  come  in  that  place 
found  this  brief  devotional  service  an  appropriate  leave-taking  from  a  true 
sanctuary. 

The  reception  and  tea  which  followed  the  Dedication  were  greatly  enjoyed 
by  the  congregation.  Members  of  the  Seminary's  Women's  Auxiliary  provided 
this  bright   interval    in   the   hallowed   day. 

The  names  of  the  members  of  the  deeply  committed  Chapel  Planning  and 
Building  Committee,  the  participants  in  conducting  The  Service,  and  the  list  of 
Designated  and  Honor  Gifts  have  been  made  a  part  of  the  LTSS  permanent 
record  by  their  inclusion  in  the  1967-68  catalog.  It  will  always  be  a  joy  to 
associate  the  name  of  Board  President,  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Luther  Mauney,  with  this 
inspiring   event  at  which   he  was   the  Officiating    Minister. 

The  number  of  groups  visiting  the  campus  and  holding  conferences  there 
has  been  markedly  increased  since  the  dedication  of  Christ  Chapel.  Its  archi- 
tectural style,  windows,  furnishings  and  symbolism  provide  great  lift  to  the  spirit 
and  good  opportunities  to  focus  the  attention  of  visitors  on  the  central  mission 
of  the  Seminary  and  the  Church.  Congregations  are  encouraged  to  plan  for 
groups  of  their  members  to  visit  Southern   Seminary. 
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Consultation  on  "Style  of  Life" 

The  honor  and  opportunity  of  holding  the  first  LCA  consultation  on  "Style 
of  Life  at  Theological  Seminaries"  was  given  us  by  the  LCA  Board  of  Theological 
Education.  For  three  days  earnest  thought  was  focused  upon  the  factors  that  con- 
tribute to  establishing  and  maintaining  a  seminary  community  in  which  vigorous 
spiritual  and  intellectual  growth  takes  place,  and  where  inclusive  obligations  of 
present  day  Christian  discipleship  are  unitedly  studied  and  borne.  A  distinguished 
group  of  consultants  was  provided  for  this  conference  by  the  B.T.E.  through  the 
Rev.  Dr.  E.  Theodore  Bachmann,  Executive  Secretary.  They  included  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Henry  E.  Horn,  pastor  of  University  Lutheran  Church,  Cambridge,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  chairman  of  the  Board's  Committee  on  Standards;  the  Rev.  Dr. 
George  W.  Webber,  faculty  member  at  Union  Theological  Seminary,  and  founder 
of  the  East  Harlem  Parish,  New  York  City;  Professor  of  Sociology  at  Wittenberg 
University,  Springfield,  Ohio,  the  Rev.  Karl  H.  Hertz;  the  Rev.  Father  Edward  F. 
Malone,  Dean  of  the  Maryknoll  Seminary,  Maryknoll,  New  York;  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Robert  Dodenmayer,  Executive  Secretary,  Division  of  Christian  Ministry,  Episcopal 
Church;  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  Hoyer,  Professor  of  Homiletics,  Concordia  Seminary, 
St.  Louis,  Missouri;  and  the  Rev.  Ralph  E.  Peterson,  pastor  of  St.  Peter's  Lutheran 
Church,  New  York  City,  who  served  as  chairman.  The  Consultation,  which  had 
in  it  two  faculty  members  and  one  student  from  each  of  twelve  seminaries, 
totaled  40  registered  persons.  LTSS  faculty  and  students  attended  the  plenary 
sessions  in  good  numbers,  and  are  showing  a  lively  interest  in  the  followup 
plans.  Professors  H.  George  Anderson  and  Richard  C.  Hoefler,  and  Student  Body 
President,  Wilbur  Vernon  Luckey,  Jr.,  officially  represented  Southern  Seminary. 
Professor  Anderson,  chairman  of  the  Consultation's  Committee  on  Findings,  sum- 
marizes in  part  as  follows: 

"A  necessary  part  of  the  consultation's  time  was  spent  in  assessing  the 
present  situation,  both  in  terms  of  what  is  now  happening  on  seminary  cam- 
puses (community)  and  what  is  happening  in  the  parish  (identity).  Two 
incontrovertible  conclusions  emerged.  First,  the  seminary  is  no  longer  the 
community  it  used  to  be.  Married  students,  off-campus  housing,  varied 
backgrounds  of  students,  and  fewer  common  activities  were  some  of  the 
factors  which  have  produced  the  present  situation.  Second,  the  role  of  the 
clergyman  seems  to  be  adrift  in  a  sea  of  change.  New  types  of  ministry, 
new  social  structures,  and  new  perspectives  on  the  meaning  of  ministry  all 
contribute  to  the  flood  of  possibilities.  In  short,  we  are  living  in  an  "open 
situation"  —  with  all  the  thrills  and  frustrations  which  that  implies  ..." 

Curriculum:     New    Look 

The  Seminary's  extensively  revised  curriculum  went  into  effect  for  students 
entering  for  the  first  time  in  September,  1967.  (Presently  enrolled  Middlers, 
Interns  and  Seniors  will  complete  their  studies  on  the  basis  of  the  unrevised 
curriculum.)  The  new  schedule  of  studies  offers  a  much  larger  range  of  electives 
in  every  department.  It  reduces  somewhat  the  number  of  classroom  lecture 
hours.  This  allows  fuller  opportunity  for  student  research,  personal  consultations 
with  faculty,  sectioning  of  classes,  and  for  seminars.  A  four  hour  elective  course 
may  be  taken  in  place  of  writing  a  senior  thesis.  Two  years  of  college  Greek  are 
established  as  an  entrance  requirement.  This  makes  it  possible  for  Juniors  to 
move  at  once  into  New  Testament  studies  that  require  knowledge  of  Greek.  The 
curriculum  revisions  were  made  in  the  light  of  the  facts  that:  degree  candidates 
must  have  a  year's  internship;  and  supervised  Junior  year  field  education  is  re- 
quired. In  the  new  order  of  things  many  students  are  voluntarily  including  in 
their  program  at  least  one  summer's  clinical  education  in  a  hospital  or  other 
helping  institution.  In  time  this  too  may  become  a  B  D.  requirement.  All  in  all 
the  revised  curriculum  relates  Seminary  academic  disciplines  much  more  closely 
to  the  needs  pastors  wll  meet  as  they  serve  people  in  the  closing  third  of  the 
Twentieth  Century. 

Laboratory:     LTSS 

In  recent  years  Southern  Seminary,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Theological 
Education,  and  with  its  support,  has  engaged  in  five  pilot  projects.  Members  of 
the  faculty  have  united  in  full  and  creative  partnership  in  these  pioneering  efforts. 
Three  of  these  have  been  in  the  area  of  continuing  education  for  ordained  min- 
isters. They  include:  Pastors'  Institutes;  Southern  Seminary  Scholars  Program; 
and  the  "Florida  Project  in  Continuing   Education." 
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The  fourth  was  the  "Style  of  Life  in  Theological  Seminaries  Consultation" 
referred  to  earlier  in  this  report.  The  fifth  was  a  three  day  conference  of  20  of 
the  35  pastors  who  are  currently  supervising   interns  from  this  Seminary. 

This  last-named  undertaking  was  at  the  Seminary  February  11-13,  1968.  It 
contributed  importantly  to  participants'  understanding  of  their  role  as  guides  and 
companions  of  the  interns.  Director  of  Internships,  the  Rev.  Prof.  Austin  F.  Shell, 
was  the  experienced  director  of  this  experiment. 

The  "Florida  Project  in  Continuing  Education"  is  designed  to  relate  the 
presentations  and  discussion  at  a  Pastors'  Institute  in  a  more  informed  way  to 
the  interests  and  problems  of  the  pastor  participants  having  ministries  in  a  par- 
ticular geographical  area.  Accordingly  some  of  the  parishes  will  be  studied  on- 
the-spot  by  the  three  LTSS  faculty  "presenters."  Six  months  to  a  year  after  the 
Institute  a  conference  will  be  held  with  these  same  pastors  in  their  home  section 
to  continue  the  helpfulness  of  the  Institute  and  to  discuss  what  revisions  should 
be  made  in  such  a  project  so  as  to  convey  to  pastors  ever  increasing   benefit. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  in  the  latest  academic  year  no  fewer  than 
156  ministers  took  part  in  the  Continuing  Education  Program  of  our  Seminary. 
Approximately  50%  of  these  pastors  were  enrolled  in  Graduate  School  courses  at 
the  Columbia,   South  Carolina  campus,  or  at  Roanoke   College. 

in   Electronic  Style 

By  vote  of  the  Alumni  Association,  the  Rev.  Dr.  A.  Kenneth  Hewitt,  who 
leads  our  Development  Program,  has  been  made  Director  of  Alumni  Affairs. 
Among  his  unfolding   plans  is  the   issuing  of  an  Alumni   Bulletin. 

A  periodic  reevaluation  of  the  Seminary's  program,  personnel,  plant  and  pro- 
cedures will  be  made  by  a  group  representing  the  Commission  on  Accrediting  of 
the  American  Association  of  Theological  Schools.  This  is  tentatively  scheduled 
for  a  week  in  the  1968-69  academic  year.  During  the  past  four  years  Southern 
Seminary  has  been  accredited   by  AATS  without  any  "condition." 

The  1968  Choir  Tour  moved  northeastward  from  Norfolk,  Virginia,  to 
Boston,  Massachusetts.  The  presence  of  our  interns  in  New  England  congregations 
has  been  awakening  active   interest   in   LTSS  there 

The  stage  in  the  Fellowship  Hall  of  Christ  Chapel  now  makes  possible 
offering  a  Senior  elective  in  Religious  Drama.  It  is  taught  by  Professor  and 
Mrs.   Hugh  Gene   Eaker  of  Columbia   College 

The  biennial  "Seminary  Day",  when  high  school  and  college  students  come 
to  receive  information  on,  and  inspiration  toward  entering  church  vocations,  and 
to  get  acquainted  with  our  life  at  Southern,  is  scheduled  for  Friday  and  Saturday, 
April  26  and  27.  The  Development  Office  and  the  synodical  Committees  on 
Church  Vocations  are  inaugurating  cooperatively  an  effort  to  keep  in  closer  touch 
with  students  enrolled  by  those  committees.  The  Women's  Auxiliary  is  also 
developing  a  recruitment  program  in  concert  with  the  synodical  committees.   .   .   . 

Commencement  1968  will  be  held  on  Friday,  (please  mark  the  day),  May  24. 
The  Alumni  Association  will  be  informing  its  members  of  the  revised  schedule  of 
events  for  May  23  and  24.  The  Commencement  sermon  will  be  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Carveth  Pearn  Mitchell,  Pastor  of  St.  Mark's  Lutheran  Church,  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina 

After  years  of  waiting,  the  patience  of  Professors  J.  Benjamin  Bedenbaugh 
and  Richard  C.  Hoefler  is  to  be  rewarded.  The  Seminary  is  erecting  residences 
for  them  on  Duke  Avenue  near  its  intersection  with  Arlington  Avenue.  Occu- 
pancy before  Commencement  is  hoped   for 

At  the  instruction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  its  Committee  on  Development 
has  made  a  first  draft  of  plans  for  the  next  phase  of  plant  and  faculty  develop- 
ment. The  presidents  of  our  five  owning  and  directing  Synods  are  giving  study 
to  the  most  favorable  time  for  gathering  the  funds  needed  for  such  an  advance.

The  report  was  presented  by  Dr.  A.  Kenneth  Hewitt,  Director  of  Develop- 
ment, representing  president  F.  Eppling  Reinartz  of  the  Seminary.  "What's  new 
at  the  seminary?"  he  asked,  and  then  answered:  new  chapel;  new  faculty 
homes;  new  curriculum;  new  enlistment  program;  new  interest;  and  new  program 
for  continuing  education.  He  listed  among  the  most  acute  needs  a  larger  staff 
and  salaries. 

The  report  was  adopted. 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Pastors'  Salaries 

As  the  Committee  on  Pastors'  Salaries  began  to  look  at  the  situation  which 
exists  in  regard  to  the  subject,  it  became  evident  that  many  inequities  exist  in 
this  area.  For  example,  it  has  been  noted  that  some  pastors  receiving  less  than 
the  minimum  base  salary  of  $5,000  previously  set  by  the  synod  are  actually 
receiving  more  than  pastors  who  get  the  minimum  base  salary.  This  situation 
exists  because  of  allowances  for  utilities,  travel,  pension,  Dependents'  Health 
Benefits  Plan,  and  others. 

Therefore  the  initial  problem  before  the  committee  was  how  to  arrive  at  a 
definition  which  could  bring  equity  and  uniformity  to  the  situation.  Consequently, 
it  is  necessary  to  arrive  at  a  definition  of  what  constitutes  "Pastor's  Compensa- 
tion". 

The  following  definition  is  recommended  by  the  committee  for  the  adoption 
by  the  synod: 

SECTION   I 

Definition   for   Pastor's   Compensation 

A  pastor's  base  salary  should  include  only  his  personal  income.  Personal 
income  is  the  amount  a  pastor  receives  to  use  as  he  sees  fit  for  the  benefit  of 
himself  and  his  family.  His  base  salary  shall  not  include  any  of  the  following: 
actual  cost  of  housing  (including  utilities),  pension  contributions  (8%)  including 
Death  Benefit  Plan,  and  Dependents  Health  Benefits  Plan-all  of  which  should 
be  paid  for  directly  by  the  congregation. 

All  professional  expenses,  including  automobile  costs,  library,  convention, 
and  all  congregational  office  expenses  as  examples,  are  proper  costs  related  to 
the  work  of  the  congregation  and  should  in  no  way  be  considered  as  a  part  of 
personal  compensation  for  the  pastor. 

The  following  formula  is  also  recommended  to  congregations  as  an  aid  in 
arriving  at  their  pastor's  base  salary. 

SECTION    II. 

Formula  for  Determining  Pastor's  Base  Salary 

Total  budgeted  for  pastoral  ministry  $ 

Less:    Automobile  Costs  (10£   per  mile

SECTION   III. 

The  following  factual  information  has  governed  the  committee  in  reaching 
the  above  formula: 

1.  Automobile  Costs — Without  question,  the  largest  single  item  of  expense 
for  the  pastor  is  the  operation  of  an  automobile.  No  other  employer  expects  an 
an  employee  to  pay  these  costs.  The  church  should  not.  Professional  studies 
indicate  that  to  operate  a  Chevrolet  Impala  10,000  miles  a  year  costs  13.6£ 
a  mile.  If  one  drives  20,000  miles  a  year,  the  cost  drops  to  8.7£.  (Extensive 
city  driving  would  increase  these  costs).  A  recent  study  indicated  that  Protestant 
ministers  reported  an  average  annual  loss  of  $600  in  non-reimbursed  automobile 
expenses.  No  other  institution  charges  its  business  costs  to  its  employees.  It  is 
the  committee's  opinion  that  10£  per  mile  is  the  norm  which  should  be  used  by 
the  North  Carolina  Synod. 
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2.  Housing  allowances  and/or  parsonage  utilities:  On  the  theory  that 
when  an  employee  lives  in  quarters  provided  by  the  employer  for  the  employer's 
convenience,  the  rental  value  of  such  housing  is  not  included  in  taxable  income. 
The  Internal  Revenue  Service  does  not  consider  rental  value  of  a  parsonage  or 
a  rental  allowance  as  taxable  income.  Since  this  is  extended  to  include  the 
provision  of  utilities,  it  is  clearly  to  everyone's  advantage  for  the  congregation  to 
pay  directly  the  total  utility  costs.  Furthermore,  there  is  a  wide  difference  in 
utility  cost  depending  on  the  kind  of  a  house  furnished.  An  old,  ten-room  house 
will  cost  much  more  to  heat  than  a  smaller  house  of  contemporary  construction. 
In  the  former  instance  the  congregation  should  assume   its  greater  responsibility. 

3.  Dependents'  Health  Benefit  Plan:  It  is  the  committee's  belief  that  all 
congregations  should  serve  their  pastors  equally  in  reference  to  their  insurance 
program.  Many  congregations  are  presently  providing  Dependents'  Health 
Benefits  Plan  for  the  pastor'  family  and  as  this  is  also  recommended  by  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America's  Committee  on  Clergy  Compensation,  your  synodical 
committee  has  included  this  as  an  item  of  congregational  responsibility  to  its 
pastor. 

4.  Congregation's  part  of  the  Pension:  The  directive  of  the  Lutheran 
Church   in  America   is  that  the  congregation   should   make   this   payment. 

5.  Death  Benefit  Plan:  The  directive  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America 
is   that   the   congregation   should   make   this   payment. 

6.  Professional  Expenses:  An  annual  allowance  for  professional  library 
can  well  be  included.  The  Board  of  American  Missions  uses  the  figure  of  $100. 
This  is  particularly  desirable  in  instances  where  a  pastor  receives  a  low  salary. 
It  is  to  the  advantage  of  the  congregation  to  have  the  pastor  keep  abreast  with 
current  theological  developments.  By  having  a  book  allowance  against  which  he 
may  draw  removes  the  necessity  of  having  to  choose  to  spend  $6.95  for  a  new 
book  or  for  the  baby's  shoes.  This  amount  is  available  to  him  for  one  purpose 
—  namely,    professional    library. 

The  provision  of  adequate  office  equipment  and  supplies  should  be  recogn- 
ized as  the  responsibility  of  the  congregation.  This  is  not  always  the  case, 
especially  with  smaller  congregations.  Convention  expenses,  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  should  be  paid  by  the  congregation.  This  would  include  primarily 
certain  costs  related  to  district  and  synod  meetings. 

SECTION   IV. 

In  view  of  the  above  definition  and  formula,  the  Committee  on  Pastors' 
Salaries  recommend  an  annual  minimum  base  salary  of  $5,600  for  parish 
pastors  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod. 

SECTION  V. 

While  the  documents  of  the  LCA  state  clearly  that  ministerial  support  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  congregation,  the  church  as  a  whole  is  involved  also. 
The  negative  effect  of  inadequate  ministerial  support  on  the  welfare  of  the 
entire  church  makes  this  a  concern  beyond  the  congregation.  This  concern  can 
be  reflected  in  the  shepherding  responsibility  which  the  synod  exercises  with 
respect  to   its  pastors  and  congregations.      This  can  be  expressed   thus: 

1 .  The  annual  recommended  minimum  salary  figure  should  be  regarded  as 
one  below  which  no  salary  should  go.  Care  should  be  exercised  that  this  does 
not  become  a   ceiling    figure. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Pastors  Salaries  encourages  and  will  assist  each 
congregation   in  an  annual  evaluation  and  salary   review. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1 .  That  the  Definition  For  Pastor's  Compensation  as  recorded  in  Section  I 
of  this   report  be  adopted. 

2.  That  the  formula  For  Determining  Pastor's  Base  Salary  as  recorded  in 
Section   II   of  this  report  be  adopted. 

3.  That  the  factual  information  recorded  in  Section  III  be  received  and 
printed  in  the  minutes. 
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4.  That  the  minimum  base  salary  of  $5,600  be  adopted. 

5.  That  Section  V  of  this  report  be  accepted  as  guideline  information.

President   Whittecar   called   attention   to   this   first   report   of   the   committee 
after  it  became  a  by-law  of  the  synod. 

Pastor    Ernest    W.    Ridenhour,    chairman,    was    recognized    for    the    report. 
Chairman   Ridenhour  spoke   of   the   need   of  a   definition   and   a   formula   for 
determining  a  pastor's  base  salary  which  he  presented  as  a   part  of  the   report. 
The  recommendations  were  treated  seriatim. 
Recommendation  one  was  adopted. 

Pastor  David  Johnson  moved  that  recommendation  two  be  amended  by 
reversing  the  formula  and  beginning  with  pastor's  base  salary,  then  adding  all 
other   items,   and   ending   with   the   total   amount   budgeted   for   pastoral    ministry. 

It  was  pointed  out  in  the  discussion  that  the  formula  was  put  in  the  order 
in  which  it  appears  in  the  report  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  pastor's  base  salary. 
The  amendment  was  defeated. 
Recommendation  two  was  adopted. 
Recommendation  three  was  adopted. 

Recommendation    four   precipitated   a    lively   discussion.      Those   participating 
in    the    discussion    were    pastors    Walter    Yount,    Robert    Halvorsen,    Albert    Keck, 
and   lay  delegates  Watt  Houck,  W.  C.  Odell,  Sr.  end  Robert  A.   Lang. 
Pastor  M.  R.  Farris  moved  the  previous  question. 
The  previous  question  was  put  and  defeated. 

Chairman  Ridenhour  and  committee  member  William  Lockrow  answered 
questions  regarding  implementation  of  the  recommendation.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  committee  to  contact  congregations  below  the 
minimum  salary  for  consultations. 

As  time  was  running  out  in  the  midst  of  the  discussion,  pastor  Karl  Park 
moved  an  extension  of  time  until  5:50  o'clock.      The  motion  prevailed. 

Pastor  Roy  Setzer  moved  an  amendment  to  recommendation  four  by  adding: 
"and    that    synod    set    aside    10%     of    its    total    budget    to    supplement 
salaries  of  those  below  the  minimum." 

The  president  called  for  adjournment  and  the  matter  under  discussion  was 
carried  over  as  unfinished  business. 

The  convention  was   recessed  with   prayer  by  Chaplain   Fisher.

Seventh  Meeting 


(Wednesday,  May  8,  1968,  8:30-1:45  o'clock) 

Devotions  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Ray  R.  Fisher,  D.D.,  chaplain.  The 
sermon   topic,   "A  Sense  of   Belonging"   was   based   on   John    1:12. 

President  Whittecar  opened  the  meeting  by  enumerating  the  items  of 
unfinished  business.  The  question  was  raised  as  to  whether  to  continue  until 
all  business  was  completed  or  to  take  a  lunch  break  and  then  return  for  the 
remaining  items. 

Pastor  C.  F.  Kyles  moved  that  the  convention  proceed  with  business  until 
completed.     The  motion  prevailed. 

The  president  called  attention  to  the  ten  minute  break  scheduled  in  the 
agenda. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel 

Pastor  Albert  H.  Keck,  Jr.,  chairman,  reported  three  recommendations  for 
the  committee,  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Vocations  be  presented 
immediately  after  Item  4,  Budget,  on  the  morning  agenda; 

2.  That  the  83rd  birthday  of  Mr.  J.  R.  Lyerly,  lay  delegate  from 
St.  Luke,  Bear  Poplar,  be  recognized; 

3.  That  the  secretary  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  telegram  re- 
ceived from  the  Southeastern  district  of  the  Lutheran  Church — 
Missouri  Synod. 

The  recommendations  were  approved. 

The  presence  of  Chaplain  Carlton  Howells,  stationed  at  Fort  Bragg, 
was  noted. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  and  Unfinished  Business 

Pastor  N.   Earl  Townsend  presented  the   report,   as  follows:

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Secretary  Lyerly  took  the  chair  and  declared  the  Rev.  Dr.  George  R.  Whitte- 
car  re-elected  President  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  for  a  period  of  five  years. 

On  proper  motion,  the  vote  was  made  unanimous. 

Dr.  Whittecar  accepted  the  call  and  responded  with  appropriate  words.  He 
expressed  gratitude  to  the  convention  delegates  for  their  vote  of  confidence. 
He  pointed  out  that  the  three  chief  duties  of  the  president's  office  are  administra- 
tion, representation,  and  pastoral.  He  also  stressed  the  importance  of  maintain- 
ing the  integrity  of  the  church.  He  then  pledged  the  fullness  of  his  time  and 
energy,  and  solicited  the  prayers,  support,  and  love  of  the  synod. 

Dr.  John  Yost,  Jr.  asked  for  the  convention  floor  and  urged  delegates  to 
let  love,  loyalty,  and  leadership  be  more  pronounced  in  the  work  and  witness 
of  the  synod.

Chairman  Moore  expressed  appreciation  to  the  membership  of  his  com- 
mittee for  their  services.  Dr.  Whittecar  recognized  the  untiring  efforts  of  this 
committee. 


Presentation  of  the  Budget 

(See  p.    138) 

Executive  Board  member  Craig  L.  Barnhardt,  and  also  a  member  of  the 
subcommittee  on  Budget  and  Finance,  presented  recommendation  two  of  the 
Executive  Board's  report  which  placed  the  budget  before  the  convention. 

Mr.  Barnhardt  introduced  the  budget  by  referring  to  the  three  screen 
presentation  of  the  Stewardship  Committee,  and  explained  the  procedure  used 
in  arriving  at  budget  figures.  He  then  proceeded  to  present  the  budget,  item 
by  item,  using  the  green  sheets  in  the  convention  packets  to  supplement  his 
remarks.  He  summarized  the  presentation  by  giving  percentages  to  the  LCA, 
Institutions,  and  the  N.  C.  Synod,  totaling  $1,423,027,  or  6.12°6  increase 
over  the  1  968  budget. 

Pastor  Ernest  Ridenhour  moved  adoption  of  the  budget  (Recommendation 
two  of  the   Executive   Board's   report,   p.    144). 

Dr.  Misenheimer  came  forward  to  answer  questions. 

Dr.  Whittecar  explained  the  synod's  sustentation  program. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  LCA  apportionment  figure  will  not  be  finalized 
until  the  Atlanta  Convention. 

Lay  delegate  J.  I.  Wagner  asked  why  the  increase  is  not  proportionate  to 
the  increase  in  membership  of  the  church.  To  that,  Dr.  Lundeen  said  that  while 
there  is  an  average  increase  of  3%,  the   increase  varies   in  the  LCA  synods. 

Pastor  Olin   Swicegood    moved   the   previous   question    which    prevailed. 

The  motion   to  adopt  the  budget  (Recommendation   two)   was  adopted. 

In  connection  with  the  budget,  Dr.  Misenheimer  presented  the  proposed 
new  plan  of  apportionment  and  explained  how  it  works  by  using  a  chart,  copies 
of  which  were  distributed  to  convention  delegates. 

Recommendation  five  of  the  Executive  Board  (p.  144)  was  before  the  con- 
vention. 

It  was  pointed  out  in  the  discussion  that  the  plan  involves  the  stronger 
churches  bearing  the  financial  infirmities  of  the  weaker. 

Recommendation  five  was  adopted. 

By-Law,  Section  12 — Financial  Matters,  Item  A,  which  reads: 

"The  ratio  of  the  two  factors     upon  which   the   budget  shall   be 
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allocated   to   the   congregations   shall    be    90%    active   confirmed    mem- 
bers and  10%  congregational  current  expenses." 
was  amended  to  read    .    .    . 

"The  ratio  of  the  two  factors  upon  which  the  budget  shall  be  alloccted 
to  the  congregations  shall  be  primarily  90%  active  confirmed  mem- 
bers and  10%  congregational  current  expenses.  Along  with  each 
budget  the  Executive  Board  shall  recommend  to  the  synod  the  method 
to  be  followed  in  assigning  the  apportionments  to  the  congregations." 
The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  was  continued. 
Secretary    Lyerly    presented    recommendation    three    of    the    Executive    Board 

(p.    144). 

Recommendation  three  was  adopted,   and   the  by-laws  of  the  synod,    Section 

7,  "Other  Committees"  was  amended  by  adding  the  following: 
L.    Committee  on  Service  to  Military  Personnel. 

1 .  This  committee  shall  serve  as  a  liaison  with  the  Division  of  Service 
to  Military  Personnel  of  the  Lutheran  Council  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  and; 

2.  Inform  pastors  and  congregations  of  the  synod  of  the  need  and  oppor- 
tunities for  more  effective   ministry   to   military   personnel,    and; 

3.  Give  special  attention  to  high  military  impact  areas  within  the  synod. 
Secretary    Lyerly    presented    recommendation    four    of    the    Executive    Board 

(p.    144),  consisting  of  a  series  of  by-law  amendments  for  action   by  the  conven- 
tion,  notice  of  which   had  been  served  on   the  previous  day,   as  follows:

Secretary  Lyerly  explained  that  the  purpose  of  the  by-law  amendments  in 
Sections  l-E  end  Vll-B  is  to  avoid  duplications  of  references  to  nominations  and 
elections,  and  the  purpose  of  by-law  amendments  in  Section  IX-B  and  E  is  to 
strike  references  to  certain  institutions,  ncmely,  Lowman  Home  and  Sipes' 
Orchard  Home  with  which  the  synod  no  longer  has  a  continuing  relationship. 
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Recommendation    four   was    adopted,    and    thus    the    by-law   amendments   as 

proposed  were  approved. 

Secretary  Lyerly  served  notice  of  an  amendment  to  the  synod's  constitution 

by  deleting  Item  1-b  of  Article  Nine,  which  reads: 

"The   Lowman    Home   for   the   Aged   and    Helpless,    a   corporation    chartered 
by   the    State   of   South    Carolina,    owned    by    the    North    Carolina,    Virginia, 
South    Carolina,     Florida,     and    Southeastern    Synods"    and     relettering    the 
remaining   items  so  that   item  c  becomes  b,   and   item  d  becomes  c.

There  being  no  further  questions  on  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Board,  the 

president  declared  the  report  closed. 

Report   of  the    Committee   on    Church    Vocations 

In  the  performance  of  the  duties  involved,  the  Committee  on  Church  Voca- 
tions held  four  regular  meetings  since  the  last  convention  of  synod.  A  one  day 
meeting  at  the  Church  House  on  July  13,  a  two  day  meeting  on  the  campus  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  Nov.  22-23,  a  one  day  meeting  at  the  Church  House  on 
Dec.  28th  and  a  two  day  meeting  on  the  campus  of  Southern  Seminary,  Columbia, 
January  22-23,  1968.  At  this  meeting  the  committee  was  host  at  a  fellowship 
dinner  for  all  North  Carolina  students  and  their  wives  at  6:00  p.m.  prior  to  our 
group  interviews.  Sub-committees  met  as  occasion  demanded.  Numerous  con- 
ferences involving  Sub-committee  chairmen  have  been  held  as  needed.  Students 
have  consulted  with  various  members  of  the  committee  during  the  year,  and  we 
feel   that  the  time  and  effort  spent  was  well  worthwhile.

There  are  quite  a  number  of  students  who  have  conferred  with  the  com- 
mittee, who  have  not  yet  been  registered,  but  whose  applications  are  in  various 
stages  of  development.  Th^e  are  being  followed  up  and  hopefully  many  of  them 
will  materialize  in  registrations. 
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During  the  year  some  additional  financial  assistance  has  been  given  to 
students  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  by  The  Loan  and  Gift 
Fund  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Men,  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  Hickory, 
end  the  Concord  Council  of  Lutheran  Church  Men.  We  greatly  appreciate  this 
assistance  which  has  enabled  several  students  to  continue  their  preparation 
without   becoming   almost   hopelessly   involved    in   debt. 

The  Quickel  Foundation,  which  is  not  under  the  direction  of  the  committee, 
but  under  a  board  of  trustees,  consisting  of  The  president  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  Col- 
lege, the  Southern  Seminary,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Church 
Vocations,  supplied  two  scholarships  during  the  present  academic  year.  Psycho- 
logist tests  have  been  administered  by  our  psychologist,  Dr.  Kenneth  Nickerson, 
in  so  far  as  it  has  been  possible  to  do  so.  There  was  a  back-log  of  tests  awaiting 
his  attention  and  many  of  these  have  been  given.  With  students  scattered  over 
so  many  institutions  and  states  it  is  difficult  to  administer  all  of  the  tests  on 
time  within  the  budget  set  aside  for  this  work.  During  the  year,  your  chairman 
and  the  chairman  of  the  Sub-committee  on  Enlistment,  The  Rev.  K.  Y.  Huddle, 
attended  the  annual  convention  of  the  American  Psychological  Association  in 
Washington.  The  chairman  attended  a  weeks  instruction  in  "The  Structured 
Interview  and  Its  Interpretation"  at  the  Psychological  Corporation  in  New  York. 
The  chairman,  the  chairman  of  the  Sub-committee  on  Financial  Aid,  Mr.  Luther 
Adams,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Sub-committee  on  Enlistment,  The  Reverend 
K.  Y.  Huddle  attended  a  sharing  workshop  conducted  by  the  Board  of  Theo'ogical 
Education  and  Church  Vocations,  in  Columbus,  Ohio.  All  of  these  meetings  were 
indeed  meaningful  and  will  be  of  great  help  to  us  in  pursuing  the  work  of  the 
committee. 

We  would  urge  pastors  and  lay  leaders  to  continue  to  be  aware  of  the  need 
for  more  men  to  fill  the  vacant  pulpits  of  our  church  and  to  serve  in  other  types 
of  church  vocations,  and  seek  to  interest  young  people  of  outstanding  character 
and  devotion  in  the  needs  that  exist,  and  submit  their  names  to  the  Committee 
on  Church  Vocations  for  follow-up  and  cultivation.

Chairman  Yount 
cited  a  few  statistics  showing  30  students  from  the  synod  in  the  seminary;  20 
interns  serving  in  11  states;  24  students  preparing  for  church  vocations  in  16 
institutions;  and  four  students  had  been  added  to  the  list  of  those  as  having 
registered  and  approved  by  the  chairman,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  urged  deleqates  to  be  most  diligent  in  recruiting  men  and  women 
for  full  time  church  service. 

Pastor  Dwight  Conrad  spoke  in  connection  with  the  report. 

The  report  was  adopted. 


Report  of  Lutheridge 


Lutheridge  exists  to  serve  the  people  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  providing 
a  program  of  camping  and  conferences  to  help  youth  and  adults  grow  in  their 
relationship  with  God,  their  understanding  of  themselves,  and  their  relationships 
with  others. 

During  1967  more  than  3100  persons  from  the  three  supporting  synods 
participated  in  camping,  conferences,  and  retreats  at  Lutheridge,  representing 
most  of  the  synod's  congregations.  Included  were  1016  young  people  registered 
for  the   regular  summer  camping   periods  from  this  synod.     Fourteen   North   Caro- 
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lina  congregational  or  synodical  groups  used  the  facilities  for  conferences  and 
retreats,  a  significant  increase  in  year  round  use  of  the  conference  center. 
Encouraging  progress  was  made  toward  camping  objectives,  including  use  of  a 
leased  240-acre  outpost  camp  for  Wilderness  Camping.  The  schedule  of  labora- 
tory classes  in  Christian  Education  doubled,  with  31  participants  from  congrega- 
tions of  the  synod. 

This  year  we  will  continue  the  small  group  emphasis  in  camping,  and  the 
Wilderness  program.  For  adults  we  want  to  concentrate  on  development  of  con- 
gregational leadership;  as  well  as  continued  emphasis  on  Bible  study,  worship  and 
music,  family  living,  and  Christian  education. 

On  April  1,  1967  Mr.  Compton  H.  Usina  joined  the  staff  as  Business  Man- 
ager with  specific  responsibilities  in  finance,  property,  and  food  service.  Mr. 
Usina  was  formerly  on  the  Chicago  staff  of  the  Board  of  American  Missions.  At 
its  annual  meeting,  the  Board  of  Trustees  elected  Mr.  C.  Miller  Sigmon  as  presi- 
dent, the  Rev.  Gerald  Troutman  as  vice-president,  Mr.  Hal  Kohn,  Jr.,  as  secretary, 
and  Mr.  John  H.   Ketner  as  treasurer. 

We  note  with  sincere  appreciation  the  continued  financial  support  by  the 
synod,  congregations,  and  individuals.  Since  budgeted  funds  do  not  provide  for 
construction  of  new  facilities,  Lutheridge  continues  to  depend  upon  special  gifts 
for  development.  Rate  increases  this  year  reflect  the  rising  cost  of  operation 
and  maintenance. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1.  We  recommend  that  congregations  be  encouraged  to  pay  the  initial  reg- 
istration fee  for  campers  since  the  Lutheridge  program  is  an  essential  part  of 
the  total  program  of  Christian  education. 

2.  We  recommend  that  congregations  be  encouraged  to  provide  scholar- 
ships for  adult  feeders  to  conferences  at  Lutheridge  to  help  stimulate  develop- 
ment of  lay  leadership.

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Mr.  C.  Miller  Sigmon,  board  president,  and  the  Rev.  Brady  Faggart,  Jr., 
executive  director,  presented  the  report  of  this  institution. 

Mr.  Sigmon  corrected  the  report  by  deleting  paragraph  5  and  recom- 
mendation   1 . 

Recommendations  two  and  three  (now  one  and  two)  were  amended  by 
adding  the  words  "be  encouraged  to"  after  the  word  "congregations"  in  each 
case. 

On  motion  of  Mr.   Sigmon,   recommendations  one  and  two  were  adopted. 


Report  of  the  Youth  Committee 

Foremost  in  the  committee's  concern  and  work  during  the  year  has  been  the 
evaluation  of  the  committee's  program  of  prior  years  and  the  making  of  needed 
changes  which  the  changing  times  and  new  expressions  of  the  attitudes  of 
youth  have  made  necessary.  This  hcs  meant  more  frequent  joint  meetings  with 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Luther  League  Unit,  as  well  as  more  numerous 
and  more  lengthy  committee  meetings.  In  all,  more  than  1300  man-hours  have 
been  given  by  committee  members  alone  —  not  counting  the  thousands  of  addi- 
tional man-hours  given  by  Seminar  and  Institute  staff  persons  and  the  hundreds 
of  paid  man-hours  by  Mr.  Robert  Shoffner,  the  committee's  Locale  Institute 
Director  during  the  Summer  of   1967. 

The  chief  result  of  the  committee's  efforts,  in  terms  of  importance,  is  the 
proposal  for  an  amendment  to  the  synodical  constitution,  which  is  presented  to 
the  synod  as  the  expression  of  the  joint  thinking  of  the  Youth  Committee  and 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Luther  League  Unit.  It  is  in  the 
form  of  a  recommendation  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

During  the  year  our  close  work  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Luther 
League  Unit  has  produced,  in  addition  to  long-range  plans  as  exemplified  in  the 
proposed  constitutional  change,  specific  programs  of  an  extra  congregational 
nature,   viz.,   the   Locale    Institutes  and   the   Seminar. 

Three  Locale  Institutes  were  held  during  the  Summer  of  1967  —  Gaston 
County,  Forsyth  County  and  Wilmington  —  and  were  directed  by  Mr.  Robert 
Shoffner,  whose  salary  was  paid  by  a  grant  of  $500  from  the  Commission  on 
Youth  Activities  and  whose  travel  expenses  were  paid  from  proceeds  from  the 
Michael  Peeler  Fund.  The  Rev.  Claude  Deal,  Jr.  was  dean  and  The  Rev.  Earnest 
Brooks,  representing  the  Youth  Committee,  worked  closely  with  Mr.  Shoffner  in 
developing  the  program.  The  objective  of  the  Locale  Institutes  was  much  the 
same  as  the  Youth  Ministry  Institute  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  in  the  Sum- 
mer of  1966,  with  the  exception  that  the  Locale  Institute  was  directed  to  adult 
congregational  leaders  as  well  as  youth.  This  objective  was  achieved  only  to  a 
moderate  degree,  and  therefor  will  not  be  duplicated  in  the  same  way  in  1968, 
but  will   be  undertaken,   with   modifications,   at   some   future   date,    it   is   thought. 

The  Youth  Ministry  Seminar  was  held  at  Lutheridge  with  The  Rev.  Earnest 
Brooks  serving  as  coordinator.  Sixty  persons  attended,  with  evaluations  indicating 
a  maturing  of  insights  and  attitudes  taking  place.  The  length  was  extended  to 
ten  days  this  past  year  and,  with  the  results  having  been  favorable,  Mrs.  Nadine 
Thompson,  this  year's  coordinator,  reports  that  the  Seminar  will  again  be  held 
at  Lutheridge  for  a  ten-day  period,  August  14-24.  More  "feed  in"  is  expected  to 
be  a  part  of  this  year's  structure  and  the  leaders'  training  session  has  been 
extended   from   twenty-four   to   forty-eight   hours. 

In  addition  to  the  Institutes  and  Seminar,  sponsored  jointly  by  the  Luther 
League  Executive  Committee  and  the  Youth  Committee,  the  Youth  Committee 
alone  sponsored: 

—  a  synod-wide  Youth  Rally-Banquet  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  on 
June  22,  with  The  Rev.  Edgar  Trexler  as  speaker.  The  Rev.  Gary  Safrit 
was  Chairman  of  this  event,   attended   by  approximately  500  youth. 

—  along  with  the  youth  committees  of  the  Virginia,  South  Carolina,  Florida 
and  Southeastern  Synods,  a  Regional  Youth  Conference  held  at  the 
Ocean    Forest    Hotel    in    Myrtle    Beach,    South    Carolina,    August    21-24, 
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1967.  The  theme  was  "New  Life  for  a  New  Age".  The  Rev.  Brady 
Faggart  and  The  Rev.  Terry  Agner  represented  the  North  Carolina 
Committee  on  the  Steering  Committee  and  served  as  Coordinator  and 
Dean,  respectively.  Total  attendance  was  559,  with  the  largest  repre- 
sentation, 193,  being  from  North  Carolina.  Popular  personalities  at  the 
conference  were  Gert  Behanna,  the  "Get  Smart"  team  from  the  South 
Carolina  Department  of  Correction,  and  the  Pozo-Seco  Singers.  Evalua- 
tion indicate  a  highly  successful  conference  in  terms  of  objectives  having 
been  achieved. 

— ■  in  consultation  with  the  President  of  Synod,  a  consultation  with  repre- 
sentatives from  fourteen  synodical  committees,  auxiliaries  and  institu- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  collating  the  work  each  of  these  groups  and 
coordinating  them  in  terms  of  both  activities  and  publicity.  This  con- 
sultation, held  on  November  20,  resulted  in  not  only  an  illuminating 
sharing  of  information  and  concepts,  indicating  the  struggle  on  the  part 
of  many  people  to  serve  and  challenge  youth,  but  also  the  agreeing  on 
the  part  of  those  present  to  jointly  publicize  with  the  Youth  Committee 
those  projects  sponsored  for  youth   by  their  particular  group. 

One  of  the  areas  of  greatest  need  for  our  efforts  during  the  coming  year, 
the  committee  feels   is  the  provision  of  consultants  to  the  congregations: 

1)  Plans  are  being  laid  now  to  assist  congregational  youth  through  two 
duplicate  week-long  sessions  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  announced. 
These  schools  will  be  similar  to  the  Basic  Leadership  Schools  of  several 
years  ago  and  will  be  directed  by  The  Rev.  Gary  Safrit  and  Miss  Mary 
Stamy. 

2)  In  addition  1o  these  schools,  plans  are  underway  by  The  Rev.  Earnest 
Brooks  and  The  Rev.  Philip  Deese  to  train  teams  of  "enablers"  who  will 
make  themselves  available,  upon  invitation,  to  congregational  youth 
committees  and  youth  groups.  In  coming  into  a  congregation,  these 
"enablers"  would  assist  the  congregational  group  to  determine  its  own 
needs,  set  its  own  objectives  and  determine  the  modes  by  which  those 
objectives  can  be   reached. 

3)  And,  finally,  the  committee  is  selecting  ten  or  more  persons  for  attend- 
ance to  a  Youth  Counseling  Seminar  to  be  conducted  by  representatives 
from  Church  Youth  Research  at  Lutheridge  sometime  in  the  Fall  of 
1968.  Persons  especially  interested  in  this  week-long,  professionally 
directed  experience  should  contact  the  chairman  or  Secretary  of  Chris- 
tian Education.  If  selected  to  attend  you  would  be  expected  to  assist 
the  committee   in   leadership  training  at  some  future  date. 

We  missed  beyond  measure  the  work  of  a  synodical  staff  person  to  assist, 
inspire,  advise  and  sometimes  prod  this  committee  during  the  vacancy  of  almost 
a  year  of  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  Christian  Education.  To  say,  then,  that 
we  welcome  The  Rev.  Robert  Troutman  to  his  office  and  are  already  appreciating 
his  capable  leadership  is,  indeed,  an  understatement.  We  anticipate  with  much 
eagerness  our  work  together  for  the  youth,  and  the  adults  who  work  with  youth, 
in  North  Carolina.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  synod  constitution  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  V  —  Committee  on  Youth  Ministry 

1.  This  committee  shall  be  an  instrument  of  the  synod's  concern  for  its 
youth,  and  in  collaboration  with  the  Commission  on  Youth  Ministry  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  shall  supervise,  promote  and  correlate 
the  youth  work  of  the  synod. 

2.  The  committee  shall  consist  of  eighteen  members,  one-half  of  whom 
shall  be  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  twenty  inclusive  at  the  time 
of  their  appointment.  At  the  time  of  their  appointment  the  youth 
membership  shall  be  comprised  of  three  from  grades  7-9;  three  from 
grades    10-12;   and   three   from   post-high   age. 
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3.  The  length  of  appointment  of  the  youth  shall  be  one  year.  The  length 
of  appointment  of  adults  shall  be  for  three  years,  appointed  so  that  the 
terms  of  one-third  of  the  adult  members  expire  annually.

Pastor  Terry  Agner,  chairman,  presented  the  report,  assisted  by  members 
of  the  committee  in  a  visual  presentation  of  the  report.  In  view  of  the  proposed 
modification  in  the  structure  of  youth  work  in  the  church,  certain  changes  for 
youth  work  were  noted.  Chairman  Agner  showed  visually  by  charts  how  these 
changes  will  effect  the  youth  program  in  the  synod.  He  made  clear  that  the 
new  proposals  will  conserve  what  the  Luther  League  has  provided  with  the 
exception  of  an  organized  group(s)  and  replace  the  losses  with  positive  gains 
in  youth  ministry  that  will  involve  youth  and  adults  together  in  the  total  life  of 
the  church.  He  stressed  the  fact  that  the  discontinuance  of  the  Luther  League 
as  such  does  not  signify  that  the  church  is  going  out  of  youth  work  but  that  it 
will  be  given  a  needed  impetus  in  the  new  proposals. 

Chairman  Agner  then  proceeded  to  serve  notice  under  the  necessary  six 
signatures  of  an  amendment  to  the  constitution  which  would  bring  it  in  line  with 
the  proposals  to  be  recommended  to  the  LCA  Atlanta  Convention,  as  follows: 

That  Article  Seven,  Section  V — YOUTH  COMMITTEE,  of  the  constitution 
of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  be  amended  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  section  be  ratified  COMMITTEE  ON  YOUTH   MINISTRY. 

2.  That  paragraph  2  be  stricken  and  the  following  be  inserted: 

The  committee  shall  consist  of  eighteen  members,  one-half  of  whom 
shall  be  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  twenty  inclusive  at  the  time 
of  their  appointment.  At  the  time  of  their  appointment  the  youth 
membership  shall  be  comprised  of  three  from  grades  7-9;  three  from 
grades  10-12;  and  three  from  post-high  age. 

3.  That  an  additional  paragraph  3  be  added  as  follows: 

The   length  of  appointment  of  the  youth  shall  be  one  year.      The  length 

of  appointment  of  adults  shall  be  for  three  years;   appointed  so  that  the 

terms  of  one-third  of  the  adult  members  expire  annually. 

A   discussion   followed   led   by  pastors  T.    C.    Plexico,    Robert   Halvorsen,   and 

Walter  Yount  on  the  relation  of  confirmation  and   holy  communion  as   it  affects 

the    youth    program    of    the    church    and    youth    participation    in    the    total    life    of 

the  church. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  study  being  made  of  this  matter  by  a  special 
commission  authorized  by  the  LCA  convention. 

On  proper  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 


Report  of  the  Camp  Committee 

The  Camp  Committee  is  at  work  in  three  major  areas  of  concern.  When  the 
committee  meets  in  plenary  session  these  concerns  are  carefully  discussed.  Two 
such  sessions  were  held  since  the   last  synod   convention. 

The  first  group  is  concerned  with  locating  a  tract  of  land  of  more  than  300 
acres  in  the  general  area  of  Sanford.  Once  a  suitable  property  is  located  it  is  the 
hope  of  the  committee  that  the  synod  will  be  able  to  purchase  it  for  the  future 
development  of  a  camp,  retreat,  and  conference  center  for  use  by  the  synod.  The 
Rev.  J.  Paul  Rimmer,  Kinston,  is  the  chairman  of  this  group  and  is  assisted  by 
Mr.  Joe  Baker,  Mooresville,  and  Mr.  C.  R.  Staley,  Burlington.  To  advise  them 
in  their  investigation  and  selection  of  property  the  committee  has  retained  the 
services   of   Mr.    Charles   C.    Stott,    Raleigh,    a    well-known    authority    in    campsite 
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selection,  planning,  development,  and  maintenance.  Pastor  Rimmer  and  his 
sub  committee  on  the  "Sanford  Project"  have  made  many  trips  to  properties  in 
Lee,  Harnett,  and  Chatham  Counties.  Four  sites  have  been  under  consideration 
and   in  each  case  Mr.   Stott   is  consulted   concerning   the  desirability  of   the   land. 

The  second  group  is  concerned  with  the  North  Carolina  Synod  Retreat  Center 
at  Kure  Beach.  Camp  Committee  Chairman  Weinelt  is  also  chairman  of  this 
sub-committee,  and  is  assisted  by  The  Rev.  Jack  Rhyne,  Lincolnton,  and  Mr. 
Carl  Sloop,  Jr.,  China  Grove.  The  most  significant  event  was  the  opening, 
dedication,  and  use  of  the  Retreat  Center  in  the  summer  of  1967.  Unfortunately, 
while  the  Center  was  opened  and  used  it  was  not  completed.  The  Camp  Com- 
mittee is  now  in  the  process  of  borrowing  additional  funds  to  complete  the  Center. 

In  the  spring  of  1968  all  unfinished  items  are  scheduled  to  be  completed. 
In  addition  a  seamless  floor  covering  will  be  installed  in  all  areas.  All  bathroom 
and  shower  areas  will  be  improved.  The  suite  of  rooms  will  be  finished  with  a 
kitchenette  and  living  room.  Other  new  items  we  hope  to  add  are:  fiberglass 
stocking  chairs  in  the  dining  area;  storage  spaces  for  clothing;  electric  bathroom 
vents;   a  concrete  patio  on  the  ocean  front;   and   new  screens. 

The  Center  was  reserved  for  24  time  periods  during  the  summer  of  1967. 
During  1968  it  will  be  available  for  40  time  periods  in  June,  July,  and  August. 
The  Center  is  also  available  in  the  "off  season",  September  1  through  April  30, 
at  reduced  rates.  Adequate  heating  is  provided  for  groups  during  the  cold 
months. 

The  third  sub  committee  is  headed  by  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Wessinger,  Arden, 
assisted  by  The  Rev.  David  Castor,  Kings  Mountain,  and  Mr.  Joe  Bland,  Ashe- 
ville.  This  group  is  concerned  with  the  location  and  development  of  additional 
retreat  and  conference  centers  located  strategically  throughout  the  synod  for 
use  by  our  congregations  and  organizations.  In  order  to  serve  the  largest  number 
of  our  congregations  the  group  has  considered  four  sites  in  the  general  area  of 
Lake  Norman.  The  sub  committee  on  "Other  Retreat  Centers"  is  interested  in 
hearing  from  persons  who  may  have  suitable  wooded  property  in  that  general 
area  which  can  be  purchased  reasonably  for  use  by  the  synod  in  developing  a 
retreat   and   conference   facility. 

Once  again  the  Camp  Committee  wishes  to  encourage  our  people  in  the  use 
end  support  of  the  retreat,  conference,  and  camping  facilities  now  available  to 
us  at  Lutheridge.

Chairman 
Weinelt  referred  to  the  organization  of  the  committee  into  sub  committees  and 
member  responsibilities. 

Copies  of  the  financial  statement  of  the  Kure  Beach  Retreat  Center  were 
distributed. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT    OF    THE    NORTH    CAROLINA    COUNCIL    OF    CHURCHES    ASSEMBLY 

The  Thirty-First  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches 
was  held  in  Charlotte,  N.  C.  with  the  Church  Women  United  having  their 
Assembly  on  April  21-23;  the  Pastors'  Conference  April  23  on  the  subject  of 
"Freedom  and  Authority"  with  Dr.  Waldo  Beach  of  Duke  University  and  Dr. 
Lewis  I.  Maddocks,  director  of  the  Council  for  Christian  Social  Action  of  the 
United  Church  of  Christ,  as  speakers;  and  the  Council  sessions  on  April  23  and 
24.  Most  of  the  meetings  were  held  in  Dilworth  Methodist  Church,  with  the 
Fellowship  Dinner  of  Church  Women  United  and  the  opening  session  of  the 
Council  held  at  St.  Mark's  Lutheran  Church,  and  the  Awards  Luncheon  in  First 
Christian  Church.  Mrs.  James  M.  Dolbey,  national  president  of  Church  Women 
United,  spoke  at  the  Fellowship  Dinner,  and  Dr.  James  MacCracken,  Executive 
Director  of  Church  World  Service,  spoke  at  the  opening  session  of  the  Council 
meeting.  Fifteen  official  delegates  from  the  North  Carolina  Synod  were  among 
those  attending  the  Council  sessions.  Although  attendcnce  at  this  meetina  was 
not  as  large  as  before  due  to  the  formation  of  the  United  Methodist  Church 
in  Dallas,  Texas  preventing  a  number  of  delegates  from  attending,  a  milestone 
was  reached  with  the  presence  of  official  observers  from  the  Greek  Orthodox 
Church  and  two  dioceses  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church.  This  enlarges  our 
fellowship  and  our  opportunity  for  cooperative  endeavor  in   North  Carolina. 

The  Council  is  organized  and  does  most  of  its  work  between  annual  meet- 
ings through  the  Executive  Board,  an  Adrrrnistrative  Committee,  two  Depart- 
ments, two  General  Committees,  and  five  Commissions  which  are  made  un  of 
23  committees.  The  Executive  Board  met  May  15  and  November  16,  1967, 
March   25,    1968  end  April   23,    19^8.      All   of  these   renorted   on   their  activities. 

We  are  arateful  that  the  1967  Budget  of  $49,168.10  was  met  with  a 
balance  of  $143  56  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  1968.  We  must  note,  however, 
that  $2,000  of  this  was  provided  bv  the  Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
for  the  radio  ministry  of  NEWS  OF  THE  CHURCH.  A  budget  of  $53  089.46 
was  adopted  for  1968  and  steps  were  taken  to  prepare  the  1969  Budget  so 
denominations  can   provide  their  full   proportionate   share    in   their   budgets. 

At  the  Awards  Luncheon  Dr.  Cecil  W.  Robbins,  president  of  Louisburg 
College,  was  awarded  the  1968  Distinguished  Service  Award.  The  Richard  Shelton 
Communications  Award  was  given  to  Station  WHKY  of  Hickory.  Mr.  Doug 
Mayes  of  WBT-WBTV  was  also  given  special  recognition  for  his  contributions 
in  the  area  of  communication. 

The  activities  of  the  Council  is  carried  out  by  its  varied  commissions  and 
committees  in  the  areas  of  Cqitidus  Ministry,  Christian  Social  Action,  the  Migrant 
Project  and  Migrant  Ministry,  Ministry  in  State  and  National  Parks,  Family  Life 
Education,  Audio-visuals,  Scouting,  Youth  Work,  Overseas  Relief,  Public  Rela- 
tions, Radio  and  TV,  as  well  as  seminars  on  Legislation,  the  Church  and  Com- 
munity, Human  Relations,  and  Evanaelism.  For  the  first  time  a  Long-range 
Consultation  for  denominational  leaders  was  held  in  Durham,  February  26 
and  27,  1968. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  two  resolutions  were  approved:  one  on  "The  Inter- 
national   Crisis"   dealing    with    Vietnam    urging    an    early   settlement   of   that   con- 
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flict;  and  the  other  was  on  "The  National  Crisis"  dealing  with  racial  relations 
and  conflict.  It  states,  in  part,  that  "indifference  and  violence  are  both 
unocceptable  .  .  .  Indifference  itself  is  a  kind  of  violence  .  .  .  Therefore,  we 
reject  both  indifference  and  violence."  It  further  states  that  the  Council  is 
working  with  other  forces  in  North  Carolina  to  form  a  TASK  FORCE  FOR 
RELiGION  AND  RACE  "to  promote  justice;  bring  reconciliation;  advance  the 
opportunities  in  education,  employment,  housing,  social  services  and  police  pro- 
tection to  all   people;   and  to  minister  if  times  of  civil   disorder  occur." 

At  the  close  of  elections,  Dr.  Thomas  A.  Collins,  president  of  N.  C. 
Wesleyan  College,  Rocky  Mount,  was  elected  president  to  succeed  Dr.  Samuel 
E.  Duncan,  president  of  Livingstone  College,  Salisbury.  Miss  Mary  Stamy  of 
Winston-Salem  was  re-elected  secretary.  Dr.  White  Iddings  and  Dr.  George 
R.  Whittecar  of  our  synod  continue  on  the  Executive  Board.  One  of  the  high- 
lights of  the  meeting  for  Lutherans  was  the  expression  of  gratitude  to  the 
Luther  League  of  North  Carolina  for  its  support  of  the  Migrant  Ministry  through 
its  Penny  Parade. 

The  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  gives  the  churches  of  North 
Carolina  their  major  agency  for  co-operative  fellowship  and  action.  We  are 
grateful  for  the  support  given  to  the  Council  and  urge  continued  support  for 
the  work  ahead.  The  words  of  Dr.  S.  S.  Wiley,  the  Executive  Director,  challenge 
us  as  he  said   "we  are  called  to  consciousness,   conscience,   and  commitment." 

THE  REV.  KARL  M.  PARK, 

Secretary  of  Delegation 

The  report  was  presented  by  pastor  Karl  Park,  secretary  of  the  delegation. 
Pastor  Park  gave  the  highlights  of  the  Charlotte  Assembly,  and  then  introduced 
the  Rev.  Samuel  S.  Wiley,  D.D.,  Executive  Director  of  the  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Churches,  who  brought  greetings  from  the  Council.  Dr.  Wiley  stressed  the 
importance  of  having  an  ecumenical  spirit  as  exemplified  by  some  of  the  person- 
alities of  the  synod  of  his  acquaintance  and  of  the  synod  as  a  whole.  He 
acknowledged  the  gift  of  the  N.  C.  Luther  League  Unit  for  the  migrant 
ministry  of  the  Council.  He  then  spoke  on  launching  a  task  force  in  connection 
with  religion  and  race  and  challenged  the  synod  to  be  alert  to  the  scenes  of 
human  need  and  to  respond  in  love,  sympathy  and  service.  He  presented  to 
the  president  a  book  of  reports  of  the  Charlotte  Assembly. 

On  proper  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

President  Whittecar  declared  a  ten  minute  break. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Pastors'  Salaries  (Continued) 

By    common    consent,    the    convention    agreed    to    give    permission     to    this 

committee    to    continue    its    report.      Chairman    Ernest    Ridenhour    was    recognized 

to  resume  the  report. 

President    Whittecar    reviewed    the    matter    that    was    pending.       The    motion 

had  been   made  to  adopt  recommendation   four  of  the  committee's   report  calling 

for  a  minimum  base  salary  of  $5,600  (p.   210).   Pastor  Roy  B.  Setzer  had  offered 

an  amendment  to  the  motion  (p.  210). 

Pastor    Setzer   withdrew   the   amendment,    and    the    motion    (Recommendation 

Four)  was  adopted. 

Pastor  Setzer  then  offered  the  following  motion: 

in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  president's  efforts  last  year  to  get  con- 
gregations to  raise  salaries  to  the  former  $5, GOO  minimum  met  with 
a  positive  response  in  a  number  of  congregations,  I  move  that  the 
president  follow  the  same  procedure  this  year  in  regard  to  the  new 
m.'n'mum,  and 

that    the    Committee    on    Pastors'    Salaries,    jointly    with    the    president 
and  assistant  to  the  president,   bring   to  the   next  convention  a   plan   to 
supplement    the    pastor's    salary    in    those    congregations    not    reaching 
the  m  n  mum  salary  of  $5,600  recommended  by  synod. 
The  motion  was   interpreted  to  be  a  guideline  to  the  committee. 
Those    participating     in    the    discussion    were    pastors    Harry    Robinson    and 

C.  Lee  Shipton. 

The  motion  was  adopted. 

Recommendation  five  was  presented  and  adopted. 


228  PROCEEDINGS  OF   THE   NORTH   CAROLINA  SYNOD 


REPORT  OF   SPECIAL  COMMITTEE   ON    CONGREGATIONAL   CONSTITUTIONS 

The  1967  Convention  of  Synod  resolved  that:  "Each  congregation  which 
has  not  complied  with  the  requirement  of  the  Constitution  of  the  N.  C.  Synod, 
Article  XI,  Section  1,  by  the  time  of  the  1968  Convention  of  Synod  is  hereby 
requested  to  show  to  the  synod  at  the  convention  why  an  exception  should  be 
made  in  its  case". 

The  Executive  Board  in  implementing  this  decision  authorized  the  president 
of  synod  to  appoint  a  special  convention  committee  to  meet  with  representatives 
of  these  congregations  and  after  due  consultation  to  prepare  a  recommendation 
and  report  the  same  to  the  synod  in  convention. 

The  committee  convened  at  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  Raleigh,  Sunday 
evening,  May  5,  at  7:30  P.M.  Information  from  the  president's  office  indicated 
that  three  of  the  congregations  referred  to  the  chairman  subsequently  submitted 
constitutions  to  the  Executive  Board  which  were  acceptable.  These  congregations 
are  Holy  Communion,  Banner  Elk;  Reformation,  Taylorsville  and  St.  Luke, 
Charlotte.  By  their  action,  they  have  raised  the  number  of  congregations  with 
approved  constitutions  to  one  hundred  ninety-six  (196). 

There  remain  only  six  congregations  in  the  synod  at  this  time  which  have 
not  yet  adopted  constitutions  approved  by  the  Executive  Board  of  synod.  Pastors 
and  representatives  of  these  congregations  met  with  the  committee  and  con- 
sulted in  detail  on  their  respective  problems,  and  progress  in  the  adoption  of 
an  acceptable  constitution.  These  six  congregations  are  Friedens,  Gibsonville; 
Holy  Trinity,  Troutman;  Kimball  Memorial,  Kannapolis;  Organ,  Salisbury;  St. 
Mark,  Salisbury  and  St.  Matthew,  Salisbury. 

The  situation  of  each  congregation  is  distinctive  and  together  they  involve 
a  wide  range  of  circumstances  and  problems.  The  reports  from  three  congrega- 
tions are  encouraging,  showing  promise  of  resolving  their  problems  and  adopting 
acceptable  constitutions  in  the  near  future. 

Your  committee  found  that  in  the  three  remaining  congregations  the  mis- 
understandings were  so  complex  and  the  issues  so  beclouded  with  suspicion  and 
animosities,  that  premature  action  would  be  detrimental  both  to  the  life  of  the 
congregation  and  to  the  ultimate  relationship  we  cherish. 

In  more  than  one  situation  we  found  personality  conflicts  and  deep  seated 
misinterpretations  of  intent  which  have  caused  the  constitution  to  be  the 
"whipping  boy".  To  portray  these  details  before  the  synod  and  to  seek  individual 
action   regarding  these  congregations  at  this  time  would  be   regretable. 

WE  RECOMMEND  that  the  synod  commend  those  pastors  and  lay  leaders 
who  have  worked  patiently,  often  under  severe  handicaps,  with  a  view  to 
guiding  their  congregations  into  a  duly  constituted  relationship  with  the  synod 
and  the  LCA,  and  that  we  urge  those  few  congregations  which  have  not  yet 
adopted  a  compatible  constitution  to  do  so  as  expeditiously  as  their  circum- 
stances will  permit. 

WE  FURTHER  RECOMMEND  that  any  congregation  which  might  not  have 
fulfilled  this  requirement  by  the  1969  Convention  of  Synod  be  called  upon  at 
that  time  to  state  its  intention  regarding  constituent  relationship  with  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  and  the  North  Carolina  Synod.

President  Whittecar  added  that  this  is  a  direction  in  continuing  our  growth 
in  unity  and  grace. 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Publications

Paul  L.  Conrad  for  editor  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  for  a  term  expiring 
with  the  1969  convention  of  the  synod,  and  (4)  to  nominate  the  Rev.  B.  D. 
Castor  for  business-circulation  manager  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  for  a 
term  expiring  with  the    1969  convention  of  the  synod.

THE  LUTHERAN  AND  LUTHERAN  LITERATURE 
This  committee  functions  in  the  promotion  of  The  Lutheran  because  it  is  not 
only  one  of  the  finest  church  magazines  in  print  but  also  our  church  magazine. 
The  Lutheran  is  a  partner  in  each  parish  in  the  work  of  stewardship,  evangelism 
and  adult  information  about  the  church.  The  committee  has  a  chairman  in  each 
district  who  publicizes  The  Lutheran  and  aids  and  encourages  the  Every  Home 
Plan  in  each  parish.  In  order  to  familiarize  congregations  who  were  not  on  the 
Every  Home  Plan  with  The  Lutheran,  it  was  offered  this  past  year  free  of  charge 
for  three  months  to  the  church  councils  of  such  congregations.  A  total  of  253 
subscription  were  submitted  under  this  program.  In  reporting  individual  sub- 
scriptions from  congregations,  only  those  congregations  can  be  reported  where 
the  subscriptions  have  been  sent  in  as  a  group  with  a  remittance  from  the  church 
treasurer.  It  is  impossible  to  tabulate  individual  subscriptions  sent  in  separately. 
We  hope  that  each  and  every  congregation  during  this  coming  year  will  consider 
The  Lutheran  as  a  vital  part  of  its  program  and  strive  to  be  an  Every  Home  Plan 
congregation. 

The  committee  has  also  gathered  information  on  the  various  auxiliary  pub- 
lications of  our  synod   in  an  attempt  to  give  assistance  where   needed.

PRESS,  RADIO  AND  TELEVISION 
Much  of  the  work  of  this  sub-committee    is  done    in   coordination   with   the 
Synodical  News  Bureau,   in   routine  work   in   the  named   areas,   and   in  connection 
with   the  synodical   convention,   so  that  any   lengthy   report  would   be   redundant. 
One  particular  area  of  work  for  the  committee  concerns  the  issuance  through 
synodical  auspices  of  the   Pastor  Jay  Harbinson   "Gospel   in   Rhythm"   seven-inch, 
45-r.p.m.    record   sent   to  North   Carolina    radio  stations   in   September   for  use   in 
one-minute  spots  promoting  Christianity.    This  record  was  auditioned  at  the   1967 
synodical   convention.     Several   factors   severely   hampered   widespread   use   of   the 
"spots"  which  were  recorded  by  the  Harbinson-Garwood  group.    The  committee 
formally  expressed   its  gratitude   to  that  group.    The   committee   recommendation 
for  re-production  and  re-issuance  of  such  a  recording  with  professional  production 
and    better-coordinated    release   and    promotion   was   tabled    to   await   response    to 
the    commercial    33-r.p.m.    full-length    record    of    the    full    "Gospel    in    Rhythm" 
released  about  January    1,    1968,  by  Pastor   Harbinson  and   associates  at   Dallas, 
N.   C,   now  trademarked   and   copyrighted. 

THE  PRT  mission  is  to  follow  Christ's  commission  of  telling  the  "good 
news",  and  therefore  imaginatively  to  encourage,  promote  and  provide  more 
effective  means  to  carry  out  the  task.  Such  an  orea  as  "The  Gospel  in  Rhythm" 
is  an  example  of  imaginative  and  creative  work  such  as  the  committee  might  well 
foster,  has  been  said  by  the  past  sub-committee  chairman,  Pastor  Paul  L. 
Conrad,  in  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  at  greater  lenath.

Pastor  B.  D.  Castor,  business  manager,  also  thanked  the  convention  for  the 
vote  of  confidence  shown  in  his  re-election,  and  reminded  delegates  of  the 
rising  costs  of  publication  with  reference  to  postage  and  printing. 

Pastor  George  Shuford  moved  that  the  salaries  be  increased  for  the  staff 
of  the  N.  C.  Lutheran. 

Dr.  Whittecar  explained  the  proper  procedure  to  follow  for  increases  in 
salary  for  the  above  staff,  and  in  light  of  this  order,  pastor  Shuford  withdiew 
his  motion.

Pastor  George  Shuford,  chairman  of  this  sub-committee,  was  recognized  for 
his  services  of  keeping  the  convention  in  the  news.  Chairman  Shuford  reported 
for  the  committee.  In  urging  good  public  relations  and  home  responsibility,  he 
said  that  the  image  that  the  news  media  have  reflects  the  image  of  the  pastor 
and  church  in  the  local  community. 

In  connection  with  the  report,  pastor  William  Johnson  spoke  of  his  religious 
newscasting  in  the  Salisbury  area. 

On  proper  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted.

Dr.  Isenhour  pointed  out  that  the  trustees  have  only  one  function  and  that  is 
to  keep  the  assets  of  this  fund  invested  to  bring  in  as  much  income  as  possible 
while  protecting  the  principal.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Investment 

Secretary  Lyerly  presented  the  report  in  behalf  of  Glenn  E.  Ketner, 
chairman,  as  follows: 

"I   am   pleased   to   report  that  Treasurer  Charles  S.    Heilig   and    I    have 

reviewed    the    funds    at    various    times    during    the    year    and    invested 

the    excess    funds,    usually    in    Certificates    of    Deposit    on    short    term 

basis." 

The  report  was  adopted. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  Pensions 

The  Committee  on  Pensions  met  Nov.  1,  1967  at  the  Church  House  in 
Salisbury  with  two  members  absent. 

Dr.  George  R.  Whittecar  was  present  and  presented  to  the  committee  facts 
and  figures  on  the  Pension  Plan  and  the  Health  Benefits  Plan. 

The  minimum  pension  is  $1500  per  year.  The  old  plan  will  be  phased  out 
and  the  new  plan  will  take  over.  Ninety-seven  per  cent  of  all  ministers  in  the 
N.  C.  Synod  are  participating,  compared  to  92%  in  the  LCA.  Of  the  202  min- 
isters of  the  N.  C.  Synod,  6  are  not  participating.  Of  all  the  LCA  synods,  only 
the  Michigan  Synod  with  98%  has  a  higher  percentage  of  participation.  In  the 
LCA  62%  of  the  ministers  chose  the  variable  income  pension  over  the  fixed 
income  pension  plan. 

In  the  Health  Benefits  Plan,  $23,407.56  was  paid  to  members  of  our  synod 
for  the  year  1967.  Dr.  Whittecar  announced  that  there  is  a  Special  Assistance 
Fund  to  help  widows  or  retired  ministers  who  are  in  dire  need.  Only  15  in  the 
LCA  are  getting  this  assistance.  There  is  none  in  our  synod.  The  synod  is 
paying  the  $30  health  benefit  premium  for  each  of  our  seminary  students. 

It  was  reported  that  some  are  lax  in  paying  their  health  benefit  premiums. 
The  committee  urges  every  member  to  keep  his  premiums  paid  up  to  date. 
Your  committee  stands  ready  to  assist  in  any  way  possible.

The  report  was  presented   by  pastor   Paul    E.   Moose,   chairman. 
A  question  was  raised  relative  to  the  $1,500  minimum  pension  figure.      Dr. 
Lundeen  clarified   the   issue   by  saying   that  there   are   two   minimum   figures;   one 
that  applies   to   those   who   retired   before   July    1,    1956,    and   the   other  applying 
to  those  who  retired  after  that  date.      The  pension  for  those  retiring  after  July 
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1,  1956  takes  into  account  the  benefits  from  social  security.  For  those  retiring 
before  July  1,  1956,  the  minimum  retirement  has  been  $1,500  until  recently 
when  it  was  raised  to  a  $2,000  minimum. 

In  a  further  discussion  of  the  pension  program,  the  question  was  asked 
about  the  synodical  insurance  reserve  fund  for  insurance  and  pension  purposes 
which  showed  a  balance  at  the  time  the  new  pension  plan  of  the  church  took 
effect.  To  that,  Dr.  Whittecar  answered  that  by  action  of  the  Executive  Board 
the  insurance  reserve  fund  had  been  turned  into  the  president's  discretionary 
fund  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  president  in  his  pastoral  function  and 
is  so  designated  in  the  treasurer's  report. 

On  proper  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Audits 

The  president  informed  the  convention  that  the  report  of  the  committee 
had  been  turned  over  to  him,   and   that  the  audits  were   in  good   order. 

On  proper  motion,  permission  was  granted  to  insert  the  report  in  the 
minutes,  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AUDIT— Sub-committee  A 

The  Committee  on  Audit  as  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  synod  was  divided 
into  three  two-member  sub-committees:  Sub-Committee  A,  on  the  audit  and 
other  financial  records  of  synod:  Messrs.  George  L.  Plott  and  J.  W.  McGee, 
Jr.;  Sub-Committee  B,  on  the  audits  of  institutions:  Messrs  W.  A.  Kluttz  and 
J.  Max  Henderlite;  Sub-Committee  C,  on  audits  and  financial  records  of  special 
trust  funds:  Messrs.  George  W.  Gillon  and  Clinton  Eudy. 

Each  audit  and  financial  record  was  carefully  examined  by  the  proper 
committee.  The  Committee  on  Audit  in  making  its  reports  adopts  the  findings 
of  the  sub-committees.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Historical  Work 

The  Committee  on  Historical  Work  held  two  meetings  during  the  synodical 
year,  December  12,  1967,  and  March  12,  1968.  Early  in  the  year  Mr.  E.  Ray 
King  and  Mr.  Claude  Whirry  were  appointed  to  serve  the  unexpired  terms  of 
Mr.   Leon  M.   Rivers  and  Mr.   Lawrence   L.   Lohr,   deceased. 

Promotion  of  the  sale  of  the  two  books  published  by  the  synod  in  recent 
years,  namely,  the  Supplement  to  the  general  history  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
North  Carolina  and  Life  Sketches  of  Lutheran  Ministers  has  been  the  chief  con- 
cern of  the  committee  during  the  year.  The  result  of  the  sales  up  to  date  will  be 
reported  at  the  convention  of  synod  in  May  as  a  supplement  to  this  report.  The 
two  volumes  mentioned  here  together  with  a  small  number  of  the  History  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  North  Carolina  are  stored  in  the  Church  House  in  Salisbury, 
and  are  available  by  mail  order  or  by  personal  call. 

New  areas  of  concern  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  committee 
for  study  and  appropriate  action.  For  information  some  of  these  areas  are  men- 
tioned  here: 

1.  The  need  for  special  investigation  of  properties  connected  with  former 
congregations  of  synod,  now  discontinued,  to  determine  the  legal  status 
and  right  of  ownership  of  such   properties. 

2.  The  continued  attention  to  the  historical  data  on  the  synodical  Brother- 
hood which  was  collected  by  the  late  Leon  M.  Rivers,  now  stored  in  the 
archives  of  synod,  with  the  hope  that  some  interested  layman  will 
carry  the  work  to  completion. 

3.  The  fact  that  no  portrait  of  Dr.  Jacob  L.  Morgan  has  been  provided  for 
the  Church  House.  This  led  to  the  recommendation  to  the  Executive 
Board  of  synod  that  a  suitable  portrait  of  Dr.  Morgan  be  secured  and 
placed    in   the   Church    House    in    Salisbury. 

The  committee  would  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  members  of  the  synod 
in  locating  inactive  church  properties  upon  which  the  synod  might  have  a  claim, 
and  in  the  continued  sales  of  the  synod's  volumes  listed  above.

It 
was  not  a  year  of  committee  action  as  in  the  previous  year,  but  there  was  ample 
opportunity  for  members  of  the  committee  to  assist  persons  and  parishes  in 
their  needs  related  to  music  and  worship. 
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WORSHIP  CORNER 

Contributions  were  made  several  times  during  the  year  to  the  pages  of  the 
N.  C.  LUTHERAN.  It  is  hoped  that  these  contributions  will  appear  again  on  a 
regular  monthly  basis  as  in  years  past. 

PECTORAL  CROSS 

We  feel  that  one  of  the  best  opportunities  for  service  came  in  the  area  of 
providing  the  necessary  planning  for  the  PECTORAL  CROSS  for  the  office  of  the 
President  of  Synod. 

A  report  was  made  at  the  1 967  Convention  of  Synod  concerning  the  find- 
ings of  the  Worship  Committee  which  had  been  given  to  the  Executive  Board  for 
study.  (Page  134,  1967  proceedings.)  An  announcement  was  made  during  the 
committee's  report  (p.  247)  that  one  of  our  North  Carolina  Lutherans  had 
volunteered   to  give  th  s  cross  to  the  synod. 

The  14  carat  gold  cross,  made  by  Hurst,  Franklin,  and  Company,  Limited, 
English  Silversmiths,  was  presented  by  Chairman  Plexico  as  a  part  of  the  service 
of  Installation  for  Pastor  Robert  Troutmcn,  which  was  held  in  the  New  St.  John's 
Chapel,  Salisbury  January  28th,  1968.  Dr.  Whittecar  accepted  the  cross  in 
behalf  of  the  office  of  the  president. 

It  was  not  until  the  time  of  presentation  that  the  donor's  name  was  given. 
It  is  with  a  profound  sense  of  gratitude  that  we  acknowledge  Miss  Beulah  Lyerly, 
a  member  of  Christicna  Church,  Salisbury,  as  the  one  whose  love  for  Christ 
and  His  Church  prompted  the  gift.  Giving  such  as  this  —  beyond  the  call  of 
mere  duty  ■ — ■  is  that  which  enriches  our  fellowship   in  the  Body  of  Christ. 

COUNSELLING  SERVICE 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  has  handled  numerous  items  of  correspond- 
ence relating  to  many  aspects  of  worship  and  music  —  advice  on  purchase  of 
choir  robes,  stained  glass  windows,  piano  purchases,  vestment  and  parament 
designs,  the  funeral  pall  —  its  design  and  usage,  special  services  for  the  Lenten- 
Easter  seasons,  candles,  baptismal  font  arrangements,  etc. 

He  has  been  available  to  several  congregations  in  giving  guidance  on  chan- 
cel  redecorations  and  furnishings. 

He  has  been  a  consultant  to  several  of  our  churches  in  the  planning  for  and 
purchase  of  pipe  organs. 

MUSIC  SCHOOL 

Congregations  are  encouraged  to  make  it  possible  for  their  organists  and 
choir  directors  to  attend  the  music  week  at  Lutheridge.  The  study  and  fellowship 
make  this  a  profitable  week.

Committee  on  Architecture  and  Fine  Arts 

The  Committee  on  Architecture  and  Fine  Arts  held  its  initial  meeting  on 
February  13,  1968  at  the  Church  House  in  Salisbury.  This  committee  exists  to 
serve  as  a   liaison  with   the   LCA  Commission  on  Church   Architecture.     It   further 
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serves  in  a  representative  and  advisory  position  in  the  fields  of  architecture  and 
the  fine  arts  in  ways  so  as  to  stimulate  meaningful  Christian  witness  through  these 
areas  in  our  synod's  congregations.  Your  committee  would  also  seek  to  serve,  in 
an  advisory  position,  the  congregations  of  our  synod  when  they  desire  advise  in 
the  building  of  church  parsonages.  We  hope  our  congregations  will  avail  them- 
selves of  the  resources  available  through  this  committee  in  the  future  when  con- 
cerned with  matters  pertaining  to  architecture  and  the  arts.  Serving  on  the  com- 
mittee are  three  architects:  Mr.  Paul  Briggs,  Lexington;  Mr.  Norman  Zimmerman, 
High  Point;  and  Mr.  Fred  Simmons,  Shelby;  also  three  pastors:  The  Rev.  George 
Moore,  Spencer;  The  Rev.  George  Keck,  Winston-Salem;  and  The  Rev.  Gary 
Safrit,   Hickory. 

RECOMMENDATION 

Whereas  there  is  a  growing  interest  in  religious  art  in  many  areas  of  the 
Church,  evidenced  by  the  number  of  art  exhibits  being  held,  and 

Whereas  one  of  the  duties  of  the  synod's  Committee  on  Architecture  and 
Fine  Arts  is  to  encourage  and  cultivate  an  interest  in  the  use  of  the  arts  in  the 
life  and  kork  of  the  Church,  the  synod's  Committee  on  Architecture  and  Fine 
Arts   recommends  a   synod-wide    Religious  Art  Competition   for   the   coming   year. 

All  congregations  will  be  invited  to  participate  by  age  groupings,  submitting 
local  winners  to  the  1969  Synod  Convention  for  final  judging.  Divisions  and  types 
of  art  to  be  submitted  will  be  announced   later. 

The  thrust  for  the  competition  will  be  religious,  using  the  Evangelism  Mis- 
sion theme,  "Christian  Living  in  a  Changing  World."

Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Continuing  Education  for  Ministers 

The  Committee  on  Continuing  Education  for  Ministers  held  its  organiza- 
tional meeting  in  December  1967.  At  that  time  members  of  the  committee  were 
introduced  to  a  variety  of  continuing  education  programs  currently  available  to 
pastors  serving  this  synod.  It  was  noted  that  the  committee  has  three  basic 
functions: 

1.  To  gather  information  concerning  opportunities  for  continuing  education 
for  ministers  and  disseminate  the  same  to  ministers  in  the  synod; 

2.  To  stimulate  and  encourage  ministers  of  the  synod  to  take  advantage 
of   opportunities   for   continuing   education;   and 

3.  To  serve  as  a  liaison  committee  with  Board  of  Theological  Education, 
seminaries,  and  other  agencies  offering  opportunities  for  continuing  education 
for  ministers. 

The  committee  has  begun  collecting  information  regarding  various  programs 
of  continuing  education  and  is  engaged  in  a  study  to  determine  the  extent  to 
which  our  pastors  have  been  participating  in  formal  programs  of  continuing 
education  in  recent  years,  and  is  holding  meetings  to  confer  with  persons  responsi- 
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ble  for  programs  of  continuing  education   to   learn   more  about  the  programs  and 
their  potential   value  for  our  pastors.

Report  of  Committee  on  Pastor's  Reading  Program 

This  committee,  authorized  at  the  last  convention  of  the  synod  and  ap- 
pointed by  the  Executive  Board  in  June  1967,  was  unable  to  arrange  for  a 
satisfactory  meeting  and  to  pursue  the  matter  at  hand  in  time  for  a  report  to 
this  convention.  With  the  permission  of  the  convention,  the  committee  will 
be  continued  and  the  assignment  made  at  the  1967  convention  will  be  pursued 
with  a  report  in   1969.

Report  of  Committee  on  Service  to 
Military  Personnel 

This  is  a  new  committee  of  synod  formulated  for  the  purpose  of  serving  as 
liaison  with  the  Division  of  Service  to  Military  Personnel  of  the  Lutheran  Council 
in  the  Unted  States  of  America  and  to  inform  pastors  and  congregations  of  the 
need  and  opportunties  for  a  more  effective  ministry  to  military  personnel.  Two 
meetings  of  the  committee  were  held  during  the  year  at  which  special  attention 
was  given  to  the  matter  of  what  local  congregations  and  pastors  could  and 
should  do  toward  a  more  effective  ministry  to  members  who  are  serving  in  the 
armed  forces.  A  communication  was  sent  to  all  pastors  and  congregations  out- 
lining several  things  that  each  congregation  should  do  as  a  minimum  effort  in 
this  area.  Communication  was  established  with  the  Division  of  Service  to  Military 
Personnel,  LCUSA,  regardng  any  suggestions  it  would  have  as  to  how  such  a 
committee   might  best   function. 

The  chairman  and  two  members  of  the  committee  held  an  informal  dinner 
meeting  with  the  Lutheran  chaplains  stationed  at  Fort  Bragg  January  25,  1968, 
at  which  ideas  were  exchanged  on  how  and  what  the  Lutheran  Church  should  and 
could  do  in  establishing  a  more  effective  ministry  to  those  in  active  military 
service. 

The  importance  of  such  a  ministry  is  born  out  by  the  fact  that  according 
to  the  figures  compiled  from  the  1967  Parochial  Reports,  1,236  members  from 
the  congregations  of  the  synod  were  on  active  military  duty  as  of  December  31, 
1967.  At  present  we  have  two  of  our  pastors  on  the  roll  of  synod  who  are  serving 
as  chaplains  on  active  duty  with  the  armed  forces.  A  total  of  nine  Lutheran 
chaplains  from  the  LCA,  ALC  and  LCMS  were  assignsed  to  military  installations 
in  the  state  on  February  1,  1968.  The  pastors  of  five  of  our  congregations  located 
adjacent  to  military  installations  serve  as  Contact  Pastors  with  a   special  concern 
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for  Lutheran  personnel  assigned  to  their  areas. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1.  That  each  congregation  appoint  a  special  committee  to  work  with  the 
pastor  in  establishing  an  effective  program  and  ministry  to  their  members  in 
military   service. 

2.  That  each  pastor  and  congregation  refer  to  and  make  use  of,  the  Man- 
ual provided  to  congregations  from  the  Division  of  Service  to  Military  Personnel, 
LCUSA,  for  specific  suggestions  on  what  they  can  and  should  be  doing  for  their 
members  in   military  service. 

3.  That  pastors  and  congregations  having  members  in  military  service 
use  the  LCA  "Follow  Up  Program"  as  a  means  of  keeping  Lutheran  Service 
Pastors  and  chapfains  informed  that  one  of  their  members  is  now  assigned  for 
duty   in   their   area    of   responsibility.

The  substitute  motion  carried. 
Recommendations  two  and  three  were  adopted. 

In  recommendation  three  a  clarification  was  made  in  the  second  line  cor- 
recting "LCA"  to  read  "LCUSA". 

In  connection  with  the  report,  Conrad  Wessell,  Jr.  spoke  of  the  responsi- 
bilities of  the  home  and  the  home  church  in  eguipping  young  men  before  the/ 
reach  military  age. 

Chaplain  Carlton  Howells  expressed  appreciation  for  the  opportunities  to 
serve  in  the  N.  C.  Synod  while  being  stationed  at  Fort  Bragg.

each    convention    of    synod    to    rule   on    points   of    procedure    when    such 

information  is  reguested  by  the  presiding  officer. 

The  motion  to  approve  the  above  by-law  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  president  then  expressed  appreciation  to  the  committee  for  a  job 
well  done. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  and  Unfinished  Business 

The  report  was  presented  by  Pastor  N.  Earl  Townsend,  chairman,  as  follows: 

Minutes  of  the  third  and  fourth  sessions  have  been  distributed,  and  all 
items  of  business  have  been  properly  transacted.  Copies  of  the  minutes  of  the 
remaining   meetings  will   be  mailed   to  all   clerical   and    lay  delegates. 

On  proper  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Corrections  were  made  to  the  minutes  referred  to  in  the  report,  and  were 
approved  as  corrected. 

President  Whittecar  said  that  the  minutes  of  the  final  meeting  are  to  be 
approved  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Closing  of  Synod 

President  Whittecar  expressed  appreciation  for  the  attention  and  cooperation 
of  the  delegates  and  to  those  assisting  in  any  phase  of  its  work. 

He  then  closed  the  convention  by  using  the  Order  for  the  Closing  of  Synods. 
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
